AN  ACT 

^o  accept  this  Stated'  preportion  pf  the  Surploe  Revenue  of  the  United  Statei. 

Whereas,  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  passed  an  act, 
entitled  "An  act  to  .regulate  the  depositesof  the  public  mo- 
ney;" andVhich  was  duly  approved  on  the  23d  of  June, 
A.  D.  1836;  and  the  13lh  and  14th  sections  of  which  .act, 
are  as  follows,  that  is  to  say: 

"Sec.  13.     And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  money  which 
shall  be  in  Ihc  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  on  the  first  day 
'  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  reserving  the 
sum  of  five  millions  of  dollars,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  seve- 
ral States,  in  proportion  to  their  T^speclive  representation  in 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States, 
as  shall,  by  law,  authorize  their  Treasurers,  or  other  compe- 
tent authorities,  to  receive  the  same,  on  the  terms  hereinafter 
specified;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  deliver  the 
same  to  such  Treasurer,  or  other  competent  authorities,  on  re- 
ceiving certificates  of  deposite  therefor,  signed  by  such  compe* 
lent  authorities,  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Sec- 
retary aforesaid,  which  certificates  shall  express  the  usual  and 
legal  obligations,  and  shall  pledge  the  faith  of  the  State,  for  the 
safe  keeping  and  repayment  thereof,  and  shall  pledge  the  faith  of 
the  State  receiving  the  same,  to  pay  the  said  moneys,  and  eve- 
ry part  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
required  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  any  wants  of  the  public  Treasury,  beyond  the  amount 
of  the  five  millions  aforesaid:     Provided^  That  if  any  State 
declines  to  receive  its  proportion  of  the  surplus  aforesaid,  on 
the  terms  before  named,  the  same  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
other  States,  agreeing  to  accept  the  same  on  deposite,  in  the 
proportion  aforesaid:     And  provided  further^  That  when  said 
money,  or  any  part  thereof, shall  be  wanted  by  the  said  Secreta- 
ry, to  meet  appropriations  by  law,  the  same  shall  be  called  for,  in 
rateable  proportions,  within'  one  year,  as  nearly  as  convenient- 
ly may  be,  Irom  the  different  Stateis,  with  which  the  same  is 
deposited;  and  shall  not  be  called  for,  in  sums  exceeding  ten 
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thousand  dollars,  from  any  one  State,  in  any  one  month,  with- 
out previous  notice  of  thirty  days,  for  every  additional  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  which  may  any  time  be  required. 

"Sec.  14.  And  he  it  farther  tnacted^  That  the  said  depo-  ' 
sites  shall  be  made  with  the  said  States,  in  the  following  pro- 
portions, and  at  the  following  times,  to-wit:  One  quarter  part 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be;  one  quarter  part  on  the  first 
day  of  April;  one  quarter  part  on  the  first  day  of  July;  and  one 
quarter  part  on  the  first  day  of  October,aH  in  the  same  year.'' 

Now,  therefore, 

Sec.  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  the  Treasurer  of  State,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  au- Treuurer  of 
thorized  to  receive  for  and  on  behalf  of  this  State,  on  the  terms  State  authoris 
specified  in  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  United  States,  entitled  g^^J^^'®*-  ^*"^* 
"An  act  to  regulate  the  depositcs  of  the  public  money;"  appro- lion  of  surplui 
ved  the  twenty-third  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  revenue. 
and  thirty-six^  all  that  portion  of  the  money  which  shall  be  in 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  subject  to  be  deposited  with 
the  several  States,'  by  virtue  of  said  act,  that  shall  be  appor- 
tioned to  this  State. 

Sec.  2.     That  the  Treasurer  of  Stale,  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized,  from  time  to  time,  to  sign,  execute,  and  deliver  to  Treasurer  a*, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  or  other  ecutrcirtifi- 
person  duly  authorized  to  receive  the  same,  certificates  of  de-cate. 
posite,  for  all  monfeys  which  may  be  received  by  him,  under  the 
authority  of  the  preceding  section,  in  such  form  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States, 
in  accordance  with  the  aforesaid  act  ot  Congress,  expressing 
the  usual  and  legal  obligations,  and  pledging  the  faith  of  the 
Slate,  for  the  safe  keeping  and  re-payment  of  such  moneys,  and  gjjj|^pj^^^j 
every  part  thereof,'  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
aforesaid  act  of  Congress.

To  fix  the  (eeB  of  Guager  and  Inspector  of  Spirits  and  Linieod  Oil,  in  the 

county  of  Muskingum. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
lyf  Ohio,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  thegua- 
ger  and  inspector  of  domestic  spirits  and  linseed  oil,  who  has 
been,  or  wIm>  may  be  appointed  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
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Muskingum  county,  for  said  county,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 

ten  cents  per  barrel  for  each  barrel  of  domestic  spirits  or  linseed 

oil,  by  him  guaged  and  inspected,  where  the  quantity  required  to 

bein8pectedandguaged,at  any  one  time,  is  less  than  onehundred 

barrels;  and  when  the  quantity  exceeds  onp  hundred  barrels, 

his  fees  shall  be  five  cents  per  barrel,  and  no  more,  any  thing 

in  any  act  heretofore  passed,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Sec.  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 

Ohio,  That  instead  of  the  siim  of  twenty   thousand  dollars, 

which  the  canal  commissioners  are  empowered  to  expend  by 

the  first  section  of  the  act,  entitled  ^^an  act  to  provide  for  the 

increase  of  the  Canal  Fund,  by  the  purchase  and  sale  of  real 

estate,"  parsed  the  7th  February,  1826,  the  Board  of  Public 

Works  be,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  expend,  a  sum 

not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars^  in  addition  to  the 

sum  authorized  to  be  expended  by  said  act,  if  they  shall  deem 

it  necessary  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  Avhich  this  i^  an 

amendment.

Declaring  tke  acknowledgements  of  certain  deeds,  mortgagees  and  other  in. 
Btruments  of'writing,  taken  and  certified  by  the  mayof  of  Cincinnati,  to  be 

Talid. 

Whereas,  An  act,  entitled  «'an  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of 
Cincinnati,"  passed  January  10,  ]8l5,provided  among  other 
things,  for  the  election  of  Mayor  of  said  town:  And  whereat, 
The  Mayor  of  said  town,  acting  under  the  power  given  him, 
by  said  act,  to  do,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  a  justice  of 
the'  peace,  did  take  and  certify  acknowledgements  of  deeds, 
mortgages,  and  other  instruments  of  writing:  And  whereas^ 
Doubts  exist,  as  to  the  legality  of  acknowledgments  of  deeds, 


mortgages,  and  other  instroments  of  writing,  taken,  and  cer* 
tiiSed  by  the  Mayor  of  said  town,  acting.under  the  act  of  in« 
corporation,  aforesaid:    Therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Beii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Staie(if 
Ohioy  That  all  deeds,  mortgages,  and  other  instruments  of 
writing,  taken  and  certified  by  the  Mayor  of  said  town,  acting 
under  the  said  act  of  incorporation,  between  the  10th  day  of 
January  A.  D.  1815,  and  the  6th  day  of  February,  1819,  shall 
be  admitted  to  evidence,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  in  this 
State,  to  the  aaine  extent  as  if  the  said  Mayor  had  been  spe- 
cially authorized  by  said  act  of  incorporation,  to  take  and  cer- 
tify such  acknowledgements:  Prorvided,  That  nothing  in  this 
act  contained,  shall  be  construed  to  effect,  or  operate  upon  any 
suit  or  action  now  pending,  or  which  may  have  been  hereto- 
fore determined  in  any  eourt  of  this  State,  in  which  the  valid- 
ity of  the  acknowledgement  of  any  such  deed,  mortgage,  or 
other  instrument  of  writing,  has  been,^  or  may  hereafter  be 

drawn  in  question.

To  fix  the  rates  of  tolls  on  the  National  Road. 

Sec.  U  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  That  at  each  of  the  toll  gates  Erected  on  th(&  National  Tolls,  how 
road,  the  following  tolls  shall  be  paid  to  each  gate  keeper,  for  ««W«'cttd. 
passing  through  such  gate,  to  wit:  For  every  score  of  hogs  or 
sheep,  six  and  one  fourth  cents;  for  every  score  of  cattle, 
twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  led  or  driven  horse,  mule  or 
ass  three  cents;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one  fourth 
cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox  six 
cents;  and  for  every  additional  hors.e  or  ox  four  cents;  for  ev- 
ery dearborn,  sulky,  chaise,  gig  or  buggy,  with  one  horse, 
twelve  and  a  half  cents;  and  for  every  horse  in  addition,  four 
cents;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  coacbee,  phaeton,  barouch, 
stage,  or  hack,  with  two  horses,  eighteen  and  three  fourth 
cents,  and  for  every  horse  in  addition  six  and  one  fourth 
cents;  and  for  every  other  pleasurfe  carriage,  under  whatever 
name  it  may  pass,  except  such  vehicles  as  are  herein  before 
particularly'  designated,'  the  same  toll  shall  be  paid  according 
to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same,  for  ev- 
ery cart  or  wagon,  the  wheels  of  which  do  not  exceed  the 
breadthof  twoand  a  half  inches,  ten  cents,  and  for  every  horse 
drawing  the  same,  five  cents;  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the 
wheels  of  which  do  not  exceed  two  and  a  half  inches  in  breadth, 
and  shall  not  exceed  four  iilches,  eight  cents,  and  for  every 
liorse  drawing  the  same,  five  cents;  for  every  cart  or  wagon, 
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the  wheels  of  which  shadl  exceed  four  iaches  in  breadth^and 
not  exceed  tix  inches,  six  and  one  fourth  cents,  and  for  every 
horse  or  ox  drawing. the  same,  five  cents;  and  all  carts  or  wag- 
ons, the  wheels  of  which  shall  exceed  six  inches  in  breadth, 
four  cents,  and  foreverj  horse  or  ox  drawing  the  same,  five  oents. 
8ec.  3.     Nothing  in  this  act  contained,  $haH  authorize  the 
Children  &e.  collection  of  tolls  from  children,  passing  to  or  from  school,  per- 
foir  ***  ^     *^^^  passing  to  or  froni  public  worship,  to  or.from  a  funeral,  to 
or  from  amditia  muster,  or  other  military  meetings,  when  the 
individual  is  bylaw  compelled  to  attend,  or  to  or  from  elections. 
Sec.  3.    No  toll  shall  be  charged  or  collected  for  any  cav- 
alry, or  other  trbops,  armies,  military  stores,  or  munitions  of 
Th#  militia     '^^^y  belonging  to  the  United  States,  or  any  Stat6  or  Territory 
Ac.  to  pais     of  the  United  States,  nor  from  any  person  or  persons  on  duty 
fret  ©f  toU.     in  military  service  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  militia  of  any 
State  or  Territory.  . 

Sec.  4»    That  one.  daily  stage,  coach,  or  other  vehicle,  and 
no  more,  with  the  horses  drawing  the  same,  belonging  to  any 
U.  S.  mail  to  contractor  or  contractors  for  carrying  the.  United  States  Mail 
toli,&,c.*  *     ^^  ^^i^  road,  with  the  passengers  therein,  shall  be  permitted  to 
pass  in  each  direction,  free  from  the  payment  of  tolls.     And 
each  additional  stage,  coach,  or  other  vehicle  belonging  to  such 
contractor  or  contractors,  although  the  same  may  contain  a 
mail,  or  portion  thereof,  shall  be  charged  with  the  same  tolls^ 
as  other  vehicles  of  the  like  kind.    But  if  the  Post  Master  Gen- 
eral shall  order  the  mail  to  be  divided  and  carried  in  two  or 
more  stages,  coaches,  or  vehicles^  in  any  one  direction  daily, 
then  in  such  case  the  coaches  or  vehicles  in  which  mails  shall 
actually  be  carried,  shall  pass  free  of  toll,  bat  on  each  passen- 
ger transported  in  any  ^uch  additional  stage,  coach,  or  other 
vehicle,  there  shall  be  charged  and  collected  at  each  gate,  three 
cents,  in  manner  hereinafter  provided*  . 
Sec.  5.     That  each  and  every  driver  of  any  stage,  coach, 
Duty  of  the    pT  other'  vehicle  belonging  to  any  such  mail  contractor  or  con- 
pdmhc^num-^'^^^^^^  Other  than  such  as  are  entitled  to  carry  passengers, 
berof  paMen-'f^'ce  of  toll,  shall  at  each  and  every  gate  report  the  number  of 
pretogate     seats  occupied  in  such  stage,  coach  or  other  vehicle,  to  the 
keeper,  &c.    deeper  of  such  gate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  an  account 
against  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  such  stage,  coach,  or 
other  vehicle,  and  charge,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, three  cents  for  each  passenger  as  provided  in  the  precee- 
ding  section  of  this  act;  and  said  proprietor  or  proprietors  shall 
pay  over  to  such  gate  keeper,  at  the  end  of  every  three  months 
after  the  taking  etfect  ofthis  act,  the  aggregate  artfiount  of  tolls 
which  shall  have  become  dup  for  passengers,  and  charged. as 
above  provided. 
Sec.  6.     That  should  the  driver  of  any  stage,  coach  or  oth- 
priverrefuB-  er  vehicle,  belonging  to  such  mail  contractor  or  contractors, 
ingto  report,  other  than  such  as  are  entitled  to  carry  passengers  free  of  toll, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  report  to  any  gate  keeper,  the  number  of 
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wtiaU  occupied  in  said  stage,  coach  or  vehicle  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  gate  keeper,  to  charge  the  proprietor  or  proprie- 
tors of  such  stage,  coach  or  other  vehicle,  at  the  rate  aforesaid 
for  each  and  every  seat  which  might  be  occupied  in  the  same, 
to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec  7.    That  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  or  their  agent  of  Coapoiuul  for 
said  road  is  hereby  authorized  to  compound  with  persons,  resi-toU,£c. 
ding  within  ten  miles  of  any  gate,  whose  ordinary  business  re- 
quire their  frequent  travel  on  said  road,  for  the  payment  of  a 
yearly  sum  in  full  for  toll,  chargeable  at  any  gate  or  gates  spe- 
cifying said  gate  or  gates,  and  on  payment  of  the  amount  so 
agreed  on,  the  person  or  persons  so  compounding,  his  family, 
persons  m  his  employment,  beasts  and  vehicles,  shall  pass  such 
gate  or  gates  free  from  charge  of  any  additional  toll  during 
the  year  for  which  such  person  or  persons  may  have  compoun- 
ded, and  said  agent  or  agents  shall  report  annually  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  Monday  of  December  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  the  name  and  amount  paid  by  each  person  so  com- 
pounding: Provided^  The  Board  of  Public  Works  or  their  p 
agent  shall  at  any  time  be  satisfied  that  any  person  or  persons  '^^^^'^' 
to  compounding  do  not  pay  a  suflicient  amount,  then  the  said 
Board  or  their  agent  shall  refund  to  such  person  or  persons 
such  part  of  the  yearly  sum  so  paid,  as  will  be  due  in  propor- 
tion to  the  part  of  the  year  yet  to  run,  and  from  that  time,  the 
Ufoal  rates  of  toll,  shall  be  charged  as  if  no  arrangement  for 
compounding  had  been  made:  Provided  further.  That  this  pro-  Pro^«. 
visioa  shall  not  preclude  the  parties  from  entering  into  a  new 
agreement  for  the  residue  of  the  year. 

Sec*  8.    That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  or  their  author-  Board  of  Pub* 
ized  agent  may  be  allowed  to  collect  tolls  from  any  proprietor  ^^^ji^^'^J?  ^ 
or  proprietors  of  any  line  of  stages,  post  coaches  or  other  ve-  d^^i^trL- 
hides  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  quarterly,  and  if  any  tonrefaiiug 
proprietor  or  proprietors  of  any  such  line  of  stages,  post  coach-  ^P*^  ^^ 
es  or  other  vehicles  as  aforesaid  shall  neglect  or  reiuse  to  pay 
quarterly,  that  from  and  after  such  neglect  or  refusal  said  pro- 
prietor or  proprietors  as  aforesaid  shall  be  required  to  pay  at 
each  and  every  gate  as  they  pass:  Prondedj  That  the  Board ^'^^^* 
of  Public  Works  or  their  authorized  agent  shall  have  made  out 
and  presented  to  any  such  proprietor  or  proprietors  or  any  one 
of  them  the  amount  of  toll  due  from  him  or  them  for  each  and 
€ivery  gate. 

Sec.  9.    That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  Act  rep«al«<l. 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

See.  10.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  .

For  each  line  in  addition — ^five  cents. 

For  each  hundred  words,  or  figures,  contained  therein — ten 
cents. 

For  calculating  the  contents  of  a  tract  of  land,  when  the  lines 
do  not  exceed  four — fifty  cents. 

For  each  additional  line — ten  cents. 

For  recording  or  ma)viog  a  certified  copy  of  any  plat  or  cal- 
culation, half  the  fees  allowed  for  making  the  original. 

For  each  mile  he  may  travel  in  going  to  and  returning  from 
the  tract  of  land,  by  the  usual  rout  of  travel — six  and  one  fourth 
cents:  Providedj  That  all  expenses  of  chain  carriers,  markers 
and  other  incidental  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  at 
whose  request  the  survey  is  made.

Further  to  amend  an  act  incorporating  the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  Canal

been  completed;  and  the  lessees,  on  producing  to  the  trustees  of  said  sec- 
tion twenty-nine,  a  certificate  of  the  appraisement  as  aforesaid,  under  the 
seal  of  the  said  commissioners,  are,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from 
the  said  trustees,  leases  of  the  lots  which  they  respectively  hold,  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  centum  annually,  on  such  valuation:  Provided^  That  all  ar- 
rears of  rents  due  thereon,  shall  be  first  paid:  And  provided^  further^  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  to  affect  the  revaluation 
contained  in  any  lease  of  said  lots  respectively* 

Sec.  3.  That  the  trustees  aforesaid  shall,  afte^  giving  thirty  days  no- 
tice, by  advertisement  set  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said 
township,  proceed  to  lease  all  the  unleased  lots  in  said  section  twenty- 
nine,  to  the  best  advantage  for  the  citizens,  subject  to  a  revaluation  every 
fifteen  years,  without  taking  into  view  the  improvements  made  thereon, 
and  in  all  other  respects,  in  conformity  with  the  existing  laws  on  this  sub- 
ject: Prmded^  That  no  lots  shall  be  leased  for  less  than  six  per  cent«  per 
annum  on  its  valuation,  made  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  nor  shall  more  tihanone  lot  be  leased  to  any  one  person. 
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Sec.  3.  That  the  applicant$  for  a  revaluation  of  tbe^ifpresaid  lots  oi 
lYiinisterial  lands,  shall  pay  to  the  appi'aisers  one  dollar  each  per  daj^  for 
the  time  necessarily  employed  in  viewing  and  valuing  the  same^  and  the 
flum  of  one  dollar  to  the  clerk  of  the  commissioners  for  his  services.

To  incorporate  the  Blaekriver  Water  Company  in  the  county  of  Lorain. 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Cf^neral  Assembly  of  the  Stqie  of  Ohio^  That 
Daniel  T.  Baldwin,  and  George  £•  Merwin,  together  with 'such  other  per* 
sons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them;  be,  and  they  hereby  are 
constituted  a  body  corporate,  with  perpetual  sucqession,  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  the  village  of  Blackriver,  in  the  county  of  Lorain,  with  water, 
and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Black-^ 
river  Water  Company,"  and  by  that  name  they  shall  be  capable  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  of  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law 
and  equity,  having  competent  jurisdiction,  and  to  have  and  to  use  a  comr 
mon  seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  in  order  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  above 
named  persons  may  divide  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  into  such 
number  of  shares,  and  of  such  amount,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and 
may  sell  such  shares,  and  adopt  such  other  measures  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  full  and  complete  organization  of  the  company  hereby  incorporatea. 

Sec.  3.  That  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  annually,  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected  such  number 
of  directors  as  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  shall  direct;  and  in  all  elec- 
tions, on  voting  on  any  proposition,  each  share  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote; 
but  should  the  stockholders,  frdm  any  cause,  fail  to  elect  directoni  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  the  powers  hereby  granted  shall  not,  from  that 
cause  cease,  but  directors  may  be  elected  at  any  time  thereafter,  or  the 
directors  in  office  may  continue  till  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, or  till  others  are  elected  in  their  stead. 
.  Sec.  4.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  officers  &lid 
agents,  and  fix  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws^  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary  for  the  gt>vemment  and  management  of  said  compa- 
ny: Prvoidedj  They  shall  be  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  of  this  State. ' 

Sec.  5r.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  lay  aqueducts  or  pipes,  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  water  across  any  lands,  from  any  spring,  stream^ 
or  fountain  of  water,  (having  first  obtained  consent  of  the  owners  of  such 
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springs^  stream  or  founUin,)  to  the  village  of  Bflack  river  and  its  vicinity, 
being  linble  to  pay  damages  to  anjr  person  injured  thereby. 

Sec.  6.  That  if  the  parties  cannbt  agree  on  the  amount  of  daitiages, 
provided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  the  parties  claiming  damages  may 
apply  to  one  of  the  judges  of  the  county^  who  shall  thereupon  appoint  three 
disinterested  freeholders  in  said  county,  to  view  the  premises  on  a  day  fix- 
ed by  said  judge,  of  which  the  complainant  shall  notify  one  of  the  directors^ 
and  upon  oath,  appraise  such  damagie?;  the  freeholders  shall  make  out 
their  verdict  in  w^riting,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  judge^  and  if  damages 
are  allowed,  the  judge  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  party  complaining, 
who  may  thereupon  bring  suit,  after  having  demanded  such  payment  of  one 
of  the  directors;  the  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  fifty  cents,  and  the  freehold* 
en  to  one  dollar  per  day,  to  be  paid  by  the  p&rty  against  whom  the  ver« 
diet  shall  be  given. 

Siec.  7.  That  said  company  may  hold  estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed, 
not  exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  may  sell  and  tionvey  the 
same  at  pleasures:  Provided^  The  stockholders  shall  be  personally  responsi^ 
ble  for  the  payment  of  all  debts  and  contracts  entered  into  by  said  com-* 
pany. 

I^c.  8.  That  if  any  person .  shall  knowingly,  wilfully,  or  maliciously 
injure,  in  any  manner,  any  of  the  works  of  said,  company,  such  persons 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  sasta,ined  by  the  company. 

Sec.  9«  That  mesne  process  against  said  company  shall  be  by  sum- 
mons, and  shall  be  served  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  vrith  one  of  the  di« 
rectors  or  their  clerk,  and  all  suits  in  behatf  of  saia  oompany,  shall  be  in 
the  name  of  the  directors  thereof. 

Sec  10.  That  any  future  legislature  may  amend  or  repeal  this  act! 
Prcvtdedj  such  amendment  or  repeal  shall  not  affect  the  title  to  any  pro* 
perty,  real  or  personal,  acquired  or  conveyed  under  its  provisions.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
Jacob  Miller,  and  Henry  Wilkin,  of  the  county  of  Licking,  and  Jared 
Brush,  of  the  county  of  Muskingun^,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  lay  out  and  establish  a  State  road,  commencing  at  Fra* 
zysburgh^  in  the  county  of  Muskingum ;  thence  the  nearest  and  best  route 
to  Thompson  Adams' mill,  in  said  county;  thence  the  nearest  and  best 
TOQte  to  intersect  the  graded  State  road  leading  from  Zane9vine  to  Mount 
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Veroon^  at  some  suitable  point,  about  sixty,  rods  north  of  the  twenty-first 
mile  tree  on  said  road. 

8ec«  S.  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  be  governed  in  all  re- 
apects  by  the  law  now  in  force,  defining  the  mode  of  laying  out  and  es* 
tabling  state  roads,  passed  March  14th,  1831.  •* 

Sec.  3.  That  sboaid  any  vacancy  occur  in  any  of  the  foregoing  ap- 
pointments by  death,  remoTal,  or  otherwise,  the  commissioners  of  Uie 
county  in  which  such  vacancy  may  happen,  shall  on  being  notified  thereof, 
fill  the  same.

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stc^  of  Ohio,  That 
Joseph  S«  Hawkins,  William  Rossman,  and  Levin  T.  M'Cabe,  of  Eaton; 
John  Spacht,  Daniel  Shearer,  Thomas  Norris,  of  Orangeburgh;  Samuel 
R.  Chadwick,  James  M.  Knox,  and  Samuel  Mitchell,  of  New  Paris,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  «. 
majority  of  whom,  subtcriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of 
^The  Eatoni  Qrangebargh,  and  New  Paris  Turnpike  Company,'^  which  la 
hereby  incorporated* 

Sec.  3.  That  so  soon  as  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  have  organized  themselves,  by  written  articles  of  association,  for  the 
government  of  said  company,  in  which  this  act  shall  be  recognized,^  they 
may  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  Eaton,  Orangeburgh,  New  Paria,  and  at

Company,"  and  by  that  name,  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  perpet- 
ual succession,  and  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  incident  to  a 
corporation  or  body  politic;  and  shall  in  their  corporate  name  and  capaci- 
ty, be  capable  in  law  of  taking  and  holding  capital  stock  to  the  amount  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the  income  and  profits  thereof;  and  of 
purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  estate,  real,  personal  or 
,  mixed,  so  far  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned, 
and  no  further;  and  shall,  in  their  corporate  name  and  capacity,  be  capa- 
ble of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and 
being  answered,  in  any  cause  or  action,  bill  or  plaint,  in  any  court  ofcom- 
patent,  jurisdiction  in  this  State  or  elsewhere;  and  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter  at  pleasure;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  individual,  body  politic  or  corporate,  or  other  company  or  association, 
or  for  the  county  commissioners  of  Preble  eounty,  for  and  on  behalf  of  said 
county,  to  subscribe  for  and  own  any  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  said 
tampike  company,  for  which  they  may  subacribe  and  pay,  and  be  entitled 
lo  all  the  privileges,  profits  and  advuntages,  arising  or  accruing  therefrom, 
as  other  stockholders  are,  or  shall  be  eniitled. 

Sec.  4*  That  the  commissioners  hereby  appointed,  and  the  presidient 
and  directors  of  said  company,  after  they  shall  have  been  elected,  snail  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  collect  and  receive  any  sum  or  sums  of  money 
fubtcribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company:  rnmdedj  That  not  more 
than  one  tenth  part  of  each  share  shall  be  demanded  at  the  time  of  aub- 
acribing,  uor  more  than  that  sum  at  any  subsequent  instalment;  and  that

Sec.  6.  That  the  stockholders  or  subscribers  to  said  company  shall 
annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  April  ever  after  their  first  organization 
and  election,  elect,  by  ballot,  at  some  convenient  point  upon  said  road, 
nine  directors;  but  a  failure  to  elect  on  the  dav  herein  named,  shall  not 
work  a  dissolution  of  said  corporation,  but  said  election  may  be  Leld  oa  any 


bth^r  day^  notice  as  afore&aid  having  been  giren  by  any  stockholder. or 
feubscriber,  to  said  company;  in  all  elections,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the 
stockholders  of  said  company,  \vhen  a  vote  is  taken,  each  stockholder  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  and  every  share  by  him  or  her  owned;  and 
any  stockholder  may  vote  by  proxy,  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  said 
company  may  prescribe* 

Sec*  7.  That  the  said  directors  shall,  previous  to  entering  upon  the 
ijiscliarge  of  their  respective  duties,  each  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  per- 
form the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  this  apt;  at  their  first  meeting  alter 
such  election,  they  shall  elect  a  president  from  their  own  ntimber,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  same  term  that  he  was  elected  a  director:  all 
vacancies  in  the  offices  of  a  director  or  president,  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
inent,  to  be  made  by  the  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them.

Provided^  Such  by-laws 
are  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  State* 

Sec.  9.  That  any  thre^  or  more  of  the  stockholders,  owning  at  least 
fifty  shares  of  \he  capital  stock,  shall  have  the  power  of  calling  a  special 
meeting  of  the  stockholder^,  at  the  usual  place  of  general  meetings,  or  at 
the  place  where  the  last  general  meeting  shall  have  been  held,  by  giving 
not  less  than  thirty  days  previous  notice  of  such  meetine,  by  advertisement 
in  a  newspaper  published  in  Eaton;  that  at  such  called  meetings,  the 
stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  those  present,  may  require  a  full  and  ^ir  ex- 
hibit and  statement  of  all  the  afiairs  of  the  company,  from  the  president 
and  directors,  whose  duty  it  §hall  be  to  furnish  the  same,  when  thus  requir- 
ed; and  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  convened  as  aforesaid,  a  ma- 
jority in  value^  of  ail  the  stockholders  concurring  may  remove  from  office

every  original  stockholder,  or  his  or  her  assigns,  shall  be  liable,  in  his  or 
her  individual  capacity,  for  the  debts  of  the  corporation,  to  the  full  amount  of 
his  or  her  stock  subscribed,  and  not  paid  in  to  said  corporation  :Provt^fe(faZ90, 
That  the  joint  funds  of  the  company  shall  be  first  eubjected  to  the  payment 
of  such  debts,  before  the  individual  property  pf  any  stockholder,  or  his  as- 
signt,  shall  be  seized  in  execution  for  the  payment  of  such  debts. 

Sec.  1 1 .  That  the  said  president  and  directors  of  the  Eaton,  Orange- 
faurgb,  and  New-Paris  Turnpike  company^  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
invested  with  all  the  rights  and  powers  necessary  to  lay  out,  open,  and 
construct  a  turnpike  road  from  the  town  of  Eaton,  through  Orangeburgh 
to  New-Paris;  and  for  that  purpose  the. said  president  and  directors  shall 
have  a  right  to  lay  out,  survey,  and  make  raid  road,  through  any  impro- 
ved or  unimproved  lands  on  the  route  on  which  it  may  be  located,  be* 
tween  the  points  aforesaid;  and  to  take  from  the  lauds  occupied  by  said 
road,  any  stone,  gravel,  timber,  or  other  materials  necessary  in  the  con- 
struction of  said  road;  and  in  case  sufficient  materials  cannot  be  pro- 
cured on  the  lands  so  as  aforesaid  located  for  said  road,  the  said  company  or 
their  agents  shall  have  a  right  to  ^nter  upon  any  unimproved  lands  ad- 
joining, or  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road,  and  to  dig,  cut  down,  take.and  carry 
away,  so  much  stone,  gravel,  timber  or  other  materials  as  may  be  neces- 

f  to  enable  said  company  to  construct  said  road. 

(ec.  1 2.  That  if  any  difference  shall  arise  between  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  any  ground  upon  which  said  road  may  be  located,  or  from  which 
materials  may  be  taken  as  aforesaid,  and  the  said  company  or  their  agents, 
respecting  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  such  owner,  or  owners,  the 
aoiount  of  damages  shall  be  determined  by  three  disinterested  freeholders, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the  said  county  of  Preble; 
and  said  free-holders  shall  take  into  consideration  whether  the  premises 
through  which  said  road  may  pass,  or  from  which  such  materials  may 
be  taken,  will  be  rendered  move  or  less  valuable,  in  consequence  of  the 
location  of  said  road,  and  assdss  the  damages  if  any,  and  make  out  their 
award  in  writing,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  proprietor  of 
nch  lands,  and  another  copy  to  the  agent  of  said  company;  and  the  said 
eonpany  or  their  agent  shall  pay,  or  offer  to  pay,  in  money,  to  such  pro-

prietor,  the  amount  of  nich  awarded  damages,  together  v;ith  all  coets  aV 
tending  the  ai0e98ment  thereof,  bafore  luch  company  shall  enter  upon  and 
take  possession,  of  any.  such  ground  or  materials,  other  than  to  survey 
and  locate  said  road;  but  if  no  damages  are  awarded  to  such  proprietor, 
then  the  costs  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  claiming  daniages:  Provided^ 
That  before  the  said  free-holders  shall  proceed  to  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  they  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  affirmiition,  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duty  required  of  them  by  this  section. 

Sec.  19.  That  said  company  shall  cause, said  road  to  be  opened  not  ex" 
ceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width,  at  least  twenty^bur  feet  of  which  shall 
be  made  an  artificial  road,  oompoeed  of  stone,  gravel,  or  wood,  well  com^ 
pacted  together  in  such  manner  and  after  such  plan  as  said  company  may 
deem  most  eligible  to  make  a  firm  and  substantial  road,  rising  In  the  mid- 
dle with  a  gradual  arch,  and  shall  keep  and  maintain  the  same  in  good  jre- 
pair;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  ascents  and  descents  in  said  road,  when  fin- 
ished, exceed  an  angle  of  five  degrees  with  the  horizon. 

Sec.  14.  That  whenever  In  Uie  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road,  it  shall  be  the  doty 
of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  so  to  construct  the  said 
road  across  the  said  estaUisbed  road  or  highway,  as  not  to  impede  the  pas- 
sage or  transportation  of  persons  or.  property  along  the  same. 

Sec.  f  5.  That  so  ^pon  as  the  said  company  shall  have  completed  said 
road,  as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  not  jess  than  five  miles  together  in 
aiiy  part  of  the  route,  and  sa  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  two  and  a  half 
miles  in  addition  shall  be  completed,  adjoining  any  five  miles  previously 
completed,  an  agent  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  shall,  on  applica- 
tion of  the  companv,  examine  md  road  so  completed,  and  report  his  opin- 
ion thereof,  in  writmg,  to  the  president  of  the  board  and  to  the  Governor; 
and  if  said  report  shall  state  said  road  or  any  continuous  five  miles  thereof, 
to  be  completed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  company  may 
then  erect  a  gate. across  said  road  at  suitable  distances,  and  demand  and 
receive  from  persons,  travelling  or  using  said  road,  the  tolls  allowed  by 
this  act:  Providedf  That  no  gate  shall  be  erected  within  any  town  or  viU 
lage,  or  withm  twenty  rods  of  the  in-lots  of  any  town. 

Sec  16.  That  said  company,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  demand  and  receive  from  persons  travelling  said  road,  the  followingtolls 
for  every  five  miles  travel  on  said  road,  and  in  a  suitable  proportion  for  a 
l^ss  distance,  to  wit:  for  every  four  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two  hor- 
ses or  oxen,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition, 
three  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled  cart  or  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses 
or  oxen,  ten  cents,  for  each  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  three  cents;  for  every 
sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  six  and  one-fourth  cents,  aiid 
for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  three  cents;  for  every  horse  and  ridor, 
three  cents;  for  everv  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  six  months  old  or  upwards^  led 
or  driven,  one  and  a  half  cents;  fpr  every  bead  of  neat  cattle,  six  months 
old  or  upwards,  one-half  cent;  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one-foorth 
of  a  cent;  for  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  .carriage,  drawn  by  two  horaes, 
eighteen  and  three  fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  three  coDta; 
fpr  every  two  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  twehre 
and  a  half  cents;  and  for  every  horse  in  addition,  Aree  cents;  forevery  fonr 
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wheeied  ^easare  canisge,  drawn  by  one  .hone,  f  wel  ve  atid  a  half  cento; 
for  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  or  gig.  Or  other  two  wheeled  pieasure  car-  ' 
riage,  drawn  by  one  hone,  twelve  and  a  half  cents:  Piwidedy  That  all 
persons  going  to,  or  returning  from  public  worship,  all  funeral  processions^ 
all  penonsg«ing  to  and  returning  from  elections,  and  all  militia  men  going 
to,  or  returning  from  public  muster,  shall  pass  the  same  free  from  the  pay-^  .. 
ment  of  any  toll  whatever.    '. 

8ec«  17.  That  said  company  shall,  when  said  road  ia  completed,  or 
any  continuous  fiv«  miles  thereof,  before  they  proceed  to  collect  toll,  put 
up  a  post  or  stone  at  the  end  of  each  mile,  with  the  number  of  miles  from 
Eaton,  fairly  designated  thereon;  and  also  shall  place  in  some  censpicu-r  , 
ous  place  near  to  each  toll  gat^,  a  board  or  canvass,  on  which  shall  be 
printed,  m  legible  characters,  the  rate  of  toils  allowed  by  this  act. 

Sec  18.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  using  said  road,  shall,  with 
iatanft  to  defraud  said  company,  pass  through  any  private  gate,  bars,  or 
any  other  ground  (except  around  cross  Ways  alloi^ed  by  law)  near  to 
any  turnpike  gate  which  shall  be  ereefed  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  with  in- 
teot  to  evade  or  lessen  the  payment  of  such  toll,  every  such  person  shall, 
upon  being  found  guilty  of  such  ofience,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  company  the 
sam  of  £ve  dollars,  for  each  aiid  every  saeh  offence,  without  stay  of  exe- 
oution,  which  may  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  an  action  of  debt, 
at  the  suit  of  said  company,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  county 
of  Preble. 

Sec  19.  That  if  any  personsball  wantonly  or  wilfully  destroy,  or  in 
any  manner  injurie  or  obstruct  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  gate  thereon, 
otherwise  than  in  the  just  and  lawful  use  thereof^  every  i^uch  person  shall, 
•n  conviction  thereof,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  coiinty,  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty,  nor  less  than  five  dollars,  for  every 
such  offence,  to  be  recovered  io  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  one-half  to  go  to  the'  person  prosecuting,  and  theother  half  to  the 
ase  of  tbe^  *Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum;"  and  such  person  shall ^sb  be  liable 
to  all  damages  to  the  said  turnpike  company,  and  for  all  injuries  occasioned 
to  travellers,  in  consequence  of  such  damage  to  said  road;,  all  damages 
and  costs  awarded  to  travellers  under  thi^  section,  by  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  shall  be.  collected  forthwith,  without  delay  or  stay  of 
execution. 

Sec.  SO.  That  any  person  wilfully  defacing  or  destroying  any  guide 
board,  mfle  post,  or  stone,  or  printed  Fist  of  rates  of  toll,  'erected  on  said 
reed,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  said 
county  of  Preble,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  to 
be  lecorered  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  proper  action  at  the  suit,  and  for  the 
useof  said  company. 

Sec  SI.  That  all  persons  driving  carriages,  waggoni»,  or  any  other 
vehicle,  or  riding  on  horseback  on  said  road,  shall,  on  meeting  any  car- 
riage, waggon,  or  otfier  veMcle,  or  person  on  horseback,  keep  to  the  right, 
SD  as  to  kave  at  least  one^half  part  of  the  road  free;  that  said  company 
shall  have  power  by  their  by-laws,  to  impose  such  pecuniary  penalties,  for 
the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  as  they  may  deem  expedient; 
and  any  person  viobtm^  the  i^rovistons  of  this  section,  to  the  damage  of 
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any  inditidaal,  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  at  the  suit  of  such  ixijured  per- 

'  son,  in  any  coqrt  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  33.  That  if  the  to)l  gatherers  on  said  road  shall  unreasonably  de» 
t^in  any  passenger,  after  the  toll  has  been  paid  or  tendered,  or  shall  de  ■■ 
mand  or  receiv  egreatertoll  than  is  by  this  act  allowed,  he  shall,  for  every 
such  ofience,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  having  compe* 
tent  jurisdiction  at  the  suit,  and  for  the  use  of  the  person  aggrieved:  Prom- 

'  ded^  That  no  suit  shall  be  brought  under  this  section,  after  twenty  days 
from  the  time  of  incurring  such  penalty. 

Sec.  25.  That  the  directors  shall  annually,  or  semi-annually,  as  they 
may  determine,  declare  and  make  such  dividend  of  the  nett  profits  from  the 
tolls  to  be  received,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  they  may 
deem  advisable  and  proper,  after  deducting  therefrom  the  necessary,  cur- 
rent and  contingent  expenses,  to  be  divided  among  the  proprietors  of  the 
stock  of  the  toad  compa^ny,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 

Sec.  34.  That  at  all  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said  com- 
pany, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors,  in  office  for  the 
preceding  term,  to  exhibit  a  concise  and  diitinct  statement  of  the  affairs  of 
the  company,  for  the  inspection  of  all  persons  interested. 

Sec.  35.  That  said  company  shall  commence  said  road  within  five 
years,  and  complete  the  same  within  fifteen  years,  otherwise  the  powers 
and  privileges  of  said  company,  ntider  this  act,  shall  cease  and  determine^

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AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  City  of  Toledo. 


Sec.  1.  Beitenaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Ae  Slate  of  Okio^as 
follom:  So  much  of  the  county  of  Lucas,  bounded  by  a  line  beginning  at 
the  south-west  comer  of  the  north-east  quarter  of  section  thirty-four,  ia 
township  niK\e,southof  range  seven  east,  thence  drawn  through  the  south- 
east corner  of  sections  twenty-seven  and  twenty-three,  same  township^ 
same  range,  till  it  is  intersected  by  a  line  drawn  in  a  due  north-west  course 
from  the  south-east  c6rner  of  the  west  half  of  the  north-east  quarter  of 
section  thirty,  township  nine  south,  of  range  eight  east;  thence  by  said  in- 
tersecting Hae  to  its  place  of  beginning,  thence  by  the  north-east  line  of 
land  now  owned  by  Benjamin  F.  Stickney,  on  the  east  half  of  the  south- 
east fractional  quarter  of  section  thirty,  township  nine  south,  of  range 
eight  east,  thence  by  a  line  drawn  in  asouth-east  course  to  the  centreof  the 
east  channel  of  the  Maumee  river,  thence  up  and  along  the  centre  of  said  chau 
Del  ill  a  south-westerly  direction  to  that  point  which  would  be  intersected 
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a  continuation  across  said  river  of  ihe  south  line  of  the  land  known  and 
described  as  tract  pumber  six,  in  the  Twelve  mile  squa^re  Reservation,  at 
the  foot  of  the  rapids  of  the  Miami  of  Lake  Eric,  thence  west  to  the  south- 
cast  corner  of  the  north-west  quarter  of  section  ten,  in  township  three  in 
said  Reservation;  thence  by  a  line  drawn  in  a  direct  course  to  the  place  of 
beginning,  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  declared  to  he  a  city,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  are  created  a  bod  J  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  "City  of  Toledo;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  snd  places, 
and  in  all  matters  wbatsoever;  with  power  of  purchasing,  receiving,  hold- 
ing, occupying  and  conveying,  real  and  personal  estate,  and  may  use  a 
corporate  seal,  aiid  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2»  The  governmenlof,said  city,  and  the  exercise  of  its  corporate 
powers,  and  the  management  of  its  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  con- 
cerns,  shall  be  vested  in  a  mayor  and  council,  which  council  shall  consist 
of  three  aldermen  from  each  ward,  actually  residing  therein,  and  shall  be 
denominated  the  city  council. 

Sec.  3.  Said  city,  until  the  council  see  fit  to  increase  or  alter  the  same, 
shall  be  divided  into  two  wards,  by  the  line  of  the  80uth*weit  side  of 
Cherry  street  and  the  continuation  of  said  line  to  the  north-wcstefn  boun- 
dary line  of  the  city,  which  wards  shall  be  numbered  or  named  as 
the  council  shall  determine. 

Sec.  4.  The  elective  officers  of  said  city  shall  be  a  mayor,  aldermen, 
treasurer,  and  marshal,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one  year, 
and  tmtil  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified.  The  election  for  said 
officers  shall  be  held  in  each  of  the  wards  of  said  citv,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day  in  March,  in  each  year,  at  such  place  as  the  council  shall  appoint;  and 
ten  days  previous  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  them  in- one  or  more  of 
the  newspapers  of  said  c^ity;  such  election  shall  be  opened  at  nine  o^clock 
in  the  forenoon,  and  continue  open  until  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and 
shall  in  all  things  be  conducted  agreeably  to  the  laws  regulating  township 
elections,  for  the  time  being;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  such 
election,  in  the  several  wards,  within  two  days  thereafter,  to  make  and  di- 
rect the  return  therepf  to  the  clerk  of  the  said  city,  in  the  isame  manner 
that  election  returns  are  required  to  be  made  to  the  clerk  gf  the  court  of 
common  pleas,  by  the  act  entitled,  ^^An  act  to  regulate  elections;"  and 
the  said  clerk  shall,  within  three  days  after  such  election,  open  the  returns 
which  shall  have  been  made  to  him  as  aforesaid,  and  make  an  abstract 
thereof,  and  immediately  notify,  in  writing,  the  persons  elected,  as  afore- 
said, of  their  several  elections  under  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  so  chosen,  or  elected,  8S  aforesaid,  shall  within 
ten  days  after  bemg  notified  of 'his  election,  take  an  oath^  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office,  and  in  default  thereof,  the  office  to  which 
he  shall  have  been  elected  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  in  law  to  be 
vacant. 

Sec.  6.    Vacancies  in  the  office  of  mayor  or  aldermen  occurring  inany 
manner  may  be  filled  at  a  special  election,  called  and  appointed  by  the  city 
council,  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  an  annual  election.  Vacan- 
cies in  all  other  offices  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  common  coua- 
5— LL 
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cil.  All  appGirilments  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  an  elective  office  under  th}» 
act,  and  all  appointments  of  clerks,  city  attorney,  collectors,  assessors  and 
street  commissioners,  shall  be  by  warrant  under  the  corporate  seal,  signed 
by  the  mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  city  council  and  clerk.  In  case  of 
a  failure  to  elect  a  mayor  and  aldermen  at  an  anneal  election,  or  if  from 
any  cause  there  shall  be  no  mayor  and  aldermen,  the  clerk  shall  appoint 
the  time  and  place  for  holding  a  special  election,  and  appoint  the  inspec- 
tors. 

Sec.  7.  Each  and  every  white  male  inhabitant,  above  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one years,  having  the  qualifications  of  an  elector  for  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  having  resided  in  said  city  six 
months  next  preceding  an  election  for  city  officei-s,  shall  be  deemed  a  quaU. 
ified  voter  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  ward  in  which 
he  resides  for  mayi>r,  aldermen,  treasurer  and  marshal. 

Sec.  8.  After  the  organization  of  the  city  government  under  this  act^ 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  council  to  provide  the  place  of  places  of 
holding  all  elections  for  city  officers,  and  to  appoint  the  judges  thereof,  but 
the  trustees  of  the  township  of  Port  Lawrence  shall  appoint  the  inspectors 
of  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act.  Such  election  shall  be  held 
and  conducted  in  the  manner  herein  before  provided;  the  returns  thereof 
shall  be  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  township,  whose  duty  shall  be  the  same 
as  is  prescribed  to  the  clerk  of  the  city  in  section  fourth  of  this  act.  The 
said  trustees  shall  also  appoint  the  time  and  place  or  places  ef  holdiag  such 
first  election,  which  time  shall  be  some  day  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
before  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  March  next;  of  which  election  they  shall 
give  ten  days  previous  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers  of 
said  city.  The  person  or  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  at 
this  or  any  subsequent  election  for  city  officers  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected. 

Sec.  9.  The  city  council  shall  meet  at  such  places  and  times,  as  they 
shall  by  resolution  direct,  or  as  the  mayor,  or  in  his  absence  any  two  of 
the  aldermen  shall  appoint.  The  mayor,  when  present,  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  council,  and  shall  have  only  a  casting  vote.  In  his  ab- 
sence any  one  of  the  aldermen  may  be  appointed  to  preside.  A  majority  of 
the  persons  elected  as  aldermen  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Theoity  coun- 
cil shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  proceedings,  and  keep  a  journal  there- 
of, which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  every  citizen.  They  may 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties  and  in  such 
manner  as  they  may  think  fit  to  prescribe. 

Sec.  10.  The  members  of  the  city  council  shall,  on  the  second  Monday 
after  each  annual  election,  assemble  at  some  suitable  place  in  said  city, 
and  by  ballot  appoint  a  clerk,  street  commissioner,  attorney  for  the  city, 
one  or  more  collectors,  surveyors,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  wants  of 
the  city  may  require.  If  for  any  cause,  the  officers  above  named,  are  not 
appointed  on  said  second  Monday,  the  council  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day  until  such  appointments  ^re  made. 

Sec.  U.  Every  person  chosen  or  appoiinted  to  any  office  under  this 
act,  shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath  or  affir- 
mation before  some  justiqe  of  the  peace  faithfully  and  impartially  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  said  office3  and  shall  likewise,  when  required,  give  bond 
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\^ilh  good  and  sufficient  security  to  said  city,  in  such  sum  or  sums,  and 
with  such  conditions  thereto,  as  tlie  city  council  may  from  time  to  time  de- 
tei'mine.  Said  bond,  with  the  approval  of  the  city  council  thereon  certi- 
fied by  the  clerk,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city. 

Sec.  12.  The  person  elected  to  the  office  of  marshal  in  said  city,  shall, 
befbre.be  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  with  two  or  more  sureties  to  be 
approved  by  the  city  council,  execute  m  the  presence  of  the  clerk  of  the 
city,  an  instrument  in  writing,  by  which  such  marshal  and  sureties  shall 
jointly  and  severally  agree  to  pay  to  each  and  every  person  who  may  h6 
entitled  thereto,  all  suchsums  of  money  as  the  said  marshal  may  become  lia- 
ble to  pay  by  reason  or  on  acpount  of  any  execution  which  shall  be  delivered 
to  him  for  cQllection.  The  clerk  of  the  city  shall  certify  the  approval  of 
the  common  council  on  such  instrument,  and  file  the  same;  and  a  copy  of 
such  instrument,  certified  by  the  clerk,  under  the  corporate  seal,  &hall  be 
presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts,  of  the  execution  thereof  by  such  mar^ 
shal  and  his  sureties.  Ail  actions  on  any  such  instrument,  shall  be  pro8e« 
cuted  within  two  years  after  the  expiration  of  the  year  far  which  the  mar- 
shal named  therein  shall  have  been  elected  or  appointed,  and  may  be 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  the  money  to  be 
collected  by  virtue  of  such  instrument. 

Sec  13.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  th^  city, 
«nd  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  such  a 
manner  as  the  city  council  shall  direct.  All  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from 
the  treasury. in  pursuance  of  an  order  from  the  city  counciU  by  warrants 
signed  by  the  mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  council,  and  countersigned 
by  the  clerk.  Such  warrants  shall  specify  for  what  pui'pose  the  amount 
mentioned  therein,  is  to  be  paid;  and  the  clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  ac- 
count of  all  orders  drawn  on  the  treasury  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  city  aouncil,  at  least  fifteen 
days  before  the  the  annual  election  in  each  year,  a  full  account  of  all  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures,  after  the  date  of  his  last  dnnnal  report,  and  also  of 
the  state  of  the  treasury;  which  account  shall  be  filed  in  the^officc  of  the 
clerk. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  qity  council,  at  least  ten  days  be 
fore  the  annual  election  held  under  this  act,  in  each  year,  to  cause  to  be 
published  in  one  of  the  public  newspapers  in  said  city,  a  full  and  correct 
statement  in  detail  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  by  the  said  city  coun- 
cil, for  the  contingent  expenses  of  said  city,  frorti  the  date  of  the  last  annu- 
al report  published  in  pursuance  of  this  section  to  the  date  of  their  said 
reports,  and  also,  a  distinct  statement  of  the  whole  amount  of  money  as- 
sessed, received,  and  expended  tor  making  and  repairing  roads,  highways, 
and  bridges  in  said  city,  for  the  same  period;  together  with  such  other  in- 
formation, in  their  power  to  furnish,  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  full  under- 
standing of  thQ  financial  concerns  of  said  city* ' 

Sec.  15.  The  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal,  and  all.  the  papers 
belonging  to  said  city,  and  make  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  city 
council,  at  whose  meetings  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend;  and  copies  of 
all  papers  duly  filed  in  his  cffice,  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  city  council,  certified  by  him  under  the   corporate  seal. 
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shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  in  like  nianner  asfif  the  ori^nals  were  pro- 
duced. 

Sec.  1 6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  commwsioners  to  superintend 
the  making  of  all  public  improvements  ordered  by  the  city  council;  to 
make  contracts  for  the  work  and  material  which  may  be  necessary  for 
the  same;  to  keep  accurate  accounts  of  all  moneys  expended  by  him  in  the 
performance  of  any  ^ork,  together  with  the  cause  of  such  expenditure; 
and  to  render  such  account  to  the  city  council  monthly,  and  the  same  to 
publish  in  some  newspaper  in  said  city. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  sign  iall  commissions,  li- 
censes, and  permits,  which  may  be  granted  by  the  city  cooncil;  to 
take  care  that  the  lavrs  of  the  state,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  council 
^e  faithfully  executed;  to  exercise  a  constant  supervision  and  control  over 
the  conduct  of  all  subordinate  officers,  and  to  receive  and  examine  into  all 
complaints  against  them  for  neglect  of  duty;  to  recommend  to  said  city 
council  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient;  to  (expedite  all  such  as 
-shall  be  resolved  upon  by  them,  alid  in  general  to  maintain  the  peace 
and  good  order  and  advance  the  prosperity  of  the  city.  As  a  ju- 
dicial officer,  he  shall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  of  all  cases 
for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  said  city;  and  in  criminal  cases  he  is 
hereby  vested  with  powers  co-equal  with  justices  of  the  peace  within  the 
county  of  Lucas.  He  shall  have  power  to  exeTciie'  the  same  jurisdiction 
and  authority  in  civil  cases,  within  th«  limits  of  said  corporation;  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  in  like  cases.  The 
city  council  may  likewise  grant  to  the  Mayor  such  compensation  as  shall 
he  approved  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  execute  and  return  all 
writs  and  process,  to  him  directed  by  the  mayor;  and  when  necessary,  in 
criminal  cases,  or  for  a  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  said  cit}',  he  may 
-serve  the  same  in  any  part  of  Lucas  county.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  sup- 
press all  riots,  disturbances  and  breaches  of  the  peace;  to  apprehend  all 
disorderly  persons  in  said  city,  and  to  pursue  and  arrest  any  person  fleeing 
from  justice  in  any  part  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  to  apprehend  any  person  in 
the  act  of  committing  any  ojSTence  against  the  laws  of  the  Slate,  or  ordi- 
nances of  the  city,  and  forthwith  to  bring  such  person  or  persons  before 
competent  authority,  for  examination;  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  du- 
ties as  may  lawfully  be  enjoined  on  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said  city;  and 
he  shaiilhave  power  to  appoint  one  or  more  deputies,  to  be  approved  by 
the  city  council,  but  for  whose  official  atts  he  shall  be  responsible,  and  of 
whom  he  may  require  bail  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 
Said  marshal  shall  receive  such  fees  and  compensation  as  the  city  council 
may  direct. 

Sec.  19.  In  all  cases  brought  before  the  mayor,  for  the  violation  of 
any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  when  the  dependant  is  adjudged  to  pay  . 
a  fine  or  penalty,  he  shall  have  a  right,  within  ten  days,  to  appeal  to  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  Lucas  county,  upon  giving  bond  with  such  secu- 
rity as  the  mayor  shall  approve,  in  double  the  amount  of  the  debt  and  costs; 
and  if  double  the  amount  ofsuch  judgment  do  not  amount  to  fifty  dollars^ 
such  bond  shall  be  fifty  dollars,  conditioned  to  pay  the  judgment  and  costs, 
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vhich  may  be  rendered  against  him^  her,  or  them,  in  said  coutt  of  common 
pleas;  and  in  all  cases  appealed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  pros- 
ecution may  be  by  action  of  debt  or  by  indictment,  as  the  case  may  re- 
quire, and  mayiproceed  in  the  same  manner  as  ofiences  against  the  laws  of 
this  state  are  prosecuted.  Whenever  bail  for  an  appeal,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
^ave  been  perfected  as  above  provided,  the  mayor  snail  recall  any  execu- 
tion which  may  have  issued  on  any  judgment  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  20.  lif  any  person,  having  been  an  officer  in  said  city,  shall  not 
^thin  ten  days  after  notification  and  requiest,  deliver  to  his  successor  in 
office,  all  the  property,  papers,  and  effects  of  every  description,  in  his  pos- 
session, belonging  to  the  said  city,  or  appertaining  to  the  office  he  held,  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  the  city,  one  hundred  dollars,  besides  all 
damd|[es  caused  by  his  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver. 

Sec.  21.  The  city  council  shall  hold  stated  meetings,  and  the  mayor, 
or  any  two  aldermen,  may  call  special  meetings  by  notice  to  each  of  the 
members  of  said  council,  served  personally,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of 
abode.  Petitions  and  remonstr^lnces  may  be  presented  to  the  council. 
The  eounciL  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the  finances,  and 
of  all  the  prop^ty,  real  apd  personal,  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and 
shall  have  power  within  said  city  to  make,  estahlish,  publish,  alter,  n^odi- 
Ar,  amend,  and  repeal  ordinances,  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  for  the 
followins^purposes : 

1st.— To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gaming  and  fraudulent 
devices  in  said  city;  and  all  playing  of  cards,  dice,  or.  other  games  of 
chance,  with  or  without  betting,  in  any  grocery,  shop  or  store. 

2d. — ^To  prohibit  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  by  any 
store-keeper,  trader,  or  grocer,  to  be  drank  in  the  shop,  store,  grocery,  out- 
bouse,  yard,  or  garden,  owned  or  occupied  by  the  person  selling  or  giving 
away  the  same,  except  by  inn-keepers  duly  licensed. 

3d. — To  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent  spirits  or  any  other 
intoxicating  liquor  to  any  child,  apprentice,  or  servant,  without  the  con- 
sent of  his  or  her  parent,  guardie^n,  master,  or  mistress,  or  to  any  Indian. 

4th  — To  regulate  or  prohibit  the  exhibitions  of  common  shownen,  and 
of  shows  of  every  kind,  or  the  exhibitions  of  any  natural  or  artificial  curi- 
osities, caravans,,  circuses,  or  theatrical  performances. 

5th. — To  prevent  any  riot  or  noise,  disturbances,  or  disorderly  assem- 
blages. 

6th. — To  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  houses  and  groceries,  houses 
of  ill-fame,  billiard  tables,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys  or  tables,  and  ball  alleys, 
and  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition  of  all  instruments  and  de- 
vices used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming* 

7th. — ^To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow 
chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  or  other 
unwholesome  or  nauseous  house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove,  or  abate  the 
sUme,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  may  be.  necessary  for  the  health,  com- 
fort, and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

8th. — ^To  direct  the  location  and  direction  of  all  slaughter  houses,  mar- 
keUj  and  houses  for  storing  powder. 

9th. — ^To  regulate  the  keeping  and  conveying  of  gun-powder,  and  other 
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xomliustible  and  dangerous  materials,  ^nd  the  use  of  candles  and  lights  in 
barns  and  stables. 

10th. — To  prevent  horse  racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the 
streets,  ^nd  to  authorize  persons  immoderately  riding  or  driving,  as  afore- 
said, to  be  stopped  by  any  person. 

nth. — To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  the  streets,  side- walks,  lanes,  al- 
leys, vjrharves,  and  docks,  with  carriages,  carts,  sleighs,  sleds,  wheel-bar- 
rows, boxes,  lumber,  timber,  fire-wood,  or  any  other  substance  [or  materi- 
als whatsoever. 

12th.— To  regulate  and  determine  the  times  and  places  of  bathing  and 
swimming  in  the  canals,  creeks,  harbors,  and  other  waters  in  said  city. 

13th. — To  restrain  and  punish  vagrantj,  mendicants,  and  common  pros- 
titutes. 

14th.*— To  restrain  and  regulate  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
swine,  sheep,  goats,  and  gee^e,  the  property  of  any  person  residing  within 
the  limits  of  said  city,  and  to  authorize  the  distraining,  impounding,  and 
sale  of  the  same  for  the  penalty  incurred,  and  costs  of  proceeding. 

Idth.-^rTo  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  de- 
struction of  the  same,  when  at  large,  contrary  to  the  ordinance. 

16th. — TcJ  prohibit  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing,  or  having  with- 
in the  limits  of  said  city  any  dead  carcase  or  other  unwholesome  substance; 
and  to  require  the  removal  or  destruction  by  any  person  who  shall  have 
upon  or  near  hia  premises,  any  such  substance  or  any  putrid  or  unsound 
beef,  pork,  fish, hides,  or  skins  of  any  kind;  and  on  his  default,  to  authorize 
the  removal  or  destruction  thereof  by  some  officer  of  said  city. 

I7th. — To  prohibit  the  rolling  of  hoops,  playing  at  ball,  or  flying  of  kites, 
or  any  other  amusement  or  practice,  having  a  tendency  to  annoy  persons 
passing  on  the  streets  and  on  the  side-walks  in  said  city,  or  to  frighten 
teams  and  horses  within  the  same. 

18th. — To  compel  all  persons  to  keep  the  snow,  ice  and  dirt  from  the 
side-walks  in  front  of  the  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  them. 

1 9th.— To  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  and 
crying  goods  and  other  things  within  the  limits  of  said  city. 

20th.-p-To  abate  and  remove  nuisances. 

2 1  St.— To  regulate  and  restrain  runners  for  boats  and  stages. 

22d. — To  survey  the  boundaries'  of  sufd  city. 

23d.^-To  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead. 

24th. — To  direct  the  returning  and  keeping  bills  of  mortality,  and  to 
impose  penalties  on  physicians,  sextons,  and  othei*s,  for  any  fault  in  the 
premises. 

2i»th. — ^To  regulate  guaging,  the  pl^ceand  manner  of  selling  and  weigh- 
ing of  hay,  of  selling  pickled  and  other  fish,  and  of  selling  and  measuring 
of  wood,  lifne,  and  coal,  and  to  appoint  suitable  persons  to  superintend  and 
conduct  the  same. 

26th. — ^To  appoint  watchnjen  and  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties. 

i7th.— To  regulate  cartmen  and  cartage* 

28th. — To  regulate  the  police  of  said  city. 

29th.— rTo  regulate  the  quality  of  bread  and  weight  for  the  public  market, 
and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  or  forfeiture  of  bread  baked  contrary  thereto. 
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30th. — To  establish,  make,  and  regulate  public  pumps,  wells,  cktenis^ 
and  resevoirs,  apd  to  prevent  the  unnecessary  waste  of  water. 

31'st. — To  establish  and  regulate  public  pounds. 

32d.— To  establish  and  regulate  ferries  \vithin  the  limits  of  said  city. 

33d. — To  appoint  ja  harbor  master,  with  tlie  usual  powers,  and  to  regulate 
the  mooring  of  steam  boats  and  other  vessels^and  the  keeping  of  fires  thereon. 

Sec.  22.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  fix  the  compensation, 
and  from  time  to  time  to  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  officersand  perscons  ap- 
pointed by  them  to  any  office  or  place  whatever,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act;  and  may  remove  sill  such  officers  and  persona  at  pleasure. 
They  shall  also  assign  to  the  treasurer  such  fees  or  compensation  out  of 
the  treasury  as  to  them  may  seem  reasonable. 

Sac.  23.  The  city  council  may  make,  publish,  ordain^  amende  and  re- 
peal all  such  ordinances,  by-laws,  and  police  regulations,  not  contrary  to 
the  laws  of  this  State,  for,the  good,  government  and  order  of  said  city 
and  the  trade  and  commerce  thereof,  and  as  may  be  necessary  to  car- 
ry into  effect  the  povyers  giv^en  to  said  council  by  this  act;  and  enforce 
observance  to  all  rules,  ordinances,  by-laws,  and  police  regulations,  made 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  by  imposing  penalties  on  any  person  violating 
the  same,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  any  offence,  to  be  recovered,  with 
costs,  in  an  action  of  debt  before  the  mayor;  or  by  indictment  for  mis- 
demeanor, upon  the  complaint  of  the  common  council:  every  such  ordi-^ 
nance  or  by-law,  imposing  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  a  violation  of  lib 
provisions,  shall,  after  the  passage  thereof,  be  t>ublished  for  three  weeks 
successively  in  a  newspaper,  printed  and  published  in  said  city,  and  proof 
of  such  publication,  by  the  affidavit  of  the  printer  or  publfshcr  of  said 
newspaper,  taken  before  any  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  or  any  other  competent  proof  of  such  pub- 
lication, shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  legal  publication  and  promul- 
gation of  such,  ordinance  or  by-law. 

Sec.  24.  All  actions  brought  to  recover  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  in- 
curred under  this  act,  or  the  ordinance,  by-laws,  or  police  regulations 
made  in  pursuance  of  it,  shall  be  brought  in  the  /corporate  name;  and  in 
any  such  action  it  shall  be  lawful  to  declare  generally  in  debt  for  such 
penalty  or  forfeiture,  stating  the  section  of  this  act  or  the  by-law  or  ordi- 
nance under  which  the  penalty  is  claimed,  and  to  give  the  special  matter, 
in  evidence:  the  first  process  in  any  such  action  shall  be  by  warrant,  and 
execQtion  may  be  issued  thereon  immediately  on  the  rendition  of  judgment; 
if  the  defendant  in  any  such  action  have  no  goods  or  chattels  whereof  the 
judgment  can  be  collected,  the  execution  sh^ll  require  the  defendant  to  be 
imprisoned  in  close  custody  in  the  jail  of  Lucas  county,  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  days;  all  expenses  incurred  in  prosecutmg  for  the  recovery 
of  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  corporation;  and  all 
penalties  and  forfeitures,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to.thie  treasurer,  for 
the  use  of  the  city. 

Sec.  25.    No  person  shall  be  an  incompetent  judge,  justice,  witness,  or 

I'uror,  by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant  or  freeholder  in  the  city  of  To- 
edo,  in  any  action  or  proceeding  in  which  the  said  city  is  a  party  or  in- 
terested. 
Sec*  26.    To  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  city^  the  city  council 
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shall  have  power,  ahnually,  to  leyy  and  collect  taxes  on  all  the  real  and  per- 
sohal  property,  or  capital  of  any  kiad,  within  said  city,  subject  to  taxation  by 
the  laws  for  levying  the  taxes  of  this  stfite,  for  the  tinrw  being;  which  pro- 
perty shall  be  listed  and  assessed  annually  for  taxation,  by  assessors,  (who 
shall  be  freeholders,)  appointed  by  the  city  council^  one  from  each  ward, 
who  shall  make  return  of  their  assessment  roll  to  the  office  of  clerk,  at 
such  time  and  in  such  form  as  the  council  shall  by  ordinance  direct;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council  to  make'  provision  by  ordinance,  for  the 
listing  and  ascertaining  the  property  to  be  assessed,  for  the  valuation. of 
such  portions  thereof  as,  by  the  laws  levying  the  taxes  of  this  State,  shall, 
for  the  time  being,  be  required  to  be  valued,  and  lor  the  correction  and 
equalization  of  such  assessment:  and  the  city  council,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  June  annually,  shall  levy  upon  the  whole  amount  of  such 
assessment  as  corrected  and  equalized,  such  per  centage  as,  by  the  con- 
curring vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members,  shall  be  deemed  necessary  f 
and  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  clerk,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  July 
annually,  to  deliver  to  the  city  collector  a  duplicate  of  the  assessment 
roll,  with  the  amount  of  taxes  therein  specified  to  be  paid  by  each  indi- 
vidual, with  a  warrant  annexed  thereto,  under  the  hand  of  said  clerk  and 
the  mayor  of  said  city,  commanding  such  collector  to  collect  from  the  sev- 
eral persons  named  in  said  assessment  roll  the  several  sums  set  opposite  to 
their  respective  names;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  collector  to 
proceed  in  enforcing  the  collectbn  of  said  taxes  in  the  same  manner,  by 
distress  and  sale  of  personal  property,  and  advertisement  and  sale  of  real 
estate,  as  is  prescribed  by  the  several  acts  regulating  the  mode  of  taxation 
in  this  State;  and  on  sale  of  real  estate  for  taxes,  the  clerk  shall  have 
power  to  execute  a  deed  of  such  real  estate  as  may  be  so  forfeited  and 
sold  for  city  taxes,  which  deed  shall  be  good  and  valid  inlaw,  as  the  coun- 
ty auditor's  deed  for  lands  sold  for  taxes  under  the  said  laws  regulating  the 
mode  of  taxation  in  this  State;  the  same  time  and  privilege  of  redemption 
shall  be  incident  to  said  sales  of  real  estate  for  city  taxes,  as  are  provided 
in  said  State  laws  regulating  the  mode  of  taxation;  and  the  said  collector 
shall  pay  over  to  the  city  treasurer  all  moneys  so  collected  by  him  as^ 
aforesaid,  within  such  time  and  under  such  penalties  for  neglecting  or  re- 
fusing to  pay  over,  as  said  city  council  shall  prescribe j  and  the  clerk  and 
collector  shall  receive  such  suitable  compensation  for  the  services  afore** 
said,  as  the  council  shall  from  time  to  time  fix  by  ordtnahce. 

Sec.  27.  After  said  assessment  shall  have  been  equalized,  any  person 
dissatisfied  with  the  assessment  of  any  or  all  of  his  taxable  property  as 
so  taken  by  said  assessors,  jnay  appeal  to  said  city  council,  who  shall  annu- 
ally,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  May,  hold  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  and  determining  on  said  appeals,  with  power  to  adjourn  from 
day  to  day,  until  such  appeals  are  disposed  of,  and  whose  determination 
thereon  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

Sec.  28,  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  lay  out,,  make,  open, 
grade,  pave,  alter,  or  otherwise  improve  any  road,  street,  lane,  alley,  high- 
way, square,  market  place,  wharf,  or  slip,  within  said  city,  and  to  levy  a 
special  tax  to  defray  the  expenses  thereof,  by  a  discriminating  assessment 
upon  the  land  and  ground  bounding  and  abutting  on  such  road,  street,  lane, 
alley,  highway,  square,  market  pmce^  wharf,  or  slip,  or  near  thereto,  in 
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proportion  to  the  bietiefit  accruing  to  such* land  or  ground*,  and  tha  city 
Council  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  disinterested,  judicious  freebcldr 
ers  of  said  city,  to  estimate  the  cost  of  any  such  projected  improvementy 
and  to  assess  the  expense  on  the  land  and  ground  as  aforesaid ;  and  the  city 
council  shall  give  notice  in  one  of  the  newspapei*s  published  in  said  city  or 
vicinity,  for  six  consecutive  weeks,  of  the  improvement  to  be  made,  in  or- 
der that  any  one  damaged  by  reason  of  such  improvements  may  file  his 
claim  in  writing  in  the  ofBce  of  the- city  clerk  within  ten  days  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  said  six  "weeks  notice,  and  the  said  committee  shall  assess 
the  damages,  if  any,  of  such  claimants,  and  shall  add  the  same  to  the  cost 
of  the  improvement,  as  a  part  of  the  expense  thereof,  to  be  assessed  as 
aforesaid;  and  said  committee,  within  twenty  days  after  the  time  shall 
have  expired  for  filing  claims  for  damages,  shall  tnake  return  to  the  office 
of  the  treasurer,  setting  forth  the  estimated  cost  of  such  projected  im- 
provement, including  the  dilmages  awarded  by  them  to  the  claimants,  to- 
gether with  the  names  of  such  claimants  and  grounds'of  claim,  with  the 
amount  awarded  them  severally  set  opposite  their  respective  names,  and 
also,  a  brief  description  of  the  lunds  and  grounds  upon  which  they  shall 
have  assessed  the  expense  of  the  improvement,  with  the  names  of  the 
owners  or  persons  liable,  to  pay  the  assessment,  respectively  annexed,  and 
the  amount  thereon  assessed  set  opposite  to  their  respective  names;  and  if 
the  name  of  the  person. owing  or  liable  for  the  tax  is  unknown,  the  fact 
shall  be  stated  by  writing  ^^ unknown  owners"  in  place  of  the  name;  and 
the  city  council,  if  they  order  and  direct  the  improvement  to  be  made, 
shall  direct  the  city  treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  annex  the  dupli- 
cate of  taxes  so  assessed  to  the  annual  assessment  roll  hereafter  specified, 
and  to  deliver  it  therewith,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  July  follow- 
ing, to  the  city  collector,  to  be  by  him  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  nrianner  as  the  annual  taxes,  and  the  proceedings  of  said  collee- 
tor  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  the  same  as  in  the  collection  of  the  annual 
taxes  of  said  city,  and  h^  shall  in  like  manner  pay  the  same  into  the  city 
treasury;  and  in  case  of  any  tax  being  returned  unpaid  and  delinquent, 
the  proceedings  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  the  same  as  in  cases  of  delinquen- 
cy in  the  payment  of  the  annual  taxes,  with  the  addition  of  the  like  inter* 
est  and  penalty;  and  when  the  improvements  so  ordered  shall  be  com- 
pleted, each  claimant  shall  be  entitled  tt>  receive  from  the  city  treasury  the 
amount  of  damages  so  by  the  return  of  the  said  committee  awarded  them; 
and  the  citj  council  shall  cause  the  public  streets,  roads,  lanes,  alleys,

ciety shall,  from  time  to  time,  deem  expedient:  Provided^  Such  by-laws^ 
rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  incompatible  with  the  constitution  and 
la^rs  of  the  United  States  nor  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.    That  the  shares  of  said  society  shall  be  of  such  sums  each,  and 
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be  transferable  in  sucb  manner  as  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  said  soci- 
ety shall  prescribe.

That  the  society  in  its  corporate  capacity  may  acquire  and 
hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  estate,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  and 
sell  or  dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure:  Providedj  The  clear  annual  income 
of  all  such  property  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  and  that  none 
of  the  funds  of  said  society  shall  be  applied  to  any  purpose  other  than  the 
establishment,  preservation,  and  support  of  a  library.

for  the  thorough  education  of  females:  Provided  however^  That  the  annual 
income,  arising  from  the  funds  of  the  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  college  buildings  of  the  aforesaid  seminary,  and  such 
as  necessarily  appertain  thereto,  shall  be  located  and  established  in  or  ad- 
jacent to  the  town  of  St.  Clairsville,  Belmont  county. 

Sec-  4.  That  instruction  and  the  means  of  education  in  the  said  semi- 
nary, whether  in  the  primary  or  collegiate  department,  shall  never  be  con- 
fined or  restricted  to  pupils  of  any  separate  sector  denomination  in  reli- 
gion, but  alike  free  and  open  to  all  female  pupils  of  good  character. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power,  at  their  annual  meetings, 
to  elect  by  ballot,  a  president  who  shall  continue  in  such  office  until  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  trustees,  and  from  time  to  time,  to  communicate  to 
them,  in  writing,  such  matters  as  he  may  deem  for  the  welfare  of  the  semi- 
nary.

same,  which  rules  and  regulations  shall  continue  in  force  until  altered  or 
disapproved  of  by  the  said  corporation.  And  it  shall  Le  the  duty  of  the 
faculty,  from  time  to  time,  to  exhibit  to  the  trustees  a  correct  statement 
of  all  the  official  proceedings;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  grant  diplomas 
and  other  credentials,  to  the  several  students  entitled  thereto,  according  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  in  that  behalf  to  be  adopted. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  subscription  and  payment  to  the  corporation  of  five 
hundred  dollars  shall  secure  to  the  donor,  his  heirs  and  assigns  in  perpe- 
tuity, a  scholarship  in  said  seminary,  free  of  tuition  and  college  fees  for 
ever;  the  subscription  and  payment  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  shall 
entitle  the  donor  to  a  scholarship  during  the  donors  life  and  the  minor- 
ity of  his  children.  The  subscription  and  payment  of  two  hundred  dol- 
lars shall  entitle  the  donor  tou  scholarship  in  the  seminary,  through  the 
entire  course  of  instruction  in  the  collegiate  department.  And  that  dona- 
tions for  half  scholarships,  and  quarter  scholarships  may  be  received,  with 
privileges,  in  perpetuity,  proportioned  to  the  whole  scholarships;  the  sub- 
scription and  payment  of  two  hundred  dollars  by  a  travelling  preacher  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  shall  entitle  him  to  a  scholarship  during 
the  time  of  his  continuance  in  the  itinerancy,  and  in  case  of  his  death 
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"white  employed  therein,  such  scholarship  shall  pass  to  his  repreientativef 
for  the  use  of  his  children  during  their  minority;  and  those  who  have  here- 
tofore subscribed  under  either  of  the  foregoing  terms,  shall  pn  paynjent  of 
their  subscriptions,  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  herein  befop^  provided^ 
the  same  as  though  such  subscriptions  was  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  That  all  donations  of  five  dollars  and  under  shall  be  paid  at 
the  time  of  subscribing;  sums  over  five  dollars,  and  under  twenty  dollars, 
shall  be  paid  in  one  payment;  sums  of  twenty  dollars  and  under  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  shall  be  paid  in  two  equal  annual  payments;  sums  of  one  hun- 
dred  dollars  and  under  five  hundred  dollars,  shall  be  paid  in  four  equal  an- 
nual  payments;  but  sums  pf  five  hundred  dollars  and  upwards,  shall  be 
paid  in  payments  of  one  hundred  annually;  subscriptions  of  less  than 
twenty  dollars,  and  the  first  payment  on  all  subscriptions  of  twenty  dollars 
and  upwards,  shall  become  payable  in  one  year  after  ten  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  secured  by  subscription;  and  the  second  instalment  of  subscrip- 
tions shall  become  due  so  soon  as. fifteen  thousand,  are  subscribed* 
the  third  when  twenty  thousand  dollars  are  subscribed,  and  the  fourth  and 
residue  of  instalments  shall  become  due  so  soon  as  twenty-five  thousand 
are  subscribed;  yet  so  as  not  to  cause  payments  to  be  made  oftener 
than  annually;  and  should  the  price  of  tuition  and  college  fees  be  less  thaa 
twenty-four  dollars  per  annum,  the  subscription.of  five  hundred  dollars  shall 
be  entitled  to  cJ^m  the.  difierence,  in  part  pay  of  the  tuition  of  another 
scholar. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  make  out 
and  deliver  to  each  person  entitled  thereto,  a  certificate  for  the  scholar 
privilege  he  may  be  entitled  to,  and  which  shall  be  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  corporation,  and  may  be  assignable' by  the  holders  thereof  in  sac- 
cession,  the  transfer  being  made  upon  the  books  of  the  corporation;  and 
such  privilege  or  scholar  right,  siiall  not  be  liable  to  the  payment  of  any 
debt,  fine,  tax  or  amercement  accruing  after  the  {i^ayment  of  the  donation 
therefor. 

Sec.  12.  That  all  real  estate  not  exceeding  ten  acres,  together  with 
the  personal  property  of  the  corporation,  while  the  same  shall  continue 
and  remain  devoted  to  the  sole  and  exclusive  education  of  females,  shall 
be  exempt  and  free  from  all  State  and  other  taxes. 

Sec. .  1 3.  That  any  suit  at  law  against  the  said  corporation  shall  be  by 
summons,  and  the  leaving  a  copy  thereof  with  the  president  or  secretary 
of  the  corporation,  shall  be  deemed  a  good  service. 

Sec  14.  That  the  first  meeting  of  the  trustees  shall  be  holden  at  St* 
Clairsville^  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April  next,  at  which  time  the  first  presi- 
dent of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  and  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  oflSce  until  bis  successor  is  elected,  and  at  which  session  the  said 
trustees  shall  designate  the  time  of  holding  their  annual  meetings;  and  the 
said  tra^tees  may  hold  such  other  meetings,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

Sec,  15.  That  the  corporation,  shall  annually  report  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  State,  the  number  df  scholars  taught  in  the  seminary  the 
year  preceding,  and  the  state  and  condition  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  1 6.  That  all  deeds,  leases,  or  contracts,  made  by  the  corporationt 
shall  be  obligatory,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  same,  be 
o— ii.  JL* 
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attested  bj  the  recording  secretary,  and  a  record  thereof  be  kept  in  lhj» 
books  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  a  public  act,  in  all  courts 
of  this  State,  as  well  as  thereout 

Sec.  18.  That  an j  future  Legislature  may  alter,  or  amend  this  act: 
Provided^  Such  alteration  or  amendment,  shall  not  a^ect  the  title  to  any 
estate,  real  or  personal,  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  the  same.

Authorizing  Frederick  Kinsman  to  make  c«rtain  conveyances  of  real  estate^  dn  behalf  of' 

the  minor  heirs  of  Olive  u.  Swift,  deceased. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  that 
Frederick  Kinsman,  of  the  county  of  Trumbull,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  ao- 
thoriced  and  empowered  to  convey,  by  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  or  deeds, 
the  real  estate  of  which  the  minor  heirs  of  Oliv^e  D.  Swift,  late  of  said 
county,  deceased,  are  seiced,  and  for  which  contracts  of  sale  were  made 
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by  the  husband  of  said  Olive,  in  her  life  time:  Provided^  however,  That  he* 
fore  such  confeyances  shall  become  operative  and  binding,  they  shall  h6 
approved  by  the  courts  of  comtnon  pleas  of  the  respective  counties  in 
which  the  lands  so  sold  may  be  situated* 

Sec.  3.  That  said  Frederick  Kinsman  shall  file  his  bill  in  chancery  in 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  setting  forth  the  facts, 
and  praying  said  court  to  examine  the  testimony  relative  to  the  contracts 
of  ^le  herein  before  specified,  which  bill  said  court  is  hereby  authorized 
to  sustain;  and  if  it  approves  of  said  contracts,  shall  order  and  decree 
that  he  make  a  deed  .or  deeds  to  the  several  purchasers,  and  shall  also  fur- 
ther direct  in  what  manner  the  avails  of  such  contracts  shall  be  secured  for 
the  benefit  of  said  minors. 

Sec.  3.  That  before  said  Frederick  Kinsman  shall  proceed  to  make 
conveyance  of  any  of  the  real  estate  of  said  minors,  or  receive  any  part 
of  the  purchase  money  due,  or  to  become  due  to  them,  he  shall  give  bond, 
with  sufllcient  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  county  of  Trumbull,  in  the  penal  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
and  payable  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  all  things  by  this  act  required  of  him  to  do;  which  bond  shall  be  lodged 
with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  commop  pleas  of  the  county  of  Trumbull, 
for  the  benefit  of  said  heirs.

To  reviTe  and  amend  an  act,  entitled  *^  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Portamottth  and  Columbiu 

Turnpike  Company .*' 

Sec.  h  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  act,  passed  February  7th,  1831,  incorporatmg  the  Portsmouth  and  Co- 
Iambus  Turnpike  Company,  which  expired  by  its  own  limitation,  Feb.  7th, 
1834,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived,  with  all  the  powers  and  privi- 
leges  therein  named:  Provided,  That  in  locating  so  much  of  said  road  as 
lies  between  the  towns  of  Chillicothe  and  Circleville,  that  part  of  the 
route  of  said  road  shall  be  so  far  changed  as  to  make  the  mill  property  on 
Kineconick  known  by  the  name  of  Worthington's  mills  and  Boggs^  mills 
on  Scipio,  point  in  said  road,  and  from  the  last  named  poiut  to  Circleville; 
and  that  so  much  of  the  act  aforesaid,  to  which  this  is  an  amendment, 
which  is  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  2.  That  so  soon  as  ten  continuous  miles  or  more  of  the  aforesaid 
road  shall  have  been  graded, suitably  for  the  reception  of  the  stone  or  gravel, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  charge  and  collect  one  half  of  the 
amount  of  tolls  allowed  bv  this  act  when  said  road  shall  have  been  com* 
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pleted,  but  said  company  shall  not  be  allowed  to  charge  toll  on  any  part 
of  said  road  longer  than  three  years  before  it  shall  have  beeii  covered  with 
atone  or  gravel. 

Sec.  3.  That  if  said  company  shall  not,  m  ithin  fonr  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  proceed  to  carry  on  said  work,  and  complete  ten  miles 
thereof,  or  shall  not  within  five  years  thereafter,  complete  forty  miles  of 
said  road,  or  shall  not  within  ten  years  complete  said  road  throughout  its 
whole  extent,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  then, 
and  in  either  of  those  cases,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Legislature  to  resume 
ail  the  ri^ts  and  privileges  granted  by  this  act.

To  incorporate  the  Pover  Manufacmring  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Bt  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Christian  Deardorff,  John  Everhard,  Sebastian  Brainard,  and  George  W. 
iSlinglaff,  and  those  who  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them  as  stock* 
holders,  and  their  successors,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  and 
made  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name 
«nd  style  of  the  ^^  Dover  Manufacturing  Company;''  and  by  that  name  are 
hereby  made  capable  in  law,  to  have,  purchase,  receive,  possess,  enjoy, 
and  retain,  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
goods,  chattels,  and  effects,  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  same  to  grants  sell,  demise,  alien  and  dispose  of 
at  pleasure;  also,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  atiswerand 
be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in 
this  State  and  elsewhere,  -^nd  shall  be  and  are  hereby  vested  wiUi  all  tbo 
privileges  and  powers  which  by  law  are  incidental  to  corporations  of  a 
similar  nature;  and  also,  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  break,  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  also,  to  ordain,  establish, 
and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations,  as  shall  be 
necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  said  torporation,  and 
generally  to  do  and  execute  all  and  singular  the  acts  necessary  to  carry 
into  effect  the  object  of  this  charter:  Provided^  That  the  said  by-laws,  or- 
dinances and  regulations  shall  not  be  contrary  or  inconsistent  with  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  State:  And  provided^  also^  That  each  and  every 
stockholder  shall  be  held  liable,  in  his  individual  capacity,  for  any  debt  or 
debts  of  the  corporation,  to  the  full  amount  of  his  stock* subscribed:  Pro- 
vided^ however^  That  the  joint  assets,  funds,  or  property  of  the  corporation 
shall  be  first  subject  to  the  payment  of  such  debts,  before  the  individual 
property  of  any  stockholder,  or  bis  assigns,  shall  be  seized  in  execution,  or 
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other  proceedings  be  bad,  to  subject  the  same  to  the  payment  of  said  debts; 
And  provided^  furiher^  That  said  company  shall  not  at  any  time  contract 
or  owe  any  debt  over  and  above  the  capital  stock  subscribed;  and  m  case 
of  any  such  excess,  the  directors  at  the  time  of  contracting  such  excess,  or 
fit  any  time  thereafter,  shall  be  liable  in  their  private  and  individual  capa- 
cities for  such  excess  of  debt;  and  fihould  the  property  of  such  diirectors 
so  made  liable,  be  insufficient  to  satisfy  such  excess  of  debt,  then  the 
stockholders  shall  be  individually  liable  for  such  excess. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  stock  of  said  company. shall  consist,  and  it  is  hereby 
divided  into  five  hundred  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  and  every 
original  holders  thereof  shall  have  a  Certificate,  signed  by  tvro  of  the  officers 
of  said  Company,  under  such  regulations  as  they  may  adopt  in  their  by-^ 
laws,  certifying  his  property  in  such  share  as  shafl  be  expressed  in  said  cer- 
tificate; and  said  stock  may  be  alienated  by  the  proprietor  thereof,  by  a 
written  transfer  in  person,  or  by  attorney,  in  .the  books  of  said  company: 
Pravidedi  Such  assignment  shall  always  be  made  and  held  subject  to  the 
debts  and  demands  due  from  the  person  transferring,  to  ^aid  company,  at 
the  time  of  making  sucb  transfer;  and  the  said  stock  shall  be  deemed  and 
held  personal  estate,  so  as  to  pass  to  the  executor  or  administrator,  on  the 
demise  of  the  holder  thereof;  and  eacb  and  every  stockholder,  at  all  elec- 
tions or  meetings,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  he  may  bold 
in  his  own  right;  each  share  may  also  be  voted  by  proxy,  such  proxy  be« 
ing  used  by  a  stockholder  present  at  such  meeting  or  election,  or  by  the 
executors  or  administrators  of  a  deceased  owner;  and  after  the  first  elec- 
tion, no  shares  shall  confer  a  right  of  suffrage  which  shall  not.  have  been 
holden  bv  the  owner  thereof,  and  so  appear  on  the  books  of  said  company, 
at  least  uiree  calendar  months  previous  to  the  day  of  election. 

Sec.  3.  That  Christian  Deardorff  and  George  W,  Slingluff,  or  either  of 
them,  may  call  a  meeting  of  said  company,  to  be  holden  at  any  suitable 
time  and  place  in  the  tovrn  of  Dover,  by  advertising  the  same  in  some 
newspaper  pnnted  in  Tuscarawas  county,  at  least  ten  d&ys  previous  to 
such  meeting;  and  the  members  of  said  company,  who  may  have  actually 
paid,  or  may  then  pay  to  any  person  appointed  to  receive  the  same,  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  on  each  share  by  them  subscribed,  shall,  at  the  time  and 
place,  elect  a  president  and  three  or  five  directors  to  manage  the  concerns 
of  said  company';  and  the  stockholders  of  said  company  shall  meet  on  the 
second  Monday  of  January  in  each  succeeding  year,  at  the  office  of  said 
company,  and  hold  an  election  for  said  officers,  who  shall  continue  in  of* 
fice  until  their  successors  are  elected;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  resigna- 
tion of  the  president  or  any  director,  the  remaining  directors  shall  have 
power  to  fill  the  vacancies;  and|no  person  shall  be  a  president  or  direc- 
tor who  is  not  a  stockholder.  The  president  and  one^^half  of  the  number 
of  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  or  the  directors  for 
the  time  being,  without  the  president. 

Sec*  4.  1  hat  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  stockholders  to  increase  the 
nuaiber  of  shares  of  said  company,  to  any  number  of  shares  not  exceeding 
three  thousand,  at  such  time  or ''times,  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
deem  proper:  Providedj  That  the  owners  of  at  least  two  thirds  of  the  shares 
4hen  held  shall  concur  therein. 

Sec.  5.    That  the  president  ^nd  directors  for  the  time  being,  shall  have 
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power  to  carry  on  all  uieful  manafac tares  and  other  branchef  of  busineM^ 
and  may  build  and  erect  such  factories,  mills,  works,  machines,  and  baild-* 
ings  as  may  be  conyenient  and  necessary  for  the  successful  carrying  on 
such  useful  manufactures  and  other  branches  of  business;  and  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  such  subordinate  officers  of  said  company,  managers^ 
agents,  engineers  or  factors,  as  shall  to  them  seem  necessary  and  conve- 
nient, for  the  regular  government  of  said  company,  or  the  transaction  of 
their  business;  and  to  ask  and  receive  from  the  persons  so  appointed,  such 
securities  as  they  may  deem  proper,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  trust; 
and  the  president  shall,  on  each  yearly  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  make 
a  statement  of  the  accounts  and  business  of  said  company  during  the  pre-

Tf<at  the  stock  of  this  institution  may  be  assigned  and  transferred 
on  the  hooks  of  said  compCinv,  in  person  <)r  by  power,  of  attorney,  but 
no  stockholder  shall  be  permitted  to  make  such  transfer  or  receive  any 
dividend  so  long  as  any  debt  due  .to  said  company  shall  remain  unpaid,  or 
secured  to  said  directors  l:y  said  stockholder  or  holders:  Provided^  That 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  confer  on  said  compan^Mhe  privilege  of  banking. 

Sc:.  6.  Thattlie  prcsiilent  and  directors  may  call  ^i  general  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  lor  any  purposes  in  relation  to  the  affiiirs  of  this  institu- 
tion, giving  at  least  twenty  days' previous  notice  in  some  newspaper  prin- 
ted in  said  county,  and  should  it  so  happen  from  any  cause  wliatsoever,  that 
the  annual  election  of  directors  should  not  tak^  place  in  any  year  on  the 
day  heretofore  mentioned  for  that  purpose,  this  corporation  shall  not  be 
deemed  dissolved,  but  an  election  may  be  held  on  such  other  day  as  the 
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president  ot  directors  may  select,  giving  at  least  twenty  days*  previous  no- 
tice of  the  same  in.  some  newspaper  printed  in  said  countyt 

Sec.  7.  That  at  <nny  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors, 
each  stockholder  Rh^II  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock,  not  exceeding 
ten,  and  one  vote  for  every  five  shanes  oi'er  ten  and  not  exceeding  thirty, 
and  one  vote  for  every  ten  shares  over  thirty. 

Sec.  8..  That  Reuben  Cnampion,  P.iniel  Cleveland,  and  J..  C.  Paii> 
child,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  open  books  of  subscription 
and  superintend  the  business  of  the.  subscribers  until  a  board  of  directors 
are  elected,  and  which  books  shall  be  opened  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  after 
giving  at  least  thirty  days^  previous  notice  of  the  opening  of  the  same,  in 
some  newspaper  printed  in  the  city  of  Cleveland*   .      . 

Sec.  9-  That  the  right  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this  act,  is  hefeby  ex- 
pressly reserved  to  any  future  Legislature,  but  such  alteration,  amendment 
or  repeal,  shall  not  affect  the  title  to  any  property  acquired  or  conveyed 
under  its  provisions.

Sec.  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
John  Ward  and  Alexander  Beatly,  of  Allen  county,  George  Butner,  Goi^e 
Heiks,  and  £.  F.  Lupton,  of  Montgomery  county.  William  Armstrong  and 
William  B.  Hedges,  of  Mercer  county',  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners, under  the  direction  ofa  majority  uf  wbom,subscnplions  may 
be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lima,  Anglaize«and  Shanesville 
Rail  Road  Company,  hereby  incorporated;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  cause  hooks  to  be  opened  in  the  counties  of  Allen  and  Mercer,  and 
at  such  other  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiving subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of.  said  company,  after  having 
given  thirty  days^  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  the  same;  and 
that  upon  the  first  opening  of  said  books,  they  shall  be  kept  open  for  at 
least  ten  days  in  succession,  from  ten  o'.clock,  A.  M.  until  two  oVJock, 
P.  M.;  and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  suc^.h  a  subscription  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  as  is  necesMr^  to  its  incorporation,  shall 
not  have  been  obtained,  then  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  cause  said  bcYolcs  to  be  opened^  from  time  to  time,  after  the  expiration 
of  said  ten  days,  and  for  the  space  of  three  years. thereafter;  and  if  any  of 
said  commissioners  shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act,  durin:^  the  continu* 
ance  of  the  duties  devolved  upon  them  by  this  act,  another  or  othen  may 
be  appointed  in  his  or  their  stead,  by  the  remaining  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them* 
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Sec.  3  That- the  capital  ftock-of  the  Lima,  Augtaise,  and  Shanemile 
R&il  Road  Companj  shall  b^  one.  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be 
divided  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
said  corporation,  to  commence  the  construction  of  the  said  rail  road  or  way, 
and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  this  act,  as  soon  as 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  said  stock*  * 

Sec,  3.  That  all  persons  who  ^hall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to 
this  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall  be 
and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  of  *^The  Lima,  Anglaize, 
and  Shahesville  Rail  Road  Company,"  and  by  that  name, shall  be  capable 
in  law  of  purchiiising,  holding,  selling,  leasing, and  conveying  estates^  real, 
personal,and  nrjixed,  so  far  as  the  s^ime  shall  be,«ece$sary  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  no  further;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
and  by  said  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued;  a^d  may  hdve  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have 
, power  to  alter  or  rene^vat  their  pleasure;  and  ishall  have,  enjoy,  and  may 
exercise,  all  the  powers,  rights,  and  privileges,  which  corporate  bodies  may 
la^wfully  do,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act.

Ohio;  and  if  any  stockholders  shall  fail  or  neglect  topay  any  instalment 
or  part  of  said  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days 
next  after  the  time  the, same  shall  he  due  and  payable,  the  said  president 
and  directors  upoii  giving  at  lea^t  thirty  days'  previous  notice  thereof,  in 
manner  aforesaid,  may,  and  thev  arehereby  authorised,  to  sell  at  public 
vendue,  so  many  of  the  shares  of  the  said  delinquent  stockholder  or  S;tock- 
holderi,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such  instalment,  and  the  expenses  of 
advertising  and  sale,  and  trsiusfer  the  shares  so  sold  to  the  purchasers;  and 
the  residue  of  the  money  prising  from  such  sale,  after  paying  such  install 
ment  and  expense,  shall  be  paid  to  said  stocklhoder'on  demand. 

Sec.  5*  .  That  at  the  expiration  of  te^  days,  for  which  the  books  are  first 
opened,  if  seventy-five  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shjnil  have  been  Subscri- 
bed ;  or,  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shalf  be  susbcribed,  if  withixi 
three  years  after  the  first  opening  of  the  books,  the  said  commissioners,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall^ive  at  least  siicly  days' 

{)revious  notice  thereof;  and  sit  such  meeting  the  said  connmissioners  shall 
ay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stockholders,  then  and  there  present^ 
and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a'  nfiaiority  of  tbenri,  shall  elect 
twelve  directors  by  ballot,  ti  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  man- 
age the  afiairs  of  said  company ;  they  shall  Have  the  power  of  electing  a 
president  of  said  company^  either  from  among  said  .director85  or  others, 
and  of  allowing  him  such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in 
said  election,  and  oji  all'o^^er  occasions  wherein.a  vote  of  the  stockhoMefs 
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of  said  company  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one  vote 
for  every  share  owned  by  it,  him,  or  her;  and  every  stockholder  may  de- 
pute any  other  person  to  vote,  and  act  for  him,  or  her,  as  his  or  their  proxy;

Sec.  &  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company,  twelve  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually  on  the  third 
Monday  of  October  in  every  year,  in  the  town  of  Lima,  in  the  county  of 
Allen,  or  at  such  other  place  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  appoint;

a  day  or  time,  may  be  made  at  any  time,  within  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  7.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholder^  shall  be.  held  an- 
nually, at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of  president  and 
directors  of  said  company;  that  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time,  during 
the  interval  between  the  said  annual  meetings,  by  the  president  and  direc- 
tors, or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning  at  least  one- 
fourth  of  the  stock  subscribed,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days'  public  no- 
tice of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same;  and  when  any  such  meet- 
ings are  called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  particular 
object  of  the  caU;  and  if,  at  any  such  called  meeting,  a  majority  (in  value,) 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  are  not  present,  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
such  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  without  transacting  any 
business,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three  days;  and  if,  within  said  three 
days^  stockholders  holding  a  majority  in  value,  of  the  stock  subscribed,  do 
not  thus  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  8.  That  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said  compa- 
ny, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  for  the  pre- 
vious year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  com-

? orated,  and  for  carrying  the  object  of  this  act  into  effect:  Provided,  onb/j 
*hat  such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the 
United  States. 

iSec.  IL  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  vested 
with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  single  rail  road,  or  way,  from  Lima, 
in  the  county  of  Allen,  on  the  most  direct  and  least  expensive  route,  to  the 
town  of  Auglaize,  in  said  county,  and  from  thence  to  Shanesville  in  Mercer 
county;  to  transport, take,  and  carry  property  and  persons  upon  the  same, 
by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  mechanical  or  other 
power,  or  of  any  com  bination  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation  may  choo«e 
to  employ. 

Sec<  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  comp^my  shall  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  invested,  with  all  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the  loca- 
tion, constructron,  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet 
wide,  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directors  may 
deem  necessary,  and  they  may  cause  to  be  made;  contract  with  others  for 
making  said  rail  road  or  any  part  of  it,  and  they,  or  their  agents,  or  those 
with  whom  they  may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the  same,  may  enter 
upon,  and  us0  and  excavate,  any  land  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  site 
of  said  road,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in  the  construc- 
tion, or  in  the  repair  of  said  road,  or  its  works;  and  that  they  may  build 
bridges,  may  fix  scales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and  use  any 
earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  materials,  which  may  be  wanted,  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  of  its  works; 
and  may  make  and  construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be  neces- 
sary in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  or  any  persons  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  gravel, 
or  stone,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted^ 
for  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the 
purchase,  or  use,  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  or 
if  the  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  married  woman,  minors,  in- 
sane person,  or  idiot,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted, 
may  lie,  when  such  lands  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may 
be  made  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon 
issue  his  warrant,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  sheriflf  of  said 
county,  or  to  some  disinterested  person,  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested, 
requiring  him  to  summon  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  inhabitants  of  said  county, 
not  related,  or  in  anywise  interested,  to  meet  on  the  land  or  near  to  the 
other  property  or  materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant, 
not  less  than  ten  nor'mqre  than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same; 
and  also  to  summon  said  owners,  or  the  husbands  of  said  married  women^ 
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&tid  the  guardian  of  said  minor,  insane  person,  or  idiot;  and  if,  at  the  said 
time  and  place,  any  of  said  persons  summoned,  do  not  attend,  the  said 
sheriff,  or  summoner,  shall  immediately  summon  as  many  persons  as  may 
be  necessary,  with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of  twelve 
jurors  in  attendance,  and  from  them,  each  party,  or  its,  his,  or  her,  or  their 
agent,  the  sheriff,  or  summoner,  for  him,  her,  it,  or  them,  may  strike  oS 
three  jurors,  and  the- remaining  six  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  inquest  of  dam- 
ages; and  before  they  act  as  such,  the  said  summoner  or  sheriflf,  shall  admin- 
ister to  each  of  them,  an  oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be«  that  they 
i^ill  faithfully  and  imjJartially  value  the  damages  which  the  owner  or  own- 
ers will  sustain,  by  use  or  occupation  of  the  same,  required  by  said  compa- 
ny; and  the  jury  estimating  the  damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied  by 
said  road,  shall  take  into  estimate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner  or 
owners,  by  reason  of  said  road  passing  through  or  upon  the  land  of  such 
owner  or  owners,  towards  the  extinguishment  of  such  claim  for  damages; 
and  the  toidjury  shall  reduce  their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign  and 
seal  the  same;  and  it  shall  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  for  said  county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office;  and 
shall  be  confirmed  by  the  said  court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  sufficient  cause 
to  the  contrary  be  shown;  and  when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said 
clerk,  at  the  expense  of  said  company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  n^ay  direct 
another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  manner  above  described;  and  such 
inquisition  shall  describe  the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  land 
condemned;  and  such  valuation  when  paid,  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  property,  or  his,  her,  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall  en- 
title said  company  to  the  full  right  to  said  property,  and  the  use  and  occu- 
pation of  said  landed  property,  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  thus  valued, 
as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same: 
and  the  valuation,  if  not  received  when  tendered,  may  at  any  time  thereaf- 
ter, be  received  from  the  company  without  cost,  by  the  owner  or  owners, 
his,  her,  or  their  legal  representative  or  representatives;  and  that  such 
sheriff  or  summoner,  and  jurors,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive 
from  the  said  company,  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  for  like  services, 
in  cases  of  fixing  the  valuation  of  real  estate,  previous  to  sale  under  exe- 
cution* 

Sec*  14.  That  whenever,  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the 
doty  of  the  said  president  and  directors  of  said  company  so  to  construct 
the  said  rail  roaa  across  such  established  road  or  way,  as  not  to  impede  the 
passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same,  or  when 
it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  rf  any  individual,  it  shall 
also  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual,proper  wagon- ways  across 
said  road,  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  snother,  without  delay. 

Sec.  15*  That  if  said  company  shall  neglect  to  provide  proper  wagon- 
ways  across  said  road,  as  required  by  the  fourteenth  section  of  this  act,  it 
shall  be  liable  to  such  individual  in  double  the  amount  of  damages  occa- 
sioned by  such  neglect. 

Sec.  1 6.  That  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  company,  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  route,  or  construction  of  the  road  to  be  by  them  laid  out  and 
constructed,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or  to  use  any 
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turnpike,  road  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company  or  persons 
incorporated,  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  con- 
tract and  agree  with  any  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the  right 
to  use  such  road  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate  or 
other  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said  com- 
pany hereby  incorporated;  and  every  such  other  incorporation,  or  persons 
incorporated  by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is,  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  make  such  an  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and  through 
the  agency  of  the  person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts  of  incorpora- 
tion, to  exercise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  persons  as  by  any 
law  of  this  State,  are  intrusted  with  the  management  and  direction  of  said 
turnpike,  road  or  bridge,  or  of  any  of  the  rights  and  privileges  aforesaid; 
and  any  contract,  agreement,  or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  power 
and  autnority  hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several  parties  under 
respective  corporate  seals,  or  otherwise  legally  authenticated,  shall 
vest  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  all  such  road,  part  of  road^  rights 
and  privileges,  and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same,  as  fully  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes,  as  they  now  are  or  might  be  used  and  exercised  by 
the  said  corporation  or  persons  in  whom  they  are  now  vested. 

Sec.  17.     That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
purchase,  with  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  any  rail  road  con- 
structed by  them  under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles,  or  car- 
riages, of  any  description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
proper  for  the  purposes  of  transportation  on  said  road;  and  that  they  shall 
have  power  to  charge  for  tolls  upon,  and  the  transportation  of  persons, 
goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of  every  kind  whatsoever,  trans- 
ported by  them  along  said  rail  road,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following 
rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description  whatso- 
eyer  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a-half  cents  per 
mile  fortoll^  and  five  cents  per  mile  per  ton  for  transportation  on  all  goods, . 
produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  trans- 
ported by  them  or  their  agents;  and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers 
not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  and  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  any  other  company,  or  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  paying 
the  tolls  aforesaid,  to  transport  any  persons,  merchandize,  produce  or  pro- 
perty of  any  description  whatsoever,  along  said  road,  or  any  part  there- 
of; and  the  said  road,  with  all  their  works,  improvements,  and  profits,  and 
all  machinery  on  said  road  for  transportation,  are  hereby  vested  in  said 
company,  incorporated  by  this  act,  and  their  successors  forever;  and  the 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  and  consid- 
ered personal  property,  transferable  by  assignment,  agreeably  to  tlie  by- 
laws of  .said  company.

Sec.  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  ofOhio^  That 
the  town  lots  of  the  town  of  Marietta,  lying  and  being  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Muskingum  river,  as  recorded  in  the  records  of  Washington  county^ 
volume  seven,  page  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and  also  the  stone  quarry 
tracts,  given  by  the  Ohio  company,  are  hereby  constituted  a  town  corpo- 
rate, to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  town  of  Harmar,  and  all  additions 
thereto,  which  shall  hereafter  be  laid  out  and  recorded*  shall  become  a 
part  of,  and  subject  to  the  laws  of  said  town. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  mhabitants  of  said  town,  being  electors  for  represen- 
tatives under  the  State  laws,  and  having  resided  in  the  town  for  ten  days 
next  preceding,  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  yearly,  and 
eveiy  year,  at  such  place. as  may  be  designated  by  the  town  aforesaid, 
and  then  and  there,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  elect  one  Mayor,  one  Recorder, 
and  two  Trustees,  being  freeholders,  householders  or  tenants,  for  one  year 
under  the  ministerial  trustees,  to  represent  said  town  in  a  town  council,  and 
the  persons  so  elected,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  chosen  and  qualified;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
town  council,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  annual  election  of  Mayor^ 
Recorder  and  Trustees,  to  give  public  notice,  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
d<eem  best,  and  which  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as 
elections  for  township  officers,  the  Mayor  and  Trustees  being  judges,  and 
the  Recorder  clerk  of  said  election:  Provided^  That  in  case  the  Mayor, 
Trustees  or  |lecorder,  shall  be  candidates  at  said  election,  then  suitable 
persons  who  shall  be  disinterested,  shall  be  appointed  and  shall  officiate  as 
judges  and  clerks  of  sa;id  election  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  first  election,  to  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  be  held  at  the  public  school  house,  in  said  town,  and  at  which, 
two  judges  and  one  clerk  shall  be  chosen  viva  voce  by  the  voters  present, 
who,  when  chosen,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,

Ohio,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  health,  safety,  cleanliness,  con* 
venience,  morals  and  good  government  of  the  town;  to  establish  fire  com- 
panies, and  to  prescribe  rules  for  the  government  thereof:  to  cause  or  au- 
thorize the  erection  of  wharves,  landings,  dykes  or  levees;  to  regulate  the 
landing  of  vessels,  rafts,  boats  or  other  water  craft;  to  require  wharfage,  at 
wharves  or  landings,  made  or  kept  in  repair  by  the  town;  to  punish,  by 
fine,  (not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  a  single  offence,)  any  person  who  may 
retail  spiritaos  liquors  without  a  license;  to  license  or  prohibitshows  or  ex- 
hibitions; to  levy  and  collect  taxes  in  such  manner  as  they  may  prescribe, 
on  town  lots,  and  the  improvements  thereon,  and  on  all  articles  subject  to 
State  and  county  taxes;  and  a  tax,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  head,  on 
all  dogs,  owned  or  kept  in  the  corporation;  to  regulate  markets;  to  regu- 
late and  keep  open,  unobstructed  and  in  repair,  the  river  banks,  landings, 
and  public  commons,  and  also,  all  streets  and  public  lanes,  alleys,  and  pas- 
sages, to  vacate  unnecessary  streets  and  alleys,  and  to  open  new  ones, 
with  the  consent  of  two  thirds  of  the  owners  of  the  lands,  through  which 
they  are  to  pass;  to  cause  the  owners  of  town  lots  to  make  side  walks  along 
the  same;  to  regulate  the  taking  of  stone  from  quarries,  given  by  the  Ohio 
Company  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  theOhio'Company's  purchase; 
to  borrow  money,  to  be  expended  in  public  improvements,  and  to  pledge 
the  faith  of  the  town  for  its  repayment. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  preside  in  the  town

Sec.  L  BeUenactedby  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
an  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Cujahoga  Falls,  in  the  county  of  Portage, 
passed  March  fifth,  1836,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived. 

Sec.  2.  Thai  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  said  town,  having  the  qual- 
ifications of  electors  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  may  meet  on 
the  first,  or  any  succeeding  Tuesday  in  April  next,  at  any  place  within  the 
limits  of  said  town,  which  may  be  designated  by  notices,  naming  the  day 
and  place  of  election,  signed  by  three  or  more  freeholifers,  electors  of

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Ashtabula,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  said  county,  a 
sum  of  money  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum,  which  money,  when  borrowed, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  applied  by  said  commissioners  to 
the  discharge  of  any  debt  or  debts  which  have  been  contracted,  or  which 
may  be  hereafter  contracted  by  said  commissioners,  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  court  house  in  said  county,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever.

Sec*  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
80  much  of  the  township  of  St.  Marys,  in  the  county  of  Mercer,  as  is 
comprised  within  the  limits  of  the  town  plat  of  the  town  of  St.  Marys,  to« 
gether  with  all  such  additions  as  may  thereafter  be  recorded  thereto,  be^ 
and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate,  and  shall  hereafter  be 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Town  of  St.  Marys. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  said 
town,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  the  General  Assembly,  to 
meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  April  next,  and  on  the  second  Monday  of 
April  annually  thereafter,  and  elect  by  ballot,  one  mayor,  one  recorder, 
and  five  councilmen,  who  shall  be  householders,  and  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  they 
shall  constitute  the  Town  Council. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  under  this  act,  the  electors  shall 
choose  vwa  voce^  two  judges  and  a  clerk,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  assigned  them,  and  at  elec- 
tions thereafter  the  councilmen,  Or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and 
the  recorder  clerk;  and  at  all  such  elections,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  be- 
tween the  hours  of  ten  and  eleven,  A.  M.  and  close  at  three  o'clock,  P.  M. 
of  said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and 

Kroclaimed,  and  the  clerk  shall  deliver  taeach  person  elected,  or  leave  at 
is  usual  place  of  abode,  within  three  days  after,  a  written  notice  of  his 
election;  and  the  person  so  nolified,  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  take 
an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and 
of  this  State,  and  also  an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  4.  The  mayor,  recorder,  and  councilmen,  shall  be  a  body  corpo- 
rate, with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  Town  of  St.  Marys; 
shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  and  holding  real  and  personal  property,  may 
sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter,  the 
same;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  an- 
swered unto,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  i{^  this  State  or  elsewhere;  and 
when  any  suit  is  commenced  against  the  corporation,  the  first  process  shall 
be  a  summons,  an  attested  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder, 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  thereof* 

Sec*  5.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  a  majority  of  the  councilmen, 
shall  have  the  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  and  regulations 
for  the  health  and  convenience  of  said  town,  as  they  may  deem  adviseable; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  remo- 
val, or  otherwise;  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other 
subordinate  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  to  prescribe  their  gene- 
ral duties,.and  to  require  such  security  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  se- 
cure the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  to  remove  them  at  pleasure; 
to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  officers  not  established  by  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  The  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the  limits 
of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace 
therein,  in  criminal  and  civil  cases,  and  shall  receive  the  same  fees  as  jus 
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tices  of  the  peace  are  entitled  to  for  similar  services;  he  shall  give  bond 
and  security  as  is  required  of  justices  of  the  peace;  and  an  appeal  may  be 
had  from  the  decision  of  the  mayor  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  the 
same  manner  as  appeals  are  taken  from  the  decision  of  justices  of  the 
peace. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  keep  a  true  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  town  council,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be 
open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  and  the  recorder 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor, 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances  cf  said  corporation. 

Sec.  &.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  annually^  for 
corporation  purposes,  on  the  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  re- 
turned on  the  grand  levy,  made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this 
State:  Provided^  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year,  three 
mills  on  the  dollar;  and. the  recorder  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  tnereof, 
charging  thereon  each  individual  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  his 
property,  as  assessed  on  the  grand  levy  for  taxation;  which  said  duplicate 
shall  be  certified  and  signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to 
the  marshal,  who  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same  in  the  same  manner 
and  under  the  same  regulations  as  county  treasurers  are  required  by  law 
to  collect  county  and  state  taxes;  and  the  said  marshal,  as  soon  as  collec- 
ted, shall  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  town  council  may  appropriate  any  money  in  the 
treasury  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  side-waffcs,  or  olher  ixxh 
provements;  and  may  have  the  use  of  the  jail  of  the  county  for  the  im- 
prisonment of  persons  liable  to  imprisonment;  and  all  persons  so  imprison- 
ed, shall  be  under  the  care  of  the  shcrilf,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  mayor  and  common  council  shall  have  power  tare- 
quire,  by  ordinance,  each  able  bodied  male  person  above  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one years,  resident  within  said  town,  to  perform  laboron  the  streets  and 
alleys  of  the  same,  not  exceeding  two  days  in  any  one  year,  in  addition 
to  the  labor  required  under  the  present  laws  regulating  roads  and  high- 
ways; and  upon  refusal  or  neglect  to  perform  such  work,  under  the  pro- 
per supervision,  the  delinquent  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  as  are 
provided  by  law  against  persons  refusing  to  perform  the  two  daysMabor 
required  in  the  last  named  act:  they  shall  also  have  the  exclusive  right  of 
forming  the  road  districts  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  suitable  supervisors  for  such  districts  when  formed,  who 
shall  be  governed  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  by  the  law  regulating 
the  duties  of  supervisors  in  other  cases.

Sec.  1.  Beii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
John  M.  Henderson,  G.  W.  Card,  Samuel  Wilson,  Nehemiah  Allen,  James 
Carrel,  L.  W.  Dunham,  and  John  Holmes,  and  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by 
the  name  of  the  Carrel  panal  company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
canal  and  slack  water  navigation,  from  near  the  mouth  of  Chagrin  river 
Id  Cuyahoga  county,  to  the  vicinity  of  Holmes' Mill,  with  leave  to  im- 
prove the  surplus  water  for  hydraulic  purposes;  and  the  said  company 
may  raise,  purchase,  hold,  sell,  invest,  and  convey  estates,  real,  personal, 
and  mixed, so  far  as  said  company  may  deem  the  same  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  said  canal  or  slack  water  navigation,  and  the  improvement 
of  the  surplus  water  and  no  further. 

Sect  2.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  seven  di- 
rectors, or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders, 
according  to  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  said  directors  shall,  at  the 
next  meeting  after  their  election,  choose  by  ballot,  otie  of  their  number 
who  shall  be  president  of  the  board,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are 
assigned  him  by  the  by-laws. 

Sec*  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  or  persons  in  their 
employ,  to  enter  upon,  and  take  possession  of  land,  water,  or.  streams  ne- 
cessary to  make  said  canal  or  slack  water  navigation,  and  the  improve- 
ment of  the  surplus  water  as  said  company  shall  deem  most  for  their  own 
and  the  public  interest,  by  paying  therefor,  a  fair  consideration;  if  the 
parties  cannot  agree  mutually  upon  tbe  damage  or  value  of  land,  water, 
timber,  or  gravel,  taken  by  said  company,  either  of  the  parties  may  apply 
to  any  judge  of  the  district  or  county,  (not  being  a  stockholder,)  who  shall 
appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders  as  appraisers,  who  shall  examingand 
appraise  the  value  of  land  or  materials  taken  to  construct  and  finish

may  lawfully  hold,  in  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  he  three  hundred  thous 
and  dollars,  and  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  id 
all  elections  each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote,  and  which 
capital  stock  shall  be  subscribed  for  in  a  book,  to  be  opened  by  a  majority

Sec*  7*  That  all  claims  prosecuted  to  judgment  against  said  company 
which  may  remain  unsatisfied  after  the  corporate  means  of  said  company 
shall  have  been  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  exhausted,  shall

William  Johnson,  Andrews  Boyd,  James  Beer,  Isaac  Crumbacker,   Wil- 
liam Croxton,  jr.,  Absalom  Craig,  and  Frederick  Unkefer,  of  the  county 
of  Carroll,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Still  Fork  of  Sandy 
Navigation  Company,  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and

Lisbon  and  CarrolUon  road  crosses  said  Still  Fork  of  Sandy,  and  thence 
with  the  general  course  of  said  stream,  to  intersect  the  Sandy  and  Beaver 
canal,  at  the  town  of  Pekin,  in  said  county  of  Carroll,  on  a  line  to  be  lo-

Sec.  6*  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  any  five  of  them,  are  authorized 
toopen  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corpora- 
tion, within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  they  may^  deem  expedient,  after  having  given  thirty  days'  previous  no- 
tice thereof,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  the  county  of  Carroll, 
and  such  other  newspaper  as  they  may  think  proper;  and  as  soon  as  ten 
thousand  dollars  of  said  capital  stock  shall  be  subscribed,  they  shall  give 
notice  as  above,  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  to  choose  directors, 
at  which  time  and  place  they  shall  choose  seven  directors;  each  share  of 
the  capital  stock  subscribed,  shall  entitle  each  holder  thereof  to  one  vote, 
the  stockholders  may  also  vote  by  proxy,  lawfully  given,  one  vote  for  each 
share  in  like  manner,  the  persons  above  named,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall 
preside  at  such  election,  and  shall  certify,  under  their  hands,  the  persons

and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound  lo  pay,  from  time  to  time,  such  instal-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Chancey  Eggleston,  of  Aurora,  in  Portage  county,  and  M6ses  Jewet,  and 
Jonathan  Fisher,  of  Cuyahoga  county,  be,  and  hereby  are  appointed 
commissioners,  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  appoint  a  suitable  survey- 
or, to  lay  out  and  establish  a  State  Road,  to  commence  at  the  centre  of 
Aurora  aforesaid,  from  thence  to  the  centre  of  Solon,  in  Cuyahoga  county, 
from  thence  to  the  village  of  Newburgh,  from  thence  to  the  city  of  Cleve- 
land ;  varying  from  a  direct  line,  from  point  to  point,  as  in  their  Opinion  may 
be  deemed  expedient. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  that  are  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  is  hereby  repealed:  this  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  March  next.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Moses  Ross,  John  Freeman,  Stephen  Whipple,  with  their  associates,  who 
have  associated  together  in  establishing  a  society  in  the  City  of  Cleveland, 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting' and  pursuing  their  mutual  fellowship,  and 
also  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  character,  intelligence,  and  condition  of 
the  profession  or  trade  to  which  they  belong,  as  well  as  for  relieving  the 
-wants  and  sufferings  of  their  fellows,  and  especially  their  widows  and  or- 
phans, together  with  such  persons  as  may  hereafter  become  members  of 
the  same,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic 
with  perpetual  suscession,  by  the  name  and  styie  of  ^^The  Carpenters'  and 
Joiners'  Benevolent  Society  .of  the  city  of  Cleveland,"  and  by  that  name 
shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  ajid  be  sued^ 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatsoever,  either  in  law  or  equity,  with  full  power  to  acquire^ 
hold,  posses,use, occupy,  and  enjoy,  all  such  real  and  personal  estate  not  ex- 
ceeding the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  as  shall  be  necessary  and 
convenient  for  said  society,  and  to  have,  use,  and  make  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  change  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  3«  That  said  society  may,  from  time  to  time,  order  and  establish 
•  and  put  in  execation  such  by-laws,*  rules,  and  regulations,  as  shall  be  ne- 
cessary and  proper  for  the  good  government  of  said  society,  and  the  effi- 
cieat  and  prudent  management  at  its  affairs:  Provided^  The  same  are  not 
contrary  to  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  real  and  personal  estate,  projperty,  funds,  revenue^ 
aad  prudential  concerns  of  said  society,  and  th^  administration  of  its  af-

Sec.  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Okioj  That 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dofiars,  out  of  that  part  of  the  three  per  cent,  futid 
which  now  is,  or  may  hereafter  become  due  to  the  county  ot  Washington, 
shall  be  appropriated  towards  building  two  bridges,  in  the  township  of 
Warren,  and  the  county  aforesaid,  in  the  following  manner:  One  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars  thereof  to  be  expended  ander  the  direction  of  Seth 
Bailey,  in  erectmg  two  good  and  sufficieot  abutments  of  stone,  at  the 
creek  which  is' near  the  house  of  Hezekiah  Lewis,  and  at  or  near  the  line 
on  which  the  county  road  now  runs;  he,  the  said  Seth  Bailey,  with  the 
aid  of  the  inhabitants  contiguous  thereto,  likewise  building  a  good  framed 
bridge, on  and  over  the  same;  and  when  the  said  abutments  and  bridge  are 
completed,  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  majority  of  the  commissioners  for  the 
said  county,  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  certify  the  same 
to  the  Auditor  of  Washington  county,  who  is  hereby  required,  on  his  re- 
ceipt  of  such  certificate,  to  issue  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  Washing* 
ton  county,  in  favor  of  the  said  Seth  Bailey,  for  the  sum  of  one  hondr^ 
and  twenty-five  dollars,  as  aforesaid. 

That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty -five  dollars  may  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  John  De  La  Yergne,  in  erecting  similar 
abutments  of  stone  over  Mill-creek,  at  or  near  the  line  on  which  the  road 
now  runs,  on  or  near  the  tenement  which  at  present  is  occupied  by  Wil- 
liam Skipton:  Provided^  He,  the  said  John  De  La  Yergne,  with  the  aid  of 
the  inhabitant  con;tiguous  thereto,  shall  build  a  good  frame  bridge,  on  and 
over  the  said  abutments. 

Sec.  3.  That  as  ^oon  as  the  said  abutments  and  bridge  shall  be  com- 
pleted, to  the  satisfaction  of  a  majority  of  the  aforesaid  commissioners, 
they  are  hereby  required  and  empowered  to  issue  their  certificate  thereof, 
directed  to  the  Auditor  of  Washington  county,  who  is  hereby  required,  on 
his  receipt  of  such  certificate  to  issue  his  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  Wash- 
ington county,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars.

Internal  Improvement. 

See.  1.  Be  ii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  be,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
lauodi  and  and  empowered,  on  behalf  of  said  city,  to  borroir  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per, 
cant,  per  annum,  in  such  sums,  from  such  person  or  persons,  body  or  bod- 
ies corporate  or  politic,  and  for  such  length  of  time  as  said  city  council 
may  deem  proper;  for  which  said  council  may  issue  such  certificates  of 
stock  as  may  be  agreed  on  between  them  and  the  person  or  persons,  body 
or  bodies  corporate  or  politic,  with  whom  such  loan  or  any  part  thereof 
may  be  contracted;  and  they  shall  also  have  power  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  thereon,  and  the  final  redemption  of  the  debt,  and  to 
pledge  the  property  and  revenues  of  the  city  therefor,  in  such  manner 
and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  necesssiry  and  proper  to 
consummate  such  loan,  and  to  pass  all  such  ordinances,  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  and  manage  the  same. 

Sec*  2.  That  the  money  or  any  part  thereof  authorized  to  be  borrowed 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  appropriated  by  said  city  council  in  the  following 
manner,  viz:  one-third  to  the  subscription  of  stock  in  the  Louisville,  Cin- 
cinnati, and  Charleston  Rail  Road  Company,  or  to  any  company,  by 
whatever  n^me  the  same  may  be  called,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
rail  road  from  Charleston  in  the  state  of  South  Carolina,  to  said  city  of 
Cincinnati;  one-third  to  stock  in  the  Little  Miami  Rail  Road  Company, or 
by  whatever  name  the  9ame  may  be  called,  for  the  construction  of  a  rail 
road  as  contemplated  in  the  act  incorporating  said  rail  road  company,  pas- 
s|ed  March  Itth,  1&30;  and  one-third  to  the  stock  of  any  company  that 
may  be  formed  for  the  construction  of  a  canal  to  connect  the  White  Wa- 
ter canal  with  said  city;  which  subscriptions  shall  be  made  at  such  times, 
ia  such  manner,  and  under  such  conditions  aa  the  said  city  cpuncil  may 
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deem  expedient  for  carrying  into  effect  the  true  interest  and  purposes  for 
"Vfbich  said  loan  is  authorized:  Provided^  That  said  Council  may  at  any  time 
submit  any  question  relating  to  the  objects  of  said  loan,  as  they  may  see 
proper,  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  That  should  it  become  unnecessary  to  subscribe  to  stock  for 
either  of  the  improvements  above  specified  in  consequence  of  the  same 
being  undertaken  or  accomplished  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  or  from 
any  other  cause,  then  the  portion  assigned  to  such  improvement  may  be 
subscribed  to  stock  in  any  other  work  onMrorks  of  internal  improvements 
which  may  be  sanctioned  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city, 
upon  any  question  submitted  to  them  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  4.  That  no  person  or  persons,  body  corporate  or  politic^  with 
whom  such  loan  or  any  part  thereof  may  be  contracted,  shall  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  application  of  the  same,  but  the  property  and  revenues  of 
said  city  shall  be  liable  to  the  payment  thereof,  with  interest,  according  to 
the  contracts  which  may  be  made  by  said  city  council  for  that  purpose* 

Sec.  5.  That  said  city  council  shall  also  have  power  to  borrow,in  the 
same  manner  as  aforesaid,  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  for  the  purchasing  a  lot  or  lots  of  ground,  suitable  for  a  public 
square  and  for  the  accommodation  of  public  buildings  of  such  size,  and 
on  such  place  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  as  the  said  council  may  deem 
proper:  Provided^  That  such  loan  and  appropriation  shall  first  be  sano 
tioned  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city,  voting  at  an  elec- 
tion to  be  held  for  that  purpose:  Provided  also^  That  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  permit  said  city  council  to  engage  in  banking 
operations.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Sidney  Manufacturing  Company. 

Sec.  I.  Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Okio^  That 
John  W.Carey,  Ezekiel  Thomas,  Joseph  S.  Updegraff,.J.  A.  Wells,  Hugh 
Thompson,  P.  G.  Good,  Samuel  McCullough,  William  H.  Huntington,  and 
their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created,  ordained, .  constituted 
and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  b^  known  and  disttD- 
guished  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  ^^Sidney  Manufacturing  Company ,'' 
and  by  that  name,  they,  and  their  successors  shall  be  capable  in  law  of 
contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued,  defending 
and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places,  in  ail  manner  of  suits,  actions, 
cases,  matters,  and  complaints,  whatsoever;  and  shall  have  a  common  seai^ 
and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  the  said  company  shall  in  law  be  ca* 
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paUe  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  enjoying,  and  of  granting,  sell- 
ing and  conveying  any  estate,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  necessary  for  the 
promotion  of  the  objects  of  said  company,  vvhich  object  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  the  manufacturing  of  cotton  and  woollen  goods,  flour,  machinery,  and 
tools  of  all  descriptions,  of  wood  or  metal,  and  the  raising  of  wool. 

Sec*  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  sub- 
scribed for  and  paid  at  such  time  and  in  such  proportion  as  shall  be  pres- 
cribed by  the  by-laws  and  rules  of  said  company:  Provided^  That  the  funds 
of  said  company  shall  not  be  applied  to  banking  or  other  purposes,  than 
those  designated  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  that  the  stock  of  said 
company  shall  be  considered  as  personal  estate. 

Sec.  3.  Th^  stockholders  shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and 
roles  for  regulating  the  concerns  of  said  company,  as  they  shall  think  ne- 
cessary and  proper,  respecting  the  management  and  disposition  of  the 
stock,  property,  and  estate  of  said  company;  the  duties  of  the  oflicers, 
artificers,  and  agents  by  them  to  be  employed;  the  election  of  directors, 
and  all  such  matters  as  appertain  to  the  concerns  of  said  company. 

Sec.  4*  That  said  company  shall  be  held  liable  in  their  corporate  ca- 
pacity, in  all  their  capital  stock,  moneys,  credits,  and  effects,  for  all  the 
debt  or  debts,  at  any  time  due  or  owing  by  said  company;  and  all  suchcapi- 
tal  stock  and  company  property,  shall  be  first  exhausted  for  the  satisfaction 
of  the  same;  and  should  the  efiecls  of  said  company,  as  aforesaid,  be  insufiS- 
cient  to  satisfy  all  demands  against  said  company,  then  the  individual  stock- 
holders of  said  company,  shall  beheld  individually  liable  for  all  unsatisfied 
claims  against  said  company,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  stoqk  held  or 
owned  by  them  respectively. 

Sec.  5.  That  so  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  of  said  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  the  subscribers  or  any  two  of  them  may  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  and  ifa  majority  of  all  the  stockholders  attend  such  meeting, 
ihey  may  then  proceed  to  organize  said  corporation  by  electing  five  direc- 
tors,^ one  of,  whom  shall  be  president:  and  the  directors,  in  dischaige 
of  their  duties  shall  be  governed  by  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of 
said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  That  aAer  the  fir^t  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty, 
the  legislature  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this  act:  Provided  howei)ery  That 
this  act  shall  be  taken  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere  as  a  public  act 
until  repealed.

See*  1.     Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That    • 
1 5— L  L. 
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Cyrus  Prentiss,  Henry  Newberry,  Henry  Wetmore,  and  those  who  may 
be  hereafter  associated  with  theih  as  stockholders,  and  their  successors, 
shall  be,  and,  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
^The  Cuyahoga  Falls  Manufacturing  Company;"  and  by  that  name  are 
hereby  made  competent  to  prosecule  and  defend  actions  of  every  kind,  be- 
.  fore  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  to  acquire,  hold  and  convey  property, 
real  and  personal,  te  any  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars;  to  have  and  use,  and  alter  at  pleasure,  a  common  seal; 
to  make  and  enforce  such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  manage- 
ment of  said  corporation,  and  which  are  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this 
State  and  of  the  United  States:  Providedj  That  said  corporation  shall  not 
engage  in  banking  business,  and  that  each  and  every  stockholder  shall  be 
held  liable  in  his  individual  capacity  for  any  debt  or  debts  of  the  corpora* 
tion  to  the  full  amount  of  their  stock  subscribed;  the.  joint  assets  or 
funds  of  the  corporation  being  first  subject  to  the  payment  of  such  debts, 
and  so  applied,  before  the  individual  property  of  any  stockholder  or  his 
assigns  shall  be  seized  in  execution,  or  other  proceedings  be  had  to  sub- 
ject the  same  to  the  payment  of  said  debts:  Andpnydded  further^  That  if 
said  company  shall  at  any  time  contract  or  owe  any  debt  over  and  above 
the  capital  stock  subscribed,  the  directors  at  the  time  of  contracting  such 
excessy  shall , be.  liable  for  the  same  in  their  private  and  individual  capar 
cities. 

Sec.  %  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  consist  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  and  shall  be  considered  as  personal  property,  and  assignable 
on  the  books  of  said  company  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  com- 
pany shall  determine,  and  each  share  shall  entitle  its  holder  to  one  vote  at 
all  elections  or  meetings;  absent  stockholders  may  vote  by  proxy,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  company  shall  adopt. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  Cyrus  Prentiss,  Henry  Newberry,  and  Henry  Wet- 
more,  or  either  of  them,  may  open  books  for  subscription  to  the  stock  of 
said  company,  at  some  suitable  place  at  Cuyahoga  Falls,  twenty  days' 
notice  being  given  thereof,  in  a  newspaper  printed  at  said  Cuyahoga  Falls, 
and  when  two  hundred  and  fifty  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  and  one 
dollar  on  each  share  paid  to  said  commissioners;  the  subscribers  may  then 
and  there  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  three  or  five  directors,  one  of  whonr> 
shall  be  president,  who  shall  continue  inofiice  until  their  successors  are 
chosen;  and  on  the  same  day  annually  thereafter,  or  on  such  other  day  as 
the  company  may  determine,  the  stockholders  shall  meet  to  elect  said  board 
of  directors,  and  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  proper  for  them  to 
do:  vacancies  occcuring  in  the  board  of  directors  may  be  filled  by  the  re- 
maining members. 

Sec.  4.  The  directors  mav  issue  certificates  for  the  balance  ofthe  stock 
of  said  company  whenever  two-thirds  of  the  shares  already  subscribed,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  direct,  and  may  also  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  said 
shares,  require  instalments  to  be  paid  in,  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  on  each 
share,  nor  oftener  than  one  instalment  in  each  calender  month;  if  any 
stockholder  shall  refuse  to  pay  any  ^uch  instalment,  after  thirty  days' 
notice  of  the  same  has  been  regularly  ordered,  the  shares  on- which  such 
instalments  shall  be  witliheld,  may  be  publicly  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  at 
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the  office  of  said  company,  thirty  days' previous  notice  being  given  of  such 
sale,  in  a  newspaper  printed  at  Cuyahoga  Falls,  and  the  amount  re- 
ceived at  such  sale,  deducting  expenses  of  the  same,  shall  be  paid  at  any 
time  within  one  year,  to  said  delinquent  stockholder,  and  all  his  right  and 
interest  in  said  shares  thereby  transferred  to  the  purchaser  of  the  same: 
Provided^  That  instalments  due  may  be  paid  at  any  time  previous  to  said 
day  of  feale,  by  paying  at  the  same  time  all-  expenses  that  may  then  have 
accrued  in  consequence  of  delinquency. 

Sec.  5.  The  directors  of  said  company  shall  be  permitted  to  carry  on  the 
manufacturing  of  silk,  cotton,  wool,  flour  and  iron,  and  may  erect  the  neces- 
cessary  buildings  and  machinery  therefor,  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  secretary,  who  shall  be  sworn  by  some  competent  officer,  to  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duty,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  prescribe  their  duties,  anci  take  bonds  for  the  performance  of 
thesatne^  they  shall  also,  through  the  president' and  secretary,  on  the  day 
previous  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  make  a  full  and  accu- 
rate statement  of  the  affairs  of  said  company,  to  be  entered  in  a  book  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose;  and  if  ever  required  by  the  General  Assembly  so  to 
do,  shall  lend  a  statement  under  the  oaths  of  the  president  and  secretary, 
of  the  anM>unt  of  stock  paid  in,  the  manner  of  its  investment,  with  the 
amount  of  yearly  expenditures  and  receipts,  to  the  Auditor  of  State. 

Sec.  6.    Any  future  Legislature  may  amend  this  act.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Portsmouth  Insurance  Company. 

Sec.  L  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t?ie  State  of  OAio,  That 
an  insurance  company  shall  be  established  in  the  town  of  Portsmouth,  un- 
der the  name  and  style  of  "Tt\e  Portsmouth  Insurance  Company,"  with  a 
capital  stock  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  by  individuals,  compan- 
ies, or  corporations,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  specified. 

Sec.  2.  That  AI.  B.  Ross,  Francis  Cleveland,  Joshua  V.  Robinson, 
Aaron  Kinney,  C.  A.  M-  Damarin,  James  Lod^ick,  R.  H.  Tomlin,  Rich- 
ard H.  Patillo,  Washington  Kinney,  William  Waller,  F.  Tiernan,  Nathan- 
iel W.  Andrews,  William  Hall,  George  McCague,  Enos  Gunn,  or  any 
five  of  them,  be,  and  they  arc  hereby,  authorized  to  open  subscriptions 
in  said  town  for  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  on  the  second  Monday 
of  April  next,  and.  to  keep  them  open  every  day  between  the  hours  often 
o'clock  A.  M.  and  four  o'clock  P.  M.  for  twenty  days,  (Sundays  excepted,) 
when  the  same  shall  be  closed;  if,  within  the  said  twenty  days, one  thousand 
shares  shall  be  subscribed  for,  the  subscribers  may  meet  at  some   suitable 
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Eiace  in  the  town  of  Portemouth,  after  fifteen  days  notice  thereof  shall 
ave  been  given  in  one  newspaper  published  in  said  town,  and  choose 
their  directors,  who  may  at  any  time,  after  having  given  thirty  days  no- 
tice in  one  of  the  newspapers  of  the  town,  cause  the  subscriptions  to  be 
re-opened)  and  to  continue  open  until  the  whole  amount  of  stock  shall  be 
taken;  if,  however,  within  the  said  twenty -days,  more  than  three  thousand 
shares  shall  be  subicribed  for,  the  said  commissioners  shall  apportion  tho 
same  among  the  applicants  therefor. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  there  shall  be  paid  on  each 
share  five  dollars;  and  the  balance  due  on  the  shares  subscribed  shall  be 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  directors,  and  shall  be  secured  to  be  paid  accor- 
dingly, and  the  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  have  the  power  at  any 
time  for  good  cause  to  require  any  stockholder  to  give  additional  security, 
amply  sufficient  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  arrears  due  on  his  stock,  as 
the  same  may  be  called  for. 

Sec.  4.  The  subscribers  to  the  said  company,  their  associates',  succes- 
sors, and  assigns,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  "The  Portsmouth  Insurance  Company;"  and,  by 
that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  an- 
swering and  being  apswered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal*  and  may 
change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  5.  The  corporation  hereby  created,  may  insure  on  all  kinds  of 
property  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire;  make  all  kinds  of  insurances 
agamst loss  on  goods  and  merchandize,  in  the  course  of  transportation, 
whether  on  land  or  water,  from  and  to  any  port  in  the  United  States,  or 
from  this  to  any  other  country;  and  make  such  other  insurances  as  the 
directors  may  judge  expedient;  they  may  lend  money  on  bottomry  and 
respondentia,  or  otherwise,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per  cen- 
tum per  annum  and  generally  do  and  perform  all  necessary  matters  and 
things  relating  to,  or  connected  with  these  objects,  or  with  either  of  them ; 
and  they  may  also  cause  themselves  to  be  insured  against  maritime  risks 
upon  the  interest  which  they  may  have  in  any  vessels,  goods,  or  merchan- 
dize, in  virtue  of  any  such  loans  on  bottomry  and  respondentia. 

Sec.  6.  The  stock  and  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
conducted  by  seven  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders  and  resident  with- 
in this  State;  they  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  in  each 
year,  at  such  time  of  the  day,  and  at  such  place  in  the  town  of  Portsmouth^ 
as  the  board  of  directors,  for  the  time  being,  shall  appoint;  and  shall  hold 
ibeir  respective  ofiicesfor  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen;  and 
notice  of  such,  annual  election   shall  be    published  for  the   space  of  three 
weeks  in  one  of  the   newspapers    printed  in  said    town;  and  every  such 
election  shall  be  held  under  the  inspection   of  three  stockholders,   not  di- 
rectors at  the  time,  to  be  previously  appointed  by  the  board  of  directors  for 
that  purpose;  and  shall  be  made  by    ballot,  by  a  plurality   of  votes  of  the 
stockholders  present,  allowing  one  vote  for  every  share:  and  stockholders 
not  personally  attending,  may  vote  by  proxy,  such  proxy  beinff   granted 
directly  to  the  person  representing  them  at  such  election;    m  case  it 
shall  at  any  time  happen  that  an  election  of  directors  shall  not  be  made  on 
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any  day  when,  punuant  to  this  act,  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  said 
corporation  shall  not,  for  that  cause,  be  deemed  to  be'  dissolved;  but  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  on  any  other  day  to  hold  an  election  of  directors, 
in  such  matiner  as  shall  have  been  regulated  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinan- 
ces of  said  corporation* 

Sec.  ?•  The  directors  regularly  chosen  by  the  stockholders  of  iiaid  cor- 
poration, shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  every  election,  proceed  to  choose 
out  of  their  body  one  person  to  be  president,  who  shall  preside  until  the 
next  annual  election;  and.  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  pres- 
ident, or  of  any  director  of  the  said  corporation,  such  vacancy  or  vacancies 
nuiy  be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors;  and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the 
president,  the  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  president /n^o  tengH)re^ 
who  shall  have  and  exercise  such  powers  and  functions  as  the  by-laws  of 
the  said  corporation  may  provide.  -    ^  ' 

Sec.  8.  The  stock  of  the  said  company  shall  be  assignable  and  transfer- 
able^according  to  such  rules  andsubject  to  such  restrictions  as  the  board 
of  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  and  establish,  and  shall  be  con- 
sidered personal  property. 

Sec  9.  A  majority  of  the  directors  of  the  said  company  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  th^  cor- 
poration; and  they  may,  if  done  in  pursuance  of  a  by-law,  appoint  from 
their  own  body  one  or  more  persons  to  act  or  assist  in  the  management  of 
their  business,  with  such  salaries  and  allowances  as  they  may  think  proper; 
also  appoint  a  secretary,  and  so  many  clerks  and  servants  for  carrying  on 
their  business  as  they  shall  deem  expedient;  and  they  may  also  declare  and 
make  dividends  of  the  promts  resulting  from  the  business  of  said  company, 
and  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  to  them 
shall  appear  needful  and  proper,  touching  the  management  and  disposition 
of  the  stock,  property,  estate  and  effects  of  said  company;  the  duties, 
powers,  and  conduct  of  its  ofljcers  and  servants,  the  election  of  directors, 
the  transfer  of  shares,  the  manage^ment  and  conducting  of  its  business,  and 
all  matters  appertaining  thereto. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  purchase  and  hold 
such  and  so  much  real  estate  as  shall  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business,  not' exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  value; 
and  also  take  and  hold  any  real  estate  or  securities,  bonajide  mortgaged  or 
pledged  to  the  said  corporation,  either  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  debts 
that  may  be  due  to  it,  or  the  payment  of  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock, 
and  also  to  purchase  on  sales  made  in  their  favor  by  virtue  of  any  judg- 
ment at  law,  or  any  order  or  decree  of  k  court  of  equity,  or  otherwise,  to 
receive  and  take  any  real  estate  in  payment,  or  towards  satisfaction  of  any 
debt  previously  contracted  and  due  to  the  said  corporation,  and  to  hold 
the  same  until  they  can  conveniently  sell  and  convert  the  same  into  money 
or  other  personal  property,  but  not  for  a  longer  period  than  three  years; 
Provided^  ahoays^  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to 
use  or  employ  any  part  of  their  stock,  funds,  or  moneys,  in  buying  or  sel- 
ling any  goods,  wares,  merchandize,  or  commodities  whatsoever,  or  in  any 
banking  operations  or  business,  or  in  the  trade  or  business  of  any  ex- 
<shange  or  stock  broker,  or  in  the  purchase  or  sale  of  any  stock  or  mnded 
•debt  whatsoever,  created,  or  to  be  created  by  or  under  any  act  of  the  Uni- 
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ted  States,  or  of  any  particular  State,  nor  to  emit  any  notes  or  bills,  or 
make  any  contract  for  the  payment  of  money,  only  except  as  heretofore 
provide(i,  but  it  shall,  hevertheless,  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to 
purchase  and  hold  any  such  stock  or  funded  debt  as  last  aforesaid,  for  the 
purpose  of  vesting  any  part  of  the  capital  stock,  funds  or  moneys  therein, 
instead  of  investing  the  same  in  and  upon  real  security,  and  also  to  sell 
and  transfer  the  same,  and  again  invest  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  in 
the  stock  of  funds,  whenever,  and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, or  due  regard  to  the  safety  ofi:s  fuDds,^hall  require. 

Sec.  11.' All  policies  or  contracts  of  insurance,  which  may  be  made  or 
entered  into  by  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  president, 
or  president  pro  tem^,  or  by  such  other  officer  as  shall  be  designated  for 
the  purpose  by  its  by-laws, and  attested  by  the  secretary;  and,  being  so 
signed  and  attested,  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  upon  the  said  corpor- 
ation, without  the  seal  thereof,  according  to  the  tenor,  intent  and  meaning 
of  such  policies  or  contracts,  and  all  such  policies  or'  contracts  may  be  so 
signed  and  attested,  and  the  business  of  the  said  corporation  may  be  other* 
wise  conducted  and  carried  on,  without  the  presence  of  a  board  of  direc- 
tors, by  assistants  or  committees,  if  done  under,  or  in  conformity  to  the  by- 
laws of  the  said  corporation;  and  the  acts  of  such  assistants  or  committees, 
shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  upon  said  corporation,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes. 

Sec.  13.  That  this  act  shall  be  taken  and  received  in  all  courts  and  by 
all  judges,  magistrates  and  public  officers,  as  a  public  act,  and  all  printed 
copies  of  the  same,  which  may  be  printed  by,  or  under  the  authority  of  the 
General  AsseAibly  of  this  State,  shall  he  admitted  as  good  evidence  there- 
of, without  any  other  proof  whatever;  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Thomas  Canago,  Moses  Ross,  Edward  Wall,  Win.  Dornell,  S«  B.  Clam- 
feitt,  George  Franks,  Charles  I^ewis,  William  Williams,  E.I).

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Lewis  J.  Merwin,  Franklin  E.  Stow«  Erastus  Hinman,  Auren  Stow,  Calvin 
Stow,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  ^  The  Braceviile  Library  Com- 
pany," in  the  county  of  Trumbull. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  society  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  as  siicb, 
in  its  corporate  capacity,  be  capable  to  contract  and  be'  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction; may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  break  or  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure;  shall  have  power  to  form  and  ratify  a  constitution;  ordain,  es- 
tablish and  enforce  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government

Sec*  1.  Beii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  rf  Ohio^  That 
Benjamin  Hanna,  Samuel  Shriver,  William  Helman,  Peter  Spiker,  James 
H.  Shields,  Godfrey  Beaumont,  Henry  Trunicy  William  Gary,  David  Whit- 
ecre,  Levi  Hanna,  Charles  F.  Helman,  Jonathan  Hamilton,  jun.,  Joshua 
Hanna,  John  Armstrong,  James  McElroy,  William  D.  Lepper,jun.,  Mar- 
tin Helman,  and  all  other  persons  who  may  hereafter  become  members  of 
said  company  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  in- 
corporated and  made  a  body  politic,  by  the  name  of  ^^The  Columbiana 
county  Mutual  Insurance  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  their  res^ 
pective  dwelling-houses,  stores,  shops,  and  other  buildings,  household  fur* 
niture,  and  merchandize,  against  loss  by  fire,  whether  the  same  shall  hap« 
pen  by  accident,  lightning,  or  by  any  other  means  except  that  of  design 
in  the  insured,  or  by  the  invasion  of  a  public  enemy,  or  insurrection  of  the

tion, and  the  same  may  sell  and  convey  at  pleasure;  may  ma^e,  establish 
and  put  in  execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  resolutions,  not  being 
contrary  to  this  charter,  the  laws  of  this  State  or  tlie  United  States,  aa 
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may  s^em  Decessary  or  convenient  for  their  regulation  and  government^, 
and  for  the  management  of  their  affairs,  and  do  and  execute  alt  such  acts 
and  things  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  purposes  intend- 
ed by  this  grant.

Sec.  3.  That  at  all  meetings  of  said  corporation,  every  matter  shall 
be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes,  each  member  hanng  one  vote  for  every 
policy  he  has,  and  also  an  additional  vote  for  every  thousand  dollars  valua- 
tion of  property  insured,  contained  in  said  policy,  (fractions  of  a  thousand 
dollars  not  being  estimated,)  said  votes  to  be  cast  either  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  and  such  corporation  may  choose  such  officers  and  for  such  length 
of  time  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  but  no  policy  of  insurance  shall  be 
made  until  the  sum  subscribed  to  be  insured,  bhall  amount  to  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars. 

«Sec.  4.  That  said  corporation  may  insure,  for  any  time  from  one  to 
ten  years,  any  house  or  other  building  in  this  State,  household  furniture 
and  goods  against  damage  arising  to  the  same  by  fire,  (with  the  exceptions 
named  in  the  first  section,)  and  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  three-fourths 
of  the  value  of  the  property  insured;  and  in  case  any  member  shall  sus- 
tain damage  by  fire  over  and  above  the  then  existing  funds  of  the  corpo- 
ration, the  corporation,  or  such  of  its  officers  as  shall  by  vote  be  designa- 
ted for  that  purpose,  shall  assess  such  further  sum  or  sums  on  each  member 
as  may  be  in  proportion  to  the  sum  by  such  member  insured  at  the  rate  of 
hazard  originally  agreed  on:  Provided,  Said  additional  assessment  shall  not 
exceed  fifty  ceots  on  every  hundred  dollars  by  them  respectively  insured;

Sec*  10.  That  any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend 
or  repeal  this  act.

Sec.  1.     Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assernbly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Geo.  P«  Torrence,  Daniel  Gano,  John  Voorhes,  and  James  J^  Whallon,  of

Hamilton  county,  Jeremiah  Day,  Peter  WillianQson,  Joshua  Stephens,  and 
John  P.  Reynolds,  of  Butler  county,  Egbert  T.  Smith,  and  Eden  Burrows, 
of  Warren  county,  William  Sawyer,  Horace  Pease,  Peter  Voorhes,  and 
Robert  G.  Schenck,  of  Montgomery  county,  and  their  associates,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  of 
the  "Great  Miami  Turnpike  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  road  from  Dayton,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  by  the  way  of  Miamies- 
burg,  in  the  same  county,  and  Franklin  in  Warren  county,  to  Sharon,  in^ 
Hamilton  county;  which  company  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges, and 
powers^  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  defined  in  the  '^act  to  provide 
for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies"  pas9ed  7th  January  1817,  and  the 
several  acts  amendatory  thereto,  except  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  mod 
fied  or  changed  by  the  special  provisions  of  this  bill:  Provided^  That  none 
of  the  powers  hereby  granted  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  said  company 
to  interfere  with  the  rights  and  privileges  heretofore  granted  to  the  Hamil* 
toD«  Westchester,  and  Sharonviile  Turnpike  Company,  by  the  act  incor- 
porating said  company,  passed  January  25th,  1832;  but  said  last  named 
company  shall  have  the  right  of  constructing  the  road  provided  for  in  their 
charter,  between  the  town  of  Sharonviile,  in  Hamilton  county,  and  the

ding chair,  cart,  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled  carriage  of  any  kind,  drawn  by 
one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  for  every  horse  or  other 
animsd  in  addition,six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn 
by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  and  for  every  horse 
or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents;  for  every  coach, 
chariot,  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  one  horse  or

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Benjamin  F.  Allen,  and  Hosea  Williams,  of  Delaware  county,  and  Gusta- 
vus  Swan  and  John  Patterson,  of  Franklin  county,  and  Elijah  Hardy,  of 
Marion  county,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  until  the  first  day  of  January,  which  will  be  in  the  year 
1870,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Delaware  and  Columbus  Manufactu- 
ring Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  im* 
pleaded,  m  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere;  may  have  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  may  alter  and  renew;  and  may  acquire,  hold,  use,  transfer,

Sec.  6.  The  directors  so  elected,  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after  their 
election,  choose  one  of  their  board' as  president,  who  shall  serve  during  the 
time  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  a  director;  the  president  and 
directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  m  their 
board,  until  the  next  election  of  directors,  and  in  the  absence  or  disability  of 
the  president,  the  directors  may  supply  his  place  by  a  temporary  appoint- 
ment; they  may  appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  of  the  company  as

shall  be  allowed  for  each  share,  but  no  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
upon  any  share  or  shares  which  at  the  time  shall  be  in  arrears  for  any  in- 
stalment: stockholders  may,  in  all  cases,  vote  by  proxy,appointed  by  wri- 
ting, but  none  shall  be  a  proxy  who  is  not  a  stockholder:  a  majority  of  the 
votes  given,  in  any  election,  or  upon  any  question,  at  any  meeting  duly  ap* 
pointed,  shall  be  competent  to  a  choice  or  decision.

and  have  perpetual  succession,  ^subject,  however,  to  certain  provisions 
hereafter  expressed,)  and  by  their  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  answered,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  courtof  competent  jurisdiction;

For  each  wagon,  four  wheeled  carriage,  sled,  sleigh,  or  cart,  drawn  by 
one  horse,  mule,  ox,  or  ass,  five  cents; 

For  each  horse,  mule,  ox,  or  ass,  in  addition,  one  and  a  half  cents; 

For  each  head  of  neal  cattle,  one  half  cent; 

And  for  each  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one-fourth  of  a  cent; 
Provided^  That  all  public  mails,  expresses,  and  passengers,  which  are  ex- 
empt, or  may  hereafter  be  exempt  from  tlie  payment  of  ferriages;  and  all 
troops  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  with  their  artillery,  baggage, 
and  stores;  all  persons  going  to  or  r^^turning  from  public  worship;  and  all 
teachers  and  all  children  going  to  or  returning  from  school;  all  funeral

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  That 
Robbins  Burell,  John  Keep,  Wm.  H.  Root,  Wm.  Day,  Milton  Garfield, 
Peter  P.  Pease,  Frederick  Hamlin,  and  Lorenzo  D.  Butts,  of  the  county  of 
Lorain,  and  their  successors,  be,  arid  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate,  to  be  styled  the  "Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sheffield 
Manual  Labor  Institute,"  and  by  that  name  to  remain  in  perpetual  succes- 
sion, with  full  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to 
acquire,  hold,  and  convey  property,  real  and  personal,  not  exceeding  the 
annual  value  of  four  thousand  dollars,  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to 
alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  make  and  alter  from  time  to  time, 
such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  said  in- 
stitution, its  officers,  students,  and  servants:  Provided,  Such  by-laws  shall 
not  be  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  institution  shall  remain  in  Sheffield,  Lorain 
coiinty,  where  it  is  now  located,  and  shall  afford  instruction  in  the  liberal 
arts  and  sciences;  and  the  trustees  may,  as  they  shall  find  themselves  able, 
and  the  public  good  shall  require,  erect  additional  departments,  for  sach 
branches  of  education  as  they  may  think  necessary  and  useful. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint 
a  principal  and  other  instructors,  and  also  agents  and  other  officers  of  the

That  at  the  first  election  to  be-  holden  under  this  act,  two  judges 
and  a  clerk  shall  be  chosen  viva  voce  by  the  electors  present,  who  shall  take 
an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully .  to  perforni  their  respective  duties  as 
such,  and  at  all  subsequent  elections,  tnc, May  or  or  any  two  Trustees  may 
judge  the  election,  and  the  Recorder,  Or  in  case  of  his  absence  a  Recorder 
pro  tern,  appointed  by  the  council  shall  be  clerk,  and  at  all  such  elections 
the  polls  shall  be  opened  betweeu  the  hours  of  twelve  and  on6  o'cbck, 
and  closed  at  four  on  said  day,  and  at  the  close  of , the  polls^  the  votes  shall 
be  counted  and  the  result  proclaimed  at  the  door  of  tii^  house  where  the 
election  may  behelil?  and  the  persons  elected^  shall  within  t^n  days  there- 
after, take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  i^nd  of  this  State,  and  faithfully  to  disc^iarge  the  duties  of  their  res- 
pective pfSces  agreeable  to  their  best  abilities;  a  certificate  of  which  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  recorder,  and  by  him  preserved. 

Sec.  4.  The  Mayor,  Recorder  and  Trustees  of  said,  town,  shall  be  a 
bod^  politic  and  Corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and 
dSstingUished  by  the  name  of  the  Tovm  Council  of  Columbiana^  and'  shall 
be  capable  in  law  to  acquire,  receive  and  hold  any  estate,  real  or  personal,

conduct therein:  Fro w^erf,  Th*t  no  person  shaW  be  compelled  to  serve 
two  years  in  succession  in. any  one  office  in  the-iidrporation. 

Sec.  6.  '  The  said  council,  or  a  majority.  oT  them  as-aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  regulhte  and . improve  all^streei,  alleys,  and  public  grounds  in 
said  towflp  to  regulate  and  improve  the^'de  walks,  drain*  or  sewers,  to  re- 
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move  nuisance,  and  .regulate, markets;  they  shall  have  power  to  en-: 
force  obedience  to  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  by  any  reasonable  fines

Sec.  L  Be  a  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tfv^  State  of  OAto,  That 
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Joha  S*  Gordon,  John  M.  Millikin,  George  P.  Bell,  James  B.  CamroOf 
William  Bebb,  Joseph  Lashhorn,  Henry  S.  Earheart,  liOammi  Rigdon, 
John  Woods,  and  Richard  Easton,  of  the  county  of  Butler,  and  such  per- 
sons as  may  be  associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  ^Hamilton  Bridge  and  Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  road  from  the  west  end  of  the  Hamilton  Basin,  in  the  coun« 
ty  of  Butler,  to  meet  the  turnpike  road  from  Rossville  to  Eaton,  at  a  pomt 
south  of  the  house  of  James  Smith.

Sec.  4.  If  at  any  time  the  directors  shall  not  be  elected  on  the  day  fix- 
ed for  that  purpose,  any  three  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  may 
call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  electing  directors;  and  any  three  stock-

Sec.  5«  The  directors,  at  their  first  meeting  after  their  election,  shall 
choose,  out  of  their  own  body,  a  president,  who  shall  hold  his  office  during 
the  time  for  which  he  was  elected  a  director;  and  said  directors  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  treasurer  and  secretary,  and  such  other  officers,  engin- 
eers, and  agents,  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  6.  Wheneverany  person  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  instalment 
on  his  stock  called  for  by  the  company,  after  forty  days  notice  having  been 
given,  of  the  time  of  payment,  such  person  shall,  for  every  month  that  the 
same  remains  unpaid  thereafter,  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  company  three  per 
cent  for  every  month,  on  the  amount  of  such  instalment:  and  it  shall  be 
t})e*duty  of  said  company  when  any  person  shall  neglect,  for  three  months 
after  any  instahnent  shall  become  due  and  payable,  to  sue  for,  and  collect 
snch  instalment,  with  the  interest,  penalty,  and  costs  thereon;  and  if  any 
instalment  shall  remain  due  and  unpaid  for  one  year  after  it  shall  be  due, 
20— L  L 
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the  stock  on  i^hich  such  instalment  is  due,  may  be  sold,  and  transferred  on 
the  books  of  the  company  to  the  purchaser,  the  overplus  money,  if  any^ 
after  paying  the  whole  amount  of  such  stock,  shall  be  returned  to  the  own- 
er of  such  stock. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  construct  a  good  sub- 
stantial gravel  road  from  the  west  end  of  the  Hamilton  Basin^  by  the  best 
and  most  eligible  route  across  the  island,  between  Old  Rive  rand  New  River,  to 
meet  the  Turnpike  Road  from  Rossville,  at  the  most  eligible  point,  near 
James  Smith's;  and  to  construct  good  bridges  across  Old  River  and  New 
River,  so  that  there  shall  be,  at  all  times,  a  safe  and  convenient  road  from 
said  Hamilton  and  Eaton  Turnpike,  over  the  Miami  River,  on  each  "side 
of  the  island,  to  Hamilton;  and  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  perform, 
in  behalf  of  the  company,  eVery  act,  and  to  make  all  contracts  which  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  said  company,  and 
to  construct  said  bridges  and  roads  in  a  proper  manner;  and  to  make  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  think  proper,  for  the  transfer  of  stock, 
and  to  prescribe  the  proceedings  of  said  company,  aqd  the  duties  of  its  offi- 
cers and  agents. 

Sec.  8.  Said  company  is  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers  necessa- 
ry to  lay  out,  open,  and  construct  said  roads  and  bridees;  and  for  that  pur- 
pose shall  have  a  right  to  make  said  road  through  any  lands  on  the  route  on 
which  it  may  be  located,  between  the  west  end  of  the  Hamilton  Batin  and 
said  Hamilton  and  Eaton  Turnpike;  and  to  construct  said  bridges  across 
both  branches  of  the  Miami  River,  at  such  places  on  the  route  of  said  road 
as  said  company  may  think  proper:  and  to  take  from  the  land  occupied  by 
said  road,  any  stone,  gravel,  timber,  or  materials,  necessary  to  construct 
the  roads  and  bridges  by  this  act  authorized  to  be  built  and  constructed; 
and  in  case  sufficient  materials  cannot  be  procured  on  the  lands  on  which 
said  road  shall  be  located,  said  company,  their  engineer,  agents,  contract- 
ors, and  workmen,  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  lands  adjoining,  or 
in  the  vicinity  of  said  road  and  bridges,  and  to  dig,  quarry,  cut  down,  and 
carry  away,  so  much  stone,  timber,  gravel,  earth,  and  other  materials,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  enable  said  company  to  construct  said  road  and 
bridges. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  difference  shall  arise  between  said  company  and  the 
owner  of  any  ground  upon  which  said  road  may  be  located,  or  from  which 
stone^  timber,  or  any  other  materials  may  be  taken  by  said  company,  their 
engineers,  agents,  or  contractors,  respecting  the  damages  sustained  by- 
such  owner,  the  amount  of  such  damages  shall  be  determined  upon  o&th, 
by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  of  the  county  of  Butler,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  who,  taking  into  consideration  wheth- 
er the  premises  through  which  said  road  may  pass,  are  thereby  rendered 
more  or  less  valuable  in  consequence  of  the  construction  of  said  bridges  and 
road,  shall  assess  the  damage,  if  any,  by  determining  how  much  less  valuable, 
if  any,  said  premises  will  be  rendered,  by  constructing  said  bridge  sand  road  as 
aforesaid;  and  said  freeholders  shall  make  out  their  award,  in  writing,  and 
shall  deliver  said  award  to  the  Auditor  of  the  County  of  Butler,  who  sfiall 
file  the  same  in  his  office;  and  if  said  freeholders  shall  assess  any  damages 
in  favor  of  the  claimant,  the  company  shall  pay  to  him  the  anK)unt  of  said 
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damages  and  the  costs,  but  if  no  damages  are  awarded  to  said  claimant^  he 
shall  pay  the  costs. 

Sec.  10.  Said  company  shall  cause  said  road  to  be  opened  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  feet  wide,  at  least  twenty  feet  of  which  shall  be  covered  with 
stone,  gravel,  or  other  substantial  materials,  in  the  manner  said  company 
may  deem  best;  and  shall  construct  said  bridges  in  a  good  and  substantial 
manner,  and  shall  keep  said  road  and  bridges  in  good  repair;  and  when  said 
road  and  bridges  are  completed,  the  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Butler 
shall,  on  application,  appoint  three  suitable  persons  to  examine  the  same, 
and  report  thereon  to  said  commissioners,  and  if  said  report  shall  state  that 
said  road  and  bridges  are  finished  in  a  proper  manner  to  be  conveniently 
and  safely  travelled  on,  said  company  may  then  erect  a  gate  across  said 
road,  and  demand  and  receive  from  persons  travelling  on  said  road,  the  toll 
allowed  by  this  act;  Provided^  That  said  gate  shall  not  be  within  the  bounds 
of  the  town  of  Hamilton. 

Sec.  1 1«  Said  company  shall  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  demand 
and  receive,  from  persons  travelling  on  said  road  and  crossing  said  bridges, 
the  following  tolls,  to  wit:  For  every  four  wheeled  stage,  carriage  or  wag- 
on, drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twenty-five  cents,  and  for  every  horse 
or  ox  in  addition,  five  cents;  for  every  sled,  sleigh,  or  cart,  with  one  or  two 
horses,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  foi  every  horse  and  rider,  five  cents;  for 
every  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  led  or  driven,  two 
cents;  forevery  head  of  cattle,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  one  cent;  for 
every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  half  cent;  forevery  four  wheeled  pleas- 
ure carriage,  thir\y  seven  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled  pleasure  carriage, 
gig«  or  chaise,  twenty-five  cents:  Provided^  That  all  persons  going  to  and 
returning  from  public  worship,  all  funeral  processions,  all  militia  men  go- 
ing to,  or  returning  from  public  muster,  and  all  jury-men  going  to,  and  re- 
turning from  court,  shall  pass  free  from  the  payment  of  any  toll. 

Sec*  12.  The  directors  of  said  company  shall,  annually,  or  semi-annu- 
ally, as  they  may  determine,  declare  and  make  such  dividends  upon  the 
shares  of  stock  in  said  company,  of  the  profits,  and  tolls  received,  as  they 
deem  advisable  and  proper,  after  de(fucting  therefrom  the  necessary  cur- 
rent and  contingent  expenses. 

Sec.  13.  If  any  person  shall  wantonly  or  wilfully  destroy,  injure,  or 
obstruct  said  road  or  bridges,  every  such  person  shall  on  conviction  thereof, 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  county  of  Butler,  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  for  such  offence,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of 
debt,  in  the  name  of  the  -'Hamilton  Bridge  and  Road  Company;''  and  such 
person  shall  also  be  liable  to  said  company  for  all  damages  which  he  may 
commit  as  aforesaid.

To  amend  an  act,  entitled  an  act  mpplementary  to  the  act,  entitled  An  act  to  incorporate 
the  towii  of  Franklin,  in  the  county  of  Warren,  passed  Febniary  13th,  1615. 

Sec.  t .  Beit  enaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio^  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Franklin,  in  the  county  of  Warren,  as  is  cod« 
tained  in  the  plat  of  the  town  of  Franklin^  as  recorded  in  the  office  for  re- 
cording deeds  in  the  county  of  Hamilton,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
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l^rected  into  a  town  corporate,  and  shall  be  henoefortli  Inown  and  distia- 
gaished  bj  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Franklin. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  better  goyeming  the  said  town  of  Franklin 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  there  shall  be  in  said  town  a  mayor  and  six 
trasteet,  a  treasurer,  collector,  and  town  marshal,  who  shall  be  appointed 
and  sworn  as  hereafier  directed;  which  mayor  and  trustees  shall  be  a  bo- 
dy corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  by  the 
name  of  the  *' Mayor  and  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Franklin." 

Sec.  3.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  who  are  freeholders  or 
householders,  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  1 837,  and  trienni- 
ally  thereafter,  on  the  same  day,  at  such  place  as  may  be  appointed  by  the 
trustees,  and  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot,  and  by  a  plurality 
of  votes,.one  mayor  and  six  trustees,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  said  mayor  and 
trustees,  after  they  shall  have  been  organized,  shall  appoint  from  their  num- 
ber a  recorder,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  feithful  record  of  the  pro- 
ceeding of  the  board:  th^y  shall  also  have  full  power  and  authority  to  ap- 
point a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  to 
them  may  seem  necessary;  nlay  prescribe  their  duties,  and  require  of  them 
such  oaths  of  office,  bonds  and  securities,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  as  said  trustees  may  determine. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  elections  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
be  opened  between  the  hours  of  nine  and  ten  o^clock  in  the  forenoon,  and 
close  at  one  o^clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day ;  the  elections  shall 
be  conducted  by  three  of  the  trustees,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  recorder, 
who  shall  act  as  clerk ;  and  in  the  failure  of  the  trustees  to  attend  at  the 
election,  the  judges  and  clerk  shall  be  appointed  viva  vooe^  by  the  electors 
present,  and  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  respective  appointments;  at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes 
shall  be  counted  by  the  judges,  a  statement  of  which  shall  be  publicly  de- 
clared, and  a  record  thereof  made  by  the  clerk,  who  shall,  within  five 
days  thereafter,  give  notice  to  the  persons  elected,  and  they,  within  ten 
days  from  their  election,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  to  discharge  faith- 
fullv  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices:  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor 
and  trustees,  at  least  five  days  before  the  election,  to  give  notice  of  the 
same  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  corporation,  or  by 
written  notices  set  up  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  town. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  trustees, 
and  shall  <ex-offido'  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  throughout  the  said 
town  of  Franklin;  and  shal^within  the  same,  have  all  the  powers  and  ju- 
risdiction vested  in  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  matters  of  either  a  civil  or 
^criminal  nature,  and  shall  exercise  all  powers  and  perform  all  duties  which 
maybe  required  of  him  by  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  trustees:  an  ap- 
peal may  be  taken  from  the  decisions  of  the  mayor  in  the  same  manner  ask 
from  those  of  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  marshal  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  trustees,  shall 
be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  invest^  with 
all  the  powers  of  a  constable  throughout  said  corporation,  shall  execute 
and  return  all  process  directed  to  him  by  the  mayor,  shall  serve  subpoenas 
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in  any  part  of  Warren  county;  and  upon  the  violation  of  any  the  laws 
and  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  and  in  criminal  cases,  when  necessary, 
•hall  serve  a  process  in  any  part  of  said  county:  be  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive such  fees  of  office  as  constables  are  bj  law  entitled  to  for  similar 
services. 

Sec*  7.  That  the  mayor  and  trustees  of  the  town  of  Franklin  shall  be 
allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  belonging  to  the  county  of  Warren,  for  the 
confinement  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  be  liable  to  imprisonment  in  con- 
sequence of  any  conviction  or  charge  made  against  them  in  confornQity 
to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  or  of  any  of  the  ordinances  which  may 
be  passed  by  the  mayor  and  trustees  of  said'  corporation;  and  all  persons 
80  imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  care  and  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  said 
ceunty,  until  discharged  by  due  course  of  law. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  mayor  and  trustees,  (four  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
time  and  to  such  place  within  the  limits  of  the  corporation  as  they  may 
think  proper,)  may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  under  such 
penalties  as  they  may  provide,  and  may  punish  their  members  for  disor- 
derly conduct:  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  at  any  meeting  of  the  trus- 
tees, bis  place  may  be  supplied  by  the  appointment  of  one  of  their  num- 
ber, to  continue  in  office  during  his  absence;  and  in  case  ot  vacancy  in  said 
office  of  mayor,  by  death,  resignation,  removal  or  otherwise,  the  board  of 
trustees  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  another  mayor 
to  serve  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which  the  former  mayoi-  was  elect- 
ed; who,  when  duly  sworn  into  office,  shall  have  full  power,  and  may  exer- 
cise all  the  authority,  to  perform  every  act  which  he  could  have  done,  had 
be  been  originally  elected  to  the  said  office;  and  should  a  vacancy  at  any 
time  happen  in  the  board  of  trustees,  the  remaining  trustees  shall  appoint 
another  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

S^c.  9.  That  said  mayor  and  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office  shall 
be  able  to  receive,  acquire,,  hold,  and  convey,  sell  or  lease  any  estate,  real 
or  personal,  for  the  use  of  said  town;  and  shall  also  be  capable  in  law  by 
the  name  aforesaid,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  implea- 
ded in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  in  all  actions  and  matters  whatsoever; 
and  when  any  action  or  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  the  corporation, 
the  service  shall  be  by  a  proper  officer,  leaving  an  attested  copy  of  the 
original  process  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  abode;  and  they 
may  have  a  common  seal  for  the  use  of  said  corporation  and  the  same 
may  alter  and  break  at  their  discretion. 

Sec.  lO.    That  for  the  carrying  into  effect  the  purposes  herein  mention- 
ed, the  said  mayor  and  trustees  be,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  and 
authorized  to  make,  ordain,  establish,  and  publish  such  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances, not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  ihe  United 
States,  and  of  this  state,  as  may  be  for  the  general  good  of  the  inhabitants 
of  said  town;  and  to  affix  to  the  violation  of  said  laws  and   ordinances, 
such  fines  and  penalties  as  they  may  consider  leasonable,  to  be  disposed 
of  as  said  mayor  and  trustees  may  direct:  Provided^  always^  That  before 
any  law  or  ordinance  created  or  passed  by  said  mayor  and  trustees,  shall 
have  any  operation  or  effect,  it  shall  be  published  for  three  weeks  succes- 
sively, in  some  newspaper  having  general  circulation  in  said  town,  or  be 
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made  public  by  hating;  three  copies  set  up  in  said  corporatioB  for  the  like 
term. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  mayor  and  trustees  shall  make  and  publish  all  such 
ordinances  from  time  to  time  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  said 
town  and  the  inhabitanss  thereof  from  fire,  thieves,  and  persons  violating 
the  public  peace,  to  enact  and  establish  all  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  to 
them  may  seem  necessary  for  the  proper  regulation  and  improvem  nt  of 
the  streets,  highways,  and  alleys;  for  cleaning,  draining,  paving,  turnpi- 
king,  or  otherwise  keeping  in  repair  the  same,  and  to  enact  and  establish 
all  necessary  laws  and  ordinances  for  the  health  of  the  citizens  of  said  cor- 
poration, and  for  abating  and  removing  nuisances  from  the  lots,  streets,  and 
alleys  within  said  corporation,  and  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  section 
may  appoint  such  officers  and  agents  with  such  powers  and  authorities  as 
they  may  deem  expedient.  They  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  all  the  ter- 
ritory within  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  and  over  all  public  commons  be- 
longing to  said  town,  and  over  all  burying  grounds  within  the  limits  of  the 
same,  and  with  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  citizens  of  the  corpo- 
ration may  have  the  power  of  removing  public  burving  grounds,  and  sel- 
ling or  leasingsuch  vacated  lot  or  lots  for  the  benefit  of  said  corporation.. 

Sec.  1  %.  That  said  mayor  and  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  any 
law  or  ordinance,  to  open,  extend  or  lay  out  any  street  or  alley  within  said 
corporation;  they  shall  have  full  power  to  make  any  ordinances  they  may 
deem  expedient,  requiring  the  owners  of  property  to  make  any  specific 
improvement  on  the  streets  and  side  walks  of  said  town,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  said  mayor  and  trustees,  which  shall  be  petitioned  for  by  five- 
eighths  or  more  of  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  said  property,  who  would 
be  required  under  such  ordinance  to  bear  and  pay  a  part  of  the  costs  and 
expenses  of  said  improvement.  The  proportion  of  the  cost  and  expenses 
of  making  said  improvement  to  be  paid  by  each  individual,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  number  of  feet  fronting  on  said  improvement,  owned  or  oc- 
cupied by  hiin  or  her;  said  costs  and  expenses  to  be  collected  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  mayor  and  trustees. 

Sec.  13.  That  said  mayor  and  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
supervisor  of  the  streets,  highways,  and  alleys,  within  said  corporation, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  the  said  mayor  and 
trustees  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  require  all  persons  with- 
in the  limits  of  said  corporation,  who  are  or  may  be  liable,  by  ^^ An  act 
defining  the  duties  of  supervisors  of  roads  and  highways,"  passed  March 
7th,  1831,  to  perform  labor  on  the  public  highways  and  roads,  to  do  and 
perform  the  same  under  said  supervisors  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  upon 
the  streets,  highways,  and  alleys,  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation; 
said  supervisors  to  order  and  give  notice  to  every  person  so  liable,  in  such 
manner  and  within  such  time  as  is  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of 
said  act. 

Sec.  14.  That  said  supervisors  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  mayor  and  trustees  of  said  corporation, 
shall  account  and  settle  with  them  in  the  same  manner  that  supervisors 
are  required  by  said  act  to  settle  with  the  trustees  of  townships,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  said  mayor  and  trustees  for  neglecting  and  refusing  to 
discharge  his  said  duties^  m  the  same  manner  that  supervisors  are  to  the 
trustees  of  townsliips. 
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Sec*  16. .  That  ail  persons  within  the  liqiits  of  aaid  corporation,  who 
are  or  maj  be  liable  to  perform  labor,  upon  the  public  roads,  who  ehall 
have  been  legally  notified  by  said  supervisors,  and  who.  shall  fail  within 
the  time  prescribed  by  said  statue  to  perform  ^he  same,  shall  be  liable  to  the 
same  penalties  and  fines,  prescribed  in  said  act,  and  which  may  be  recov* 
ered  in  the  name  of  said  supervisors  of  said  corporation,  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  said  act. 

Sec  16.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  said  town  from  fire,  ihe  said 
mayor  and  trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  purchase  a  fire 
engine  or  engines,  to  erect  such  buildings  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  the  same,  to  establish  and  organize  a  fire  company  or  com- 
panies, and  to  furnish  them  with  proper  instruments  to  extinguish  fires. 
The  mayor  and  trustees  shall  have  power  to  m^ke  and  ordain  such  ordi- 
nances and  regulations  as  they  think  proper,  to  compel  such  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Franklin  as  are  householders  to  furnish  themselves  with  as  man^ 
fire  buckets  as  they,  the  said  mayor  and  trustees,  may  think  proper,  to  di- 
rect of  what  materials,  and  in  what  manner  said  buckets  shall  be  made; 
due  regard  being  had  to  the  wealth  of  each,  and  the  amount  of  property 
such  individual  may  own  in  town. 

Sec.  1 7.  The  mayor  and  trustees  shall  have  power  to  erect,  or  cause 
to  be  erected,  a  market  house  or  market  houses,  within  the  limits  of  said 
corporation  to  establish  and  regulate  the  market  places  for  the  sale  of  pro- 
vsions  and  other  articles  necessary  for  the  sustenance,  comfort  and  con- 
venience ofthe  inhabitants  of  said  town;  they  may  also  appoint  a  clerk  of 
the  market  and  prescribe  his  duties. 

Sec.  18.  That  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  fire  engines  and  building 
engine  and  market  houses,  and  a  town  house  for  the  use  of  said  town,  the 
mayor  and  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  voluntary  donations 
and  subscriptions  from  individuals  or  bodies  corporate  and  politic;  they  are 
also  hereby  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions  or  loan  and  pay  an  interest 
thereon;  or  otherwise  to  borrow  money  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
town. 

Sec.  19.  That  said  mayor  and  trustees  ofthe  town  of  Franklin,  shall 
have  power  to  assess,  for  corporation  purposes,  an  annual  tax  on  all  prop- 
erty in  said  town,  made  subject  by  law  to  taxation  for  state  and 
county  purposes,  not  exceeding  iii  any  one  year,  one-half  of  one  per  cent, 
on  the  appraised  value  of  such  property:  Provided^  That  lands  not  laid  oflT 
into  in  or  out  lots  and  recorded  as  such,  shall  not  be  liable  to  taxation  for 
corporation  purposes:  said  mayor  and  trustees  shall  also  have  power  to 
levy  a  tax  upon  all  hogs  and  dogs,  kept  and  permitted  to  run  at  large  with- 
in said  corporation,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  head  yearly,  said  tax  to 
be  collected  in  such  manner  as  said  mayor  and  trustees  may  prescribe: 
Provided^  That  no  law  or  ordinance  of  said  corporation  shall  ever  subject 
horses,  cattle,  sheep,  hogs  or  dogs  owned  by  persons  not  residing  in  town 
to  be  taxed,  taken  up,  sold  or  abused  for  coming  within  the  limits  of  the 
•aid  corporation. 

Sec.  30.    That  said  mayor  and  trustees,  shall,  prior  to  the  first  Monday 
of  June  in  each  year,  determine  the  per  centum  to  bq  levied  for  the  cur- 
rent year  upon  the  assessed  value  ofthe  property  in  said  town,  subject  to 
taxation  for  corporation  purposes  as  aforesaid,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
4hereoDsde.r  forthwith  to  make  put  iand  deliver  to  the  auditor  of  said 
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bounty  at  his  office,  a  certificate  of  the  per  centum  so  to  be  levied  and  the  au- 
ditor shall  charge  to  the  proper  persons,  the  tax  so  assessed  upon  the 
amount  of  taxable  propety  held  by  such  person  in  a  separate  column  to  be 
ruled  for  that  purpose  in  the  duplicate  of  taxes,  assessed  for  state  and 
county  purposes. 

Sec.  21.  The  county  treasurer  or  such  other  officer  as  may  hereafter 
be  authorized  by  law  to  collect  and  receive  the  state  and  county  taxes  of 
said  county,  shall  also  be  the  collector  of  the  taxes  assessed  for  corpora- 
tion purposes,  and  in  the  collection  of  said  last  mentioned  tates,  he  shall 
be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  laws  which  are  now  or  which  may  here- 
after be  enacted  for  the  collection  of  state  oi^  county  taxes,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  on  settlement  with  the  county  auditor,  the  same  fees, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  corporation  taxes  so  collected,  as  he  may  be  allowed 
for  the  collection  of  the  like  amount  of  other  taxes. 

Sec.  33.  That  the  same  penalties  shall  accrue  and  the  same  proceed- 
ings be  had  for  the  collection  of  corporation  taxes,  on  town  Tots  Knd  other 
property  returned  delinquent  by  the  collector,  as  in  cases  of  other  taxes 
which  may  be  due  on  said  lots,  or  other  property  liable  to  sale  for  arrear- 
ages of  state  and  county  taxes,  the  arrears  of  taxes  assessed  for  corpori- 
tion  purposes,  shall  be  added  thereto  and  collected  therewith,  whenever 
such  sale  shall  take  place. 

Sec.  23.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  auditor,  at  the  time  of  set- 
tlement with  the  county  treasurer,  to  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  said  edCin- 
ty  treasurer  a  certificate  of  the  amount  collected  for  corporation  purposes, 
after  deducting  his  fees,  as  provided  for  in  a  previou^  section  of  this  act; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  within  twenty  days  after 
such  settlement  to  pay  over  the  full  amount  of  money  as  specified  in  said 
certificate,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  and  take  duplicate  receipts 
therefor,  one  of  which  he  shall  forthwith  deliver  to  fhe  recorder  to  be  fifed 
in  his  office,  and  the  other  he  shall  retain  for  his  voucher:  and  the  said 
mayor  and  trustees  shall  allow  the  county  auditor  for  his  services  rendered 
under  this  act,  the  same  fees  which  may  be  allowed  by  lav^  for  like  s^nrb- 
ces  in  similar  cases,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  said  corporation* 

Sec.  24.  Thrt  the  mayor  and  trustees  of  said  corporation  shall  have 
power  to  provide  for  the  inspection  and  measurement  of  wood,  luniiber, 
tanner's  bark,  and  all  other  articles  of  domestic  growth,  produce  or  man- 
ufacture, which  may  be  brought  to  said  town  for  sale,  to  appoint  inspect 
tors  and  measurers,  and  to  fix  and  establish  sUch  rules  and  regulations  res- 
pecting the  same,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  the  proper  regulation  of 
the  duties  of  said  officers. 

Sec.  25.  That  so  much  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
town  of  Franklin,  in  the  county  of  Warren,''  passed  January  11, 1814,  and 
also  "An  act  supplementary  to  the  act,  entitled  ^An  act  to  incorporate  the 
town  of  Franklin,  in  the  county  of  Warren,' "  passed  February  13th  1816, 
as  is  inconsistent  with  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed*

Making  a  Bpeeial  appropriation  of  part  of  the  Three  Per  Cent  Fand^lb  the  eoottcy  of 

Dark. 

Sec.  \.   Beit  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  Thai 
one  bundred  and  fifty  doUari  of  the  Three  per  cent.  Fond,  now  due  to  the 
county  of  Dark,  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  John  Been,  Abraham 
Scribner,  and  Francis  Waring,  of  said  county,  in  the  manner  h.ereafter  set 
forth. 

Sec.  2.  That  so  soon  as  there  shall  be  a  sum  of  money  raised  by  lub- 
scription.  or  otherwise,  which,  with  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol* 
lars,  as  above  appropriated,  shall  be  suffibient,  in  the  opinion  of  said  coiD«^ 
missioners,  to  erect  a  bridge  across  Qrreenville  creek,  near  the  .town  of 
Greenville,  at  a  point  where  the  State  road,  leading  from  the  said  town  of 
Greenville,  to  Fort  Recovery,  crosses  the  said  creek;  said  commission- 
ers are  hereby  authorized  to  lay  out  and  expend,  on  said  bridge,  the  afore- 
said sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars:  Provided^  That  the^said  bridge 
shall  be  of  good  and  permanent  construction. 

Sec*  3.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  raise  money  by  subscription  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  said 
bridge,  and  they  shall  account  to  the  county  commissioners  of  Dark,  for 
the  fdthful  application  of  said  appropriation,  and  of  aU  sums  of  mosey  by 
them  raised  by  subscription  or  otherwise. 

Sec*  4.  That  should  any  vacancy  happen  in  the  board  of  superinten- 
dents aforesaid,  the  commissioners  the  county  of  Dark  shall  fill  the  same,, 
on  being  notified.

Sec.  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAso,  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Black  River,  in  the  county  of  Lorain,  as  is 
embraced  within  the  loUowing  limits,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is  incorpo* 
rated  into  a  town,  by  the  name  of  the  town  of  Charleston;  to  commence 
on  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie,  in  the  centre  of  lot  26,  tract  two,  in  said  town- 
ship, and  run  south  through  the  centre  of,  said  lot  ^ill  an  east  line  will 
strike  the  south-west  corner  of  a  tract  of  land  set  ofif  to  the  late  John  S« 
Reidffrom  lot  six,  tract  one,  in  said  township;  thence  east,  across  lots  six^ 
five,  four,  and  three,  to  Black  River;  thence  down  the  east  bank  of  said 
river,  and  along  the  east  pier  erected  by  the  United  States,  to  the  northern 
extremity  thereof;  thence  through  Liike  Erie  to  the  place  of  beginning' 
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mod  all  tracts  of  land  coDtiguous  to,  and  adjoiaing  said  corporation,  that 
•hall  bfereafter  be  laid  into  to\yn  lots,  on  either  side  of  the  nver,  shall,  on 
^e  recording  of  the  plat  thereof,  be  attached  to,  and  become  a  part  of 
said  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  for  the  good  government  of  said  corporation  and  the  in'* 
habitants  thereof,  there  shall  be  elected  on  the  second  Monday  in  April 
next,  and  on  the  second  Monday  in  April  annually  thereafter,  ^  mayor,  a 
recorder,  five  trusteess,  an  assessor,  a  treaurer,  a  street  commissioner,  a 
marshal,  and  snch  other  officers  as  the  to\Vn  council  shall  create  and  not 
otherwise  provide  for  their  appointment.  The  above  named  officers  shall 
jseverally  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  thie  constitution  of  the  state,  and 
«hal]  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified;  a  failure  to  elect  on  said  second  Monday  in  April,  shall  not 
work  a  forfeiture  of  the  charter,  but  an  election  may  be  held  on  some  sub* 
sequent  day,  ten  days'  notice  being  given  thereoft 

Sec.  3.  That  all'  elections  under  this  charter  shall  be  by  ballot;  the 
polls  shall  be  open  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  town  council  shall  direct^ 
not  later  than  two  o^clock  P.  M.  and  shall  be  kept  open  till  four  o'clock 
P.  M.;  all  persons  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  who  have  resided  in  the  corporation  six  months  prece- 
ding the  election,  and  who  have  no  other  fixed  residence  in  the  State, 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  electors  in  this  corporation. 

Sec«  4.  Thdt  at  the  first  election  held  under  this  act,  the  electors  pre*' 
eent,  shall  viva  voee^  elect  two  ji^idges  and  one  clerk,  and  at  all  subsequent 
elections,  the  mayor  and  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them  shall  act  as  judges, 
and  the  recorder  as  clerk  of  elections;  at  the  close  of  the  first  election, 
the  clerk,  and  of  all  subsequent  elections,  the  recorder  shall  make  a  list  of 
the  ofilicers  elected  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  marshal,  who  shall  forth* 
with  notify  such  persons  to  appear  before  the  recorder  or  other  compe- 
tent authority  and  take  the  oath  of  office,  which  oath  the  recorder,  being 
himself  first  sworn,  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer.  If  the  oath  is  ta- 
ken before  another  officer,  a  certificate  thereof  shall  be  left  with  the  re^ 
corder,  and  in  all  cases  the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  record  book:  if  any 
person  elected  to  office  shall  neglect  for  ten  days,  to  take  the  necessary 
oath,  and  also  to  enter  into  such' bonds  as'  shall  be  required  by  this  act,  or 
by  the  ordinances  of  the  town  council,  he  shall  be  considered  as  refusing 
to  serve,  iind  shall  be  liable  to  a  fifie  of  two  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  ac- 
tion of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  treasurer*,  before  the  mayor;  but  no  per- 
•on  shall  be  compelled  to  serve  more  than  two  years  in  succession  in  the 
Mune  office. 

8ec«  5.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  s^iall  constitute  the 
town  council,  and  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual 
succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  **The  Town  Council  of  Charleston,'* 
and  as  such,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be 
answered,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  having  competent  jurisdiction; 
and  in  their  corporate  capacity,  shall  have  power  to  receive,  acquire,  hold, 
•ell,  and  convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
corporation;  they  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  or 
break  at  pleasure;  they  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  grading,  paving, 
or  otherwise  improving  the  streets  and  highways  of  said  town;  they  shall

have  power  to  establish  and  regulate  markets,  to  lieense  or  prohibit  shows 
or  other  public  exhibitions,  to  create  such'offices  as  the  public  good  may  re- 
quire, and  provide  for  filling  the  same,  to  provide  for  the  removal  and  pre- 
vention of  nuisances,  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires,  and 
to  make,  ordain,  and  establish  all  such  rules,  regulations,  and  ordinances, «t8 
&e  order,  well-being,  and  good  government  of  the  corporation  may  re- 
quire, not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  Stat(^8» 
and  of  this  State. 

Sec»  6.  That  at  all  .meetings  of  the  town  council,  the  mayor  shall  pre- 
side,and  the  recorder  act  as  clerk;  in  (he  absence  or  disability  of  either  or 
both,  the  town  council  may  appoint  a  mayor  or  recorder,  pro.  iem.^  and 
may  fill  any  vacancies  that  shall  occur  in  their  body.  -  The  person  appoint- 
ed to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  hold  his  office  till  the  next  annual  meeting,  and 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified, nnd  shall  kave  the  same  powers^ 
perform  the  same  duties,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as  if  elected 
by  the  people:  Provided^  That  temporary  absence  or  disability  shall  nat 
I^e  considered  as  making  a  vacancy;  not  less  than  five  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  but  should  the  town  council,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,, 
be  reduced  below  that  numljer,  the  remaining  members  or  member  may 
call  a  special  election  to  fill  the  vacancies  by  giving  ten  days'  notice  in 
three  public  places,  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting.  No  ordinance  or 
by-law  shall  be  passed  by  the  tewn  council,  unless  it  receives  the  votes  of 
a  majority  of  all  the  members,  taken  by  yeas  and  nays;  nor  shall  any  or* 
dinance  be  binding  on  the  inhabitants  ofV^  or  property  in  the  corporation^ 
until  a  copy  thereof,  attested  by  the  recorder,  shall  have  been  published  in 
jiome  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  corporation,  or  have  been 
posted  up  ten  days  in  some  public  place  therein. 

.  Sec.  7.  That  the  mayor  may  call  meetings  of  the  town  council  when 
he  shall  deem  it  necessary;  he  shall  at  least  ten  days  before  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  the  corporation  ofi^cers,  issue  his  proclamation,  giving  notice  of  the 
officers  to  be  elected,{of  the  place  of  holding  the  election, and  of  the  time  of 
opening  the  poll,  which  shall  be  published  in  some  paper  in  general  circu- 
lation in  the  town,  or  posted  up  in  three  public  places  therein)  he  shall  be 
a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  and  shall 
have  the  powers  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  therein,  both  in  civil  and  criminal 
cases,  and  in  all  hisiicts  as  a  justice  of  the  peace,  he  shall  be  governed  by 
the  laws  of  the  State  for  the  time  being,  regulating  the  duties  of  justices  of 
the  peace,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  that  justices  are  entitled 
to  for  similar  services.  He  shall  enter  into  similar  bonds,  to  be  accepted 
by  the  trustees,  and  lodged  with  the  recorder.  It  shall  be  his  special  duty 
to  see  that  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation  are  faithfully  execu- 
ted, and  for  this  purpose  he  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  hear  and 
determine  all  cases  arising  under  such  laws  and  ordinances,  and  to  issue 
all  such  process  as  sliall  be  necessary  to  carry  the  same  into  eSect  and  final 
execution;  but  no  warrant  for  a  violation  of  the  corporation  ordinances 
shall  h^  issued  except  on  actual  view  by  thq  mayor,  an  affidavit  duly  swora 
to,  or  information  filed  by  the  recorder;  and  an  appeal  may  be  taken  from 
any  decision  of  the  mayor,  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of 
Lorain,  in  the  same  i!nanner  as  from  that  of  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  8.    The  recorder  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
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towp  council,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  yeas  and  najs  of  tiie  members 
«a  the  final  passage  of  an  ordinance  or  by-law,  he  shall,  in  a  separate  book, 
record  all  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  passed  by  the  town  council,  and  pub- 
lish or  post  up  the  same  as  directed;  he  shall  attend  to  all  prosecutions  be- 
fore the  mayor  for  violations  of  the  laws  of  the  corporation,  he  may  file 
complaints  with  the  mayor  against  delinquent  officers,  or  persons  violating 
the  17th  or  18th  sections  of  this  act,  on  which  the  mayor  may  issue  a  ca- 
pias or  summons^as he  shall  think  advisable;  he  shall  make  duplicate  lists 
of  all  taxes  levied  by  the  town  council,  one  of  which  shall  be  in  a  book^  ^o 
be  retained  in  his  office,  the  other  he  shall  deliver  to  the  marshal  or  i tree.^ 
commissioner, as  the  case  shall  require;  he  may, in  the  absence  pr  disabil- 
ity of  the  mayor,  call  meetings  of  the  town  council,  and  shall,  during  such 
absence  or  disability,  have  cognizance  of  all  offences  against  the  lawsof  the 
corporation,  and  shall  enter  bis  proceedings  therein,  in  the  mayor's  docket; 
OA  which  the  mayoi  f may  proceed  to  final  execution,  he  shall  enter  into 
bonds  to  the  acceptance  of  the  trustees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
fees  that  the  mayor  receives  for  similar  services.  ^ 

Sec.  9.  That  the  assessor  shall,  annually,  between  the  fifteeenth  day  of 
April  and  the  first  day  of  May,  appraise  all  rea,l  estate  within  the  linH 
its. of  the  corporation,  and  take  a  list  of  all  the  personal  property  therein,, 
subject  by  the  laws  of  this  State  to  pay  a  state  or  county  tax;  he  shall,  by 
the  te^nth  day  of  May,  make  out  two  alphabetical  lists,  of  persons  owning 
property,  and  in  separate  columns  opposite  each  name  shall  enter  the 
number  or  other  pertinent  de^criptioii  of  the  lot,  the  value  of  the  lot,  to- 
gether with  the  improvements  thereon,  each  description  o!  personal  prop- 
erty,  and  a  grand  total  of  vsduation,  one  of  which  lists  he  shall  deliver  to 
the  recorder,  and  the  other  he  shall  stick  up  in  some  public  place  in  the 
town. 

Sec.  10.  The  town  council  and  assessor  shall  meet  on  the  last  Monday 
of  May,  and  equalize  the  appraisements  of  the  assessor;  immediately  after 
equalizing  and  correcting  said  list,  the  town  council  shall  determine  the  per 
centum  of  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  ensuing  year,  designating  how  much  for 
corporation  purposes,  and  how  much  for  improving  streets:  Providedj  Thai 
the  whole  tax  shall  not  exceed  one  percent,  on  the  valuation:  And  provu 
ded  alsof  That  any  balance  remaining  in  the  treasury  may  be  expended  by 
the  town  council  in  improving  streets  or  other  public  grounds. 

Sec.  1 1.  The  treasurer  shall  enter  into  such  bonds  as  shall  be  required 
by  the  town  council;  he  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and 
paid  out,  and  shall  make  settlement  with  the  town  council  on  the  Satur- 
day preceding  the  second  Monday  in  April,  an  abstract  of  which  settle- 
ment showing  the  amount  received,  and  from  what  sources;  also  the 
amount  disbursed^  and  for  what  objects,  shall  be  posted  up  at  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  the  annual  charter  elections. 

Sec.  12*  The  street  commissioners  under  the  direction  of  the  town 
countil,  shall  hnve  the  superintendence  of  all  improvements  made  on  the 
streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  all  other  public  grounds;  he  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  recorder  with  the  duplicate  of  taxes,  levied  for  the  improvement  of 
streets,  by  the  fifteentli  day  of  June,  and  shall  forthwith  call  on  each  per- 
son named  in  his  duplicate,  and  residing  in  the  town,  and  give  such  person 
notice  of  the  amount  of  tax  charged  against  him  or  her,  and  of  the  time 
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and  place,  when  and  where  he  will  attend  and  soperintend  the  working 
of  the  tame,  which  tax  may  be  worked  out  at  one  dollar  per  day ;  he  shall 
when  authorized  by  the  town  council,  call  on  every  white  male  person, 
who  has  resided  in  the  town  three  months,  and  is  liable  by  the  laws  of  the 
state  to  labor  on  the  highways,  to  perform  two  days'  labor  on  the  streets, 
lanes,  alleys,  or  other  public  grounds,  but  no  man  shall  be  compelled  iso  to 
perfortn  more  than  two  days'  work  in  any  one  year:  the  street  commis* 
sioner  shall  have  the  same  power  in  calling  men  but  to  work,  and  in  super- 
intending their  labors,  that  are  given  by  law  to  supervisory  of  highways, 
and  any  person  liable  by  this  section,  to  perform  labor  under,  his  direction, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalty  for  refusing  or  neglecting  to  perform 
the  labor,  that  he  would  be,  if  called  on  by  his  proper  supervisors,  to  be 
irecovered  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  nanle  of  the  street  commissioner, 
jbefore  the  mayor. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  any  street  tax,  against  a  resident,  remains  unpaid,  ei- 
ther in  labor  or  otherwise,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  street  commissioner, 
/on  the  first  day  of  October,  such  resident  having  had  three  days'  notice  at 
two  different  times,  to  work  out  the  same,  tbe  street  commissioner  may 
Bring  his  suit  before  the  mayor,  for  the  amount  of  such  tax^  and  collect 
the  same  by  execution,  with  costs;  and  all  taxes  against  non-residents,  re- 
maining unpaid  on  said  first  day  of  October,  shall  be  returned  by  the  street 
commissioner  as  delinquent  to  the  recorder,  who  shall  immediately  deliver 
a  list  of  such  delinquent  taxes  to  the  marshal,  to  be  by  him  collected  as 
other  taxes.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Charles  G.  Paine,  Thomas  Richmond,  Edward  Sheppard,  Dexter  Knights, 
John  Weaver, Hendrick  E.  Paine,  Peleg P. Sanferd,  Addison  Hitis,  Benjamin 
D.  Chesney,  Solon  Corning,  and  Edward  D.  Green,  and  sach  as  may  here> 
after  he  associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  de- 
clared a  body  corporate  and  politic,  until  the  year  A.  D.  1 870,  to  be  known 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Grand  River  Dry  Dock  and  Steamboat 
Company;^'  and  by  that  name,  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  a  body 
in  law,  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts  in  this  State  or  elsewhere, 
having  competent  jurisdiction;  and  also  to  make,  use  and  have  a  common 
seal,  and  to  break,  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  said  company 
shall,  in  law,  be  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  enjoying, 
and  of  granting,  selling  and  conveying  any  estate  or  property,  real,  per- 
sonal, or  mixed,  necessary  for  promoting  the  object  of  this  corporation, 
which  6bject  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  building  and  repairing  of  steam- 
boats and  other  water  craft,  for  the  commerce  and  navigation  of  the  lakes;

See*  !•  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Charles  M.  Gidings,  David  Griffith,  Sheldon  Pease,  N.  M.  Standart,  A.  M. 
C.  Smith,  Horatio  U.  Ward,  D.  W.  Joyce.  John  G.  Ransom,  Henry  B. 
Ritchie,  Stephen  A.  Baldwin,  William  H.  Otis,  Joseph  K.  Curtiss,  Robert 
H.  Bachus,  and  Richard  Winalow,  together  with  such  other  persons  as 
may  hereafter  become  associated  with  them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
prescribed,  their  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "The  Ohio  Canal  Packet  Boat 
Company,"  and  by  that  name  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in

AN  ACT 


To  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  Navi^tion  of  the  Little  Mutkingura  rivtr,  in 

the  county  of  Monroe. 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
each  and  every  person  or  persons  owning  or  constructing,  or  that  may 
hereafter  own  or  construct  any  mill  dam  or  dams  across  said  river,  from 
the  mouth  of  the  Witten  fork,  in  Monroe  county,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Rich- 
fork,  in  said  county,  shall  before  th^  first  day  of  November,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven,  construct  in  their  dam  or  dams  aforesaid  good  and 
sufficient  slopes,  in  manner  and  form  following,  to  wit:  the  said  slopes  shall 
be  placed  in  a  convenient  part  of  said  dam  or  dams  for  the  navigation  of 
said  river,  and  at  least  twenty-six  feet  in  width,  and  the  entrance  thereof, 
at  the  top,  shall  be  at  least  one  foot  lower  than  any  other  part  of  the  dam 
in  which  such  slope  is  built,  and  the  descent  of  said  slopes  shall  not  exceed 
one  foot  in  five,  and  also  to  keep  such  slopes,  when  constiucted,  at  all  timet 
in  good  repair. 
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See.  i.  That  if  the  owner  or  owners,  oocupier  or  occupiers,  or  that 
may  hereafter  own,occupy  or  construct  such  dam  or  dams^as  aforesaid,  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  first  section  of  this  act,  he,  she  or 
they  shall  be  liable  to  any  person  or  persons  navigating  said  river,  for  all 
damages  sustained  by  reason  of  such  neglect  or  refusal,  to  be  recovered  be- 
fore any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same,  at  any  suit  of  the  party  in- 
jured. ^ 

Sec.  S.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct  the  nav- 
igation of  said  stream,  so  as  to  impede  free  passage  of  any  raft  or  water 
craft,  each  and  every  such  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  every  such  offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  forty  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered as  debts  by  law  are  recoverable;  to  be  applied  to  the  removal  of 
obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  said  river,  under  the  direction  of  the  trus- 
tees of  the  several  townships.

AN  ACT 

To  ineorporete  the  ^  Marietta  Steamboat  Company.'* 

Sec»  L  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAto,  That 
John  Mills,  Charles  Bosworth,  Anselm  T.  Nye,  Joseph  E.  Hall  and  Wil- 
liam Holden,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  by  the  name  and  style 
•f  ^The  Marietta  Steamboat  Company;"  and  by  that  name, shall  becapa* 
ble  inlaw  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  bebg  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere;  may 
nave  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter  and  renew;  and  may  acquire, 
hold,  use,  transfer  and  convey  all  such  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed, 
as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  prosecution  of  their  business; 
and  may  make  and  execute,  alter  and  repeal  all  such  by*laws  and  regula- 
tions, for  the  government  of  said  company  and  the  management  of  their 
business  and  affairs,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  not  being  repugnant  to 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  S.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  located,  for  the  conduct  of 
its  business,  at  Marietta^  in  the  county  of  Washington,  and  its  purposes, 
objects,  and  business  shall  be  exclusively  the  building,  constructing,  and  re- 
pairing, navigating  and  vending  of  steamboats,  or  vessels,  and  their  ma* 
chinery,  for,  and  upon,  the  western  waters. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  a  sum 
not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars;  which  stock  shall  be  sub* 
scribed  by  individuals,  and  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  which  shall  be  transferable  in  such  manner  and  under  such  restrict 
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tions  at  the  said  corporation,  by  their  by-laws  and  regulations,  shall  pre- 
scribe; each  shareholder  shall  be  liable  in  his  individual  capacity  for  the 
debts  of  the  company,  contracted  during  the  time  of  his  being  a  share- 
holder, to  the  amount  of  his  stock  subscribed  or  held,  and  not  paid  into  the 
joint  funds^  after  the  joint  funds  and  property  shall  have  been  applied  and 
exhausted  in  the  payment  of  such  debts:  Pranded^  Said  stockholders  shall 
not,  at  any  time,  contract  debts  or  liabilities  to  a  greater  amount  than  the 
amount  of  stock  subscribed. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  John  Mills,  Charles  Bosworth,  Anselm  T.  Nye, 
Joseph  £•  Hall,  and  William  Holden,  shall  be  commissioners  to  receive 
sabecriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  to  do  and  perform 
all  such  acts  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  eifect  the  organization  of 
the  company;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  cause 
books  to  be  opened  at  sued  thnes  and  in  such  places,  and  for  such  amount 
of  stock,  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  three  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient;  they  may,  if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  re- 
qoire  the  payment  of  five  per  centum  of  the  stock  subscribed,  at  the  time  of 
subfcription;  and  each  suoscriber  or  stockholder  shall  be  bound  to  pay, 
from  time  to  time,  such  instalments  upon  the  shares  subscribed  or  held  by 
him,  or  them,  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  require,  and  subject  to 
such  forfeitures  and  penalties,  for  non-compliance,  as  the  by-laws  or 
regulations  of  the  said  company  shall  have  prescribed:  Provided^  That 
thirty  days'  notice  of  the  requisition  and  time  of  payment  of  each  instal- 
ment shall  be  given  to  the  stockholders  for  the  time  being,  by  publication 
in  a  newspaper  published  in  Marietta,  and  copies  thereof  forwarded  by  mail 
to  the  stockholders  severally,  or  by  personal  notice  forwarded  by  the  se- 
cretary  or  other  officer,  to  the  several  shareholders. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  afiairs  and  business  of  the  said  company  shall  be 
managed  and  conducted  by  a  board  of  five  directors,  who  shall  be  stock- 
holders, three  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  for  business  at  any  duly  assem- 
bled meeting;  and  who,  after  the  first  election,  hereinafter  provided  for, 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
March,  between  the  hours  of  one  and  four  in  the  afternoon,  at  the  office 
of  the  company,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elec- 
ed:  and  if,  at  any  time,  the  said  annual  election  shall  net  be  made  upon 
the  day  aforesaid,  the  same  may  be  held  on  any  subsequent  day,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  directors  for  the  time  being,  two  weeks'  notice  thereof 
bemg  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  published  in  Marietta. 

Sec.  6.  The  directors  so  elected  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after  their 
election,  choose  one  of  their  board  as  president,  who  shall  serve  during 
the  time  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  a  direetor:  the  president 
and  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in 
their  board,  until  the  next  election  of  directors;  and  in  the  absence  or  dis- 
ability of  the  president,  the  directors  may  supply  his  plate  by  a  temporary 
appointment:  they  may  appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  of  the  com- 
pany as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  conduct  and  exe- 
cution of  its  business,  may  prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their  compensa- 
tion, and  may  require  of  them  such  security  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  and  trusts  as  they  or  the  by-laws  of  the  company  shall  pre- 
scribe: they  shall  determine  and  order  the  amount  and  time  of  payment 
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of  instalments  ufk)n  the  stock  ^bscribed  to  the  company,  hut  no  one  in« 
stalment  shall  exceed  twenty  per  centum  upon  the  amount  of  the  stock 
subscribed. 

Sec.  7.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  die 
office  of  the  dompany,  on  the  day  appointed  for  the  election  of  directors, 
at  which  the  president  and  directors  shall  exhibit  to  the  stockholders  a  fall 
account  or  statement  of  the  business  of  the  company  for  the  year  prece- 
ding: special  meetings  of  the  stockholders  may  be  called  by  the  direc- 
tors,  by  giving  four  weeks'  notice  thereof  in  a  newspaper  published  iri  Ma- 
rietta: in  the  election  of  directors,  and  in  all  other  votes  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, when  required  by  any  member  present,  the  votes  shall  be  by  shares, 
and  one  vote  shall  be  allowed  for  each  share;  but  no  stockholder  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  upon  any  share  or  shares  which  at  the  time  shall  be  in  ar- 
rear  for  any  instalment:  stockholders  may,  in  all  cases,  attend  or  vote  by 
proxy,  appointed  by  writing,  but  none  shall  be  a  proxy  who  is  not  a  stock- 
holder: a  majority  of  the  votes  given  in  any  election,  or  upon  any  ques- 
tion, at  any  meeting  duly  appointed,  shall  be  competent  to  a  choice  or  de- 
cision. 

Sec.  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  tiie  ba- 
siness  of  the  company  will  justify  and  they  shall  deem  expedient,  declare 
dividends  of  the  nett  profits  upon  its  business,  to  be  paid  to  the  stockholders 
or  their  representatives;  but  no  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  dividend 
upon  any  share  or  shares  which  shall  be,  at  the  time  of  declaring  the  same, 
in  arrears  for  any  instalment  previously  required  upon  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  When  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  Stock  in  the  said  company 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  commissioners  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act^  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  at  such  time  and  place  in 
Mariette,  as  they  shall  appoint,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  directors, 
organizing  the  company,  and  transacting  any  business  pertaining  to  its 
concerns,  which  may  be  necessary  and  proper;  of  which  elections  the  said 
commissioners,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  shall  be  inspectors:  four  weeks^ 
notice  of  sueh  meeting  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  in  Marietta, and 
m  any  other  town  or  towns  in  which  books  may  have  b^en  opened  and 
stock  subscribed:  the  directors  elected  at  such  meeting  shall  assemble  at 
such  time. and  place  as  the  said  commssioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  appoint,  and  elect  one  of  their  board  president;  and  shall  thereupon 

}>roceed  to  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  may  be  necessary  and  law- 
ul  in  effecting  the  purposes  of  the  company. 

Sec.  10;  The  capital  stock  of  said  company,  if  less  than  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  shall  be  originally  subscribed,  may,  at  any  time  be  in- 
creased by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders,  and  on  such  principles  conformable 
to  the  charter,  as  they  shall  determine  at  any  meeting  duly  assembled,  to  an 
amount  not  excee.diog  that  sum,  to  be  subscribed  at  such  times  and  places, 
and  paid  in  such  instalments  as  the  president  and  directors,  upon  due  no- 
tice, shall  appoint  and  prescribe.

Sunsberry,  in  Delaware  county. 

See.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  th^  Slate  of  Ohio,  That 
Ezra  Williams  and  William  Taylor,  of  Richland  county,  Urzeel  Ball  of 
Knox  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  and  Wil- 
liam Scott  of  Richland  county,  surveyor,  to  lay  out,  survey,  and  establish 
a  graded  State  Road,  to  commence  at  Jeromes ville  in  Wayne  county, 
from  thence  the  nearest  and  best  way  to  Haysville  in  Richland  county; 
from  thence  by  way  of  Perrysville,  New  ville,  in  said  county;  from  thence 
to  Frederick,  in  Knox  county;  from  thence  to  intersect  the  State  Road 
from  Mt.  Vernon  to  Columbus  city,  at  or  near  Sunsberry,  in  Delaware 
county. 

Sec.  f  .  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  in  locating  said  road,  shall 
have  a  special  regard  to  private,  in  connection  with  the  public  interest; 
and  that  said  road  shall  not  exceed  an  angle  of  five  degrees  with  the  ho* 
rizon. 

Sec  3.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  have,  and  are  hereby  autho- 
rized to  appoint  such  number  of  trustees  along  the  line  of  said  road  as  they 
may  thiuK  best,  whose  doty  it  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to 
collect  and  receive  all  subscriptions  and  receive  all  donations,  either  in 
money,  work,or  property,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  hereafter  be  made,  inten- 
ded by  the  subscriber  or  subscribers,  doner  or  donors,  to  be  applied  on  said 
read,  by  any  one  of  said  trustees  within  whose  township  said  road  may 
pass,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  opening  and  improving  said  road  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  such  subscription  or  subscriptions,  or  do- 
nations: Provided^  That  all  subscriptions  or  donations  that  may  be  made, 
for  the  improving  and  opening  of  said  read,  without  any  definite  specifi- 
cation where  it  shall  be  applied  on  said  road,  the  trustee  or  trustees  m  the 
township  where  such  subscription  or  donation  shall  have  been  made,  shall, 
in  all  such  cases,  apply  such  subscriptions  and  donations  as  they  may  think 
proper  for  the  benefit  of  said  road. 

Sec.  4.  That  should  either  of  the  commis8i9ners  or  surveyor  named  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  die,  refuse  to  serve,  or  remove  out  of  their  re- 
spective counties,  the  commissioners  of  the  county  where  such  vacancy 
may  happen,  shall  fill  the  same  as  often  as  it  may  occur. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  commissioners  and  surveyor  aforesaid  shall  be  gover- 
ned in  all  respects  by  the  law  now  in  force,  defining  the  mode  of  laying 
out  and  establishing  State  Roads,  passed  March  l4th,  1831;  (except  such 
cases  as  are  herein  provided  for,)  and  the  expenses  of  laying  out  and  estab- 
lishing said  road,  shall  be  paid  in  the  manner  pointed  out  in  said  act

in  Monroe  county. 

Sec.  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  (xeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Edward  Retd,  Elijah  Steen,  and  James  Henthom  of  Monroe  county,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Commissioaers  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  af- 
ter having  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  some  judicial  officer,  ta 
faithfully  discharge  their  duties  under  this  act,  to  proceed  upon  school  sec- 
tion sixteen,  in  township  six,  of  range  eight,  in  Monroe  county,  and  then 
and  there  re-value  and  appraise  at  their  true  value  in  money,  all  lots  or 
tracts  of  land  within  said  section,  and  make  out  their  report  in  writing  un- 
der their  hands  and  seals  annexing  to  each  the  sum  at  which  it  was  so  ap- 
praised, and  make  return  thereof  to  the  auditor  of  said  county,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  auditor  of  Monroe  county  upon  receiving  the 
return  aforesaid,  to  give  at  least  thirty  days  notice,  by  advertisement  set  up 
in  five  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  county,  or  in  some  newspaper  of 
the  most  general  circulation  therein,  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale;  and 
pursnant  to  such  notice,  he  shall,  between  the  hours  of  ten  oVlock  A.  M. 
and  four  o'clock  P.  M.  at  the  door  of  the  court-house  in  said  county,  pro- 
ceed to  sell  at  public  out-cry  the  said  section,  in  lots,  to  the  highest  bidder, 
on  the  same  terms  of  payment  as  is  provided  by  law  in  the  ease  of  the  sur- 
render of  permanent  leases  of  section  sixteen,  granted  by  Congress  for  the 
use  of  schools  in  this  state:  Provided^  That  in  no  case  shall  the  said  land  be 
sold  for  less  than  its  appraised  value:  And^ provided^  ako^  That  in  case  any 

Purchaser  at  the  first  sale  shall  fail  to  make  payment  of  the  sum  by  him 
id  therefor,  said  land  shall  not  be  sold  at  any  subsequent  sale  for  less  than 
was  bid  therefor  at  the  first  sale  with  interest  thereon,  and  in  all  other  things 
the  proceedings  under  this  act  shall  be  had  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provi- 
ded by  the  act  Entitled  ^^an  act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  section  sixteen 
granted  by  Congress  for  the  use  of  schools,''  passed  January  29th,  1827. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  commissioners  appointed  under  this  act  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  the  duties  performed  under 
this  act,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  on  the  order  of  the  county 
auditor,  which  expenses  shall  be  refunded  to  the  county  treasury,  by  the 
treasurer  thereof,  out  of  the  first  moneys  that  shall  be  received  by  way  of 
interest  from  the  proceeds  of  such  sales. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  auditor  of  Monroe  county  shall,  on  the  final  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase  money  for  any  lot  or  lots  so  sold  under  this  act,, 
make  to  the  purchaser,  or  his  assigns  or  legal  representatives,  a  certifi- 
cate of  such  purchase  and  payment  directed  to  the  Governor,  who,  on  the 
receipt  thereof,  may  make  a  deed  or  deeds  of  said  lands,  and  deliver  the 
same  to  said  purchaser  or  purchasers  or  their  legal  representatives. 

Sec.  4.  That  should  the  office  of  either  of  said  commissioners  become 
vacant  from  any  cause,  then  the  commissioners  of  Monroe  county  shall 
fill  such  vacancy.

WHEBSABf  John  Beva^  late  of  the  county  of  Cohimbiana,  deceased,  by  last 
will  and  testament,  gave  and  bequeathed  two  thousand  dollars,  and  de- 
vised five  acress  of  land,  (subject  to  be  used  in  part  as  the  site  of  i^n 
Episcopal  church,)  for  an  academy  or  public  school,  to  be  established 
under  tne  authority  of  law,  to  Alexander  Young,  James  Morgan,  and 
William  Phillips,  and  such  other  judicioils  and  intelligent  persons  re^i* 
dent  of  said  county,  not  exceeding  six,a^  the  legislature  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  might  think  proper  to  appoint,  as  trustees  of  such  public  school  or 
academy,  and  their  successors,  subject  to  certain  regulations  contained 
in  said  will,  and  others  to  be  made  by  the  said  legislature:  Therefore^ 
to  carry  more  fully  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  testator,  expressed  ia 
the  will,  and  for  the  advancement  of  learning  and  virtue; 

Sec.  1«  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  ofOhio^  That 
Alexander  Young,  James  Morgan,  William  Phillips,  Thomas  Moore,  jun., 
Job  Harvey,  Andrew  W.  Loomis,  Fisher  A*  Biocksom,  Charles  M.  Aten, 
and  William  £•  Russell,  of  the  county  of  Columbiana  aforesaid,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby' created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic*  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  namp  and  stj^le  of  the  ^^Trdstees 
of  the  Neville  Institute,"  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  said 
legislature  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions  of  the  will. 

Sec.  %  That  the  academy  or  school  called  the  *'  Neville  Institute,'* 
shall  be  established  at  the  place  fixed  upon  by  the  said  testator,  in  the  town* 
ship  of  East  Liverpool^  and  county  aforesaid^  and  for  the  good  govem- 
meat  and  proper  regulation  of  the  same,  the  said  trustees  and  their  siic* 
cessors  shall  have  power  to  employ  a  teacher  or  teachers,  assistants,  and 
other  persons  necessary  to  conduct  the  said  academy;  to  repair  the  build* 
ing  devised  and  to  erect  others;  to  procure  the  proper  furniture  and  appa- 
ratus; to  regulate  the  admission  of  students,  and  enforce  the  necessary 
discipline;  to  take  all  proper  measures  for  the  support  of  the  institution  and 
the  profitable  investment  of  its  funds;  and  to  make  and  enforce  from  time 
to  time  such  by-laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  regulation  of 
the  said  school,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  State;  and  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  by  the  natne  and 
style  of  the  ^^Trustees  of  the  Neville  Institute;"  uny  five  or  more  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  any  business  pert]|iining  to  the 
corporation,  shall  be  capable  in  law  by  such  name,  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  implea- 
ded, and  of  answering  and  being  answered  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity, 
wherein  the  subject  matter  would  be  properly  cognizable;  and  they  shall, 
by  sack  name,  and  as  such  trustees,  be  capable  in  law,  to  take,  receive, 
have,  and  possess,  for  the  purpose  of  carryiofg  into  effect  the  objects  of  the 
devise  or  devises  and  bequ  ssts  mentioned  in  the  said  will,  all  such  real  or 
personal  estate  as  is  devised  or  bequeathed  thereby  for  the  use  or  benefit  of

thereafter,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  of  this  State,  and. also  an  oath  of  of&ce,  a  certificate 
of  which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Recorder,  and  by  him  preserved. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Councillors  shall  be  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  corpo- 
ration of  the  town  of  Waterville,  and  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  and 
holding  estates  and  property,  real,  personal,  aind  mixed,  which  they  may 
sell  or  dispose  of  in  such  manner  as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  deem 
proper,  and  they  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter 
at  pleasure,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be 
answered,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  in  this  State,  and  when  any  action 
18  commenced  against  them,  it  shall  be  by  summons,  an  attested  copy  of 
which  shall  be  left  with  the  Recorder,  or  in  his  absence,  at  bis  usual  place 
#f  residence,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec*  5.  That  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  a  majority  of  the  Councillors,  shall 
have  power  to  make  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  necessary  for  the  healthy 
safety,  or  comfort  of  i«aid  town  or  corporation,  may  appoidt  a, Treasurer,. 
town  Marshal,  health  and  fire  officers,  and  watchmen,  and  all  other  subor* 
dinate  ofiScers  necessary  to  execute  their  by-laws  and  regulations,  and  may 
remove  said  officers  at  pleasure;  may  prescribe  their  duties  and  define  their 
powers,  take  such  bonds  with  surety,  and  for  such  amounts,  as  they  may 
deem  proper  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  assigned  them 
by  this  act;  and  the  several  by-laws  and  ordinances  made  under  its  provis- 
ions, may  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  such  officers  as  are  not  established  by 
this  act,  may  impose  fines  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  for  refusing  to  accept 
any  office  in  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  office,  either  by 
death,  resigBation,or  legal  disability  to  act,  or  removal  beyond  the  limits  of 
said  corporation,  the  town  council  may  fill  such  vacancy,  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term  of  the  disqualified  officer,  from  their  own  body  or  otherwise:  ' 
Pnmdedj  The  vacancy  be  filled  by  a  person  having  the  qualifications  of  an 
elector,  and  the  person  or  persons  sa  appointed,  shall  become  qualified  to 
act  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  of  officers  elected. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  Mayor,  or  a  majority  of  the  Councillors,  may  call  a 
meeting  of  the  town  council,  whenever,  in  his  or  their  opinion,  the  same 
may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  8.  The  Mayor  shall  keep  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  and  shall  be 
a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the  limits  of  the  town,  and  shall  there- 
in have  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  civil 
cases,  and  in  criminal  matters,  his  jurisdiction  shall  be  co-extensive  with 
the  county,  and  process  by  him  issued,  shall  be  directed  to  the  Marshal; 
be  may  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds,  solemnize  marriages,  and  do  and 
perform,  within  said  town,  all  acts  which  a  justice  of  the  peace  may  law-- 
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fully  do;  he  shall  receive  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  entitled 
to  receive  for  all  similar  services;  he  shall  give  bonds  with  surety,  as  is 
required  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  appeals  may  be  had  from  bis  decis- 
ion, to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  ta- 
ken from  the  judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  he  shall  keep  a 
docket,  and  in  all  respects  be  governed  by  the  laws  allowing  writs  of  cer" 
tiorari  as  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  he  shall  be  exrofficio  a  notary  public, 
with  the  right  to  demand  the  fees  fixed  by  law  for  such  officer. 

Sec.  9.  The  Marshal  shall  serve  and  return  all  process  to  him  directed 
by  the  Mayor,  in  the  same  manner  as  constables  are  required  to  serve  and 
return  process  tu  them  directed  by  justices  of  the  peace;  his  power  to  ex- 
ecute civil  process  shall  be  limited  to  the  bounds  of  Waterville,  but  in 
criminal  matters,  his  power  shall  be  as  extensive  as  that  of  a  constables  in 
like  cases;  and  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  give 
bonds  to  such  amount,  and  with  such  security  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
town  council,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and 
for  the  payment  of  all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his  hands  as  Marshal, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation  or  ethers. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  keep  an  accurate  re- 
cord of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  town  council,  which  record  shall,  at  all 
times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  and  the 
Recorder  shall  preside  at  ail  meetings  of  the  town  council,  in  the  absence 
of  the  mayor,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  required  of 
bim  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  town  council  may  annually  lay  a  tax  for  c(M*pora- 
tipn  purposes,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  on  property  within  said  town, 
returned  on  the  grand  levy,  made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this 
State:  Provided^  Said  tax  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  one  year,  three  mills 
on  the  dollar,  and  the  recorder  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  thereof,  charg- 
ing thereon  each  individual  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  his  property, 
as  assessed  on  the  grand  levy  for  taxation,  which  duplicate  shall  be  certifi- 
ed by  the  Mayor  and  Recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  Marshal,  who  shall 
collect  the  same  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as 
county  treasurers  are  required  by  law  to  collect  county  taxes,  and  said 
Marshal  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  as  soon 
as  collected,  reserving  therefrom  such  fees  as  the  county  treasurer  might 
receive  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  12.  The  town  council  may  appropriate  any  money  in  the  treas- 
ury for  carrying  into  efiect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  may  have  the 
use  of  the  jail  of  the  county,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may 
be  liable  to  imprisonment,  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corpo- 
ration, and  all  persons  so  imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  care  of  the  sheriff, 
as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  1 3.  Three  weeks  before  each  annual  election,  the  town  council 
shall  post  up  in  some  conspicuous  place  within  said  town,  an  accurate  ac- 
count of  the  moneys  received, and  expended  by  said  corporation,  since  the 
last  annual  election,  with  the  source  from  which  the  same  were  derived, 
and  the  objects  on  which  they  were  expended. 

Sec.  14.     The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall,  respectively,  deliver

to  their  successors  in  office,  on  demand,  all  snch  books. and  papers  di  m^y, 
in  any  wise,  appertain  to  their  office. 

Sec.  16*  This  shall  be  considered  as  a  public  act,  and  printed  copies 
thereof  be  received  accordingly,  and  any  future  legislature  may  alter  or 
amend  the  same:  Provided^  Such  alteration  or  amendments  shall  not  di- 
vert the  property  of  the  corporation  from  the  purposes  herein  expressed.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Cambridge,  in  the  county  of  Guernsey,  as  is 
comprised  within  the  original  plat  of  the  tov^^nof  Cambridge,  in  said  coun- 
ty, exclusive  of  the  out-lots  adjoining  said  town^  be,  and  the  same  hereby 
is  created  a  town  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  town  of  Cambridge. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  male  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Cambridge,  having 
the  qualifications  of  electors  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  may 
meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  April  next,  at  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  for  said  county  of  Guernsey,  and  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  April  annually  thereafter,  at  such  place  as  the  town  council 
shall  designate  for  that  purpose,  and  elect,  by  ballot,  one  mayor,  one  re- 
corder, and  j&ve  counsellors,  who  shall  be  householders,  residing  within 
the  limits  of  said  corporation,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of 
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t>iie  year, and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  the  said 
mayor^  recorder  and  councillors  shall  constitute  the  town  council,  any 
four  of  whom,  iDcluding  the  mayor  or  recorder,  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business* 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  said  election,  to  be  first  holden  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  electors  present  shall  choose  viva  voce^  three  judges  and  a 
clerk,  who  shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  required  of 
them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections,  the  counsellors,  or  any 
two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder,  clerk;  and  at  all  elections 
held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between 
the  hours  of  ten  and  eleven  o^cIock,  A.  M.  and  close  at  three  o^cIock,  P. 
M.;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  publicly  counted,  by 
the  counsellors  present,  and  a  true  statement  thereof  by  one  of  them  pub- 
licly proclaimed;  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  record  thereof,  and  deliver  to 
each  person  elected,  or  leave  at  his  usual  place  of  residence  within  five 
days  after  such  election,  a  written  notice  of  his  election;  and  the  person 
so  notified,  shall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  take  the  proper  oath  of  office, 
a  certificate  of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  recorder,  and  be  by  him  pre- 
served. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  counsellors  shall  be  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  Town 
Council  of  Cambridge;  and  shall  be  capable  of  holding  estates  and 
property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  which  they  may  sell  and  dispose 
of,  in  such  manner  as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  deem  proper;  and 
they  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure; 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered 
unto,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State  or  elsewhere;  and  when 
any  action  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corporation,  it  shall  be  by  sum- 
mons, an  attested  copy  whereof,  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  in  case 
of  his  absence,  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  at  least  ton  days  before  the 
return  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  a  majority  of  the  counsellors, 
shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations,  for  the 
healt).,  convenience  and  improvement  of  said  town,  as  they  may  deem  ad- 
visable; Provided^  They  be  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
this  Sta\e  and  the  United  States:  and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  va- 
cancies h  their  own  number,  occasioned  by  death,  removal  or  otherwise, , 
to  appointa  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  the  due  administration  of  such. by-laws, 
ordinances  and  regulations,  as  may  from  time  to  time,  be  ordained  and  es- 
tablished, and  at  their  pleasure  to  remove  such  subordinate  oflicers,  to  fix 
and  eslablish  the  fees  of  oflicers  not  established  by  this  act,  and  to  impose 
a  fine  not  exceeding  two  dollars  upon  any  person,  who,  after  being  duly 
elected,  shall  refuse  to  serve  in  any  office  in  said  corporation:  Provided^ 
That  no  person  shall  be  compelled  to  serve  in  the  same  office  for  two  years 
successively. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporatWn,  and  shall  have  therein  all  the  powers  and  juris- 
diction of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  ail  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  un- 
der the  laws  of  this  State,  and  the  by-laws  and .  ordinances  of  said  corpo- 
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ration;  and  appeals  maybe  taken  from  the  decisions  of  said  mayor  in  all 
cases  where  appeals  are  allowed  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  the  same  shall  be  taken  and  perfected  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals 
are  by  law  taken  and  perfected  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  the  peace; 
and  all  process  issued  by  the  mayor,  shall  be  directed  to,  and  served  and 
returned  by  the  marshal  of  said  town;  and  the  mayor  shall  be  allowed, 
«nd  receive  the  same  fees  that  justices  of  the  peace  are  or  may  be  entitled 
to  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  keep  a  true  record  of 
all  the  official  proceedings  of  the  said  town  council,  which  record  shall  at 
all  reasonable  times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town; 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  the  recorder  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  town  council,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  of  said 
corporation. 

oiec.  8.    The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  annually  for 
corporate  purposes,  on  all  the  property  within  the  limits  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this  State:  Provided^ 
Said  tax  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  one  year,  the  sum  of  one  cent  on  the 
dollar  of  the  value  of  said  property,  as  the  same  is  or  may  be  entered  and 
valued  on  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  said  county,  for  taxation  for  county 
and  state  purposes;  and  the  recorder  shall  make  a  duplicate  of  such  taxa- 
ble property,  and  charge  thereon  each  individual  or  owner  of  property 
within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  with  his  amount  of  tax  in  proportion 
to  his  property  as  assessed  on  the  grand  levy  of  taxation;  which  duplicate 
shall  be  certified  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  marshal, 
who  shall,  within  ten  days  after  receiving  the  same,  call  at  the  residence  of 
every  person  charged  thereon  with  tax,  (if  residing  within  the  limits  of 
said  corporation,)  and  demand  the  payment  of  said  tax;  and  if  the  same 
shall  not  be  paid  within  seventy  days  from  the  receipt  of  duplicate  by  said 
marshal,  he  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  county 
treasurers  are  authorized  by  law  to  collect  county  and  state  taxes,  when 
the  same  remains  unpaid  after  the  first  day  of  December  next  after  the 
same  become  due;  and  when  collected  forthwith  to  pay  over  the  same  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  corporation;  and  the  said  marshal  may  charge  and 
collect  the  same  fees  on  taxes  so  collected  as  aforesaid,  as  county  treasurers 
are  by  law  allowed  for  similar  services  for  collecting  county  and  state 
taxes;  and  all  taxes  duly  assessed  by  said  corporation  on  the  real  estate 
situate  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  upon 
such  real  estate  until  paid. 

Sec.  9.  The  mayor,  or  a  majority  of  the  counsellors,  may  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  town  council  whenever  they  may  deem  it  necessary. 

Sec.  10.  The  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of  said 
corporation,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  that  constables  have  by  law: 
he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive  the  same  fees  for 
his  services  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  11.  The  town  council  may  appropriate  any  money  in  the  treasury, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  may 
have  the  use  of  the  jail  of  the  said  county,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such 
persons  as  may  become  liable  to  imprisonment  for  any  violation  of  the  by- 
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laws  or  ordinancei  of  laid  corporation,  and  all  persons  so  imprisoned  sha  II 
be  under  the  care  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  12*  Three  weeks  before  each  annual  election,  the  town  council 
shall  post  up,  in  at  least  two  public  places  within  the  limits  of  said  corpo- 
ration, an  accurate  account  of  all  the  moneys  received  and  expended  by 
said  corporation  since  the  last  annual  •  election,  with  the  sources  from 
which  the  same  were  derived,  and  the  objects  on  which  the  same  were  ex* 
pended. 

Sec.  13.  The  mayor,  treasurer  and  marshal  shall  give  bond,  with  such 
security  and  in  such  sum  as  the  town  council  shall  require,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  14.  That  all  road  tax  charged  on  the  county  duplicate  on  prop- 
erty within  the  limits  of  said  town,  shall  be  worked  out  within  said  town 
z$  the  said  town  authorities  may,  by  resolution,  designate  and  point  out; 
and  all  taxes  charged  for  road  purposes  as  aforesaid  on  property  within  the 
limits  of  said  town,  and  collected  by  the  county  treasurer,  shall  be  paid  in- 
to the  bands  of  the  town  treasurer,  to  be  specially  appropriated  by  the 
mayor  and  common  council  to  road  purposes  within  saicftown.

Alt  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Cincinnati  Fuel  Company. 


Sec*  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  established  in  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  a  Fuel 
Company  with  a  capital  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars^  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  five  dollars  each,  and  subscribed  and  paid  for  by  individuals,  or 
companies,  other  than  incorporated  companies,  except  the  Cincinnati  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  company,  and  Cmcinnati  Type  Foundry,  in  the  manner 
hereafter  mentioned  and  specified;  which  subscribers  and  stockholders 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  namo 
of  the  ^President and  Directors  of  the  Cincinnati  Fuel  Company;"  and 
shall  continue  such  body  politic  and  corporate  from  the  time  of  the  pas* 
sage  of  this  bill,  until  the  first  day  of  January  1870;  and  by  that  name, 
shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  de* 
fended,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  matters  whatsoever  with  full 
power  and  authority  to  acquire,  hold,  possess  and  use,  occupy  and  enjoy, 
and  the  same  to  sell,  dispose  of  and  convey,  such  real  estate  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  said  Company,  and  no 
more,  and  also,  any  personal  property  or  other  estate  which  may  be  ne- 
cessary in  the  transaction  of  ttie  business  of  this  corporation;  and  said 
Company  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  alter,  change^ 
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break  and  renew  at  pleasure;  they  shall  also  have  the  power  of  establish- 
ing and  executing  such  bj-laws^  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  the  good  government  of  said  Company,  and  the  pru- 
dent and  efficient  management  of  its  affairs:  Provided^  That  no  by-laws, 
ordinances,  rules  or  regulations  of  the  same,  shall  in  anywise  be  contrary 
to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  real  and  personal  estate,  business,  property,  funds 
and  prudential  concerns  of  said  company,  shall  be  under  the  direction^ 
management  and  control  of  twelve  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders, 
and  owners  of  at  least  five  shares  each,  residents  of  the  City  of  Cincin- 
uati,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  after  the  first  election  they 
shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  annually, 
at  such  time  and  at  such  place  in  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  as  the  said  di- 
rectors for  the  time  being  shall  appoint;  and  said  directors  before  they  exe- 
cute any  of  the  duties  of  their  offices  (except  to  choose  a  president)  shall 
severally  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  some  magistrate  competent  to 
administer  the  same,  that  they  will  faithfully,  diligently  and  honestly  per- 
form the  duties  of  their  respective  oflices  according  to  the  best  of  their 
skill  and  abilities;  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified;  and  notice  of 
every  such  election  shall  be  advertised  at  least  ten  days  next  preceding 
the  same,  in  two  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  Cincinnati,  which  election  shall 
be  conducted  by  ballot,  and  a  plurality  of  votes  necessary  to  a  choice,  to  be 
received  and  counted  in  public,  by,  and  under  the  direction  of  three  stock- 
holders under  oath,  and  not  directors  ai  the  time  nor  at  any  time  within 
the  year  next  preceding,  and  who  shall  be  previously  appointed  by  the 
board  of  directors  for  that  purpose. 

'  Sec.  3.  At  every  election,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  held 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  each  and  every  stockholder  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  up  to  five  shares,  and  for  every  ad- 
ditional five  shares  one  vote,  Providedj  That  no  stockholder  shall  have  more 
than  ten  votes;  and  after  the  first  election  no  stockholder  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  right  of  suffrage  who  has  not  been  the  rightful  owner  of  stock, 
at  least  three  calendar  months  previous  to  the  day  of  election.  Any 
stockholder  not  personally  present  at  such  election  or  other  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders,  and'  haying  a  right  to  vote,  may  vote  by  proxy, 
such  proxy  being  granted  directly  to  a  stockholder  attending  at  such  election 
or  meeting:  Andprovidedfurther^  In  case  it  should  so  happen  that  an  election 
of  directors  should  not  be  made  on  the  day  when  by  this  act  it  ought  to 
have  been  made,  this  corporation  shall  not  for  such  cause  be  dissolved;  but 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  stockholders  to  make  an  election  for  di- 
rectors on  any  other  day  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  for  by  the 
by-lawB  of  said  company. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  directors  chosen  under  the  provisions, of  this  act, 
shall  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  first  and  every  annual  election,  elect  from 
their  owif  body  a  president,  who  shall  preside  in  the  board  until  the  next 
annual  election,  and  in  case  of  his  death,  resignation  or  absence,  a  new 
president  shall  be  chosen,  but  in  case  of  temporary  absence  a  president 
\  pro  tempore  shall  be  appointed — the  directors  may  also  fill  all  vacancies 

i  m  their  own  body  during  the  time  for  which  they  shall .  be  elected,  and 


ihall  appoint  such  agents,  officers,  clerks  and  assistants  as  they  may  deem 
proper;  fix  their  compensation,  define  their  powers,  prescribe  their  du- 
ties, and  require  iVom  them  such  bonds  and  securities  as  they  may  deem 
necessary. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  corrtpany,  having  for  its  object  a  supply  of  fuel  to 
the  stockholders  and  others  at  fair  and  reguhir  prices  at  all  seaso&s  of  tha 
year:  therefore,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  to  vest 
any  paft  of  their  funds  in  coal  mines,  or  lands  containing  coal,  for  the  pqr- 
p  <se  of  furnishing  fuel  to  the  stockholders  and  others  on  the  most  advanta 
gcous  terms;  but  the  company  shall  not  at  any  time  have  invested  inlands 
and  coal  mines,  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  they  shall 
have  power  to  construct,  have  constructed,  purchase,  charter  or  otherwise 
employ  steam  boats,  or  any  other  conveyance,  which  in  their  opinion  will 
be  best  adapted  to  convey  such  fuel  to  market;  they  shall  also  have  power 
to  lease  land,  for  wood  yards,  and  coal  yards,  and  may  at  any  time  use 
their  funds  in  purchasing  coal,  wood,  and  boats  containing  the  same,  if 
deemed  expedient. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  to  fix  such  a 
price  ppon  the  fuel  sold  or  for  sale,  that  all  charges  and  expenses  of  the 
company  shall  be  fairly  met  by  the  receipts,  allowing  an  annual  sarplui 
upon  the  capital  stock  paid  in  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annam, 
i^ich  surplus,  shall  be  divided  annually  in  cash  amongst  the  stockholdert, 
in  proportion  to  the  immber  of  shares  of  stock  paid  for,  and  held  by  each, 
unless  accident,  or  unforeseen  disasters  should  occur  to  prevent  a  divi- 
dend, and  if  losses  to  thecompany  should  be  the  consequenceof  such  ac- 
cidents or  disasters,  then  the  stockholders  to  bear  t|ie  loss  in  proportion  to 
the  stock  owned  by  each;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  said  company  reserve  a 
contingent  or  surplus  fund,  but  at  all  times  regulate  the  pri^e  of  the  fuel 
by  the  cost  of  furnishing  it,  allowing  in  addition  for  the  yearly  dividend  of 
ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  no  more;  excepting  such  surplus  fund  as 
may  accrue  from  inaccuracies  in  balancing  accounts,  fcct;  which,  if  found 
to  be  on  hand  at  the  expiration  of  the  year,  such  anlount  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  trustees  of  the  township  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Cincinnati, 
to  effect  which,  the  City  Council  shall  have  power,  and  they  are  hereby 
required  to  examine  the  books  of  said  company  at  the  close  of  each  and 
every  year,  and  should  there  be  a  surplus  remaining  on  hand,  they  shall 
appropriate  it  according  to  the  preceding  part  of  this  section. 

Sec.  7.    Thai  the  funds  of  said  company  shall  be  used  for  the  specific 
object  of  furnishing  the  City  of  Cincibdati  with  fuel  so  faf  as  practicable* 

Sec.  8.  That  the  stockholders  of  said  company  shall,  at  all  times,  upon 
application  to  the  company  or  their  agents,  have  the  preference  in  recei- 
ving any  amount  of  coal  wfiich  they  may  require,  for  the  use  of  their  ma^ 
nufactories,  private  houses,  stores,' fee,  auring  one  year:  Praoided^A  suffi- 
cient quantity  is  on  hand  to  supply  all  the  stockholders:  And^  provided^ 
further^  That  the  amount  required*  is  not  of  greater  value  than  the  stock 
owned  by  the  applicants;  if,  however,  it  should  at  any  time  be  necessary 
to  curtail  the  quantity  required  by  the  stockholders,  then  the  quantity  fa^ 
nished  to  each  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  stock  owned  by  each  stock- 
holder. 

Sec^  d.    If  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  or  reAise  to  pay  any  inttal* 
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ments,  after  twenty  days  notice^  of  the  time  and  place  of  payment,  by  ad« 
vertisement)  published  in  some  newspaper  in  Cincinnati,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  directors  to  collect  the  deficient  instalments,  by  suit,  with  interest 
and  costs  thereon,  from  the  time  such  unpaid  instalments  had  become  due^ 
and  no  delinquent  stockholder  ^hall  have  a  right  to  transfer  any  share  or 
shares  in  said  stock,  nor  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  compuny,  on  any 
share  for  which  he  may  be  delinquent. 

Sec.  10.  That  a  majority  of  the  directors  may,  at  any  time,  call  a  mee-^ 
ting  of  the  stockholders,  by,  giving  ten  days'  nbtice  thereof  ia  two  of  the 
newspapers  printed  in  Cincinnati;  and  any  number  of  stockholders  who. 
possess,  in  their  own  right,  one*fifih  part  or  upwards,  of  all  the  stock  on 
hand,  may,  at  any  time,  call  ^  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  appoint  conv- 
raittees  for  examining  the  books  of  the  company,  and  receive  reports: 
Providedf  Ten  days  notice  be  given  under  their  hands. 

Sec.  11.  That  E.  Hinman,  J.  Banks,  D«  K.  Cady,  Geo.  Graham,  0« 
Fairchild,  J.  Goodloe,  W.  Resor,  M.  Greenwood,  P.  C.  Phillips,  E.  Singer^ 
Wm.  Hawkins,  N-  S.  Hubbell,  and  B.  Drake,  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati, 
are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  commissioners,  to  open  books  and 
receive,  subscriptions  for  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  to  su* 
perintend  the  election  of  the  first  board  of  directors  thereof,  any  three  of 
whom  shall  be  competent  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
required  of  them  by  this  act;  they  are  hereby  authorized  at  any  tiroey 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  having  given  ten  daj^s's  notice  thereof  in  two 
daily  papers,  printed  in  Cincinnati,  to  open  books  of  subscription,  at  some 
suitable  place  or  places,  in  Cincinnati,  for  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 

Sany,  and  to  keep  such  books  of  subscription  open  from  nine  o'clock,  A. 
L,  until  three  o'clock,  P.  M.,  for  ten  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays,  when 
they  shall  be  closed;  and  if  all  the  stock  is  taken,  or  any  amount  over  the 
sum  of  sixty-thousand  dollars  is  subscribed,  then  the  said  commissioners, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  notify  th^  stockholders  of  the  amount  taken, 
and  proceed  to  hold  an  election,  after,  ten  days' noti(ie,  in  at  least  two 
newspapers, 'printed  in  Cincinnati,  and  a  majority  of  said  commissioners 
shall  act  as  judges  and  inspectors  of  said  election,  having  taken  the  neces- 
sary oath  required  in  such  cases,  and  should  the  subscription  books  be 
closed  without  a  subscription  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  then 
the  said  copfimissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them^  may  cause  the  books  to  be

as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  the  company. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  committee  to  examine  the  books  of  the  incorporation, 
and  investigate  the  management  of  its  concerns,  and  if  said  committee  so 
appointed,  shall  report  to.  the  said  City  Council  that  the  charter  of  said 
company  has  been  violated,  or  frauds  practised  by  the  company  in  the 
xnanagemeut  of  its  aflairs,  or  that  said  company  Lis  failed  to  furnish  an 
adequate  supply  of  fuel;  then,  on  application  to  the  Legislature  by  the 
said  Ci|y  Council,  of  said  City,  the  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  repeal 
said  charter.

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio^  That 
Nicholas  Longworth,  Jjjcob  Strader,I^vi  James.  Michael  P.  Cassily,  Ro- 
bert Buchanan,  Ezekiel  S.  Haines,  Benjamin  N.  Piatt,  Robert  T.  Lytic, 
Crafts  J.  Wright,  J.  N.  Perkins  and  their  associates  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by created  a  body  corporate,  for  the  term  of  twenty  years,  by  the  name 
of  the  "Longworth  Hotel  Company,"  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  with 
capital  stock  of  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  di- 
vided into  shares  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  paid  as  the  directors  may  require, 
with  power  in  that  name,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract  arid  be  contrac- 
ted \yith,  to  have  a  common  seal.

Sec.  6*  The  debts  due  by  said  corporation  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the 
amount  of  stock  actually  paid  in,  and  expended  in  the  purchase  of  ground^ 
and  in  erecting  suitable  buildings  and  improvements  thereon,  and  in  case 
of  excess,  the  directors  permitting  the  same  shall  be  liable  therefor,  in  their 
individual  capacities. 

Sec.  ?•  Any  three  of  the  above  corporators  may  open  books  for  the 
subscription  of  the  stock  of  said  corporation  in  Cincinnati,  giving  public 
notice  thereof,  and  keep  the  books  open  at  least  two  days:  and  whenever 
fifty  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed,  may  give  notice  of  the  first  election  for 
directors,  and  organize  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  This  aqt  shall  be  taken  in  courts,  as  a  public  act,  and  ai^y  copy 
thereof  printed  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  received  as 
evidence  thereof;  but  any  future  General  Assembly  may  alter  or  repeal 
this  act.

Heyl,  Lyne  Starling,  Jr.,  N.Gregory,  W.  A.  M'Coy,  and  R.  J.  Wharton 
and  those  who  are,  or  may  hereafter  be  appointed  with  them,  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  "Columbus  Fire 
Engine  and  Hose  Company  No.  i," — that  Alexander  Patten,  Alexander 
Arrison,  Jonathan  Nearimer,  Levi  J.  Burr,  and  those  who  are,  or  may 
hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  "Columbus  Hook  and  Ladder  Company, 
No.  1 ,"— that  John  Patterson,  Wm.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  State  ofOhioj  That 
Nathaniel  Shephard,  Milton  Seamon,  Edwin  Corner,  Alexander  Simpson, 
James  L.  Gage,  and  James  M.  Gaylord,  of  M^Connelsville  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Morgan,  with  their  associates,  who  may  hereafter  unite  with 
ihem  for  that  purpose,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  ^^M'Connelsville 
Bridge  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  at  their  private  expense,  a 
toll  bridge  across  the  Muskingum  river,  at  or  near  M'Connelsyille  in  Mor- 
gan county,  with  power,  by  their  corporate  name,  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with;  to  sue  and  be  suedi  defend  and  be  defended,  to  answer  and 
be  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  before  all  public  magis- 
trates and  other  officers,  in  all  cases  whatsoever;  and  to  make  all  by-laws, 
rules,  and  regulations  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  management  of  its 
concerns,  ana  the  administration  of  its  affairs  not  inconsistent  with  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State;  and  to  make, 
use,  alter,  break,  and  again  renew  a  common  seal  for  the  same,  and  to  do 
all  such  other  acts  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  object 
and  intention  of  this  act. 
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Sec.  2«  That  the  M'Connelsville  Bridge  Company  herein  mcorpora* 
led,  are  hereby  authorized  and  invested  with  power  and  authority  to  erect 
a  bridge  across  the  Muskingum  river  at  or  near  the  point  designated  in 
the  above  section,  and  the  said  bridge  to  keep  in  repair,  and  in  considera- 
tion thereof,  to  charge,  and  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  the  follow- 
ing tolls,  to  wit: 

For  each  foot  passenger,  over  and  across  the  said  bridge,  three  centi. 

For  each  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one-fourth  cents. 

For  each  chair,  chaise,  or  gig,  with  two  wheels,  or  other  two  wheeled 
carriage,  or  sleigh  or  sled  draw^n  by  one  horse,  twenty-five  cents;  and  the 
same  with  two  horses  or  oxen,  thirty-seven  and  one  half  cents. 

For  each  pleasure  coach,  carriage,  or  other  vehicle  for  the  conveyance 
of  persons,  with  four  horses,  sixty-two  and  one  half  cents. 

For  each  wagon  with  one  horse,  eighteen  and  three  fourth  cents;  and 
the  same  with  two  horses  or  oxen,  thirty-one  and  one  fourth  cents,  and 
each  additional  horse  or  ox,  six  and  one  fourth  cents. 

For  each  horse,  mule  or  ass,  or  neat  cattle,  drove  over .  the  same, 
two  cents; 

And  for  each  hog  or  sheep,  of  the  same  kind,  drove  over  the  said 
bridge,  one  cent. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  shares  at  twenty-five  dollars  each,  to  erect  a  bridge  and 
all  the  appendages  thereto,  and  to  purchase  all  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty connected  with  the  same,  which  shall  be  taken  at  par  ,by  any  person 
or  persons  who  may  subscribe  to  the  same,  and  for  which  purpose  the 
said  Nathaniel  Shephard,  Milton  Seamon,  and  James  M.  Gaylord,  all  of 
said  Morgan  county,  are  hereby  appcfinted  comn;tissioncrs  to  open  the 
necessary  books  of  subscription,  and  to  keep  the  same  open  for  such  time  or 
times  as  they  may  deem  proper:  Provided,  That  no  portion  of  the  funds 
of  the  said  company  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  specifi- 
ed in  this  act. 

Sec»  4.  That  the  property,  funds,  and  the  whole  administration,  man- 
agement, and  control  of  the  said  company,  shall  be  veisted  in  a  board  of 
five  trustees,  with  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may,  from  time  to 
time,  appoint,  which  said  board  of  trustees. shall  be  elected  or  appointed

That  all  injuries  which  nfiay  be  wilfully  done  to  the  said  cor- 
poration, by  any  person  or  persons,  in  the  construction  and  repairs  of 
said  bridge,  or  in  any  of  the  materials  prepared  for  the  same,  such  person 
or  persons  shall  pay  to  said  corporation,  treble  the  amount  of  damages 
therefor:  Provided  always,  That  the  powers  herein  granted,  sball  in  no 
way  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  boats  and  crafts  of  all  description  that  now 
pass  up  and  down  said  river,  or  which  shall  hereafter  pass,  or  interfere 
with  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  said  river,  contemplated  by  the 
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ftcti  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Muskingum  river,  by  Slack  water 
navigation.

See.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssenAly  of  Ae  State  ofOAio,  That 
Henry  W.  Culbertson,  Samuel  Martindale,  and  Robert  Jenkins,  of  Miami 
county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be,  after  having  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  to  discharge 
their  duties  under  this  act,  to  proceed,  upon  the  east  half  of  the  northeast 
quarter  of  section  fifteen,  in  township  four,  of  range  six  east,  in  the  county 
of  Miami,  and  appraise  the  said  tract  of  land,  a  report  of  which  appraise^ 
ment,  they  shall  make  out  in  writing,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  and  make 
return  thereof  to  the  auditor  of  said  county,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven.

schools,"  passed  January  S9th,  1827:  Provided^  That  in  no  cas#  shall  the 
said  land  be  sold  for  less  than  its  appraised  value;  and  in  all  other  things, 
the  proceedings  under  this  act  shall  be  the  same  as  is  provided  in  and  by 
the  above  named  act,  and  acts  amendatory  thereto,  except  as  is  herein 
provided. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Commissioners  appointed  under  this  act  shall  be  en-

parts  in  two  equal  instalments,  annually  thereafter,  with  interest  thereon, 
year  by  year,  as  the  same  becomes  due;  then  each  purchaser  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  his  or  her  heirs  or  assigns,  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  a  deed  or  deeds  of  said  land  or  lands,  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
the  orighial  terms  of  sate  had  been  strictly  complied  with:  Provided^  That 
if  any  such  purchaser,  his  or  her  heirs  or  assigns,  shall  sell  or  destroy  any 
timber  growing  upon  said  land,  except  such  as  may  be  unavoidably  de- 
stroyed in  the  oidinary  mode  of  clearing  wood  lands,  and  for  the  necessary 
buildings  and  fences  on  said  lands,  and  for  their  fuel,  without  first  obtain- 
ing, in  writing,  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  trustees  of  said  township, 
then  all  the  privileges  granted  by  this  act  shall  cease.

James  Gilruth,  Henry  O.  Sheldon,  John  Baldwin,  Henry  R.  Ferris,  Ed- 
ward Thomson,  Ansel  J.  Pope,  Josiah  Bradley,  John  Hazard,  John  Knick- 
erbacker,  Luman  Gee,  Nehemiah  Brown,  and  Asa  Hamilton,  be,  and  they 
and  their  successors  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  be 
styled  ^'The  Trustees  ef  Berea  Seminary,^'  and  by  that  name  to  remain  in 
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perpetual  succession,  with  full  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im« 
pleaded,  acquire,  hold  and  convey  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  not 
exceeding  the  annual  value  of  three  thousand  dolars,  to  have  and  use  a  com" 
mon  seal,  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  make  and  alter  by-laws  and

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gfeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OMo^  That 
Peter  Crist,  Jacob  Parker,  Mahlon  Black,  John  Jones,  Julius  B.  Fassett, 
James  D.  Langdon,  Samuel  Knicely,  Abraham  Knicely,  and  Oliver  Jones, 
and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  or  any  three  of  them  are  hereby  incor- 
porated as  a  body  politic  and  corporate^  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  ^Mad* 
ison  and  Columbia  Turnpike  Company;"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their 
successors  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  capable  of  holding 
capital  stock  to  the  amount  of  six  thousand  dollars,  and  the  increase  and 
profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same,  if  they  shall  think  proper,  to  an 
amount  in  all  not  exceeding  eight  thousand  dollars,  and  for  taking,  purcha- 
sing, and  holding  to  them,  their  successors,  and  assigns,  in  fee  simple,  and 
for  any  less  estate,  such  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments,  and  estates, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  them  in  the  prosecution 
of  their  works;  and  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and 
being  impleaded,  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  aame  break,  alter,  and 
renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  S.  That  so  soon  as  the  company  aforesaid  shall  have  duly  organ* 
ized  themselves,  by  written  articles  of  association,  recognizing  this  act, 
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thej  maj  then  proceedl  to  open  books  for  subicription  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company,  at  Madison  and  Columbia,  in  Hamilton  county,  and  at 
such  other  places  as  they  may  deem  proper,  to  receive  subscription  to  the 
stock  of  said  company,  in  shares  of  twenty  dollars  each,  which  book  shall 
be  opened  at  such  time,  and  under  such  regulations,  as  said  company  may 
direct* 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners,  who  may  have  received  the  sub- 
scriptions, to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by  giving  public  notice 
thereof  by  posting  up  bills  in  five  of  the  most  public  places  in  Madison  and 
Columbia,  not  lest  than  twenty  days  previous  thereto,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  three  directors,  at  which  election  at  least  two  of  the  commission- 
ers shul  preside,  and  all  votes  shall  be  by  ballot,  each  stockholder  having 
one  vote  for  every  share  he,  she,  or  they,  may  own;  stockholders  may  also 
TOte  by  proxy,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  by- 
laws of  the  company;  and  the  directors  thus  elected,  shall,  within  ten 
days  next  after  such  election,  qualify  therpselves  by  an  oath  or  affirmation 
of  office,  to  be  administered  by  some  officer  legally  audiorized  to  adminis- 
ter oaths;  and  the  said  directors,  after  being  duly  sworn  as  aforesaid,  shall 
proceed  to  elect  from  their  own  body,  a  president,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  sign  ail  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  company;  all  elections  after  the  first, 
shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  annually,  unless  otherwise  determined 
by  the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified;  they  shall  in  all 
cases  Manage  the  concerns  of  the  company,  appoint  such  other  officers  as 
they  may  think  necessary ;  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  happen  in  their  own 
body,  until  the  next  annual  election;  make  by-laws  for  the  government  of 
said  corporation:  Provided^  The  same  may  not  be  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  or  pf  the  United  States;  may  re- 
require  an  oath  or  affirmation,  of  any  of  the  agents  of  said  company,  when 
they  may  think  necessary;  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  stockholders, 
by  giving  notice,  as  before  mentioned;  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings 
relative  to  said  company,  and  do  all  other  things  touching  the  concerns  of 
the  company  complated  in  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  That  if  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  any  in- 
stalments, after  twenty  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  payment,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  said  company,  or  his  agent, 
to  collect  the  deficient  instalment  by  a  suit  at  law,  with  costs  and  interest 
thereon,  from  the  time  said  unpaid  instalments  had  become  due,  and  no 
delinquent  stockholder  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  said 
company. 

That  the  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  lay  out,  and  survey 
their  said  road,  through  any  improved  or  unimproved  lands,  on  the  nearest 
and  best  route,  from  Madison  to  the  Cincinnati,  Columbus  and  Wooster 
Turnpike  road,  to  intersect  said  turnpike,  at  or  near  the  house  of  the  widow 
of  the  late  Joseph  Ferris,  deceased,  and  to  take  from  the  land  occupied  by 
said  road,  when  located  and  surveyed,  a^  aforeeaid,  any  stone,  gravel, 
timber,  or  other  matefials  necessary  to  construct  a  good,  secure,  and  sub- 
stantial road,  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  and  in  case  sufficient  materials 
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cannot  be  procured  on  the  land  as  aforesaid,  located  for  said  road,  said 
companj  or  their  agent  or  agents,  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  any  un- 
improved lands  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road,  and  to  dig,  eat 
<iown,  take  and  carry  away  so  mnch  stone,  gravel,  timber,  or  xither  mate* 
rials,  not  previously  cut  down,  taken  or  appropriated  by  the  owners  to  any 
particular  use,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  said  company  to  construct 
said  road,  and  if  any  diflference  should  arise  between  the  owner  or  owners 
of  any  ground,  from  which  said  materials  are  taken  as  aforesaid,  and  the 
agent  or  agents  of  said  company,  respecting  damages,  it  shall  be  determined 
by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissibners  of 
the  county,  in  which  the  subject  of  difierence  lies,  who  shall  make  out 
their  assessment  in  writing,  of  the  damages,  if  any,  a  copy  of  which  shall 
be  given  to  the  proprietors  of  the  land,  and  another  copy  to  the  agent  of 
the  company,  and  said  agent  shall  pay  or  offer  to  pay  the  owner  or  owners 
of  said  land,  the  amount  of  such  damages  so  appraised,  before  he  shall  en« 
ter  upon  or  take  any  such  ground  or  materials,  other  than  to  survey  the 
road,  and  nil  expenses  of  such  assessment  of  damages,  if  any  are  awarded, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  company,  but  in  cases  where  no  damages  are  awarded, 
then  and  in  that  case  all  costs  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  .or  persons  ap» 
applying  for  damages. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  president,  directors,  and  company  of  the  said  Madi* 
son  and  Columbia  Turnpike  Company  shall  cause  the  said  road  to  be  open* 
ed  not  exceeding  sixty  six  feet,  at  least  sixteen  feet  of  which  shall  be  made 
an  artificial  road  of  stone,  gravel,  wood,  or  other  suitable  materials,  well 
compacted  together,  in  such  manner  as  to  secure  a  firm,  substantial,  and 
even  road,  rising  in  the  middle,  with  a  gradual  arch;  and  shall  maintain 
and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  elevation  of 
said  road  bt*  more  than  five  degrees:  Provided^  Aooeoer,  That  said  comp«> 
ny,  after  paying  the  damages  assessed  as  is  herein  before  named,  or  upon 
tendering  the  amount  so  assessed  to  the  person  or  persons  damaged,  snail 
proceed  to  open  said  road,  and  grade  the  same  at  any  time  they  may  deem 
proper,  after  they  shall  have  organized  according  to  the  third  section  of  tbii 
act. 

Sec  8.  That  as  soon  as  said  company  shall  hai^e  completed  the  road 
as  aforesaid,  from  Madison  to  the  Cincinnati,  Columbus  and  Weoster 
Turnpike  road,  the  commissioners  of  Hamilton  county,  shall,  on  appliea^ 
tion  of  the  company,  appoint  an  agent  to  view  and  examine  said  road  and 
report  his  opinion  in  writing  to  the  president  of  said  company,  and  if  such 
report  shall  state  the  road  to  be  completed,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  company  may  then  erect  a  gate  at  such  point  on  said  road  at 
they  may  deem  proper,  and  demand  and  receive  from  persons  travelling  oa 
the  same,  the  tolls  allowed  by  this  act^ 

Sec  9.  That  the  following  shall  be  the  rate  of  tolls  to  be  coUectad  on 
said  road,  viz: 

For  every  four  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  six  and 
one  fourth  cents,  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  two  cents; 

For  every  two  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  foor 
cents:  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  two  cents; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  three  cents;  and 
for  each  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  two  cents;

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For  eveiy  horse  and  rider,  two  cents;       • 

For  every  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  and  uptrardi » 
one  cent; 

For  neat  cattre^six  months  old  and  up'wards,  ten  cents  for  every  ecore^ 
and  a  less  number  in  prof>ortion; 

For  every  score  of  sheep,  or  hogfs^six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses,  eight 
cents;  and  two  cents  for  every  additional  horse; 

For  every  two  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  five  ce&ts^  for 
every  horse  in  addition,  two  cents; 

For  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  six  and 
one  fourth  cents;  and  two  cents  for  every  horse  in  addition; 

PravidecU  That  all  militia-men  going  to  or  from  their  muster  grounds,  alt 
persons  going  to  or  returning  from  public  worship,  all  persons  going  to  and 
returning  from  elections,  and  ali  funeral  processions,  shaU  be  exempt  fron> 
toll. 

Sec.  10.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  shall,  with  intent  to  evade  thcr 
gate,  or  defraud  said  company,  pass  through  any  private  gate  or  bars^  or 
along  any  ground  near  the  ^ate  erected  pursuant  to  this  act,  or  shall  prac* 
tice  any  fraudulent  means  with  intent  to  evade  or  lessen  such  toll,  or  if  any 
person  shall  take  another  person  off  of  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud 
said  turnpike  company,  each  and  every  person  concerned  in  such  fraudu- 
lent practices,  shall  pay  the  said  company  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  without 
ktay  of  execution,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace  in  the  county  of  Hamilton. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  injure  or  in  any  wise  dam- 
age said  road  or  other  property  belonging  to  said  company,  such  person  or 
persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company,  for  the  use  of  said  com- 
pany, on  conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  any  sum  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars,  nor  less  than  five  dollars,  shall  be  moreover  liable- 
for  all  damages  done  said  road,  or  other  property  of  said  company. 

Sec«  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  any  arrangement  witb 
the  Cincinnati,  Columbus  and  Wooster  Turnpike  company,  so  as  to  make 
the  Madison  and  Columbia  Turnpike  road,  a  branch  of  the  said  Cincinnati, 
Columbus  and  Wooster  Turnpike  road,  for  the  receipt  of  the  tolls  due  said 
Madison  and  Columbia  Turnpike  company,  at  the  gate  of  the  Cincinnati^ 
Columbus  and  Wooster  Turnpike  company;  any  such  arrangement  shall, 
when  signed  by  the  presidents  of  said  Turnpike  companies,  be  binding  on 
both  companies. 

Sec.  1S»  That  if  said  company  shall  not  within  two  years  from  the 
date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence  said  road,  and  complete  it  within 
five  years  from  the  first  day  of  November,  1837,  according  to  the  true  in- 
tent and  meaning  of  this  act,  then  and  in  that  case,  it  shall  be  lawful  tor  the 
Legislature  to  resume  all  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enaeUd  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  Thai 
Jonathan  Harshman,  George  W.  Smith,  H.  G.Phillips,  Alexander Grimety 
Solomon  Price,  John  Vancleve,  David  Winterb,  William  Huifman,  jun., 
Samuel  T.  Harker,  Peter  Auchinbaugh,  David  Stone,  Peter  Voorhees,  R* 
C.  Schenck,  Daniel  W.  Wheelock,  Nathaniel  Hart,  and  Peter  P.  Lowe, 
with  such  other  persons  as  shall  be  associated  with  them  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  specified,  and  their  successors  be,  and  they  are  herebj  consti* 
tuCed  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  ^Mad  river  Hydraulic  Company,''  and  asrsuch  shall  be 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  answering  and  being  answered  unto  in 
all  courts  of  justice. 

Sec.  2.  Thai  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  not 
more  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  which  shall  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  under 
such  regulations  as  the  aforesaid  corporators  owning  a  majority  of  the 
stock  of  said  company  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  That  sai^i  company  when  formed  shall  have  power  to  make 
all  by-laws  necessary  for  the  regulation  of  the  concerns  of  the  company 
and  the  transfer  stock;  PraMedy  Such  by-laws  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  by-laws  of  the  company  shall  not  be  valid  until  ther 
shall  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stock 
subscribed. 

Sec.  5.  That  so  soon  as  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital

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•f  die  town  of  Day loD,  having  first  obtained  the  consent  of  the  Common 
Council  of  laid  town:  Provided^  That  the  assent  thereto,  of  all  persons 
owning  any  water  privilege  of  Mad  river  below  the  aforesaid  dam  or  any 
ffround  over  or  through  which  the  water-way  shall  be  constructed,  shall 
first  be  obtained:  And  provided  further  j  That  the  water  so  conveyed,  shall 
be  introduced  into  the  Miami  caiialatsuch  point  as  shall  be  designated  by 
the  acting  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  in  such  man- 
ner  as  he  shall  prescribe:  And  provided  further ^T!\iz^\,  the  quantity  of  water

any  and  all  manufacturing  establishments  which  may  be  put  in  operation 
by  the  water  power,  to  be  created  under  this  act  of  incorporation:  Pmvi- 
dedy  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  grant  to  said  com- 
pany the  privilege  of  manufacturing  in  any  manner  whatever,  or  to  bank 
tipon  their  funds,  or  to  use  said  funds  for  any  other  purposes  than  such  as 
are  enumerated  in  this  act,  or  such  as  necessarily  rusult  from  the  rights 
and  privileges  expressly  conferred.

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aB  fersoDS  who  shall  become  stockhoiden  pursuant  to  tbfa  aet^  shall  bef 
and  thej  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  ^^The 
Brunersburg  Toll  Bridge  Company." 

Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  divided  into  eigh-' 
ty  shares  of  twenty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  Daniel  Bruner,  Henry  Zeller,  Oilman  C.  Mudgett,  Uriah  E# 
Drake,  William  D.  Haymaker,  shall  be  commissioners,  to  open  the  books 
for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation;  the  said 
books  shall  l)e  opened  on  or  before  the  fii'st  day  of  Jaunary  next,  and  each 
of  the  said  commissioners  may  receive  subscriptions;  and  the  stockhold- 
ers, on  subscribing,  shall  each  pay  on  each  share  subscribed,  one  dollar. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  fifty  shares  of  the  stock  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  subscribed,  the  commissionersshallcausetobe  given  to  each  stockholder^ 
at  least  ten  day  s^  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  said  stockhold^ 
ers;  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  the  stockholders,  either  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  shall  choose  three  directors,  being  stockholders  of  said  corporation,  a 
majority  of  whom  shall,  be  competent  to  transact  business;  a  new  election

Every  man  and  horse,  six  and  a  fourth  cents.

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navigation  of  said  river  bjr  steam-boats  or  other  water  craft,  be  not  imped* 
ed  or  obstructed  by  the  erection  of  such  bridge* 

Sec.  8.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  impair  or  injure  said  bridge,  he 
shall  forfeit  ten  dollars,  and  treble  the  amount  of  damages  sustained,  to  be 
recovered,  the  penalty,  in  action  of  debt,  and  the  damage  in  trespass,  with 
double  cost;  and  if  any  person  shall  forcibly  pass  the  gate,  without  having 
paid  the  toll,  he  shall  forfeit,  to  said  corporation,  eight  times  the  amount  of 
the  toll,  to  be  recovered  in  action  of  debt,  without  costs* 

Sec.  9*  If  the  toll  gatherer  shall  unreasonably  delay  any  passenger,  or 
demand  more  than  the  legal  toll,  he  shall,  for  each  ofience,  forfeit  the  sum 
of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs,  in  the  name,  and  for  the  use  of 
the  person  so  defrauded. 

Sec.  10.  The  shares  of  stock  in  said  corporation  shall  be  considered 
personal  estate,  and  be  transferred  as  such. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  ride  or  drive  over  said 
bridge  faster  than  a  walk,  or  to  diive  more  than  twenty  head  of  cattle  at 
a  time  on  said  bridge,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  one  dollar  to  said  corporation, 
for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  treasurer,  with  costs 
of  suit,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  12.  If  said  bridge  shall  not  be  constructed  in  two  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  or  if  the  same  is  carried  away  or  destroyed,  and  not 
re-built  in  two  years  thereafter,  the  said  corporation  shall  cease,  and  be 
void. 

Sec.  13.  This  act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act,  and  shall  continue  in 
force,  unless  forfeited,  for  the  period  of  twenty-five  years,  and  shall  be  fa- 
vorably construed,  both  in  law  and  equity;  any  future  legislature,  or  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Williams,  shall  have  power  to  reg- 
ulate the  rate  of  toll  after  the  year  1845.

To  incorporate  the  Tcrwn  of  Bedfbrd. 


Sec.  1.  Be  it  enaeted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Bedford,  in  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  as  is  here- 
m  described,  viz:  the  whole  of  lots  45,  46,  56,  and  that  part  of  lot  No.  55, 
which  lays  north-east  of  the  centre  of  Tinker's  creek;  also,  a  strip  of  S3 
rods  width  off  the  south  end  of  lot  No.  36,  and  a  strip  of  33  rods  width  off 
the  south  end  of  lot  No.  35,  west  as  far  as  the  west  line  of  Justice  Reming- 
ton's land,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate,  and  shall 
hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  "  Town  of  Bedford." 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  who  hare 
resided  in  the  said  town  one  year  next  previous  to  said  electiooy  having  the 
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Malifieatiofli  <tt  dectofa  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at 
tDd  place  of  holding  elections  in  the  township  of  Bedford,  on  the  second 
Monday  of  April  next,  and  on  the  second  Monday  in  April  annually  there^ 
after,  and  then  and  there  proceed  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  to  elect  by  baU 
lot,  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  householders^ 
and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  succes* 
sors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  they  shall  constitute  the  town  council, 
and  five  of  them  shall  be  a  board  for  the  transaction  of  business,  butales^ 
number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  there  shall 
be  chosen  viva  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk  of  said 
election,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections,  the 
trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder  clerk  of 
the  elections:  and  at  all  elections  to  be  held  under  this  act,  the  polls  shall 
be  opened  between  the  hours  of  one  and  two,  and  close  at  four  o'clock  on 
the  afternoon  of  said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be 
counted,  and  a  true  statement  thereof  proclaimed  to  the  electors  present, 
by  one  of  .the  judges;  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof,  and 
within  five  days  alter  such  election,  said  clerk  shall  give  notice  to  the  per- 
sons elected  of  their  election;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  town  council 
at  least  ten  days  before  each  and  every  annual  election,  to  give  notice  of 
the  same  by  putting  up  written  advertisements  in  at  least  three  public 
places  in  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  preside  at  all  meet* 
>Dg8  of  the  town  council;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  at- 
tend all  such  meetings,  and  keep  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of  their  pro* 
eeedings. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  town  council  from  the  qualified  electors  of  said 
town,  whose  appointment&  shall  continue  until  the  next  annual  election 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified:  whenever  it  shall  so 
happen  that  said  mayor  or  recorder  is  not  present  at  any  meeting,  the  trus- 
tees shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside  or  per- 
form the  duties  of  recorder,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be,  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town,  shall  be  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and  dis- 
tinguished by  the  name  and  title  of  the  ^^Town  Council  of  the  town  of 
Bedford;''  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  in  their  corporate  name,  to  ac- 
quire property,  real  and  personal,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  sell  and  con- 
vey the  same;  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure; 
and  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction;  and  when  any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corpora- 
tion, the  first  process  shall  be  by  summons,  an  attested  copy  of  which  shall 
be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  then  with  the  mayor 
or  one  of  the  trustees  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  oflicers  of  said  corporation  shall 
not  extend  beyond  the  limits  of  said  town;  that  the  mayor  shall  be  a  con- 
servator of  the  peace  throughout  said  town,  and  shall,  within  the  same, 
have  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  all  matters 
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either  civil  or  cricniQal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  whatsoever;  and  the  said  major  shall  perform  all  the  duties 
required  of  him  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation,  and 
appeals  may  bcs  taken  from  the  decisions  of  said  mayor  in  all  cases  where 
appeals  are  allowed  from  the  decisions  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  in 
the  same  manner. 

Sec*  8*  That  the  officers  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  each,  be- 
fore entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  sup- 
port the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  oi  Ohio,  and 
also  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office* 

Sec*  9.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and  estab- 
lish by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  said  town,  and 
the  same  to  alter,  repeal,  or  re-ordain  at  pleasure;  and  to  provide  in  said 
by-laws  for  the  election  of  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  all  other  subor- 
dinate officers,  which  may  be  thought  necessary  for  the  good  government 
and  well  being  of  said  town,  to  prescribe  their  duties,  declare  their  quali* 
fications,and  determine  the  period  of  their  appointment,  and  the  fees  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  their  services,  and  require  of  them  to  take 
an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  and  may  require  of  them  such  security  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  as  shall  be  thought  ex^ 
pedient;  said  town  council  shall  also  have  power  to  affix  to  the  violation  of 
the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation  such  reasonable  fines  and 
penalties  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  provide  for  the  disposition  of 
said  fines  and  penalties:  Provided^  atway^^  Such  bylaws  and  ordinances 
are  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  Uni- 
ted States:  And  provided^  alsoj  That  no  by-laws  or  ordinance  of  said -cor* 
poration  shall  have  any  effect  until  the  same  shall  have  been  published 
three  weeks  successively  in  one  newspaper  printed  in  said  county* 

Sec.  10*  That  the  town  council  shalU  at  the  expiration  of  each  year, 
cause  to  be  made  out  and  published,  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
preceding  year. 

Sec  1 1.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the 
streets, lanes  and  alleys;  also,  to  layout  new  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  to 
determine  the  width  of  side  walks,  to  require  the  ownets  to  fence  the  front 
of  their  respective  lots;  they  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  nuisance  and 
obstructions  from  the  streets  and  commons  of  said  town,  or  to  provide  for 
the  removal  of  the  same,  and  to  do  all  things  which  corporations  of  a 
similar  nature  can  do  to  secure  the  peace,  health,  property,  and  prosperity 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  constables  have  by  law,  and 
his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county  of 
Cuyahoga;  and  he  shall  execute  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive  the 
same  fees  for  his  services  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases  for 
like  services. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  mayor  shall  receive  the  same  fees  that  justices  of 
the  peace  are  entitled  to  in  like  cases,  and  the  recorder  such  fees  for  his 
services  as  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation  shall  prs-^ 
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scribe;  but  the  residue  of  the  town  council  shall  receive  no  pecuniary 
compensation. 

Sec.  14.  That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  town  council  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  lay  a 
tax  on  all  the  real  and  personal  property  within  the  bounds  of  said  corpo- 
ration, as  the  same  has  been,  or  shall  be  appraised  on  the  grand  levy  of  the 
State:  Provided^  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  one-fourih 
of  one  per  centum  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  taxable  property  within 
the  limits  of  said  town;  and  the  said  town  council  shall,  between  the  first 
Monday  in  May  and  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  determine  the 
amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected  the  current  year. 

Sec.  15.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  to  make  out  a 
duplicate  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual  therein  an  amount  of  tax  in 
proportion  to  the  value  of  the  property  of  such  individual  within  said  town, 
which  duplicate  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered 
to  the  marshal  or  to  such  other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  the  same,  within  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  by-laws  shall  direct. 

S^c.  16.  The  said  collector  shall  have  power  to  sell  both  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes,  in  the  same  way  as  county  trea- 
surers do  or  may  sell  under  the  laws  of  the  State;  and  the  collector  may 
make  deeds  on  the  sale  of  real  estate,  which  shall  have  the  same  force  as 
deeds  by  county  treasurers  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  17.  That  said  town  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  common  jail 
of  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  for  the  confinement  of  any  person  liable  to  im- 
prisonment under  the  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  all  persons  committed 
to  said  jail,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  18.  That  this  act  shall  be  favorably  construed  and  received  in  all 
courts  of  justice  as  a  public  act,  and  copies  thereof,  printed  under  au- 
thority of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  he  received  as  evidence  without 

further  proof,

and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  ihe  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five:  Provided,  ThRi said  purchasers, 
their  assigns  or  legal  representatives,  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
county,  annually,  the  interest  on  all  deferred  payments.

To  authorize  the  School  Directors  of  district  number  one,  in  Fairfield  township,  Butler  coun- 
ty, and  Claridon  township,  &.c.  in  Geauga  county,  to  levy  a  tax  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing a  School-house. 

Ser.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  Vie  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
lirectors  of  school  district  number  one,  in  Fairfield  township,  Butler  coun- 
.j,  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  a  tnx  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  thir- 
ty-seven, upon  the  property  in  said  district  subject  to  taxation,  not  exceed- 
ing one  Uiousand  two  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  school- 
house  on  the  lot  owned  by  said  district:  Provided,  That  prior  to  the  levy- 
ing of  such  tax,  at  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  inhabitants 
of  such  district,  by  written  or  printed  advertisements  set  up  in  five  of  the 
roost  public  places  within  the  same,  notifying  the  qualified  voters  in  said 
district  to  meet  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specially  designated  in  said  no- 
tice, for  the  purpose  of  determining:  by  vote  whether  such  tax  shall  be  le-

John  S.  Johnson,  Hiram  B.  Wellman*  Heman  B.  Harris,  Alexander 
M'Cully,  Hunking  Wheeler,  Jan.,  and  James  S.  Reynolds,  are  hereby 
made  members  of  said  company  and  commissioners  thereof. 

Sec.  2«  The  persons  named  in  this  act  and  in  the  act  of  which  it  is  an 
amendment,  or  any  five  of  them  may  continue  the  books  of  said  company 
open  for  subscription  to  the  capital  stock,  or  may  open  books  at  such  pla- 
ces as  they  or  any  five  of  them  may  see  fit,  on  giving  the  notice  required 
in  the  above  recited  act,  and  whenever  two  hundred  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  shall  be  subscribed,  an  election  of  directors  shall  be  had. 

Sec.  3.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  shall  be  author- 
ized to  construct  said  road  from  the  east  end  of  Liberty  street  in  the  town 
Wooster,  by  the  route  designated,  throu^qh  East  Greenville  and  Brookfield, 
and  thence  to  the  west  line  of  Ferry  township,  in  the  county  of  Stark,  and 
shall  have  power  to  extend  the  same  to  Canton  in  the  last  named  county,

To  incorporate  the  Napoleon,  Williamsport  and  Lafayttto  Turnpike  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
John  Perkins,  Oilman  C.  Mudgett,  Rufus  Kibb,  John  Stubbs,  Robert 
Hume,  and  Samuel  Wirts,  of  the  county  of  Williams,  Hazael  Strong  and 
Henry  Leonard,  of  the  county  of  Henry,  Samuel  A.  Sargent,  of  the  county 
of  Lucas,  Demas  Adams,  Jr.  of  the  county  of  Miami,  and  Johii  Patterson 
and  William  Miner  of  the  county  of  Franklin,  and  their  associates,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Napoleon,  Williamsport  and  Lafayette  Turnpike  Compa^ 
ny,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  road  from  Napoleon,  in  the  county 
of  Henry,  by  way  of  Willi  imsport  and  Lafayette,  in  the  county  of  Wil- 
liams, to  some  proper  poini  on  the  Indiana  State  line,  in  the  direction  of 
Michigan  city,  in  the  State  of  Indiana;  which  company  shall  have  all  the 
rights,  privileges  and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  defined 
in  the  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  passed  the 
7th  of  January,  1817,  except  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  modified  or 
changed  by  the  special  provisions  ©f  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  sixty  thousand 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
constitute  a  board  of  commissioners,  who  shall  meet  at  the  town  oif  Wil- 
liamsport, in  the  county  of  Williams,  at  such  time  as  they  shall  think  fit, 
and  proceed  to  organize  the  said  company,  and  to  take  order  for  the  open- 
ing of  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  agreeably  to  the  second  section 
of  the  said  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  commissioners  receiving  subscriptions  of  stock,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  receive  lands  in  pay- 
ment of  stock,  at  such  price  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  person  sub- 
scribing and  said  commissioners;  after  the  directors  shall  have  been  elected 
they  shall  in  like  manner  have  power  to  receive  land  in  payment  of  any 
instalment  due  upon  any  stock  previously  subscribed,  and  also  in  payment 
of  any  new  stock;  said  directors  shall  also  have  power  to  receive  donations 
of  land  or  other  property;  all  titles  to  real  estate  so  received  shall  be  taken 
in  the  name  of  the  president,  directors  and  company;  and  such  real  estate 
shall  be  sold  and  conveyed  at  such  time  and  under  such  regulations  as 
said  directors  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  5.    That  so  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  the

stock  of  the  compaHj,  the  said  commissionere  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  of  said  company  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  third  section 
of  the  said  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  for  the 
election  of  seven  directors  for  the  government  of  said  company. 

Sec.  6.  That  said  company  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  persons  travelling  said  road,  tolls  for  every  ten 
miles  travel  on  said  road,  and  in  suitable  proportion  for  a  less  distance,  aa 
follows,  to  wit:  For  every  four  v^heeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one 
horse  or  other  animal,  eighteen  and  three  fourth-cents;  for  every  horse  or 
other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents:  for  every  chaise,  cart, 
gig,  or  other  two  wheeled  carriage  of  any  kind  drawn  by  one  horse  or  oth- 
er animal,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  coach,  chariot,  or  other  four 
wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse  (driver  included)  twenty- 
five  cents,  and  foi  every  horse  and  rider  six  and  a  fourth  cents;  for  every 
horse,  mule  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  two  cents; 
for  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  three-fourths  of 
one  cent;  and  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one-fourth  of  a  cent:  and

tolls  as  are  exempted  in  the  eleventh  section  of  the  general  act,  passed  Jan. 
7th,  1817,  before  mentioned,  saving  only  persons  conveying  the  public 
mails  of  the  United  States;  which  last  mentioned  persons  shall  not  pass 

free,  as  in  the  said  act  provided*

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOj  That 
so  much  of  the  State  road  surveyed  and  laid  out  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty,  from  Columbus,  in  Franklin  county,  to  Zoar  in  Dela- 
ware county,  by  Barah  Weeks  and  Nathan  Dustin,  as  is  between  Blendon 
four  corners  in  the  county  of  Franklin,  and  the  city  of  Columbus,  shall  be 
reviewed  by  Matthew  Matthews,  Francis  Stewart  and  James  Bryden  and 
shall  be  laid  out  and  established  on  such  route,  as  they  shall  deem  most 
conducive  to  the  public  good,  and  best  calculated  to  be  and  remain  part  of 
the  stage  road  from  Columbus  to  Cleveland;  which  commissioners  shall  in 
all  things  be  governed  by  the  law  defining  the  mode  of  laying  out  and  es- 
tablishing State  roads,  passed  March  14th,  1G31,and  so  much  of  said  road 
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laid  out  by  said  Weeks  and  Dustin,  as  shall  be  superseded  bj  the  road  to 
be  established  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  shall  be  vacated.

To  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  North  Union  School  Association  of 

Carroll  county,^'  passed  March  11th  1836. 

Sec.  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  said  school  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  dividend  of  all  moneys 
appropriated  by  law  for  the  use  of  Common  Schools,  that  school  district 
number  five  in  Union  township,  Carroll  county,  would  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive, and  the  secretary  of  said  corporation  shall,  in  making  the  annual 
return  of  the  white  youths  within  the  bounds  of  said  corporation,  be  gov- 
erned by  the  provisions  of  the  laws  regulating  common  schools;  and  said 
school  shall  at  all  times,  when  the  public  funds  are  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  teacher  or  teachers,  to  be  free  to  all  the  white  youth 
within  the  bounds  of  said  corporation,  between  the  age  of  four  and  twenty- 
one  years:  Provided,  That  there  shall  be  nothing  in  this  act,  (nor  the  one 
to  whioh  this  an  amendment)  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  persons  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  or  youths  living  out  of  the  bounds  of  said  corpor- 
ation, from  attending  said  school,  by  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  trustees 
thereof,  and  paying  into  the  hands  of  the  treasury  thereof,  or  securing  to  be 
paid  such  sum  or  sums,  as  may  be  required  of  them. 
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Sec.  2*  That  any  future  legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend 
or  repeal  this  act:  Provided^  Such  alteration,  amendment  or  repeal,  shall 
not  afiect  the  title  to  any  property,  real,  or  personal,  acquired  or  conveyed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment.

Making  a  special  appropriation  of  part  of  the  three  per  cent.  Fand,  in  the  county  of 

Richland. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
one  hundred  dollars  of  the  three  per  cent,  fund,  belonging  to  the  county  of 
Richland,  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  Samuel  R.  Canon  and  Chris- 
tian Snider,  of  Sandusky  township,  in  said  county,  in  improving  the  old 
Columbus  State  road,  within  the  bounds  of  Sandusky  and  Vernon  town- 
ships, in  said  county. 

Sec.  2.  That  one  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  under  the  direction 
of  Hugh  Gamble,  of  Sharon  township,  and  Jesse  Edgeington  of  Springfield 
township,  to  the  improvement  of  the  Johnstown  State  road,  in  the 
county  of  Richland. 

Sec.  3.  That  seventy-five  dollars  be  appropriated  under  the  direction 
of  Duncan  Mcbridge,  of  Monroe  township,  to  be  applied  on  the  Mohawk 
Hill,  on  the  graded  Stale  road  leading  from  Mansfield  to  New  Philadel- 
phia; and  thirty  dollars  to  be  applied  on  the  hill  west  of  Perrysville  on  said 
road,  in  Green  township,  under  the  direction  of  William  Irwin,  of  sikid 
township. 

Sec.  4.  That  seventy-five  dollars  be  appropriated  under  the  direction 
of  Edward  Hibbard  and  Thomas  McMahon,  of  Hanover  township,  to  be 
applied  on  the  hill  south-west  of  the  Clear  Fork  of  Mohican,  on  the  road 
leading  from  Wooster  to  Mount  Vernon  in  said  township. 

Sec.  5.  That  no  part  of  the  aforesaid  appropriations,  shall  be  made  un- 
less the  commissioners  of  Richland  county,  shall  be  satisfied  that  said  ap- 
propriations, would  be  for  the  general  advantage  of  said  county  of  Richland. 

Sec.  6.  That  should  any  of  the  individuals  named  in  this  bill,  refuse  to 
serve  or  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them,  then  the  commissioners  ot 
said  county  may  appoint  others  in  their  room  to  carry  into  eifect  this  act.

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To  incorporatt  tht  Town  of  Marietta. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Bomuch  of  the  Town  of  Marietta,  as  was  incorporated  by  an  act  passed 
on  the  eighth  day  of  January,  1825,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
town  of  Marietta,  in  the  county  of  Washington"  (according  to  the  plat 
thereof  recorded  in  the  Recorder's  office  of  the  county  of  Washington,  in 
vol.  7,  page  238,)  as  lies  east  of  the  Muskingum  river,  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  town  corporate;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
<*The  Town  of  Marietta;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  acquir- 
ing, receiving,  holding,  occupying  and  conveying  property,  real,  personal, 
and  mixed;  and  shall  be  competent  to  have  and  exercise  all  the  rightt| 
powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  ap« 
pertaining  and  incident  to  a  municipal  corporation.  And  the  said  Town 
shall  have  and  may  exercise  concurrent  municipal  rights  and  jurisdiction 
on  the  said  river  and  adjoining  the  said  Town,  with  the  town  of  Harmar. 
Sec.  2.  The  said  town  shall  be  divided  into  two  wards;  that  part 
thereof  which  lies  south  of  Market  Square  Run,  shall  constitute  the  first 
ward;  and  that  part  which  lies  north  of  said  run  shall  constitute  the  sec* 
ond  ward:  but  the  wards  may  be  altered,  or  increased  in  number,  at  any 
time  hereafter,  by  the  Town  Council,  with  the  assent  of  a  general  town 
meeting,  legally  assembled. 

Sec.  3.  The  government  of  thcsaid  town,  atid  the  exercise  of  itscorpa-* 
rate  powers,  shall  be  vested  in  a  Mayor,  and  a  Council,  consisting  of  three 
members  from  each  ward,  to  be  denominated  "The  Town  Council  of 
Marietta-" 

Sec.  4.  Elections  shall  be  held  in  the  several  wards,  annually,  on  the 
first  Monday  of  March,  for  the  choice  of  a  mayor  and  marshal,  and  also 
three  members  of  the  town  council  from  each  ward;  to  be  conducted  in 
the  same  manner  as  township  elections;  the  respective  members  of  the 
council  in  each  ward  being  judges  of  election.  Public  notice  of  the  hour 
and  places  of  holding  such  elections,  shall  be  given  at  least  ten  days  be- 
fore each  election,  in  such  mode  as  the  council  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  5.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town,  qualified  to  vote  for  Representa- 
tive, under  the  State  laws^  and  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  town  one 
year  next  preceding  any  election,  shall  be  voters  in  their  respective  wards. 
Sec  6.  The  mayor  and  members  of  the  council  shall  be"  householders, 
and  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors:  members  of  the  council  shall 
be  residents  of  the  ward  which  they  represent. 

Sec.  7.  The  judges  of  the  ward  elections  shall  return  the  respective 
poll  books  thereof,  without  delay,  to  the  recorder,  who  shall  within  two 
days,  after  receiving  the  same,  notify  in  writing  the  several  persons  cho- 
sen, of  their  election,  which  notices  shall  be  served  by  the  marshal. 

Sec.  8.  The  mayor  shall  preside  in  the  town  council,  but  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  a  vote;  he  shall  have  judicial  cognizance  of  all  cases  and  mat- 
ters arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  town,  and  shall  be  vested  with, 
and  inay  exercise  within  the  said  corporation  all  the  powers,  and  shall  be 
sabject  to  the  duties  and  liabilities  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  under  the 
32— L  L  . 
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laws  of  the  State;  and  his  decisions  may  be  removed  to  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  of  the  county  of  Washington,  by  appeal  or  certiomri,  in  the 
same  manner  as  those  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace:  he  may,  moreover,  be  in* 
Tasted  with  such  other  powers  and  duties,  relating  to  the  affiiirs  of  the  town, 
as  the  town  council  may  prescribe.  The  marshal  shall  be  the  ministerial 
officer  of  the  town,  vested  with  the  powers  and  subject  to  the  liabilities.aQd 
duties  of  a  constable;  and  shall  exercise  such  other  powers  and  be  subject  to 
such  other  duties  as  the  town  council  may  prescribe*  The  mayor  and  marshal 
shall  give  bonds,  with  security,  to  the  town,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  coun- 
ciit  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

See.  9.  The  town  council  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications  and  the  le* 
galityof  the  election  of  its  members;  and  shall  supply  any  vacancy  that 
mav  happen  in  the  body,  until  the  next  succeeding  annual  election;  nod 
shall  annually  appoint  a  recorder,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  shall 
be  deemed  necessary  or  expedient,  and  prescribe  their  duties  and  obliga« 
tions,  all  of  whom  shall  be  subject  to  be  removed  by  the  council  for  mis- 
conduct or  inability  to  perform  their  respective  duties.  The  council  shall 
have  power  to  make,  ordain,  and  publish,  such  ordinances,  by-laws,  and  re- 
gulations, not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
and  of  this  State,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  the  health,  safety, 
cleanliness,  convenience,  morals,  and  government  of  the  town  and  the  in- 
habitants thereof;  to  supply  all  vacancies  in  office,  till  the  next  regular 
period  of  election  or  appointment;  to  elect  a  chairman  to  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  mayor;  to  cause  and  authorize  the  construction  of  wharves, 
landings,  dykes,  and  levees;  to  regulate  the  landing  of  vessels,  boats,  rafts 
or  other  water  craft,  and  to  collect  wharfage  at  wharves  or  landings  made 
and  kept  in  repair  by  the  town;  to  establish  and  regulate  fire  companies; 
to  levy  and  collect  taxes  in  such  manner  as  they  may  prescribe,  not  ex- 
ceeding, in  any  one  year,  five  mills  on  the  dollar,  on  the  appraised  value 
of  all  town  lots  and  the  improvements  thereon,  and  on  all  articles  within 
the  corporation  which  are  or  may  be  subject  toState  or  county  taxes — and 
a  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  head  on  all  dogspwned  or  kept  within 
the  corporation;  to  regulate  markets;  to  license  or  prohibit  shows  and 
other  exhibitions;  to  regulate  and  improve,  and  keep  open,  unobstructed, 
and  in  repair,  the  river  banks,  landings,  and  public  commons,  and  also  all 
streets,  public  lanes,  alleys  and  passages  within  the  corporation;  To  close 
up,  or  vacate,  unnecessary  streets,  lanes,  alleys  or.  passages,  with  the  con- 
sent of  all  the  owners  of  the  lots  in  the  said  town  and  by  the  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  whole  council;  and  to  open  new  ones  with  ihfe  consent  of  the 
owners  ol  two-thirds  of  the  land  through  which  the  same  may  pass;  first 
making  due  compensation  to  such  persons  as  may  be  injured,  the  compen- 
sation, ifaxnr  to  be  valued  by  three  disinterested  citizens,  who  shall,  on  ap- 
plication of  either  party,  bo  appointed  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  for 
that  purpose,  whose  report  shall  be  entered  on  the  records  of  the  town; 
to  grade  and  pave  streets,  alleys  and  passages,  and  to  make  sidewalks;  to 
cause  the  owneis  of  lots  to  make  pavements  for  side-walks  in  front  thereof, 
whenever  the  council  shall  have  caused,at  the  expense  of  the  corporation, 
the  curb  stones,  when  necessary,  to  be  placed,  the  ground  graded  and  pre- 
pared for  the  pavement,  and  the  pavement  or  walk  extended  across  any 
mtersecting  street  or  alley;  and  shall,  also,  have  caused  the  adjoining 
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Street  or  atlejr  to  be  turnpiked  and  gravelled;  To  borrow  money  for  any 
specified  corporate  purpose,  with  the  concurrence  of  two^thirds  of  all  the 
members  of  the  council;  all  questions  thereon  being  taken  bj  yeas  and 
nays  and  recorded  on  the  journal  of  the  council:  Provided^  That  any  mo* 
lion  for  borrowing  money,  shall  have  been  made,  in  the  oouncil,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  its  adoption;  to  restrain  and  prohibit,  whenever  the 
safety  or  convenience  of  the  town  shall  require  it,  unruly  or  dangeroaa 
animals  from  running  at  large  in  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  commons,  and 
other  public  places  m  said  town;  to  license  such  coflce  houses,  ale  and 
porter  houses  and  other  houses  of  public  entertainment  as  may  be  necet* 
sary  for  the  accommodation  of  travellers,  and  to  suspend  such  licenses  on 
well  founded  complaint:  Provided,  That  nothing  contained  herein  shall  be 
so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  town  council  to  grant  licenses  to  retail 
ardent  spirits,  other  than  above  mentioned,  the  town  council  may  punish 
by  fine  (not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offence)  any  person  who  may 
retail  spirituous  liquors  without  license  and  within  the  limits  of  the  corpo- 
ration; to  appoint  and  regulate  the  duties  and  fees  of  a  town  surveyor^ 
whose  acts  and  surveys  as  such,  shall  have  the  same  validity  and  efl^ct, 
under  the  like  circumstances,  as  the  acts  and  surveys  of  the  county  sar* 
veyor  under  the  laws  of  the  State;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures,  and  penal- 
ties on  all  persons  offending  against  the  laws,  regulations  and  ordinances 
of  said  town;  and  provide  for  the  prosecution,  recovery  and  collection 
thereof. 

Sec.  10.  The  recorder  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  council;  he  shall  keep 
a  fair  record  of  all  their  proceedings,  and  of  all  ordinances,  laws,  regolationsy 
or  by-laws  by  them  passed  or  enacted;  all  of  which  shall  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  any  person  interested:  in  case  of  the  absence  or  mability  of 
the  mayor,  the  recorder  shall  perform  the  Judicial  duties  of  that  officer,  and 
shall  render  a  correct  account  of  his  proceedings  to  the  mayor  whan  be 
shall  resume  his  office* 

Sec.  11.  The  corporate  officers,  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  appointed  by  the  council,  shall,  (unless  removed,)  hold  their  respec- 
tive offices  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  chosen  or  appointed,  and 
qualified;  and  if  any  person  elected  or  appointed  to  an  office,  shall,  for 
ten  days  after  notice  of  his  election  or  appointment,  neglect  to  signify  his 
acceptance  to  the  recorder,  his  place  shall  be  deemed  vacant^  and  such  va- 
cancy supplied  by  the  council. 

Sec.  13.  If  any  person  or  persons  through  whose  land  any  new  street 
Or  alley  shall  be  laid  out,  shall  feel  injured  thereby,  such  person  or  persons 
may,  within  she  months  from  the  establishment  of  such  street  or  alley, make 
complaint  thereof  to  the  mayor,  who  shall  cause  the  case  to  be  duly  certified 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county;  and  said  court  shall  appoint 
three  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  county ,x  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  esti- 
mate and  report  to  said  court  how  much  less  valuable  such  land  or  premises  of 
the  complainant  have  been  or  will  be  made  by  the  opening  of  such  street 
or  alley;  and  the  amount  of  damages,  (if  any,)  so  assessed  shall,  with  costs* 
be  paid  to  the  complainants  by  the  town;  but  if  no  damages  shall  be  as- 
sessed by  such  freeholders,  upon  view,  the  person  complaining  shall  pay 
the  costs. 

Sec.  13.    Qn  the  third  Monday  in  February  annually,  there  shall  be  a 
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gtnend  town  mtteting  of  the  qualified  voters,  to  which  meeting  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  town  council  to  make  report  concerning  the  state  of  the 
town  and  its  finances;  and  such  meeting  shall  allow  to  the  council,  for 
their  services  the  past  year,  such  compensation  as  may  be  proper  and  ade- 
quate, upon  a  certificate  of  the  recorder  of  the  number  of  days  each  mem- 
ber shall  have  attended  the  meetings  of  the  council;  which  certificate  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  submit  to  the  meeting:  all  general  town 
meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  mayor  by  direction  of  the  council,  of  which 
at  least  ten  days^  notice  shall  be  given. 

Sec.  14.  All  laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  of  the  town  council, 
shall,  before  they  take  effect,  be  published  at  least  fifteen  days  in  some 
newspaper  printed  in  Marietta,  or  posted  in  at  least  three  public  places  in 
the  town. 

Sec.  15.  All  sales  of  town-lots,  under  authority  of  the  town  fbi  the 
the  non-payment  of  taxes,  shall  be  conformed  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  for  the  sale  of  such  lots  for 
the  non-payment  of  state  and  county  taxes. 

Sec.  16.  The  said  town  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of  Wash- 
ington county,  for  the  confinement  of  such  persons  as  may  be  convicted 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  under  the  ordinances  thereof;  and  persons 
thus  confined,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  as 
in  other  cases. 

Sec.  1 7.  If,  for  any  cause,;theielection  herein  provided  for,  to  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  in  March  next,  or  any  subsequent  annual  election  of  town 
officers,  shall  not  be  held  on  the  day  herein  appointed,  the  same  may  be 
held  on  any  subsequent  day,  upon  due  public  notice  given  by  the  mayor 
for  the  time  being. 

Sec  18.  This  act  shall  be  taken  and  received  in  all  courts,  and  by  ail 
judges,  magistrates  and  other  public  ofificers,  as  a  public  act,  and  all  print- 
ed copies  of  the  same,  which  shall  be  printed  by,  or  under  the  authority 
of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  admitted  as  good  evidence  thereof, 
without  any  other  proof  whatever. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  act,  entitled  ^' An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of 
Marietta,  in  the  county  of  Washington,''  passed  the  8th  day  of  January, 
A.  D.  1825,  and  the  ^^Act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Marietta,"  passed  the 
7th  day  of  March,  1835,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed:  Prceoided^ 
however^  That  all  ordinances,  laws  and  regulations  now  in  force,  shall  con- 
tinue and  remain  in  force,  within  the  bounds  of  this  corporation,  until  al- 
tered or  repealed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  all  rights,  dues, 
elaims,  or  responsibilities  of  said  town«  shall  continue  unimpaired;  and  all 
town  ofiicers  shall  hold  and  exercise  their  respective*offices  uptil  others 
are  elected  or  appointed  in  their  stead,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  act 
had  never  been  passed.

in  the  counties  of  Mercer  and  Dark. 

Sec.  1.  Beii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  State  Road  leading  from  Nine  Mile 
Creek,  in  Shelby  county,  westwardly,  to  intersect  the  Huntingdon  road 
at  the  state  line,  Alexander  Grant,  of  the  county  of  Mercer,  and  James 
Dunwoodie,  of  the  county  oi  Dark,  are  hereby  created  road  commission-

Sec.  %  That  in  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  commission* 
er  to  locate  the  said  road,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  county  coni* 
missioners  of  the  county  in  which  such  vacancy  shall  have  occurred.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Okio^  That 
Richard  Lord,  David  GriflSlh,  Charles  Hovt,  Oilman  Folsom,  Jun'r.  Frs. 
A.  Burrows,  N.  M.  Standart,  B.  F.  Tyler,  D.  C.  Van  Tine,  Cyrus  Wil- 
liams,  N.  C.  Baldwin,  Henry  Veits,  Charles  Winslow,  Wm.  Burton,  or 
such  of  them  and  their  associates  as  shall  become  subscribers  for  the  stock 
of  this  association,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body 
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corpotata  and  politic,  until  the  jear  I860;  to  be  known  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  ^Ohio  City  Marine  Rati- way  Company;  and  by  that  name, 
they  and  their  successors  shall  be  a  body  in  law,  capable  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  im« 
pleaded,in  all  courts  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  having  competent  jurisdiction; 
and  also  to  make,  use,  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  to  break,  alter,  and  re- 
new the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  the  said  company  shall  in  law,  be  capable  of  pur- 
chasing, receiving,  holding  and  enjoying,  and  of  granting,  selling  and  convey- 
ing any  estate  or  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  necessary  for  promoting 
the  object  of  this  corporation,  which  object  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  the 
hauline  out  and  repairing  of,  and  building  steam-boats  and  other  water 
craft,  tor  the  commerce  and  navigation  of  the  lakes,  and  of  the  canals;  en-> 
gines  and  cars  for  the.use  of  rail-roads,  and  for  this  purpose,  shall  have  pow- 
er to  build,  erect,  establish,  and  put  in  operation,  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Cuyahoga  river,  and  in  Ohio  City,  in  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  onq  or  moro 
rail-ways,.of  sufficient  length  and  capacity  for  that  purpose  on/y,  a  ship 
yard,  and  all  such  erection  and  machinery  as  may  be  necessary  and  conven- 
ient to  carry  into  complete  and  successful  operation,  the  foregoing  object. 

Sec.  2.  That  until  the  first  Monday  in  March  1838,  the  thirteen  per- 
sons named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  directors  of  this  corpo- 
ration, who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president, 
who  shall  be  chosen  from  their  own  body,  and  also  a  sec^retary  and  such

Sec.  3^.  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  1838,  and  on  the  first 
Monday  of  March,  in  each  succeeding  year,  the  stockholders  shall  meet 
at  such  place  in  Ohio  City,  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  president,  who 
shall  cause  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in

Sec.  4.  That  the  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to 
make  and  execute,  alter  and  repeal,  all  such  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  reg- 
ulation of  the  concerns  of  said  company,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and 
constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  as  they  may  deem  necessrry  and  expe- 
dient. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each;  and  the  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be  open-

To  incorporate  the  Maumee  and  Indiana  Rail  Road  Com{)any. 

Sec.  1.  J5e  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohiot  That 
Horatio  Conant,  R.  A*  Forsyth,  Oscar  White^  James  Woolcott.  Hiram 
Steel,  Robert  Gower,  Eber  Wilson,  James  Kinney,  Charles  C.  P.  Hunt, 
Levi  Beebee,  and  John  E.  Hunt,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may 
hereafter  become  associated  with  them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed, their  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a 
body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  *'The  Maumee  and  Indiana^Rail  Road 
Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in 
law  to  purchase,  hold,  and  enjoy,  and  retain  to  them,  and  their  successors, 
such  lands,,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary 
to  enable  said  company  to  complete  said  road^  or  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
ing tbll  gates  or  other  necessary  building  thereon,  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be 
answered,  defend  and  be  defended ;  and  also  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  the  same  to  alter,  break,  or  renew,  at  pleasure-,  and  they 
shall  be,  and  arc  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  which 
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are  necessary  to  carry  into  effe'ct  the  objects  of  this  association;  and  if  ei- 
ther of  the  persons  named  in  this  section  shall  die,  refuse  or  neglect  to  ex- 
ercise the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties,  hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  remaining  persons  hereinbefore  named,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
to  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacan- 
cies, so  oAen  as  the  same  shall  occur. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  nrc  hereby  empowered  to  cause  such 
examination  and  survey  to  be  made  between  the  town  of  Maumee,  to  the 
point  where  the  Sandusky  City  and  Toledo  rail  road  shall  nearest  approach 
saidMaumee,  or  some  other  point  on  said  rail  i*oad,  not  more  than  fifteen 
miles  distant  from  the  town  of  Maumee,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  ascertain 
the  most  advantageous  route  whereon  to  construct  a  rail  road,  and  shall 
cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  probable  cost  thereof  for  each  mile 
separately,  and  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  invested 
with  the  right  to  construct  a  rail  road,  with  one  or  more  railways  or  tracks, 
from  the  town  of  Maumee  aforesaid,  to  some  point  op  the  SandaskyCity  and 
Toledo  rail  road,  within  the  distance  aforesaid,where  it  shall  be  most  suitable 
to  unite  with  the  same;  that  said  road  shall  not  in  any  way  interfere  with 
the  construction  of,  or  the  passage  of  boats  upon  the  Maumee  canal. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each;  ten  dollars  on  each  share  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  the 
survivors  of  them,  are  authorized  to  open  books  for  receiving  subscription 
to  the  capital  slock  of  such  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  such 
subscription;  which  books  shall  be  opened  within  one  year  from  the  pass- 
ing of  this  act,  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  giving 
twenty  days'  notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  of  Lucas, 
and  in  such  other  place  or  places  as  may  be  thought  advisable,  of  the  time 
and  place,  or  times  and  places,  of  opening  said  books:  Provided^  however^ 
That  if  the  publisher  of  any  newspaper  printed  in  said  county,  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  print  such  notice,  then  the  i-equired  notice  shall  be  published, 
by  affixing  the  same  to  the  door  of  the  court  house  in  said  county,  at  least 
twenty  days  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  said  books;  and  said  books  shall 
be  left  open  at  least  ten  days. 

Sec.  5.  That  as  soon  as  said  stock,  or  twenty  thousand  dollars  thereof, 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  the  same  num- 
ber thereof,  as  shall  have  given  the  notice  required,  shall  give  like  notice 
for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  some  time,  at  least 
thirty  days  thereafter,  and  at  some  place  within  the  said  county  of  Lucas; 
and  if,  at  such  time  and  place,  the  holders  of  one  half  or  more  of  said  stock 
subscribed  shall  attend,  either  in  person  or  byHawful  proxy,  they  shall  pro^ 
ceed  to  choose  from  the  stockholders,  by  ballot,  seven  directors,  each  share 
of  capital  stock  entitling  the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at  such  election,  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  those  appointed  by  its  pro- 
visions to  fill  vacancies  which  may  have  occurred,  or  any  three  of  them,  if 
no  more  be  present,  shall  be  inspectors  of  such  election,  and  shall  certify  in 
writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  what  persons  are  elected 
directors;  and  if  two  or  more  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  such  inspec- 
tors shall  determine,  by  lot,  which  of  them  shall  be  dh^cctor  or  directors,  to 
o«5— "1^  Lj. 
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complete  the  number  required,  and  shall  certify  the  same  in  like  manner: 
and  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first 
meeting  of  directors;  at  which  meeting  seven  shall  foriti  a  board  competent 
to  transact  all  business  of  the  company;  and  thereafter  a  new  election  of 
directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  stockhol- 
ders, at  their  first  meeting,  shall  appoint;  and  if  the  stockholders  shall,  at 
their  first  meeting,  fail  to  appoint  the  d^y  of  such  election,  then  it  shall  be 
holden  in  the  succeeding  year,  on  the  same  day  of  the  same  month  on 
which  said  first  election  was  holden,  unless  the  same  should  be  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  in  which  case  it,  shall  be  holden  on  the  day  next  succeeding; 
and  if  no  election  be  made  on  the  day  appointed,  said  company  shall  not 
be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  made  at  any  time  appointed  by  the 
by-laws  of  snid  company;  and  directors  chosen  at  any  eleotion,  shall  re- 
main directors  until  others  are  chosen;  and  directors  chosen  at  any  elec- 
tion shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  choose  of  their  own  number,  one 
person  to  be  president,  and  another  to  be  treasurer  of  such  company,  and 
another  to  be  secretary  of  said  company,  and  from  time  to  time  may  choose 
such  other  officers  as  by  their  by-laws  they  may  designate  as  necessary: 
Praoided^  No  person  shall  be  a  director  of  such  company,  who  is  not  a 
citizen  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  directors  may  require  payment  of  the  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock,  at  such  times,  in  such  proportions,  and  on  such  occasions 
as  they  shall  deem  fit,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  all  previous  payments 
thefeon  or  otherwise:  Providedy  They  shall  never  require  the  payment  to 
be  made  at  any  place  out  of  the  counties,  through  which  said  road  shall 
pass,  and  such  directors  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  appointed 
time  of  such  required  payment,  give  notice  thereof,  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  for  giving  notice  ^Ji  the  opening  of  the 
books  of  subscription  for  the  stock  of  said  company. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make 
from  time  to  time,  all  needful  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws,  touching  the 
business  of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracks  or  rail- 
ways upon  said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  and  the  description  of  carriages 
which  may  be  used  thereon;  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  in  which 
passengers  and  goods  shall  be  transported  thereon,  and  the  manner  of  col- 
lecting tolls  for  such  transportation,  and  to  fix  penalties  for  the  breach  of 
any  such  rule  or  regulation,  or  by-laws,  and  to  direct  the  mode  and  condi- 
tion of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  company;  and  penalties  provided  for 
by  said  by-laws,  may  be  sued  for  by  any  person  authorized  thereto,  in  the 
name  of  said  company,  and  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  .before  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount;  and  said  company  may  erect  and 
maintain  toll  houses,  and  such  other  buildings  and  fixtures,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  those  using  said  road,  and  of  themselves,  as  they  may  deem  in 
any  way  necessary  for  their  interest  and  convenience. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  upon  any 
land,  to  survey  and  lay  down  liaid  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in 
width;  and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said 
road;  and  whenever  any  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  road,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said 
company,  and  the  owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company  as  to 
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the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  com" 
pensotion  as  aforesaid,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  minors,  insane 
persons^  or  married  women,  then  the  guardian  or  guardians  of  siich  minor 
or  minors,  and  insane  persons,  and  the  husbands  of  such  married  women, 
may  select  for  themselves  an  arbitrator,  and  the  said  company  shall  select 
one  arbitrator,  and  the  two  thus  selected  shall  take  to  themselves  a  third, 
who  shall  be  sworn  and' paid  as  arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  the  three, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  award  as  arbitrators  between  the  parties,  and 
render  copies  of  their  award  to  each  of  the  parties,  in  writing,  from  which 
award  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  coun- 
ty in  which  such  land  or  materials  may  have  been  situate;  and  in  all  cases 
where  compensation  shall,  in  any  manner,  be  claimed  for  lands,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  arbitrators  and  court  to  estimate  any  advantage  which  the 
location  and  constructing  of  said  road  may  bejto  the  complainant  for  such 
compensation;  and  the  value  of  such  advantage,  if  any,  shall  be  set  off 
against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of  said  company;  and  appeals  in  such 
cases  shall,  when  taken,  be  in  all  respects  proceeded  in  as  appeals  in  other 
oases  to  said  court,  and  brought  into  said  court,  by  filing  the  award  with 
the  clerk  of  said  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the  same  on  the 
docket  of  said  court,  setting  down  the  claimant  or  claimants  as  plaintiff, 
and  said  company  as  defendant;  and  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to 
retain,  own,  hold,  and  possess  said  materials,  to  the  use  and  occupation  of 
said  lands  as  fully  and  absolutely  as  if  the  same  had  been  granted  and  con- 
veyed to  said  company  by  deed. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  company  may  construct  the  said  rail-road  across  or 
upon  any  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if  the 
same  shall  be  necessai-y;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  road, 
highway^  stream  of  water  or  water  course  to  its  former  state,  or  in  a  suffi- 
cient manner,  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  road,  highway,  water 
or  water  course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  railway  now  or  yet  to  be  chartered,  by  law  of  tliis 
State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  ^ith  the  road  hereby  incorpora- 
ted, at  «iny  point  Which  the  directors  of  such  company  may  think  advisa- 
ble, on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  said  companies  may  respectively 
agree,  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  upon  such  terms  as  the  supreme 
court  may  in  chancery  determine. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon,  and 
the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of 
any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  railway,  any  sum  not 
exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize  or  property  of 
any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  per  ton  for  toll;  five  cents  on  a  ton  per  mile 
for  transportation,  on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any 
description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each 
passenger. 

Sec.  13.  That  all  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may,  with  suita- 
ble and  proper  carriages,  use  and  travel  upon  the  said  road;  always  sub- 
ject, however,  to  such  rules-  and  regulations,  as  said  company  are  author- 
ized to  make,  by  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 
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Sec.  13.  That  if  proceedings  be  not  had  under  this  act)  within  three 
years  from  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  if  said  road  be  not  completed  with- 
in ten  y^ars  thereafter,  then  the  same  to  be  void,  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  14.  That  so  soon  as  the  aipount  of  tolls  accruing  and  received  for 
the  use  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  exceed  five  per  centum,  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in^ 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  the 
directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  profits  among 
the  stockholders,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no  contin- 
gent or  accumulating  fund  exceeding  one  per  centum  of  the  profits  of  said 
company,  shall  remain  undivided  for  more  than  six  months. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in 
any  way  spoil,  injure,  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or  any 
thing  belonging  or  incident  thereto,  or  any  material  to  be  used  in  the  con- 
struction thereof;  or  any  buildings^  fixtures,  or  carriages,  erected  or  con- 
structed for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof;  such  person  or  persons  shall 
each  be  liable  for  every  such  pfience,  to  treble  the  de^mages  sustained 
thereby,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
of  that  amount. 

Sec.  16.  That  when  it  shall  be  necessary  in  the  construction  of  said 
road  to  pass  through  the  lands  of  any  individual,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  company,  to  provide  for  such  individual  proper  wagon  ways  across 
said  road,  from  one  part  of  his  farm  to  s^nother,  and  oil  failure  or  neglect 
of  said  company  without  delay,  to  provide  such  wagon  ways,  it  shall  be  lia- 
ble to  such  individual,  in  double  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  such 
neglect. 

Sec.  17.  That  free  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State 
or  the  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  law  of  this  State, to  cross 
this  road  with  any  other  road:  Provided,  That  in  crosssing,  no  injury  shall 
be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  if  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall,  after  the  expiration 
of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision  by  law  for 
the  repayment  to  said  company,  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  the 
construction  of  said  road,  together  with  all  monies  expended  by  them  for 
necessary  permanent  fixtures,  at.  the  time  of  purchase  for  the  use  of  said 
road,  with  an  advance  of  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon;  then  said  road  with  all  fix- 
tures and  appurtepances,  shall  vest  in  and  become  the  property  of  the 
State,  of  which  cost  an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  and  submitted  to 
the  General  Assembly,  dulv  attested  by  the  oaths  of  the  officers  of  said 
company,  when  the  General  Assembly  shall  demand  the  same. 

Sec.  19.  That  whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature,  of  this  State  may  im- 
pose sucb  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends,  as  may  be 
assessed  on  other  rail-road  companies.

Sec.  I*  Beil  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Shadrach  Michel),  Woodman  Okeyi  and  William  Johnson,  of  the  county 
of  Monroe,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be,  to  proceed  sometime  during  the  months  of  June  and  July  next, 
to  view  and  appraise  school  section  sixteen,  in  township  number  four,  range 
number  six,  in  said  county  of  Monroe,  except  the  east  half  of  the  north- 
east quarter  of  said  section:  Praoided,  That  the  inhabitants  (^  said  origi- 
nal surveyed  township  shall  have  given  their  assent  to  the  sale  of  such 
part  of  said  section,  in  the  manner  pointed  out  in  the  act  entitled  *'An  act 
to  provide  for  the  sale  of  section  sixteen,  granted  by  Congress  for  the  use 
of  schools,'^  passed  January  29,  1827,  with  the  exception  that  the  votes 
for  and  against  the  sale  of  such  part  of  said  section,  shall  be  counted  on 
the  last  Saturday  of  May  next. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  said  commissioners  deem  it  necessary,  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  take  to  their  assistance  the  county  surveyor  of  Monroe  coun- 
ty, who,  under  their  direction,  shall  make  such  surveys  and  plats  as  may

terest on  the  purchase  money  to  be  paid  annually,  into  the  treasury  of  said 
county,  for  the  use  of  schools  in  such  original  surveyed  township:  Provi" 
dedj  No  lot  or  parcel  of  said  land  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  the  appraised 
value  thereof,  as  returned  by  said  commissioners:  Andpromdedfurthery  That 
in  case  any  purchaser  at  the  first  sale  shall  fail  to  make  payment  of  the 
sum  by  him  bid  therefor,  said  land  shall  not  be  sold  at  any  subsequent  sale 
for  less  than  was  bid  therefor  at  the  first  sale,  with  interest  thereon. 

Sec.  4*  That  the  auditor  of  said  county  shall,  on  the  sale  of  any  paM 
or  parcel  of  said  school  section  being  made,  as  aforesaid,  make  to  the  pur 
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governor)  who,  on  the  receipt  thereof,  may  make  a  deed  or  deeds  of  said 
lands  and  delivei:  the  same  to  said  purchaser  or  purchasers,  and  shall  take 
from  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  a  mortgage  on  the  said  lands  so 
sold,  as  aforesaid,  together  with  a  bond,  in  the  penalty  of  at  least  the  amount 
of  such  purchase  money,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  the  accep- 
tance of  the  governor  as  additional  security,  which  mortgage  and  bond 
shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of,  and  payable  to  the  county  treasurer  of  the

Sec.  7.  That  said  commissioners,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  said 
office,  shall  take  an  oath,  before  some  proper  officer,  to  faithfully  and  im- 
partially discharge  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  should 
either  of  said  commissioners  die,  refuse  to  serve,  or  such  office  of  commis- 
sioner in  any  other  way  become  vacant^  the  county  commissioners  of  Mon* 
loe  county  are  authorized  to  fill  such  vacancy.

Sec.  1.     Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  ofOkio^  That 

Samuel  Findley,  Andrew  Isaacs,  Robert  Polk,  Wallace,  John 

McFarland,  Milton  Green,  Turner  G.  Brown,  Otho  Brashear,  Alexander 
Alexander,  Robert  Campbell,  William  Kernahan,*  and  Henry  Savage,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  .politic,  with  perpetual 
succession  by  the  name  of  "The  Philomathean  Literary  Institute  of  An- 
trim," and  by  that  name  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  to  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  of

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vie  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  in  be- 
half of  the  Stale,  to  construct  a  drain  or  ditch,  in  Butler  county,  com- 
mencing at  or  near  the  Big  Pond  on  the  east  side  of  the  Miami  canal; 
thence  down  the  valley  of  Mill  Creek,  so  far,  and  of  such  width  and 
depth,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  draining  certain 
lands  that  have  been  overflowed  by  the  construction  of  said  canal;  and 
the  said  Board  are  hereby  authorized  to  expend  the  sum  of  three  thousand, 
five  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Canal  Fund,  if 
so  much  shall  be  necessary  for  making  said  drain:  Provided^  however,  That 
if,  on  further  examination,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  be  of  opinion, 
that  the  sum  hereby  authorized  will  be  insufficient  to  complete  the  work 
proposed,  then,  in  that,  case,  such  further  sum  as  they  shall  deem  ne- 
cessary for  its  oompleiion,  shskll  be  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  to  the  satis- 
faetion  of  said  Board,  by  those  who  may  be  interested  m  said  improve- 
ment, before  any  expenditure  shall  bo  made  on  behalf  of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  not  commence  the  work 
until  the  owners  of  the  lands  at  locks  number  17  and  18,  on  the  Miami 
canal,  shall  first  have  conveyed  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  by  general  warrantee 
deed,  a  sufficient  quantitv  of  land,  at  each  lock,  for  the  profitable  us^  of 
the  surplus  water;  and  tor  the  land  so  conveyed,  the  owners  shall  not  be

That  Christian  DeardorfT,  and  his  associates,  v^'ho  have  hereto- 
fore contributed,  or  may  hereafter  contribute  to  the  stock  of  said  compa- 
ny, for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  deficiency  of  funds,  after  the  disburse- 
ment of  the  subscriptions  and  donations  intended  to  construct  a  free  bridge 
at  t)over,  in  Tuscarawas  county,  may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
assume  the  corporate  name  mentioned  in  said  act,  and  to  use  and  enjoy  all 
the  privileges  by  said  act  intended  to  be  conferred  on  Christian  Deardorff* 
and  Jesse  Slingluf?',  and  their  associates. 

Sec.  3.  That  so  soon  as  said  company  shall  have  realized  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars,  together  with  interest  on  that  sum  from  the  time  of 
the  expenditure  thereof  in  completing  said  biidge,  or  of  the  advancement 
of  any  part  or  parts  thereof  for  that  purpose,  over  and  above  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  colleciing  and  managing  the  same,  then,  and  in  that  case, 
the  right  of  the  said  Christian  Deardorff^  and  his  associates,  and  all  other 
persons,  to  take  tolls  at  said  bridge,  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  the 
said  bridge  shall  thenceforth  be  free  for  all  persons  whatever,  to  pass  free 
of  tolls.

That  all  persons  who  have  heretofore  subscribed  to  the  erec- 
tion of  the  said  bridge  with  a  view  to  the  making  of  the  same  a  free  bridge^ 
shall  have  the  privilege  for  themselves,  their  families,  hirelings,  teams,  car- 
riages, and  cattle,  of  every  description,  to  pass  the  same  free  of  toll.

Fof  the  sale  of  certain  School  Lands  ii^  WashiDgton,  Meigs  and  Gallia  eounties. 

Whereas,  A  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  fractional  township  number  one, 
in  the  ninth  range  of  the  Ohio  Company's  Purchase,  has  been  presented 
to  this  General  Assembly,  setting  forth,  that  under  a  special  act  of  Con- 

?^re8S,  they  are  entitled  to  three  sundry  tracts  of  land,  which  were  granted 
or  school  purposes,  to  wit:  One  tract  which  contains  eighty  acres,  in  sec- 
tion eight,  of  the  thir4  township  and  tenth  range,  in  Washington  county; 
one  othet  tract  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  in  the  eleventh  section,  of 
the  seventh  township, in  the  fourteenth  range,  in  Meigs  county;  and 
eighty  acres,  in  the  eighth  section  of  the  fifth  township,  in  the  fourteenth 
range,  in  Gallia  county:  And  whereas,  They  the  said  petitioners,  pray 
for  authority  to  sell  the  same,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  aforesaid  township  shall  give  their  assent  thereto,  in  the  manner 
and  form  at  present  prescribed  by  law,  regulating  the  sale  of  other 
school  lands  within  this  State.     Therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Ephraim  Cutler,  George  Dana,  and  Willliam  R.  Browning,  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Washington  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  proceed  some  time  during  the  months  of  May, 
June,  or  July  next,  to  view  and  appraise  the  three  above  recited  tracts  of 
land:  Provided,  That  previous  thereto,  the  sale  of  said  lands  shall 
have  been  voted  for,  agreeable  to  the  statute  now  in  force  authorizing  the 
sale  of  school  lands  within  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  commissioners  may,  if  they  deem  it  necessary, 
take  to  their  assistance,  the  county  surveyor,  of  either  Washington  or  Meigs, 
or  Gallia  counties,  who  under  their  direction,  shall  make  such  surveys  and 
plats  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  full  and  correct  performance  of  the  duties 
required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  said  surveyor  and  commissioners  shall 
each  receive,  for  their  respective  services,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
day  for  each  day  they  or  either  of  them,  may  be  necessarily  employed  in 
said  service,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  Washington  county,  out  of  the 
first  moneys  by  him  received  from  the  sale  of  said  lands  hereinafter  provided. 
Sec.  3.  That  so  soon  as  the  surveys  and  plats  of  the  said  lands  are 
made  as  aforesaid,  (if  the  same  is  deemed  necessary,)  the  commissioners 
may  cause  the  same  to  be  divided  into  eighty  or  forty  acre  lots,  if  they  con- 
siderthe  same  expedient;  but  they  shall  either  deliveror  cause  to  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  auditor  of  Washington  county  a  regular  certificate  of  the  sur- 
vey, with  a  plat  of  the  tract  so  surveyed  in  said  county,  together  with  tht 
appraised  value  of  the  said  tract,  and  if  divided  into  forty  acre  lots,  then 
the  vnlue  of  each  lot  separately;  the  said  commissioners  shall  observe  and 
perform  the  same  duties  with  regard  to  the  tract  of  land  in  Meigs  county; 
they  shall  observe  likewise  and  perform  similar  duties  with  regard  to  the 
tract  of  land  in  Gallia  county;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditors  of 
Washington,  Meign  and  Gallia  counties,  respectively,  on  receiving  the  cer- 
tificate and  plats  aforesaid,  (should  a  survey  and  plats  be  made,)  to  give  at 
least  thirty  days  notice,  by  udvertisemenu  set  up  in  five  of  the  most  pub- 
lic places  in  their  respective  counties,  or  in  some  newspaper  of  general  cir- 
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•ulation  therein,  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale  *,  and  pursuant  to  such  notice, 
each  auditor  shall,  between  the  hours  of  ten  o'cloc'k*  A.  M.  and  4  o'clock 
P.  M .  (at  the  door  of  the  court-house  in  which  the  land  thu8  exposed  for 
sale  may  lie,)  proceed  to  sell  the  said  lands  to  the  highest  bidder,  on  a  cred- 
it of  not  less  than  five  years,  nor  more  than  ten  years,as  the  commissioners 
may  direct,  selling  said  lands  in  lots  or  parcels  as  returned  by  said  com- 
missioners, continuing  the  sale  from  day  to  day  if  necessary;  but  no  lot  or 
parcel  of  the  said  land  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  the  appraised  value  there- 
of, as  returned  by  the  said  commissioners:  And  provided^  That  in  case 
any  purchaser,  at  the  first  sale  shall  fail  to  make  payment  of  the  sum  by  him 
bid  therefor,  said  land  shall  not  be  sold  at  any  subsequent  sale,  for  less  than 
Tyas  bid  therefor  at  the  first  sale  with  interest  thereon. 

Sec»  4*  The  auditor  of  the  county  wherein  the  land  may  lie  which  is 
i^ld  as  above,  shall  givie  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  a  certificate  of  such 
purchase,  dirjscted  to  the  Governor,  who  on  the  receipt  thereof,  may  make 
a  deed  or  deeds  of  said  lands  and  deliver  the  same  to  said  purchaser  or 
purchasers,  or  their  legal  representatives,  and  take  from  such  purchaser  or 
purchasers,  or  their  legal  representatives,  a  bond  or  bonds  secured  by  mort- 
gage of  the  land  purchased,  made  payable  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county 
of  Washington,  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money,  with  inters 
est  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum;  the  interest  to  be  paid 
annually  to  the  county  treasurer  of  Washington  county,  to  be  applied  to 
the  use  of  the  common  schools  of  the  aforesaid  original  surveyed  township^ 
and  to  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatever,  except  as  hereinafter  provided 
for,  and  each  auditor  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  all  certificates  he  \% 
compelled  to  make  under  this  act  fifty  cents,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money 
that  may  come  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  Washington  county, 
under  the  provisions  ot  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  said  lands,  when 
received,  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  and  credited  to  the  common 
school  fund,  for  the  benefit  of  the  original  surveyed  township  aforesaid, 
the  treasurer  of  Washington  county  deducting  therefrom  one  per  centon  all 
moneys  by  him  received  under  this  act,  and  for  every  hundred  words  by 
him  written  in  discharge  of  his  duties,  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  to  the 
recorders  of  deeds  in  this  State. 

Sec.  6.  That  before  entering  on  the  duties  hereby  assigned  to  them, 
the  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  take  an  oatli  or  afiirmation  before  some 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  or  a  J  ustice  of  the  Peace  in  any  of  the 
counties  aforesaid,  to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  re- 
quired of  them  by  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  Should  any  of  the  above  named  commissioners  die,  remove,  or 
refuse  to  serve,  thereby  creating  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  then,  and  in  that 
ease,  any  two  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  Washing-^ 
ton  county  are  hereby  authorized  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies.

To  ineorpomtethe  Huron  Stone  Company. 

Sec.  !•  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Xli  S.  Barnum,  Ebenezer  Warner,  Eli  S.  Judson,  Theodore  B.  Botsford, 
William  Andrews  aad  Charles  P.  Judson,  together  with  such  other  pep- 
sons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
icoDStituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  for  the  termof  twenty  years,  un- 
der the  name  and  style  of  ^^The  Huron  Stone  Company,"  and  by  that  name 
•shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being 
sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and  defending,  and 
being  .answered  and  defended,  in  ail  courts  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State 
or  elsewhere,  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter,  breaks 
or  renew  at  pleasure.  They  shall  be  capable  of  holding,  acquiring  and 
transferring  in  their  corporate  name,  pny  property,  real,  personal,  or 
"mixed. 

Sec*  3.  That  the,  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty  thonsand 
dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  upon: 
each  of  which  shares,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioners  named  ia 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  such  of  them  as  shall  attend  at  the  place  and 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  for  subscribing  to  said  capital  stock 
the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  in  such  moneys  or  good  securities  as  the  said 
icommissioners  may  require. 

Sec*  3.  That  the  said  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them  mentioned 
•in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  may  meet  at  the  house  of  Eli  S.  Judson,  on 
the  last  Saturday  in  April  next,  atone  o'clock  P.  M.,  or  at  any  subsequent 
<day  thereafter,  by  giving  notice  thereof,  at  least  three  weeks  previous  to 
the  time  of  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capi* 
.tal  stock  of  said  company,  and  if  at  any  snch  meeting  the  sum  often  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  be  subscribed  thereto,  as  required  in  the  second  section 
of  this  act,,  the  stockholders  shall  then  and  there  forthwith  proceed  to  elect 
one  president,  one  secretary,  and  three  directors  of  said  company  from  their 
body;  each  share  of  said  capital  stock  entitling  the  holder  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  the  company  aforesaid,  shall  be  organized, 
they  are  hereby  vested  with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  single  rail 
road,  or  way,  from  the  stone  quarries  on  lots  number  five,  six,  seven  and 
twelve,  in  the  first  section  of  Vermillion  township,  in  the  county  of  Hiiron> 
to  the  mouth  of  said  river,  or  to  any  navigable  water  on  or  adjoining  Yen- 
million  river,  which  may  be  navigable  ^r  scows  or  small  boats,  for  the 
purpose  of  takins  and  transporting  stone  and  other  articles  from  the  points 
above  mentioned,  to  or  near  the  mouth  of  said  river,  by  the  force  of  steamy 
mechanical  or  other  power,  or  a  combination  of  them,  which  the  said  cor- 
poration may  choose  to  employ* 

Sec.  5.  That  the  president,  directors  and  secretary  of  said  conypaDy, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  are  invested  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  which 
may  be  necessary  for  the  location,  construction  and  repair  of  such  road  or 
roads  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width,  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks 
as  said  president,  directors  and  secretary  may  deem  necessary;  and  they 
or  their  9gent,  or  those  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  making  any  part 
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of  said  road,  maj  enter  upon  and  use  and  excavate  any  land  which  may  be 
wanted  for  the  site  of  said  road,  or  for  any  other  purposes  necessary  and 
useful  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road  or  its  works;  and  that 
they  may  build  bridges,  lay  rails,  may  take  and  use  any  earth,  timber^ 
gravel,  stone,  or  other  materials  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  construc- 
tion or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road  or  any  of  its  works,  and  may  make 
and  construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  con- 
struction of  said  road:  Provided^  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  pro- 
perty thus  entered  upon,  taken  or  used  for  the  construction  or  repairing  of 
said  road,  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  indemnity  and  remedies  of  compensa- 
tion as  is  provided  for  in  the  acts  of  incorporation  of  this  State,  for  the  con- 
struction and  repair  of  rail  roads. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  company  are  authorized  to  take  such  releases  of 
land,  stone,  timber,  and  other  materials  necessary  for  the  construction,  lo- 
cation, and  fepair  ot  said  road,  from  the  owner  or  owners,  as  they  by  their 
by-laws  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  7.  That  whenever  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  so  to  construct  the 
said  rail  road  across  such  established  road  or  way  as  not  to  impede  the 
passage  or  transportation  of  pereons  or  property  along  the  same,  or  when 
it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual,  ii  shall  also 
be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual,  proper  wagon  ways  across  said 
road,  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  the  other,  without  delay;  and  if  said 
company  should  neglect  to  provide  proper  wagon  ways  across  said  road^ 
as  required  in  this  section,  said  company  shall  be  liable  to  such  individuals 
in  double  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  such  neglect. 

That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  on  the 
last  Saturday  of  April,  annually,  at  such  place  as  the  president  and  direc- 
tors of  said  company  shall  direct,  by  notice  published  in  some  paper  in 
general  circulation,  in  said  county,  which  notice  shall  be  published  at  least 
three  weeks  previous  to  the  time  of  meeting,  at  which  time  they  shall 
elect  one  president,  three  directors,  and  one  secretary,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  said  company,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected,  unless  they  are,  during  said  term,  dismissed  from 
office,  as  is  hereinafter  provided.  Meetings  may  be  also  called  at  any 
time  during  the  interval  between  the  said  annual  meetings,  by  the  presi- 
dent, directors,  and  secretary,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockhold- 
ers owning  at  least  ono  fourth  of  the  stock  subscribed,  upon  giving  at  least 
ten  days  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same;  and  when 
any  such  meetings  are  called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify 
the  particular  object  of  the  call,  and  if  at  any  such  meeting,  a  majority  in 
value  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  are  not  present  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  such  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from  tim^  to  tirtTe  without  trans- 
acting any  business,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three  days,  and  if  within 
said  three  days,  stockholders  holding  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock  sub* 
scribed,  do  not  thus  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved;  ttndthey  may 
at  such  annual  or  other  meetings,  as  the  president,  directors  and  secretary 
may  at  any  of  their  meetings,  make  all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
which  they  may  deem  needful  and  proper,  Hot  inconsissent  witii  the  cod- 
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datermine  the  manner  of  evidence  which  shall  be  necessary  for  the  trans* 
fer  of  stock,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  remainder,  after  the  first  instal- 
ment, shall  be  paid:  Provided^  Such  balance  shall  not  be  called  for  in  instal- 
ments exceeding  ten  per  cent,  on  the  amount  subscribed,  notice  having 
been  first  given  of  the  same,  for  at  least  thirty  days;  should  there  be  any 
of  said  stockholders  who  should  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  amount  from 
them  doe,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  from  the  day  of  payment  set  in  such 
notice,  then  the  said  company  may  sell  at  public  sale,  after  having-given  ten 
days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  so  many  shares  of  stock  belonging 
to  said  delinquent  stockholder  as  the  president,  directors  and  secretary,  or  a 
majority  of  them  may  deem  proper;  and  after  adjusting  and  balancing  the 
accounts  of  said  delinquent  stockholder,  they  shall  pay  over  to  him  on  de- 
mand, the  balance,  if  any,  which  may  be  due  him. 

Sec.  9.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  said  company,  or  the 
stockholders  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  directors  and 
secretary  in  office  for  the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct 
statement  of  the  affairs  of  said  company,  and  that  at  any  called  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  of  said  company,  a  majority  of  those  present,  or  by  proxy, 
may  require  similar  statements  from  the  president,  directors  and  secretary, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  them  when  thus  required;  and  at  all  gen-

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OXto,  That 
Kobert  Wallace,  Samuel  Wilson,  B.  Waddle,  Daniel  McLane,  Andrevr 
Lorimer,  John  Jamison,  John  McKinnej,  John  Hull  and  William  Findley, 
together  with  such  other  persons  as  mtiy  hereafter  be  associated  with* 
them,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Semirtary  of  learning,  at  or  near 
the  town  of  New  Concord,  in  the  countj  of  Muskingum,  be,  and  they  are' 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  succession,  by  the  name 
mod  style  of  ^the  Muskingum  College,"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  compe^ 
tent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  answer  and 
be  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  to  acquire,  possess 
avd  enjoy,  by  devise,  gift,  grant  or  otherwise,  property,  both  real  and  per* 
sonal,  and  may  sell,  convey  and  dispose  of  the  same:  Provided^  That  the 
annual  income  of  said  institution,  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  institution  shall  be  tinder  the  management  of 
nine  directors,  with  power  to  increase  the  same  to  fifteen,  who  shall  be 
elected  triennially;  and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
shall  be  directors,  until  the  first  annual  election,  which  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  in  October,  1837;  and  any  six  of  said  Board  shall  constitute* 
aquonim  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  institution,  said  Board 
of  directors  to  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  Notice  of  an  election  shall  be  given  in  some  newspaper  of  gen^ 
erai  circulation  in  the  county  of  Muskingum,  at  least  three  weeks  previous 
to  holding  the  same. 

Sec%  3.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  form  a  constitution, 
to  adopt  by-laws  for  its  government,  to  prescribe  the  number  and  title  of 
its  officers,  and  to  appoint  such  professors,  teachers,  domestics,  &c.  as  they 
may  think  necessary  for  the  well  being  of  said  institution,  and  to  prescribe 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  efficient  hnanagement  of  the  same,  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient:  Provided,  That  the  constitution,  by-laws  and 
regulations  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  consistent  with  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State.

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  said  company  shall  have  erected  and  comple* 
ted  cteiid  bridge  in  a  substantial  manner,  of  proper  width,  and  in  other  res- 
pects of  sufficient  strength  and  dimensions,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  safe  pas- 
sage  of  passengers,  teams  and  carriages  of  the  Usual  descriptions,  within 
three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  they  shall  from  the  completion  of 
said  bridge,  as  aforesaid,  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  this  act.

for  each  head  of  neat  cattle,  one  cent;  andfor  each  head  of  sheep  or  hogs, 
one-half  of  a  cent:  Provided^  That  all  public  mails,  expresses,  and  passen- 

5|ers,  which  are  exempt,  or  may  hereafter  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
erriages,  and  all  troops  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  with  their 
artillery,  baggage  and  stores;  all  persons  going  to,  or  returning  from  public

Whenever  one  hundred  shares  of  the  stock  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  subscribed,  the  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  given  to  each 
stockholder,  at  least  ten  days  notice,  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting 
of  said  stockholders;  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  the  stockholders 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall  choose  three  directors,  being  stockhold- 
ers of  said  corporation,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  transact 
business;  anew  election  ot  directors  shall  be  held  annually, at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  stockholders,  at  their  first,  or  some  subsequent  meeting, 
shall  direct;  the  directors  shall,  at  some  of  their  meetings,  choose  out  of 
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their  number,  one  penon  to  be  president,  and  also  to  appoint  a  secretary 
and  treasurer. 

Sec.  5.  The  directors  may  continue  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the 
stock,  until  three  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed. 

Sec.  6.  The  directors  may  demand  from  the  stockholders,  respectively^ 
all  such  sums  of  money  by  them  subscribed,  at  such  times  and  in  such  pro- 
portion as  they  may  think  proper,  giving  thirty  days  notice,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  forfeiting  their  respective  shares,  and  all  previous  payments,  not  im- 
pairing thereby  the  right  of  enforcing  the  payments  of  said  subscriptions 
oy  power  of  law,  if  the  directors  shall  so  direct. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  corporation  may  erect  a  bridge  over  the  Maumee  riv- 
er at  Defiance,  in  Williams  county,  on  such  land  as  it  may  purchase  for  that 
purpose,  (or  on  a  public  street  or  road)  which  purchase,  it  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  make,  and  may  receive  the  following  tolls  for  passing  the  same, 
that  is  to  say:  For  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  two 
horses,  thirty  seven  and  a  half  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horse,  ten 
cents;  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  and  drawn  by  one  horse, 
twenty  five  cents;  every  two  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one 
horse,  fifteen  cents,  for  every  additional  horse,  ten  cents;  every  wagon, 
cart,  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  two  horses,  oxen  or  mules,  twenty  cents,  and  for 
every  additional  horse,  ox,  or  mule,  six  cents;  every  one  horse  wagon, 
sleigh,  or  cart,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  every  man  and  horse,  eight  cents; 
every  foot  passenger,  six  cents,  for  every  score  of  horses,  cattle,  or  mules, 
sixty  cents;  for  every  score  of  sheep,  or  swine,  twenty  cents,  and  in  propor- 
tion for  a  less  number;  and  said  company  shall  set  up  a  tablet  at  each  end 
of  said  bridge,  with  the  rates  of  toll  fairly  painted  thereon:  ProfvidedjO^ 
ways.  That  the  navigation  of  said  river  by  steam  boats  or  other  craft,  be 
not  impeded  or  obstructed  by  the  erection  of  such  bridge. 

Sec.  8.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  impair  or  injure  said  bridge,  he 
shall  forfeit  ten  dollarr,  and  treble  the  amount  of  damages  sustained,  to 
be  recovered,  the  penalty,  in  action  of  debt,  and  the  damage  in  trespass, 
with  double  cost;  and  if  any  person  shall  forcibly  pass  the  gate,  withont 
having  paid  the  toll,  he  shall  forfeit,  to  said  corporation,  eight  times  the 
amount  of  the  toll,  to  be  recovered  in  action  of  debt,  without  costs.

Insurance  Company,"  or  any  four  of  them, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  cause  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  to  said 
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<ioropai>y,  to  be  opened,  at  any  time  before  the  first  day  of  July  next,  and! 
to  cause  the  same  to  remain  open  for  the  subscription  for  the  space  of  sir 
months  next  thereafter,  if  the  whole  of  the  slock  created  by  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  be  not  sooner  taken.. 

Sec.  2,  That  five  dollars  shall  be  paid  on  each  share  at  the  time  of 
subscribing,  and  the  residue  shall  be  secured  either  by  mortgage  on  real 
estate,  or  personal  security,  at  their  discretion,  and  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  directors. 

Sec.  3.  That  so  much  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  as 
is  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed.

AW  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Towa  of  Carysville,  in  the  county  of  Champaign, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Adams,  in  the  county  o(  Champaign,  as  is  com- 
prised and  designated  as  the  town  of  Carysville,  and  such  plats  as  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  recorded  as  additions  thereto,  be,  and  the  same 
U  hereby  created  a  town  corporate,,  and  shall  hereafter  be  known  and  de« 
signaled  by  the  name  of  the  "Town  of  Carysville." 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shal^be  lawful  fpr  the  white  inhabitants  of  the  town, 
residing  within  the  limits  thereof,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of 
the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  some  convenient  place  in  said  towu,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  May  next,  and  on  the  firsts  Monday  in  May  annually 
thereafter,  and  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot,  one  mayor,  one 
recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  householders;  and  the  persons  so 
elected  shall  hold  their  offices  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elec- 
ted and  qualified,  and  they  shall  constitute  a  Town  CounciU 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  two 
judges  and  a  clerk  shall  be  chosen  viva  voce^  by  the  voters  present,  who 
shall  take  an  oath  or  afBrmation,  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  required 
of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections,  the  mayor  and  trus- 
tees, or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder  clerk  of  the 
election;  and  all  elections,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours 
of  ten  and  eleven,  A.  M.  and  close  at  three  o^clock,  P.  M.  of  the  same 
day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and  a  true 
statement  thereof  proclaimed^  and  the  clerk  shall  deliver  to  each  person 
elected,  or  leave  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  within  tlux^e  days  from  the 
day  of  election,  a  written  notice  of  his  election;  and  the  person  so  elect- 
ed and  notified,  shall,  within  ten  davs  from  said  election,  tak'  an  oath  or 
36— LL 
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affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  Stales  and  State  of 
Ohio,  and  also  an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  a  bodj 
corporate  apd  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and  distinguish- 
ed by  the  name  of  "The  Town  Council  of  the  Town  of  Carysville;"  and 
shall  be  capable  in  law  to  acquire  property,  real  and  personal,  for  the  use  of 
said  town,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  acoinmon  seal,  and  al- 
>ter  the  same  at  pleasure;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State; 
and  when  any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  first 
process  shall  be  a  summons,  an  attested  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with 
the  recorder,  at  least  eight  days  before  the  return  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
of  whom  the  mayor  or  recorder  shall  always  be  one,  shall  have  authority 
to  make,  ordain,  and  publish  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  consistent 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  as 
they  shall  deem  necessary,  for  the  regulation,  health,  cleanliness  and  con- 
venience of  said  town  of  Carysville;  and  they  shall  haVe  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  otherwise;  to  ap- 
point a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as 
they  may  deem  necessary;  tq  prescribe  their  general  duties,  and  to  require 
of  them  such  security  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  secure  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties;  to  remove  them  at  pleasure;  to  fix  and  estab- 
lish the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  established  by  this  act; 
to  impose  such  fines,  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  as  they  may  deem  just,  for 
refusing  to  accept  any  office  in  said  corporation:  Provided^  That  no  law  or 
ordinance  of  said  corporation  shall  ever  subject  horses,  cattle,  sheep  or 
hogs,  owned  by  persons  not  residing  in  said  town,  to  be  taken  up,  sold,  or 
abused,  for  coming  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  unless  the  same 
may  be  considered  dangerous. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of 
the  peace  therein,  both  in  criminal  and  civil  cases;  and  in  all  his  acts  as  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  defining  the  duties  of 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  fees  as  justices 
of  the  peace  are  entitled  to  receive  for  similar  services;  he  shall  give  bond 
and  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  town  council;  he  shall  be  authorized 
to  hear  and  determine  all  cases  arising  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances 
of  the  corporation,  and  toiissue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
into  execution  such  laws  and  ordinances;  and  an  appeal  may  be  had  in  all 
cases  from  the  decisions  of  the  mayor  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  aforesaid,  in  the  same  manner  that  appeals  are  taken  from  the  de- 
cisions of  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  make  out  and  keep 
a  true  recbrd  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  made  and  ordained  by  the 
to^n  council  of  said  town,  and  all  proceedings  in  their  corporate  capacity; 
which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
said  town,  and  others  interested  therein;  and  the  recorder  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  corporation-  in  absence  of  the  mayor,  and  shall  per- 
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form  such  other  duties  as  maj  be  required  of  hlni  by  the  by-laws  and  ordi^ 
nances  of  said  corporation* 

Sec.  8.    That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  annually  to  levy  a  tax 
for  corporation  purposes  on  the  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  re- 
turned on  the  grand  levy,  made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this 
State:  Protndedj  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  three  mills 
on  the  dollar;  the  amount  of  said  tax  to  be  levied,  being  detcimined  by  said 
council;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  make  out  a  duplicate 
thereof,  charging  each  individual  owning  properly  in  said  town  an  amount 
of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  his  property,  as  assessed  and  return*' 
ed  oathe  grand  levy  for  taxation;  which  duplicate  shall  be  signed  by  the 
mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  marshal,  who  shall  proceed  to  col- 
lect said  tax  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  col- 
lectors  of  state  and  county  tax;  and  the  said  marshal,  immediately  after 
collecting  the  said  tax,  shall  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  coiv 
poration,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  the  said  marshal  shall  have  the 
same  power  to  sell  real  and  personal  estate,  as  is  given  by  law  to  the  coun- 
ty treasurer;  and  when  necessary,  the  said  recorder  shall  have  power  to 
make  deeds  for  real  estate  so  sold,  in  the  same  manner  as  county  auditors 
are  by  law  empowered  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate  sold   for  taxes  bf* 
the  county  treasurer;  and  the  marshal  shall  receive  for  his  fees  in  the  col- 
lection aforesaid,  such  si^m  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding 
six  per  centum  on  all  moneys  hy  him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer 
on  the  order  of  the  recorder;  aAd  the  recorder  shall  have  free  access  to 
the  books  ia  the  office  of  the  county  auditor  of  said  county,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  out  any  duplicate  for  the  marshal  afosesaid,  and  shall  re- 
ceive for  bis  services.the  same  fees  as  county  auditors  are  allowed  for  simi- 
lar services*   » 

Sec.  9.  That  said  town  [council]  shall  have  full  powder  to  appropriate 
any  nioneys  remaining  in  the  corpora^tion,  to  the  improvement  of  the  streets 
and  side-walks  in  said  town;  and  when  they  may  deem  it  necessary,  to 
make  any  contract  therefor. 

Sec.  10.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  to  use  the  jail  of  said 
county,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  ns  may  be  liable  to  impri- 
sonment under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and  all  persons  so 
imprisoned,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  slieriiT  of  said  county,  as  in 
other  cases. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  that  constables  have  bylaw, 
and  his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-cxtcnsive  with  the  coun- 
ty of  Champaign;  and  he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  re- 
ceive the  same  fe^s  for  his  services  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar 
cases  for  like  services.

Sec.  !•  Be  it  enaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vie  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Abraham  Scribner,  Abraham  Studebakcr,  A.  Lamottc,  and  Isaac  Jay,  of 
Dark  county;  and  Warren  Esterbrook,  F.  C.  Esterbrook,  Samuel  Spitlcr, 
John  Christopher,  Augustus  Munkpenk,  Obediah  Rhinehart,  Stephen 
Whicker,  Geo.  B.  Holt,  Henry  Harmann,tfenryStoddarl,  Henry  Pierson, 
of  Montgomery  county;  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  ^'Dayton^ 
Salem  and  Greenville  Turnpike  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  road  from  Dayton,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  by  the  way  of  Salem, 
in  the  same  county,  to  Greenville,  in  Dark  county;  which  company  shall 
fcave  all  the  rights,  privilep;es  and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restric- 
tions defined  in  the  "act  to  provide  for  the  reorulation  of  turnpike  compa- 
nies," passed  7th  Jan'y.  1 817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto,  ex- 
cept in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  modified  or  changed  by  the  special  pro- 
visions of  this  [act.] 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two  hundred 
«nd  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  above  named  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  town 
of  Salem,  in  Montgomery  county,  at  such  time  as  they  shall  think  fit,  and 
proceed  to  organize  the  said  company,  and  to  take  order  for  the  opening 
of  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  agreeably  to  the  second  section  of 
the  said  **act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies." 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  fifteen  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sub> 
scribed  to  the  stock  of  Said  company,  the  above  named  comniissioners  shall 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  third 
section  of  the  said  "act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  compa- 
nies," for  the  election  of  nine  directors  for  the  government  of  said  com- 
pany. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  company  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  persons  travelling  said  road,  the  following  tolls 
for  every  ten  miles  travel  on  said  road,  and  in  suitable  proportion  for  a 
less  distance, to  wit: 

For  every  four  wheeled  carriage  or  wasjon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other 
animal,  eighteen  and  three  fourth-cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in 
addition,  six  and  otie-fourth  cents: 

For  every  chaise^  riding  chair,  cart,  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled  carriage 
of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 
for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents: 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents,  and  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and 
one*fourth  cents: 

For  every  coach,  chariot,  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage, 
drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  (driver  included)  twenty-five  cents;

Sec.  1.  Be  ii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  bfike  State  of  Ohio,  That 
fienjamin  Briggs,  Lucius  Smith, Orin  Smith,  Joshua  Mathiot,  Daniel  Dun- 
can, Alfred  Avery,  S.  Mower,  Walter  Thrall,  Benjamin  S.  Brown,  Rich- 
ard Stilwell,  H.  U.  Hunter,  Hosmer  Curtis,  and  H.  Kilbourh,  and  all  other 
persons  who  may  hereafter  become  members  of  said  company,  in  the 
fnanner  herein  provided,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate 
snd  politic,  by  the  name  of  "The  Licking  Mutual  Insurance  Company," 
for  the  purpose  of  insuring  their  respective  dwelling  houses,  stores,  shops,  ' 
and  other  buildings,  household  furniture  and  merchandize,  against  loss  or 
damage  by  fire,  whether  the  same  shall  happen  by  accident,  lightning,  or  by 
any  other  means,  excepting  that  of  design  in  the  insured,  or  by  invasion  of 
an  enemy,  or  insurrection  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and,  by 
that  name,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  appear,  prose- 
cute, and  defend,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  this  State,  or 
elsewhere;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal;  may  purchase  and  hold  such 
real  estate,  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  objects  of  their  association; 
and  the  same  may  sell  and  convey  at  pleasure;  may  make,  establish,  and 
put  in  execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations,  as  may  be  ne- 
cesaary  or  convenient  for  thier  regulation  and  government,  and  for  the 
management  of  their  affairs. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  and  every  person  or  persons,  who  shall  at  any  time 
become  interested  in  said  company,  by  insuring  therein,  and  also  their

That  there  shall  be  a  meeting  of  said  company  at  Newark,  in 
the  county  of  Licking,  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  October  annually,  or  on 
such  other  day,  and  at  such  other  place  as  said  company  may  hereafter 
deterorune,  of  which  thirty  days'  previous  notice  shall  be  given  by  publica- 
tion, in  at  least  two  newspapers,  one  of  which  shall  be  printed  in  the  coun- 
ty of  liicking,  and  in  general  circulation,  stating  the  time,  place,  and  de- 
sign of  said  meeting;  at  which  meeting  shall  be  chosen,  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  present,  a  board  of  directors,  consisting  of  not  more  than 
nine,  nor  less  than  five  members,  who  shall  continue  in  oiSce  until  others 
have  been  chosen,  and  accepted  the  trust  in  their  stead;  ail  vacancies  hap- 
pening in  said  board,  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members,  until  the 
next  annual  meeting';  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  present  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  special  meetings  of  the 
company  may  be  called  by  order  of  the  directors,  or  in  suqh  other  manner 
as  the  by-laws  thereof  may  have  prescribed. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  superintend  the  concerns  of 
said  company,  and  shall  have  the  management  of  the  funds  and  property 
thereof^  and  of  all  matters  and  things  thereunto  relating,  and  not  other- 
wise provided  for  by  said  company;  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to 
time,  to  appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers,  agents  and 
assistants,  as  to  them  may  seem  necessary,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  £x 
their  compensation,  take  such  security  from  them  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  and  their 
removal  at  pleasure.  They  shall  determine  the  rates'  of  insurance,  the 
sum  to  be  insured  on  any  building,  and  the  sum  to  be  deposited  foi  the  in- 
surance thereof;  they  shall  order  and  direct  the  making  and  issuing  of  all 
policies  of  insurance,  the  providing  of  books,  stationary,  and  other  things 
needful  for  the  ofSce  of  said  company,  and  for  carrying  on  the  affairs 
thereof;  and  may  draw  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  all  losses 
which  may  have  happened,  and  for  expenses  incurred  in  transacting  the 
concerns  of  said  company;  they  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  number  to  act 
as  president,  and  may  hold  their  meetings  montlUy,  and  oftener,  if  neces- 
sary, for  transacting  the  business  of  the  company,  and  keep  a  record  of 
their  proceedings;  and  any  director,  disagreeing  with  a  majority  of  .the 
board  at  any  meeting,  may  enter  his  dissent  with  reasons  therefor,  on  re- 
cord of  their  proceedings. 

Sec.  5.  That  every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of  said  compa- 
ny, by  effecting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before  he  receives  his  policy,  de- 
posite  his  promissory  note  for  such  a  sum  of  money  lis  shall  be  deemed  by 
the  directors,  a  part,  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  of  which  said  note  shall 
be  immediately  paid,  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  incidental  expen- 
ses of  said  institution;  and  the  remainder  of  said  deposite  note  shall  be 
payable  in  part,  or  the  whole,  at  any  time  when  the  directors  shall  deem 
the  same  requisite,  for  the  payment  of  losses  or  other  expenses;  and,  at 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  insurance,  the  said  note,  or  such  part  of  the 
same  as  shall  remain  unpaid,  after  deducting  all  losses  and  expenses  ac- 
cruing during  said  term,  shall  be  relinqubhed  and  given  up  to  the  signer 
thereof^ 
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S%c.  6.  That  every  member  of  said  compsny  shall  be,  and  hereby  is 
bound  and  obliged  to  pay  his  portion  of  all  losses  and  expenses  happening 
or  accruing  in  and  to  said  company,  and  all  baildings  insured  by  and  with 
said  company,  together  with  the  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the  insured,  to 
the  lands  on  which  they  stand,  shall  be  pledged  to  said  company;  and  the 
said  company  shall  have  a  lien  thereon  against  the  insured,  during  the  con- 
tinuance  of  his,  her,  or  their  policies. 

Sec.  7.  That  in  case  of  any  loss  or  damage  by  fire  happening  to  any 
member,  upon  property  insured,  in  and  with  said  company,  the  said  mem- 
ber shall  give  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  directors  or  some  one  of 
them,  or  to  the  secretary  of  said  company,  within  thirty  days  frohl  the 
thne  such  loss  or  damage  may  have  happened;  and  the  directors,  upon  a 
view  of  the  same,  or  in  such  other  way  as  they  may  deem  proper,  shall 
ascertain  and  determine  the  amount  of  said  loss  or  damage;  and  if  the  par- 
ty suffering  is  not  satisfied  with  the  determination  of  the  directors,  the  ques- 
tion may  be  submitted  to  referees,  or  the  said  party  may  bring  an  action 
against  said  company  for  loss  or  damage,  at  the  next  court  of  common 
pleas  in  Licking  county,  or  in  the  county  in  which  said  party  may  reside, 
or  in  which  said  loss  or  damage  by  fire  may  have  happened;  and  not  af- 
terwards, unless  said  court  shall  be  holden  within  six  months  after  said  de- 
termination; but,  if  holden  within  that  time,  then  at  the  next  court  holden 
in  said  county  thereafter;  and  if,  upon  trial  of  said  action,  a  greater  sum 
shall  be  recovered  than  the  amount  determined  upon  by  the  directors,  the 
party  suffering  shall  have  judgment  therefor,  against  said  company,  with 
interest  thereon  from  the  time  said  loss  or  damage  happened^  and  costs  of 
suit;  but  if  no  more  shall  be  recovered  than  the  amount  aroresaid,  the  said 
party  shall  became  non-suit,  and  the  said  company  shall  recover  their 
costs:  Praoided^  That  the  judgment  last  mentioned  shall,  in  no  wise, affect 
the  claim  of  s^id  suffering  party  to  the  amount  of  loss  or  damage,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  directors  aforesaid:  Provided  also^  That  execution  shall  not 
issue  on  any  judgment  against  said  company,  until  after  the  expiration  of 
three  months  from  the  rendition  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  directors  shall,  after  receiving  notice  of  any  loss  or 
damage  by  fire,  sustained  by  any  member,  and  ascertaining  the  same,  or  af* 
ter  the  rendition  of  any  judgment  as  aforesaid,  against  said  company,  for 
such  loss  or  damage,  settle  or  determine  the  sums  to  be  paid  by  the  several 
members  thereof,  as  their  respective  proportion  of  such  loss,  and  publish 
the  same  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  see  fit,  or  as  the  by-laws  shall  have 
prescribed;  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  each  member,  shall  always  be  in 
proportion  to  the  original  amount  of  his  deposite  note  or  notes,  and  shall  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  within  thirty  days  next  after  the  publication  of  said 
notice;  and  if  any  member  shall,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  pub- 
lication of  said  notice,  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  sum  assessed  upon  him, 
her,  or  them,  as  his,  her,  or  their  proportion  of  any  loss  as  aforesaid,  in  such 
case,  the  directors  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  whole  amount  of  his,  her, 
or  their  deposite  note  or  notes,  with  costs  of  suit;  and  the  money  thus  col- 
lected, shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  said  company,  subject  to  the  pay« 
ment  of  such  loss  and  expenses  as  have,  or  may  hereafter  accrue;  Bud  the 
balance  if  any  remain,  shall  be  returned  to  the  party  from  whom  it  was 
collented,  on  demand,  after  thirty  days  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  for 
which  insusance  was  made. 
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Sec.  9*  That  if  it  shall  ever  so  happen,  that  the  whole  amount  of  depot-' 
he  notes,  shall  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  loss  occasioned  by  any  one  fire 
or  fires,  in  such  case,  sufferers  insured  by  said  company,  shall  receive  to- 
wards making  good  their  respective  losses,  a  proportionate  dividend  of  the 
-whole  amount  of  said  notes,  according  to  the  sums  by  them  respectively 
insured;  and  in  addition  thereto,  a  sum  to  be  assessed  on  all  the  members  of 
said  company,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  by  them 
respectively  insured;  and  the  said  members  shall  never  be  required  to  pay 
for  any  loss  occasioned  by  fire,  at  any  one  time,  more  than  fifty  cents  on 
each  hundred  dollars  in>ured  in  said  company,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
of  his  deposite  note,  nor  more  than  that  amount  for  any  such  loss,  after  his 
said  note  shall  have  been  paid  and  expended;  but  any  member,  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  whole  of  his  deposite  note,  and  surrendering  his  policy,  before 
any  subsequent  loss  or  expense  has  occurred,  may  be  discharged  from  said 
company. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  company  may  make  insurances  for  any  time  not 
exceeding  ten  years;  and  any  policy  of  insurance  insured  by  said  company^ 
signed  by  the  president,  and  counter  signed  by  the  secretary,  shall  be 
deemed  valid  and  binding  on  said  company,  in  all  cases  where  the  assured 
has  a  title  m  fee  simple  unincumbered,  to  the  building  or  buildings  insured* 
and  to  the  lands  covered  by  the  same;  but  if  the  insured  have  a  less  estate 
therein,  or  if  the  premises  be  encumbered,  the  policy  shall  be  void,  unless 
the  true  title  of  the  insured,  and  the  encumbrances  of  the  premises,  be  ex- 
pressed therein,  and  in  the  application  therefor. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  the  directors  shall  settle  and  pay  all  losses  within  three 
months  after  they  shall  have  been  notified  as  aforesaid,  but  no  allowance  is 
to  be  made  in  estimating  the  damages  in  any  case,  for  gilding,  historical,  or 
landscape  painting,  stucco  or  carved  work. 

Sec.  1 2.  That  when  any  house,  or  other  building,  shall  be  alienated,  by 
sale  or  otherwise,  the  policy  shall  thereupon  be  vpid,  and  be  surrendered 
to  the  directors  of  said  company  to  be  cancelled,  and  upon  such  surren- 
der, the  insured  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his,,  her,  or  their  deposite  notes, 
upon  the  payment  of  his,  her,  or  their  proportion  of  all  losses  and  expen- 
senses  that  have  accrued  prior  to  such  surrender:  Provided^  That  the 
alienee  or  grantee  having  the  policy  assingned  to  him,  may  have  the  same 
ratified  and  confirmed  to  him,  her,  or  them,  for  his,  her  or  their  own  proper 
use  and  benefit,  upon  application  to  the  directors,  and  with  their  consent, 
within  thirty  days-next  after  such  alienation,  on  giving  proper  security,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  said  directors,  for  such  portion  of  the  deposite,  or  pre- 
mium note,  as  shall  remain  unpaid;  and  by  such  ratification  and  confirma- 
tion, the  party  causing^the  same,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges, and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities,  to  which  the  original  party  insured 
wa3  entitled  and  subjected  under  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  any  alteration  should  be  made  in  any  house  or  build- 
ing, by  the  proprietors  thereof,  after  insurance  has  been  made  thereon  with 
said  company,  whereby  it  may  be  exposed  to  greater  risk  or  hazard  from 
fire  than  it  was  at  the  time  it  was  insured,  then  and  in  every  such  case, 
the  insurance  made  upon  such  house  or  building  shall  be  void,  unless  an 
additional  premium  and  deposite  after  such  alteration,  be  settled  with  and 
paid  to  the  directors  or  their  agents;  but  no  alterations  or  repairs  in  buiklr 
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ings,  not  iacrearing  such  risk  or  hazard,  shall  in  any  wise  affect  insurance 
previously  made  thereon. 

See*.  14.  That  in  case  any  buildings,  situated  upon  leased  lands,  and 
insured  by  said  company,  be  destroyed  by  fire,  in  such  case  the  directors 
may  retain  the  amount  of  the  premium  note  given  for  insurance  thereof, 
until  the  time  for  which  insurance  was  made  shall  have  expired;  and  at 
at  the  expiration  thereof,  the  insured  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  and 
receive^iuch  part  of  said  retained  sum  or  sums,  as  has  not  been  expended 
in  losses  and  assessment. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  insurance  on  any  house  or  building  shall  be  and  sub- 
sist in  said  company,  and  in  any  other  office,  or  from  and  by  any  other 
person  or  persons  at  the  same  time  the  insurance  made  in  and  by  said  com- 
pany, shall  bo  deemed  and  become  void,  unless' such  double  insurance  sub- 
sist with  the  consent  of  the  directors  or  agents  signified  by  endorsement 
on  the  back  of  the  poliey,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary. 

Sec.  16.  That  Benjamin  Briggs,  Walter  Thrall,  and  Joshua  Mathiot, 
named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  either  two  of  them,  may  call  the 
jfirst  meeting  of  the  members  of  said  company,  at  any  suitable  time  or 
place  in  the  town  of  Newark  aforesaid,  by  advertisement,  in  either  of  the 
newspapers  printed  in  said  town;  giving  at  least  twenty  day's  notice  of  the 
time,  place. and  design  of  said  meeting,  for  thepurpose  of  choosing  the  firat 
board  of  directors,  of  making  and  establishing  by-laws,  and  of  transacting 
any  business  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  intentions  of  this 
Bcii  Praoided^  That  no  policy  shall  be  issued  by  said  company,  until  ap- 
plication shall  be  made  for  insurance  on  fifty  thousand  dollars  at  least. 

Sec.  !?•  That  each  and  every  one  of  the  directors  of  said  company 
shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond  to  the  treasu- 
rer of  this  State  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with  good  and  sufficient 
surety  or  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  treasurer,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  agreeably  to  the  regulations 
of  this  act;  and  on  the  complaint  of  any  person  who  has  been  injured,  by 
the  misconduct  of  any  director,  it  shall  be  the  di^ty  of  said  treasurer  to 
cause  said  bond  to.  foe  put  to  suit,  on  receiving  security  to  indemnify  the 
State  against  costs,  and  to  certiiy  to  the  court  who  is  the  prosecutor  in 
such  cause;  and  the  said  court  may,  on  motion  of  the  defendants  in  said 
cause,  order  the  prosecutor  to  find  sureties  to  indemnify  the  defendants  for 
their  costs,  should  he  fail  to  prosecute  or  recover  thereon;  and  if  the  de- 
fendants shall  plead  performance  of  the  conditions  of  said  bond,  the  pros- 
ecutor may  reply  to  as  many  breaches  respecting  his  interest,  as  he  shall 
think  fit:  and  the  jury  on  trial  of  such  issues  as  shall  be  put  to  them,  shall 
assess  darhages  for  such  breaches  as  jthe  prosecutor  shall  prove*  and  the 
court  enter  up  judgment  for  the  whole  penalty  of  the  bond,  and  issue  exe- 
cution in  favor  of  the  prosecutor  for  such  a  sum  as  the  jury  shall  have  found 
damages  and  the  costs:  and  the  judgment  shall  remam  for  the  benefit  of 
such  person  or  persons  as  may,  by  a  scire  facias  thereon,  show  that  they 
have  been  injured  by  any  breaches  of  the  condition  of  said  bond;  and  if 
the  prosecutor  fail  to  recover  in  suit,  the  court  shall  award  costs  to  the  de- 
fendants, and  thereof  issue  execution  against  such  prosecutor:  Prortcke/, 
That  any  future  legislature  may  alter  or  repeal  this  act. 

Sec*  18.    That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act*  anv  member  of 
37— L  L. 
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the  Licking  Mutual  Iniurance  Companj,  or  any  other  Mutual  Insarance 
Company  hereafter  to  be  incorporated,  shall  or  may  be  admitted  as  a  com- 
petent witness  and  his  deposition  used  in  the  same  manner  as  inhabitants 
of  towns,  districts,  precincts,  or  parishes  are  by  law  now  admitted  and  their 
depositions  used.

Making  fpeci&l  preTisions  for  the  sale  of  Section  16,  in  township  8,  and  ruge  three  in 

JefTerson  County. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enaeted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
whenever  a  sale  shall  have  been  ordered  agreeably  to  law  of  section  six- 
teen, in  original  surveyed  township,  numbered  eight,  and  range  three  in 
Jefferson  county,  granted  by  Congress  for  the  use  of  schools,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  assessor,  when  directed  to  appraise  said  section,  to  notify 
the  trustees  of  said  township  thereof,  and  in  such  notice  to  specify  a  day 
on  which  to  meet  said  trustees  on  the  premises,  and  the  assessor  and  trus- 
tees having  met  accordingly,  shall  be  and  l;hey  are  hereby  constituted  a 
board  of  appraisers,  and  they  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  value  said  sec- 
tion in  such  separate  parcels  or  tracts  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  conve- 
nient for  the  purposes  of  sale,  of  which  division  and  valuation  the  said  as- 
sessor shall  make  an  accurate  return  to  the  county  auditor  of  the  county 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  trustees  at  a  meeting  held  by  them  for  that  pur- 
pose shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  fix  the  terms  of  payment, 
which  shall  be  required  upon  the  sale  of  said  section,  and  shall  certify  the 
same  to  the  county  auditor  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of  the  valuation 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  county  auditor,  upon  the  return  of  the  assessor,  and 
upon  the  terms  of  sale  being  certified  to  him  as  stated  in  the  preceding 
section  of  this  act,  shall  give  three  months  notice  by  advertisement  in  one 
or  more  newspapers  printed  and  in  geneal  circulation  in  said  county  of  the 
time  and  place  of  sale,  and  shall  also  state  the  number  of  tracts  or  parcels 
in  which  said  section  shall  be  offered,  and  the  terms  of  payment;  and 
should  said  lands  or  any  part  thereof  lemain  unsold  after  the  day  of  sale, 
it  may  be  sold  by  the  auditor  at  private  sale  upon  the  terms  prescribed  as 
hereinbefore  provided;  but  said  lands  shall  not  bt  sold  for  less  than  five 
dollars  an  acre,  and  in  case  any  purchaser  at  the  first  sale  shall  fail  to  make 
payment  of  the  sum  by  him  bid  therefor;  said  land  shall  not  be  sold  at  any 
subsequent  sale  for  less  than  was  bid  therefor  at  the  first  sale,  with  interest 
thereon. 

Sec.  4.    That  so  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act^ 
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the  tale  of  the  lands  described  in  the  preceding  sections  shall  be  governed 
in  every  particular  by  the  existing  law  relating  to  the  -sale  of  section  six- 
teen, granted  by  Congress  for  the  use  of  schools;  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  however  be  effectual,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

To  incorporate,  the  town  of'Pekin,  in  the  county  of  Carroll. 

Sec.  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
«o  much  of  the  township  of  Brown,  as  is  comprised  within  the  town  plat  ef 
the  town  of  Pekin,  together  with  all  such  additions  as  have  been,  or  may 
be  recorded  thereto,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate, 
and  shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  "town  of  Pekin." 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  having

And 
all  road  tax  charged  in  the  county  duplicate  on  property  within  the  limits 
of  said  town,  shall  be  worked  out  under  the  direction  of  the  proper  super- 
visors, within  said  town,  as  the  said  town  authorities  may,  by  resolution, 
designate  and  point  out;  and  all  taxes  charged  for  road  purposes,  as  afore- 
said, on  property  within  the  limitsof  said  town,  and  collected  by  the  coun- 
ty treasurer*  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  town  treasurer,  aforesaid, 
to  be  specially  appropriated  by  the  mayor  and  common  council,  to  road  pur- 
poses within  said  town,  according  to  the  provisioni  of  this  act.

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  keep  a  true  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  town  council,  which  record  shall,  at  all  times,  be  open 
for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  and  the  recorder  shall  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  The  town  council  shall  have  the  power  to  levy  a  tax  annually, 
for  corporation  purposes,  on  the  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
returned  on  the  grand  levy,  made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this 
State:  Provided^  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  year,  three  mills  on 
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the  dollar,  and  the  recorder  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  thereof,  chargiDgeaeh 
individual  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  as  assessed  on  the  grand  ievj  for 
the  taxation;  which  said  duplicate  shall  be  certified  and  signed  by  the 
mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  marshal,  who  shall  proceed  to 
collect  the  same  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  regulations  as 
county  treasurers  are  required  by  law  to  collect  county  and  state  taxes; 
and  said  marshal  shall,  as  soon  as  such  tax  is  collected,  pay  the  same  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation^ 

Sec.  9.  That  the  said  town  council  may  appropriate  any  money  in  the 
treasury,  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  side-walks,  or  other  im- 
provements; and  may  have  the  use  of  the  jail  of  the  county,  for  the  impris- 
onment of  persons  liable  to  imprisonment;  and  all  persons  so  imprisoned, 
shall  be  under  the  care  of  the  sheriff  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  mayor  and  common  council  shall  have  power  to  re- 
quire by  ordinance,  each  able  bodied  male  person  above  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one years,  resident  within  said  town,  to  perform  labor  on  the  streets 
and  alleys  of  the  same,  not  exceeding  two  days  in  any  one  year,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  labor  required  under  thQ  present  laws  regulating  roads  and 
highways,  and  upon  refusal  or  neglect  to  perform  such  work  under  the 
proper  supervisor,  the  delinquent  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  as 
are  provided  by  law  against  persons  refusing  to  perform  the  two  days  la- 
bor required  in  said  law;  they  shall  also  have  the  exclusive  right  of  forming 
the  road  districts  withm  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  and  the  appointment 
of  suitable  supervisors  for  such  dtstricts  when  formed,  who  shall  be  gov- 
erned in  the  performance  of  their  duties  by  the  laws  regulating  the  duties 
of  supervisors  in  other  cases;  and  all  road  tax  charged  in  the  county  dupli- 
cate on  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town  shall  be  worked  out  under 
the  direction  of  the  proper  supervisors  within  said  town  as  the  town  authori- 
ties may,  by  resolution,  designate  and  point  out;  and  all  taxes  charged  for 
road  purposes  aforesaid,  on  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town  and  col- 
lected by  the  county  treasurer,  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  town  treas- 
urer aforesaid,  to  be  specially  appropriated  by  the  mayor  and  common  couD«> 
oil  to  road  purposes  within  said  town.

AH  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Gill  ford,  in  Columbiana  county. 

Sec#  1.  Be  it  enacted  iy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
80  much  of  the  township  of  Hanover,  in  the  county  of  Columbiana,  known 
as  the  town  of  Gillford,  as  is  included  m  the  original  recorded  plat  of  said 
town,  together  with  all  additions  that  may  be  hereafter  laid  out  and  recoi^ 
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^ed  thereto,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate,  and 

shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  "Town  of  Gill  ford." 

Sec*  2.  That  the  qualified  electors  for  members  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly residing  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  shall  meet  at  some  con- 
venient place  within  the  same,  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April  1837,  and  on 
the  first  Saturday  of  April  annually  thereafter,  at  such  place  as  the  town 
council  shall  direct,  and  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot,  a  mayor, 
recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors, 
and  reside  within  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  and  the  persons  ho  elected 
shall  hold  their  offices  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified:  Provided^  That  a  failure  to  elect  on  said  day  shall  not  forfeit  the 
charter  if  done  within  sixty  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  S.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  two 
judges  and  a  clerk  shall  be  chosen  viva  voce  by  the  electors  present,  who 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  perform  their  respective  du- 
ties as  such,  and  at  all  subsequent  elections,  the  mayor  or  any  two  trustees 
may  judge  the  election,  and  the  recorder,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  a  recor- 
der pro  tem.  appointed  by  the  council  shall  be  clerk,  and  at  all  such  elec- 
tions the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  one 
o'clock,  and  closed  at  four  on  said  day,  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls*  the 
votes  shall  be  counted  and  the  result  proclaimed  at  the  door  of  the  house 
where  the  election  may  be  held,  and  the  persons  elected  shall,  within  ten 
days  thereafter,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  and  of  this  State,  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices  agreeable  to  their  best  ablilities;  a  certificate  of 
which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  recorder,  and  by  him  preserved. 

Sec*  4.  The  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town,  shall  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and  distin- 
guished by  the  name  of  the  ^^Town  Council  of  Gillford,"  and  shall  be  capable 
in  law  to  acquire,  receive,  and  hold  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  said  town,  and  may  sell  and  transfer  the  same,  and  may  havea 
common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  their  discretion,  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity  in  thi«  State;  and  when  any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  said 
corporation,  the  first  process  shall  be  a  summons,  an  attested  copy  of 
which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  The  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees*  or  a  majority  of  them,  where- 
of the  mayor,  or  recorder  shall  always  be  one,  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  make,  ordain,  and  publish  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  not 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this 
State,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the  promotion  of  mo- 
rality, as  well  as  for  the  good  regulation,  interest*  safety,  health,  cleanli- 
ness, and  convenience  of  said  town,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof;  they  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  by  death  or  otherwise, 
in  any  of  the  different  offices  herein  named;  they  shall  also  have  power  to 
appoint  a  treasurer,  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  they 
may  deem  needful;  to  prescribe  their  duties;  to  require  surety  as  they 
shall  deem  proper  for  their  performance;  to  remove  them  at  pleasure;  to 
icstablisb  the  fees  of  all  officers  in  the  corporation  not  established  by  this 
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act;  to  impose  such  fines  (not  exceeding  three  dollars)  as  thej  may  deem 
just,  for  refusing  to  serve  in  any  office  in  the  corporation,  or  for  neglect  or 
misconduct  therein:  Provided^  That  no  person  shall  be  compelled  to  serve 
two  years  in  succession  in  any  one  office  in  the  corporation. 

Sec.  6*  The  said  council,  or  a  majority  of  them  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  regulate  and  improve  all  streets,  alleys,  and  public  grounds  in 
said  town,  to  regulate  and  improve  the  side  vi^alks,  drains,  or  sewers,  to 
remove  nuisance,  and  regulate  markets;  they  shall  have  power  to  enforce 
obedience  to  the  by-la  wi  of  the  corporation  by  any  reasonable  fines  or  pen- 
alties, and  cause  the  same  to  be  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury;  they 
shall  have  power  to  audit  and  settle  all  accounts  of  the  corporation,  to  ap- 
propriate and  draw  out  of  the  treasury  all  moneys  therein. 

Sec.  7.  The  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  justice  of  the 
peace  in  all  cases  under  the  laws  of  Ohio;  shall  give  bond,  to  be  approved 
by  the  town  council,  be  governed  by  the  same  laws,  and  shall  receive  the 
same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  authorized  to  receive  for  the  like 
sorvices,  and  from  whose  judgments  and  decisions  appeals  may  be  had  to 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Columbiana  county,  in  the  same  manner  as 
from  justices  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  process  issued  by  the  mayor  shall  be  directed  to  the 
marshal,  who  shall  be  the  chief  ministerial  officer  of  said  town,  who  shall 
have  the  same  powers  as  constables  have  by  law,  and  his  jurisdiction  in 
•criminal  cases,  or  in  cases  of  violation  of  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation, 
shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
fees  for  his  services  as  constables  are  in  like  cases. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  make  and  keep  an  accu- 
rate record  of  all  laws  made  and  ordained  by  the  town  council,  and  of  all 
proceedings  in  their  corporate  capacity,  which  record  shall  be  opened  to 
the  electors  of  said  town,  or  other  persons  interested  therein,  and  the  re- 
corder shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  council  in  the  absence  of  the 
mayor,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  h  m  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  10.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  assess  on  all  property 
made  liable  to  taxation  for  State  and  county  purposes,  any  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding in  any  one  year  five  mills  on  each  dollar  of  the  value  thereof, 
which  value  shall  be  ascertained  by  an  assessor,  to  be  appointed  for  that 
purpose  by  the  council,  which  assessor  and  council  jointly,  shall  have  pow- 
er to  equalize  any  injudicious  assessment  thus  made,  on  complaint  of  the 
person  or  persons  aggrieved. 

Sec.  11.  The  marshal  shall  be  collector  of  all  taxes  assessed  by  the 
council,  a  duplicate  of  which  shall  be  made  and  signed  by  the  recorder,  and 
delivered  to  him  for  collection;  he  shall  be  authorized  and  required  by  dis- 
tress and  sale  of  property  if  need  be,  as  constables  are  on  executions,  to 
collect  and  pay  over  said  tax  within  three  months  of  the  time  of  receiving 
the  duplicate  thereof,  and  the  treasurer's  receipt  shall  be  his  voucher;  he 
shall  make  personal  demand  of  every  resident  charged  with  tax,  and  shall 
give  notice  to  non-residents  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  cor- 
poration at  least  ten  days  previous  to  making  distress  of  property  for  said 
tax,  and  if  the  said  tax  on  any  lot,  part  of  lot,  or[piece  of  land,  shall  remain 
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utxpaid  for  three  months  after  sach  notice  or  demand^  and  no  personal  pro- 

Eertj  found  whereof  to  make  the  same,  then  the  marshal  shall  give  notice 
y  at  least  three  written  or  printed  handbills,  or  tome  newspaper  in  general 
circulation  in  the  county,  stating  the  amount  of  such  tax,  the  nuinber  or 
description  of  the  plat  or  piece  of  land  on  which  it  is  due,  and  that  the  same 
will  be  sold  on  a  day  named  therein,  not  less  than  thirty  days  thereafter,  to 
satisfy  said  tax,  unless  payment  bepreviouslymade,andif  such  tax  shall 
remain  unpaid  on  the  day  of  sale,  the  marshal,  after  proclaiming  the  sale 
aloud,  shall  proceed  to  sell  so  much  of  said  delinquent  lot,  or  lots,  or  piece 
of  land  as  will  satisfy  said  tax  and  cost  accruing  at  public  auction,  taking 
the  part  so  sold  in  such  manner  as  to  include  the  same  width  on  the  back 
as  on  the  front  part  of  the  lot,  and  the  said  marshal  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  make  and  execute  to  the  purchaser,  a  deed  of  conveyance 
in  fee  simple  for  said  premises  so  sold,  which  deed  shall  vest  in  said  par- 
chaser,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest,  which  the  former  owner  or  owners 
had  in,  or  to  said  lot,  part  of  lot,  or  piece  of  land  so  sold  at  aforesaid:  Pro^ 
vided^  That  any  such  owner  or  owners  who  shall  appear  at  any  time  with* 
in  two  years  after  such  sale,  and  pay  to  the  purchaser  the  purchase 
money  with  interest,  and  twenty -five  per  cent,  penalty  thereon,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  right  of  redemption,  and  the  property  shall  be  re-conveyed 
to  such  original  owner  or  owners,  at  his,  her,  or  their  proper  cost  and  charge: 
Provided  alsoj  That  minors  shall  have  a  right  to  redeem  such  proper- 
ty at  any  time  within  one  year  after  they  shall  become  of  full  age. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
said  county  for  the  confinement  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  impris- 
onment under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation,  and  the  sheriff 
shall  take  charge  of  said  prisoners  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec*  13.  Any  future  legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter  or  amend  this 
act

AN  ACT 


To  amend  ^An  act  toastabliab  the  Miami  Univeraity,''  paaaed  February  17, 1809,  and 

for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio^  That 
the  trustees  of  the  Miami  University,  shall  have  power,  if  they  or  a  major- 
ity of  them  should  deem  it  advisable,  to  grant  leases  of  such  lands  belong- 
ing to  the  said  Miami  University  as  may  remain  undisposed  of  at  the  date 
of  this  act;  as  well  as  of  such  lands,  tracts,  lots,  or  parcels  of  land,  as  may 
hereafter  revert  to,  or  otherwise  come  to  the  lawful  possession  of  said  Uni- 
versity, by  the  non-payment  of  rents  accruing  thereon;  or  by  forfeiture, 
purchase,  or  devise,  in  tracts  of  such  size  below  eighty  acres,  as  the  said 
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trustees  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  deem  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of 
said  institution. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  entered  upon  the  books  of 
said  corporation,  each  and  every  lot  or  tract  of  land  so  leased  as  aforesaid, 
and  which  may  contain  a  less  quantity  than  eighty  acres,  noting  the  quan- 
tity leased,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  individuals  to  whom  teased, 
in  the  same  manner  in  which  entries  have  been  heretofore  made  where 
the  tracts  so  leased  contained  eighty  acres  or  upwards.  And  the  rents 
accruing  upon  the  same,  shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner, 
and  in  every  way  be  subject  to  the  same  lien,  regulations  and  restrictions, 
as  are  by  law  imposed  upon  the  subdivisions  heretofore  recognized  under 
the  act  to  which  this  an  amendment. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  original  tracts  heretofore  leased  by 
the  trustees  of  said  University,  hdve  been  subdivided  by  the  lessees  or  as- 
signee or  assignees  of  the  lessees,  and  are  now  held  by  two  or  more  occu- 
pants, whether  lessees  or  assignees  of  lessees,  or  both,  said  occupant  or  oc- 
pants  whether  lessees  or  assignees,  by  application  to  the  proper  officer, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  the  books,  or  records  of  said  lands,  may  have  the 

{)art  or  subdivision  so  held  in  the  name  of  said  applicant,  entered  separate- 
y  upon  the  books  of  said  corporation:  and  thereafter  the  proportion  of 
rents  accruing  upon  each  subdivision  respectively,  shall  be  levied  in  the 
name  of  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner,  and  each  subdivision  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  liens  and  res- 
trictions, that  are  now  imposed  by  law,  on  entire  lots  or  tracts  of  land,  the 
the  leases  for  which  had  been  granted  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of 
**an  act  to  establish  the  Miami  University,"  passed  February  17,  1809: 
Providedj  That  the  expense  of  such  entry  and  transfer  shall  first  be  paid  by 
the  person  or  persons  making  application  for  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  officer  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  make  the  transfers 
aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  and  every  entry  and  transfer  upon  the  books  of  said  cor- 
poration, which  may  be  made  at  the  instance  of  the  owner  or  occupant, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  this  act. 

Sec*  5.  That  when  any  person  shall  die  intestate,  having  riffht  or  title 
to  any  lands  and  tenements,  situate,  lying  and  being  within  this  State,  held 
by  virtue  of  any  lease  or  leases  for  the  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  renewable 
forever,  or  for  any  other  term  of  years  renewable  forever,  such  lands  andl 
tenements  shall  descend  to  the  heirs  of  such  intestate,  in  the  same  manner, 
and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  and  restrictions  as  estates  of  inheritance 
do  or  may  descend  to  the  heirs  of  intestates,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions 
of  the  laws  in  force  on  that  subject:  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  the  rights  of  any  person  hereto- 
fore acquired  under  the  laws  at  the  time  in  force  touching  such  lease-hold 
estate;  nor  any  suit  or  action  now  pending,  or  which  may  be  hereafter 
brought  for  the  assertion  of  any  claim  or  demand  founded  on  the  laws  here- 
tofore in  force  on  that  subject.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohto^  That 
Ruel  B.  McKinney,  Truman  Early,  and  Abraham.  Teeter  of  the  county  of 
Clermont;  Benjamin  Baldwin,  Lewis  Seever,  Archibald  Clinton, and  Wil- 
liam Crossenof  the  county  of  Warren:  Eli  Hall,  John  Hadley,  William 
Hadley,  Nathan  Linton,  Isaiah  Morris,  David  Straton,  Lawrence  Fitz- 
hugh  and  Joseph  Reed,  jr.,  of  the  county  of  Clinton;  Daniel  McCan, 
Norman  F.  Jones,  James  Shivers,  Wade  Loof borough  and  Joseph  Gilles- 
pie of  the  county  of  Fayette,  and  Joseph  Ridgway,  sen.,  Noah  H.  Swayne, 
Griffin  Minor  and  Lyne  Starling  of  Franklin  county,  and  their  associates 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  of  the  Goshen,  Wilmington,  and  Columbus  Turnpike  company,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  Turnpike  road  from  Goshen  in  Clermont 
county,  by  way  of  Clarkesville  to  Wilmington  in  Clinton  county,  and 
Irom  thence  by  way  of  Washington  in  Fayette  county,  to  the  city  of  Co- 
lumbus in  Franklin  County;  which  company  shall  have  all  the  rights, 
privileges  and  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions,  defined  in  the 
act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies^''  passed  January 
7th,  1817. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  shall  be  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each* 

Sec.  3.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  any  ten  of  them  may  pro-* 
ceed  to  open  books  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  proper  agreeably  to  the  second 
section  of  the  ^^act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,^' 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  thirty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscri* 
bed  to  the  stock  of  said  company,  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act,  or  any  ten  of  them  shall  call  a  [meeting  of  the]  stockholders  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  the  ^^act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turn- 
pike companies"  aforesaid,  for  the  election  of  nine  directors  for  the  go- 
vernment [of]  said  company. 

%Sec.  5.  That  the  following  shall  be  the  rates  of  loll  for  each  ten  niilef 
of  said  road,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  a  less  distance  to  wit: 

For  every  four  wheeled  carriage,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle,  drawn  by 
one  horse  or  other  animal,  eighteen  and  three  fourth  cents;  for  every 
horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents. 

For  every  cart,  chaise  or  other  two  wheeled  vehicle,  drawn  by  one 
horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  one  half  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other 
animal  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents. 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and 
one  half  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition  thereto,  six  and 
one  fourth  cents;  for  every  coach  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage, 
drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  horse  or 
other  animal  in  addition  thereto,  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

For  every  horse  or  other  animal  and  rider,  six  and  one  fourth  centf. 

For  every  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  led  or  driven,

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Springfield  Firemen's  Insurance  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Beitenaciedhy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
William  Werden,  Ira  Page,  Pierson  Spinning,  Hervey  Vinal,  Jacob  W. 
Kills,  John  G.  Nettinger,  and  their  associates,  and  those  who  may  hereaf- 
ter become  associated  with  them,  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate,  to 
be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Springfield  Firemen's  Insurance  Company; 
and  in  their  corporate  capacity,  may  make  contracts  and  prosecute  and  de- 
fend suits  in  all  the  courts  of  this  State  of  competent  jurisdiction;  they 
shall  use  a  company  seal,  which  they  may  alter  or  destroy  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  3.  The  aforesaid  corporation  may  make  such  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions for  their  government,  and  carry  them  into  execution,  as  a  majority 
of  them  may  deem  necessary:  Provided^  The  same  be  not  incompatible 
with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  Said  corporation  shall  elect  on  the  first  day  of  October,  eigh-* 
teen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  a  president,  six  directors,  and  a  secretary, 
who'shall  all  be  stockholders  in  said  company;  and  who,  after  being  legally 
sworn  into  oflfice,  shall  discharge  the  duties  enjoined  upun  them  by  this 
act,  and  by  the  by-laws  established  for  the  government  of  the  company, 
but  if  there  should  be  no  election  had  on  the  day  hereby  fixed,  the  corpo- 
ration shall  not  for  that  cause  expire,  but  the  stockholders  may  afterwards 
proceed  to  elect  such  officers,  at  such  time  as  they  may  appoint. 

Sec.  4.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  collect,  and 
pay  over  to  such  person  or  persons,  as  may  be  appointed  by  said  company 
for  that  purpose,  any  funds,  or  moneys,  subscribed  for  the  insurance  of 
property  against  loss  by  fire  or  other  casualty;  and  all  funds  and  moneys 
80  subscribed  and  paid,  shall  be  receipted  for  by  the  proper  officers,  and 
be  considered  stock  in  said  company. 

Sec.  5.  The  president,  directors,  and  other  officers  of  said  company, 
shall  hold  their  offices  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  arc  elected  and 
qualified;  and  at  each  yearly  meeting  of  the  stockholders, shall  lay  before 
them  a  full  and  true  statement  of  all  accounts  and  transactions  of  the  com- 
pany, during  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  6.  All  obligations,  receipts,  assignments,  transfers,  and  other  pa- 
pers, the  acts  of  said  company,  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  secretary. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  vest  any  part  of  their 
capital  stock,  moneys,  funds,  evidences  of  debt,  or  other  property  in  any 
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public  or  prirate  stocks  of  this  or  any  other  State^  and  the  same  to  sell  or 
transfer  at  pleasure,  and  again  invest  the  same,  or  anj  part  thereof,  in 
such  stock  or  otherwise,  whenever  such  company  shall  deem  it  expedi- 
ent; or  they  may  loan  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  individuals  pr  cor^ 
poratijns,on  real  or  personal  security,  for  such  periods  of  time,  and  upon 
such  terms,  as  the  president  and  directors  shall  decide,  at  a  rate  of  inter- 
est not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum:  Provided^  It  shall  not  be  law- 
ful for  said  company  to  engage  in  the  business  of  banking;  nor  shall  said 
company  make,  issue,  or  emit,  any  bills  of  credit,  as  a  circulating  medium 
of  trade  or  exchange,  under  the  forfeiture  of  all  the  privileges  granted  by 
this  act. 

Sec.  8.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company,  shall  be  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  whi^h  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars 
each. 

Sec.  9.  All  mesne  process  against  said  company  shall  be  by  summons, 
and  service  of  the  same  upon  the  president  or  any  of  the  directors,  shall  be 
good  against  the  whole  company. 

Sec.  10.  In  case  of  the  removal,  resignation  or  death  of  the  president, 
or  of  the  removal,  resignation  or  death  of  any  one  of  the  directors,  the 
board  of  directors  may  immediately  fill  such  vacancy,  or  any  in  either  of 
said  offices  which  may  otherwise  occur. 

Sec.  1 1.  The  president  and  the  directors,  or  four  directors  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  president,  shall  be  aquorum  to  do  all  the  business  of  the  compa- 
ny; and  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  directors  may  choose  one  of 
the  board  to  act  as  the  president/^r^  tempore. 

Sec.  12.  The  aforesaid  corporation,  shall  have  full  power  to  insure  all 
sorts  of  property  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  to  insure  lives,  and  insure 
against  the  loss  or  damage  of  goods  in  the  course  of  transportation,  and 
against  all  other  losses  or  damage,  which  may  be  occasioned  by  casualty 
or  otherwise. 

Sec.  13.  That  every  house  insured  by  the  company,  which  maybe 
destroyed  by  fire  from  the  first  floor  upwards,  shall  be  considered  demol- 
ished; and  the  directors  in  such  case,  if  satisfied  such  destruction  of  the 
insured  building,  was  without  the  act  or  connivance  of  the  insured,  shall 
order  the  money  insured  thereon,  to  be  paid  within  sixty  days  after  notice 
given  to  the  board  of  directors  or  any  member  thereof,  of  such  loss. 

Sec.  14.  That  in  case  of  a  partial  destruction  by  fire,  the  loss  shall  be 
determined  by  assessors  appointed  as  follows:  The  insured  shall  select  one 
disinterested  person,  and  the  board  of  directors  shall  select  another,  and 
their  award  shall  be  final;  but  should  these  disagree  in  their  valuation  of 
the  loss,  they  shall  select  another  disinterested  person,  and  the  award  of 
the  three  or  a  majority  thereof,  shall  bo  final. 

Sec.  15.  Two  dollars  shall  be  paid  on  each  share  of  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  and  the  residue  shall  be  paid 
at  such  times  as  the  president  and  directors  shall  appoint:  Provided^  That 
not  more  than  four  months  shall  intervene  between  the  payments  of  instal- 
ments of  stock,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  to  be  adopted  by  the  board. 

Sec.  16.  Books  for  subscription  shall  be  opened  on  the  second  Mon- 
day of  April,  in  the  town  of  Springfield  at  the  Hotel  of  William  Werden, 
at  the  store  of  J.  G.  Nettinger  and  Co.  and  at  the  store  of  Charles  Cavileer, 
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and  remain  open  thirty  days  thereafter;  and .  may  be  re-opened  at  saeh 
time  and  place,  and  remain  open  for  such  length  of  time,  as  the  presideot 
and  directors  shall  prescribe,  or  until  all  the  stock  in  said  company  shall 
be  taken. 

Sec.  17.  Said  company  shall  be  empowered  to  commence  business, 
when  one-tenth  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been  paid. 

Sec.  18.  This  act  shall  be  deemed  void,  in  the  event  that  at  least  a 
tenth  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  is  not  paid  in,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirtv-eight.

To  ineorporate  the  Harmar  Steam  Engine  Companj. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
James  Whitney,  William  Knox,  Augustus  Stone  and  Abijah  Brooks,  and 
their  associates,  be,  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate^ 
for  and  during  the  term  of  thirty  years,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Har- 
mar Steam  Engine  Company;  and  by  that  name  in  law,  shall  be  capable 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  of 
justice  and  elsewhere;  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  break,  alter 
and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  may  acquire,  hold,  use,  transfer  and  convey  all 
such  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient 
for  the  prosecution  of  their  business;  and  may  nnake  and  execute,  alter 
and  repeal  all  such  by-laws  and  resolutions,  for  the  management  of  the 
company,  and  its  business  and  proceedings,  as  they  may  deem  expedient: 
Provided,  That  each  subscriber  and  stockholder  shall  be  liable  in  his  indivi- 
dual capacity  for  any  debt  of  the  corporation  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  stock  held  by  him,  after  the  corporate  property  is  exhausted;  nor  shall 
the  debts  of  said  corporation  at  any  time  exceed  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  subscribed. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation,  for  the  management  of  its  business, 
shall  be  established  at  Harmar;  and  its  purposes,  objects  and  business,  shall 
be  exclusively  the  building,  constructing,  repairing  and  vending  steam  en- 
gines, and  all  such  business  as  properly  appertains  thereunto. 

Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed  thirty  thoo- 
sand  dollars,  and  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  and 
shall  be  transferable  according  to  the  rules  and  by-laws  of  said  company: 
Provided,  That  no  transfer  shall  be  valid,  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
registered  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  by  said  company  for  that  purpose:  and  the 
persons  before  named,  or  any  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  to  open 
nooks,  and  reiceive  subitcriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  for 
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sach  amount,  not  less  than  ten  thousand,  nor  more  than  thirty  thoasand 
dollars,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  as  soon 
as  ten  thousand  dollars  of  stock  has  been  subscribed,  they  shall  give  notice 
of  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  printed, 
or  having  general  circulation  in  Harmar,  seven  days  previous,  to  choose 
three  directors  for  said  company,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first 
annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  duly  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  In  elections  for  directors,  and  in  meetings  of  stockholders,  each 
stockholder  shall  have  one  vote  on  every  share  up  to  five,  and  one  vote  on 
every  two  shares  above  five;  a  majority  of  voles  given  shall  decide  all 
questions;  and  votes  may  be  given  by  person  or  by  proxy,  but  no  person 
shall  be  a  proxy,  who  is  not  a  stockholder. 

Sec.  5.  The  directors  of  said  company  shall  be  stockholders,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  a  quorum  for  business  when  duly  assembled,  and  shall  be 
elected  annually  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May,  between  the  hours  of  nine 
and  twelve,  A.  M.;  and  all  vacancies  thereafter  occurring  in  the  offices 
of  the  company,  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors  for  the  time  be- 
ing; but  if  no  election  is  held  on  the  day  appointed,  such  election  may  be 
held  at  such  other  time  as  may  be  provided  for  in  the  by-laws. 

Sec.  6.  The  directors  shall  constitute  a  board  for  the  transaction  of  the 
business  of  the  corporation;  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  officers, 
clerks  and  agents,  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  may  prescribe  their  du- 
ties, fix  their  compensation,  and  require  of  them  such  security  for  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  as  they  or  the  by-laws  of  the  company  shall  pre^ 
scribe;  may  make  rules  and  by-laws;  call  meetings  of  stockholders,  by  giv- 
ing fifteen  days^  public  notice;  and  generally  manage  and  direct  the  busi-i 
ness  of  said  company. 

Sec.  7.  The  books,  papers,  and  transactions  of  the  company,  shall  be 
subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  any  one  of  the  stockholders;  and  a 
regular  statement  of  the  same, for  the  year  preceding,  shall  belaid  before 
the  stockholders  at  their  annual  meetings. 

Sec.  8.  The  directors,  shall  from  time  to  time,  as  the  business  of  the 
company  will  justify,  declare  dividends  of  the  nctt  profits  of  its  business, 
to  be  paid  to  the  stockholders  or  their  representatives,  and  may  require 
the  payment  of  the  stock  subscribed,  to  be  made  at  such  times  and  in  such 
proportions  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  may  enforce  the  same,  under 
such  penalties  and  forfeitures  as  the  rules  and  by-laws  of  said  company 
may  have  prescribed,  or  otherwise  sue  for  and  recover  the  sum  thus  called 
for;  and  if  any  subscriber  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  amount  by  him  sub- 
scribed, according  to  the  requisitions  of  said  board  of  directors,  he  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  profits  made  by  the  said  company,  or  vote  at 
any  meetings  of  the  stockholders  during  such  delinquency:  Provided^  That 
twenty  days'  notice  of  the  requisition  and  time  of  payment  of  each  instal- 
ment, shall  be  given  to  the  stockholders,  by  publication  in  a  newspaper 
published  or  in  general  circulation  in  Harmar,  or  by  personal  notice  for- 
warded by  the  secretary  or  other  officer  to  the  several  stockholders. 

Sec.  9.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company,  if  less  than  thirty  thousand 
dollars  be  originally  subscribed,  may  at  any  time  be  increased  by  a  vote  of 
the  stockholders,  and  on  such  principles  conformably  to  the  charter,  as

they  shall  determine  at  any  meeting  duly  assembled,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding that  sum;  to  be  subscribed  at  such  times  and  places,  and  paid  in 
such  instalments,  as  the  directors,  upon  due  notice,  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  be  tnken  and  received  in  all  courts  as  a  public 
act,  and  copies  of  the  same,  printed  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly^ 
shall  be  admitted  as  sufficient  evidence  thereof.

To  incorporate  the  Ohio  City  Mutual  Insurance  Company. 

Sec.  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Francis  A.  Burrows,  Horace  Foot.  J.  F.  Taintor,  Lorenzo  Tyler,  H.  N. 
Barstow,  Finley  Strong,  David  Griffiih,  Edward  Bronson,  Josiah  Barber, 
Amos  Tufts,  and  all  other  persons  that  may  hereafter  become  members 
of  this  company,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic,  by  the  name  of  "The  Ohio  City 
Mutual  Insurance  Company,"  for  the  purpose  ofinsuring  their  respective  bail- 
ings, merchandize,  furniture,  produce,  and  property  generally,  against  lessor 
damage  by  fire,  whether  caused  by  accident,  lightning,  or  any  other  means, 
excepting  that  of  design  in  the  insured,  by  invasion  of  an  enemy,  or  insur- 
ection;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  competent  to  prosecute  and  defend  ac- 
tions of  every  description  before  courts  of  justice  as  fully  as  natural  per- 
sons may  do;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal;  may  purchase,  and  sell  and 
convey  at  pleasure  all  such  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  good  and  safe  management  of  their  business;  may  ordain 
and  establish,  and  alter  and  repeal  at  pleasure,  such  by-laws  and  resolu- 
tions, not  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  Ohio,  as  may  be  deemed 
convenient  for  the  government  of  their  affairs,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the 
purposes  intended  by  this  grant* 

Sec.  2.  That  all  and  every  person  or  persons,  who  shall  at  any  time 
become  interested  in  said  company,  by  insuring  therein,  and  also  their 
respective  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  continuing  to  be 
insured  therein  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
members  thereof,  for  and  during  the  terms  specified  in  their  respective 
policies,  and  no  longer;  and  shall  at  all  times  be  concluded  and  bound  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec*  3.  That  there  shall  be  a  meeting  of  said  company  annually  at 
Ohio  City,  on  such  days  as  said  company  may  hereafter  provide  for 
by  their  by-laws,  of  which  thirty  days'  notice  shall  be  previously  given,  by 
publication  in  two  newspapers  in  general  circulation  in  the  county  of  Cuy- 
ahoga, stating  the  time,  place,  and  design  of  said  meeting;  at  which  meeting 
there  ahall  be^chosen,  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  a  board  of  not 
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more  than  eleven  nor  less  than  five  directors^  who  shall  continue  in  office 
until  others  shall  be  chosen,  and  shall  have  accepted  the  trust  in  their  stead; 
all  vacancies  happening  in  the  board,  noay  be  filled  by  the  remaining  mem- 
bers, until  the  next  annual  meeting;  and  a  mnjoritj  of  the  whole  number 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  special  meetings  of 
the  company  may  be  called  by  order  of  the  directors,  or  in  such  other  man- 
ner as  the  by-laws  thereof  may  prescribe;  and  at  all  elections  for  directors, 
and  in  all  other  cases  where  a  vote  of  the  members  may  be  required,  each 
member,  by  himself  or  proxy,  shall  be  alowed  one  vote,  and  each  member 
who  shall  be  insured  to  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  two  votes,  and  one  vote  for  every  additional  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  ho  may  be  so  insured. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  superintend  the  concerns  of 
•aid  company,  and  shall  have  the  management  of  the  funds  and  property 
thereof,  and  all  matters'  and  things  thereunto  relating,  and  not  other- 
wise provided  for  by  said  company;  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to 
time,  to  appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers,  agents  and 
assistants,  as  to  them  may  seem  necessary,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  fix 
their  compensation,  take  such  security  from  them  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  and  may  remove 
them  at  pleasure;  they  shall  determine  the  rates  ofinsurance,  the  sum  to  be  in- 
sured on  any  building  or  other  property,  and  the  sum  to  be  deposited  foi  the 
insurance  thereof;  they  shall  order  and  direct  the  making  and  issuing  of  all 
policies  of  insurance,  the  providing  of  books,  stationary,  and  other  things 
needful  for  the  office  of  said  company,  and  for  carrying  on  the  affairs 
thereof;  and  may  draw  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  all  losses 
which  may  have  happened,  and  for  expenses  incurred  in  transacting  the 
concerns  of  said  company;  they  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  number  to  act 
as  president,  and  may  hold  their  meetings  monthly,  and  ofiener,  if  neces- 
sary, for  transacting  the  business  of  the  company,  and  shall  keep  a  record 
of  their  proceedings;  and  any  director,  disagreeing  with  a  majority  of  the 
board  at  any  meeting,  may  enter  his  dissent  with  reasons  therefor,  on  the 
record  of  their  proceedings;  and  all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
company,  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders 
at  any  regular  meeting,  or  of  any  committee  appointed  by  the  stockholders 
for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  5.  That  every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of  said  compa- 
ny, by  efiecting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before  he  receives  his  policy,  de- 
posite  his  promissory  note  for  such  a  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  determined  by 
the  directors,  a  part,  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  of  which  said  note  shall 
be  immediately  paid,  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  incidental  expen- 
ses of  said  institution;  and  the  remainder  of  said  deposite  note  shall  be 
payable  in  part,  or  the  whole,  at  any  time  when  the  directors  shall  deem 
the  same  requisite,  for  the  payment  of  losses  or  other  expenses;  and,  at 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  insurance,  the  said  note,  or  such  part  of  the 
same  as  shall  remain  unpaid,  after  deducting  all  liabilities,  losses  and  expen- 
ses accruing  during  said  term,  shall  be  relinquished  and  given  up  to  the 
maker  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  That  every  member  of  said  company  shall  be,  and  hereby  is 
bound  and  obliged  to  pay  his  portion  of  all  losses  and  expenses  happening 
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or  accruing  in  and  to  said  company,  and  all  the  buildings  or  other  property 
insured  by  and  with  said  company,  together  with  the  right,  title,  and  inte- 
rest of  the  insured,  to  the  lands  on  which  they  stand,  shall  be  pledged  to 
said  company;  and  the  said  company  shall  have  a  lien  thereon  against  the 
insured,  during  the  continuance  of  his,  her,  or  their  policies. 

Sec.  7.  That  in  case  of  any  loss  or  damage  by  fire  happening  to  any 
member,  upon  property  insured,  in  and  with  said  company,  the  said  mem- 
ber shall  give  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  directors  or  some  one  of 
them,  or  to  the  secretary  of  said  company,  within  thirty  days  from  the 
time  such  loss  or  damage  may  have  happened;  and  the  directors,  upon  a 
view  of  the  same,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  they  may  deem  proper,  shall 
ascertain  and  determine  the  amount  of  said  loss  or  damage;  and  if  the  par- 
ty suffering  is  not  satisfied  with  the  determination  of  the  directors,  the  ques- 
tion may  be  submitted  to  referees,  whose  award  may  be  made  a  rule  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  Cuyahoga  county,  or  the  said  party  may  bring 
an  action  against  the  company  for  loss  or  damage,  at  the  next  court  of 
common  pleas  in  Cuyahoga  county,  or  in  the  county  where  the  said  loss 
or  damage  shall  have  happened;  and  not  afterwards,  unless  said  court 
shall  be  holden  within  six  months  after  said  determination;  but,  if  not  hol- 
den  within  that  time,  then  at  the  next  court  holden  in  said  county  thereaf* 
ter;  and  if,  upon  trial  of  said  action,  a  greater  sum  shall  be  recovered  than 
the  amount  determined  upon  by  the  directors,  the  party  suffering  shall  have 
judgment  therefor,  against  said  company,  with  interest  thereon  from  the 
time  said  company  were  bound  to  pay  said  loss  or  damage,  and  costs  of 
suit;  but  if  no  more  shall  be  recovered  than  the  amount  aforesaid,  the  said 
party  shall  become  non-suit,  and  the  said  company  shall  recover  their 
costs:  Provided^  That  the  judgment  last  mentioned  shall,  in  no  wi$e,afiect 
the  claim  of  said  suffering  party  to  the  amount  of  loss  or  damage,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  directors  aforesaid:  Provided  also^  That  execution  shall  not 
issue  on  any  judgment  against  said  company,  until  after  the  expiration  of 
six  months  from  the  rendition  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  directors  shall,  after  receiving  written  notice  of  any  loss 
or  damage  by  fire,  sustained  by  any  member,and  ascertaining  the  same,  or  af- 
ter the  rendition  of  any  judgment  as  aforesaid,  aorainst  said  company,  for 
such  loss  or  damage,  settle  or  determine  the  sums  to  be  paid  by  the  several 
members  thereof,  as  their  respective  proportion  of  such  loss,  and  publish 
the  same  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  see  fit,  or  as  the  by-laws  shall  have 

Erescribed;  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  each  member,  shall  be  nearly  as  may 
e  in  proportion  to  the  original  amount  of  his  depositc  note  or  notes,  and  shall 
be  paid  to  the  treasurer  or  an  authorized  agent,  within  thirty  days  next  after 
publication  of  said  notice;  and  if  any  member  shall, for  the  space  of  thirty  days 
after  the  publication  of  said  notice,  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  sum  assessed 
upon  him,her,  or  them,  as  his,  her,  or  their  proportion  of  any  loss  as  af jresaid, 
in  such  case,  the  directors  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  whole  amount  of  his, 
her,or  their  deposite  note  or  notes,  with  costs  of  suit;  and  the  money  thus 
collected,  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  said  company,  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  such  loss  and  expenses  as  have,  or  may  hereafter  accrue;  and  the 
balance  if  any  remain,  shall  be  returned  to  the  party  from  whom  it  was 
collected,  on  demand,  after  thirty  days  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  for 
"which  insurance  was  made. 
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Sec.  9.  That  if  it  shall  ever  so  happen,  that  the  whole  amount  of  depos- 
ite  notes,  should  be  insufllicient'to  pay  the  loss  occasioned  by  any  one  fire 
or  fires,  in  such  case,  sufferers  insured  by  said  company,  shall  receive  to- 
wards making  good  their  respective  losses,  a  proporiionalc  dividend  of  the 
whole  amount  of  said  notes,  according  to  the  sums  by  them  respectively 
insured  and  in  addition  thereto,  a  sum  to  be  assessed  on  all  the  members  of 
said  company,  not  exceeding  fifty  cants  on  every  hundred  dollars  by  them 
respectively  insured;  nor  shall  any  member  ever  be  required  to  pay 
for  any  loss  occasioned  by  fire,  at  any  one  time^  more' than  fifty  cents  on 
each  hundred  dollars  insured  in  said  company,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
of  his  deposite  note,  nor  more  than  that  amount  for  any  such  loss,  aAerhis 
said  note  shall  have  been  paid  and  expended;  but  any  member,  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  whole  of  his  deposite  note,  and  surrendering  his  policy,  before 
any  subsequent  loss  or  expense  has  occurred,  may  be  discharged  fronvsaid 
company:  Provided^  All  losses  sustained  up  to  the  time  of  such  surrender, 
shall  have  been  adjusted  and  paid. 

Sec.  10.  That  said  company  may  make  insurances  for  any  time  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  years;  and  any  policy  of  insurance  executed  by  said  company, 
signed  by  the  president,  and  cotrntersigned  by  the  secretary,  shall  be 
deenied  valid  and  binding  ort  said  company,. in  all  cases  where  the  assured 
has  a  title  m  fee  simple,  unincumbered,  to  the  land  on  which  said  building 
or  buildings  is  or  are  situated,  and  an  uniucumbered  title  to  the  merchandize, 
produce,  or  other  property  insured;  but  if  the  insured  have  a  less  estate  or 
interest  therein  and  thereto,  or  if  the  premises,  or  merchandize,  produce 
or  other  property  be  incumbered,  the  policy  shall  be  void,  unless  the  true 
title  and  incumbrances  thereto  and  thereon,  be  expressed  therein,  and  in 
the  application  therefor. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  the'  directors  shall  settle  and  pay  all  losses  within  three 
months  after  they  shall  have  been  notified. as  aforesaid,  but  no  allowance 
shall  be  made  in  estimating  damages  in  any  case,  forgilding,  historical,  or 
landscape  painting,  stucco  or  carved  work. 

Sec.  1 2.  That  where  any  house,^buiIding,  or  other  property  shall  be  alien- 
ated, by  sale  or  otherwise,  the  policy  shall  thereupon  be  void,  and  be  sur- 
rendered to  the  directors  of  said  company  to  be  cancelled,  and  upon  such 
surrender,  the  assured  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his,  her,  or  their  deposite 
notes,  upon  the  payment  of  his,  her,  or  their  proportion  of  all  losses  and 
liabilities  that  have  accrued  prior  to  such  surrender:  Provided^  That  the 
grantee  or  alienee,  having  the  policy  .'assigned  to  him,  may  have  the  same 
ratified  and  confirmed  to  him,  her,  or  them,  for  his,  her  or  their  own  proper 
use  and  benefit,  upon  application  to  the  directors,  and  with  their  consent, 
within  thirty  days  next  after  such  alienation,  on  giving  proper  security,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  said  directors,  for  such  portion  of  the  deposite,  or  pre- 
mium note,  as  shall  remain  unpaid;  and  by  such  ratification  and  confirma- 
tion, the  party  causing  the  same,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges, and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities,  to  which  the  original  party  insured 
was  entitled  and  subjected  under  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  any  alteration  should  be  made  in  any  house  or  build- 
ing, or  in  the  occupancy  and  use  thereof,  or  in  the  building,  or  in  the  prem- 
ises, where  other  property  is  stored  and  kept,  by  the  proprietors  thereof, 
after  insurance  has  been  made  thereon  with  said  company,  whereby  it  may 
40 — L  L. 
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become  exposed  to  greater  risk  or  hazard  from  fire  than  it  was  at  the 
time  it  was  insured,  then  and  in  every  such  case,  the  insurance  made 
upon  the  same  house  or  building  or  other  property,  shall  be  void,  unless 
an  additional  premium  and  deposite  after  such  alteration,  be  settled  with 
and  paid  to  the  directors  or  their  agents;  but  no  alterations  or  repairs  in 
buildings,  not  increasing  such  risk  or  hazard,  shall  in  any  wise  affect  the 
insurance  previously  made  thereon. 

Sec*  14.  That  in  case  any  buildings,  situated  upon  leased  lands,  and 
insured  by  said  company,  be  destroyed  by.  fire,  in  such  case  the  directors 
may  retain  the  amount  of  the  premium  note  given  for  insurance  thereof, 
until  the  time  for  which  insurance  was  made  shall  have  expired;  and 
until  the  payment  of  all  expenses,  losses  and  liabilities,  that  shall  have  oc- 
curred previous  thereto,  and  when  the  same  shall  have  been  paid,  the  as- 
sured shall  have  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  such  part  of  said  retained 
sum  or  sums,  as  has  not. been  expended  in  losses  and  assessment. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  insurance  on  any  house  or  building  or  other  property, 
shall  be  and  subsist  in  said  comjpany  and  in  any  other  office,  or  from  and 
by  any  other  person  or  persons  at  the  same  time,  the  insurance  made  in 
and  by  the  company  hereby  incorporated  shall  be  deemed  and  become 
void,  unless  such  double  insurance  subsist  with  the  consent  of  the  direc- 
tors or  agents,  signified  by  endorsement  on  the  back  of  the  policy,  or  by 
certificate  to  that  effect,  signed  by  the  president  or  secretary. 

Sec.  16.  Tte  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any 
three  of  them,  may  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  members  of  this  com- 
pany, at  such  time  and  place  in  Ohio  city  as  they  shall  designate,  by  giv- 
mg  notice  as  provided  for  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  for  the  purpose  of 
choosing  the  first  board  of  directors,  of  making  and  establishing  by-laws, 
and  of  transacting  any  business  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into  efiect 
the  provisions  of  this  act:  Prauided^  however^  That  no  risk  shall  be  taken, 
or  policy  issued  by  this  company,  until  appUcation  shall  be  made 
for  insurance  on  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  at  least. 

Sec.  17.  That  each  and  every  of  the  directors  of  said  company 
shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond  to  the  treasu* 
rer  of  Cuyahoga  county  in  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  with  good  and 
sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  treasurer,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  agreeably  to 
the  regulations  of  this  act;  and  on  the  complaint  of  any  person  injured,  by 
the  misconduct  of  any  director,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  treasurer, 
to  cause  said  bond  to  be  put  to  suit,  on  receiving  security  to  indemnify  said 
county  against  costs,  and  to  certify  to  the  court  who  is  the  prosecutor  in 
such  cause;  and  the  said  court  may,  on  motion  of  the  defendants  in  said 
cause,  order  the  prosecutor  to  find^sureties  to  indemnify  the  defendants  for 
their  costs,  should  he  fail  to  prosecute  or  recover  thereon;  and  if  the  de- 
fendants shall  plead  performance  of  the  conditions  of  said  bond,  the  pros- 
ecutor may  reply  to  as  many  breaches  respecting  his  interest,  as  he  shall 
think  fit:  and  the  jury  on  trial  of  such  issues  as  shall.be  put  to  them,  shall 
assess  damages  for  such  breaches  as  the  prosecutor  shall  prove,  and  the 
Court  enter  up  judgment  for  the  whole  penalty  of  the  bond,  and  issue  exe- 
cution in  favor  of  the  prosecutor  for  such  a  sum  as  the  jury  ^all  have  found 
damages  and  the  costs:  and  the  judgment  shall  remain  for  the  benefit  of 
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such  persOQ  or  persona  as  may,  by  a  scire  facias  thereon,  show  that  they 
have  been  injured  by  any  breaches  of  the  condition  of  said  bond;  and  if 
the  prosecutor  fail  to  recover  in  suit,  the  court  shall  award  costs  to  the  defen- 
dants, and  thereupon  issue  execXition  against  such  prosecutor  for  the  same. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  this  company  to  loan  any  part  of  its 
moneys  or  funds,  to  corporations  or  individuals,  on  real  or  personal  secu- 
rity, for  such  a  period  of  time,  and  upon  such  terms,  as  they  shall  deem 
most  expedient,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent.,  and  may  borrow  money 
where  it  shall  be  necessary  to  meet  any  loss  or  losses  which  said  company 
have  sustained  upon  its  insurances. 

Sec.  19.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  any  member  of 
the  Ohio  City  Mutual  Insurance  Company  or  of  any  other  Mutual  Insurance 
Company  hereafter  to  be  incorporated,  shall  or  may  be  admitted  as  a  com- 
petent witness,  and  his  deposition  used  in  the  same  manner  as  inhabitants 
of  towns,  districts,  precincts,  or  parishes  are  by  law  now  admitted  and  their 
depositions  used. 

Sec.  20.     Any  future  Legislature  may  alter,  ^amend  or  repeal  this  act.

AN  ACT 

Relating  to  certain  lots  in  th«  town  of  Franklin,  in  the  county  of  Warran. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enactedby  the  General  Assembly  of  Ike  State  of  Ohioy  That 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  for  the  mayor  and  trustees  of  the  town  of 
Franklin,  in  the  county  of  Warren,  as  the  representatives  of  said  corpo- 
ration, after  having  obtained  releases,  in  writing,  from  the  heirs  at  law,  (or 
the  legal  guardians  of  such  of  snid  heirs  as  may  be  minors,)  of  Wiiliam  C. 
Schenck,  deceased,  relinquishing  all  their  interest  and  estate,  in  or  to 
lots  number  thirty-nine  and  fifty-one,  as  known  on  the  plat  of  the  said 
town  of  Franklin,  and  after  having  put  said  releases  upon  record  in  the 
office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  in  said  Warren  county  to  then  dedicate  and 
devote  suidlots  to  such  uses  and  purposes,  either  public  or  private,  asmay 
be  deemed  most  beneficial  and  advantageous  to  said  town  of  Franklin;  and 
that  said  mayor  and  trustees,  as  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  shall  hold 
and  control  said  lots  in  trust,  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  said  corpora- 
tion, and  may  manage  the  same  accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  the  incorporated  and  unincorporated  religious  socie- 
ties in  the  township  of  Franklin,  and  county  of  Warren,  for  whose  bene- 
fit lots  number  thirty-nine  and  fifty-one,  in  the  town  of  Franklin,  in^said 
county,  were  heretofore  donated  by  Wm.  C.  Schenck,  dcceaserl,  shall  at 
any  time  hereafter  decline  to  use  and  occupy  said  lots,  or  the  building 
erected  thereon,  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  same  were  designated 
by  the  donation;  their  right  to  the  same,  shall  forever  cease  and  do- 
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lerfniDe;andfor  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  intention  of  said  societlest 
any  one  or  more  members  of  each  of  the  religious  societies  interested,  may 
call  a  meeting  of  said  societies  at  the  usual  place  of  holding  worship,  by  giv- 
ing at  least  four  weeks  nolFce  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county, 
stating  the  time,  place  and  intention  of  said  meeting;  and  when  said  socie- 
ty or  societies  shall  be  so  assembled,  they  shall  decide  by  all  the  memben 
present  giving  their  written  assent,  for  or  against  a  further  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  the  said  lots  and  meeting-house,  and  a  written  statement  of  their 
assent  or  dissent,  ^hall  be  made  out  and  sworn  to  by  one  or  more  of  the 
members  of  the  society,  and  the  same  shall  be  recorded  in  the  county  of 
Warren;  and  if  a  majority  of  each  of  the  several  societies  that  may  assem- 
ble as  before  provided,  shall  give  their  assent  to  relinquish  all  further  claim 
to  the  aforesaid  lots  and  meeting-house,  then  arid  in  that  case,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  mayor  and  trustees  of  the  town  of  Franklin,  to  cause  the  said 
meeting-house  to  be  sold  and  removed;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
mayor  and  trustees  of  the  town  of  Franklin,  to  give  at  least  thirty  days* 
notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county,  of  the  time  of  selling  the 
same;  atnd  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  said  mayor  and  trustees,  to 
pay  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  same  to  the  persons,  their  heirs  or  assigns, 
that  heretofore  contributed  by  subscriptions  or  donations,  for  the  erection 
of  said  meeting-house,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  they  have  severally  paid 
for  the  same;  and  the  mayor  and  trustees  of  the  town  of  Franklin,  shall 
after  having  obtained  a  release  from  the  heirs  of  Wm«  G.  Schenck,  deceased, 
as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  take  possession  of,  hold  and 
control,  lease,  sell  and  convey  said  lots,  as  they  may  deem  best  calculated 
to  promote  the  interest  of  the  said  town  of  Franklin.

Alt  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Dresden  Iron  Manufacturing  Companj. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioy  That 
George  W.  Cass,  William  W.  Brice,  Amos  H.  Brown,  Laban  Lemcrt, 
David  Pierce,  Edward  Adams  and  Jabez  H.  Foster,  and  their  associates 
and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Dresden 
Iron  Manufacturing  Company;'' and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law, 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  of 
justice  and  elsewhere;  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  thesaqie  may  break, 
alter  and  renew;  and  may  acquire^  hold,  use  and  convey  all  such  proper- 
ty, real  and  personal,  or  mixed,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  business  hereby  authorized,  which  is  declared  to  be  the  manufacture  of 
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Iron,  in  its  various  branches;  and  may  make^alter  and  repeal  all  such  by 
laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  goyemment  of  said  company,  and  the 
management  of  their  business  and  proceedings,  as  they  shall  deem  expe-* 
dient:  Provided^  The  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exce0d  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dol- 
lars each;  but  no  part  thereof  to  be  employed  iii  banking. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a 
Kpajority  of  them,  shall,  within.one  year  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  cause  books  to  be  opened  in  the  town  of  Dresden,  books  of  subscrip- 
tion for  the  whole,  or  such  proportion  of  said  capital  stock  as  they  shall 
determine;  subject  to  the  payment  of  five  per  centum  on  the  amount  taken 
by  each  individual  at  the  time  of  subscribing:  Provided^  That  thirty  days' 
previous  notice  be  given  thereof^ in  some  newspaper  circulated  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Muskingum. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  the  books  of  subscription  shall  have  been  closed, 
the  aforesaid  persoQs  named  in  section  one  of  this  acjt^  shall  have  power, 
and  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  appoint  and  advertise  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  at  some  suitable  place  at  Dresden, 
when  and  where  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot,  seven  directors, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  duly  qualified,  agreeably  to  the  by-laws  of  said  company.  • 

Sec.  5.  That  each  share  having  stood  on  the  company's  books  thirty 
days  previous  to  any  election,  in  the  name  of  the  holder  thereof,  shall  enti- 
tle him  to  one  vote:  Prcmidedy  That  the  number  of  shares  shall  not  exceed 
one  third  of  the  amount  of  stock  subscribed  for,  in  the  bands  of  the  same 
individual;  one  share  in  five  only,  above  one  third,  being  entitled  to  a  vote: 
And  provided  further^  That  no  stockholder  or  other  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  bold  the  office  of  director,  unless  he  shall  have  held,  for  thirty  days  pre- 
vious to  being  elected,  five  shares  of  said  capital  stock,  in  his  own  name: 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  stockholders 
from  voting  by  proxy,  subject  to  the  foregoing  restriction,  not  to  exceed 
one  third  of  the  ballots  authorized  to  be  given:  the  foregoing  election 
to  be  judged  by  any  two  of  the  foregoing  persons  named  in  section  one 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  directors  so  elected,  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  after 
the  aforesaid,  and  all  future  elections,  choose  one  person  from  their  num- 
ber, who  shall  be  styled  and  serve  as  president;  they  shall  determine  the 
amount  of  the  instalments,  subsequent  to  the  one  provided  for  m  section 
third  of  this  act^  and  when,  and  to  whom  they  shall  be  paid;  but  no  stock- 
holder shall  be  required  to  pay  any  instalment,  until  after  the  order  requir- 
ing the  same,  shall  have  been  published  thirty  days  in  some  newspaper 
circulated  in  the  county  of  Muskingum. 

Sec.  7.  That  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  to  pay  any  instalment  when 
required  so  to  do  by  the  directors,  as  provided  in  sec.  six  of  this  act,  he,  she, 
or  they,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  company  at  the  rate  of 
twenty  per  centum;  and  if  said  instalment  or  instalments,  with  the  penal- 
ty thereon,  be  not  paid  within  one  year  from  and  after  the  first  failure  or 
delinquency,  the  said  stock  held  by  the  said  delinquent,  together  with  all

dividends  arising  from  said  stock,  and  not  paid  over,  shall  also  be  forfeited 
to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  company.  . 

Sec.  8.  That  so  soon  as  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  of  said  capital 
stock  shall  have  been  paid  in,  the  company  shall  have  power  to  transact 
all  business,  and  all  other  things  whatsoever,  for  which  it  is  created. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  have 
full  power,  and  are  hereby  authorized,  from  time  to  time,  to  re-open  the 
company's  stock  book  for  subscription,  or  sales  of  stock,  in  such  amount 
or  proportion  of  said  capital  stock  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  pro- 
secution of  the  business  and  interest  of  said  company,  until  the  amount 
stipulated  in  section  two  of  this  act,  shall  have  been  disposed  of. 

Sec.  10.  That  in  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  vested  the  power 
to  make,  alter,  and  repeal  all  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  make  and  re- 
ceive conveyances,  purchases,  and  sales;  and  shall  have  the  management 
and  control  of  the  concerns  of  the  company,  except  determining  their  own 
salaries,  which  shall  be  done  by  the  stockholders. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  all  business. 

Sec.  13.  That  to  perpetuate  the  directorship  and  management  of  the 
concerns  of  the  company,  the  directors  shall  annually,  on  such  day  as  they 
may  designate,  advertise,  and  hold  an  election,  at  their  usual  place  of  trans- 
acting business,  in  manner  as  required  in  sections  four  and  five  of  this  act, 
when  a  plurality  of  votes  shalldetermine  on  whom  the  said  directorship 
shall  devolve,  for  the  next  twelve  months;  but  if  any  two  or  more  st6ckhold- 
«rs  shall  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  office  of  director,  so  that 
there  be  not  seven  persons  who  obtain  majorities;  then,  and  in  that  case, 
the  president  and  directors  incumbent,  shall  be  competent  to  determine  by 
ballot,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  they  shall  appoint,  who  shall  be  the  di- 
rectors elect:  Provided  always^  That  the  choice  is  made  from  amongst 
those  having  so  obtained  th^t  equal  number,  considering  those  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes,  elected  by  the  stockholders. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  if  a  vacancy  should  at  any  time  occur  by  death,  remo- 
val, or  resignation  of  the  president,  or  either  of  ihe  directors,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  majority  of  the  board  to  fill  such  vacancy  from  amongst  the 
stockholders. 

Sec.  14.  That  no  casual tv  or  failure  to  elect  directors  on  the  annual 
day  of  election,  shall  in  rfny  wise  impair  the  validity,  or  aflect  the  interest 
of  the  stockholders,  granted  by  and  under  this  act. 

Sec.  1 5.  That  no  transfer  of  stock  shall  be  valid  or  efifectual,  until 
such  transfer  shall  be  registered  in  the  book  or  books  to  be  kept  by  the 
company  for  that  purpose;  and  further,  that  such  transfer  of  stock  shall 
be  made  subject  to  the  debts  or  demands  due  to  the  said  company  from  the 
person  transferring,  at  the  time  of  making  such  transfer. 

Sec.  16.  That  each  stockholder  shall  be  liable  in  his  individual  capa- 
city for  the  debts  of  said  corporation  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  stock 
subscribed  or  held  by  him;  and  the  debts  of  said  corporation  shall  at  no 
time  exceed  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  subscribed.

To  pTOTide  for  the  sale  of  seetion  sixteen,  in  township  No.  one,  in  Range  seyentten,  in 

Crawford  county. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Hie  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Loyd  Adey,  William  S.  Smith,  and  John  H.  Scott,  of  the  county  of  Craw- 
ford, be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  to  proceed  some  time  during  the  months  of  June  and  July  next,  to  view 
and  appraise  school  section  sixteen,  in  township  number  one,  south  of 
range  number  seventeen,  in  saidcounty  of  Crawford:  Propided,  That  the 
inhabitants  of  said  original  surveyed  township  shall  have  given  their  as- 
sent to  the  sale  of  such  sectiou,  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  the  act,  en* 
titled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  section  sixteen,  granted  by  Con- 
gress for  the  use  of  schools,'^  passed  January  29,  1827,  with  tlie  exception 
that  the  votes  for  and  against  the  sale  of  said  section,  shall  be.  counted  on 
the  last  Saturday  of  May  next. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  said  commissioners  deem  it  necessary,  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  take  to  their  assistance  the  .county  surveyor  of  Crawford 
county,  who,  under  their  direction,  shall  make  such  surveys  and  plats  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  full  and  correct  performance  of  the  duties  requi- 
red of  them  by  this  act;  and  said  surveyor  and  commissioners^  shall  each 
receive  for  their  respective  services,  one  dollar  per  day,  for  each  day  they 
or  either  of  them  may  be  necessarily  employed  in  said  service,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  treasury  of  Crawford  county,  which  shall  be  refunded  to  said 
county  treasury  of  Crawford  county,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  That  so  soon  as  the  survey  of  said  section  sixteen,  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  county  surveyor,  into  half  quarter  sections,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  auditor  of  Crawford  county, 
such  survey  and  plat  thereof,  and  the  appraised  value  of  each  respective 
lot  or  parcel  thereof,  so  made  as  aforesaid;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
auditor,  upon  receiving  the  return  of  the  said  commissioners,  to  give  at 
least  thirty  days  notice,  by  advertisements  set  up  in  five  of  the  most  pub- 
lic places  in  the  county  of  Crawford,  or  in  some  newspaper  of  the  most 
general  circulation  therein,  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale;  and  pursuant  of 
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ioch  notice,  be  shall,  betw^een  the  hours  of  ten  oVlock,  A.  M.  and  four 
o'clock,  P.  M.  at  the  door  of  the  court-hoase,  in  said  count j,  proceed  to 
sell  the  said  section  sixteen,  in  half  quarters,  to  the  highest  bidder,  on  a 
credit  of  fire  years;  continuing  said  sale  from  day  to  day,  if  necessary; 
the  interest  on  the  purchase  money  to  be  paid  annually,  into  the  treasury 
of  said  county,  for  the  use  of  schools  in  such  original  sunreyed  township: 
Provided^  No  lot  or  parcel  of  said  land  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  the  apprai- 
sed ralue  thereof,  as  returned  by  said  commissioners,  nor  for  less  than  fire 
dollars  per  acre:  And  provided^  further j  That  in  case  any  purchaser,  at  the 
first  sale,  shall  fail  to  make  payment  of  the  sum  by  him  bid  therefor,  said 
land  shall  not  be  sold  at  any  subsequent  sale  for  less  than  was  bid  therefor 
at  the  first  sale,  with  interest  thereon. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  auditor  of  said  county  shall,  on  the  sale  of  any  part  or 
parcel  of  said  school  section  being  made,  as  aforesaid,  make  a  certificate 
of  such  purchase,  with  the  payment,  if  any,directed  to  the  Governor,  who, 
on  the  receipt  thereof,  may  execute  deeds  for  said  lands  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  thereof;  and  shall  take  from  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  there* 
o^  a  mortgage  on  the  said  lands  so  sold,  as  aforesaid,  together  with  a  bond, 
in  the  penalty  of  at  least  the  amount  of  such  purchase  money,  witli  good 
and  sufficient  security,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Governor,  as  additional  se- 
curity, which  mortgage  and  bond  shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  county 
treasurer  of  the  county  of  Crawford,  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  purchase 
money,  with  interest  thereon  until  paid,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, and  the  purchase  money,  at  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  day 
of  sale,  to  the  said  county  treasurer,  for  the  use  of  schools  in  said  original 
surveyed  township. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  county  treasurer  shall,  out  of  the  first  moneys- 
that  may  come  to  his  hands,  of  the  interest  on  the  purchase  money  of  the 
sales  of  said  lands,  refund  to  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  the  amount  which 
may  have  been  paid  out  to  said  commissioners  and  surveyor,  for  the  ser- 
vices rendered  by  them,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  Bi  That  the  auditor  of  said  county  of  Crawford  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive,  for  all  certificates  he  is  compelled  to  make,  under  this  act,  ten 
cents  for  each  hundred  words,  to  be  paid  by  the  purchaser,  and  the 
county  treasurer  one  per  cent,  on  all  moneys  received  under  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  commissioners,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  said 
office,  shall  take  an  oath,  before  some  proper  officer,  to  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially discharge  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  should  cither 
of  said  commissioners  die,  refuse  to  serve,  or  such  office  of  commissioner  in 
any  other  way  become  vacant,  the  county  commissioners  of  Crawford 
county  are  authorized  to  fill  such  vaqancv.

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  tim  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Samuel  Matthews^  Charles  Smith,  and  Guy  Magan,  of  the  county  of 
Wood,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be,  to  proceed  some  time  during  the  months  of  June  and  July  next, 
to  view  and  appraise  school  section  sixteen,  in  tov^nship  number  five,  of 
range  number  ten,  in  said  county  of  Wood:  Provided^  That  the  inhabi- 
tants of  said  origmal  surveyed  township  shall  have  given  their  assent  Co 
the  sale  of  such  section,  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  the  act,  entitled '^Aa 
act  to  provide  for  the  salo  of  section  sixteen,  granted  hy  Congress  for  the 
use  of  schools,"  passed  January  29, 1027,  with  the  exception  that  the  votes 
for  and  against  the  sale  of  such  section,  shall  be  counted  on  the  last  Satur- 
day of  May  next. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  said  commissioners  deem  it  necessary,  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  take  to  their  assistance,  the  county  surveyor  of  Wood  coun- 
ty, who,  under  their  direction,  shall  make  such  surveys  and  plats  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  full  and  correct  performance  of  the  duties)  required  of 
them  by  this  act;  and  said  surveyor  and  coinmissioners  shall  receive 
for  their  respective  services,  one  dollar  per  day,  for  each  day  they  or  either 
of  them  may  be  necessarily  employed  in  said  service,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  Wood  county,  which  shall  be  refunded  to  said  county  treasury 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  That  so  soon  as  the  survey  of  said  section  sixteen  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  county  surveyor  into  half  quarter  sections,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  auditor  of  Wood  county^such 
survey  and  plat  thereof,  and  the  appraised  value  of  each  respective  lot  or 
ptircel  thereof,  so  made  as  aforesaid;  andit  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor, 
upon  receiving  the  return  of  the  said  commissioners,  to  give  at  least  thirty 
days  notice,  by  advertisements  set  up  in  five  of  the  most  public  places  in 
the  county  of  Wood,  or  in  some  newspaper  of  the  most  general  circulation 
therein,  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale;  and  pursuant  to  such  notice,  he  shall, 
between  theliours  of  ten  o'clock,  A.  M.  and  four  o'clock  P.  M.  at  the  door 
of  the  court-house,  in  said  county,,  proceed  to  sell  the  said  section,  in  half 
quarters,  to  the  highest  bidder,  on  Ihe  following  terms:  one-sixth  part  to  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  sale,  and  one^sixth  part  annually  thereafter,  with  inter- 
est on  the  deferred  payments,  at  the  rate  of  six  percent,  per  annum,  to  be 
paid  mto  the  treasury  of  said  county  of  Wood,  for  the  use  of  schools  io 
such  original  surveyed  township:  Provided^  Said  sale  may  be  continued 
from  day  to  day,  if  necessary :  And  provided^  also^  That  no  lot  or  parcel  of 
said  land  shall  be  sold  for  less  ttian  five  dollars  per  acre-:  And  preinded^  fur* 
therj  That  in  case  any  purch<iser,  at  the  first  sale,  shall  fajl  to  make  pay- 
n>ent  of  the  .sum  by  him  bid  therefor,  said  land  shall  not  besoldatany  8ub« 
sequent  sale  for  less  than  was  bid  therefor  at  the  first  sale,  with  interest 
thereon. 

Sec.  4.     That  the  auditor  of  said  county  shall,  on  the  sale  of  any  pert 
or  parcel  of  said  school  section  being  made,  as  aforesaid,  give  to  such  pusr- 
41— L.  L 
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chaser  or  purchasers  a  certificate  of  such  purchase  directed  to  the  Gover- 
nor, and  the  Governor,  on  the  receipt  thereof,  may  make  out  a  deed  or 
deeds  of  said  lands,  and  deliver  the  same  to  said  purchaser  or  purchasers 
thereof;  and  shall  take  from  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  a  mort* 
gage  on  the  said  lands  so  sold,  as  aforesaid,  together  with  a  bond,  in  the 
penalty  of  at  least  the  amount  of  the  deferred  payments  due  on  such  land, 
with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Governor,  as  ad- 
ditional security,  which  mortgage  and  bond  shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of 
and  payable  to  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Wood,  to  secure  the 
deferred  payments  and  interest  which  may  become  due  thereon. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  county  treasurershall,  out  of  the  first  moneys  that 
may  come  to  bis  hands,  of  the  interest  on  the  purchase  money  of  the  sales 
6f  said  lands,  refund  to  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  the  amount  which  may 
have  been  paid  out  to  said  commissioners  and  surveyor,  for  the  services 
rendered  by  them,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  auditor  of  said  county  of  Wood  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive,  for  all  conveyancTes  he  is  required  to  make  under  this  act,  twelve 
and  a  half  centd  for  each  one  hundred  words,  to  be  paid  by  the  purcha- 
ser, and  the  county  treasurer  one  per  cent,  on  all  moneys  received  under 
this  act. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  commissioners,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  said 
office,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  proper  officer  to  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially discharge  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  should  either 
of  said  commissioners  die,  refuse  to  serve,  or  such  office  of  commissioner  by 
any  other  cause  become  vacant,  the  county  commissioners  of  Wood 
county  are  authorized  to  fill  such  vacancy.

AN  ACT 


To  incorporate  the  town  of  Harmar  in  the  county  of  Washington. 

t 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
all  that  part  of  the  township  of  Marietta,  which  lies  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Muskingum  river,  which  lies  east  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  acre  lot, 
number  thirty-five,  and  of  the  one  hundred  and  eight  acre  lot  number 
twenty-two,  and  the  Ohio  and  Muskingum  Rivers  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by constituted  a  town  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  town  of  Harmar; 
and  the  said  town  shall  have,  and  may  exercise  concurrent  municipal 
rights  and  jurisdiction  on  the  said  river,  and  adjoining  the  said  town,  with 
the  town  of  Marietta. 

Sec*  3.  That  for  the  government  of  said  town,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  there  shall  henceforth  be  in  said  town  a  town  council,  composed 
of  a  mayorand  four  trustees,  who  shall  be  chosen  and  sworn  as  hereinafter 
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provided;  which  siaid  mayor  and  trustees  shall  be  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and  distinguished  by  th« 
name  of  "the  Mayor  and  Trustees  of  the  town  of  Harmar." 

Sec*  3.  That  the  said  Mayor  and  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  of> 
fice,  shall  be  capable  of  receiving,  acquiring,  holding  and  conveying  any 
estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town;  they 
shall .  also  be  capable,  by  tiie  name  aforesaid,  of  suing  and  being  sucd^ 
pleading  and  b^ing  impleaded  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  they 
shall  have  power  to  till  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  own  body; 
and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  or  break  the  same;  the  mem- 
bers of  the  town  council,  before  ihey  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices, 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their 
several  offices,  according  to  the  best  of  their  understanding  and  skill. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  full  power  and  autho* 
rity,  to  make  and  publish  such  by-lnws  and  ordinances  in  writing,  with 
penalties  annexed,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time,  to  alter  or  repeal,  as  to 
them  may  seem  necessary  and  proper,  for  the  health,  safety,  cleanliness, 
convenience,  morals,  and  good  government  of  said  town,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof;  to  prevent  any  description  of  animals,  from  running  at  large 
in  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  commons  within  the  town,  if  in  their  opinion, 
the  interest,  convenience  or  safety  of  the  inhabitants  shall  require  such 
prohibition;  to  adopt  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
town  against  injuries  by  fire«  to  establish  fire  companies,  and  prescribe  rules 
/or  the  government  thereof;  to  establish  and  repjnlate  markets;  to  remove 
all  nuisances  existing,  or  that  may  exist  within  the  corporation;  to  autho- 
rize the  establishment  of  dykes,  levees,  landings  and  v  harves;  to  require 
and  regulate  wharfage,  and  to  regulate  the  landing  of  all  rafts,  boats,  ves- 
sels and  other  water  craft;  to  license  or  prohibit  shows  or  exhibitions:  to 
license  all  coffee  houses,  porter  houses,  ale  houses,  within  the  corpo^ 
ration,  and  to  suspend  such  HcenHcs,  and  enforce  penalties  against 
any  person  or  persons  so  licensed;  who  may  be  convicted  of  keep- 
ing a  disorderly  house,  and  to  punish  by  fine  any  person  who  may 
retail  without  license  within  vthe  corporation:  Provided^  That  nothing 
in  this  section,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  give  the  power  to  the  councu 
to  grant  licenses  for  the  retailing  of  ardent  spirits;  the  said  town  council 
5hall  have  power  to  cause  the  streets,  and  commons  of  said  town,  to  be 
kept  open  and  in  repair,  and  free  from  every  kind  of  nuisance;  to  cause 
the  owners  of  town  lots,  to  make  side-walks  or  pavements  adjoining  the 
same:  Provided^  That  the  said  corporation  shall  first  grade  and  gravel  the 
atreet,  in  front  of  suid  lots,  and  grub  and  prepare  the  ground,  and  plant 
curb-stones  for  said  side-walks  or  pavements;  and  shall  have  power  to  do 
all  things,  which  corporators  of  a  similar  nature  can  do,  to  secure  the 
peace,  health  and  good  order  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town:  Proroidedj 
That  all  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations,  passed  or  adopted  by  the  said 
town  council,  shall  before  they  take  effect,  be  published  at  least  ten  days^ 
by  being  printed  in  some  newspapej  in  said  town,  or  by  being  posted  up 
in  three  public  places  therein:  And  providedj  ako^  That  said  laws^ordi^ 
nance  sand  regulations  when  made,  shall  be  consistent  with  the  co^stitOi 
tion  and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States. 


Sec.  5.  That  the  said  town  council,  sluiU  have  power  to  borrow  mo 
ney  for  specific  corporate  purposes,  with  the  concurrence  of  four  fifths  of 
the  council:  Provided^  That  the  annual  interest  on  the  sum  borrowed,  shall 
not  exceed  one-half  the  amount  of  the  tax  assessed  in  any  one  year;  they 
shall  have  power  to  govern,  regulate,  keep  open,  unobstructed  and  in  repair, 
the  river  banks  and  landings,  and  public  commons,  and  also  all  streets  and 
alleys  in  said  town;  and  to  open  and  establish  new  streets  and  alleys,  with 
the  consent  of  the  owners  of  two  thirds  of  the  lands,  through  which 
they  are  to  pass:  Provided^TUni  thirty  days  public  notice  of  application 
ior  opening  said  streets  and  alleys  shall  be  given;  and  that  if  any  person 
whose  lands  shall  be  taken,  to  form  any  such  new  street  or  alley,  shall 
shall  claim  damages  therefor,  such  damage  shall  be  assessed  by  two  disin- 
terested freeholder^  of  the  county,  (one  to  be  chosen  by  the  council,  and 
the  other  by  the, party  interested.)  who  may  have  power  to  choose  a  third, 
and  their  award  shall  be  decisive,  which  said  award  shall  be  paid  within 
three  months  after  said  decision,  by  the  applicants  for  said  street  or  alley. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  aa- 
thorized  and  empowered,  to  audit  and  settle  the  accounts  of  the  town, 
and  draw  out  and  appropriate  the  money,  that  may  at  any  time  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer;  to  assess,  levy  and  collect,  in  such  mannerasthey 
shall  direct,.a  tax  on  all  lots  of  land,  and  the  buildings  and  improvements 
thereon;  and  such  other  articles  as  may  at  any  time  be  subject  to  taxa- 
tion: Provided^  That  such  tax  shall  not  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar,  on 
the  appraisal  on  the  said  town  lots,  and  the  improvements  thereon,  and  on 
all  articles  subject  to  tax:  And  provided  furtlier^  That  until  the  same  shall 
be  laid  out  and  recorded  as  additions  to,  or  parts  of  said  town,  the  lands 
and  out  lots,  and  the  improvements  thereon,  otherjthan  town  lots,  shall  not 
be  valued  or  appraised  for  taxation,  ?t  a  higher  rate  than  the  same  now  are 
or  hereafter  may  be  valued,  or  appraised  for  state  purposes. 

Sec*  7.  Thai  if  it  shall  become  necessary  to  sell  ref>l  estate, or  household 
property  under  the  ministerial  trustees,  in  the  collection  of  any  tax  that 
liiay  be  levied  within  the  corporation,  by  reason  of  there  being  no  personal 
property  found  therein  belonging  to  the  delinquent,  the  collegtor  in  making 
•uch  sale,  shall  be  governed  by  thc^same  provisions  as  are  prescribed  by 
the  laws  of  the  state,  for  the  sale  and  conveyance  of  lands  for  the  non- 
payment of  taxes;  saving  and  reserving  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  real 
estate^  or  household  estate,  sold  and  conveyed  as  eforesaid,  his,  her  or 
their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  the  same  right  of  re- 
demption as  is  provided  by  law  with  respect  to  lands  sold  for  taxes. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  being  electors  for  represen- 
tatives, under  the  State  laws,  and  having  resided  in  the  town  for  one  year 
next  preceding  the  election,  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  April, 
yearly  and  every  year,  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  town  coun- 
cil, and  then  and'there  elect,  by  a  plurality  of  voles,  one  mayor  and  four  trus- 
tees, being  freeholders,  householders  or  tenants  for  years  under  the  ministe- 
rial trustees,  to  represent  said  town  in  the  town  council,  and  the  persons  so 
eleoted,  shall  hold  their  ofiices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  cho- 
sen and  qualified;  which  election,  and  every  election  to  be  held  under  this 
act,  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  twelve  A.  M.  and  closed 
«t  four  o^cIock  P.  M.,  and  be  conducted  agreeably  to  the  laws  regulating 
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township  elections,  the  town  council  or  any  three  of  them  being  judges^ 
and  the  recorder  clerk  of  said  election. 

Sec.  9,  That  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  be  held  at  the  public  school  house  in  said  town,  on  the  aecond 
Monday  of  April  next;  at  which  I  wo  judgesand  one  clerk,  shall  be  chosen, 
bjr  ballot,  by  the  voters  present,  who,  when  chosen,  shall  take  an  oath  faith- 
fully to  discharge  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  the  clerk  shall 
make  a  true  record  of  said  election,  and  within  three  days  thereafter,  shall 
give  notice  in  writing  to  each  person  so  elected  of  his  election,  and  the 
persons  so  elected,  shall  within  ten  days  from  such  election,  take  an  oath 
or  affirinalion,  agreeably  to  the  third  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  faid  town  council,  composed  of  the  mayor  and 
trustees  aforesaid,  shall  annually  elect,  in  the  month '  of  April,  a  recorder 
and  treasurer  from  their  own  body;  and  shall  appoint  a  marshal  and  such 
other  officers  as  may  be  necessary,  and  as  shall  have  been  provided  for  by 
ordinance;  they  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  officer  ap- 
pointed by  them;  to  require  such  oaths,  and  such  security  for  the  perfor- 
mance of  th^ir  duty,  allow  such  compensation  for  services  performed,  im- 
pose such  fines  for  refusing  to  accept  such  offices,  and  for  neglect  and  mis- 
conduct in  the  same,  as  to  them  shall  seem  necessary  and  proper:  Provided^ 
That  any  person  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act,  shall  not  be  obli- 
ged to  serve  in  such  office  two  years  successively^ 

Sec.  11.  That  the  mayor  shall  in  all  civil  and  criminal  cases,  be  au- 
thorized to  exercise  within  the  town  of  Harmar,  the  same  powers  as  are 
delegated  to  justices  of  the  peace  within  the  same;  he  shall  be  authorized 
to  hear  and  determine,  all  cases  arising  under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of 
the  corporation;  to  render  judgment  and  issue  eicecution,  and  to  award  all 
such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  exercise  the  authority  vested  in  him, 
which  process  shall  be  directed  to  the  town  marshal;  ar^d  an  appeal  may 
be  had  from  any  decision  oiyfinal  judgment  of  the  mayor,  to  the  court  of 
Common  Pleas  for  the  county  of  Washington,  in  the  same  manner  as 
from  that  of  a  justice  of  the  peace;  he  may  take  depositions  and  acknow- 
ledgement of  deeds,  and  administer  all  necessary  oaths;  he  shall  preside 
in  the  council,  and  sign  all  commissions,  licenses,  appointments  and  per- 
mits, made  under  the  authority  of  the  town  council;  he  shall  give  bonds  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  council,  and  in  all  cases  in  which  fees  are  not  pro- 
vided for,  and  established  by  ordinance,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
fees,  as  are,  or  may  be  allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace;  and  he  shall  at  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  service,  deliver  over  to  his  successor  the  seal  of 
the  corporation,  together  with  his  docket,  and  all  the  papers  belonging  to 
the  corporation. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  recorder  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  council;  he  shall 
make  and  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  their  proceedings,  and  of  all  the  laws 
ordinances  and  resolutions  by  them  made  or  passed,  all  of  which  shall  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  any  citizen;  in  case  of  the  absence  or  inability 
oi  the  mayor,  he  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  power  and  authority,  and  dis- 
charge all  the  duties  of  the  mayor,  under  the  ordinances  of  the  corpora- 
tion, save  that  of  presiding  in  the  councils 

Sec.  13.  That  the  town  marshal  shall  be  the  ministerial  officer  of  the 
corporation;  he  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  of  a  constable,  and 
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shall  execjute  and  return  all  process  directed  to  him  by  the  mayor,  or,  in 
hib  absence,  by  the  recorder,  in  parsuance  of  the  laws  of  the  town;  and  in 
cases  not  provided  for  by  ordinance,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fees  of  a  con- 
stable. 

Sec.  14.  That  all  officers  appointed  by  the  council,  shall  hold  their  re* 
spectiye  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and 
qualified;  and  if  any  person  so  elected,  shall  neglect  for  ten  days  after  no- 
tice, to  signify  his  acceptance  to  the  recorder,  his  place  may  be  deemed 
vacant,  and  be  supplied  by  the  council. 

Sec.  1 5.  That  a  general  town  meeting  shall  be  holden  on  the  last  Af  on- 
day  of  February,  annually,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  a  report  to  be 
made,  and  laid  before  them  by  the  town  council,  concerning  the  state  of 
the  town  and  its  finances,  at  which  general  town  meeting,  the  inhabitants, 
legally  qualified,  shall  determine  and  allow  to  the  council,  such  compensa- 
tion for  their  services  the  past  year,  as  they  may  think  proper  and  ade- 
quate; all  annual  meetings,  and  general  town  meetings  shall  be  calleu  by 
the  mayor  by  direction  of  the  council,  giving  at  least  five  days  notice. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  corporation  shall  have  the  use  of  the  jail  of  Wash- 
ington county:  and  persons  by  them  imprisoned,  shall  be  under  the  charge 
of  the  sheriff,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  17.     That  this  act  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  as  a  public  act. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  the  act  entitled  an  "Act  to  incorporate  the  town  of 
Marietta,  in  the  county  of  Washington,"  passed  January  8th,  1825;  so 
far  as  the  same  comes  within  the  provisions  of  this  act,and  also  the  act  en- 
titled an  "Act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Harmar  in  the  jounty  of  Wash- 
ington," passed  at  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed:  Provided^  That  the  rights,  dues,  claims,  or  re- 
sponsibilities, so  far  as  the  second  ward  of  the  said  town  of  Marietta  is 
concerned,  shall  remain  unimpaired.

AN    ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Vermillion  and  Ashland  Rail-Road  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  State  of  Ohio^  That 
G.  G.  Barker,  N.  G.  Sherman,  Philo  Clark,  Justin  Sherman,  Smith  Starr, 
Peter  Kinsley,  R.  Salsbury,  of  Huron  county;  and  Francis  Graham,  J.  F, 
Reznor,SilasRobbins,AnthonyM'Laughlin,Wm.S.Granger,JonasSlough, 
of  Richland  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  under 
thedirection  of  a  majority  of  whom,  subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Vermillion  anci  Ashland  Rail-Road  Company,  hereby 
incorporated;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  cause  books  to  be 
opened  in  the  counties  of  Richland  and  Huron,  and  at  such  other  times 
and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscription  to 
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the  capital  stock  of  said  companj,  after  having  given  thirty  days'  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  opening  the  samey  by  publication  in  a  newspaper 
printed  in  said  counties;  and  that  upon  the  first  opening  of  said  books,  they 
shall  be  kept  open  for  at  least  ten  days  in  succession,  from  ten  o'clock,  A. 
M.  until  two  o'clock,  P.  M.;  and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  such 
flubscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  as  is  necessary  to  its  in- 
corporation, shall  not  have  been  obtained,  then  said  commissioners,  or  a> 
majority  of  them,  may  cause  said  books  to  be  opei;ied  from  time  to  time, 
after  the  expiration  oi  said  ten  days,  and  for  the  space  of  three  years  there- 
after; and  if  any  of  said  commissioners  shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act, 
during  the  continuance  of  the  duties  devolved  upon  them  by  this  act,  ano- 
ther or  others  may  be  appointed  in  his  or  their  stead,  by  the  remaining 
<^ommissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Vermillion  and  Ashland  Rail- 
Road  Company  shall  be  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divi- 
ded into  shares  of  fiily  dollars  each;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
said  corporation  to  commence  the  construction  of  the  said  rail-road  or 
way,  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  this  act,  as^ 
soon  as  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  said  stock. 
8ec.  3*  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to 
this  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall 
be  and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  of  *'The  Vermillion 
"BBd  Ashland  Rail-Road  Company;"  and  by  that  name,  shall  be  capable  in 
law  of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing^  and  conveying  estates,  real, 
personal,  and  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  no  further;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
and  by  said  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have 
power  to  alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure. 

Sec.  4.  That  upon  all  such  subscriptions,  there  shall  be  paid  at  the 
time  of  subscribiug,  to  the  said  commissioners  or  the  agents  appointed  to 
receive  such  subscriptions,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscri- 
bed; and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such 
times,  as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company: 
Praoided^  No  payment  other  than  the  first,  shall  be  demanded  until  at  least 
thirty  days'  public  notice  of  such  demand  shall  have  been  given  by  said 
president  and  directors,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the 
State  of  Ohio;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  in- 
stalment or  part  of  said  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  sixty 
days  next  after  the  time  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  said  presi- 
dent and  directors,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days'  previous  notice  there- 
of, in  manner  aforesaid,  may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  sell  at  pub- 
lic vendue,  so  many  of  the '  shares  of  the  said  delinquent  stockholder  or 
stockholders,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such  instalment,  and  the  ex- 
penses of  advertising  and  sale,  and  transfer  the  shares  so.  sold  to  the  pur- 
chasers; and  the  residue  of  the  money  arising  from  such  sale,  after  pay- 
ing such  instalment  and  expense,  shall  be  paid  to  said  stockholder  on  de- 
mand. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  for  which  the  books  are 
first  opened,  if  one  thousand  shares. of  si^id  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
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subscribed;  or,  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be'  •u»«^.«vi^^ 
if  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  said  commissioners, 
or  a  n^ajoritj  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  least  thirty  days' 
previous  notice  thereof;  and  at  such  meeting  the  said  commissioners  shall 
lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stockholders, then  and  there  present; 
and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  elect 
twelve  directors  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  man- 
age the  aflairs  of  said  company;  they  shall  have  the  power  of  electing  a 
president  of  said  company,  either  from  among  said  directors  or  others,  and 
of  allowing  him  such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in  said 
election,  and  on  all  other  occasions  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of 
of  said  company  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one 
vote  for  every  share  owned  by  it,  him,  or  her;  and  every  stockholder  may 
depute  any  other  person  to  vote  for  him,  or  her,  as  his  or  their  proxy;  and 
the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be  judges  of  the 
first  election  of  said  directors. 

Sec,  6,  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company,  twelve  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually  on  the  third 
Monday  of  October  in  every  year,  in  the  town  of  Vermillion,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Huron,  or  at  such  other  place  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  ap^ 
point;  and  if  any  vacancy  shall  ocfur  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise^ 
of  any  president  or  director,  before  the  year  for  which  he  was  elected  has 
expired,  a  person  to  fill  such  vacant  place  for  the  residue  of  the  year  may 
be  appointed  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majority 
of  them;  and  that  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  held 
and  exercise  their  offices  until  a  new  election  of  president  and  directors; 
and  that  elections  which  are  by  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws  of  the  compa- 
ny, to  be  made  on  the  particular  day,  or  at  a  particular  place,  if  not  made 
on  such  day  or  time,  may  be  made  at  any  time  within  thirty  days  there- 
after« 

Sec.  7.  That  a  general  meeting  ot  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  an- 
nually at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of  president  and 
directors  of  said  company;  that  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  du- 
ring the  interval  between  the  said  annual  meetings,  by  the  president  and 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning  at  least 
one-fourth  of  the  stock  subscribed,upon  giving  atleast  thirty  days' public  no- 
tice of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same;  and  when  any  such  meet- 
ings are  called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  particular 
object  of  the  call;  and  if, at  any  such  .called  meeting,  a  majority  (in  value,) 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  are  not  present,  in  person  op  by 
proxy,  such  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  today,  without  transact- 
ing any  business,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three  days;  and  if,  within 
said  three  days,  stockholders  holding  a  majority,  in  value,  of  the  stock  sub* 
scribed,  do  not  thus  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  8.  That  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said  com- 
pany, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  for  the 
previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  afiairs  of  the 
company;  that  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  of  those 
present,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  may  require  similar  statements  from  the 
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president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  fdmish  them  when  thus 
required;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority 
in  value  of  all  the  stockholders  of  said  company  may  remove  from  office 
any  president  or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  and  may  appoint 
officers  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  snid  company  shall  each, 
before  he  acts  ns  such,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  (as  the  case  may  be,) 
that  he  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  the  best 
of  his  skill  and  judgment. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents,  or  servants  whatsoever,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  ihe  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  determine,  by  contract,  the  com- 
pensation of  ail  engineers,  officers,  agents,  or  servants,  in  the  employ  of 
said  company;  and  to  determine,  hy  their  by-laws,  the  manner  of  adjust- 
ing and  settling  all  accounts  against  the  said  company;  and  also,  the  man*, 
ner  and  evidence  of  transfers  of  stock  in  said  company;  and  they,  or  a 
majority  of  ihem,  shall  have  the  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested  in  the  com- 
pany hereby  incorporated,  and  for  carrying  the  object  of  this  act  into  ef- 
fect: Provided,  only,  That  such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws 
of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  vest- 
ed with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  sinele  rail-road,  or  way,  from 
the  mouth  of  Vermillion  river,  in  the  county  ot  Huron,  on  the  most  direct 
and  least  expensive  route,  to  Ashland,in  Richland  county;  and  from  thence, 
to  transport,  take,  and  carry  property  and  persons  upon  the  same,  by  the 
power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  mechanical  or  other  power, 
or  of  any  combination  of  them,  which  the  said  corporation  may  choose  to 
employ. 

Sec.  12.  That,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be, 
find  they  are  hereby  invested  with  all  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the 
location,  construction,  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundren 
feet  wide,  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directors 
may  deem  necessary;  and  they,  or  their  agents,  or  those  with  whom  they 
may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the  same,  may  enter  upon,  and  use 
and  excavate,  any  land  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  site  of  said  road,  or' 
for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in  the  construction,  or  in  the 
repair  of  said  road,  or  its  works;  and  that  they  may  build  bridges,  may  fix 
scales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and  use  any  earth,  timber,  gra- 
vel, stone,  or  other  materials,  which/nav  be  wanted  for  the  construction  or 
repair  of  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  of  its  works;  and  they  may  make  and 
construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  construc- 
tion or  repair  of  said  road. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  or  any  persons  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  gravel  or 
stone,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  pur- 
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chase,  or  use,  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  and  if 
the  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  married  woman,  insane  persoOf 
or  idiot,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted,  may  lie,  when 
such  lands  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warranty 
tinder  his  hand  and  seal^  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  or  to  some 
disinterested  person,  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiring  him  to 
summon  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  inhabitants  of  said  county,  not  related,  or 
in  anywise  interested,  to  meet  on  the  land  or  near  to  the  other  property  or 
materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  twenty  days  alter  the,  issuing  of  the  same;  and  if,  at  the 
said  time  and  place,  any  of  said  persons  summoned,  do  not  attend,  the  said 
sheriff,  or  summoner,  shall  immediately  summon  as  many  persons  as  may 
be  neceasary,  with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of  twelve 
jurors  in  attendance;  and  from  them,  each  party,  or  its,  his,  or  her,  or  their 
agent,  the  sheriff,  or  summoner,  for  him,  her,  it,  or  them,  may  strike  off 
tHrce  jurors,  and  the  remaining  six  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  inquest  of  dam- 
ages;  and  before  they  act  as  such,  the  said  summoner  or  sheriff,  shall  ad- 
minister to  each  of  them  an  oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  that 
they  will  faithfully  and  impartially  value  the  damages  which  the  owner  or 
owners  will  sustain,  by  use  or  occupation  of  the  same,  required  by  said 
company;  and  the  jury  estimating  the  damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied 
by  said  road,  shall  take  into  the  estimate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  own- 
er or  owners,  by  reason  of  said  road  passing  through  or  upon  the  land  of 
such  owner  or  owners,  towards  the  extinguishment  of  such  claim  for  dam- 
ages; and  the  said  jury  shall  reduce  their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall 
sign  and  seal  the  same;  and  it  shall  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  for  said  county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office; 
and  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  said  court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  sufficient 
cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown ;  and  when  confirmed^  shall  be  recorded  by 
said  clerk,  at  the  expense  of  said  company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  may 
direct  another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  manner  above  described; 
and  such  inquisition  shall  describe  the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the 
of  the  land  condemned:  and  such  valuation,  when  paid,  or  tendered  to  the 
owneror  owners  of  said  property,  or  his,  her,or  their  legal  representatives, 
shall  entitle  said  company  to  the  full  right  to  said  personal  property,  and 
the  use  and  occupation  of  said  landed  property,  for  the  purposes  of  said 
road,  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  same;  and  the  valuation,  if  not  received  when  tendered, 
may  at  any  time  thereafter  be  received  from  the  company,  without  cost, 
by  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her,  or  their  legal  representative  or  represen- 
tatives; and  such  sheriff  or  summoner,  and  jurors,  shall  be  entitled  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  the  said  company,  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  for 
like  services  in  cases  of  fixing  the  valuation  of  real  estate  previous  to  sale 
nnder  execution. 

Sec.  14.  That  whenever,  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  so  to  construct  the 
said  rail-road  across  such  established  road  or  way,  as  not  to  impede  the 
passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same;  or  when 
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it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  iiidiTidual,it  shall  also 
be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual,  proper  wagon  ways  across  said 
road,  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  another,  withcfut  delay. 

Sec.  15,  That  if  said  company  should  neglect  to  provide  proper  wag- 
on-ways across  said  road,  as  required  by  the  fourteenth  section  of  this  act, 
said  company  shall  be  liable  to  such  individual,  in  double  the  amount  of 
damages  sustained  by  such  neglect* 

Sec.  16.  That  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  corinpany,  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  route  or  construction  of  the  road  to  be  by  them  laid  out  and 
constructed,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with  or  to  use  any  turn- 
pike, road  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company  or  persons  incorpora- 
ted, or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it  shall' be  lawful  for  the  said 
president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  contract  and 
agree  with  any  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the  right  to  use 
such  road  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate  or  other 
rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said  company 
hereby  incorporated;  and  every  such  other  corporation  or  persons  incor- 
porated by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make  such  an  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and  through  the  agency 
of  the  person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts  of  incorporation,  to  exer- 
cise their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  persons  as  by  any  law  of  this  State, 
are  intrusted  with  the  management  and  direction  of  said  turnpike,  road  or 
bridge,  or  of  any  of  the  rights  and  privileges  aforesaid;  and  any  contract, 
agreement  or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  power  and  authority 
hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several  parties  under  their  respec- 
tive corporate  seals,  or  otherwise  legally  authenticated,  shall  vest  in  the 
company  hereby  incorporated,  all  such  road,  part  of  road,  rights  and  privi- 
leges, and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same,  as  fully  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  they  now  are  or  might  be  used  and  exercised  by  the  said  cor- 
poration or  persons  in  whom  they  are  now  vested. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
purchase  with  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  any  rail-road  con- 
structed by  them  under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles  or  carriages^ 
of  any  description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deenni  necessary  or  proper 
for  the  purposes  of  transportation  on  said  road;  and  that  they  shall  have 
power  to  charge  for  tolls  upon,  and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods, 
produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  trans- 
ported by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  for  toll, 
and  five  cents  per  mile  per  ton,  for  transportation  on  all  goods,  produce, 
merchandize  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by 
them  or  their  agents;  and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  not  exceeding 
three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  other 
company,  or  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  paying  the  tolls  aforesaid 
to  transport  any  persons,  merchandize,  produce  or  property  of  any  de- 
scription whatsoever,  along  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof;  and  the  said 
road  with  all  their  works,  improvements,  and  and  profits  are  hereby  vested 
in  said  company,  incorporated  by  this  act,  and  their  successors  forever;  and 
the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  and  con* 
f  idered  personal  property,  transferrable  by  assignment,  agreeably  to  the 
by-laws  of  said  company. 
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Sec*  1 6.  That  any  other  rail-road  company,  now,  or  hereafter  to  be 
chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  said  road  with  the 
road  hereby  contemplated^  and  full  right  and  privileges  are  hereby  reserved 
to  the  State  or  the  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  authority  of 
this  State,  to  cross  the  rail-road  hereby  incorporated:  Provided,  That  in  so 
crossing  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby 
incorporated* 

Sec.  19.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall,  semi-annually,  de- 
clare and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  nett  profits 
arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the  probable  amount 
of  outstanding  debts  ^nd  the  necessary,  current  and  contingent  expenses, 
and  that  they  shall  divide  the  same  amongst  the  stockholders  of  said  com- 
pany in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 

Sec.  20.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means 
whatsoever,  injure,  impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  rail-road,  construe* 
ted  by  said  company  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  works,  buildings  or  ma- 
chinery of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  shall  each 
of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  company,  any  sum 
not  ej^ceeding  three  fold  the  damages,  which  may  be  recovered  in  the  name 
of  the  company,  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  for 
the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  and  shall  also  be  sub- 
ject to  an  indictment  in  said  court,  and  upon  conviction  of  such  offence, 
shall  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  21.  That  if  said  rail-road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  net,  and  shall  not  be  finished  within  ten  years 
from  the  time  of  commencing  thereof,  then  this  act  to  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  22.  That  if  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall,  after  the  expira- 
tion of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision  by 
law,  for  the  re-payment  of  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them 
in  the  construction  of  said  rail-road, and  of  the  value  of  the  necessary  perma- 
nent  fixtures  thereto,  at  the  time,  with  an  addition  of  fifteen  percent 
thereon;  of  which  expenditure  an  accurate  statement  in  writing,  attested 
by  the  oaths  or  afiirmations  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  General  Assembly,  if  required;  then  said  road  and  fixtures 
shall  vest  in  and  become  the  property  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  23.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  amount  to  a 
sum  exceeding  the  amount  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon  the  costs 
of  said  road,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  same,  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  may  impose  such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends 
as  nay  be  received  from  other  rail-road  companies.

Sec.  !•  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Triend  Pinney,  James  Vanse,  John  Griffis,  George  Earl,  Ellsworth  Hig- 
ty,  James  Moffit,  Charles  Chesnut,  George  Dunkel,  John  Strouse,  and  all 
other  persons  who  may  become  associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Scioto  and  Salt  Creek  Lateral  Canal  Company^ 
for  the  purpose  of  constructir^  a  navigable  canal  and  slackwater  naviga* 
tion,  commencing  in  the  Scioto  river,  at  or  near  the  dam  across  the  said 
river,  below  the  mouth  of  Paint  Creek,  and  connecting  the  siime  with  the 
Ohio  Canal,  at  or  near  said  dam  by  means  of  locks;  thence  down  the  east 
side  of  said  river,  keeping  as  near  the<  bank  as  the  safety  of  the  work  will 
permit,  to  the  mouth  of  Walnut  Creek;  thence  to  Richmond  on  Salt 
Creek;  thence  up  said  creek,  cither  by  canals  or  slackwater  navigation^ 
find  terminating  on  the  north  branch  at  or  near  the  town  of  Adelphi,  in 
Hoss  county,  and  on  the  south  branch  at  th^e  town  of  Jackson,  in  Jackson 
county,  with  power  to  employ  the  surplus  water  power  of  Salt  Creek  for 
hydraulic  purposes;  and  the  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  em* 
powered  to  acquire,  either  by  gift  or  purchase,  and  to  dispose  of  at  pleasure^ 
such  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  inta 
effect  the  objects  of  the  corporation;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws,  for  the  govern* 
nient  of  said  corporation,  as  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act* 

Sec.  2.  That  the  connection  between  the  canal  hereby  authorized  to 
be  made,  and  the  Ohio  Canal  and  said  dam,  or  either  of  them,  shall  in  all 
respects  be  constructed  in  conformity  to  a  plan  or  plans,  to  be  furnished  by 
the  acting  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  subject  to  his 
inspection  and  control,  or  that  of  any  engineer  appointed  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  all  which  works  shall  be  made  and  kept  in  repair  at  the  expense 
of  the  company,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  acting  commissioner,  engineer 
or  superintendent  having  charge  of  that  part  of  the  Ohio  Canal,  said  com- 
pany shall  at  any  time  suffer  said  lock  or  locks,  or  other  works  appertain- 
ing to  said  connection,  to  be  so  far  out  of  repair  as  to  endanger  the  safety 
of  the  Ohio  Canal,  or  cause  any  unnecessary  expenditure  of  witter,  such 
acting  commissioner,  engineer  or  superintendent  shall  have  the  right  of 
closing  the  connection  between  the  said  canal,  by  a  bank  of  earth,  dam,  or 
otherwise,  and  continuing  the  same  until  such  repairs  shall  be  made,  as 
will  in  his  opinion  render  it  safe  to  open  or  renew  such  connection,  and 
said  company  shall  pay  the  expenses  of  the  said  bank,  dam,  or  other  clo- 
sing, ancf  the  removal  of  the  same  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section,  without  delay,  on  the  certificate  of  the  acting 
commissioner,  engineer,  or  superintendent 

Sec.  3*  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  doUars  each, 
which  shall  be  transferable  in  entire  shares,  in  such  manner  as  the  corpo- 
ration shall  prescribe* 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  persons  pamed  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a 
xnajority  of  them,  shall  be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions,  and  to 
perform  all  necessary  acts  to  organize  said  company;  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and 
in  such  places  as  a  majority  of  them  may  direct,  for  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company.  Five  per  centum  upon  each  share  shall 
be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscription,  if  required  by  the  commissioners,  and 
the  remainder  in  such  instalments  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  require. 

Sec.  5.  That  whenever  one  hundred  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  shall  be  subscribed,  the  commissioners  shall  call  a  meetmg  of 
the  stockholders,  by  causing  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such 
meeting  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper,  published  in  Ross  county,  for 
at  least  three  successive  weeks;  and  on  such  notice  being  given,  the  stock- 
holders, when  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  may  proceed  to 
elect  from  their  own  body,  not  more  than  nine  directors,  and  adopt  such 
rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  the  corporation,  as  are  lawful 
and  expedient;  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share 
of  stock  holden  by  him;  and  may  vote  either  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

Sec.  6.  The  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  managed  by  the  directors 
or  n  majority  of  them,  in  conformity  with  the  by-laws  of  said  company, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  one  year,  and  until  others  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified  in  their  stead:  each  dli'ector  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the  time 
ol  his  election,  and  whenever  he  ceases  to  be  a  stockholder,  he  shall  cease 
to  be  a  director. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors  shall  at  their  first  meeting  after  each  elec- 
tion, elect  a  president  from  amongst  their  own  number:  the  president  and 
directors,  previous  to  their  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  seve- 
rally take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the 
duties  appertaining  to  said  office,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and 
the  rules  and  by-laws  of  the  corporation:  they  shall  appoint  a  treasurer, 
who  shall  give  bond  with  security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
confided  to  him:  the  board  shall  direct  the  time  and  place  of  paying  the 
instalments  on  stock,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  three  suc- 
cessive weeks  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in 
the  county  where  such  stock  was  subscribed:  No  stockholder  shall  be 
bound  to  pay  more  than  ten  per  centum  at  any  one  time,  nor  more  than 
thirty  per  centum  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  or  their  agents,  to  en- 
ter upon  and  take  possession  of  the  lands,  waters,  or  streams  necessany 
to  make  said  canal  or  any  of  its  feeders  or  appendages,  and  also  to  enter 
upon  the  lands  contiguous  and  near  to  said  canal,  and  take  therefrom  earth, 
sand,  gravel,  stone,  and  timber,  not  otherwise  taken  and  appropriated  by 
the  owner  to  any  special  use,  and  which  may  be  necessary  to  make  the 
improvements  contemplated  in  this  act,  doing  however  no  unnecessary  in- 
jury or  damage,  by  paying  or  tendering  therefor  a  fair  and  valuable  consid- 
eration, to  said  owner  or  owers  of  such  lands,  waters,  streams,  earth,  sand, 
gravel,  stone,  or  timber;  and  if  the  parties  cannot  mutually  agree  upon  the 
damages,  or  upon  an  umpire  to  appraise  the  same,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  directors  to  apply  to  any  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  eounty  in  which  the  property  may  be  situate,  not  a  stockholder  of 
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taid  company,  who  on  application  of  said  directors,  shall  appoint  three 
disinterested  freeholders  to  appraise  the  damages,  to  whom,  and  to  fhe  ad- 
Terse  party,  his  guardian,  agent  or  attorney,  the  directors  shall  give  rea- 
sonable notice  of  soch  appointment,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting, 
at  which  time  and  place  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  attend,  who  after 
being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  their 
duties,  shall  proceed  on  actual  view,  to  make  a  just  estimate  and  appraise- 
ment of  any  damage  such  individual  owner  or  owners  may  sustain,  with  a 
particular  description  of  the  premises,  to  which  certificate  they  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them  shall  sign  their  names,  and  deliver  to  each  party  a  copy;  and 
immediately  thereafter,  if  no  damages  are  assessed,  or  on  the  payment  or 
tender  of  money  to  the  amount  of  damages  assessed  to  the  person  or  per- 
sons injured,  his  or  her  guardian,  agent  or  attorney,  the  said  directors  may 
proceed  to  enter  such  lands,  streams,  or  water,  and  a  complete  title  to  the 
premises,  to  the  extent  and  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  or  contemplated 
by  this  act  shall  thereby  be  vested  and  forever  remain  in  said  company: 
Provided^  hovxver^  That  if  either  party  shall  consider  himself  aggrieved  by 
the  decision  of  the  appraisers  so  as  aforesaid  made,  such  party  may  apply 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  at  the  succeeding  term 
of  the  court,  or  ii  there  should  not  be  a  quorum  of  said  court  disinterested, 
then  to  the  supreme  court  at  their  next  session  in  said  county,  giving  ten 
days  notice  of  such  intention  to  the  adverse  party;  and  on  good  cause 
shown,  the  said  court  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders,  who 
shall,  after  being  duly  qualified,  proceed  to  view  and  appraise  the  damages^ 
and  shall  certify  their  proceedings  in  the  same  manner  as  the  former  ap- 
praisers, and  their  decision  shall  be  final,  but  the  pendency  of  any  such  ap- 
plication to  the  courtshall  not  in  the  mean  time  binder  the  progress  of  the 
work. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated, 
to  construct  said  canal  and  slackwater,  of  such  width  and  depth,  with  locks 
of  such  dimensions >as  may  be  most  convenient  for  canal  and  slackwater 
navigation;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  construct  a 
bridge  over  said  canal,  suitable  for  the  passage  of  carriages,  at  each  and 
every  plape  where  a  state  or  county  road  crosses  the  same;  and  when  the 
said  canal  is  so  made  and  completed,  it  shall  forever  thereafter  be  deemed 
and  taken  to  be  navigable  as  a  public  highway,  free  for  the  passage  of  boats, 
and  for  the  transportation  of  all  goods,  commodities,  and  produce  whatso- 
ever, on  the  payment  of  the  tolls  which  may  be  lawfully  required. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  State  shall  have  power  at  any  time  after  the  expira- 
tion of  fifteen  years  from  the  time  said  canal  shall  be  completed,  to  purchase 
and  hold  the  same  for  the  nse  of  the  State,  by  paying  the  said  company  the 
original  cost  of  said  canal,  with  ten  per  centum  thereon,  of  which  cost  an 
accurate  account  shall  be  kept  and  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly, duly 
attested  by  the  oath  of  the  officer?  of  said  company,  whenever  the  General 
Assembly  shall  demand  the  same. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  canal  and  slackwater 
is  completed,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  the  Pres- 
ident and  directors  shall  have  power,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to 
ordain  and  establish  a  rate  of  tolls,  which  shall  be  paid  upon  vessels,  boats, 
rafts^  or  other  property,  passing  on  such  part  or  whole  line  of  the  canal 
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that  is  navigable;  and  for  the  collection  of  such  tplls,  the  president  and 
directors  shall  appoint  collectors,  and  establish  toll  houses,  at  all  proper 
places,  and  may  ask,  demand,  and  receive  on  all  boats,  rafts,  vessels,  and 
other  property,  passing  on  or  navigated  said  canal,  such  tolls  as  shall  be 
establiiiheci  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  also  may  rent,  sell 
and  dispose  of  any  superabundant  and  waste  water  of  the  canal:  Provided^ 
That  after  the  lapse  of  twenty  years  from  the  completion  of  said  canal,  any 
subsequent  Legislature  may  re^uTate  the  rate  of  tolls  wliich  said  company 
may  receive:  Provided,  nevertheless.  That  they  do  not  reduce  them  to  a 
lower  rate  than  may  be  charged  on  the  Ohio  and  Erie  Canal. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  annually  or  semi-annu- 
ally declare  a  dividend  of  the  nett  profits  arising  from  the  tolls  or  from  any 
other  source,  reserving  such  sum  or  sums  as  will  defray  the  necessary  cur- 
rent and  probable  contingent  expenses;  which  dividend  shall  be  paid  or 
passed  to  the  credit  of  the  stockholders  severally,  in  proportion  to  the 
shares  which  each  may  hold  in  the  stock  of  said  company. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  company  f^hall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  all  laws 
which  are  or  shall  be  in  force  for  the  collection  of  tolls,  and  for  the  pro* 
tection  of  any  canals  constructed  by  this  State,  so  far  as  such  law  or  laws 
shall  be  necessary  to  insure  the  collection  of  tolls,  and  for  the  protectioa 
of  the  canal  and  other  property  which  the  company  may  lawfully  hold,  in 
order  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act.

tion  of  the  Arts  and  Sciences,  on  a  liberal  plan. 

Sec.  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  That 
Abiel  Canfield,  Asa  Strait,  Lyman  S.  Beckwith,  William  J.  Church,  Levi 
Forbes,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  "Litchfield  Lyceum  and  Society,  for 
the  promotion  of  the  Arts  and  Sciences,  on  a  liberal  plan,^'  and  by  that 
name  have  perpetual  succession,  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  plead 
and  being  impleaded,  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  may  purchase,  receive,  hold,  and  con- 
vey any  estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  the  annual  income  of  which  shall 
not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars:  Provided,  That  no  part  of  the  funds  or 
property  ofsaid  corporation  shall  at  any  time  be  used  or  employed  for  any 
other  purpose  than  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building,  for  the  business  of 
the  corporation,  and  the  purchase  of  books,  maps,  charts,  newspapers  and 
pamphlets,  and  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  institution. 
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8ec*  3.  That  the  memben  of  said  eorporatioQ  maj^from  time  to  tioiOf 
elect  such  ofScers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  make  any  by-laws^ 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  good  government  of  the  corporation,  that  may 
be  necessary:  Provided,  Such  rules  and  regulations  are  not  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  and  lavrs  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States.

Sec.  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Auembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  Board  of  Public  Works^  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  permit 
the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Piqua,  in  the  county  of  Miami,  or  any  number  of 
said  citizens  to  construct  a  Canal  Basin  in  said  town.

Morris,  Randolph  Laing,  Amos  B.  Jones,  Joel  F.  Randolph  and  Cornelius

L  Beitenactedby  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
flie  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Pickaway,  shall  be  authorisedy 
on  the  application  of  the  owners  of  real  estate  in  the  circular  part  of  the 
town  of  Uircleville,  in  said  county,  and  on  being  satisfied  that  all  of  the 
owners  of  real  estate,  in  said  circular  part  of  said  town,  consent  thereto* 
to  make  an  order  declaring  the  original  plat  of  said  circular  part  of  said 
town  and  the  triangles  adjoining  the  same,  vacated,  and  to  direct  the  same 
to  be  again  laid  out  into  town  lots,  streets  and  alleys^  in  such  a  manner  as 
will,  in  their  opinion,  conduce  to  the  public  welfare  and  the  prosperity  of 
said  town;  and  such  order  of  the  court  shall  be  recorded  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  made  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act  now  in  force,  entitled  ^*An  act  to  provide  for  the  vacating  of  town 
plats,  and  for  other  purposes."

Sec.  1-  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  That 
Andrew  Seaton,  Francis  D.  Leonard,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  for  twenty  years,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  "Rock  Hill  Manufacturing  Company;"  and  by  that 
name, are  hereby  made  capable  inlaw,  to  have,  purchase,  receive,  possess, 
enjoy  and  retain  to  them  and  their  successors,  such  lands,  tenements, 
goods,  chattels  and  ef}cct,<«,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  said  company  to 
prosecute  the  business  of  said  corporation;  and  the  same  to  grant,  sell,  de- 
nriise,  alien  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure;  uUo^  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  elsewhere;  and  also  to  make  and  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  the  j'ame  to  tireak, alter  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  also,  to

for  every  hoiisc,  mule  or  nss,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  led  or  driven^ 
two  cents;  for  every  head  of  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  one  cent; 
for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  half  cent;  for  every  four  wheeled 
pleasure  carriage,  thirty-seven  cents;  for  every  two  wheeled  pleasure  car* 
riage,  gig  or  chaise,  twenty -five  cents:  Provided^ '  That  all  persons  going  to 
or  returning  from  public  worship,  all  funeral  processions,  all  militia  men 
ffoing  to  or  returning  from  public  muster,  all  jury  men  and  witnesses  go* 
log  to  or  returning  from  court,  all  physicians  and  all  persons  going  to  or 
returning  from  the  call  for  a  physician  to  a  case  of  sickness,  shall  pass  free 
of  any  toll.

Sec.  1*  Beit  enacted  by  i/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
James  Duncan,  Matthew  Johnson,  Herman  B.  Harris, Hiram  B.  Wellman, 
Alexander  M'Cully,  Dwight  Jarvis,  Charles  K.  Skinner,  John  Saxt<Hi, 
John  Harris,  Elderkin  Potter,  Jacob  G.Willard,  Samuel  Shriver,and  An- 
drew W.  Loomis,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  be- 
come associated  with  them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed^  their 
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foeoes^oTiand  nwUgo^  be,  and  tbey  are  herebj  created  a  body  corporate^ 
bj  the  name  of  ^^The  Massillon  and  Ohio  River  Rail-road  Company,^' and 
by  that  name  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law,  to  purchase, 
bold  and  enjoy,  and  retain  to  ihf^m  and  their  successors,  lands,  tenements,

month  on  which  said  6rst  election  was  holden,  unless  the  same  should  be 
the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  holden  on  the  day  next 
succeeding;  and  if  no  election  be  made  on  the  day  appointed,  said  compa- 
ny shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  made  at  any  time  ap- 
pointed by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  directors  chosen  at  any  elec- 
tion, shall  remain  directors  until  others  are  chosen;  and  directors  chosen 
at  any  election,  shall  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  choose  of  their  own 
number,  one  person  to  be  president,  and  another  to  be  treasurer  of  such 
company;  and  another  to  be  secretary  of  said  company,  and  from  time  to 
time  may  choose  such  other  officers  as  by  their  by-laws  they  may  designate 
as  necessary. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  directors  may  require  payment  of  the  subscription 
to  the  capital  stock,  at  such  times,  in  sunh  proportions  and  on  such 
conditions,  as  they  shall  deem  fit,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  all  previoas 
payments  thereon  or  otherwise:  Provided^  They  shall  never  require  the 
payment  to  be  made  at  aby  place  out  of  the  counties,  through  which  said 
road  shall  pass;  and  such  directors  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to 
the  appointed  time  of  such  required  payment,  give  notice  thereof,  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  for  giving  notice  of  the 
opening  of  the  books  of  subscription  for  the  stock  of  said  company. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make 
from  time  to  time,  all  needful  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  touching  the 
business  of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracks  or  rail- 
ways upon  said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  and  the  description  of  car- 
riages which  may  be  used  thereon;  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  in 
which  passengers  and  goods  shall  be  transported  thereon,  and  the  manner 
of  pollecting  tolls  for  such  transportation,  and  to  fix  penalties  for  the  breach 
of  any  such  rule  or  regulation,  or  by-laws,  and  to  direct  the  mode  and  con- 
dition of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  company;  and  penalties  provided 
for  by  said  by-laws,  may  be  sued  for  by  any  person  authorized  thereto,  in 
the  name  of  said  company,  and  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  before 
any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount;  and  said  company  may  erect 
and  maintain  toll  houses,  and  such  other  buildings  and  fixtures  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  those  using  said  road,  and  of  themselves,  as  they  may  deen 
in  any  way  necessary  for  their  interest  or  convenience. 
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Sac.  8.    That  the  said  company  shall  Have  the  right  to  enter  upon 
any  land,  to  survey  and  lay  down  sard  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
feet  in  width,  and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of 
said  road;  and  whenever  any  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  road,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said 
company,  and  the  owners  thereof  do  not  ngrce  with  said  company  as  to 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  pe/sons  claiming  com- 
pensation as  aforesaid,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  minors,  in- 
sane persons,  or  married  women,  then  the  guardian  or  guardians  of  such 
minor  or  minors,  and  insane  persons,  and  the  hvsbnrids  of  such  married 
women,  may  select  for  themselves  an  arbicratct,  and  the  said  company 
shall  select  one  arbitrator,  and  the  two  thus  selected  shall  take  to  them- 
selves a  third,  who  shall  be  sworn  and  pnid  9S  arbitrators  in  other  cases} 
and  the  three  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  iward  as  arbitrators  between, 
the  parties, and  render  copies  of  their  award  to  each  of  the.  parties  in  wri- 
ting, from  which  award  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas  for  the  county  in  which  such  land^ot*  materials  may  have  been  sit- 
uate; and  in  all  cases  where  compensatt)n  shall,  in  any  manner  be  claimed 
for  lands,  it  shall  be  the  duty  ot  the  at^itrntorsand  court  to  estimate  any 
advantage  which  the  location  and  constructing  oi  said  road  may  be  to  the 
claimant  for  such  compensation;  ancf  the  value  of  such  advantage  if  any, 
shall  be  set  off  against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of  said  company;  and 
appeals  in  such  cases  shall,  when  taken,  be  in  all  respects  proceeded  in  as 
appeals  in  other  cases  to  said  court,  and  brought  into  said  court,  by  filing 
the  award  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the 
same  on  the  docket  of  said  cour2,  setting  down  the  claimant  or  claimants 
as  plaintiff,  and  said  company  asdefendant;  and  when  the  valuation  so  as- 
certained shall  be  paid,  or  tendered  by  said  company,  said  company  shall 
have  the  same  right  to  retain,  own,  hold,  and  possess  said  materials,  and  to 
the  use  and  occupation  of  said  lands  as  lully  and  absolutely  as  if  the  same 
had  been  granted  and  conveyed  to  said  company  by  deed* 

Sec.  9.  That  said  company  may  construct  the  said  rail-road  across  or 
upon  any  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if  the 
same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  road, 
highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course  to  its  former  state,  or  in  a  suffi- 
cient manner,  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  road,  highway,  water  or 
^ater  course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  railway  company  now  or  yet  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with  the  road  hereby 
incorporated,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  such  company  may  think 
advisable,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  said  companies  may  respec- 
tively agree,  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  upon  such  terms  as  the  su- 
preme court  may,  in  chancery  determine. 

Sec.  1  U  That  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon, 
and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  proper- 
ty of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  railway,  any 
sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize  or  prop- 
erty of  any  description  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and 
a  half  cents  per  mile  per  ton  for  toll;  five  cents  on  a  ton  per  mile  for  trans- 
portation, on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  descrip- 
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tion  whatsoever,  transported  bj  them  or  their  agents;  and  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  roile  for  each  pas- 
Sanger. 

i^c.  12.  That  if  proceedings  be  not  had  under  this  act,  within  threa 
years  from  the  taking  effect  thereof*  and  if  said  road  be  not  complo> 
ted  within  ten  years  thereafter,  ihen  the  same  to  he  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  «o  soon  as  the  amount  of  toll:)  accruing  and  received  for 
the  use  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  exceed  five  per  centum,  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in, 
after  deducting  therefrom  \he  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company, 
the  directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  profits 
among  the  stockholders,  h  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no 
contingent  or  accumulating  fund  exceeding  one  per  centum  of  the  profits 
of  said  company,  shall  remain  undivided  for  more  than  six  months. 

Sec.  14.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in 
any  way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or  any 
thing  belonging  or  incident  thci^^to,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  thereof;  or  any  buildings,  fixtures  or  carriages,  erected  or 
constructed  for  the  use  or  convenierice  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall 
each  be  liable  for  every  such  ofierce,  to  treble  the  damages  sustained 
thereby,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  that  amount. 

Sec.  15.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  Stata 
or  citizens,  or  any  company  now  or  hereafter  to  be  incorporated  by  law 
of  tliis  State,  to  cross  said  ro;id  with  any  road,  canal  or  railway:  Provided^ 
That  in  so  crossing,  no  unnecessary  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  road  here> 
by  incorporated. 

Sec.  1 6.  That  whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  pass  with  said  rail* 
road  through  the  land  of  any  individual,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  saidconapa* 
ny  to  make  proper  wagon  ways  for  such  individual,  from  one  part  of  his 
land  to  anotner  without  delay,  and  on  failure  or  neglect  to  do  so,  said  com- 
pany shall  be  liable  to  such  individual  in  double  the  amount  of  damages 
occasioned  by  such  neglect  or  delay. 

See.  1 7.  If  the  Liegislature  of  this  State  shtill,  after  die  expiration  of 
thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  thisuc.t,  make  provision  by  law  for  the 
repayment  to  said  company,  of  all  nrK>neys  expended  in  the  construction  of 
said  road«  and  the  necessary  permanent  fixtures  at  ^he  time  of  purchase, 
with  an  advance  of  fifteen  per  cent  thereon,  said  road  shall  vest  in  and  be 
the  property  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  1 8.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  percent,  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  may  impose 
such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  said  dividends,  as  may  be  received 
from  other  rail-road  companies.

To  authorize  the  sale  of  the  Pickaway  county  Poor^House. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Pickaway,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, at  their  discretion,  to  sell  and  convey  by  deed,  the  Poor-house  of 
said  county  and  all  the  land  thereto  belonging;  and  in  case  of  a  sale,  the 
proceeds  thereof  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  county  for  the  use 
of  said  county:  Provided^  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  commissioners  of  said  county  from  purchasing  other  lands  and  re-es- 
tablishing a  Poor-house  for  said  county  whenevertney  may  deem  it  for  the 
interest  of  said  county  so  to  do. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  in  case  of  a  sale  of  said 
Pbor^-house,  shall  provide  for  the  support  of  such  paupers  as  are  now  a 
charge  upon  said  county,  until  the  re-establishment  of  a  roor-house,  in  the 
same  manner  as  overseers  of  the  poor  are  by  law  authorized  to  do  in  their 
several  townships,  and  the  expenses  thereof  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treas- 
ury of  said  county.

To  incorporate  the  Stark  County  Mutual  Insurance  Company, 

Sec.  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  - 
Thomas  S.  Boufield,  John  Harris,  Arvine  Wales,  Charles  C.  Skinner,  C. 
13.  Gummings,.John  Johnson,  Christian  Kuntz,  Daniel  Slauker,  John  Whi- 
tacre,  Jacob  Hostetter,  and  Heman  Alman,  and  all  other  persons  who  may 
46-— L  L. 
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hereafter  become  members  of  snid  company,  in  the  manner  herein  provii* 
ded,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  of  **The  Stark  County  Mutual  Insurance  Company,"  for  the  purpose 
of  insuring;  their  respective  dwelling  houses,  stores,  shops,  and  other  buil- 
dings, household  furniture  and  merchandize,  against  loss  or  damage  by 
fire,  whether  the  same  shall  happen  by  accident,  fightning,  or  by  any  oth^r 
means,  except  that  of  design  in  the  insured,  or  by  invasion  of  an  enemy,. 
or  in'Surrection  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  by  that  name 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  appear,  prosecute,  and  de- 
fend, in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  this  State,  or  elsewhere: 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal;  may  purchase  and  hold  such  real  es- 
tate, as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  objectsof  their  association;  and  the 
same  ^ay  sell  and  convey  at  pleasure;  may  make,  establish,  and  put  in  exe- 
cution, such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations;  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  for  their  regulation  and  government,  and  for  the  managenvenl 
of  their  affairs;  and  do  and  execute  all  such  acts  and  things  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  pnrposes  intended  by  this  grant. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  and  every  person  or  persons,  who  shall  at  any  time 
become  interested  in  said  cbmpany  by  insuring  therein,  and  also  their  re- 
spective heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  continuing  to  be  in- 
sured therein  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
members  thereof,  for  and  durinc  the  terms  specified  in  their  respective 
policies,  and  no  longer;  and  shall  at  all  times  be  concluded  and  bound  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  'That  there  shall  be  a  meeting  of  said  company  at  Canton,  in 
the  <iouhty  of  Start,  on  the  first  Saturday  of  June,  annually,  or  on  such 
other  day,  and  at  such  other  place  as  said  company  may  hereafter  deter- 
mine; of  which  thirty  days^s  previous  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication, 
in  at  least  two  newspapers,  one  of  which  shall  be  printed  in  the  county  of 
Stark,  and  in  general  circulation,  stating  the  time,  place,  and  design  of  said 
meeting;  at  which  meeting,  shall  be  chosen,  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present,  a  board  of  directors,  consisting  of  not  more  than 
nine,  nor  less  than  five  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until 
others  have  been  chosen,  and  accepted  the  trust  in  their  stead:  all  va- 
cancies happening  in  said  board,  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members, 
until  the  next  annua!  meeting;  anda  majority  of  the  whole  number  pre- 
sent shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  special 
meetings  of  the  company  may  be  called  by  order  of  the  directors,  or  in 
such  other  manner  as  the  by-laws  thereof  may  have  prescribed. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  superintend  the  concerns  of 
said  company,  and  shall  have  the  management  of  the  funds  and  property 
thereof,  and  of  all  matters  and  things  thereunto  relating,  and  not  other- 
wise provided  for  by  said  company;  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to 
time^  to  appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers,  agents  and 
assistants,  as  to  them  may  seem  necessary,  and  prescribe  tbeir  duties,  fix 
their  compensation,  take  such  security  from  them  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary for  the  faithful  perfornruince  of  their  respective  dudes,  and  may 
remove  them  for  good  cause.  They  shall  determine  the  rates  of  insurance, 
the  sum  to  be  insured  on  any  building,  and  the  sum  to  be  deposited  for  the 
insurance  thereof;  tliey  shall  order  and  direct  the  making  and  issuing  of 
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nil  policies  of  insurance,  the  providing  of  books,  ^ationary,  and  other 
things  needful  for  the  office  of  said  company,  and  for  carrying  on  the  af- 
fairs thereof;  and  may  draw  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  all 
losses  which  may  have  happened,  and  for  expenses  incurred  in  transact- 
ing the  concerns  of  said  company;  they  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  num- 
ber to  act  as  president,  and  may  hold  their  meetings  monthly,  and  oftener, 
if  necessary,  for  transacting  the  business  of  the  company,  and  shall  keep 
a  record  of  their  proceedings;  and  any  director,  disagreeing  with  a  ma* 
jority  of  the  board  at  any  meeting,  may  enter  his  dissent,with  hid  reasons 
therefor,  on  record  of  their  proceedings. 

Sec.  5.  That  every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of  said  com- 
pany, by  effecting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before  he  receives  his  policy, 
deposite  his  promissory  note  for  such  a  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  required 
by  the  directors,  a  part,  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  of  which  said  note 
shall  be  immediately  paid,  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  incidental  6x- 

f)cnses  of  said  institution;  and  the  remainder  of  said  deposite  note  shall 
)e  payable  in  part,  or  the  whole,  at  any  time  when  the  directors  shall 
deem  the  same  requisite,  for  the  payment  of  losses  or  other  expenses;  and, 
at  the  ex;piration  of  the  iern\  of  insurance,,  the  said  note,  or  such  part  of 
the  same  as  shall  remain  unpaid,  after  deducting  all  losses  and  expenses 
accruing  during  said  term,  shall  be  relinquished  and  given  up  to  the  signer 
thereof. 

Sec.  6.  That  every  member  of  s:  i  I  company  shall  be,  and  hereby  is 
bound  and  obliged  to  pay  his  portion  of  all  losses  and  expenses  happening 
and  accruing  in  and  to  said  company,  and  all  buildings  insured  by  and 
with  said  company,  together  with  the  right,  title,and  interest  of  the  insur- 
ed, to  the  latids  on  which  they  standi  shall  be  pledged  to  said  company; 
and  the  said  company  shall  have  a  lien  thereon  against  the  insured,  during 
the  continuance  of  his,  her.  or  their  policies. 

Sec.  7.  That  in  case  of  any  loss  or  damage  by  fire  happening  to  any 
•  member,  upon  property  insured,  in  and  with  said  company,  the  said  nvem- 
ber  shall  give  notice  thereof^  in  writing,  to  the  directors  or  some  one  of 
them,  or  to  the  secretary  of  said  company,  within  twenty  days  from  the 
time  such  loss  or  damage  may  have  happened;  and  the  directors,  upoa  a 
view  of  the  samo.  Or  in  such  other  way  as  they  may  deem  proper,  shall 
ascertain  and  determine  the  amount  of  said  loss  or  damage;  and  if  the 
party  suffering  is  not  satisfied  with  the  determination  of  the  directors, the 
question  may  be  submitted  to  referees, or  the  said  party  may  bring  ein  ac- 
tion against  said  company  for  loss  or  damage,  in  the  Common  Pleas  Court 
of  Stark  county  at  any  time  within  six  mtrnths  after  the  loss  may  have 
happened,  and  not  afterwards;  and  if,  upon  trial  of  said  action,  a  greater 
sum  shall  be  recovered  than  the  amount  detqrmined  upon  by  the  direc- 
tors, or  referees,  the  party  suffering  shall  have  judgment  therefor,  against 
said  company,  with  interest  thereon  from  the  time  said  loss  or  damage 
happened,  and  costs  of  suit;  but  if  no  more  shall  be  recoved  than  the 
amount  aforesaid,  the  said  party  shall  become  non-suit,  and  the  said  com- 
pany shall  recover  their  costs:  Provided^Th^i  the  judgment  last  mentioned 
shall,  in  no  wise,  affect  the  claim  of  said  suffering  party  to  the  amount  of 
loss  or  damage,  as  determined  by  said  directors  or  referees  aforesaid:  Pro- 
videa  alsOj  That  execution  shall  not  issue  on  any  judgment  against  said  com* 
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pahy, until  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  rendition  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  directors  shall,  after  receiving  notice  of  any  loss  or 
damage  by  fire,  sustained  by  any  member,  and  ascertaing  the  same,  or  af- 
ter the  rendition  of  any  judgment  as  aforesaid,  against  said  company,  for 
such  loss  or  damage,  settle  or  determine  the  sums  to  be  paid  by  the  seireral 
members  thereof,  as  their  respective  proportion  of  such  loss,  and  publish 
the  same  in  siuch  manner  as  they  shall  see  fit,  or  as  the  by-laws  shall  have 
prescribed;  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  each  member,  shall  always  be  in 
proportion  to  the  original  amount  of  his  fleposite  note  or  notes,  and  shall 
be  paid  to  the  treasurer  within  thirty  days  next  after  the  publication  of 
said  notice;  and  if  any  member  shall,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the 
publication  of  said  notice,  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  sum  assessed  upon 
him,  her,  or  them,  as  bis,  ber,  or  their  proportion  of  any  loss  as  aforesaid, 
in  such  case  the  directors  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  whole  amount  of 
his,  her,  or  their  deposite  note  ornotos,  with  costs  of  suit;  and  the  money 
thus  collected,  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  said  company,  subject  to  the 
payment  of  such  loss  and  expenses  as  have,  or  may  thereafter  accrue; 
and  the  balance  if  any  remain,  shall  be  returned  to  ^he  party  from  whom 
it  was  collected,  on  demand,  after  thirty  days  from  the  expiration  of  the 
term  for  which  insurance  was  made  to  said  party. 

Sec.  9.     That  if  it  shall  ever  so  happen,  that  the  whole  amouTit  of  de- 

Sosite  notes  should  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  loss  occasioned  by  anyone 
re  orfiresjin  such  case,  sufferers  insured  by  said  company,  shall  receive 
towards  making  good  their  respective  losses,  a  proportionate  dividend  of 
the  whole  amount  ofsaid  notes, according  to  thesunis  by  them  respectively 
insured;  and, in  addition  thereto,  a  sum  to  be  assessed  on  all  the  members 
ofsaid  company,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  by 
them  respectively  insured;  and  the  said  members  shall  never  be  required 
to  pay  for  any  loss  occasioned  by  fire,  at  any  one  time,  more  than  fifty 
cents  on  each  hundred  dollars  insured  in  said  company,  in  addition  to  the 
amount  of  his  deposite  note,  nor  more  than  that  amount  for  any  such  loss, 
after  his  said  note  shall  have'been  paid  and  expended;  but  any  member, 
upon  payment  of  the  whole  of  his  deposite  note,  and  surrendering  his  po- 
licy, before  any  subsequent  k)ss  or  expense  has  occurred,  may  be  dischar- 
ged from  said  company. 

SeCk  10.  That  the  said  company  may  make  insurances  for  any  time 
not  exceeding  ten  years;  and  any  policy  of  insurance  insured  by  said  com- 
pany, signed  by  the  president,  and  counter-signed  by  the  secretary,  shall 
be  deemed  valid  and  binding  on  said  company,  in  all  cases  where  the  as- 
sured has  a  title  in  fee  simple  unincumbered,  to  the  building  or  buildings 
insured,  and  to  the  lands  covered  by  the  same;  but  if  the  insured  have  a 
less  estate  therein,  or  if  the  premises  be  encumbered,  the  policy  shall  be 
void,  unless  the  true  title  of  the  assured,  and  the  encumbrances  of  the 
premises,  be  expressed  therein,  an  i  in  the  application  therefor. 

Sec.  II.  That  when  any  house,  or  other  building,  shall  be  alienated,  by 
sale  or  otherwise,  the  policy  shall  thereupon  be  void,  and  be  surrendered 
to  the  directors  of  said  company  to  be  cancelled,  and,  upon  such  surrender, 
the.  assured  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his,  her,  or  their  deposite  notes, 
upon  the  payment  of  his,  her,  or  their  proportion  of  all  losses  or  expenses 
"that  havo  accrued  prior  to  such  surrender:  Provided^  That  the  grantee  or 
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jjrRDtees,  alienee  or  alioiieefl,  having  the  assignment  of  the  policy^  maj  have 
the  saiiic  ratified  an4  confirmed  to  him,  her,  or  them,  for  his,  her,  or  their 
own  proper  use  and  benefit,  upon  application  to  the  directors,  and  with 
their  consent,  within  thirty  days  ne,xt  after  such  alienation,  on  giving  proper 
security,  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  directors,  for  such  portion  of  the  depo- 
site,  or  premium  DiOte, as  shall  remain  unpaid;  and  by  such  ratification  and 
confirmation,  the  party  causing  the  same,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities,  to  which  the  original  party 
insured,  was  subjected  under  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  That  if  any  alteration  should  be  made  in  any  house  or  build- 
ing, by  the  proprietors  thereof,  after  insurance  has  been  made  thereon  with 
said  company,  whereby  it  may  be  exposed. to  greater  risk  or  hazard  from 
fire  than  it  was  at  the  time  it  was  insured,  then,  and  in  every  such  casey 
the  insurance  made  upon  such  house  or  building  shall  be  void,  unless  an

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  ofOhioj  That 
George  Mitchell,  James  McCune  and  Samuel  McCormick,  of  the  county 
of  Jefferson,  be,  and  they  areherebv  appointed  commissioners,  and  James 
Dillon  of  said  county,  Surveyor,  to  lay  out  and  establish  a  State  road  com- 
mencing at  Tellarsvill,  in  the  county  aforesaid,  and  running  through  the 
nearest  and  best  way  past  Harvey  West's  mill,  in  said  county,  to  the  State 
road  leading  from  Warrenton  to  Mount  Pleasant, 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  road  shall  in  no  case  exceed  an  angle  of  five 
degrees  with  the  horizon. 

Dec.  3.  That  the  commissioners  as  aforesaid*  shall,  in  all  respects,  be 
governed  by  the  law  in  force  defining  the  mode  of  laying  out  and  estab- 
lishing State  roads,  and  should  either  of  said  commissioners  die,  remove  out 
of  the  county,  or  refuse  to  serve,  the  commissioners  of  said  county  are 
hereby  authorized  to  fill  such  vacancy.

To  incorporate  the  TniBtecs  of  the  Wcsleyan  Collegiate  Institute. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohto^  That 
Jacob  Ward,  of  Medina  county,  Hart  Boughton,  Richard  L.  Howard, 
Seymour  W.  Baldwin,  and  Edward  S,  Hamlin,  of  Lorain  county,  Ahaz 
Merchant,  Amos  Briggs,  John  Barnard,  Asa  Blood,  and  Henry  O.  Sheldon, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  be  styled 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Wesleyan  Collegiate  Institute,  and  by  that 
name  to  remain  in  perpetual  succession,  with  full  powers  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  acquire,  hold  and  convey  property,  real 
and  personal,  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  alter  and  renew  the  same 
at  pleasure;  to  make  and  alter,  1  mm  lime  to  time,  such  by-laws  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  said  iiistilution,  its  officers  and  ser- 
vants: Provided,  Such  by-laws  arc  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  St;Ues,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  institution  shall  be  located  in  the  township  of 
Olmsted,  in  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  and  shall  be  erected  on  a  plan  suffi- 
ciently extensive  to  ali'ord  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences;  and 
the  trustees  may,  as  their  ability  shall  increase,  and  the  interests  of  com- 
munity require,  erect  additional  departments,  for  the  study  of  any  or  all 
of  the  liberal  professions. 
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Sec.  3.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  a 
president,  and  other  officers  and  instructors;  and  also,  such  servants  of  the 
institution  as  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  have  power  to  displace  any  or 
cither  of  them  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons;  and  also,  from  members  in 
full  connection  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  to  fill  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  by  any  member  of  said  board  ceasing  to 
be  a  member  in  lull  connection  with  said  church,  or  by  resignation,  deaths 
or  otherwise;  and  also  to  direct  the  course  of  study  to  be  pursued  in  said 
institution  and  its  departments. 

Sec,  4.  The  president  of  the  institution  shall  be  ex-officioa  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  president  of  the  same,  and  in  his  absence  the 
board  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  members  to  preside  for  the  time  being: 
Pvovuletiy  That  if  any  of  said  trustees  shall  be  permanently  appointed  pre- 
sident of  said  institution,  his  office  of  trustee  shall  be  deemed  vacant,  and 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  fill  the  same  accordingly. 

Sec.  5.  Thnt  the  board  of  trustees  shall  consist  of  ten  members  exclu- 
sive of  the  president,  any  five  of  whom  shallconstitute  a  quorum  to  do  busi- 
ness; said  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  their  first  annual  meeting  in  the  town- 
8hip^ofOlmsted,ontliefirstWedncsday  of  April,  eighteen  hundredand  thirty 
sevenj  and  afterwards,  they  shall  meet  on  tiicirown  appointments,  but  in 
cases  of  emergency,  the  president,  with  the  advice  of  two  trustees,  may 
call  a  special  meeting  of  the  board,  or  any  five  members  may  call  such 
meeting  by  giving  notice  to  each  member  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time 
of  such  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  foithfully  apply  all  funds  by  them 
collected  or  received,  according  to  their  best  judgment,  in  erecting  suita- 
ble buildings,  supporting  the  necessary  ofiicers,  instructors  and  servants, 
and  in  procuring  books,  maps,  charts,  globes,  and  other  appparatus  neces* 
sarv  to  the  success  of  the  institution. 

Sec.  7.  The  treasurer  of  the  institution  shall  always,  and  all  other 
agents  when  required,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  appointments, 
give  bonds  for  the  security  of  the  corporation,  and  of  the  public,  in  such 
penal  sums,  and  such  sureties  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  approve,  and 
that  all  process  against  the  corporation  shall  be  by  summons,  and  the  ser- 
vice of  the  same  shall  be  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  thereof  with  the 
treasurer  of  the  institution,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  return  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  Legislature  shall  have  a  right  to  alter  or  amend  this 
act  when  they  deem  it  necessary:  Prcwidedj  No  fund  or  property  belonging 
to  said  institution,  shall  ever  be  by  law  appropriated  to  any  other  pur« 
pose,  than  as  herem  specified.

See.  L  Be  it  enacted  iy  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  State  of  Ohio^  That 
there  shaH  be,  and  is  hereby  established  at  Troy,  in  the  county  of  Miami, 
a  Seminary  oflearning  for  the  instruction  of  young  persons  of  either  sex, 
in  science  and  literature,  to  be  called  '^The  Troy  Academy,"  and  that  John 
G.  Telford,  R.  Brandriff,  R.  Saben,  Joseph  R.  John,  J.  L.  Moore,  James 
F.  Donalson,  Z.  Riley,  Joseph  M.  Skinner,  John  K.  MTarland,  D.  Gro9> 
venor,  Benjamin  F.  Powers,  James  Brown,  H,  H,  M'Corkle,  N.  Abbott, 
Jacob  Knoop,  Jonathan  Phillips,  Henry  W.  Culbertson,  John  T.  Tullis, 
and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Troy  Academy,'*  by  which  name 
they  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  power  to  acquire,  purchase,  re- 
ceive, possess,  hold,  retain  and  enjoy,  to  themselves  and  their  successors^ 
property,  reaU  personal  and  mixed,  and  the  same  to  sell,  grant  and  convey, 
rent  or  otherwise  dispose  of  at  pleasure;  and  they  shall,  by  said  corporate 
name,  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contrated  with,  sue  and  be  soed, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  justice;  and  they  shall  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  with  power  to  alter  the  same  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  stock  of  said  Academy  shall  consist  of  shares  of 
twenty  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and 
shall  be  transferable  on  the  books  of  said  corporation,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  trustees  hereinafter  mentioned:  Provi- 
dedf  That  the  annual  income  of  said  corporation,  aside  from  the  bills  of 
tuition,  shall  never  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  that  its 
funds,  privileges,  and  immunities,  shall  be  used  for  none  other  than  the 
purposes  of  education. 

Sec.  S.  That  the  corporate  concerns  of  said  Academy  shall  be  man- 
aged by  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  nine  members,  any  five  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  they  shall  be 
elected  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  annually,  and 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected;  the  election  of  trustees  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  each  stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  by  him  owned  to  the 
amount  of  ten  shares,  and  then,  to  one  vote  for  every  five  shares  over  and 
above  that  amount;  any  stockholder  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy;  the 
said  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  president  of  their 
board,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  body; 
if  any  election  shall  not  be  made  on  the  day  designated  by  this  act,  such 
election  may  be  held  on  any  other  day:  Provided^  A  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  such  election,  signed  by  three  of  the  stockholders,  be 
first  published  for  two  successive  weeks,  in  some  newspaper  printed  in 
Troy,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  suborainate 
officers  and  agents,  and  to  make,  ordain  and  establishh  all  such  ordinances, 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  good 
government  of  said  academy,  its  officers  and  servants,  teachers  and  pupfls. 
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and  for  the  management  of  the  property  and  affairs  of  the  said  corporation 
to  the  best  advantage:  Provided,  That  they  shall  not  contravene  the  con« 
stitution  of  the  United  States,  or  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  deeds  or  other  instruments  of  conveyance,  shall  be 
made  by  order  of  the  trustees,  sealed  with  the  seal  of  said  corporation, 
signed  by  the  president,  and  by  him  acknowledged  in  his  official  capacity. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  for  the  purposes  herein 
specified,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  proper  officers  of  the  county  of 
Miami,  having  the  control  and  disposition  thereof,  to  occupy,  use  and  enjoy 
in  perpetuity,  in-lots  in  the  town  of  Troy  aforesaid,  numbered  one  hundred 
and  thirty-four,  and  one  hundred  and  forty-six,  donated  and  set  apart  for 
literary  purposes,  on  the  plat  of  said  town;  and  they  may  lay  out  said 
ground,  or  any  portion  thereof,  not  needed  for  the  immediate  use  of  said 
Academy,  into  suitable  building  lots,  and  to  lease  the  same  in  such  manner 
and  for  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  proper,  the  rents  and  profits  whereof 
shall  be  applied  to  the  proper  object  of  said  Academy,  and  for  no  other 
use  or  purpose  whatever. 

Sec.  7*  Any  future  legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter  or  amend  this 
act.

Be  it  enacted  bj/ the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  name  of  the  Sixlhstreet  Baptist  Church  of  Cincinnati,  be  changed  and 
altered  to  the  name  of  the  Ninth-street  Baptist  Church  of  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati. 

That  the  said  Ninth-street  Baptist  Church  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  capacities,

Sec.  2.  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  out  of  the  said 
three  per  cent  fund,  be  expended  in  the  said  county  on  that  part  of  the 
State  road  leading  from  Tiffin  to  Mexico,  in  said  county,  known  by  the 
name  of  Negrotown  State  road,  between  the  first  day  of  Apnl  and  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  under 
the  superintendence  of  Samuel  S.  Martin. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  Hereby  authorized  to  make  the  expenditures 
aforesaid,  shall  account  to  the  commissioners  of  Seneca  county,  for  the 
faithful  application  of  the  money  hereby  appropriated:  Provided^  That 
should  either  of  the  superintendents  named  in  this  act,  die,  or  remove  out 
of  the  county  or  refuse  to  serve,  the  commissioners  of  the  county  shall 
forthwith  fill  such  vacancy,  on  being  notified  of  the  same.

To  incorporate  the  Pikcton  Lateral  Canal  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly*  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Robert  Lucas,  James  B.  Turner,  Robert  Clark,  William  Barnes  jr.  James 
Moore,  Elias  Doherty  Samuel  Reed,  and  all  other  persons  who  may  become 
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associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Pike- 
ton  Lateral  Canal  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  navigable 
canal  commencing  four  chains  below  lock  No.  45  of  the  Ohio  Canal,  and 
entering  the  Scioto  river  at  Piketon,  in  Pike  county,  on  or  near  the  route 
heretofore  surveyed  by  James  Henderson:  Provided^Th^i  said  route  is  ap- 
proved of  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  in  the  event  of  said  board  not 
approving  the  survey  as  made,  then  and  in  that  case  the  location  to  be 
made  under  their  supervision,  and  the  said  company  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  acquire,  either  by  gift  or  purchase,  and  to  dispose  of  at 
pleasure,  such  property  whether  real  or  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  corporation;  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  for  the 
government  of  said  corporation,  as  shdll  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Sec.  2*  That  the  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  connect  such 
canal,  with  the  Ohio  Canal  by  means  of  a  guard-lock,  gate  or  other  lock  or 
locks,  to  be  erected  upon  such  place  and  in  such  manner,  as  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  shall  deem  best  calculated  to  secure  the  Ohio  Canal  from  in- 
jury, and  to  prevent  an  expenditure  of  water,  beyond  what  is  necessary 
for  the  passsage  of  boats  or  flats,  in  and  through  said  lateral  canal  :Prori</c^ 
however^  That  if  in  the  opinion  of  said  board  or  their  agent,  said  company 
shall  at  any  time  suffer  any  such  lock,  gate  or  other  work,  appertaining  to 
said  connection  or  lo  said  lateral  canal,  to  be  so  far  out  of  repair  as  to  en- 
danger the  safety  of  the  Ohio  Canal  or  cause  an  unnecessary  expenditure 
of  water,  said  board  or  their  agent,  shall  have  the  rightof  closing  the  con- 
nection between  said  canal  by  a  bank  of  earth,  dam  or  otherwise,  and  con- 
tinuing the  same  until  such  repairs  shall  be  made,  as  will  in  his  opinion 
render  it  safe  to  open  or  repair  such  connection*,  and  said  company  shall 
pay  the  expenses  of  said  bank  or  dam,  or  other  closing,  and  the  removal  of 
the  same  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur,  as  provided  for  in  this  section 
without  delay,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  or  their 
agent. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  and  to 
perform  all  necessary  acts  to  organize  said  company;  and  they  are  here- 
oy  authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times 
and  in  such  places  as  a  majority  of  them  may  direct,  for  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company;  five  per  centum  upon  each  share  shall 
be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscription,  if  required  by  the  commissioners,  and 
the  remainder  in  such  instalments  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  require. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  one  hundred  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  shall  be  subscribed,  the  commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting 
ot  the  stockholders,  by  causing  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
such  meeting,  to  be  published  in  some  newspapers  published  in  Pike 
county,  or  some  newspaper  having  general  circulation  therein,  for  at  least 
three  successive  weeks;  and  on  such  notice  being  given,  the  stockholders 
when  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  may  proceed  to  elect 
from  their  own  body,  not  more  than  nine  directors,  and  to  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  the  corporation,  as  are  lawful  and 
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expedieDt;  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock  holden  by  him;  and  may  vote  either  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

Sej.  5.  The  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  managed  by  the  directors 
or  a  majority  of  them,  in  conformity  with  the  by-laws  of  said  company, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  one  year  and  until  others  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified  in  their  stead;  each  director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the  time  of 
his  election,  and  whenever  he  ceases  to  be  a  stockholder,  he  shall  cease  to 
be  a  director. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  directors  shall  at  their  first  meeting  after  each  elec- 
tion, elect  a  president  from  amongst  their  own  number;  the  president  and 
directors,  previous  to  their  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  sev- 
erally take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge 
the  duties  appertaining  to  said  office,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  and  the  rules  and  by-laws  of  the  corporation:  they  shall  appoint  a 
treasurer,  who  shall  give  bond  with  security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  confided  to  him;  the  board  shall  direct  the  time  and  place  of  pay- 
ing in  the  instalments  on  stock,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  at  least 
three  successive  weeks  by  publication  in  some  newspapers  in  general  cir- 
culation in  the  county  where  such  stock  was  subscribed;  no  stockholder 
shall  be  bound  pay  more  than  ten  per  centum  at  any  one  time,  nor  more 
than  thirty  per  centum  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  or  their  agents,  to  en- 
ter upon  and  take  possession  of  the  lands,  waters,  or  streams  necessary  to 
make  said  canal  or  any  of  its  feeders  or  appendages,  and  also  to  enter  upon 
the  lands  contiguous  and  near  to  said  canal,  and  take  therefrom,  earth, 
sand,  gravel,  stone  and  timber,  not  otherwise  taken  and  appropriated  by 
the  owner  to  any  special  use,  and  which  may  be  necessary  to  make  the 
improvements  contemplated  in  this  act,  doing  however  no  unnecessary  in- 
jury or  damage,  by  paying  or  tendering  therefor  a  fair  and  valuable  con- 
sideration; and  if  the  parties  cannot  mutually  agree  upon  the  damages,  or 
upon  an  umpire  to  appraise  the  same,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  direc- 
tors to  apply  to  any  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in 
which  the  property  may  be  situate,  not  a  stockholder  of  said  company,  who 
on  application  of  said  directors,  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freehold- 
ers to  appraise  the  damages,  to  whom,  and  to  the  adverse  party,  his  guar- 
dian^  agent  or  attorney,  the  directors  shall  give  reasonable  notice  of  such 
appointment,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  at  which  time  and 
place  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  attend,  who  after  being  duly  sworn  or 
affirmed  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  their  duties,  shall  proceed 
on  actual  view,  to  make  a  just  estimate  and  appraisement  of  any  damage 
such  individual  owner  or  owners  may  sustain*  with  a  particular  description 
of  the  premises,  to  which  certificate  they  or  a  mnjority  of  them  shall  sign 
their  names,and  deliver  to  each  party  a  copy;  and  immediately  thereafter, 
if  no  damages  are  assessed,  or  on  the  payment  or  tender  of  money  to  the 
amount  of  damages  assessed  to  the  person  or  persons  injured,  his  or  her 
guardian,  agent  or  attorney,  the  said  directors  may  proceed  to  enter  such 
lands,  streams  or  water,  and  a  complete  title  to  the  premises,  to  the  extent 
and  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  or  contemplated  by  this  act,  shall  thereby 
be  vested  and  torever  remain  in  said  company:  Provided^  hmveverj  That  if 
either  partv  shall  consider  himself  aggrieved  b v  the  decision  of  the  apprais- 
49— L  L. 
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era  so  as  aforesaid  made,  such  party  may  apply  to  the  court  of  commcm 
pleas  of  the  proper  county,  at  the  succeeding  term  of  the  court,  or  if 
there  should  not  be  a  quorum  of  said  court  disinterested,  then  to  the  su- 
preme court  at  their  next  session  in  said  county,  giting  ten  dajs  notice  of 
such  intention  to  the  adverse  party;  and  on  good  cause  shown,  the  said 
court  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders,  who  shall,  after  being 
duly  qualified,  proceed  to  view  and  appraise  the  damages,  and  shall  certify 
their  proceedings  in  the  same  manner  as  the  former  appraisers,  and  their 
decision  shall  be  final,  but  the  pendency  of  any  such  application  to  the 
court  shall  not  in  the  mean  time  hinder  the  progress  of  the  work. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated, 
to  construct  said  canal  of  such  width  aud  depth,  with  locks  of  such  di- 
mensions as  may  be  necessary  for  said  canal;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  said  company  to  construct  a  bridge  oyer  said  canal,  suitable  for  the  pas- 
sage of  carriages,  at  each  and  every  place  where  a  State  or  county  road 
crosses  the  same;  and  when  the  said  canal  is  so  made  and  completed,  it 
shall  forever  thereafter  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  navigable  as  a  public 
highway,  free  for  the  passage  of  boats,  and  for  the  transportation  of  all 
goods,  commodities  and  produce  whatsoever,  on  the  payment  of  the  tolls 
which  may  be  lawfully  required. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  State  shall  have  power  at  any  time  after  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  years  from  the  time  the  said  canal  shall  be  completed, 
to  purchase  and  hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  State,  by  paying  to  the  said 
company  the  original  cost  of  said  canal,  with  ten  per  centum  thereon,  of 
which  cost  an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  and  submitted  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  duly  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  officers  of  said  company, 
whenever  the  General  Assembly  shall  demand  the  same. 

Sec.  10.  That  when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  canal  is  completed, 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  the  president  and  di- 
rectors shall  have  power,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  ordain  and 
establish  a  rate  of  tolls,  which  shall  be  paid  upon  vessels,  boats,  rafts  or 
other  property,  passing  on  such  part  or  whole  line  of  the  canal  that  is 
navigable;  and  for  the  collection  of  such  tolls,  the  president  and  directors 
shall  appoint  collectors,  and  establish  toll  houses,  at  all  proper  places,  and 
may  ask,  demand  and  receive  on  all  boats,  rafts,  vessels  and  other  prope^ 
ty,  passing  or  navigated  on  said  canal,  such  tolls  as  shall  be  established 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  also,  may  rent,  sell  and  dispose 
of  any  superabundant  or  waste  of  water  of  the  canal:  Provided^  That  after 
the  lapse  of  twenty  years  from  the  completion  of  said  canal,  any  subse- 
quent Legislature  may  regulate  the  rate  of  tolls  which  said  company  may 
receive:  Provided^  nevertheless^  That  they  do  not  reduce  them  to  a  lower 
rate  than  may  be  charged  on  the  Ohio  and  Erie  canal. 

Sec.  1 U  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  annually  or  semi-anna- 
ally  declare  a  dividend  of  the  nett  profits  arising  from  the  tolls  or  from  any 
other  source,  reserving  such  sum  or  sums  as  will  defray  the  necessary  cur- 
rent and  probable  contingent  expenses;  which  dividend  shall  be  paid  or 
passed  to  the  credit  of  the  stockholders  severally,  in  proportion  to  the 
shares  which  each  may  hold  in  the  stock  of  said  company. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  all  laws 
which  are  or  shall  be  in  force  for  the  collection  of  tolls,  and  for  the  pro- 
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tection  of  anj  canali  constructed  bj  this  State,  lo  far  as  such  law  or  laws 
shall  be  necessary  to  insure  the  collection  of  tolls,  and  for  the  protection 
of  the  canal  and  other  property  which  the  company  may  lawfully  hold,  in 
order  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act.

AW  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Bremen,  in  the  county  of  Mercer. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  German,  in  the  county  of  Mercer,  as  is  embra- 
ced or  comprised  in  the  south  half  of  the  south  east  quarter  of  section  ten, 
in  township  number  seven,  south,  range  four,  east,  as  surveyed  and  record- 
ed, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate,  and  shall  be 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Bremen. 

Sec.  2.  Thnt  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  said 
town,  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  the  General  Assembly,  to 
meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  June  next,  and  on  the  second  Monday  of 
April  annually  thereafter,  and  elect  by  ballot,  one  mayor,  one  recorder, 
and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  householders,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  they 
shall  constitute  the  Town  Council. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  under  this  act,  the  electors  shall 
choose  vit)a  voce^  two  judges  and  a  clerk,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation,  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  assigned  [them];  and  at  elec* 
tions  thereafter,  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  re- 
corder, clerk;  and  at  all  such  elections,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the 
hours  of  ten  and  eleven,  A.  M.  and  close  at  three  o^ciock,  P.  M.  of  said  day; 
and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and  proclaimed;  and 
the  clerk  shall  deliver  to  each  person  elected,  or  leave  at  his  usual  place 
of  abode,  within  three  days  after,  a  written  notice  of  his  election;  and  the 
person  so  notified,  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  take  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and 
also  an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees,  shall  be  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Bremen; 
shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  and  holding  real  and  personal  property,  may  sell 
and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a  common  seal, and  may  alter  thesame;  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto  in 
any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State  or  elsewhere;  and  when  any  suit  is 
commenced  against  the  corporation,  the  first  process  shall  be  a  summons, 
an  attested  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  return  thereof. 
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Sec.  5.  That  the  major,  recorder,  and  a  majority  of  the  trustee!,  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  and  regulations  for 
the  health  and  convenience  of  said  town,  as  they  may  deem  advisable; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  remo- 
val, or  otherwise;  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other 
subordinate  officers,  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  to  prescribe  their  gen- 
eral duties,  and  to  require  such  security  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  to 
secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  to  remove  them  at  plea- 
sure; to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  officers  not  established  bv  this  act» 

Sec.  6.  The  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the 
peace  therein,  in  criminal  and  civil  cases,  and  shall  receive  the  same  fees 
as  justices  of  the  peace  are  entitled  to  for  similar  services;  he  shall  give 
bond  and  security  as  is  required  of  justices  of  the  peace;  and  an  appeal 
may  be  had  from  the  decision  of  the  mayor  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  taken  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of 
the  peace. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  keep  a  true  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  town  council,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be 
open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  and  the  recorder  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor, 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  6f  him  by  the  by* 
laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  annually  for 
corporation  purposes,  on  the  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  re* 
turned  on  the  grand  levy,  made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this 
State:  Provided^  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  anyone  year,  three 
mills  on  the  dollar;  and  the  recorder  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  thereof, 
charging  thereon  each  individual  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  his 
property,  as  assessed  on  the  grand  levy  for  taxation;  which  said  duplicate 
shall  be  certified  and  signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to 
the  marshal,  who  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same  in  the  same  manner  and 
under  the  same  regulations  as  county  treasurers  are  required  by  law  to 
collect  county  and  state  taxes;  and  said  marshal,  as  soon  as  collected,  shall 
pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  town  council  may  appropriate  any  money  in  the 
treasury,  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  side  walks,  or  other  im- 
provements;  and  may  have  the  use  of  the  jail  of  the  county,  for  the  inn 
prisonment  of  persons  liable  to  imprisonment;  and  all  persons  so  imprison- 
ed, shall  be  under  the  care  of  the  sheriff,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  mayor  and  common  council  shall  have  power  to  re- 
quire by  ordinance,  each  able  bodied  male  person  above  the  age  of  t^Hren- 
ty-one  years,  resident  within  said  town,  to  perform  labor  on  the  streets 
and  alleys  of  the  same,  not  exceeding  two  days  in  any  one  year,  in  addi* 
tion  to  the  labor  required  under  the  present  laws  regulating  roads  and 
highways;  and  upon  refusal  or  neglect  to  perform  such  work  under  the 
proper  supervisor,  the  delinquent  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  as 
are  provided  by  law  against  persons  refusing  to  perform  the  two  days  la- 
bor required  in  the  last  named  act:  they  shall  also  have  the  exclusive  right 
cf  forming  the  road  districts  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation^  and  tbe 
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appoiDtmentof  suitable  supervisors  for  such  districts  when  formed,  who 
shall  be  governed  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  by  the  by-laws  regu- 
lating the  duties  of  supervisors  in  other  cases;  and  all  road  tax  charged  in 
the  county  duplicate  on  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town^  shall  be 
worked  out  under  the  direction  of  the  proper  supervisors  within  said  town, 
as  the  said  town  authorities  may,  by  resolution,  designate  and  point  out. 

See.  1  !•  That  the  mayor  and  common  council  shall  have  power  to  li- 
cense or  prohibit  any  or  all  public  amusements  or  exhibitions,  and  regulate 
the  same  as  they  may  think  proper.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  ly  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Peir  M.  Irwin,  Frederick  Bissell,  Josiah  Baker,  Andrew  Palmer,  James  M. 
Whitney,  Samuel  B.  Scott,  and  Stephen  B.  Comstock,  and  their  associates 
and  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Toledo,  agreeably  to  an  act 
passed  March  the  5th,  1 836,  entitled  ^^  an  act  in  relation  to  incorporated 
religious  societies;"  and  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  for  the  election  of 
officers,  by  the  persons  named  in  this  act,  giving  ten  days'  notice  in  wri* 
ting,  posted  up  in  three  public  places,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the 
same.

AH    ACT 

To  ineorporate  the  town  of  Minerva,  in  the  counties  of  Stark  and  Carroll. 

Sec.  !•  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  That 
80  much  of  the  counties  of  Stark  and  Carroll,  as  is  comprised  and  designa-* 
ted  as  the  town  of  Minerva,  and  such  plats  as  have  been  and  may  hereaf- 
ter be  recorded  as  additions  thereto,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a 
town  corporate,  and  shall  hereafter  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name 
of  the  *«Town  of  Minerva." 

Sec  3.    That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  thu 
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town,  residing  within  the  limits  thereof^  having  the  qualifieations  of  elec- 
tors of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  some  convenient  place  in  said 
town,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  next,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  April 
annually,  thereafter,  and  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  one 
mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  householders;  and  the 
persons  so  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  one  yean  and  until  their  surcea- 
sors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  they  shall  constitute  a  Town  Council. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  two 
judges  and  a  clerk,  shall  be  chosen  viva  voce^  by  the  voters  present,  who 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  required 
of  them  by  this  act,  and  at  all  subsequent  election,  the  mayor  and  trustees, 
or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder  clerk  of  the  elec- 
tion, and  at  all  such  elections,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours 
often  and  eleven,  A.  M.  and  close  at  three  o'clock,  P.  M.  of  the  same  day; 
and  at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and  a  true  state- 
ment thereof  proclaimed,  and  the  clerk  shall  deliver  to  each  person  elect- 
ed, or  leave  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  within  three  days  from  the  day 
of  election,  a  written  notice  of  his  election;  and  the  person  so  elected  and 
notified,  shall,  within  ten  days  from  said  election,  take  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  State  of  Ohio, 
and  also  an  oath  office. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  of  "  The  Town  Council  of  the  Town  of  Miner- 
va;'' and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  acquire  property,  real  and  personal, 
for  the  use  of  said  town,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto  in  any  court  of  law  or  equitjr 
in  this  State,  and  when  any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corpora- 
tion, the  first  process  shall  be  a  summons,  an  attested  copy  of  which  shall 
be  left  with  the  recorder,  at  least  eight  days  before  the  return  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
of  whom  the  mayor  or  recorder  shall  always  be  one,  shall  have  authority 
to  make,  ordain,  and  publish  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  consistent 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  Slate,  as 
they  shall  deem  necessary,  for  the  regulation,  health,  cleanliness  and  con- 
venience of  said  town  of  Minerva;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  otherwise;  to  ap- 
point a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  they 
may  deem  necessary;  to  prescribe  their  general  duties,  and  to  require  of 
them  such  security  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  secure  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties;  to  remove  them  at  pleasure;  to  fix  and  establish 
the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  established  by  this  act;  to 
impose  such  fines,  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  as  thev  may  deem  just,  for 
refusing  to  accept  any  office  in  said  corporation:  Providedjlh^i  no  law 
or  ordinance  of  said  corporation  shall  ever  subject  horses,  cattle,  sheep  or 
hogs  owned  by  persons  not  residing  in  said  town,  to  be  taken  up,  sold,  or 
abused,  for  coming  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.    That  the  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the 
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peace  tbereioy  both  in  criminal  and  civil  cases,  and  in  all  hit  acts,  as  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  defining  the  duties  of 
justices  of  the  peace^and  shall  be  entitled. to  receive  the  same  fees  as  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  are  entitled  to  receive  for  similar  services;  he  shall  give 
bond  and  security  as  required  by  law  of  justices  of  the  peace;  he  shall  be 
authorized  to  hear  and  deteimine  all  cases  arising  under  the  by-laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  corporation,  and  to  issue  such  process  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  into  execution  such  laws  and  ordinances;  and  an  appeal 
may  be  had  in  all  cases  from  the  decisions  of  the  mayor  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county  aforesaid,  in  the  same  manner  that  appeals  are 
taken  from  the  decisions  of  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

Sec*  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  make  out  and  keep 
a  true  record  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  made  and  ordained  by  the 
town  council  of  said  town,  and  all  proceedings  in  their  corporate  capaci- 
ty; which  record  shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  elec- 
tors of  said  town,  and  others  interested  therein;  and  the  recorder  shall  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  in  absence  of  the  mayor,  and  shall 
perform  all  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8«  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  annually  to  levy  a 
tax  for  corporation  purposes  on  the  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
returned  on  the  grand  levy,  made  subject  to  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this 
State:  Provided,  That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  three  mills 
on  the  dollar,  the  amount  of  said  tax  to  be  levied,  being  determined  by 
said  council;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  make  out  a  dupli- 
cate thereof,  charging  each  individual  owning  property,  in  said  town,  an 
amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  his  property,  as  assessed 
and  returned  on  the  grand  levy  for  taxation;  which  duplicate  shall  be  sign- 
ed by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  marshal,  who  shall  pro- 
ceed to  collect  said  tax  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regula- 
tions as  collectors  of  State  and  county  tax;  and  the  said  marshal  imme- 
diately after  collecting  the  said  tax,  shall  pay  the  same  over  to  the  trea- 
surer of  said  corporation  and  take  his  receipt  thereibr;  and  the  said  mar- 
shal shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  real  and  personal  estate,  as  is  given 
by  law  to  the  county  treasurer;  and  when  necessary,  the  said  recorder 
shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate  so  sold  in  the  same  manner 
as  county  auditors  are  by  law  empowered  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate 
sold  for  taxes  by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the  marshal  shall  receive  for 
his  fees  in  the  collection  aforesaid,  such  sum  as  the  town  council  may  di- 
rect, not  exceeding  six  per  centum  on  all  moneys  by  him  collected,  to  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  town  council  shall  have  full  power  to  appropriate 
any  moneys  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury,  to  the  improvement  of 
the  streets  and  side-walks,  in  said  town,  and  when  they  may  deem  it  ne- 
cessary, to  make  any  contract  therefor. 

Sec.  10.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  to  use  the  jail  of  said 
counties,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  impri- 
sonment under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and  all  persons  so 
imprisoned,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sberifl^  of  said  county,  as  in 
other  cases. 
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Sec.  11«  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  that  constables  have  by  law, 
andhis  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  coun- 
ties of  Stark  and  Carroll;  and  he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  major, 
and  receive  the  same  fees  for  his  services  that  constables  are  allowed  ia 
flimilar  cases  for  like  services.

AN  ACT 

Appointing  Jacob  H.  Baldwin,  guardian  of  Francis  M.  L.  Phelps. 

Sec.  1  •  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Jacob  H.  Baldwin,  of  Warren,  in  the  county  of  Trumbull,  be,  and  he  if 
hereby  appointed  guardian  and  trustee,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, of  Francis  M.  L.  Phelps,  of  Canandaigua,  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  a  person  of  insane  mind. 

Sec.  2.  That  before  executing  any  of  the  powers  conferred  by  this 
act,  the  said  Jacob  H.  Baldwin  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas  for  the  county  of  Trumbull,  at  some  regular  terra  of  said 
court,  his  penal  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  payable  to  the 
State  of  Ohio,  with  such  security  as  said  court  may  approve,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  guardian  and  trustee  at  afore> 
said. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  guardian  shall  have  power  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
said  Francis,  to  complete  all  contracts  made  by  the  said  Francis,  when 
able  to  contract,  to  confirm  the  partitions  of  any  lands  which  may  have 
been  aparted,  and  to  join  in  and  agree  to  the  partition  of  any  lands  in  the 
State  of  Ohio,  in  which  the  said  Francis  may  have  an  undivided  interest, 
either  as  tenant  in  common  with  other  heirs  of  Oliver  L.  Phelps,  or  other- 
wise; and  he  shall  also  have  power  to  sell  and  convey  by  proper  deeds  in 
fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  or  to  lease  any  part  of  the  estate  of  the  said 
Francis,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  to  vest  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  sales 
in  mortgages  on  real  estate,  either  in  this  State  or  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  or  in  stocks,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  for 
the  county  of  Trumbull;  and  to  make,  execute,  deliver  and  receive  on 
behalf  of  said  Francis  and  his  heirs,  all  deeds  and  other  instruments  of 
writing  accessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  guardian  shall  file  in  the  court  aforesaid, at  the  first  tem 
in  each  year,  a  true  and  accurate  statement  of  all  his  acts  and  proceedings 
hereunder,  to  be  approved  by  said  court;  and  the  record  of  such  proceed- 
ings, when  approved,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  proceedings 
were  properly  conducted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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See*  5.  Said  court  shall'  have  power,  by  citation  and  attachment,  to 
compel  said  guardian,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  any  time,  to  render  the 
atatementfl  of  his  proceedings  to  said  court.

'  To  incorporate  the  Cincinnati  and  Whitewater  Canal  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gemral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Otbniel  Looker,  James  Oury,  David  T.  Plsney,  Josiah  Lawrence,  William 
Greene,  Elam  P.  Langdon,  Robert  Buchanan,  David  Gwynne,  Daniel  J. 
Caswell,  Macaijah  T.  Williams,  David  Loring,  Wra.  Price,  John  P.  Foote, 
Joseph  Bonsall,  John  C.  Short,  W.  S.  Hatch,  T.  H.  Yeatman,  and  Jacob 
Resor,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted 
and  made  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  and  remain  a  corpora- 
tion forever,  under  the  name  of  "the  Cincinnati  and  Whitewater  Canal 
Company;"  and  by  that  name,  may  sue  and  prosecute,  and  be  sued  and. 
prosecuted,  to  final  judgment  and  execution  in  all  courts  having  competent 
jurisdiction,  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  aqd  the  same  alter  and  renew 
at  pleasure,  and  shall  be  and  are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  association. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  locate 
and  construct,  upon  the  general  plan  and  dimensions  o/the  Miami  Canal,  a 
navigable  canal,  with  all  necessary  locks,  towing  paths,  basins,  aqueducts, 
culverts,  waste  weirs,  dams,  wharves,  embankments,  toll-houses,  and  all 
other  necessary  appendages,  on  a  route  commencing  at  such  suitable  point 
in  thecity  of  Cincinnati,  as  the  said  company  may  select,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  city  council  of  said  city;  thence  along  the  valleys  of  the  Ohio, 
Great  Miami,  and  Whitewater  rivers,  to  a  junction  with  the  Indiana  White- 
waterCanal,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Harrison;  which  canal  shall  be  design 
nated  and  known  as  ^Hhe'Cincinnati  apd  Whitewater  Canal  ;^^  and  they 
shall  be  at  liberty,  and  are  hereby  clothed  with  power,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  grant  heretofore  made  to  the  State 
of  Indiana,  to  use  the  said  Whitewater  canal,  or  any*  reservoir  or  feeder, 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  this  canal,  and  any  rivers,  streams, 
or  fountains  of  water,  near  or  over  which  said  canal  may  pass,  and  to  con- 
struct feeders  or  any  other  improvement  for  the  use  of  said  canaU  or  for 
any  hydraulic  works  connected  therewith:  Provided^  That  the  said  com- 
pany shall  not  take  from  any  canal,  river,  or  other  fountain^more  water  than 
IS  necessary  for  the  convenient  and  economical  navigationof  said  canal,  un- 
less they  shall  first  have  obtained  the  consent  in  writing  of  every  person  or 
persona,  corporation  or  corporations,  lawfully  claiming  the  water  in  any 
oO— — L  L»» 
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canal,  rir^r  or  other  foantain,  from  which  they  may  draw  an  excess  over 
and  above  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  navigation. 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  assuring  to  the  said  corporation,  all 
the  lands,  real  es  ate,  waters  and  malferinls,  rcqursito  for  most  economical* 
ly  constructing  and  maintaining  said  cannl,and  the  works  connected  there- 
with, and  incident  and  necessary  to  the  navigation  of  the  same,  whenever 
the  said  lands,  waters  and  materials  shall  not  be  obtained  by  voluntary 
donation  or  fair  purchase,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  by  any  of 
their  officers,  and  by  each  and  every  agent,  superintendent  or  engineer  by 
them  employed,  to  enter  upon,  take  possession  of  and  use  all  such  lands, 
real  estate  and  strean\s,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid; 
and  also  to  enter  upon  and  take  all  necessary  materials  for  the  consrrac* 
tionof  said  canal,  and  other  works  connected  therewith,  adjoining  or  near 
said  canal  or  other  works,  on  whose  lands  sover  [the  same]  may  be,  (and 
net  otherwise  taken  and  appropriated  by  the  owner  to  any  special  use,) 
doing  thereby  no  unnecessary  damage,  they  siitrssfyingand  paying  all  daoi- 
ages  which  may  be  occasioned  thereby  tqany  person  or  persons,  corpora- 
tion or  corporations,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.  That  if,  at  any  lime  after  said  canal  or  any  of  its  branches  or 
feeders  are  located,  and  unforeseen  obstacles,  impediments  or  inconveni- 
ences occur  on  the  route  located,  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power 
to  deviate  from  the  course  marked  out,  so  far  and  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  best  calculated  to  surmount,  overcome  or  avoid  such  obstacles  or  incoii- 
veniences,  said  corporation  satisfying  all  damages  which  may  be  occasion- 
ed thereby,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided;  and  said  corporation  may 
from  time  to  time  make  such  alterations  in  the  course  or  dimensions  of  said 
canal,  its  branches  and  feeders,  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient,  satisfy- 
ing all  damages  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  corporation  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  purchase  and  hold  to  them  and  their  successors  forever,  real 
and  personal  estate,  to  any  amount  necessary  for  constructing,  mamtaining 
and  repairing  said  canal  and  the  works  connected  therewith;  and  may  re- 
ceive, hold  and  take  all  voluntary  giants  and  donations  of  land  and  real 
estate,  which  shall  be  niadc  to  aid  the  objects  of  said  corptiration;  and  :wy 
also  erect  Uiills  and  other  hydraulic  works,  on  said  canals,  feeders  and  re- 
servoirs: and  whenever,  in  either  of  the  ways  aforesaid,  said  corporation 
shall  become  possessed  of,  and  own  any  lands  or  ical  estate,  wl.ich  it  may 
be  unnecessary  lor  them  to  retain  for  the  purpose?  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
lawful  lor  them  to  lease,  occupy,  alien  and  convey  the  same  hy  lease  or 
deed,  with  their  seal  affixed  thereto:  Provided,  however^  That  all  lands  and 
waters  belonging  to  said  corporation,  necessary  for  the  navigation  of  said 
canal,  and  for  mainiaining  and  repairing  the  same  and  the  works  connec- 
ted therewith,  shall  be  held  by  said  corporation  and  iipplied  to  and  fur  the 
aforesaid  purposes. 

Sec.  6.  Tiiat  a  toll  be  and  hereby  is  granted  and  established  for  the 
sole  benefit  of  said  corporation  forever;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  cor- 
poration, from  lime  to  lime,  to  fix,  rc*^ulate,  and  receive  the  tolls  and  char- 
ges by  them  to  be  received  for  the  transportation  of  property  or  persons 
on  the  canals  authorized  by  this  act:  Provided,  That  the  l(dls  and  charges 
thus  fixed,  regulated  and  received  by  said  corporation,  shall  at  no  time  ex- 
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is  subjected,  as  the  costs  of  trarnsportation  on  the  Whitewater  Canal,  con* 
strutted  by  the  Slate  uf  Indiann,  during  the  same  period  of  lime. 

Sec.  7.  Tliat  the  president  and  directors  of  said,  corporation  shall 
have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  and  ordain  such  by«laws,  rules 
and  regulaiionsi,  as  may  be  necessary  touching  ihe  premises;  and  the  pe- 
nalties provideii  by  said  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  may  be  sued  for  and 
recovered  by  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  by  any  other  person 
thereunto  by  said  corporation  authorized,  to  their  own  use  and  be* 
iiefit,  before  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction;,  which  penalties 
shall,  in  no  case,  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars;  and  said  corporation  shall 
cause  said  by-laws,  to  the  breach  of  which  penalties  are  affixed,  to  be 
printed,  and  a  copy  thereof  to  be  placed  in  some  conspicuous  situation  at 
each  toll-house;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously 
mnr,  deface  or  pull  down  any  copy  so  set  up,  said  corporation  may  sue 
for  and  recover,  to  their  own  use,  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  nor  less 
than  five  dollars,  of  any  such  person  or  persons. 

Sec.  8.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct  the  wap 
ter  or  navigation,  remove,  or  in  f  ny  way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  canal 
or  its  branches,  feedejis,  or  reservoirs  or  any  pari.tbere:»f,  or  any  thing  be- 
longing thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction  .thereof, 
such  person  or  persons  (or  any  f)erson  or  persons,  assisting,  aiding,  or  abet- 
ting in  such  trespass)  shall  forAit  and  pay  to  the  said  corporation,  treble 
the  amount  of  the  aamnges  sustained  by  means  of  such  offence  or  injury, 
to  he  sued  for  and  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  and  by  action  of  debt,  m 
in  any  court  haviag  competent  jurisdiction,  by  the  treasurer  of  said  cor- 
poration, or  by  any  other  person  thereunto  by  said  corporation  authorized* 

Sec.  9.  That  whenever  any  land,  \Vaters,  or  materials,  shall  be  taken 
for  the  construction  of  said  canal,  or  any  of  its  feeders  or  works  connected 
with  it,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  corporation,  and 
the  proprietor  or  proprietors  do  not  agree  with  said  corporation  as  to  the 
compensation  to  bo  paid  therefor,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person  or  per 
sons  claiming  compensation  as  aioresaid*  to  select  for  themselves  one  arbi* 
trator;  and  the  said  corporation, shall  also  select  one  arbitrator,  and  the 
two. thus  selected  shall  take  to  themselves  a  third,  who  shall  award  as  ar- 
bifators  between  the  parties,  and  report  the  result  of  the  said  award  in 
writing,  from  whii:h  said  award  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  Hamilton  county;  and  in  all  cases  where  compensation 
shall  be  claimed  for  l;inds  or  waters,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  arbitrators 
or  court  to  estimate  anv  advantage  which  the  location  and  establishment  of 
said  canal  may  be  to  the  person  or  persons- cl  timing  such  compensation; 
and  such  advantage,  if  any,  shall  be  set  olTagiiinst  the  compensation  so 
claimed  of  sai  I  corporation;  and  s.iid  appeal,  when  taken,  shall  in  all  re- 
spects proceed  as  in  other  cases  to  sai  i  court,  and  he  brought  into  said 
court  by  filio;,'  ll»a  awarvl  w  iili  the  cdiM  k  ol  tl  e  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  enter  \hv  hmuq  on  his  docket,  setting  down  ll»o  person  or  persons  who 
claims  compensitioaas  plainiids,  and  the  corporation  as  defendant. 

Sec.  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporation  to  make  and 
construct  said  canal  with  good  and  sufficient  locks,  which  shall  not  be  less 
lb«D  the  Miami  canal,  or  the  Whitewater  canal,  in  regard  to  the  average 
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breadth  and  depth  of  the  water  therein,  and  the  le^igtb  and  breadth  of  tlM 
locks  erected  thereon^  so  as  to  admit  of  the  easy  passage  of  the  same  boats  or 
other  water  crafts,  which  may  be  used  in  the  navigation  of  said  canals,  and 
also  to  build  and  keep  in  good  repair,  suitable  and  convenient  bridgesover 
said  canal  in  all  such  places  where  said  canal  shall  pass  any  existing  State  or 
county  road,  which  at  the  time  of  location,  shall  be  opened  and  used  as  such, 
and  where  the  commissioners,  appointed  to  estimate  damages  as  aforesaid, 
shall  deem  such  bridge  necessary  andexpedient;  and  the  said  canal  and 
works  to  be  erected  thereon,  in  virtue  of  this  act,  when  completed,  shall 
forever  thereafter,  be  e.steemed  and  taken  to  be  navigable  as  a  public  high- 
way, free  for  the  transportation  of  all  goods,  commodities  and  produce 
whatsoever,  on  payment  of  the  toils  to  be  imposed,  as  provided  by  this  act, 
and  no  other  toll  or  tax  whatever,  for  the  use  of  said  canal,  and  the  work 
thereon  erected,  shall,  at  any  titne  hereafter,  be  imposed,  but  by  con9ent 
of  the  said  States  of  Ohio  and  Indiana. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  in  all  cases,  where  any  road  or  public  highway  is  so  lo- 
cated, as  that  said  canal,  or  any  of  its  tributaries,  cannot  be  judiciously 
laid  out  and  made,  without  interfering  therewith^  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
corporation  to  cause  such  road  or  highway  to  be  so  altered^  as  that  said 
canal,  and  other  works,  may  be  laid  out  and  constructed,  on  the  roost  ad- 
vantageous site  of  ground:  Provided^  That  said  corporation  shall  caosa 
such  road  or  highway,  thus  altered,  to  be  put  in  as  good  repair  as  the  old 
one  was,  at  the  time  of  removing  the  same,  at  their  own  cost  and  expense, 
and  before  shutting  up  or  obstructing  said  highway^ 

Sec.  12.  That  if,  after  the  location  and  construction  of  said  canal,  as 
aforesaid,  any  alterations  shall  be  made  in  the  course  or  dimensions  there* 
of,  or  in  the  course  or  dimensions  of  any  of  its  feeders  or  branches,  or  if  any 
new  branches  or  feeders  shall  be  made  in  aid  of  said  canal,  the  damages 
may  be  estimated  in  the  same  way,and  the  same  proceedings  had,  in  man* 
ner  provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of 
four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  may  be  subscribed  for  by  individ- 
uals, companies,  or  corporations.  The  persons  named  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  or  any  seven  of  them,  shall  be  commissioners,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  as  soon  as  m?y  be  convenient  after  the  passing  of  this 
act,  at  some  suitable  place  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  to  open  books  of  sub- 
scription to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation:  ten  days  public  notice 
shall  be  given  by  the  said  commissioners,  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening 
such  books  in  two  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  id  said  city:  books  for 
subscription  Fhall  be  kept  open  for  ten  days,  Sundays  excepted,  and  five 
dollars  on  each  share  subscribed  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioners  before 
the  election  of  the  first  board  of  directors:  in  case  there  shall  be  subscrip- 
tions to  more  than  the  amount  of  stock  authorized  by  this  act  within  ten 
days,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comtnissioners  to  apportion  the  same 
among  the  subscribers  thereto,  in  such  manner  as  that  no  subscription  sbaU 
be  reduced  whilst  any  other  remains  greater,  nor  shall  any  subscription  ba 
reduced  below  ten  shares;  and  if,  after  such  reduction  there  should  stiil 
remain  an  excess  of  subscription,  such  excess  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
subscriptions  last  made;  as  soon  as  the  subscription  to  the  capital  stock 
shall  be  completed,  and  distribution  thereof  made  as  aforesaid,  die  said 
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tomtnisfiMert  thall  give  a  like  notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  to 
elect  seven  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder  to  an  amount 
of  atleast  ten  shares,  and  a  resident  of  the  county  of  Hamilton;  and  they 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  cho* 
sen  as  hereinafter  provided  for;  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  inspectors 
of  the  first  election  of  directors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  certify 
under  their  hands  the  names  of  those  duly  elected,  and  deliver  over  to  them 
the  subscription  books.  At  said  election,  and  at  all  subsequent  elections,, 
each  stockholder  shall  have  one  vote  on  every  share  up  to  ten;  one  vote  on 
every  two  shares  above  ten  up  to  thirty;  one  vote  on  every  three  shares 
above  thirty  up  to  sixty;  one  vote  on  every  four  shares  above  sixty  up  to 
one  hundred,  and  one  vote  on  every  five  shares  above  one  hundred;  but 
no  individual  company  or  corporation  shall  have  more  than  one  hundred 
votes:  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  meeting  of  the  directors^ 
ehallbe  fixed  by  the  said  commissioners,  and  the  directors  which- shall  be 
chosen  at  such  first  election,  and  at'cach  annual  election  thereafter,  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation 
faithfully  and  diligently  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  same  to  the  best  of 
their  abilities,  and  shall  also  ajL  their  first  meeting  choose  one  of  their  num- 
ber to  be  president,  who  shall  preside  until  the  next  annual  election  there* 
after,  and  until  another  president  shall  be  chosen:  in  case  of  the  death, 
resignation,  or  removal  from  the  State  of  the  president,  or  any  director, 
such  vacancy  or  vacancies  may  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  by 
the  board  of  directors:  they  shall  also  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer^ 
determine  their  salaries,  prescribe  their  duties,  and  require  such  security 
from  the  latter  as  they  may  deem  expedient:  a  majority  of  the  directors 
jihall  constitute  a  board  for  every  purpose  within  the  provisions  of  this  act: 
every  election  of  directors  after  the  first  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday 
of  January  in  each  and  every  year,  and  at  such  hour  and  place  in  the 
city  of  Cincintiati  as  the  board  of  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint, 
after  notice  ab  aforesaid,  and  they  shall  hold  then*  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  arc  chosen  and  qualified:  every  such  election  shall 
be  held  nnder  the  inspection  of  three  or  more  stockholders  in  the  said  cor- 
poration, not  being  directors,  to  be  previously  sippointed  by  the  board  of 
directors  for  that  purpose:  any  stockholder  not  personally  present,  may 
vote  by  proxy,  such  proxy,  being  granted  directly  to  the  person  represent- 
ing  him  at  such  election. 

Sec.  14.  That  in  case  it  should  at  any  time  happen  that  the  election 
of  directors  shall  not  be  made  on  any  day,  when  pursuant  to  this  act  it 
ought  to  be  made,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed 
to  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  held  at  any  other  time,  directed 
by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporation. 

Sec*  15.  That  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound  to  pay,  from  time  to 
time,  such  instalments  on  his  stock  as  the^^iid  president  and  directors  may 
lawfully  require;  they  giving  at  least  thirty  days  previous  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  making  the  payments  required,  in  at  least  two  newspa- 
pers in  general  circulation  in  the  county  of  Hamilton;  but  no  assessment 
shall  ever  be  made,  so  as  to  render  any  subscriber  liable  to  pay  nfiore  than 
one  hundred  dollars  for  a  share.  If  however,  after  the  closing  of  said  books, 
or  at  any  time,  it  shall  appear  that  sufficieat  funds  have  not  been  raised* 


the  president  and  directors  of  said  company^  or  its  officers  duly  authori- 
zed for  that  purpose,  may  at  any  time  raise  the  necessary  funds,  by  crea- 
ting and  selling  additional  shares^in  such  manner  and  upon  8uch  terns  as 
the  said  president  and  directorsshiill  prescribe,  and  ihe  holders  ofsui-b  ad* 
ditional  shares  shall  thenceforward  be  members  of  said  corporation,  for  all 
purposes. 

Sec.  16.  That  if  any  subscriber  shnll  neglect  to  pay  his  subsoriptioD, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  lor  the  space  of  thirty  d«'iys,  al'tor  he  is  required  so 
to  do  by  the  said  president  and  directors,  notice  having  been  given  as  re- 
quired in  this  act,  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  other  i»liicer  duly 
authorized  for  that  purpose,  may  make  sale  of  such  share  or  shares  at  pub- 
lic auction,  to  the  highest  biiider,  giving  at  least  thirty  days  previous  no- 
tice thereof,  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  county  of 
Hamilton;  and  the  same  shall  be  transferred  by  the  treasurer,  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  provided,  to  the  purchaser,  and  such  delinquent  subscriber 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  overplus,  if  the  same  be  sold  for  more  tbajji  the 
amount  so  remaining  due,  after  deducting  the  costs  of  sale. 

Sec.  17.  The  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  personal  property, 
and  sha^l  be  transferable  upon  the  books  of  said  corporation,  according  to 
the  rules  and  by-laws  thereof. 

Sec.  18.  That  when  the  land  or  other  property  or  estate,  belonging 
to  any  infant,  married  wonian  or  insane  person,  shall  be  taken  and  appro- 
priated for  the  use  and  purposes  of  said  canal  as  aforesaid,  the  husband  of 
such  married  woman,  and  the  guardian  of  such  inlant  or  insane  person, 
respectively,  may  execute  any  deeds,  enter  into  any  contracts  or  da  any 
other  matter  or  thing  respecting  such  lauds  or  other  estate,  to  be  t^iken 
and  appropriated  as  aforesaid,  as  ihdy  might  do,  if  the  same  were  by  them 
holden  in  their  own  rights,  respectively. 

Sec.  19.  The  president  and  directors  shall,  semi-annually,  after  tiie 
completion  of  said  canal,  declare  and  make  such  dividend,  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  of  the  nett  profits  arising  fmm  the  resources  of  said  compa- 
ny, deducting  the  probable  amount  of  out  standing  debts  and  the  necessa- 
Bary  current  and  contingent  expenses,  and  they  shall  divide  the  same 
amongst  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  in  proportion  to  their  respec- 
tive shares. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  said  corporation  simll  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  all 
laws  which  are,  or  shall  be  in  force  for  the  collection  of  tolls,  or  for  the  pro- 
tection of  any  canals  constructed  by  this  Slate,  so  far  as  such  lawor  laws  shall 
be  necessary  to  insure  the  collection  of  tolls,  or  for  the  protection  of  the 
canals  and  other  property,  which  the  said  corporation  may  lawfully  hold 
within  the  limits  of  this  State,  in  order  more  fully  to  cany  into  efTect  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  in  any  suit  instituted  against  the  said  corpora- 
tion, the  service  of  legal  process  on  the  president,  or  on  the  treasurer  or 
secretary  of  said  corporati(y^>n,  shall  he  deemed  and  held  in  ail  courts  and 
places,  a  sufficient  nml  valid  service  on  the  said  corporallon. 

Sec.  2!.  '11  at  the  iStatc  shal.  Iisne  the  power,  at  any  lime  after  the 
expiration  of  twenty  ytars  from  the  time  <»(  the  eomplt-lioa  of  said  canal, 
to  purchase  and  hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State,  by  paying  to  the 
said  corporation  therefor,  such  sum,  as,  together  wiU\  the  net  proceeds  of 
the  tolls  <^ollected  on  said  canal^  shall  be  equal  to  the  sum  expended  bj  said 
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company  in  the  location,  construction,  and  superintendehee  of  said  canal  ^ 
\fith  six  per  centum  thereon;  and  if  the  proceeds  of  the  tolls,  after  defray- 
ing the  expen^je  of  superintendence  and  repairs,  shall  exceed  six  per  cen- 
tum per  annum  on  the  sum  expended  in  the  location  and  construction  of 
said  canal,  from  the  times  of  making  sraid  expenditures,  the  8tate  shall,  in 
that  case,  be  entitled  to  purchase  said  canal,  by  paying  to  said  company 
the  sum  so  expended,  without  interest. 

Sec.  22.  That,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  stockholders  to  ascer- 
tain the  cost  and  profits  of  said  canal,  plain  and  accurate  accounts  of  all 
the  expenditures  and  receipts  of  said  company,  specifying  clearly  the  na- 
ture of  each,  shall  be  kept  by  the  company,  and  shall  be  at  ail  times  sub- 
ject to  the  inspection  of  said  stockholders  or  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
or  any  ngent  appointed  by  said  board  or  by  the  General  Assembly  to  in- 
spect the  same. 

Sec.  23.  That  if  the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  not  within  six 
months  from  the  passage  of  this  act  become  organized,  and  within  two 
years  thereafter  construct,  and  put  in  operation,  the  canal  hereby  contem- 
plated, or  if  after  the  completion  thereof,  they  shall  fail  for  one  year  at  any 
onetime,  to  keep  the  same  in  repair,  then,  or  in  either  case,  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  thenceforth  forever  cease,  and  their  charter  be  forfeited.

▲N  ACT 

To  hieorponite  the  town  of  Hodsoo,  in  the  covnty  of  Porttge. 

Sec.  1.  Be  ii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
90  much  of  the  townshipof  Hudson,  in  the  county  of  Portage,  as  is  included 
in  the  following  bounds  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  south-west  corner  of  the 
herein  contemplated  corporation  limits,  at  a  stake  and  stones  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  poles  west  of  the  north  and  south  centre  road  leading 
throtjgh  said  township  of  Hudson,  and  two  hundred  and  forty  poles  south 
from  the  east  and  west  centre  roid  running  through  said  township;  thence 
from  snid  south-west  corner  running  north  in  a  line  parallel  with  said 
north  and  south  centre  road  four  hundred  and  eighty  poles  to  a  stake  and 
8tones;ti>ence  east  in  aline  parallel  with  said  east  and  west  centre  road  three 
hundred  and  twenty  poles  to  a  stake  and  stones;  thence  south  in  a  line  par- 
allel v^ith  the  west  line  four  hundred  and  eighty  poles  to  a  stake  and 
stones;  thence  west  in  aline  parallel  with  the  north  line  three  hundred  and 
twenty  poles  to  the  place  of  beginning,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created 
a  town  corporate,  and  shall  henceforth  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the 
name  of  ^Ihe  Town  of  Hudson."    • 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  said  t6wn,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  male  freeholders  and  .householders  thereof,  and  all  snch 
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persons  as  are  charged  \vith  any  other  than  a  road  tax  by  the  laws  of  thi» 
State,  who  have  resided  within  the  limits  of  said  town  for  the  space  of  six 
months  next  preceding  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  next,  and  who  have  the 
qualification  of  electors  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at 
the  usual  place  of  holding  elections  in  said  township  of  Hudson,  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  May  next,  aod  thereafter  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April 
annually  at  such  place  as  the  town  council  shall  direct,  which  shall  be 
determined  by  notice  of  the  time  and  place,  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most 
public  places  in  said  town,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election,  which 
notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  or  recorder;  and  then  and  there  pro- 
ceed by  ballot,  to  elect  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  one  mayor,  one  recorder 
and  five  trustees^  who  shall  be  legal  voters  under  this  act,  residing  within 
the  limits  of  said  town,  and  who  shall  hold  their  respective  oflSces  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  they  shall 
constitute  the  ^^Town  Council ;"  any  four  of  whom,  including  either  the 
mayor  or  recorder,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness: Provided,  That  if  said  first  election  be  not  held  on  the  day  hereia 
named,  this  charter  shall  not  be  deemed  thereby  forfeited,  but  if  said  first 
election  may  be  held  on  any  subsequenjt  day,  ten  days  previous  notice 
thereof,  being  given  by  three  or  more  freeholders  of  stid  Hudson,  in  & 
newspaper  published  in  said  town* 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  there  shall 
be  chosen  viva  voce,  by  the  electors  present,  three  judges  and  a  clerk  of 
said  election;  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  <iflirmation  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  elections  beld 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  polls  sh^ll  be  opened  between  the  hours 
of  one  and  two  and  closed  at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternopn  of  said  day;  and 
at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  statement 
thereof  proclaimed  by  one  of  the  judges,  to  the  electors  present;  and  the 
clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof^  and  shall  notify  the  persons  elected 
to  their  respective  offices,  of  their  election  within  five  days^and  the  persons 
so  elected  and  notified  shall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  .State 
of  Ohro,  and  an  oath  of  office;  any  person  elected  as  aforesaid,  neglectine 
or  refusing  toqualify  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  into  the  treasury  ^ 
said  town  the  sum  of  five  dollars^  to  be  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt  be* 
fore  the  mayor  of  said  toWn;  and  the  recorder  ^ball  in  the  name  of  said 
town,  demand,  receive  or  sue  for  such  forfeiture,  and  pay  over  the  same 
when  collected  to  the  treasurer^  taking  his  receipt  therefor:  Provided^  That 
no  person  shall  be  compelled  tb  serve  in  any  office  in  said  corporation  two 
years  in  succession. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  shall  be  a  body  corpo* 
rate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  "The  Town 
Council  of  Hudson"  and  ^hall  be  capable  of  acquiring  and  holding  estates^ 
and  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  which  they  may  sell  or  dispose  of 
in  such  manner  as  they  or  a  mnjority  of  them  may  deem  proper;  and  they 
may  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure,  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  in  any  court  of 
law  or  equity  in  this  State,  and  when  any  action  is  commenced  against 
them,  it  shall  be  by  summons,  an  attested  ccqpy  of  which' shall  be  left  with 
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'  the  recorder,  or  in  his  absence  at  his  usual  place  of  residence  at  least  five 
days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  and  in  his  absence  or 
disability  to  serve,  the  recorder,  to  ijreside  at  all  meetings  of  the  town  coun- 
cil, it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  attend  all  such  meetings  and 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  their  proceedings,  to  be  recorded  in  a  book  to 
be  providedfor  that  purpose;  it  shall  be  moreover  the  duty  of  the  recorder 
to  attend  all  elections  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  but  in  case  of  his 
absence  or  disability  to  serve  as  such,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  ap* 
point  one  of  their  number  clerk  of  said  election,  joro  tempore. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  occur  in  their  body  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  from 
among  the  electors  in  said  town,  whose  appointment  shall  continue  until 
the  next  annual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied; and  whenever  it  may  happen  that  neither  the  mayor  nor  recorder  is 
present  at  any  meeting  of  said  town  council,  the  trustees  shall  hare  power 
to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  perform  the  duties  of  such  mayor  or 
recorder,  or  both  as  the  case  may  be,  which  appointment  shall  he  pro  lem' 
pore  J  and  that  the  mayor  or  a  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
call  a  meeting  of  the  town  council  whenever  in  his  or  their  opmion  the  pub- 
lic good  of  said  corporation  shall  require  it. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  or  a  majority  of  them, 
whereof  the  mayor  or  recorder  shall  always  be  one,  or  in  their  absence, 
one  of  the  trustees  appointed  to  fill  their  vacancy,  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  make,  ordain  and  publish  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances,  con- 
sistent Willi  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  this  State,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  regulation,  interest,safety,  health, 
cleanliness  and  convenience  of  said  town,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  repeal 
at  pleasure;  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  town  marshal, 
and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  to  pre- 
scribe their  dutiesand  require  of  them  such  security  as  they  mav  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  to  remove  them  at  pleas- 
ure; to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation  not  es- 
tablished by  this  act,  except  the  trustees  who  shall  receive  no  fees;  said 
town  council  shall  also  have  power  to  affix  to  the  violation  of  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  corporation,  such  reasonable  fines  and  forfeitures,as 
they  may  deem  proper,  and  provide  for  the  collection  and  disposition  of  the 
same;  they  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  and  regulate  the  lots,  streets,  lanes, 
alleys  and  public  ground;  to  lay  out  and  determine  the  width  of  the  side 
walks,  and  regulate  the  same;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  remove  or 
cause  to  be  removed  all  nuisances  and  obstructions,  and  do  all  thingi 
which  a  corporation  of  a  similar  nature  can  do,  to  secure  the  health, 
peace  and  good  order  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

Sec.  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  the  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  assess  for  corporation  purposes,  an  amount  of 
tax  on  all  property  in  said  town  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  this  State  for 
State  and  county  purposes,  not  exceeding  in  any  one  year  one  per  centum 
on  the  value  thereof,  which  value  shall  be  ascertained  by  an  assessor  ap- 
pointed by  said  council  for  that  purpose;  they  shall  also  have  power  tc 
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levy  a  special  tax  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  suitable  side  waks  withtm 
the  said  towi^  by  a  discriminating  assessment  upon  the  land  and  ground 
against  which  such  side  walks  are  constructed,  in  proportion  to  the  benefit 
accruing  therefrom  to  such  land  or  ground;  and  the  town  council  shall  ap- 
point a  committee  of  three  disinterested,  judicious  freeholders  of  said  to\m 
to  estimate  the  cost  of  any  such  projected  improvement,  and  to  assess  the 
expense  on  the  land  and  ground  as  aforesaid;  they  shall  also  have  power 
to  equalize  any  injudicious  assessments  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act  on 
complaint  of  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her  or  their  agent  so  aggrieved. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  to  make  out,  or 
cause  to  be  made  out  by  the  recorder,  a  duplicate  of  taxes,  charging  each 
individual  therein,  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  property  of  such 
individual  assessed  ad  aforesaid  within  said  town;  which  duplicate  shall  be 
signed  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  delivered  to  the  marshal,  or  such 
other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  col- 
lect the  same  within  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  bv-laws  shall 
direct;  and  the  collector  shall  have  power  to  sell  both  personal  and  real 
estate  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes  within  said  town,  and  shall  be  govern- 
ed  therein  by  the  same  laws  and  regulations  as  the  collectors  of  state  and 
county  taxes;  and  in  case  of  the  sale  of  any  real  estate,  the  recorder  shall 
have  power  to  make  and  execute  deeds  therefor,  in  the  same  manner  that 
county  auditors  are  empowered  to  do  for  lands  sold  by  the  pounty  treasu- 
rer; and  the  collector  shall,  within  ten  days  after  collecting  said  taxes,  pay 
the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  taking  his  receipt  there- 
for, and  shall  receive  for  his  fees  such  sum  as  the  town  council  may  direct^ 
not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  on  all  moneys  so  by  him  collected  and  paid 
over;  said  fees  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  on  order  of  the  recorder:  /Vo- 
vided^  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power,  in  relation  to  the  special 
tax  for  side  walks  aforesaid,  to  authorize  individuals,  who  may  prefer  it,  to 
discharge  their  special  tax,  by  constructing  side  walks  opposite  their  own 
land  or  ground,  under  the  direction  and  inspection  of  the  town  councilor 
a  person  by  them  appointed  to  superintend  the  same,  upon  a  plan  to  be 
furnished  by  the  said  town  council. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  or- 
ganize a  fire  department,  to  construct  public  wells  or  reservoirs,  to  procure 
an  engine,  hose,  hooks,  ladders  and  other  implements  of  use  in  the  arrest 
and  extinguishment  of  fire. 

Sec.  1 ) .  That  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town  shall  be  post- 
ed up  in  one  or  more  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town,  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  the  certificate  of  the  recorder 
upon  the  town  record  shall  be  considered  sufficient  evidence  of  the  same 
having  been  done. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  year, 
cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  in ,  one  or  more  of  the  most  pub- 
lic places  in  said  town,  an  exhibit  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
preceding  year;  which  statement  shall  be  certified  by  the  recorder  of  said 
town. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  the  mayor  of  said  town  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the 
peace  throughout  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  shall  have  within  the  same 
all  the  power  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  all  matters,  civil 
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or  criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  all  intents  and  puN 
poses  whatever;  he  shall  give  bond  and  security  as  is  required  by  law  of 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  said  mayor  shall  perform  all  the  duties  re- 
quired of  him  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation;  and  ap- 
peals may  be  taken  in  all  cases  from  the  decisions  of  said  mayor,  in  the 
same  manner  as  from  decisions  of  justices  of  (he  peace;  he  shall  keep  a 
docket,  where  he  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  matters  of  difference  tried 
before  him,  and  shall  be  allowed  and  receive  the  same  fees  that  justices  of 
the  peace  are  or  may  be  entitled  to  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  marshal  [shall]  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  that  constables  have  by  law; 
and  his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county 
of  Portage;  he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive  the 
same  fees  for  his  services  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  15.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
the  county  of  Portage,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be 
liable  to  imprisonment  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corpora- 
tion; and  all  persons  so  imprisoned,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  she- 
riff of  the  county  of  Portage,  at  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  trustees  and  other  officers  of  said 
corporation  shall,  on  demand,  deliver  to  their  successors  in  office  all  such 
books  and  papers  as  pertain  in  anywise  to  their  office.

AN  ACT 


To  It  J  out  and  establish  a  graded  State  road  in  the  counties  of  Guernsey  and  Muskingum. 

Sec.  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
William  Armstrong  and  John  Lanning,  of  Guernsey  county,  and  John 
Porshey,  of  Muskingum  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners, and  James  Boyle,  of  the  county  of  Muskingum,  surveyor,  to 
lay  out  and  establish  a  graded  State  road,  commencing  at  the  town  of 
New  Birmingham,  in  the  county  of  Guernsey;  thence  to  the  town  of  liib- 
erty,  in  said  county;  thence  to  the  town  of  Norwich,  in  the  county  oi 
Muskingum;  said  road  in  no  case  to  exceed  an  angle  of  five  degrees  with 
the  horizon. 

Sec.  2.  That  should  either  of  the  commissioners  or  surveyor,  named  io 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  die,  refuse  to  serve,  or  remove  out  of  their  re* 
spective  counties,  the  commissioners  of  the  county  where  such  vacancy 
may  happen,  shall  fill  the  same  a»  often  as  it  may  occur. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  commissioners  and  surveyor  aforesaid,  shall  be  gov-

Sec.  1.  fie  t/  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAto,  Thai 
James  Rodgers,  John  Kelley,  Nathaniel  Davidson  and  Andrevr  Ellbon,of 
the  county  of  Lawrence;  and  Dan  Youngs  Resin  Enslowe,  Thomas  6. 
Gaylord,  William  Kendall  and  Samuel  M.  Tracy,  of  the  county  of  Scioto, 
and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, under  the  name  of  the  ^*  Portsmouth  and  Hanging  Rock  Turnpike 
Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  road  from  Portsmouth,  in 
the  county  of  Scioto,  by  way  of  Wheelersburgh,  to  the  Hanging  Rock,  in 
the  county  of  Lawrence;  which  company  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privi- 
leges and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions,  defined  in  the  ^act 
to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,"  passed  7th  January, 
1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto,  except  in  so  far  as  the  same 
may  be  modified  or  changed  by  the  special  provisions  of  this  act:  Provi- 
ded^ Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  allow  said  com* 
pany  to  erect  a  toll-gate  nearer  than  two  miles  from  Portsmoutli,  Wheel- 
ersburg,  Franklin  Furnace,  or  Hanging  Rock. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars 
each.

For  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  cart,  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled  carriage 
of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 
for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve 
and  a  half  oents; 

For  every  coach,  chariot,  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn 
by  one  horse  (driver  included,)  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  additional 
horse,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  mule,  horse,  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  and  upwards, 
two  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  three  fourths 
of  a  cent; 

And  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  fourth  of  a  cent: 

And  the  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  one  half 
of  the  foregoing  rates  of  toll  on  the  said  road  when  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof,  being  not  less  than  ten  miles  together,  shall  have  been  graded  and 
bridged,  though»not  fully  completed:  Provided^  That  each  person  shall  be 
exempt  from  paying  tolls,  as  are  exempted  in  the  eleventh  section  of  the 
general  act,  passed  January  7th,  1817,  before  mentioned,  saving  only  per- 
sons  conveying  the  public  mails  of  the  United  States;  which  last  men- 
tioned persons  shall  not  pass  free,  as  in  said  act  provided.

tate, either  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  no  far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary 
for  transacting  the  business  of  the  company,  and  in  their  corporate  name 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  or 
renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  sixty  shares  of  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  appointed,  when  the  books  of  subscription  shall  be  laid 
before  the  subscribers  then  present,  and  thereupon  the  stockhotders  may

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  appropriated,  on  the  Stale  road  from  Wor- 
thington,  in  Franklin  county,  to  Galena,  in  Delaware  county,  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars,  which  shall  be  expended  in  improving  said  road,  ua« 
derthe  direction  of  Orange  Johnson,  two  hundred  dollars  of  which  sum 
shnll  be  paid  out  of  the  three  per  cent,  fund  belonging  to  the  county  of

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Oavia  Wilkison,  James  Wilkison,  B.  F.  Hollister,  Aurora  Spafibrd,  Jarvis 
Spaflbrd,  David  Ladd,  and  John  Hollister,  J.  C.  Spink,  J.  W.  Smith,  Eli- 
jah Huntington,  Eber,  Wilson,  J.  T.  Key,  Henry  Benedict,  Guy  Nearing, 
William  Kingsbery,  with  such  other  persons  as  ^hall  be  associated  with 
thena  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  specified,  and  their  successorsi  be«  and 
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they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  inrith  perpetual 

succession  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Perrysburg  Canal  and  Hydraulic 
CompnnVf''  and  as  such  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  answer- 
ing and  bein^  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  of  justice. 

Sec.  2.  That  thccapitaKstock  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hpndred  dol- 
lars each,  which  shall  be.  subscribed  and  paid  for,  under  such  regulations 
as  the  aforesaid  corporators,  owning  a  naajority  of  the  stock  of  said  compa- 
ny, shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  by-laws  of  the  company  shall  not  be  valid  until  they 
shall  have  received  the  sanction  of  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stock  sub- 
scribed. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  thirty  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital  stock 
shall  have  been  subscribed  the  stockholders  owning;  a  majority  of  the  stock 
of  said  company  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  board  of  five  directors,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  president  of  said  company,  and  that  the  election  of 
directors  shall  be  held  annually,  ever  thereafter. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  company  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  all  stock 
subscribed,  and  all  transfers  of  stock,  with  the  owners  names,  and  the 
amount  of  stock  held  by  eaqh,  which  record  shall,  at  all  times,  be  op^n  to 
the  inspection  of  all  persons  having  cla^ims  against  said  company. 

Scc#  6.  That  the  stockholders  shall  be  individually  liable,  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  of  stock  owned  by  each,  for  all  balances  of  debts  due  by  said 
company  after  the  means  of  the  company  shall  have  been  exhausted,  nor 
shall  the  debts  due  by  the  conipany  ever  exceed  the  amount  of  slock  sub- 
scribed; and  judgments  against  the  company  shall  hold  good  inlaw  agaitist 
each  stockholder  for  such  balances,  and  in  such  proportion  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  company  have  the  power  to  locate  and  forever 
maintain  a  canal  for  hydraulic  purposes  on  any  route  the  company  may 
select,  commencing  at  the  level  of  the  Maumee  river,  at  Perrysburg  in 
Wood  county,  and  terminating  in  a  junction  with  the  Maumee  river,  at  or 
near  Watcrville,  in  Lucas  county;  and  also  with  the  Wabash  and  Erie 
Canal  at  such  point  as  the  Board  of  Pablic  Works  shall  direct:  Pro- 
videdj  The  same  shall  not  interfere  with  the  interests  of  the  State; 
and  said  company  is  hereby  authorized,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to 
construct  all  necessary  locks,  basins,  aqueducts,  culverts,  waste-weirs, 
dams,  wharves,  embankments^  and  other  appendages  to  said  canal,  with 
the  further  power  to  employ,  as  reservoirs  or  feeders,  all  streams,  ponds, 
or  rivers,  near  or  over  which  said  canal  may  pass,  and  to  save  the  floods 
and  other  waters  in  said  pondr,  rivers,  reservoirs,  and  streams  by  feeders 
with  said  canal:  Provicledy  That  in  crossing  the  Maumee  river,  whether  by 
dam  or  otherwise,  no  damage  shall  be  done  to  any  mills  at  sites  now  occu- 
pied, or  unimproved  either  by  abstracting  water  from  the  river,  or  bjr 
causing  it  to  rise  to  a  level  which  would  obsftruct  the  wheels  of  any  such 
mills:  And  provided  further^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  deprive  the  State  of  the  right  to  use  the  water  of  the  Maumee  river 
in  any  manner  it  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  8,  That  the  said  corporation  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase 
and  hold,  to  them  and  their  successors,  forever,  real  and  personal  estate  io 
^xkj  amount  necessary  for  constructing,  maintaining,  and  repairing  said 
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canal  nhd  the  works  connected  therewith  as  aforesaid;  and  may  receive  and 
hold  alt  voluntary  donations  of  lands  and  real  estate  which  may  be  made 
to  aid  ihe  objects  of  said  corporation:  and  whencrersaid  corporation  shall 
become  possessed  of,.indownany  properly,  real  or  personal,  which  it  may 
be  unnecessary  for  them  to  retain  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  corporation  to  sell,  lease  or  convey  the  same,  by  deed  or 
other  conveyance  or  assurance  |)ropcr  in  such  cases. 

Sec.  9.  That  a  toll  be,  and  13  hereby  granted  and  established  for  the 
sole  benefit  of  said  corporation  forever;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  cor- 
poration, from  time  to  time,  to  fix,  regulate  and  receive,  the  lolls 
and  charges  by  them  to  be  received  for  the  transportation  of  property  or 
persons  on  said  canal,  authorized  by  this  act:  Provided,  That  the  tolls  and 
charges  thus  fixed,  regulated,  and  received  by  said  corporation,  shajl  at  no 
time,  exceed  the  highest  rate  of  tolls  and  duties,  together  with  the  charges 
of  freight  to  which,  property  of  a  similar  kind  is  subjected,  for  costs  of 
transportation  on  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal* 

Sec.  10.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  make,  from  time  to  time,  all  needful  rules,  regulations  and 
by-laws  touching  the  business  of  said  corporation:  Provided^  The  same  be 
not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States;  and  penalties  provided  for  by  said  by-laws  may  be  sued  for  by  any 
person  or  persons  authorized  thereto,  in  the  name  of  the  corporatron.and 
recovered  before  any  court  having  juriscl'iction  thereof:  Proirided.,  That 
all  by-laws  to  the  breach  of  which  penalties  are  annexed,  shall  be  printed 
by  said  corporation  and  a  copy  thereof  placed  in  some  conspicuoas  sjtoa* 
tion. 

That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct  the 
water,  or  in  any  way  spoil,  injure,  or  destroy  said  canal  or  any  thing  be- 
longing thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction  ot  said 
canal,  such  person  or  persons  shall  each  be  liable  to  a  penalty  for  any  such 
oflfence,  equal  in  amount  to  treble  the  damages  sustained  by  such  ofience, 
to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 
Sec.  12.  That  whenever  any  lands,  waters  or  materials,  shall  be  takeo 
for  iho  construction  of  said  canal  or  works  connected  therewith,  and  the 
same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  corporation,  and  the  proprietor 
or  proprietors  do  not  agree  with  the  said  corporation  as  to  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid  therefor,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person  or  persons  claim- 
ing compensation  therefor,  to  select  for  themselves  one  arbitrator,  and  the 
said  corporation  shall  select  one  abitrator,  and  the  two  thds  selected  sh»ll 
take  to  themselves  a  third,  who  shall  award  as  arbitrators  between  Ihe 
parties,  and  report  the  result  to  the  said  parties  in  writing,  from  which,  said 
award,  cither  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  jileas  of  the  county 
in  which  said  lands,  waters,  or  materials  may  be  situated,  and  in  all  cases 
where  compensation  shall  be  claimed  for  lands  or  waters,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  arbitrators,  or  the  court,  to  estimate  any  advantage  which  the 
location  and  establishment  of  said  canal  may  be  to  the  person  or  persons 
claiming  such  compcnsition;  and  such  advantfige,  if  any,  shall  be  set  rff 
against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of  said  corporation;  and  said  appeal 
when  taken  shall  in  all  respects  proceed  as  appeals  in  other  cases  to  said 
court,  and  be  brought  into  said  court  by  filing  the  award  with  the  clerk  of 
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the  court,  "whose  doty  it  ihall  be  to  enter  the  same  on  his  docket  settiog 
down  the  person  or  persons  who  claim  compensation  as  plaintiffs  and  the 
corporation  as  defendants. 

Sec.  t3«  That  in  nil  cn^es  where  snid  cnmt]  shall  cross  any  existing 
State  or  count)^  road  which  at  the  time  shulibe  opened  and  used  as  such, 
said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  erect  and  keep  in  repair  a  good  and 
sufficient  bridge  over  said  canal  in  all  such  places;  and  in  all  cases  where 
any  road  or  public  highway  shall  be  so  situated  that  said  canal  or  any  of 
its  appendages  cannot  be  judiciouslyJaid  out  and  constructed  without  in- 
terfering therewith,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  cause^  said  road 
or  highway  to  be  so  altered  as  that  said  road,  canal  or  other  appendage 
thereto  may  be  located  and  constructed  on  the  most  advantageous  site  of 
ground:  Provided^  That  said  corporation  shall  cause  such  road  or  highway 
to  be  put  in  as  good  repair  as  the  old  one  was  at  the  time  of  removing  the 
same,  at  their  own  cost,  before  shutting  up  or  obstructing  said  highway. 

That  should  said  company  not  commence  the  construclioq  of 
said  improvement  within  two  years,  nnd  complete  the  same  within  five 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  thep  and  in  that  case,  this  act  shall  be 
null  and  void  in  every  respect,  as  though  said  company  had  not  been  incor- 
porated. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of,  by 
sale  or  lease,  any  part  of,  or  the  whole  of  their  interest  in  the  water  power 
they  may  create  under  the  provision  of  this  act,  as  individuals  could  or 
might  dispose  of  their  private  property.

That  said  company  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  persons  travelling  said  road,  the  following  tolls  for 
every  ten  miles  travel  on  said  road,  and  in  suitable  proportion  for  a  less 
distance,  to  wit:  For  every  four  wheeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one 
horse  or  other  animal,  eighteen  and  three-fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  or 
other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  chaise,  riding 
chair, cart,  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled  carriage  of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one 
horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other 
animal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asseml)ly  of  the  State  ofOhio^  That 
Jonathan  Cable,  Francis  mrtlett,  Alexander  C.  Caldwell,  John  Henthorn, 
James  Ewing,  James  Hamilton,  Jackson  Bowns,  James  Smith,  O.  Eaton, 
James  Scott,  James  Rank,  John  Guthrie,  Charles  Wallace  and  Peter  Mills, 
together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  associate  with  them  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Seminary  of  learning  at  Fairmound^  in  lack- 
ing county,  be,  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  with 
perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  '^Teachers'  Institute,"  and  by 
that  name  shall  be  competent  to  contract,  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  all 
courts  having  competent  jurisdiction;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  shall  be  vested 
with  all  the  powcfs  and  privileges  necessary  to  the  objects  of  their  incor- 
poration as  hereinafter  defined  and  limited. 

Sec  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  form  a  constitution 
and  adopt  by-laws  for  its  government,  to  prescribe  the  number  and  title  of 
its  officers,  and  define  their  powers  and  duties,  to  define  the  manner  in 
which  members  may  be  admitted  and  dismissed:  Provided^  That  the  consti- 
tution, by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  corporation  be  consistent  with  th« 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State.

Moses  Rauney,  Elam  P.  Langdon,  David  Farmer,  Charles  Sontag,  E.  Hin- 
man,  William  Schillinger,  Robt.  T.  Lylle,  G.  C.  Af iller,  and  their  succes- 
sors in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
for  t^venty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  by  the  name  of  '*The  Trus- 
tees of  the  Firemen's  Protection  Society;"  and  by  that  name,  shall  be 
competent  to  prosecute  and  defend,  in  their  corporate  name  and  capacity, 
actions  of  every  description,  before  courts  of  justice,  a«  fully  as  natural

>oard  of  delegates,  consisting  of  three  persons,  to  be  appointed  for  that 
lurpose  by  each  of  the  different  companies  belonging  to  the  society;  and 
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each  board  of  trustees  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office  on  the  first 
day  of  January  next  after  such  election^  and  shall  serve  one  year,  and  un- 
til others  are  elected. 

Sec.  3.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  contract  with  any  person  or 
persons,  body  politic  or  corporate,  in  the  name  of  the  ^Firemen's  Pro- 
tection Society,"  for  insurance  of  all  kinds  of  property  from  loss  or  dam- 
age by  fire;  to  invest,  lay  out, lend  and  advance,  upon  security,  such  sum 
or  sums  of  money  belonging  to  the  society,  as  they  shall  think  proper,  at  a 
rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum;  and  appoint  all 
such  officers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  fix  their  compen- 
sation, regulate  their  duties,  and  require  security  for  the  faithful  perfonn- 
ance  of  those  duties,  and  do  all  such  other  acts  as  are  necessary  to  execute 
the  provisions  of  this  act:  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  the  board  of  tnis- 
tees,  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  delegates. 

Sec.  4.  Any  company  belonging  to  tlie  Fire  Department,  within  the 
county  of  Hamilton,  may  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  society,  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  trustees,  by  their  by-laws,  shall  direct;  and 
the  funds  in  the  hands  of  trustees  first  organized,  together  with  such  sums 
as  shall  thereafter  accumulate  from  donation,  premiums,  interest,  or  from 
other  sources,  shall  be  the  capital  stock  of  the  ^^  Firemen's  Protection  So- 
ciety;" and  no  distribution  of  the  capital  stock  shall  take  place,  except  in 
the  payment  of  losses  by  fire,  or  expenses  of  conducting  the  society,  until 
the  capital  shall  amount  to  fifty  thousand  dollars;  but  the  income  aridng 
from  the  capital,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum 
thereon,  may  be  applied,  under  the  joint  direction  of  the  board  of  trustees 
and  board  of  delegates,  for  the  relief  of  disabled  firemen  and  their  fami- 
lies; and  no  appropriation  shall  ever  be  made  for  benefit  purposes,  so  as  to 
reduce  the  capital  below  fifty  thousand  dollars:  after  the  capital  shall  ex- 
ceed fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  income  may  be  appropriated, in  addition  to 
disabled  firemen  and  their  families,  to  all  such  as  may  receive  hurt  or  inju- 
ry at  fires;  to  reward  all  such  individuals  as  are  active  in  extingaishin; 
fires,  and  in  saving  of  lives  and  property  from  loss  by  fire,  to  building  t 
Firemen^s  Hall,  the  purchasing  fire  apparatus,  and  the  current  expenses  of 
the  several  individual  companies  belonging  to  the  society :  Prtmided^  That 
neither  the  donations  from  the  society  to  individual  companies,  nor  aoj 
provision  of  this  act,  or  by-law,  order  or  rule  of  the  trustees,  shall  ever  be 
construed  to  make  any  part  of  the  fire  apparatus,  buildings  or  other  pro- 
perty, belonging  to  the  several  companies,  any  part  of  the  capital  stock  or 
property  of  this  society,  or  in  any  manner  subject  to  the  control  of  ^ 
same:  And  provided  further j  That  in  case  of  the  distribution  of  any  of  tfat 
funds  of  the  society  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  tmttecs 
consenting  thereto,  shall  be  liable  for  the  amount  in  their  individual  capa- 
cities. 

.  Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  cause  fair  and  correct  sc 
counts  to  be  kept  of  all  the  property,  funds  and  revenues,  and  of  all  and, 
every  transaction  connected  with  and  relating  to  the  society,  which  shall 
be  open  and  subject  to  be  inspected  by  all  interested;  and  a  semi-anD»U 
statement,  shewing  the  amount  of  capital  stock,  shall  be  made  and  po8tc4;

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  afiairs  of  the  Firemen's  Insurance  Company  of  Cincinnati,  shall  here^ 
after  be  managed  by  a  president,  to  be  elected  as  heretofore,  and  a  board 
of  twenty  directors,  who  shall  be  elected  by  general  ticket,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  June,  in  each  year,  and  all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders; 
which  board  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  from 
death,  resignation  or  otherwise;  and  all  elections  shall  be  held  at  the  ofiice 
of  said  company,  and  be  superintended  by  three  stockholders  who  are  not 
directors  at  the  time,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  directors,  and  each 
share  of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote;  and  at  every  such  election, at 
least  one  director  shall  be  elected  from  each  fire  company,  holding  with  its 
members  one  hundred  and  fifty  shares  of  stock  and  less  than  five  hundred 
shares;  and  at  least  two  directors  shall  be  elected  from  each  fire  compa- 
ny holding  with  its  members  not  less  than  five  hundred  shares:  Provided^ 
Said  president  and  board  of  directors  shall  semi-annually,  on  declaring 
their aividends,  retain  and  set  apart  five  percent,  of  such  dividends;  one 
half  thereof  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Cincinnati  Orphan  Asylum,  the  other  half 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  St.  Peter's  Female  Orphan  Asylum  of  Cincinnati,  for 
the  benefit  of  said  institutions. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  each  fire  company 
entitled  to  directors,  as  above  specified,  within  thirty  days  before  the  day 
of  holding  the  annual  election,  to  furnish  the  names  of  their  members  to 
the  secretary  of  said  insurance  company;  and  in  case  the  names  shall  not 
be  furnished  within  the  said  time  specified,  the  said  delinquent  company 
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•hall,  for  the  ensuing  jear,  forfeit  its  rights  to  directors  as  aforesaid:  Prcvi- 

ded^  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  when  the  owners  of  at 
least  two-thirds  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  Firemen's  insurance  Company 
shall  signify  their  acceptance  of  this  amendment,  in  writing,  in  a  book  to 
be  prepared  for  that  purpose  by  the  president  and  board  of  directors;

Cincinnati. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
G.  G.  Smith,  J.  J.  Stratton,  S.  H.  Taft,  N.  S.  Hubbell,  M.  Greenwood,  D. 
T.  Disney,  G.  IL  Hill,  B.  Slorer,  B.  Sweet,  P.  Evans,  H.  Hall,  D.  C. 
Wallace,  J.  S.  Chamberlain,  together  with  such  others  as  may  become  as- 
sociated with  them,  and  their  successors,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  de-

clared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  *'Pire  Departments  Insurance  Company  of  Cin- 
cinnati,''  and  by  that  name  shall^be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleadei),  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended 
in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity  and  elsewhere,  with  full  power  and  authori- 
ty to  acquire,  hoid,]possess,  use,  occupy,  and  enjoy,  and  the  same  to  sell, 
convey,  and  dispose  of,  all  such  real  estate  as  shall  be  accessary  and.  con- 
venient for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to 
said  company  for  the  security  or  in  payment  of  any  debt  which  may  be- 
come due  and  owing  to  the  same  or  in  satisfaction  of  any  judgment  of  a 
court  of  law  or  any  order  or  decree  of  a  court  of  equity  in  their  favor,  and 
to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  and  renew 
at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  may  be  increased  at  the  will  of  the  stockholders,  to  any  amount 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, divided  into  five  thou- 
sand shares  often  dollars  each;  and  at  the  time  of  subscribing  there  shall 
be  paid  on  each  share  one  dollar;  immediately  after  the  first  election  of 
directors,  and  before  the  company  shall  go  into  operation,  there  shall  be 
paid  on  each  share  the  further  sum  of  one  dollar,  and  the  balance  due  on 
each  share,  shall  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the  directors,  and  shall  be  secu- 
red by  such  notes  as  they  shall  approve,  or  by  such  other  property  as  the 
president  and  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  approve;  and  the  said  secu- 
rities shall  be  renewed  wheriever  the  directors  may  consider  it  proper;

Sec.  4.  That  each  ofthe  Fire  Companies  and  the  Fire  Association  in 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  shall  be  entitled  to  subscribe  by  itself,  for  its  own  use, 
in  its  corporate  capacity,  or  by  means  of  trustees  for  the  use  of  said  com- 
pany, or  the  members  of  a  company  may  in  their  individual  capacity  for 
the  use  of  themselves  or  the  company  or  companies  to  which  they  belong, 
subscribe  for  stock  in  such  manner  that  the  said  five  thousand  shares  shall 
be  equally  divided  among  the  said  companies,  or  as  near  equally  divided 
among  them  as  may  be:  Provided^  That  no  individual  shall  be  allowed  to

Sec.  6.  That  transfers  of  stock  may  be  made  by  any  stockholder  or  the 
legal  representatives  of  a  stockholder  to  any  fire  company,  subject  to  such 
restrictions  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  from  time  to  time  make  and  es- 
tablish, but  no  transfer  shall  be  valid,  which  is  made  to  any  other  than  a 
member  or  members  of  a  fire  company:  Provided^  That  in  the  event  of  the 
death  of  a  stockholder,  his  legal  representatives,  unless  they  are  at  such 
time,  members  of  a  fire  company,  shall,  within  one  year  thereafter,  sell 
and  transfer  the  stock  of  such  deceased  stockholder;  otherwise  the  dire^

ing, otherwise  than  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  bank  stock,  nor  make  any 
contracts  in  writing,  except  under  the  seal  of  said  corporation,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  money,  other  than  such  as  may  be  contained  in  their  policies  of 
insurance. 

Sec.  15.  The  president  and  directors  shall  annually  on  the  first  Mon- 
days of  January  and  July,  make  and  declare  such  dividends  of  the  profits 
of  said  compan  V  as  shall  not  impair  nor  in  any  wise  lesson  the  capital  stock 
yf  the  same,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  to  the  several  stockholders  there* 
of:  Provided,  That  no  such  dividend  shall  be  paid  on  any  stock  that  has  not 
t>een  fully  paid,  but  shall  be  passed  to  the  credit  of  soch  stock  as  part  pay- 
3oent  thereof.

Hubbell,  M.  Greenwood,  D.  T.  Disney, G.  H.  Hill,  B.  Storer,  B.  Sweet, 
P.  Evans,  H.  Hall,  D.  C.  Wallace,  J.  8.  Chamberlain,  and  their  succes- 
sors, shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
for  the  term  of  thirty  years  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  *'Pire  Asso- 
ciation of  Cincinnati;^'  and  they  may  make  and  have  a  common  seal, and 
alter  it  at  pleasure:  and  may  make  all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulatiom^ 
for  the  government  of  said  association,  as  shall  not  be  repugnant  to,  or  is* 
consistent  with  any  established  law.

The  said  Fire  association  shall  have  the  control  of  the  food 
provided  for  by  this  act,  which  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  trea- 
surer of  this  association,  and  this  association  shall  determine  vrhen,  and 
in  what  cases,  said  fund  shall  be  applied. 

Sec.  21.  Every  house  insured  by  the  Fire  Departments  Insurance

tions,  be  not  inconsistent  with  any  established  law;  they  shall  keep  foB, 
fair,  and  correct  entries  of  their  transactions,  which  shall  be  at  all  timci 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders. 

Sec.  24.    The  stock  of  this  institution  may  be  assigned  and  transfens'

meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  any  purpose  relative  to  the  affairs  of  the 
institution,  and  if  the  president  and  directors  refuse  to  call  such  meeting, 
the  said  number  of  stockholders,  proprietors  of  not  less  than  twelve  hun- 
dred shares,  shall  have  power  to  cull  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockhol- 
ders, giving  at  least  two  weeks  notice  in  the  said  newspapers  printed  in 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  specifying  in  such  notice  the  object  of  the  meeting. 

Sec.  26.  All  policies  or  contracts  of  insurance  which  may  be  made  or 
entered  into  by  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  president 
or  president  pro  tem.,  or  by  such  other  officer  as  shall  be  designated  for 
that  purpose  by  its  by-laws  and  attested  by  the  secretary,  and  being  so 
signed  and  attested  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on  the  said  corporation 
without  the  seal  thereof,  according  to  the  tenor,  intent,  and  meaning  of 
such  policies  or  contracts;  and  all  such  policies  or  contracts  may  be  signed 
and  attested,  and  the  business  of  said  corporation  be  otherwise  conducted 
and  carried  on  without  the  presence  of  a  board  of  directors,  by  assistants 
or  committees,  to  be  appomted  for  such  purposes;  and  the  acts  of  such 
assistants  or  committees,  if  done  under  or  in  conformity  to  the  by-laws  of 
the  said  corporation,  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  upon  it,  to  all  intents 
and  purposes. 

Sec.  27.  This  act  shall  be  taken  and  received  in  all  courts  and  by  all

To  ereet  a  bridge  across  the  Scioto  rivor,  at  a  point  where  the  State  road  leading 

from  Xenia  to  Sandusky  city  crosses  the  same. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  That 
the  sam  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  doHars  of  the  three  per  cent,  fund  of  the 
counties  of  Clark,  Champaign,  Logan,  Hardin,  Marion,  Crawford,  Seneca 
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and  Huron,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  m 
bridge  across  the  Scioto  river,  at  a  point  where  the  State  road  from  Xeai» 
to  Sandusky  city  crosses  the  same,  in  the  following  manner:     From  the 
county  of  Clark,  the  sum  of  50  dollars; -from  the  county  of  Champaign, 
100  dollars;  from  the  county  of  Logan,  100  dollars;  from  the  county  of 
Hardin,  100  dollars;  from  the  county  of  Marjon,  50  dollars;  from  the 
county  of  Crawford,  50  dollars;  from  the  county  of  Huron  50  dollars.    The 
aforesaid  sums  to  be  applied  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  under  the  saperin* 
tendance  of  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  Legislature,  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid;  and  the  commissioners  so  appointed,  shall  account  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  Hardin  county,  for  the  faithful  application  of  said 
appropriation* 

Sec*  2.  Should  either  of  the  commissioners  appointed  to  cany  onttlM 
provisions  of  this  act,  die,  refuse  to  serve,  or  remove  from  his  coanty,  the 
vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  county  commissioners  of  Htf- 
din  county,  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur. 

Sec.  S.  The  county  Auditors  of  the  several  counties  named  in  this  act, 
shall,  on  the  requisition  of  the  commissioners  appointed  for  building  said 
bridge,  issue  their  order  on  their  respective  county  Treasurers  for  the  sums 
hereby  appropriated,  and  t^ke  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of  which 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  county  Auditor  of  Hardin  county,  to  be  filed 
with  the  vouchers  of  expenditures. 

Sec*  4.  The  county  commissioners  of  Logan,  and  the  county  commit- 
sioners  of  Hardin,  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  and  establish  soch  rea- 
sonable rate  of  tolls  for  passage  over  said  bridge,  as  may  be  sufficient  to 
keep  in  repair,  and  renew  the  bridge  from  time  to  time  as  the  same  may 
be  needed;  and  the  rate  of  tolls  so  fixed,  may  be  demanded  and  collected 
by  the  proper  agent  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  Hardin  county,  lor 
that  purpose:  Provided,  That  the  General  Assembly  may  at  any  time  al* 
ter  and  modify  said  tolls. 

Sec.  5.  The  keeper  of  said  bridge  shall  settle  quarterly,  with  the  comi- 
ty Auditor  of  Hardin,  for  the  tolls  so  collected,  and  pay  over  the  nett  pro- 
ceeds thereof,  to  the  county  Treasurer  of  Hardin.

Whereas^  there  are  extensive  marshes  on  the  Cuyahoyra  river,  in  the  county 
of  Geauga,  rendc:ring  useles  thousands  of  acres  of  land,  and  annually  im* 
pairing  the  health  of  the  citizens  residing  in  the  vicinty:  therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  bv  the  General  Assembh  of  tlie  State  ofOhioj  That 
Eleazer  Hickcoz,  James  FefTers,  and  Simeon  Kosie,  of  Burton,  John  Fox, 
and  John  Nash,  of  Tikiy  in  the  county  of  Geauga,  be,and  they  are  herebjr 
appointed  commissioners,  with  power  to  appoint  such  surveyors  and  engl> 
neers,  as  they  may  think  fit,  and  to  enter  upon  and  survey  the  marshes  on 
on  the  Cuyahoga  river,  and  the  adjacent  country,  to  ascertain  and  desig* 
nate  the  most  eligible  route  to  drain  the  snme;  and  to  receive  all  donations 
and  collect  all  moneys  subscribed  for  snid  purpose,  and  to  apply  and  ex* 
pend  the  same,  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  if,  on  such  survey,  it  be  found  practicable  to  drain  snid 
marshes  or  any  part  thereof,  said  commissioners  shall  make  a  map  of  such 
lands,  as  in  their  opinion  can  be  drained,  designating  thereon  the  owners 
thereof,  with  the  number  of  acres  tespeclively  owned  by  each,  and  shall 
also  appraise  all  damage  whether  to  lands,  water  privilege  or  materials 
for  building,  which  may  be  done  to  any  person  by  draining  said  marshes, 
in  the  most  advantageous  manner,  and  the  protmble  expense  of  such  dmin* 
ing;  and  shall  apportion  the  amount  of  snid  damage  among  the  several 
proprietors  of  said  drowned  lands,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  acres 
owned  by  each,  and  shall  exhibit  said  map  and  estimate  of  damage  and  ex* 
pense,  to  the  owners  of  said  lands,  if  residents  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  or  le- 
nity able  to  contract;  and  if  thereupon,  the  owners  of  two^hirds  of  said 
irowned  lands  shall  assent,  in  writiiig,  to  such  apportionment  of  eiqieaso 
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and  damage,  and  shall  tender  the  amount  of  said  damages  to  tfie 
in  whose  favor  the  same  were  assessed,  and  if  such  person  or  perscms  shall 
refuse  to  receive  the  same,  or  to  agree  with  said  proprietors  of  said 
drownedlands  as  to  said  damages,  then  said  proprietors  shall  choose  one 
arbitrator,  and  the  person  or  persons  claiming  damages,  shall  choose  one 
arbitrator,  and  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Geauga  countj,  shall  appoint

If  upon  the  draining  of  said  marshes,  it  shall  appear  that  the 
first  estimate  made  by  said  commissioners,  as  to  the  quantity  of  lands  to 
be  reclainried,  was  erroneous,  or  that  said  lands  have  not  received  eqaal 
benefit  from  such  draining,  6r  if  some  of  the  proprietors  shall  fail  to  pay 
the  sums  from  them  due,  in  proportion  to  the  assessment,  or  to  the  benefit 
received,  or  are  non-residents,  or  under  legal  disability  to  contract,  then 
any  one  or  more  of  said  proprietors^  who  shall  have  paid  the  amount  at  first 
apportioned  or  assessed  against  him  or  them,  may  exhibit  in  the  proper 
court,  his,  her,  or  their  bill  in  chancery^  for  contribution  and  relief  against 
the  others,  or  any  of  them  or  their  legal  representatives;  and  thereupon^

See.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
John  T.  Hincle,  John  Moore,  and  Johnathan  Carter,  of  the  county  of 
Hardin,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  "whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  proceed,  in  the  month  of  May  or  June  next,  to  view  and  ap- 
praise school  section  sixteen,  in  the  township  of  Roundhead,  and  county 
aforesaid,  belonging  to  the  original  surveyed  township,  and  granted  by

That  neither  of  the  appraisers,  nor  any  other  person  condactmg 
the  sale  of  said  section  number  sixteen,  shall  directly  or  indirectly  purchase 
the  same,  or  any  part  thereof;  and  any  purchase  so  made,  shall  be  consid* 
ered  fraudulent  and  void.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Matthew  Rea,  John  Graham,  and  John  Kious,  of  the  county  Madison, 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  erect  a  bridge  across  Deer  creek, 
in  siaid  county,  at  a  point  where  the  State  road  from  Kiousville  to  Colum- 
bus, and  the  road  from  Circleville,  in  Pickaway  county,  to  London,  past 
said  Tillage,  crosses  said  creek;  and  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  of  the 
three  per  cent,  fund  of  Madison  county,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the

Ta  anthoriia  tha  To^n  Coancil  of  tha  Town  of  Newark  to  bonow  money.  ' 

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  Town  Council  of  the  town  of  Newark,  in  Licking  county,  be,  and  here- 
by are  anthori/ed  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  of  not  more  than  six  percent,  per  annum,  to  be 
subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Newark  aqd  Mount  Vernon  Rail-road 
Company,  and  upon  subscribing  to  said  capital  stock  and  the  payment 
thereof,  the  said  Town  shall  be  a  stockholder  to  the  amount  subscribed, 
and  entitled  to  all  the  dividends  and  profits  which  may  arise  or  accrue  from 
said  stock* 

Sec*  2*  To  enable  the  said  Town  Council  to  pay  the  annual  interest 
on  saidmpney,  the  said  Town  Council  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  an 
assessor  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  appraise  the  land  and  town  lots,  within 
the  corporate  limits  6f  said  town,  without  rcgar.1  to  any  improvements,  but 
with  reference  to  the  advantage  and  increase  of  value,  by  reason  of  the 
making  said  rail-road,  which  appraisement  shall  be  returned  to  said  Town 
Council,  and  filed  with  the  recorder  of  said  town,  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  all  persons  interested;  and  if  any  person  shall  feel  himself  or  herself  ag- 
grieved in  the  valuation  of  any  land  or  town  lots,  of  him  or  her,  he  or  she, 
may  withia  sixty  days  after  the  filing  of  said  appraisement  with  said  recor- 
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der,  apply  in  writing,  to  the  said  Town  Council  for  a  le-ydoation  of  ibm 

property  described  in  his  or  her  application,  and  thereupon  it  aball  be  the 
duty  of  said  Town  Council  to  constitute  a  board  of  reviewers,  to  consist 
of  three  judicious  freeholders  of  said  town,  with  power  to  change  the  vamey 
or  fill  vacancies  therein,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  review  the  valuation  of 
any  property  for  which  application  is  so  made,  and  return  their  valuatioa 
to  the  recorder,  upon  which  valuation,  so  made  am!  corrected,  a  tax  shall 
be  assessed  to  pay  the  interest  and  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  repay- 
ment of  all  money  borrowed  under  authority  of  law,  by  said  town  counciL 
Sec*  3.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  make  out  a  duplicate  of 
all  the  taxes  for  the  corporation  of  said  town  of  Newark,  in  one  book  in 
which  he  shall  specify  in  separate  columns  the  valuation  of  the  land  aad 
town  lots,  and  the  assessment  of  taxes  by  virtue  of  this  act,  which  du- 
plicate shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  marshal  of  said  town  by  the  first 
day  of  November  annually, and  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same;  and  in 
case  any  taxes  due  said  corporation  shall  remain  unpaid,  on  the  first  day  of 
January  annually,  the  like  penalty  and  interest  shall  be  charged  as  in  cases 
of  State  and  county  tax,  and  the  marshal  shall,  after  giving  thirty  days  no- 
tice, sell  the  same  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  annually,  and  the  said 
marshal  shall,  in  advertising  and  selling  said  land  or  town  lots,  be  governed 
by  the  laws  of  this  State  regulating  the  proceedings  of  the  auditor  sad 
'  treasurer  of  counties  in  like  cases,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act*  and  upon  such  sale  being  made,  the  marshal  shall  make  fall  and 
coniplete  return  thereof  to  the  recorder,  and  after  the  time  of  redemption 
has  expired,  the  mayor  of  said  town  shall  upon  application  of  the  purchaser  or 
bis  assignee  make  to  him  or  her,  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  a  deed 
for  said  land,  for  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  grantee 
the  sum  of  one  dollar,  which  deed  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  a$ prima 
fade  evidence  of  his  title  to  the  land  so  sold. 

Sec.  4.  The  mayor  of  said  town,  or  in  his  absence  or  dbafaiiity,  the  re* 
cordershall  vote  in  behalf  of  the  said  town  council  at  all  elections^  for  said 
railroad  company. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  pledge  their  taxes 
and  revenues,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  their  dividends  frt>m 
their  stock  for  the  payment  of  said  money  and  interest,  and  to  sell  their 
stock  whenever  in  thetr  discretion  it  shall  be  advisable  so  to  do  for  the  re- 
payment of  said  money.

Sec.  L    Be  iienaded  by  the  General  Astembly  of  the  SiaUof  OAsb,  Tbat 
John  W.  Davis,  Jacob  Long^  Philip  Harvey,  John  Neel,  Robert  Bnrnh 
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Peter  Tortman,  Charles  CampbeU,  F*  Dumbauld,  J.  Stockbarger,  Josepli 
Good,  John  Taylor,  Frederick  Parker,  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be 
and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  and  style  of  ^Hhe  Perry 
Improvement  Company ;''  and  by  that  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  and  prose- 
cute to  final  judgment,  in  all  courts  having  competent  jurisdiction;  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  corporation  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
locate,  make,  construct^and  forever  maintain,  a  navigable  channel  or  canal,  of 
such  dimentions  as  will  admit  of  the  passage  of  such  boats  as  are  now  used 
on  the  Ohio  Canal,  with  all  necessary  locks,  towing  paths,  basins,  aqueducts 
culverts,  waste  weirs,  dams,  wharves,  embankments,  toll-houses,  and 
other  necessary  appendages;  to  commence  at  the '^Ohio  Canal,'' at  some 
point  on  the  Licking  summit,  at  or  near  its  present  junction  with,  the  reser- 
Toir,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and^the  expense  forev- 
er thereafter,  of  keeping  the  said  junction  in  repair,  shall  be  at  the  expense 
of  said  company,  under  the  direction  of  the  said  board  or  other  agent  on 
the  Qhio  Canal;  from  thence  to  pass  by  the  most  practicable,  convenient, 
or  desirable  route  until  it  shall  intersect  Jonathan's  creek,  the  waters  of 
which  may  be  connected  therewith,  and  constitute  a  part  of  the  same;  and 
that  said  corporation  shall  have  the  privilege  and  power  of  extending  said 
improvement  to  such  point  as  may  bo  most  practicable  and  advantageous. 

Sec  S.  Tbat  for  the  purpose  of  assuring  to  said  corporation,  all  the 
lands,  real  estate,  wutrrs  and  materials  requisite  for  economically  con- 
structing and  maintaining  such  navigation  of  the  said  improvement,  and 
the  waters  connected  therewith,  and  incident  and  necessary  to  the  navi- 
gation of  the  same,  whenever  the  said  lands^  waters,  and  materials,  shall  not 
be  obtained  by  voluntary  donation  or  fair  purchase,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
gaid  corporation,  by  any  of  their  officers,  and  by  each  and  every  agent,  su- 
perintendent, or  engineer  by  them  employed,  to  enter  upon,  take  posses- 
sion of,  and  use  all  such  lands  and  real  estate  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid;  and  also,  to  enter  upon,  [and]  take  all  necessary  materials  for 
the  construction  of  said  improvement,  adjoining  or  near  suid  improvement, 
on  whose  lands  soever  the  same  may  be,  doing  thereby  no  unnecessary  dam- 
age; they  satisfying  and  paying  ail  damages  which  may  be  occasioned 
thereby,  to  any  person  or  persons,  incorporation  or  incorporations,  in  the 
nsanner  hereinaf:ar  provided. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  corporation  be,  and  hereby  are  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  purchase  and  hold  to  them  and  their  .successors  forever,  real 
and  personal  estate,  to  any  amount  necessary  for  constructing,  maint^iining 
and  repairing  said  improvement,  as  aforesaid;  and  may  receive,  hold  and 
.take  all  voluntary  giants  and  donations  of  lands  and  real  estates,  which 
shall  be  made  to  aid  the  objects  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  5.  Tiiat  when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  improvement  shall  be 
tuade  navigable,  a  toll  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  granted  and  established  for 
the  sole  benefit  of  said  corporation  forever;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  snid 
corporation,  from  time  to  time,  to  fix,  regulate,  and  receive  the  tolls  and 
charges  by  them  to  be  received  for  the  transportation  of  property  or  por- 
soQson  the  navigable  channel  or  canal  authorized  by  thi"^  act;  and  also, 
56— L#  ij 
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may  rent,  sell  and  dispose  of,  any  superabundant  or  waste  water:  Providoi, 
That  the  tolls  and  charges  thus  fixed,  regulated  and  received  by  said  cor- 
poration, shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  highest  rate  of  tolls  and  duties,  togeth- 
er with  the  charges  of  freight  to  which  property  of  a  similar  kind  is  subjec- 
ted, as  the  costs  of  transportation  on  the  Ohio  Canal,  during  the  same  pe- 
riod of  time. 

Sec*  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  corporation  shall  have 
power,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  and  ordain  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  may  be  necessary  touching  the  premises;  especially,  to  fix 
upon  and  determine  the  size  and  form  of  boats,  rafts,  and  all  other  vessels 
that  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  navigating  said  canal;  to  determine 
the  time  sind  manner  of  their  passing  the  locks,  and  what  commodities  shall 
not  be  transported  during  a  want  of  water,  should  such  an  event  happen; 
and  also  to  regulate  the  mode  of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  corporation; 
and  the  penalties  imposed  by  said  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  may  be 
sued  for  and  recovered  by  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  by  any 
other  person  thereunto  by  said  corporation  authorized,  to  their  own  use 
and  benefit,  before  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction;  which  penal- 
ties shall,  in  no  case,  exceed  ten  dollars;  and  said  corporation  shall  jcause 
said  by-laws,  to  the  breach  of  which  penalties  are  affixed,  to  be  printed, 
and  a  copy  thereof  to  be  placed  in  some  conspicuous  situation  at  each  toll 
house;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  mar,  de- 
face or  pull  down  any  copy  so  set  up,  said  corporation  n>ay  sue  for  and 
recover,  to  their  own  use,  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  nor  less  than 
five  dollars,  of  any  such  person  or  persons. 

Sec*  7.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct  the  wa- 
ter, navigation,  remove,  or  in  any  way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  naviga- 
ble channel  or  canal,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  thing  belonging  thereto,  or 
any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction  or  repairs  thereof,  such  person 
or  persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  corporation,  treble  the  amount  of 
damages  sustained  by  means  of  such  offence  or  injury;  to  he  sued  for  and 
recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  haTing 
competent  jurisdiction,  by  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  by  any 
person  thereunto  by  said  company  authorized. 

Sec.  8.  That  whenever  any  lands,  waters  or  materials  shall  be  taken 
for  the  construction  of  said  navigable  channel  or  canal,  or  works  connec- 
ted with  it,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  corporation, 
and  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  do  not  agree  with  said  corporation,  as 
to  the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person  or 
persons  claiming  compensation  as  aforesaid,  to  select  for  themselves,  one 
arbitrator,  and  the  said  corporation  shall  also  select  one  arbitrator,  and 
the  two  thus  selected,  shall  take  to  themselves  a  third,  who  shall  award  as 
arbitrators  between  the  parties,  and  report  the  result  to  the  said  parties  in 
f  writing,  from  which  said  award,  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  said  lands,  waters  or  materials  may 
be  situate;  and  in  all  cases  where  compensation  shall  be  claimed  for  lan<b 
or  waters,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  arbitrators  or  the  court  to  estimate  any 
advantage  which  the  location  and  establishment  of  said  channel  or  canal 
may  be  to  the  person  or  persons  claiming  such  compensation,  and  snch  ad- 
vantage) if  any^  ahaU  be  a  set  off  against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of 
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«aid  company,  and  said  appeal,  when  taken,  shall  in  all  respects  proceed  as 
appeals  in  other  cases  to  said  court,  and  be  brought  into  said  court,  by  fil- 
ing the  award  with  the  clerk  of  the  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter 
the  same  on  his  docket,  setting  down  the  person  or  persons  who  claim  com- 
pensation as  plaintifis,  and  the  corporation  as  defendants. 

Sec. .  9.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized 
to  raise  sufficient  funds  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  objects  aforesaid, 
and  for  that  purpose  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  or  a 
majority  of  them  shall  be  commissioners  whose  duty  it  shall  be  so  soon 
after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  as  a  majority  of  them  shall  judge  proper, 
to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  shall  think 
fit  under  the  management  of  sach  persons  as  they  shall  appoint,  tor  recei- 
ving subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company;  each  share  to  be 
of  the  amount  of  twenty-five  dollars;  and  each  subscriber  to  be  a  member 
of  said  corporation  for  all  purposes;  and  public  notice  shall  be  given  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  said  commissioners,  of  the 
times  and  places  of  opening  said  books;  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them  may  prescribe  the  form  of  said  subscription;  and  whene- 
ver one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders by  causing  notice  to  be  given  in  some  newspaper  in  the  county  in 
which  the  books  shall  hate,  been  opened  and  stock  subscribed,  at  least  ten 
days  previous  thereto,  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting;  at  which  mee- 
ting the  stockholders,  who  shall  attend  for  that  purpose,  either  in  person  or  by 
lawful  proxy,  shall  elect  by  ballot  five  directors',  who  shall  hold  their  offices 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  pla- 
ces,^and  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  inspectors  of  the  first  election  of  di- 
rectors of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  certify  under  their  hands,  the  names 
of  those*duly  elected,  and  shall  deliver  over  to  them  said  certificates  and  sub- 
scription books;  and  at  said  election^  and  at  all  other  elections  or  voting  of 
any  description,  every  member  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  by  himself  or 
proxy  duly  authorized  in  writing;  and  each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to 
one  vote;  and  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation 
shall  be  entrusted  to  five  directors,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  stockhol- 
ders by  ballot,  and  that  the  directors  first  chosen,  and  such  directors  as 
shall  thereafter  be  chosen  at  any  subsequent  election,  shall  imn^ediately 
thereafter  meet  and  elect  one  of  their  number  who  shall  be  president  there- 
of, until  another  election;  and  also  elect  a  treasurer  and  seci:etary  who 
may  be  i*emoved  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  president  and  directors,  and 
others  elected  in  their  places;  and  that  a  majority  of  said  directors  shall 
constitute  a  board  for  every  purpose  within  the  provisions  of  this  act: 
Provided  however^  In  case  it  should  at  any  time  happen  that  the  election  of 
directors  shall  not  be  held,  on  any  day  when  pursuant  to  this  act,  it 
ought  to  be  held,  the  said  corporation  shall  not,  for  that  cause,  be  deemed 
to  be  dissolved;  but  such  election  may  be  held  at  any  other  time  directed 
by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  books  of  subscriptions  shall  remain  open  as  long  as 
the  president  and  directors  shall  see  fit;  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound 
to  pay  from  time  to  time  such  amount  of  instalments  on  his  stock,  as  the 
said  president  and  directors  may  lawfully  require;  they  giving  at  least 
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thirtj  days  previous  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  making  the  payments 
required,  in  some  newspaper  in  the  county  where  said  books  have  been 
opened,  but  no  assessment  shall  ever  be  made  so  as  to.  render  any  subscri- 
ber liable  to  pay  nriore  than  twenty  five  dollars  for  a  share. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  to  be  divided  into  shares  as  hereinbefore  provided/ 

iSec.  12.  That  if  any  subscriber  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  subscription^ 
or  any  part  thereof  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  he  is  required  so  to 
do  by  the  said  president  and  directors,  notice  having  been  given  as  requir- 
ed by  this  act,  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  or  other  officer  duly  au- 
thorized for  that  purpose,  may  make  sale  of  such  share  or  shares  at  public 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder,  giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice  thereof,  in 
some  newspaper  within  the  county,  and  the  same  shall  be  transferred  by 
the  treasurer  m  the  manner  hereinafter  provided, to  the  purchaser,  and  such 
delinquent  subscriber  shall  be  held  accountable  to  the  balance,  if  bis  share 
or  shares  be  sold  for  less  than  the  amount  remaining  due  thereon,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  overplus  if  the  same  shall  be  sold  for  more  than  the 
amount  so  remaining  due,  after  deducting  the  costsofsale,  and  interest  that 
may  have  accrued  after  the  same  became  due. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  when  the  land,  or  other  property,  belonging  to  any  in- 
fant,/em€  covert  or  insane  person  shall  be  taken  and  appropriated  for  the 
use  and  purpose  of  said  improvement  as  aforesaid,  the  husband  of  said 
feme  ccrcert  and  the  guardian  of  each  infant  or  insane  person  respectively, 
may  execute  any>  deeds,  enter  into  any  contractor  do  any  other  matter  or 
thing  respecting  such  lands  or  other  estate,  to  be  taken  and  appropriated 
as  aforesaid,  as  they  might  do  if  the  same  were  by  them  holden  in  their 
own  rights  respectively. 

Sec.  14.'  That  for  ^nd  in  consideration  of  the  expenses  the  company 
will  be  at  in  constructing  said  improvement,  and  in  keeping  the  same  in 
ropair,  the  said  improvement,  together  with  all  tolls  and  rents  and  profits 
prising  thereon  shall  be,and  the  same  are  hereby  vested  in  said  corporation. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
all  laws  which  arc,  or  shall  be  in  force,  for  the  collection  of  tolls,  or  for  the 
protection  of  any  canals  constructed  by  this  State;  and  in  any  suit  institu- 
ted against  the  said  coiporation,  the  service  of  legal  process  on  the  pre- 
sident, any  one  of  the  directors,  or  on  the  treasurer  or  secretary  of  said 
corporation,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  in  all  courts  and  places,  a  sufficient 
and  valid  service  on  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  1 6.  That  the  State  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  after  the  expi- 
ration of  twenty-five  years,  from  the  time  the  said  improvements  shall  be 
completed  to  purchase  and  hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State  by  pay- 
ing the  said  company  the  original  cost  of  said  improvement,  with  ten  per 
centum  thereon,  of  which  cost  an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  General  Assembly,  duly  attested  by  the  oath  of  the  officers  of 
said  company,  whenever  the  General  Assembly  shall  demand  the  same.

To  amend  tn  a^t  entitled  ^'An  act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  Section  Sixteen,  grantad  by 
Congress  for  the  use  of  Schools,*'  passed  Jan.  29th,  1827. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioy  That 
the  books  containing  the  votes  of  the  inhabitants  of  anj  original  surveyed 
township,  for  and  against  the  sale  of  any  school  section  t^ierein  or  belong 
to  such  township,  returned  by  the  county  assessor,  as  required  by  the 
ftecond  section  of  said  act,  to  which  this  is  amendatory,  shall  be  kept  open 
until  the  third  Tuesday  of  August,  next  thereafter;  and  before  which  daj 
all  contests  of  the  right  of  any  person  or  persons,  to  vote  or  record  their 
votes  therein,  shall  be  bad  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  third  section  of 
said  act,  and  the  votes  for  and  against  the  sale  of  any  such  section,  shall 
be  counted  and  certified  on  the  first  Monday  of  September  next  ensoing; 
a  copy  of  which  shall  be  forthwith  forwarded  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  bj 
the  county  auditor,  and  if  upon  examination  of  such  copy  of  said  vote, 
the  Auditor  of  State  find  the  same  correct,  he  shall  forthwith  direct  the 
county  auditor  to  proceed  to  sell  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  county  treasurers  respectively,  shall  seaii-aimually,Q& 
the  second  Monday  of  January  and  July,  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
State  and  take  a  receipt  therefor,  all  money  which  may  come  into  their 
hands,  arising  from  the  sales  heretofore  made,  of  any  such  lands  granted 
by  Congress  for  the  use  of  schools;  but  payment  shall  be  made  by  the  sev- 
eral county  treasurers  annually,  as  ^  required  by  the  act  to  which  this  is 
amendatory,  of  all  moneys  received  from  the  jsales  of  said  lands  hereafUr 
made,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the  act  to  w*hich  this  is  amend- 
atory. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  sales  of  said  lands,  shall  be  made  on  the  second  Sat- 
urday of  December  next,  after  the  votes  shall  have  been  counted  und  cer- 
tified in  favour  of  such  sale. 

Sec.  4.'  That  the  county  treasurer  shall  be  allowed  on  all  moneys  he  is 
required  to  pay  over  semi-annually,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  two 
per  cent,  on  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  one  per  cent, 
on  any  sum  over  that,  at  any  such  payment. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  second  section  of  the  act  to  amend  the  act,  entitled 
^*an  act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  section  sixteen,  granted  by  Congress  bx 
the  use  of  schools,"  which  amendatory  act  was  passed  February  I  Ith. 
1829,  shall  not  authorize  the  owner  of  any  permanent  lease  for  a  less  quaa- 
tity  than  a  half-quarter  section,  in  section  sixteen  of  any  original  surveyed 
township  upon  any  surrender  of  the  same,  to  purchase  the  residue  of  soch 
half-quarter  at  the  valuation  thereof,  made  by  the  assessor,  any  thing  sa 
said  second  section  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  6.  That  in  case  any  purchaser  at  the  first  sale,  shall  fail  to  make 
payment  of  the  sum  by  him  bid  at  the  time  or  times  the  same  becomes  pay- 
able, said  land  shall  not  be  sold  at  any  subsequent  sale,  for  less  than  was 
bid  therefor  at  the  first  sale  with  interest  thereon. 

Sec.  7.  That  so  much  of  the  act  entitled  ^an  act  to  provide  for  the  safe 
of  section  sixteen,  granted  by  Congress  for  the  use  of  schools,^  passed 
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^fanuary  S9th,  1 8279  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto,  are  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Incorporating  tha  Franklin  and  Delaware  Canat  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  GenercJ  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohia^  That 
Joseph  Ridgway,  and  James  Kil bourne,  of  Franklin  county,  and  Hosea 
Williams,  Ezra  Griswold,  Charles  Sweetser  and  Thomas  U.  Powell,  of  Dela- 
ware county,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate  under  the  name  of  the  ^^Fr^nklin 
and  Delaware  Canal  Company,"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  of  ju»- 
tice,  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  ulter  and  renew  at 
pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  locate, 
make,  construct,  and  forever  maintain  a  navigable  canal  or  slack  water 
navigation,  of  such  dimensions  as  will  admit  the  passage  of  all  boatb  now 
used  on  the  Ohio  canal,  commencing  at  or  near  the  head  of  the  Columbus 
feeder,  at  Columbus  in  this  State,  and  running  from  thence  up  the  Whet- 
stone, to  the  town  of  Delaware,  in  Delaware  county,' qn  a  line  to  be  loca- 
ted by  said  corporation,  and  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized,  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  to  construct  all  necessary  locks,  towing  paths,  basins, 
aqueducts,  culverts,  waste  wiers,  dams,  wharves,  embankments,  toll-hou- 
ses, and  other  necessary  appendages  to  said  canal,  with  the  further  power 
to  employ  as  reservoirs  or  feeders,  all  streams,  ponds  or  rivers  near,  or 
over  which  said  canal  may  pass,  and  to  save  the  floods  and  other  waters  in 
said  ponds,  rivers  and  streams,  by  feeders  with  said  canal:  Provided^  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  said  company  to  take  or  use  more 
-water  from  any  stream  or  fountain,  than  shall  be  necessary  for  the  eco- 
nomical navigation  of  said  canal,  unless  they  shall  first  have  obtained  the 
right  to  use  an  excess  of  water,  over  and  above  the  quantity  required  for 
navigation  from  every  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  law* 
fully  claiming  the  same. 

Sec*  S.  That  for  the  purpose  of  assuring  to  said  corporation,,  all  the 
lands,  real  estate,  waters  and  materials  requisite  for  the  most  economical 
construction  of  said  canal,  and  its  maintenance,  and  the  works  incident  to^ 
and  connected  therewith,  and  for  hydraulic  purposes,  whenever  said 
lands,  waters  and  materials,  belonging  to  individuals,  shall  not  be  obtained 
by  donation  or  purchase,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  by  any  of 
their  officers,  agents,  superintendents  or  engineers,  to  enter  upon,  take  and 
use  all  such  lands,  real  estate,  and  waters,  and  construct  feeders  as  may  be 
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necewary  for  the  putposes  aforesaid,  and  also  to  enter  upon  and  take  all 
necessary  materials  for  the  completion  of  said  canal  and  the  works  connec* 
ted  therewith,  adjoining  or  near  said  canal,  or  other  works  connected 
therewith,  on  whose  lands  soever  the  same  may  be,  doing  no  unnecessary 
damage  thereby,  paying  aH  damages  which  may  be  occasioned  thereby,  to 
,any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  corporation  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase 
and  hold,  to  them  and  their  successors,  forever,  real  and  personal  estate  to 
any  amount  necessary  for  constructing,  maintaining,  and  repairing  said 
canal  and  the  works  connected  therewith  as  aforesaid;  and  may  receive  and 
hold  all  voluntary  donations  of  lands  and  real  estate  which  may  be  made 
to  aid  the  objects  of  said  corporation,  and  may  also  erect  mills,  and  other 
hydraulic  works,  on  said  canal,  and  the  works  connected  therewith;  and 
whetieversaid  corporation  shall  become  possessed  of,  and  own  any  proper- 
ty, real  or  personal,  which  it  may  be  unnecessary  for  them  to  retain  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  sell,  lease 
or  convey  the  same,  by  deed  or  other  conveyance  or- assurance  proper  in 
fluch  cases. 

Sec.  5.  That  a  toll  be,  and  is  hereby  granted  and  established  for  the 
sole  benefit  of  said  corporation  forever;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  cor- 
poration, from  time  to  time,  to  fix,  rdgulate  and  receive,  the  tolls 
and  charges  by  them  to  be  received  for  the  transportation  of  property  or 
persons  on  said  canal,  authorized  by  this  act:  Provided^  That  the  tolls  and 
charges  thus  fixed,  regulated,  and  received  by  said  corporation,  shall  at  no 
time,  exceed  the  highest  rate  of  tolls  and  duties,  together  with  the  charges 
of  freight  to  which  property  of  a  similar  kind  is  subjected,  for  costs  of 
transportation  on  the  Ohio  Canal. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  make, from  time  to  time,  all  needful  rules,  regulations  and 
by-laws  touching  the  business  of  said  corporation;  to  determine  the  size  of 
the  boats  and  other  vessels  to  be  used  in  the  navigation  of  said  canal:  Pro- 
vided^ The  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State 
or  of  the  United  Slates;  and  penalties  provided  for  by  said  by-laws  may  be 
sued  for  by  any  person  or  persons  authorized  thereto,  in  the  name  of  said 
corporation,  and  recovered  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof: 
Provided^  That  all  by-laws  to  the  breach  of  which  penalties  are  annexed, 
shall  be  printed  by  said  corporation,  and  a  copy  thereof  placed  in  some 
conspicuous  situation,  in  each  toll-house  on  said  canal;  and  if  any  person  or 
persons,  shall  wilfully  mar,  deface,  or  pull  down  any  such  cdpy.  he,  she^or 
they,  shall  each  be  subject  to  a  penalty,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  by  action  of  debt,  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct  the 
water  or  na\(igation,  or  in  any  way  spoil,  injure,  or  destroy  said  canal  or 
its  branches,  feeders,'reservoirs,  or  any  thing  belonging  thereto,  or  anv 
materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  said  canal,  such  person  or  per- 
sons shall  each  be  liable  to  a  penalty  for  every  such  ofience,  equal  in  amoust, 
to  treble  the  damages  sustained  by  such  onence,  to  be  recovered  by  ac- 
tion of  debt  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

Sec.  8.   That  whenever  any  lands,  waters  or  materials,  shall  be  takes 
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for  the  construction  of  said  canal  or  any  of  its  feeders  or  works  connected 
with  it,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  corporation^ 
and  the  proprietor  and  proprietors  do  not  agree  with  said  corporation 
as  to  the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
person  or  persons  claiming  compensation  as  aforesaid,  to  select  for 
themselves  one  arbitrator,  and  the  said  corporation  shall  also  .select 
one  abitrator,  and  the  two  thus  selected  shall  take  to  themselves  a 
third,  who  shall  award  as  arbitrators  between  the  parties,  and  report 
the  result  to  the  said  parties  in  writing,  from  which  said  award,  eith- 
er party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which 
said  lands,  waters,  or  materials  maybe  situate;  and  in  all  cases  where 
compensation  shall  be  claimed  for  lands  or  waters,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  arbitrators,  or'the  court,  to  estimate  any  advantage  which  the  loca- 
tion and  establishment  of  said  canal  may  be  to  the  person  or  persons 
claiming  such  compensation;  and  such  advantage,  if  any,  shall  be  set  off 
against  the  compensation  so  claimed  of  said  corporation;  and  said  appeal 
when  taken,  shall  in  all  respects  proceed  as  appeals  in  other  cases  to  said 
court,  and  be  brought  into  said  court  by  filing  the  award  with  the  clerk  of 
the  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the  same  on  his  docket  setting 
down  the  person  or  persons  who  claim  compensation  as  plaintiffs  and  the 
corporation  as  defendant. 

Sec.  9.  That  in  all  cases  where  said  canal  shall  cross  any  existing 
State  or  county  road  which  at  the  time  shall  be  opened  and  used  as  such, 
said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  erect  and  keep  in  repair  a  good  and 
sufficient  bridge  over  said  canal  in  all  such  places;  and  in  all  cases  where 
any  road  or  public  highway  shall  be  so  situated  that  said  canal  or  any  of 
its  appendages  cannot  be  judiciously  laid  out  and  constructed  without  in- 
terfering therewith,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  cause  said  road 
or  highway  to  be  so  altered  as  that  said  canal  or  any  appendage  thereto 
may  be  located  and  constructed  on  the  most  advantageous  site  of  ground: 
Provided^  That  said  corporation  shall  cause  such  road  or  highway  to  be 
put  in  as  good  repair  as  the  old  one  was  at  the  time  of  removing  the  same, 
at  their  own  cost,  before  shutting  up  or  obstructing  said  highway. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  ciipital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of  three 
hundred  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each;  and  for  the  purpose  of  raising  said  funds,  the  persons  named  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  so 
soon  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  to  cause 
books  to  be  opened  at  such  time  and  places  as  they  shall  think  fit,  under 
the  managementof  such  persons  as  they  shall  appoint;  and  each  subscri- 
ber shall  be  a  member  of  said  corporation;  and  public  notice  shall  be  given 
of  the  opening  of  said  books;  and  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  them, 
shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  subscription;  and  whenever  one  hundred 
shares  shall  be  subscribed  to  said  corporation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, by  causing  notice  to  be  published  in  newspapers  having  general  circuj 
lation  in  the  respective  places  in  which  books  have  been  opened  by  said 
company^  in  which  stock  had  been  subscribed,  at  leasttwenty  days  pre- 
vious thereto,  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  meeting,  which  meeting  shall  be 
held  at  some  place  convenient  to  the  contemplated  route  of  said  canal,  at 
57— L  L. 
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which  meeting,  the  stockholders  in  person  or  by  proxy  authorized  ia  vrri- 
ting)  shall  elect  by  ballot  seven  directors,  \vho  shall  hold  their  office  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected;  and  said  commissioners  shall 
be  inspectors  of  the  first  election  of  directors,  and  shall  certify  under  their 
hands,  the  names  of  those  duly  elected,  and  shall  deliver  over  to  them  the 
said  certificates  and  subscription  books;  and  at  said  election,  and  all  other 
elections  and  vpting  of  every  description,  each  member  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  in  person  or  proxy  authorized  in  writing,  for  each  share  he  holds 
in  said  corporation;  ajid  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  entrusted  to  seven  directors,  elected  annually  by  the  stock- 
holders by  ballot,  and  said  directors,  first  chosen,  and  those  subsequently 
elected,  as  aforesaid,  shall  irtimediately  thereafter,  meet  and  elect  one  of 
their  number  president,  who  shall  serve  till  a  successor  is  elected  and  qual- 
ified; and  also  to  elect  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  may  be  removed  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  president  and  directors,  and  others  elected  in  their  pla- 
ces, and  that  a  majority  ofsaid  directors  shall  constitute  a  board,  for  every 
purpose  within  the  provisions  of  this  act.    . 

Sec.  1 1.  That  in  case  it  should,  at  any  time  happen,  that  the  election 
of  directors  shall  not  be  made  on  any  day,  when  pursuant  to  this  act  it 
ought  to  be  made,  the  said  corporation  shall  not,  for  that  cause,  be  deemed 
dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  held  at  any  other  time  directed  by  the 
by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  books  of  subscription  shall  remain  open  as  long  as 
said  president  and  directors  shall  see  fit,  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound 
to  pay,  from  time  to  time,  such  instalments  on  his  stock  as  the  president 
and  directors  may  lawfully  require,  they  giving  at  least  thirty  days  previous 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  making  payments  required,  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  having  general  circulation  in  each  of  the  counties  through 
which  the  canal  may  pass;  and  said  president  and  directors  may  at  any  lime 
call  a  special  meeting  of  the  stookholdcrs,  giving  twenty  days  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  by  advertisements  in  one  or  more  newspa- 
pers having  general  circulation  in  the  counties  through  which  said  canai 
may  pass:  and  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  va- 
cancies which  may  happen  in  their  body,  and  the  personssoelectcd,  to  fill 
any  vacancy,  shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  election,  and  until  a  succes- 
sor is  elected. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  if  any  stockholder  shall. neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  any  in- 
stalment, when  required,  notice  thereof  having  been  given  as  prescribed  ia 
this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  sue  for  and  collect  the  same 
by  action  of  debt,  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
thereof,  with  interest  thereon  from  the  time  such  instalment  became'due; 
and  no  delinquent  stockholder  shall  have  a  right  to  transfer  any  share  or 
•hares  for  which  he  may  be  delinquent. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  deemed  and  con- 
sidered personal  property,  and  any  share  or  shares  of  said  stock  may  be 
transferred  on  the  books  of  the  company  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws 
shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  15.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  th«  secretary  to  keep  a  fair 
cord  of  all  the  proceedings  of  said  board  of  directors,  with  an  accurate 
count  of  all  stock  subscribed  and  paid  from  time  to  time,  and  all   the  ex- 
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penses  incurred  by  said  corporation,  of  every  description,  in  making,  loca- 
ting, constructing,  and  keeping  in  repair  said  canal  and  all  works  connec- 
ted therewith,  which  records  shall  at  all  hours  of  business,*  be  open  for  the 
inspection  of  every  person  or  persons,  members  of  said  corporation.    . 

Sec.  16,     That  the  State  shall  have  the  power  to  purchase  the  said  ca- 
nal at  any  time  after  twenty  years  from  the  completion  of  said  canal,  by 
paying  the  company  the  amount  of  money  expended  in  surveying,  locating 
'  and  constructing  together  with  all  permanent  fixtures  necessary  formaiiv- 
tainins:  a  navi^rable  canal  and  ten  per  cent,  thereon.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAio,  That 
William  W.  Mcintosh,  Selden  F.  Merian>,  Harry  Hill,  James  Button, 
Daniel  J.  Stanley,  Silas  Hobby,  John  Collins,  Elisha  Allen,  Joel  Tultle, 
James  M.  Austin,  John  D.  Amlin,  and  also  all  other  persons  who  shall  be- 
come associated  with  them,  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company^  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  ^^The  Duck 
Creek  Navigation  Company"  for  the  purpose  of  making  and  constructing 
a  navigable  slack  waternavigation.  commencing  with  the  junction  of  Duck 
Creek  with  the.  Ohio,  in  the  town  of  Marietta  and  terminating  at  or  near 
Samuel  Caldwelj^s  mill-dam  in  Olive  township^  in  Morgan  county,  or  at 
Wm.  W.  Mcintosh's  mill  dam  in  Aurclius  township,  Washington  county, 
to  be  at  the  option  of  said  company  at  which  of  two  points  to  terminate; 
and  for  this  purpose,  the  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  have  and  receive,  purchase  possess,  enjoy  and  retain  lands,  rents, 
good^  chattels,  rights  and  eifec  ts  of  any  kind,  and  to  any  amount  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  object  of  the  institution,  and  the  same  to  use,  sell  and 
dispose  of  at  pleasure;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with;  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure;  to  ordain  and  establish  such  regulations 
and  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  well  ordering  and  governing  of 
the  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  Ihat  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  (ifly 
thousand  dollars,  which  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  ot  ten  dollars 
each,  and  shall  be  transferable  in  entire  shares  in  such  manner  as  the  rules 
of  the  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  and  also 
to  do  and  perform  all  necessary  act^  to  organize  the  company;  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such

Sec.  4.  That  when  one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  subscrib- 
f  d,  the  commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  subscribers,  by  causing 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  to  be  published  in 
some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  places  in  which  the  books 
shall  have  bnen  opened  and  the  stock  subscribed,  at  least  twenty  days  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting:  and  on  such  notice  having  been  given,  the  stockholders 
shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  proceed  to  elect  directors, 
in  which  election  the  stockholders  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy;  and 
for  each  share  such  stockholder  may  possess,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote.

cessary damage;  and  in  case  any  land,  water,  streams,  or  privilege,  so

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given  or  granted  to  said  coirporation,  and  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  can- 
not or  do  not  agree  with  the  directors  as  to  the  amount  of  damages  or 
compensation  "which  ought  to  be  allowed  or  paid  for  the  same,  and  shall . 
not  mutually  agree  on  some  person  or  persons  to  appraise  the  damages,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  aforesaid. to  apply  to  any  judge  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  may  be  situate,  not 
a  stockholder  in  said  company,  who  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  free* 
holders  to  assess  the  damages,  to  whom  the  directors  shall  give  notice  of 
their  appointment,  and  also  to  the  adverse  party,  or  his  guardian,  agent, 
or  attorney;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  so  appointed  to  attend 
at  the  time  and  place  specified  in  the  notice,  who,  after  being  duly  sworn 
or  affirmed,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  their  duties,  shall  pro- 
ceed, on  actual  view,  to  make  a  just  estimate  and  appraisement  of  any 
damage  such  individual,  owner  or  owners  may  sustain*  taking  into  consid- 
eration the  benefits  which  such  proprietor  or  proprietors  will  derive  from 
the  makmg  of  the  said  improvement;  and  make  a  certiKcate  of  such  ap- 
praisement, with  a  particular  description  of  the  premises;  to  which  certi- 
ficate they  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  sign  their  names, and  deliver  to  each 
party  one  copy;  and  immediately  thereafter,  if  no  damages  are  assessed, 
or  on  the  payment  or  tender  of  money  to  the  amount  of  damages  assessed 
to  the  person  or  persons  injured,  or  his  guardian,  agent  or  attorney,  the 
said  directors  may  proceed  to  enter  and  occupy  such  lands,  streams  or  wa- 
ter, and  a  complete  title  to  the  premises,  to  the  extent  and  for. the  purposes 
set  forth  in  or  contemplated  by  this  act,  shall  thereby  be  vested  and  for«> 
ever  remain  in  said  company:  Provided^  however^  That  if  either  party  shall 
consider  himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  appraisers,  so  as  aforesaid 
made,  such  party  may  apply  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper 
county,  at  the  succeeding  term  of  the  court,  or  if  there  should  not  be  a 
quorum  of  said  court  disinterested,  then  to  the  supreme  court  at  their  next

Provided^  This  improvement  is  completed  under  this  act  in  five  years  from 
the  date  thereof;  otherwise  to  become  null  and  void.

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Sruestus  Putman,  Judson  Jaqua  and  John  Purviance,  of  Dark  county^ 
,  and  John  F.  Ireland,  Robert  M'Gill  and  £Ii  Mitchell  of  Preble  county, 
and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  Greenville,  New  Madison  and  Paris  Turn- 
pike Company;  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  road  from  Greenville  in 
bark  county,  by  the  way  of  Fort  Jefferson  and  New  Madiscn  in  the  same 
county,  to  New  Paris  in  Preble  county;  which  company  shall  have  all  the 
rights,  privileges  and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  defined 
in  the  ^^act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  compaeies,''  passed 
January  7th,  1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto,  except  in  so 
far  as  the  same  may  be  modified  or  changed  by  the  special  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twentyfive  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  above  named  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  town 
of  New  Madison  in  Dark  county,  at  such  time  as  they  shall  think  fit,  and 
proceed  to  organize  the  said  company,  and  to  take  order  for  the  opening 
of  books  6f  subscription  of  stpck,  agreeably  to  the  second  section  of  the 
said  ^<act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies.'^ 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscri- 
bed to  the  stock  of  said  [company,]  the  above  named  commissioners  shall 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  third 
section  of  the  said  ^^act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  compa- 
nies," for  the  election  of  nine  directors  for  the  government  of  said  cooh 
pany. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  company  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  persons  travelling  said  road,  the  following  tolls 
for  every  ten  miles  travel  on  said  road,  an  equal  proportion  for  a  less  dis- 
tance, to  wit: 

For  every  four  wheeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other 
animal,  eighteen  and  three-fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  amnaal 
in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  cart,  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled  carriage, 
of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 
for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve 
and  a  hall  cents;  and  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and 
on^ourth  cents; 

For  every  coach,  chariot,  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn 
by  one  horse  or  other  animal  (driver  included,)  twenty-five  cents;  for 
every  additional  horse  or  other  animal,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse  or  other  animal  and  rider,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse,  mule  or  ass,  led  or  driven^  six;  months  old  and  upwards, 
two  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  three-fourths 
of  a  cents; 

And.  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  fourth  of  a  cent: 
and  the  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  one-half  of 
-the  foregoing  rates  of  toll,  on  the  said  road,  when  the  same,  or  any  part 
.thereof,. being  not  less  than  ten  miles  together,  shall  have  been  graded  and 
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bridgdd,  though  not  fully  completed:  Provided^  That  such  persons  shall  be 
exempt  from  paying  tolls  as  exempted  in  the  eleventh  section  of  the  general 
act,  passed  January  7th,  1817,  before-mentioned,  saving  only  persons  con- 
veying the  public  mails  of  the  United  States;  which  last  mentioned  per* 
sons  shall  not  pass  free  as  is  in  said  act  provided.

Alt  ACT 

In  iddition  to,  and  amandment  of  the  act  antitlad  ^*An  act  to  inoorporata  tha  city  of  Ohio." 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the^General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOj  That 
the  city  council  of  said  city  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  of  refusing  or 
granting  licenses  on  such  reasonable  terms  and  for  such  time  as  they  shall 
jud^e  proper,  to  all  taverns  within  said  city,  and  also  of  providing  by 
ordmance  for  the  revocation  of  the  same,  whenever  in  their  opinion,  the 
welfare  of  the  city  shall  require  it:  Provided^  That  all  applications  for  such 
licenses  or  renewal  thereof,  shall  be  made  in  the  same  form,  and  the  samld 
notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  and  also  the  same  testimony  produced  by 
the  applicant  as  to  the  necessity  of  any  such  tavern  and  his  qualifications 
to  keep  the  same  as  are  specified  in  the  second,  third,  and  fifth,  sections  of 
the  act  entitled  ^'an  act  granting  licenses  and  regulating  taverns." 

Sec.  2.  That  the  city  council  of  said  city  shall  have  power,  on  petition 
by  at  least  twelve  freeholders  of  said  city,  and  notice  given  for  six  con* 
secutive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  said  city,  to  lay  out,  establish, 
vacate,  change,  or  alter,  any  street  or  streets,  alley  or  alleys,  lane  or  lanes, 
in  said  city,  north  of  Detroit  street,  and  if  any  person  shall  claim  damages 
by  reason  of  the  laying  out,  vacating,  changing,  or  altering  thereof,  and 
shall  file  his  notice  of  such  claim  in  writing,  with  the  city  recorder,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  order  for  laying  out,  vacating,  changing,  or  aUering, 
shall  have  been  published,  which  said  order,  said  city  council  shall  cause 
to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  in  said  city  for  four  weeks  in  succession: 
the  city  council  shall  cause  the  damage,  if  any  over  and  above  the  benefit 
accruing  thereby  to  such  claimant,  to  be  assessed  by  the  oaths  of  three 
disinterested  judicious  freeholders  of  said  city,  by  them  to  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose;  and  the  amount  so  assessed  shall  be  paid  within  three 
months  after  the  return  of  such  assessment,  either  by  the  petitioners  or  out 
of  the  city  treasury,  as  said  city  Council  shall  determine,  or  in  default 
'thereof,  the  order  for  laying  out,  vacating,  changing,  or  altering,  shall  be 
null  and  void- 
Sec.  3.  That  the  city  council  shall  have  power  to  cut,  excavate,  opeUi 
establish,  constract,  and  maintain,  at  any  place  or  places  within  said  ctiy, 
either  on  the  city  property,  or  elsewhere,  as  the  interests  of  the  commerce 
and  navigation  of  the  city  may  require,  all  necessary  channels,  canals, 
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slips,  and  basins,  making  a  reasonable  compensation  to  sqch  person  or 
persons,  whos^  land  may  be  taken  and  used  for  that  purpose;  and 
in  order  to  make  such  compensation  as  well  as  to  defray  the  expense  of 
cutting,  excavating,  opening,  establishing,  constructing  and  roaintainiog 
any  such  channels,  canals,  slips,  or  basins,  the  said  city  council  shall  have 
power  to  levy  a  special  tax  by  a  discriminating  assessment  upon  the  land 
or  ground  bounding  and  abutting  on  such  channels,  canals,  slips  or  basins, 
in  proportion  to  the  benefit  accruing  therefrom  to  such  land  or  ground; 
and  the  city  council  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  judicious  disinter- 
ested freeholders  of  said  city,  on  oath  to  estimate  the  damages,  to  accrue 
to  any  person  or  persons,  by  reason  of  the  taking  and  using  of  any  land 
or  lands  aforesaid  or  otherwise,  and  the  cost'of  any  such  projected  improve- 
ment, and  to  assess  the  expense  on  the  land  and  ground  as  aforesaid;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  council,  to  provide  by  ordinances  for  the 
correction  and  equalization  of  such  assessment,  and  such  further,  and  in  all 
respects  the  same  proceedings,  shall  be  had  in  relation  to  the  giving  of  no- 
tice by  the  city  CQuncil,  the  filing  of  claims  for  damages  by  reason  of 
any  such  proposed  improvement,  the  making  of  returns  by  said  committee 
to  the  office  of  the  city  recorder,  the  collection  of  the  taxes  so  assesaedt 
and  the  payment  of  damages  to  claimants,  as  are  prescribed  in  .the  twenty, 
eigth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addition. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  power  of  the  city  council  specified  in  the  twenty-six 
section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addition,  shall  be  held  to  extend  [to]  the 
prospective  as  well  as  existing  debts  of  said  city. 

Sec.  5.  That  in  case.of  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  mayor  of  said 
city,  the  president  of  the  city  council  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  the  office  of  mayor,  excepting  so  far  as  regards  his 
jurisdiction  in  civil  cases  only. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  city  council  shall  have  power,  whenever  the  office  of 
any  person  elected  by  them  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this 
is  in  addition,  shall  become  vacant,  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  the  persoa 
chosen  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  continue  in  office  the  remainder  of  the 
term  of  his  predecessor;  and  whenever  the  office  of  any  person  elected  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  city^  or  any  ward  thereof,  shall  become  vacant, 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  city  council,  by  direction  thereof,  shall  issue 
an  order  for  a  special  election  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  the  person  elected 
in  pursuance  thereof,  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  residue  of  the  term 
of  his  predecessor.  ' 

Sec.  7.  That  the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Ohio,  shall  be  so  altered  as 
to  exclude  from  said  city  the  whole  of  lot  number  forty-eight,  of  said  town* 
ship  number  seven,  in4he  thirteenth  range  of  township  of  the  Connecticut 
Western  Reserve,  as  surveyed  and  laid  off  in  the  original  survey  of 
township.

Sec  1.  Beii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Barna  Meeker,  Daniel  T.  Baldwin,  Josiah  Harns^EIiphalet  Reddington, 
Harvey  Gibbs,  Nathan  P.  Fletcher,  Levi  Barnet,  Daniel  J.  Johns,  Alexaiu 
der  Porter,  and  Sylvanus  Parmeiy,  of  Lorain  county;  and  IjUther  L.  Pratt, 
and  Francis  Graham,  of  Richland  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed coDimissionerSfUnder  the  direction  of  a  majority  of  whom,  subscrip- 
tions may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Charleston,  Oberlin,  Sulu- 
van  and  Ashland  Rail-Road  Company,  hereby  incorporated;  and  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  cause  books  to  be  opened  in  the  county  of  Lo- 
rain, and  at  such  other  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiving subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  after  having  giv- 
en thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  aqd  place  of  opening  the  same,  by  pub- 
lication in  a  newspaper  printed  in  said  county;  and  that  upon  the  first 
opening  of  said  books,  they  shall  be  kept  open  for  at  least  ten  days  in  suc- 
cession, from  ten  o'clock,  A.  M.  until  two  o'clock,  P.  M.;  and  if,  at  the 
expiration  of  that  period,  such  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  Mid 
company  as  is  necessary  to  its  incorporation,  shall  not  have  been  obtain- 
ed, then  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  ihenri,  may  cause  said  books 
to  be  opened  from  time  to  time,  after  the  expiration  oi  said  ten  days,  and 
for  the  space  of  two  years  thereafter;  and  if  any  of  said  commissioners 
shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act,  during  the  continuance  of  the  duties  de- 
volved upon  them  by  this  act,  another  or  others  may  be  appointed  in  his 
or  their  stead,  by  the  remaining  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  S.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Charleston,  Oberlin,  Sullivan 
and  Asfhiand  Rail-Road  Company  shall  be  three  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  commence  the  construction  of  the  said 
rail-road  or  way,  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  by 
this  act,  so  soon  as  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to 
said  stock. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to  this 
act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall  be  and 
remain  a  corporation  forever,under  the  name  of  the  Charleston,  Oberlin,Sul- 
livan  and  Ashland  Rail-Road  Company;  and  by  that  name,  shall  be  capable 
in  law  of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  estates,  real, 
personal,  and  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  no  further;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
and  by  said  corporate  name,  may  contract  dnd  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have 
power  to  alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure;  and  shall  have,  enjov,  and  may 
exercise,  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  which  corporate  ibodies  may 
lawfully  do,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  upon  all  subscriptions,  there  shall  be  paid  at  the  time 
of  subscribiug,  to  the  said  commissioners  or  the  agents  appointed  to 
receive  such  subscriptions,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  suhyeri- 
btd;  and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  saeh  instalments,  and  at  such 
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tim^s,  as  may  be  required  bj  the  president  and  director!  of  said  eompmny: 
Prmdedy  No  payment  other  than  the  first,  shall  be  demanded  until  at  le«rt 
thirty  dayi'  public  notice  of  such  demand  shall  have  been  given  by  said 
president  and  directors,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  of  the 
State  of  Ohio;  and  if.  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  in- 
stalment or  part  of  said  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  sixty 
days  next  after  the  time  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  said  presi- 
dent and  directors,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days' previous  notice  there- 
of, in  manner  aforesaid,  may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  sell  at  pub- 
lic vendue,  so  many  of  the  shares  of  the  said  delinquent  stockholder  or 
stockholders,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such  instalment,  and  the  ex- 
penses of  advertising  and  sale,  and  transfer  the  shares  so  sold  to  the  p«r- 
chasers;  and  the  residue  of  the  money  arising  from  such  sale,  after  pay- 
ing such  instalment  and  expense,  shall  be  paid  to  said  stockholder  on  de- 
mand* 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  for  which  the  hooks  are 
first  opened,  if  twelve  hundred  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed;  or,  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  subscTibed, 
if  within  two  years  after  the  first  opening  of  the  books,  the  said  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  least  six- 
ty days'  notice  thereof;  and  at  such  meeting,  the  said  commissioners  shall 
lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stockholders,  then  and  there  present; 
and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  elect 
twelve  directors  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  man- 
age the  afiairs  of  said  company;  they  shall  have  the  power  of  electia^  a 
president  of  said  company,  either  from  among  said  directors  or  others,  and 
of  allowing  him  such  compensation  as  they  [may]  deem  proper;  and  in  said 
election,  and  on  all  other  occasions  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders 
of  said  company  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one 
Vote  for  every  share  owned  by  it,  him,  or  her;  and  every  stockholder  may 
depute  any  other  person  to  vote  and  act  for  him,  or  her,  as  his  or  their 
proxy;  and  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be 
judges  of  the  first  election  of  said  directors. 

Sec.  6.  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company,  twelve  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually,  on  the  third 
Monday  of  .October  in  every  year,  in  the  town  of  Oberlin,  in  the  county 
of  Lorain,  or  at  such  other  places  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  ap- 
point; and  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation,  orothenrise, 
of  any  president  or  director,  before  the  year  for  which  he  was  elected  has 
expired,  a  person  to  fill  such  vacant  place  for  the  residue  of  the  year  may 
be  appointed  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majoritf 
of  them;  and  that  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  hoU 
and  exercise  their  offices  until  a  new  election  of  president  and  directors; 
and  that  elections  which  are  by  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws  of  the  compa- 
ny, to  be  made  on  the  particular  day,  or  at  a  particular  time,  if  not  made 
on  such  day  or  time,  may  be  made  at  any  time  within  thirty  days  there- 
after. 

Sec.  7.  That  a  general  meeting  pi  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  an- 
nually at  the  time  and  place  appomted  for  the  election  of  president 
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director!  of  said  company;  that  meetines  majrbe  called  at  any  time  da* 
ring  the  interyal  between  the  said  annual  meetings,  by  the  president  and 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  Xhem%  or  by  the  stockholders  owning  at  least 
one-fourth  of  the  stock  subscribed^upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days' public  no- 
tice of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same;  and  when  any  such  meet- 
ings are  called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  particular 
object  of  the  call;  and  if,  at  any  such  called  meeting,  a  majority  in  valuei 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  are  not  present,  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  such  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  today,  without  transact- 
ing any  business,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three  days;  and  if,  within 
said  three  days,  stockholders  holding  a  majority,  in  value,  of  the  stock  sub- 
scribed, do  not  thus  attend,  said  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  B.  That  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said  com- 
pany, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  for  the 
previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company;  that  at  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  of  those 
present,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  may  require  similar  statements  from  the 
president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  them  when  thus. 
required;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority 
in  valae  of  all  the  stockholders  of  said  company  may  remove  from  office 
any  president  or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  and  may  appoint 
others  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  shall  each^ 
before  he  acts  as  such,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  (as  the  case  may  be,) 
that  he  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  the  best 
of  his  skill  and  judgment. 

Sec«  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants  whatsoever,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  determine,  by  contract^  the  com- 
pensation of  all  engineers,  officers,  agents,  or  servants,  in  the  employ  of 
said  company;  and  to  determine  by  their  by-laws,  the  manner  of  adjust- 
ing and  settling  all  accounts  against  the  said  company;  and  they,  or  a  ma- 
joiity  of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested  m  the 
company  hereby  incorporated,  and  for  carrying  the  object  of  this  act  into 
effect:  Provided  only^  That  such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws 
of  this  State  [or]  of^the  United  States. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  thev  are  hereby  vest- 
ed with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  single  rail-road  or  way,  from  the 
mouth  of  Black.  River,  in  the  county  of  Lorain,  on  the  most  direct  and 
least  expensive  route,  through  Oberlin  and  Sullivan,  in  said  county,  to  Ash- 
land, in  Richland  county;  to  transport,  take,  and  carry  property  and  per- 
sons upon  the  same,  by  the  power  or  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any 
mechanical  or  other  power,  or  of  any  combination  of  them,  which  the 
said  corporation  may  choose  to  employ. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  all  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the 
location,  construction  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
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feet  widci  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directon 
may  deem  necessary;  and  they,  or  their  agents,  or  those  with  whonci  tliey 
may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the  same,  may  entet  upon,  and  use 
and  excayate,  any  land  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  site  of  said  road,  or 
for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in  the  construction,  or  in  the 
repair  of  said  road,  or  its  works;  and  that  they  may  build  bridges,  may  fix 
scales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and  use  any  earth,  timber,  gn> 
vel,  stone,  or  other  materials,  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  constraction 
or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  of  its  works;  and  may  noake  and 
construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  constrao' 
tioB  or  repair  of  said  road. 

Sec*  1 3«  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  mi- 
jority  of  them,  or  any  persons  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  grafel, 
stone,  or  other  materials,  or  £Eny  improvements  which  may  be  wanted  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  purchase 
or  use,  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  and  if  the 
owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  married  woman,  insane  person,  or 
idiot,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  said  property  wanted,  may  lie,  when 
such  lands  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant, 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  sherifFof  said  county,  or  to  some  dis- 
interested person,  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiring  him  to  sumrnoa 
ajury  of  twelve  men,  inhabita'nts  of  said  county,  not  related,  or  in  anywise 
interested,  to  meet  on  the  land  or  near  to  the  other  property  or  materials,  to 
l>e  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and  if,  at  the  said  time  and  place, 
any  of  said  persons  summoned,  do  not  attend,  the  said  sheri^  or  son^ 
moner,  shall  immediately  summon  as  many  persons  as  may  be  neceasary, 
with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish  a  pannel  of  twelve  jurors  m 
attendance,  and  from  them,  each  party,  or  its,  his  or  her,  or  their  agent,  the 
sheriff  or  summoner,  for  him,  her,  it,  or  them,  may  strike  off  three  jorors, 
and  the  remaining  six  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  inquest  of  damages;  and  before 
they  act  as  such,  the  said  summoner  or  sheriff,  shall  administer  to  each  of 
them,  an  oath  or  affirhnation,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  they  will  faithfully 
and  impartially  value  the  damages  on  actual  view,  which  the  owner  or 
owners  will  sustain,  by  the  use  or  occupation  of  the  same  required  bj  said 
compaily;and  the  jury  estimating  the  damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied 
by  said  road,  shall  take  into  estimate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner 
or  owners,  by  reason  of  said  road  passing  through  or  upon  the  land  of  soeh 
owner  or  owners,  towards  the  extinguishment  of  such  claim  for  damages, 
and  the  said  jury  shall  reduce  their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign 
and  seal  the  same;  and  it  shall  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  for  said  county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office;  and 
shall  be  confirmed  by  the  said  court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  sufficient  cause 
to  the  contrary  be  shown;  and  when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said 
clerk  at  the  expense  of  said  company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  maj  direct 
another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  manner  above  described;  and  sacb 
inquisition  shall  describe  the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  land 
condemned;  and  such  valuation  when  paid,  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or 
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OwnenB  of  said  property,  or  his,  h^,  or  their  legal  repraseotaUves,  tl^all  en* 
title  said  company  to  the  fuH  right  to  said  personal  property,  and  the  use 
and  occupation  of  said  landed  property,  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  thus 
valued,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
same;  and  the  valuation,  if  not  received  when  teudered,  may  at  any  time 
thereafter,  be  received  ftom  the  company  without  cost,  by  tlie  owner  or 
owners,  his,  her  or  their  legal  represe native  or  representatives;  and  that 
tuoh  sheriffor  summoner,  and  jurors,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  re- 
ceive from  the  said  company^  the  same  (ee$^  as  are  allowed  for  like  servi- 
ces, in  cajscs  of  fixiiig  the  valuation  of  real  estate,  previous  to  sale  under 
execution. 

Sec  14.  That  whenever  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  estabitsbed  road  or  v/ay,it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  ^o  to  construct 
the  Sfeiid  raiUroad  across  ihe  said  established  road  or  way,  as  not  ib  impede 
the  paitsage  or  transportation,  of  persons  or'propcrty  aloqg  the  same,  or 
when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual, 
it  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  ?u6h  individual,  proper  wagon- 
ways^  across  said  road  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  another,  without  delay. 

Sec*  15*  That  if  said  company  should  neglect  to  provide  proper  wagon- 
ways  across  said  road,  as  recj^uired  by  the  fourteenth  section  of  this  act, 
said  company  shall  be  liable  to  sueb  individual,  in  double  the  amount  of 
damages  sustained  by  such  neglect*         • 

.  Sec.  16.  That  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  company,  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  route,  or  construction  of  the  road  to-  be.  by  them  jaid  out  and 
constructed,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  t^e  same  with,  or  to  use.  any 
turnpike,  road  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company  or  persons  in- 
corporated,or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  contract 
and  agree,  with  any  such  other  corporattoo  or  persons,  for  ihe  right  to  use 
such  road  or  bridge,  or.for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate  or  other 
rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said  company 
hereby  incorporated;  and  ev^ry  such  other  incorporation,  or  persons  incor- 
porated by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is  and  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  make  such  an  agreement,  contract,  04*  transfer,  by  and  through  the 
4igency  of  the  person  authorized  by  (lieir  respective,  acts  of  incorporation, 
to.exercise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such,  persons  as  by.  any  law  of 
this  State,  are  intrusted  with  the  management  and  direction  of  said  turn- 
pike, road  orbridgc,9r  of  any  of  the  rightsend  privilegesaforesaid;andany 
contract^  agreement  or  transfer,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  power  and  au- 
thority hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several  parties  under  their 
respective  corpo,rate  senis,  or  otherwise  legally  authenticated,  shiiU  vest 
in  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  all  such  ro«id,  part  of  road,  rights  and 
privileges,  ami  the  right  to  use.  and  dnjoy  the  saqfie,  as  fully  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  as  they  now  are  or  might  be  used  and  exercised  by  the  said 
corporation  or  person^  in  whom  they  ore  now  vested. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
purchase,  with  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  any  rail-road  con-

mile  for  toll,  and  five  cents  per  mile  per  ton,  for  transportation  on  all 
goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever, 
transported  by  them  or  their  agerits;  and  for  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers not  exceeding  three  cenb  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  other  company,  or  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  pay- 
ing the  tolls  aforesaidy  to  transport  any  persons,  merchandize,  produce  or 
property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  along  said  road,  or  any  pan 
thereof,  subject  to  the  bylaws  and  regulations  of  said  company;. and  ihe  said 
road,  with  all  their  works,  improvements  and  profits,  are  hereby  Tested  in 
'  said  company,  incorporated  by  this  act,  and  their  successors  forever;  and 
the  shares  of  the  capital  stocit  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  and  con- 
sidered personal  property,  transferable  by  assignment,  agreeably  to  the 
by-laws  of  the  said  company. 

Sec.  18.  That  any  other  rail-road  company,  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  said  road  with  the  road 
hereby  contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same,  under  the  rules  of  the 
Charieston,Oberlin,  Sullivan  and  Ashland  Rail-roadCompany,  as  to  the  con- 
struction and  speed  of  said  cars,  and  full  right  and  privileges  is  hereby  re- 
served to  the  State  or  the  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  aa- 
thority  of  this  State,  to  cross  the  rail-road  hereby  incorporated:  Provided^ 
That  in  so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  do«e  to  the  works  of  the  company 
hereby  incorporated.  . 

Sec.  19.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  semi-annually, 
declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  netl 
profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the  probable 
amount  of  outstanding  debts  and  the  necessary  current  and  contingent 
expenses,  and  that  they  shall  divide  the  same  amongst  the  stockholders  of 
said  company  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 

Sec.  20.  'That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means 
whatsoever,  injure,  impair  or  destioyany  part  of  said  rail^road,  construe* 
ted  by  said  company,  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the^  works,  boildings  or 
machinery  of  said  company,  euch  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  ^hall 
each  of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  company,  any 
sum  not  exceeding  three  fotld  the  damages,  which  may  be  recovered  in  the 
name  of  the  company,  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  court  of  common  pleas 
for  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  and  shall  also  be 
subject  to  an  indictment  in  said  court,'  and  upon  conviction  of  sach 
ofi'^nce,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonmentyat  the  discretion  of  the 

court. 

Sec.  21.  That  if^said  rail-road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three  yean 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  be  finished  withm  ten  yean 
from  the  time  of  commencing  thereof,  then  this  act  to  be  null  and  vcMd. 

Sec*  22»    That  if  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  shall^  after  the  expiration 
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of  thirty-five  years  from  tlie  passage  of  this  acl,  make  provision  bylaw, 
for  the  repayment  of  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in^ 
the  construction  of  said  rail-road^  and  of  the  value  of  the  necessary  per* 
manent  fixtures  thereto,  at  the  time  witla  an  addition  off  fifteen  per  cent. 
thereQn;of  which  expenditure  arv  accurate  statement  in  writingvattested^ 
by  the  oaths  or  affirmations  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  shall  he  sub- 
mitted to  the  General  Assembly  if  required;  the  sn id  road  and  fixtures 
shall  vest  in  and  become  the  property  of.  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  23.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shaO  amount  to  a 
sum  exceeding  the  amount  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon  the  costs  of 
said  road,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  same,  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  may  impose  sucb  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends, 
as  may  be  received  from  other  ^-ail-road  companies.

Be  if.  niaded  by  the  General  AsscrMu  of  tfu  Stale  of  Ohio^  That 
whenever  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  determine  to  undertake  the 
improvement  of  the  navigation  of  WilTs  creek,  in  the  manner  contemplated 
by  the  "act  to  improve  the  navigation  of  Will's  creek,"  passed  March  14, 
18S6:  they  shall  be,  and  hereby  arc  authorized  to  improve  the  navigation 
of  that  part  of  the  Muskingum  river,  which  is  between  Dresden  and  the 
mouth  of  WiU's  creek,  by  means  of  a  dam  or  dams,  lock  or  locks  or  other- 
wise, as  ihey  may  deem  the  best  interests  of  the  State  requires. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  determine  to  improve  the 
navigation  of  tbat  part  of  the  Muskingum  river,  described  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  they  shall  notify  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund,  of

Sec.  9*  That  the  respective  companies  composing  this  association, 
who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  election  of  one  or  more  directors,  shall  hold 
separate  meetings  for  the  first  election  of  directors,  within  two  weeks  af- 
ter the  aforesaid  amount  of  five  thousand  shares  of  stock  shall  be  subscri- 
bed foi,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  in  each  and  every  year  thereaf- 
ter, and  choose  by  ballot,  from  among  their  members,  the  number  of  direc- 
tors to  which  they  are  entitled;  and  each  stockholder  shall  have  one  vote 
for  each  share  of  stock  not  exceeding  five  shares;  one  vote  for  every  five 
shares  over  five,  and  not  exceeding  fifty  shares;  one  vote  for  every  ten 
shares  exceeding  fifty  shares;  but  no  person  or  body  corporate  shall  have, 
in  any  instance,  more  than  twenty  voles:  the  directors  chosen  shall  serve 
until  the  first  Monday  in  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen,  and  no  longer;  at  their  meefing, 
after  every  election,  they  shajl  choose  by  ballot,  a  president,  either  from 
their  own  body  or  from  amongst  the  other  stockholders:  and  in  case  of 
death,  or  disqualification  of  the  president,  the  directors  shall  fill  up  the 
vacancy  by  ballot;  each  director  shall  produce,  before  he  enters  upon  the 
duties  assigned  him,  a  certificate  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
company,  by  which  he  was  elected,  of  his  appointment  as  such  director; 
in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  director,  or  of  his  becoming  dis- 
qualified to  act,  the  vacancy  thereby  occasioned,  shall  be  filled  by  the  elec- 
tion of  another,  by  the  fire  company,  from  which  such  director  was  deW 
egated. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  corporation  hereby  (treated,  shall  have  full  power 
and  lawful  authority  to  insure  ail  kinds  of  property  against  loss  or  damag^e 
.  by  fire;  to  make  all  kinds  of  insurance  on  life  or  lives,  and  against  loss  or 
damage  on  goods  and  merchandize  in  the  course  of  transportation,  whether 
on  land  or  on  water;  and  any  vessel  or  boats,  wherever  they  may  be; 
and  in  all  choses  in  action;  to  lend  money  on  bottomry,  or  respondentia 
bonds;  and  to  cause  themselves  to  be  insured  against  any  loss  or  risk  they 
may  have  iticurred  in  the  course  of  their  business. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  invest  any  part  of 
their  capital  stock,  moneys,  funds,  or  other  property,  in  any  public  stock 
or  funded  debt,  created,  or  to  be  created,  by,  or  under  any  law  or  laws  of 
the  United  Stales,  or  of  this  or  any  other  particular  State,  or  in  the  stock 
of  any  chartered  bank  or  other  institution  in  this  State,  or  of  the  United 
States  not  prohibited  by  law;  and  the  same  to  sell  and  transfer  at  plea- 
sure; and  again  to  invest  the  same,  or  ajiy  part  thereof,  in  such  stock  or 
funds,  \fhenever,  and  so  often,  as  the  exigencies  of  said  corporation,  or  a 
due  regard  to  the  safety  of  its  funds  shall  require:  or  they  may  loan  tlic 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  individuals,  or  public  corporaiions,  on  real  or 

f>ersonal  security,  for  such  periods  of  lime,  and  under  such  restrictions  and 
imitations,  as  the  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  deem  prudent  and  best 
for  the  interest  of  said  company,  subject  moreover  to  all  such  limitations 
and  restrictions  as  are  now  or  hereafter  may  be  by  law  imposed  upon  iih 
dividuals  in  relation  to  the  investment  or  loaning  of  money:  Provided^  That 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  use  or  employ  any  part  of  their 
capital  stock,  moaey,  or  other  funds,  in  buying  or  selling  goods,  wares,  or 
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merchandize;  nor  shall  said  company  issue  or  emit  any  bills  of  credit,  as  a 
circulating  medium  of  trade  or  exchange^  nor  in  any  n^anner  engage  in  the 
business  pr  operation  of  banking,  otherwise  than  in  the  purchase  and  sale 
of  bank  stock,  as  aforesaid:  Pravidedj  That  npthing.  in  this  act  contained, 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  said  corporation  to  borrow  money  in 
any  case  whatsoever,  unless  such  borrowing  shall  be  necessary  to  meet 
apy  loss,  which  said  corporation  may  have  sustained  upon  its  insurance. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power,  and  it  is 
hereby  made  their  duty,  to  make  and  declare  such  dividends  of  the  profits, 
resultmgfrom  the  business  of  said  company,  as  shall  not  impair,  or  in  any 
wise  lessen  the  capital  stock  of  the  same,  and  cause  the  same  tp  be  paid  to 
the  several  stockholders  thereof:  Provided^  That  no  siich  dividend  shall  be 
paid  on  any  stock  tha[t  has  not  been  fully  paid,  but  shall  be  passed  to  tlie 
credit  of  such  stock,  as  part  payment  thereof. 

Sec.  13.  .  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  tP  set  apart,  out  of  the  profits  of  said  compaby,  from  time 
to  time,  as  they  ma,y  think  necessary,  a  portion  of  the  said  profits,  to  con- 
stitute a  fund  for  the  .special  benefit  of  such  members  of  the  several  fire 
companies  belonging  to  this  association,  as  may  be  injured  or  disabled  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  firemen. 

Sec.  14*  Thai  every  house,  insured  by  this  company,  that  shall  be 
destroyed  by  means  of  fire,  from  the.firsj  floor,  upwards,  shall  be  deemed 
as  demolished;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors,  in  such  case,  to  order 
the  money,  insured  thereon,  to  be  paid  within  sixty  days  after  the  notice 
given  ofauch  loss  aforesaid. 

Sec*  15.  That  in  case  of  a  partial  destruction  by  fire,  the  loss  shall  be 
determined  by  assessors  appointed  hs  follows:  the  person  whose  property 
is  insured,  shall  select  one  disinterested  person;  the  boarid  of  directors  of 
this  company  shall  select  another;  should  these  two  persons  disagree 
in  their  valuation  of  the  loss,  they  shall  select  another  disinterested  person, 
a,nd  their  award  shall  be  final. 

.  Sec.  16.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  appoint  a  secretary, 
ahd  such  clerks  and  oflicers  under  thorn,  a§  shall  be  necessary  for  transact- 
ing, the  business.of  the  institution;  and  may  allow  them  s^ch  salary  as  they 
shall  see  proper;  shall  ordain  and  establish  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as 
shall  appear  to  them  necessary  for  regulating  and  conducting  the  concerns  * 
of  the  institution,  not  being  .contrary  to,  or  inconsistent  with  this  act,  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  pr  of  the  United  States;  and  they  shall 
keep  full,  fair,  and  correct  entries  of  their  transactions,  which  shall  be  at  all 
limes,  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders. 

Sec,  17.  That  the  stock  of  this  institution  jsnay  be  assigned  and  trans- 
ferred on  the  books  of  the  company  in  pprsonor  by  ppwer  of  attorney  on- 
ly; but  no  stockholder  indebted  to  the  company,  shall  be 'permitted  to 
make  atransfer,or  receive  a  dividend  until  such  debt  is  paid,  or  secured  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  president  and  board  of  directors. 

Sec.  18#    That  the  president  and  directors  may  call  a  general  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,, for  any  purpose  relative  to  the  affairs  of  the  instiiu-  ♦ 
tion,  giving  at  least  two  weeks  notice  thereof,  in  not  less  than  two  news- 
papers in  the  city  of  Cqlumbus;  and  any  number  of  stockholders,  not  les^ 
than  forty,  who,  together,  §liall  be  proprietors  of  four  hundred  shares,  may 
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at  any  time  apply  to  the  president  and  directors,  to  call  a  general  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  for  any  purpose  relative  to  the  affairs  of  the  institatioii; 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors,  to  call  such 
meeting  of  the  stockholder  upon  the  application  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  1 9«  That  should  the  annual  election  of  directors,  not  take  place 
in  any  year  on  the  day  herein  mentioned  for  that  purpose,  this  corporatioo 
shall  not  for  that  reason  be  dissolved;  but  such  election  may  be  lawfully 
held  on  such  convenient  day  thereafter,  as  may,  for  that  purpose,  be  fixed 
on  by  the  president  and  directors,  they  causing  ten  days  public  notice 
thereof,  to  be  given  in  two  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Columbus. 

Sec.  20.  That  all  policies  and  contracts  of  insurance  which  may  be  en- 
tered into  by  the  corporation,  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  president  orpres* 
ident,  pro  tempore,  or  by  such  other  officer  as  shall  be  designated  for  that 
purpose  by  its  by-laws,  and  attested  by  the  secretary;  and  being  so  signed 
and  attested,  shall  be  binding  and  Obligatory  upon  the  said  corporatioo, 
without  the  seaKhereof,  according  to  the  tenor,  intent,  and  nrteaningof 
such  policies  or  contracts;  and  all  such  policies  and  contracts,  may  be  so 
signed  and  attested,  and  the  business  of  said  corporation  may  be  otherwise 
conducted  and  carried  on  without  the  presence  of  a  board  of  directors,  by 
assistants  or  committees,  if  done  under  and  in  conformity  to  the  by-laws  of 
the  said  corporation,  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  upon  it^to  all  intents 
and  purposes. 

Sec.  21.  That  this  act  shall  be  taken  tind  received  in  all  courts,  and  by 
all  judges,  magistrates,  and  other  pubDc  officers  as  a  public  act;  and  ail 
printed  copies  of  the  same,  which  may  be  printed  under  the  authority  of 
the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  admitted  as  good  evidence  thereof,  without 
any  other  proof  whatever. 

Sec.  33.  This  act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force,  for  and  dizriog  the 
term  of  twenty  years  from  the  passage  thereof:  Provided^  That  any  future 
Legislature  may  alter,  amend,  or  modify  this  act:  Provided^  Such  amend* 
men t,  modification,  or  alteration,  shiill  notdivlsrt  the  funds  of  said  company 
from  the  purposes  originally  intended. 

Sec.  33.  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  allow  this  company, 
to  loan  its  funds  at  a  rate  of  interest  exceeding  six  per  cent.

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Ass^mMy  of  the  Slate  of  OAto,  That 
Daniel  Clark,  Azuel  Boothe,  John  Jones,.  Jo$eph  Morris,  Cornelius  Oky, 
William  Mason,  David  *  Pearson,  Jacob  Hcadlec?  Samuel  Guthrie,  Jod 
Yost,  William  Cochran,  Peter  Witten  and  Stephen  Atkinson,  ot  Monroe 
county,  and  such  persons  as  may  be  associated  with  them,  be,  and  thej 
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are  hereby  conitituted  a  bodj  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  sue- 
cessioDy  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Woodsfield  Turnpike  company," 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpitce  road  from  the  Ohio  river,  between 
the  town  of  Clarington  in  Monroe  county  and  Sistersvitle,  to  Woodsfield 
in  said  county;  thence  the  nearest  and  best  way  to  the  National  Road. 

Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  thirty  thousand 
dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  twelve  hundred  shares,  of  twenty-five 
dollars  each;  and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  subscriptions  of  stock,  any 
seven  of  the  persons  named  in  this  act,  may  open  books  for  subscription  of 
stock,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  proper:  Provided^  That 
the  directors  may,  when  they  deem  it  expedient,  increase  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  to  any  sum  not  exceeding'  one  hundred  thousand  dollarsTi 
to  be  divided  into  shares  of  the  amount  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  The  business  and  afiaiis  of  said  company  shall  be  conducted 
and  managed  by  seven  directors,  four  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  for  bu- 
siness^  and  whenever  one  half  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall 
be  subscribed,  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  shall  be  held  at  the  court  house 
in  Woodsfield,  at  such  time  as  any  seven  of  the  persons  named  in  the  first 
section  may  direct,  and  biennially  thereafter,  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
said  directors;  of  which  meeting  ten  days's  previous  notice  shall  be  given, 
by  advertisement  in  some  newspaper,  of  the  most  general  circulation  in 
the  county  of  Monroe;  and  said  directors  when  chosen,  shall  hold  their  of- 
fice until  their  successors  are  duly  elected;  said  directors  shall  have  power 
.  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body;  but  no  person  shall 
be  a  director  who  is  not  a  stockholder;  each  stockholder  shall  have  a  right 
to  one  vote,  for  every  share  of  stock  which  he  holds,  to  the  number  of  ten 
shares,  and  one  vote  for  every  five  shares  over  ten,  which  he  holds. 

Sec.  4.  If  at  any  time  directors  shall  not  be  elected  on  the  day  fixed 
for  that  purpose,  any  three  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  may  call  a 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  electing  directors;  and  any  three  stockholders 
who  hold  not  less  than  thirty  shares,  may  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
company,  twenty  days  notice  of  the  time  of  meeting,  and  of  the  purpose 
for  which  it  is  to  be  held,  shall  be  given  by  the  stockholders  calling  the 
same,  by  advertisement,  published  in  some  newspaper  of  the  most  general 
circulation  in  the  county  of  Monroe. 

Sec.  6.  The  directors,  at  their  first  meeting  after  their  election,  shall 
choose,  out  of  their  own  body,  a  president,  who  shall  hold  his  office  during 
the  time  for  which  he  was  elected  a  director;  and  said  directors  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  treasurer  and  secretary,  and  such  other  officers,  engi- 
neers, and  agents,  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  6,  Whenever  any  person  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  instal- 
ment on  his  stock  called  for  by  the  company,  after  forty  days  notice  hav- 
ing been  given,  of  the  time  of  payment,  such  person  shall,  for  every  month 
that  the  same  remains  unpaid  thereafter,  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  company 
three  per  cent,  for  every  month,  on  the  amount  of  such  instalment:  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  when  any  person  shall  neglect,  for

Sec.  7.  It  shall  he.  the  duty  of  said  company  to  construct  a  good  sub- 
stantial gravel  road  from  Clarington,  by  the  best  and  most  eligible  route 
to  Woodsfield,  in  Monroe  county ;  thence  the  nearest  and  best  way  to  meet 
the  National  Road;  and  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  perform,  in  be- 
half of  the  company,  every  act,  to  make  all  contracts  which  they  may 
deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  said  company,  and  to 
construct  said  road  in  a  proper  manner;  and  to  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  they  may  think  proper,  for  the  transfer  of  stock,  and  to  pre- 
scribe the  proceedings  of  said  company,  and  the  duties  of  its  officers  and 
agents. 

Sec.  8.  Said  company  is  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers  necessa- 
ry to  lay  out,  open,  and  construct  said  road;  and  for  that  purpose  shall 
have  a  right  to  make  said  road  through  any  lands  on  the  route  on  which  it 
may  be  located,  and  to  take  from  the  land  occupied  by  said  road  any  stone, 
gravel,  timber,  or  materials,  necessary  to  construct  the  roads  and  bridges 
by  this  act  authorized  to  be  built  and  and  constructed;  and  in  case  suffi* 
cient  materials  cannot  be  procured  on  the  lands  on  which  said  road  shall 
be  located,  said  company,  their  engineer,  agents,  contractors,  and  work* 
men,  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  lands  adjoining,  or  in  the  vicinity 
of  said  road  and  bridges,  and  to  dig,  quarry,  cut  down,  and  carry  away, so 
much  stone,  timber,  gravel,  earth,  and  other  materials,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  enable  said  company  to  construct  said  road. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  difference  shall  arise  between  said  company  and  Ihe 
owner  of  any  ground  upon  which  said  road  may  be  located,  or  from  which 
stone,  timber,  or  any  other  materials  may  be  taken  by  said  company,  their 
engineers,  agents,  or,  contractors,  respecting  the  damages  sustamed  by 
such  owner,  the  amount  of  such  damages  shall  be  determined  upon  oath, 
by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  of  the  county  Monroe,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  who,  taking  into  consideration 
whether  the  premises  through  which  said  road  may  pass,  are  thereby  ren* 
dercd  more  or  less  valuable  in  consequence  of  the  construction  of  said  road, 
and  of  the  taking  of  such  timber,  or  stone,  shall  assess  the  damage,  if  any, 
by  determining  how^  much  less  valuable,  if  any,  said  premises  shall  be 
rendered,  by  constructing  said  bridges  and  road,  as  aforesaid;  and 
said  freeholders  shuU  make  out  their  award,  in  writing,  and  shall  deliver 
said  award  to  the  Auditor  of  the  county  of  Monroe,  who  shall  file  the 
same  in  his  office;  and  if  said  freeholders  shall  assess  any  damages  in  favor 
of  the  claimant,  the  company  shall  pay  to  him  the  amount  of  said  damages 
and  the  costs,  but  if  no  damages  are  awarded  to  said  claimant,  he  shall  pay 
the  costs. 

Sec.  10.  Said  company  shall  cause  said  road  to  be  opened  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  feet  wide,  at  least  fifteen  feet  of  which  shall  be  covered 
with  stone,  gravel,  or  other  substantial  materials,  in  the  manner  said  cooo- 
pany  may  deem  best;  and  shall  keep  said  road  in  good  repair;  and  whes 
every  continuous  ten  miles  of  said  road  is  completed,  the  commissioners  of 
Monroe  shall,  on  application,  appoint  three  suitable  persons  to  exaoiine  the 
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•aibe,  and  report  thereon  to  said  commissioners;  and  if  said  report  shall 
state  that  said  ten  miles  of  road  is  finished  in  a  proper  manner  to  be  con- 
veniently and  safely  travelled  on,  said  company  may  then  erect  a  gate 
across  said  road,  and  demand  and  receive  from  persons  travelling  on  said  . 
road, the  toll  allowed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  11.  Said  company  shall  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  de- 
mand and  receive,  from  persons  travelling  on  said  road  for  every  ten  miles 
the  following  tolls,  to  vit: 

For  every  four  wheeled  stage,  carriage,  or  wagon,  drawn  by  two  horses 
or  oxen,  twenty-five  cents,  and  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  five 
cents; 

Fpr  every  sled,  sleigh^  or  cart,  with  one  or  two  horses,  twelve  and  a 
half  cents; 

For  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  a  fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  led  or  driven^ 
two  cents; 

For  every  head  of  cattle,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  one  cent; 

Forevery  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  half  cent; 

For  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  thirty-seven  cents; 

For  every  two  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  gig,  or  chaise,  twenty-five 
cents;  Provided,  Thatall  persons  going  to,  and  returning  from  public  wor- 
ship, all  funeral  processions,  all  militia  men  going  to,or  returning  from  pub- 
lic muster,  and  all  jury-men  going  to,  or  returning  from  Court,  shall  pass 
free  from  the  payment  of  any  toll. 

Sec.  12.  The  directors  of  said  company  shall,  annually,  or  semi-annu* 
ally,  as  they  may  determine,  declare  and  make  such  dividend  upon  the 
shares  of  stock  in  said  company,  of  the  profits,  and  tolls  received,  as  they 
deem  advisable  and  proper,  after  deducting  therefrom  the  necessary  cur- 
rent and  contingent  expenses. 

If  any  person  shall,  wantonly  or  wilfully  destroy,  injure,  or 
obstruct  said  road  or  any  'bridge  or  bridges  thereon,  every  such  person 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  county 
of  Monroe,  or  any  other  county  through  which  said  road  may  pass,  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  for  such  offence,  to  be  recovered  in 
an  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  the  "Woodsfield  Turnpike  Company,"  and 
such  person  shall  also  be  liable  to  said  company  for  all  damages  which  he 
may  commit  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  14.  If  the  corporation  hereby  authorized,  shall  not  become  duly 
organized  by  an  election  of  directors  within  two  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  and  within  one  year  thereafter  commence  the  construction  of  said 
road,  this  act  shall  be  void,  and  said  corporation  dissolved.

them  and  their  successors,  lands,  tenements  aud  hereditaments,  necessary 
for  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  the  same  to  sell,  grant,  rent,  or  in 
any  manner  dispose  of;  lo  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  de- 
fended; and  also  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
alter,  break,  or  renew,  at  pleasure;  and  if  either  of  the  persons  named 
in  this  section,  shall  die,  refuse,  or  neglect  to  exercise  the  powers  and  dis- 
charge the  duties  hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  per- 
sons herein  before  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  tp  appoint  somesaita- 
ble  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  so  often  as  the 
same  shall  occur* 

Sec.  2.  .  That  the  said  corporation  are  hereby  empowered  to  cause  saeh 
examination  and  survey  to  be  made  between  the  Indiana  State  line,  in  the 
county  of  Vanwert,  Paulding  pr  Williams,  in  an  easterly  direction,  to  the 
Ohio  river,  in  the  county  of  Columbiana,  or  to  the  intersection  of  any  rail> 
road  leading  to  said  river,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  ascertain  the  most  ad> 
vantageous  route  whereon  to  construct  a  rail-mad,  and  shall  cause  an  esti- 
mate to  be  made  of  the  probable  cost  thereof  for  each  mile  separately; 
and  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  the 
right  to  construct  a  rail-road,  with  one  or  more  rail- ways  or  tracks,  from 
the  Indiana  State  line,  in  the  county  of  Vanwert  or  Paulding  aforesaid,  to 
the  Ohio  river,  in  the  county  of  Columbiana,  or  to  intersection  of  any  rail> 
road,  leading  to  said  river. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one  millioB 
of  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each; 
and  five  dollars  on  each  share  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  the 
survivors  of  them,  are  authorized  to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptioB 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  such 
subscription;  which  books  shall  be  opened  within  one  year  from  the  pas- 
Sage  of  this  act,  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may  dedm  expedient,  giviag 
twenty  days'  notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  of  Colnoh 
biana,  and  in  such  other  place  or  places  as  may  be  thought  advisable,  of 
the  time  and  place  or  times  and  places  of  opening  said  books;  and  said 
books  shall  be  kept  open  at  least  five  days. 
Sec.  5.    That  as  soon  as  said  stock,  or  three  hundred  thousand  dollars 
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thereof,  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  such  num- 
ber  thereof, as  shall  have  given  the  notice  above  required,  shall  give  alike 
notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  some  time, 
at  least  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  at  some  place  within  some  one  of  the 
counties  through  which  said  rail-road  shall  be  located;  and  if,  at  such  time 
and  place,  the  holders  of  one  half  or  more  of  said  stock  subscribed,  shall  at- 
tend, either  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxy,  they  shall  proceed  to  choose 
from  the  stockholders,  by  ballot,  nine  directors,  each  share  of  capital  stock 
entitling  the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at  such  election  the  persons  named  in 
4he  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  three  of  them,  if  no  more  be  present) 
«hall  be  inspectors  of  such  election,  and  shall  certify  in  writing,  signed  by 
them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  what  persons  are  elected  directors;  and  if  two 
or  more  of  thcim  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  such  inspectors  shall  de- 
termine, by  lot,  which  of  them  shall  be  a  director  or  directors  to  complete 
the  number  required,  and  shall  certify  the  same  in  like  manner;  and  said 
inspectors  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  meeting  of 
directors,  at  which  meeting  five  shall  form  a  board  competent  to  transact 
all  business  of  the  company ;  and  thereafter  a  new  election  of  directors  shall 
be  made  annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders  at  their  first, 
meeting,  shall  appoint;  and  if  the  stockholders  shall,  at  their  first  meeting, 
fail  toappoint  the  day  of  such  election,  then  it  shall  be  holden  in  the  suc- 
ceeding year,  on  the  same  day  of  the  same  month  on  which  said  first  elec* 
fion  was  holden,  unless  the  same  should  be  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in 
which  case  it  shall  be  holden  on  the  day  next  succeeding;  and  if  no  elec- 
tion be  made  on  the  day  appointed,  said  company  shall  not  be  thereby 
dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  made  at  any  time  appointed  by  the  by- 
laws of  said  company;  and  directors  chosen  at  any  election,  shall  remam 
directors  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified:  and  directors  chosen  at  any 
election,  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  choose  of  their  own  number, 
one  person  to  be  president,  and  another  to  be  treasurer  of  such  company, 
and  another  to  be  secretary  of  said  company;  and  from  time  to  time  may 
choose  such  other  officers,  as,  by  their  by-laws,  they  may  designate  as 
necessary. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  directors  may  require  pnyment  of  the  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock  at  such  times,  in  such  proportions,  and  on  such  condi- 
tions, as  they  shall  deem  fit,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  all  previous  pay- 
ments thereon  or  otherwise:  Provided^  They  shall  never  require  the  pay- 
ment to  be  made  at  any  place  out  of  the  counties  through  which  s$id  road 
ehall  pass;  and  such  directors  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  ap> 
pointed  time  of  such  required  payment,  give  notice  thereof  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  for  giving  notice  of  the  opening  of 
the  books  of  subscription  for  the  stock  of  said  company. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make 
from  time  to  time,  all  necessary  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  touching 
the  business  of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  traeks  or 
rail-ways  upon  said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  and  the  description  of  car- 
riages which  may  be  used  thereon;  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  in 
which  passengers  and  goods  shall  be  transported  thereon,  and  the  manner 
of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation,  and  to  fix  penalties  for  the  breach 
of  any  such  rule  or  regulation,  or  by-laws,  and  to  direct  the  mode  and  eon- 
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dKtSoi  of  trtiMf«rilig  the  flock  of  tsid  coRipaay ;  and  penaltiet  proYidoJI  for 

bj  said  by-laws,  may  be  sued  for  by  any  person  authorized  thereto,  in  the 
name  of  said  company,  and  recoyered  in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  oourt 
"having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount;  and  said  company  may  erect  and  main- 
tain toil-houses,  and  such  other  buiidiogs  and  fixtures,  for  the  acconunoda- 
tion  of  those  usiog  said  road,  and  of  themselves,  as  they  may  deem  in  any 
way  necessary  for  their  interest  or  convenience. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  company  ^hall  have  the  right  to  enter  open  any 
land,  to  survey  and  lay  down  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  ia 
widtli«  and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said 
road  ^  and  whenever  ^ny  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  construc- 
tion of  such  road,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  com- 
pany, and  the  owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company  as  to  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  corapeo- 
sation  as  aforesaid,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  minors,  insane 
persons  or  married  women,  then  the  guardian  or  guardians  of  such  minor 
or  minors,  and  insane  persons,  and  the  husbands  of  such  married  women, 
may  select  for  themselves  an  arbitrator*  and  the  said  company  shall  sekct 
one  arbitrator,  and  the  two  thus  selected  shall  take  to  themselves  a  third, 
who  shall  be  sworn  and  paid  as  arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  the  thrte, 
or  a  majority  of  themrshall  award  as  arbitrators  between  the  parties,  and 
render  copies  of  their  award  to  each  of  the  parties  in  writing,  from  which 
award  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  coonty 
in  which  such  lands  and  materials  may  have  been  situated;  and  in  all  cases 
when  compensation  shall,  in  any  manner,  be  claimed  fof  lands,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  arbitrators  and  court  to  estimate  any  advantage  which 
the  location  and  constructing  of  said  road  may  be  to  the  claimant  for  snch 
xsompensation  and  the  value  of  such  advantage,  if  any,  shall  be  set  oflagainst 
the  compensation  so  claimed  of  said  company;  and  appeals  in  such 
shall,  when  taken,  be  in  all  respects  proceeded  in  as  appeals  in  other 
to  said  court,  and  brought  into  said  court,  by  filing  the  award  with  the 
clerk  of  said  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the  same  on  the  docket 
of  said  court,  setting  down  the  claimant  or  claimants  as  plaintiff,  and  said 
company  aSvdefendant;  and  when  the  valuation  so  ascertained  shall  be  paid 
or  tendered  by  said  company,  [said  company]  shall  have  the  same  right  to 
retain,  own,  hold,  and  possess  said  materials  and  to  the  use  and  occapa- 
tion  of  said  lands,  as  fully  and  absolutely  as  if  the  same  had  been  gnmted 
and  conveyed  to  said  company  by  deed. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  company  may  construct  the  said  rail-road  across  or 
upon  any  public  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if  the  same 
shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  road,  highway, 
stream  of  water  [or  water]  course  to  its  proper  state,  or  in  a  sufiicient  maa- 
ner  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  road,  highway,' water  or  water 
course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public* 

Sec.  10.  That  any  railway  company  now  or  yet  to  be  chartered  br 
law  of  this  State,  shall  have  the  power  to  join  and  unite  with  the  road 
hereby  incorporated,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  such  <:ompanf 
may  think  advisable,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  said  companies  nasy 
respectively  agree,  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  upon  such  terms  as 
the  snpreaM  oonrt  may  in  chancery  detemuae* 
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S«c«  1 1  •  That  said  company  may  demand  and  racaive  for  tolli  upon, 
and  tha  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property 
of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  along  said  railway,  any  sum 
not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize  or  property 
of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one  a  half  cents  per  mile  per  ton  for  toll;  five  cents  on  a  ton  per  mile  for 
transportation,  on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  de- 
scription whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and  for  the  trans* 
porta tion  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  pas* 
•enger. 

Sec.  12«  That  if  proceedings  be  not  had  under  this  act,  within  three< 
years  from  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  if  said  road  be  not  completed 
within  ten  years  thereafter,  then  the  same  to  be  void  and  of  no  eSetU 

Sec*  13.  That  so  soon  as  the  amount  of  tolls  accruing  and  received 
for  the  use  of  said  road  or  any  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  < 
act,  shall  exceed  five  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  the 
directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  suchnett  prohts  among 
the  stockholders,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no  contin- 
gent or  accumulating  fund  exceeding  one  per  centum  of  the  profits  of  said 
company,  shall  remain  undivided  for  more  than  six  months. 

Sec.  1 4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in  any 
way  spoil,  injure,  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or  any 
thing  belonging  or  incident  thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  thereof,  or  any  buildings,  fixtures  or  carriages,  erected  or  con- 
structed for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof;  such  person  or  persons  shall 
each  be  liable  for  every  such  offence,  to  treble  the  damages  sustained  there- 
by, to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
01  that  amount. 

Sec.  15.  That  whenever  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the 
duly  of  the  said  company,  so  to  construct  the  said  rail-road  across  such 
road  or  way,  as  not  to  impede  the  passage^  or  transportation  oi  persons 
or  property  along  the  same;  or  when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through 
the  lands  of  any  individual,  it  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such 
individual,  proper  wagon-ways  across  said  road  from  one  part  of  his  land 
to  another,  without  delay;  and  on  neglect  to  do  so,  said  company  shall  be 
liable  to  such  individual  in  double  the  amount  of  damages  occasioned  by 
such  neglect. 

Sec.  16.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State 
or  the  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  authority  of  this  State,  to 
cross  tiie  road  hereby  incorporated  with  any  canal,  rail-road  or  other  road: 
Provided^  That  in  so  crossing  no  unnecessary  injury  shall  be  done  to  the 
works  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  State  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  after  the  ex* 
piration  of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and 
hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  original 
cost  for  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  the  necessary  permanent  fixtures 
at  the  time  of  purchase,  and  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon:  of  which  co3t  an  ac* 
curate  statement  in  writing,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly 
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daly  attested  b/  the  o«th  of  the  offieen  of  eeid  compsny,  if  die  General 
Assembly  shall  require  it 

Sec*  18.  That  whenever  the  dividends  of  said  companj  shall  exceed 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum,  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  may  im- 
pose such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  8uch.dividends,  as  shall  be  le- 
ceived  from  other  rail*road  companies. 

Sec.  19.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  or  State, 
or  for  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  to  subscribe  for  any  number 
of  shares  of  stock  in  said  company,  upon  the  same  terms  as  other  sabscri- 
bers  are  authorized  to  take  and  subscribe  for  the  same;  that  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  borrow  any  amount  of  money  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  said  rail-road,  and  to  pledge  said  road,  the 
stock  that  may  be  originally  subscribed,  and  all  the  tolls  and  property 
arising  therefrom,  for  the  payment  of  the  same;  that  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  favorably  construed  for  the  purposes 
therein  expressed,  and  declared  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever.

To  am«nd  ^*An  tct  to  inoorporate  the  Hamilton,  RoMTille,  SomenriUe,  Naweonb  ami 

Eaton  Tnmpike  Company.** 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
if  any  person  shall  wiliblij  destroy  or  in  any  manner  injure  or  obstruct 
any  part  of  the  road  authorized  to  be  constructed  by  the  act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Hamilton,  Rossvitle,  Somerville,  Newcomb  and  Eaton  Turnpike 
Company,  toad  or  the  gutters  thereof,  or  shall  deface,  remove  or  ibjare 
any  gate,  bridge,  culvert^  guide  board,  mile  post  or  stone,  or  painted  list 
of  rates  of  toll  thereon,  otherwise  than  in  the  just  and  lawful  use  of  the 
same,  any  such  person  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  county  in  which  said  offence  shall  be  committed,  be  liable  to 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  nor  less  than  three  dollars,  for  every 
such  offence;  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  at  the  suit  of  the  Statt 
of  Ohio,  one-half  thereof  to  go  to  the  county  and  the  other  half  to  the 
informer;  and  such  offender  shall  moreover  be  liable  for  all  damages  by  the 
company  sustained,  in  consequence  of  such  obstruction  or  injury  to  said 
road,  gutters,  gates,  bridges,  culverts,  guide  board,  mile  post  or  list  of  ratei 
of  tolls* 

Sec.  %  Said  company  shall  put  up  a  post  or  stone  at  the  end  of  each 
mile,  with  the  number  of  miles  from  Hamilton  or  Rossville,  and  from  £atot, 
fairly  cut  or  painted  thereon;  and  «hall  also  place,  in  a  conspicuous  sitoa* 
tion  near  each  gate,  a  board,  with  the  rates  of  toll  fairly  printed  thereosu 

Sec  3.    So  soon  as  said  company  shall  have  completed  any  number  of 
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continuous  miles, not  less  than  five,  beginning  at  the  south  end  of  the  same, 
and  so  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  five  or«more  succeeding  continuous 
miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor 
to  appoint  an  agent,  on  the  application  of  the  company,  to  examine  said 
road  and  report  to  si^id  Governor  his  opinion  in  writing  to  the  president  of 
the  company;  and  if  said  report  shall  state  the  road,  or  any  continuous 
five  miles  thereof,  to  be  completed  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendmeiit,  then  said  company  may  erect  a  gate  or  gates  at 
suitable  distances,  and  demand  and  receive  from  persons  travelling  on  said 
road,  the  tolls  allowed  by  this  act:  Provided,  however^  That  said  company 
shall  not  erect  gates  at  a  less  distance  than  two  miles  from  each  other, 
nor  within  two  and  a  half  miles  of  Rossville:  Andproroided  also,  That  they 
shall  not  charge  tolls  at  rates  proportionally  higher  than  named  in  the 
act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

Sec.  4.  Said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  demand  and  collect 
from  persons  residing  upon  said  road  or  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  same, 
who  shall  frequently  travel  on  the  same,  a  greater  distance  than  one-half 
mile,  anysum  that  may  be  reasonable,  not  exceediiig  twenty  dollars  per 
annum,  with  leave  to  soch  person  and  to  his  family  at  all  times  to  travel  on 
foot,  on  horse-back,  or  with  his  team  or  teams:  Provided,  however,  That 
said  company  shall  not  charge  persons  travelling  said  road  as  aforesaid, 
a  sum  exceeding  a  proportionate  amount  of  the  toll  charged  per  mile  for 
said  road:  And  provided  also,  Thnt  persons  travelling:  saidroadany  distance 
over  half  a  mile,  shall  be  liable  to  said  company  for  toil  in  proportion  di»- 
tance  so  travelled* 

Sec.  5.  Said  company  arc  hereby  required  to  construct  culverts  or 
bridges  across  the  gutters,  drains  or  ditches  at  every  point  where  any  State, 
county,  or  township  road  shall  cross  or  intersects  said  turnpike  road,  if 
the  same  shall  be  necessary  to  enable  travellers,  at  such  points,  to  cross, 
get  on,  or  leave  s^iid  road;  and  said  company  are  here  by  authorized  and  em- 
powered, upon  all  other  points  on  said  road,  to  require  persons  oWning  the 
land  contiguous,  thereto,  to 'make,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  engineer,  it 
shall  be  necessary^  such  bridges  or  culverts  over  said  gutters,  ditches  or 
drains^  as  will  prevent  injury  bemg  done  to. said  road  or  said  gutters 
by  driving  on  or  off' of  said  road;  and  if  such  person  or  persons  shall  fail 
or  refuse  to  make  and  construct  said  bridges  or  culverts  in  a  good  and  suffi- 
cient manner,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  engineer  on  said  road, 
then  every  such  person  so  failing  or  refusing,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penal- 
ties fixed  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  shall  also  be  liable  to  safd 
company  for  all  damages  sustained  by  his  failure  to  make  said  bridges 
or  culverts  ns  aforesaid. 

Sec.  S.  That  the  said  turnpike  road  company  are  hereby  invested  with  full 
power  and  authority,  to  purchase  the  bridge  across  the  Miami  river,  be- 
tween Hamilton  and  Rossville,  from  the  company  to  which  said  bridge 
belongs:  that  said  purchase  shall  not  be  made  by  said  road  company,  until 
a  majority  in  value  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  shall  at  a  special 
meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose,  on  sixty  days  previous  notice  being 
given,  shall  determine  in  favor  of  such  purchase;  and  said  bridge  when  so 
purchased,  shall  become  thu  property  of  said  road  company,  wbo  shsJl  be 
61— LL. 
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entitled  to  atl  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges,  now  pertaining  to 
bridge  company  and  no  more.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  fy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAto,  That  Ran- 
dall Stivers,  Nial  Nye,  Samuel  Halliday,  David  Barber  and  John  C.  Bestow, 
of  the  county  of  Meigs;  aud  Francis' Caldwell,  Joseph  Hewitt,  B.  MiUea, 
John  Perkins,  John  Brown,  2d.,  Ebenezer  Currier,  of  the  coanty  of  Athens, 
and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  ^^  Nyesville*  Chester  and  Athens  Toni- 
pike  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from 
Nye8ville,m  the  county  of  Meigs,  by  way  of  Chester  [in  Meigs  county,]  to 
Athens  in  Athens  county;  which  company  shall  have  all  the  rights,  priv- 
ileges and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  defined  in  the  *<act 
to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,"  passed  7th  January, 
1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto,  es:cept  in  so  far  as  the  same 
may  be  modified  or  changed  by  the  special  provisions  of  this  act 

Sec  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  h«i^ 
dred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each* 

Sec.  3.  That  the  above  named  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  towa 
of  Chester,  in  the  county  of  Meigs,  at  such  time  as  they  shall  think  fit, 
and  proceed  to  organize  the  said  company,  and  to  take  order  for  the 
opening  of  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  agreeably  to  the  second 
section  of  the  said  ^  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  compa- 
nies." 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed  to  the  stock  of  the  company,  the  above  named  commissioners  sbaU 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  thiid 
section  of  the  said  ^^act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  com- 
panies," for  the  election  of  nine  directors,  for  the  govemoaent  of  the  said 
company. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  company  be,  and  they  are  hereby'  authorized  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  persons  travelling  on  said  road,  the  following  toib 
for  every  ten  miles  travel  on  said  road,  and  in  suitable  proportion  for  a  iest 
distance,  to  wit: 

For  every  fo^r  wheeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other 
animal,  eighteen  and  three  fourth  cents;  Tor  every  horse  or  other  animal 
in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  cart,  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled  carriage 
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of  any  kind^  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 
for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  Jby  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents; 

For  every  coach,  chiiriot,  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn 
by  one  horse  (driver  included,)  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  additional 
horse,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse  a!nd  rider,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  mule,  horse,  or  ass^  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  and  upwards^ 
two  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  three  fourths 
of  a:  cent; 

And  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  fourth  of  a  cent: 

And  the  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  one-hak 
of  the  foregoing  rates  of  toll  on  the  said  road,  when  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof,.being  not  less  than  ten  miles  together,  shall  have  been  graded  and 
bridged,  though  not  fully  completed:  Provided,  That  such  persons  shall  be 
exempt  from  ^ayin^  tolls,  as  are  exempted  in  the  eleventh  section  of  the 
general  act,  passed  January  7th,  1817,  before  mentioned,  saving  only  per< 
sons  conveying  the  public  'mails  of  the  United  States;  which  last  men- 
tioned persons  shall  not  pass  free,  as  in  said  act  provided. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  shall  not  become  organ- 
ized agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  commence  operations  with- 
in two  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  the  same,  then,  and  in  that  case, 
their  right  to  do  so  shall  cease.

To  incorporate  the  Venioe  and  Marganitta  RaiUroad  Company. 

See.  I.  Be  it  enacted  huthe  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  OAto,  That 
Samuel  S.  Smith,  William  McCartney,  Hariey  Long,  Andrew  B.  Foster  and 
O.  M^Knight,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  become 
associated  with  them,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  be,  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
by  the  name  of,  ^'the  Venice  and  Margaretta  Rail-road  Company,"  and 
by  that  name  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  to  pur- 
chate,  hold,  enjoy,  and  retain  to  them  and  their  successors,  all  such  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  con- 
templated by  this  act;  and  the  same  to  sell,  grant,  rent  or  in  any  manner 
dispose  of;  and  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  and  if  either  of  tha 
persons  named  in  this  section  shall  die,  refuse  or  neglect  to  exercise  the 
powers  and  discharge  the  duties  hereby  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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remaining  persons  hereinafter  named,  or  a  majority'  of  them  to  appoiBt 
some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  so  ofteD 
as  the  same  shall  occur. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  are  hereby  empowered  to  caDse  sach 
examination,  and  surveys  to  be  made  between  the  village  of  Venice  and 
the  village  of  Bellevue,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  ascertain  the  most  advan- 
tageous route  whereon  to  construct  a  Raii-road,  and  shall  cause  an  esti- 
mate of  the  probable  cost  thereof,  for  each  mile  separately;  and  the  said 
corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  the  right  to  con- 
struct a  Rail-road,  with  one  or  more  rail  ways,  or  tracts,  from  the  village  of 
Venice  aforesaid,  to  intersect  the  Mad  River  and  Lnke  Erie  Rail-road,  at 
some  point  at  or  north  of  the  village  of  Bellevue  aforesaid,  in  the  coontjr 
of  Huron* 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;'and 
five  dollars  on  each  share  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  ofsubscribittg. 

Sec.  4.  Thot  the  above  named  persons  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  the 
survivors  of  them,  are  authorized  to  oper^  books  for  receiving  subscriptioni 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  such 
subscription;  which  books  shall  be  opened  within  two  years  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  at  such  place  or  places,  as  they  may  deem  expedient.pv- 
ittg  twenty  days  notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  of  Hu- 
ron, and  in  such  other  place  or  places  as  may  be  thought  advisable,  of  the 
time  and  place,  or  times  and  places  of  opening  said  books;  and  they  shall 
be  kept  open  at  IdaSt  ten  days. 

Sec.  5.  That  so  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  of  said  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  the  same  number  thereof,  as 
shall  have  given  the  notice  above  required,  shall  give  like  notice  fora  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  son^e  time,  at  least  thirty 
days  thereafter,  and  at  some  place  within  the  said  county  of  Huron:  and 
if  at  such  time  and  place,  the  holders  of  ono  half  or  more  of  said  stock  sub- 
scribers, shall  attend  either  in  person,  or  by  lawful  proxy,  they  shall  pro- 
ceed to  choose  from  the  stockholders  bv  ballot,  five  directors,  each  share 
of  capital  stock  entitling  the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at  such  election,  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, or  those  appointed  by  its  pro- 
visions to  fill  vacancies  which  may  have  occurred,  or  any  three  of  them,  if 
no  more  be  present,  shall  be  inj^pectors  of  such  election,  and  shall  certify 
in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  wl^it  persons  are  elected 
directors;  and  if  two  or  more  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  such  inspec- 
tors shall  determine,  by  lot,  which  of  them  shall  be  director  or  directors,  to 
complete  the  number  required,  and  shall  certify  the  same  in  like  manner; 
and  the  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first 
meeting  of  directors;  at  which  meeting  a  majority  shall  form  a  board  com- 
petent 10  transact  all  business  of  the  company,  and  thereafter  a  new  elec- 
tion of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at  such  time  tind  place  as  the  stock- 
holders, at  their  first  meeting  shall  ap^oint;'and  if  the  stockholders  shall,  at 
their  first  meeting  fail  to  appoint  the  day  of  such  election,  then  it  shall  be 
bolden  in  the  succeeding  year,  on  the  same  day  of  the  same  month  on 
which  said  first  election  was  holden,  unless  the  same  should  be  on  the  first 
^ayjof  the'waek,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  holden  on  the  day  next  succeed*

ing;  and  if  no  election  be  made  on  the  day  appointed,  said  company  shall 
not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  made  at-any  time  appointed  by 
the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall,  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  choose  of  their  own  number,  one  person  to  be 
president,  and  another  to  be  treasurer  of  such  company;  and  another  to  be 
secretary  of  said  company;  and  from  time  to  time  may  choose  such  other 
officers,  as  by  their  by-laws  they  may  designate  as  necessary. 

Sec.  6«  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  may  require 
payment  of  the  subscription  to  the  capital  stock,  at  such  times  and  places, 
and  in  such  proportions,  and  on  such  condition  as  they  may  thmk  expedi- 
ent: Provided^  That  notice  of  such  requisition  shall  be  first  given  in  some 
newspaper  printed  and  in  general  circulation  in  the  county  aforesaid;  and 
if  any  stockholder  shall  faifor  neglect  to  pay  his  subscription  to  the  capital 
stock,  or  such  pact  thereof  as  shall  be  thus  required,  for  the  space  of  sixty 
days  after  the  time  appointed  by  said  notice,  for  the  payment  thereof,  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company  may  sell  at  public  vendue,  so  ma- 
ny shares  of  said  delinquent  stockholder,  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  such 
requisition,  and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  making  said  sale;  and 
the  share  or  shares  so  sold,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  purchaser;  paying 
the  overplus,  if  any,  to  said  delinquent  on  demand. 

Sec.  ?•  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make, 
from  time  to  time,  all  needfuf  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  touching  the 
business  of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracts  or  rail- 
ways upon  said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  and  the  description  of  carria- 
ges which  may  be  used  thereon;  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  in  which 
passengers  or  goods  shall  be  transported  thereon,  and  the  manner  of  col- 
lecting tolls  for  such  transportation,  and  to  fix  penalties  for  the  breach  of 
any  such  rule,  regulation  or  by-law,  and  to  direct  the  mode  and  condition 
of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  company;  and  penalties  provided  for  by 
said  by-laws,  may  be  sued  for  by  any  person  or  persons  authorized  there- 
to, in  the  name  of  said  company,  and  recovered  m  an  action  of  debt,  be- 
fore any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount;  and  said  company  may 
erect  and  maintain  toll  houses,  and  such  other  buildings  and  fixtures  for  the 
accommodation  of  those  using  said  road  and  for  themselves,  as  they  may 
deem  in  any  way  necessary  for  their  interest  or  convenience. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  .upon  any  lands, 
to  survey  and  lay  down  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width, 
and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  road;  and 
whenever  any  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  construction  of  said 
road,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  company,  and  the 
owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company,  as  to  the  compensation  to 
be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  compensation  as  aforesaid, 
or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  not  residents  of  said  county,  or  mi- 
nors, insane  persons,  or  married  women,  then  the  agents  of  such  non-resi- 
dents, guardian  or  guardians  of  such  [minor  or  minors]  and  insane  persons, 
and  the  husbands  of  such  married  women,  may  select  tor  themselves  an  ar- 
bitrator, and  the  said  company  shall  select  one  arbitrator,  and  the  two  thus 
selected,  shall  take  to  themselves  a  third,  who  shall  be  sworn  and  paid  as 
arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  the  three  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  award 
as  arbitrators  between  the  parties,  and  render  copies  of  their  award  to  each 
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of  the  parties,  in  vrriting,  from  Vfl^xch  awards  either  partj  may  appeal  to 
the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county  in  which  such  lands  or  materia 
als  ma^have  been  situated;  and  in  all  cases  whece  compensation  shall  in 
any  manner  be  claimed  forlands^  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  arbitrators  and 
the  court  to  estimate  any  advantage  which  the  location  and  coastruciicii 
of  said  road  may  be  to  the  claimants  for  such  compensation,  and  the  value 
of  such  advantage,  if  any  shall  be  set  off  against  the  compensation  so  claim- 
ed of'said  company;  and  appeals  in  such  cases  shall,  when  taken,  be  in  all 
respects  proceeded  in  as  appeals  in  other  cases  to  said  court,  and  be 
brought  into  said  court,  by  filing  the  award  with  the  clerk  of  said  court, 
whose  doty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the  same  on  the  docket  of  said  court,  set- 
ting down  the  claimant,  or  claimants,  as  plaintiff,  aiid  said  company  as  de- 
fendant; and  when  the  valuation  so  ascertained,  shall  be  paid  or  rendered 
by  said  company,  said  company  shall  have  the  same  right  to  retain,  own, 
hold  and  possess  said  lands  and  materials,  as  fully  and  absolutely  as  if  tbe 
same  had  been  granted  and  conveyed  to  said  company  ^by  deed,  so  long  as 
the  san>e  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  said  road* 

Sec.  9*  That  said  company  may  construct  the  said  RaiUroad  across  or 
upon  any  lands,  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course, if 
the  same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  lands, 
road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  to  its  former'state,  or  in 
a  sufficient  manner  as  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  said  road,  highway, 
water  or  water  course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public,  without  uonecessary 
delay. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  railway  company,  now  or  yet  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join,  unite  with  or  cross  the  road 
hereby  incorporated,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  such  companjr 
may  think  advisable,  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of  such  companies  oiay 
respectively  agree;  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  upon  such  terms  as 
the  supreme  court  may  in  chancery  decide. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  toUs 
upon,  and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or 
property  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  along  said  rail- 
way, any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchan- 
dize or  property  of  any  description  whatsever,  transported  by  them,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  for  toll;  five  cents  on  a  ton  per 
mile  for  transportation  on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of 
any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  Wile  for 
each  passenger. 

Sec.  12.  That  all  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may  with  suitable 
and  proper  carnages  use  and  travel  upon  the  said  Rail-road;  always  subject 
however  (o  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  company  are  authorized  to 
make  by  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  State  or 
citizens,  or  any  company  now  or  hereafter  to  be  incorporated  by  law  of 
this  State,  to  cross  said  road  with  any  canal,  Rail-roador  other  road:  JPr^ 
vided^  That  in  so  crossing  no  unnecessary  injury  shall  be  doue  to  the  road 
hereby  mcorporated. 

Sec*  14.    That  when  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  location  of  said  roadf

to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual  it  shall  be  the  dutj  of  aaid  com-- 
pany,  forthwith  to  furnish  suitable  wagon  wajs  for  said  individual,  from 
one  part  of  [bis]  land  to  the  other,  and  on  failure  to  do  so,  said  company 
shall  be  liable  to  said  individual  in  double  the  amount  of  damages  occasioned 
by  said  neglect. 

Sec*  5.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  annually  Or  semi* 
aDnHally  declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the 
nett  profits-arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the  out- 
standing debts,  and  the  necessary  current  and  probable  contingent  expen- 
ses, and  that  they  shall  divide  the  sum  amongst  the  stockholders  of  said 
oompany  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 

Sec*  16.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  amount  to 
any  sum  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  cost  of  said  road,  and 
the  necessary  expenses  of  the  same,  the  Legislature  may  impose  such  rea- 
sonable taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends  as  may  be  imposed  on  other 
Rail- road  companies. 

Sec.  17.  That  if  the  Legislature  shall  after  the  expiration  of  thirty- 
five  yean  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision  by  law  for  the  repay- 
ment to  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  the  construc- 
tion of  said  Rail-road,  and  of  the  value  of  the  necessary  permanent  fixtures 
thereto  at  the  time  of  purchase,  with  an  addition  of  fifteen  per  cent,  thereon, 
of  which  expenditure  an  accurate  statement  in  writing,  attested  by  the 
oath  or  aiBruiatiou  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  General  Assembly  if  required,  then  said  road  and  fixtures  shall  vest  in, 
and  become  the  property  of  the  State. 

Sec.  18.  That  if  the  proceedings  be  not  had  under  this  act  within  three 
years  from  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  if  said  road  be  not  completed 
fvithin  ten  years  thereafter,  then  the  same  to  be  void  and  of  no  efiect. 

Sec.  19.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfully  obstruct  or  any 
way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  road,*  or  either  of  its  branches,  pr  any 
thing  belonging,  or  incident  thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  thereof,  or  any  buildings,  fixtures,  or  carriages  erected  or 
constructed  for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof,  such  person  or  persons 
shall  each  be  liable  for  every  such  offence,  to  treble  the  damages  sustained 
thereby  ta  bo  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
of  the  amount. 

Sec.  20.  That  ihis  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall 
be  so  construed  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  eFsewliere.

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Gbampaign  county,  be,  and  they  bereby  are  appoioted  commissioners  to 
review,  alter,  change  and  establish  that  part  of  said  road  that  lies  between 
Smith's  Mill,  in  Logan  county,  to  a  point  where  the  county  road  crosses 
Ludlow^s,  line,  leading  from  West  Liberty  in  Logan  county,  near  Moant 
Tabor  meeting  house,  in  the  county  of  Champaign* 

Sec.  S.  That  if  said  commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  of 
opinion  that  an  alteration  or  location  of  a  part  ot  parts  of  said  road,  witb-

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Vinowtten,  John  Melendy,  James  Melendy,  I*.  Keenjper,  Geo.  C.  Miller, 
James  G.  Birney,  Jacob  Hofltier,  jr.  Andrew  Smalley  and  B.  C.  Bonnel, 
and  therr  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Hamilton  county  Beet  Sugar  Com- 
pany;  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors^  shall  be  capable  in  law 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued,  defending 
and  being  defenc  edin  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  matters  whatsoever, 
with  full  power  to  acquire,  hold,  occupy  and  enjoy,  all  such  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  prosecution  of  their 
business;  and  may  make  and  execute,  alter  and  repeal,  such  by-laws  rule^ 
and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  company  and  the  management 
of  their  business  and  affairs,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  not  being  repug- 
nant to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State;  they  may  have  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  may  alter,  break  and  renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  located  for  the  conduct  of  its  bu- 
siness, in  Hamilton  county,  and  its  purposes,  objects  and  business  shall  be^ 
the  culture  of  the  Beet,  and  the  manufacture  of  Sugar,  a'pd  all  kinds  of  ma- 
chinery necessary  to  carry  into  full  operation  the  above  named  manufac- 
turing business. 

Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into,  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  for  and  paid  at  such  times  and  in 
such  proportions;  and  shall  be  transferable  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
restrictions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  and  rules  of  said  company:

Sec.  !•  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
George  Wells,  Thomas  Heaton  andJames  Stewart,  of  Colambiana;  Wil* 
liam  HcCuilough,  James  Means,  James  W^ilsoa,  Thomas  Shannon  and 
James  Hodges,  of  Jeflferson,  and  Ebenezer  Martin,  of  fielmont  county, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  ^appointed  coftimissioners,  under  the  direction  of 
a  majority  of  whom,  subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Wellsville,  Steubenville  and  Bridgeport  Rail-Road  Company,  hereby 
incorporated;  and  they,' or  a  majority  of  them,  may  cause  books  to  m 
opened  in  the  counties  of  Columbiana,  Jefferson,  Bejmont^and  such  other 
places  as  they  may  direct*  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  cotppany^  after  having  given  thirty  days'  notice  uf  the 
time  and  place  of  opening  the  same,  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  prinl- 
ed  in  one  or  more  pf  the  aforesaid  counties;  and  that  upon  the  first 
opening  of  said  books,  they  sha{l  be  kept  open  for  at  least  ten  days  in  soc- 
cession,  from  ten  o'clock,  A.  M.  until  two  o'clock,  P.  M«;  and  if,  at  the 
expiration  of  that  period,  such  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  as  is  necessary  to  its  incorporation,  shall  not  have  been  obtain-

Sec.  3.  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to  thb 
act*  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall  be 
and  remain  a  corporation,  under  the  nam^  of  >^  The  Welkville,  Steubenville 
and  Bridgeport  Rail-Road  Company;^'  and  by  that  name,  shall  be  capable 
in  law  of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  estates,  real, 

Eersonal,  and  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
ereinafter  mentioned,  and  no  further^  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
and  by  said  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  b6  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have 
power  to  alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure. 

Sec.  4.  That  upon  all  subscriptions,  there  shall  b«  paid  at  the  time 
of  sabscribing,  to  the  said  commissioners  or  the  agents  appointed  to 
receive  such  subscriptions,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscii- 
bed;  and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  suci)  instalments,  and  at  such 
times,  as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company: 
ProMed^  No  payment  other  than  the  first,  shall  be  demanded  until  at

Sec*  5.  That  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  for  which  the  hooks  are 
jfirst  opened,  if  five  hundred  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed;  or,  if  not,  as  soon  theieal'ter  as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed^ 
if  within  five  ycrars  after  the  first  opening  of  ^  the  books,  the  said  commis* 
aioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  least  six- 
ty days'  notice  thereof;  and  at  such  meeting,  the  said  commissioners  shall 
lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stockholders,  then  and  there  present; 
and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  elect

That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  arc  hereby  vest- 
ed with  the  right  to  construct  a  double  or  single  rail-road,  or  way,  from 
.Wellsville,  in  Columbiana  county,  by  the  mouth  of  Yellow  Creek,  through 
Steabenville,  in  Jefferson  county,  to  Bridgeport,  in  Belmont  county,  on  the 
most  direct  and  least  expensive  route,;  take  and  carry  property  and  per- 
sons upon  the  same,  by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any 
mechanical  or  other  power,  or  of  any  combination  of  them,  which  the 
said  corporation  may  chonse  to  employ:  but  if  the  Bridgeport,  Cadiz  and 
Sandusky  Rail-Road  Company  should  proceed  to  construct  the  road  here- 
tofore authorized,  by  the  valley  of  Short  creek,  the  corporation  hereby 
created  shall  join  said  road  at  the  most  convenient  point  in  the  valley  oif 
Short  creek. 

Sec.  12.    That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be. 
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and  they  are  iierebj  iavested  witb  all  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the 
location,  construction  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
feet  wide,  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directors 
may  deem  necessary;  and  they,  or  their  agents^  or  those  with  whom  they 
may  contract  for  making,  atiy  part  of  the  same,  may  enter  upon,  and  use 
and  excavate,  any  land  which  may  be  Wanted  for  the.  site  of  said  road,  or 
for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in  the  construction,  or  in  the 
repair  of  said  road,  or  its  works;  and  they  may  build  bridges,  may  fix 
•cales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and  use  any  earths,  timber,  gra- 
vel, stone,  or  other  materials,  .which  may  he  wanted^  for  the  construction 
or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  of  its  work^;  and  may  make  and 
construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  construo- 
tion  or  repair  of  said  road.  • 

Sec.  ]  3.     That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  or  any  persons  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  gravel, 
or  stone,  or  other  materials,  of  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  purchase 
or  use,  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  and  if  the 
owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  married  won^an,  insane  person,  or 
idiot,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted,  may  lie,  when 
such  lands  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant, 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  sheriffof  said  county,  or  to  some  dis- 
interested person,  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiring  him  to  summon 
a  jury  of  twelve  men,  inhabitantsof  said  county,  not  related,  or  in  anywise 
interested,  to  meet  on  the  land  or  near  to  the  other  property  or  materials,  to 
be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than

Eany;  and  the  jury  estimating  the  damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied 
y  said  road,  shall  take  into  cstioiate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner 
or  owners,  by  reason  of  said  road  passing  through  or  upon  the  land  of  such 
owner  or  owners,  towards  the  extinguishment  of  such  claim  for  damages^ 
and  the  said  jury  shall  reddce  their  inquisition  to  writing,  and  shall  sign 
and  seal  the  same;  and  it  shall  then  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  for  said  county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  iq  his  office;  and 
'shall  be  confirmed  by  the  said  court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  sufficient  cause 
to  the  contrary  be  shown;  and  when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said 
clerk  at  the  expense  of  said  company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  may  direct 
another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  manner  above  described;  and  such 
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mquisTtion  shall  describe  the  property  takeD,  or  the  bouads  of  the  land

That  if  it^hall  be  necessary  for  sufch  company,  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  route,  or  construction  of  the  road  to  be  hv  them  laid  out  and 
constructed,  or  arty  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or  to  use  any 
turnpike,  road  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  -company  or  persons  in- 
corporated, or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State^it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  contract 
and  agree  with  any  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the  right  to  use 
such  road  or"  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  -of  the  corporate  or  other 
rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said  company 
hereby  incorporated;  and  every  such  other  incorporation,  or  persons  incor- 
porated by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  Statej  is  and  are  hereby  author* 
ized  to  make  such  an  agreement,  contract,  or  transfer,  by  and  through  the 
agency  of  the  person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts  of  incorporation,

iUc.  17.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
purchase,  with  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  any  rail*road  con- 
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structed  by  them  under  this  act,  all  machiaes,  Mragpos,  vehicks  or  car- 
riages, of  any  description  whatsdever,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
E roper  for  the  "purposes  of  transportation  on  said  road ;  and  that  they  shall 
ave  power  to  charge  for  tolls  upon,  and  the  transportation  of  persons, 
goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  pr  )perty  of  every  kind  whatsoever,  trans- 
ported by  them  along  said  rail-road,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following 
rates:. on  all  goods,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  description  whatso- 
ever^ transported  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per 
mile* for  toll,  and  five  cents  per  mile  per  ton,  for  transportation  on  all 
goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  (iny  description  whatsoever, 
transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and  for  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  other  company,  or  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  pay- 
ing thetolls  aforesaid,  to  transport  any  persons,  merchandize,  produce  or 
property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  along  $aid  road,  or  any  par: 
thereof,and  thesaidroad,  with  all  their  worlds,  improvements  and  profits, 
are  hereby  vested  insaid  company,  incorporated  by  this  act,  and  their  suc- 
cessors forever;  andthe  ^shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall 
be  deemed  and  considered  personal  property,  transferable  by  assignment, 
agreeably  to  theby-laws  of  said  cbmpany. 

Sec.  18.  That  any  other  rail-road  company,  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
chartered  by  law  of  this^ State,  may  join  and  connect  said  road  with  the  road 
hereby  contemplated^  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to 
the  State  or  the  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  authority  of 
'this  State,  to  cross  the  rail- road  hereby  incorporated:  Pj*ovided^  That  in 
so  crossing,  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  herpby 
incorporated. 

Sec.  )9.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  semi-annually, 
declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  netl 
pirofits  arising  from  the  resources  pf  said  company,  deducting  the  probable 
amount  of  outstanding  debts  and  the  necessary  current  and  contingent 
e^xpenses,  and  that  they  shall  divide  the  same  amongst  the  stockholders  of 
said  company  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 

Sec.  20.  'That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means 
whatsoever,  injure,  impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  rail-road,  construc- 
ted by  said  company,  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  works,  buildings  or 
machinery  of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  shall 
each  of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  arid  pay  to  the  company,  any 
sura  not  exceeding  three  fold  the  damages;  which  may  be  recovered  in  the 
name  of  the  company,  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  court  of  common  pleas 
for  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  and  shall  also  be 
subject  to  an  indictment  in  said  court,  and  upon  conviction  of  such 
offence,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  th^  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Sec.  21.  That  if  said  rail-road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  be  finished  within  ten  years 
from  the  time  of  commencing  tiiereof,  then  tins  act  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  22*  That  if  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  shall,  after  the  expiration 
of  thirty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make   provision  by  law,. 
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for  the  repayment  of  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in 
the  construction  of  said  rail-road,  and  of  the  valoe  of  the  necessary  per- 
manent fixtures  thereto,  at  the  time,  with  an  addition, of  fifteen  per  cent, 
thereon;  of  which  expenditure  an  accurate  statement  in  writing,  attested 
by  the  oaths  or  affirniations  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  General  Assembly,  if  required;  then  said  road  and  fixtures 
shall  vest  in  and  become  the  property  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  23.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said' company  shall  amount  tea 
sum  exceeding  the  amount  of.six  per  cent,  per  aiinum,  upon  the  costs  of 
said  road,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  same,  the  Legislature  of  this 
iState  may  impose  such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  &>uch  dividends, 
as  may  be  received  from  other  rail-road  companies.

To. incorporate  the  CarroUton  and  Lodi  Rail  Road  Company* 

Sec.  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Isaac  Atkinson,  James  Sinclair,  Kendal  Jackson,  Daniel  McConk,  John  S. 
Hunter,  Wm.  D.  Jenkins,  George  W.  Butler,  George  Hewett,  Leonard 
Harsh,  Charles  Miller,  James  Reed,  Robert  Reed,  Thomas  Latta,  Matson 
Ayres,  Wm.  Woods,  Richard  H.  Liggett,  J.  B.  Price,  and  Solomon  Wea- 
ver, of  the  county  of  Carroll;  and  William  E.  Russell,  of  the  county  of 
Columbiana,  their  associates  and  successors^  be,  and  they  are  hereby  crea- 
ted a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  "The  CarroUton  and  Lodi  Rail-Road  Company;"  and  by  that 
name,  they  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity,  to  have,  hold,  purchase,  re- 
ceive, possess,  enjoy  and  retain,-  to  them  and  their  successors,  all  such 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  with  their  appurtenances,  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  their  business  or  the  construction  of  the 
rail-road  hereby  authorized,  and  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  purchased 
by,  given  or  granted  to  them  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  or  in  good  faith 
conveyed  to  them  by  way. of  security  or  in  the  payment  of  debts;  and 
the  same  to  rent,  grant,  or  sell^  or  in  any  other  manner  dispose  of,  consis- 
tent with  the  terms  of  this  act:  and  by  such  name,  they  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  prosecute  and  defend,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  which 
the  subject  matter  may  be  properly  cognizable;  and  they  shall  have  power 
to  adopt,  have  and  use  a  common  sea],  and  the  same  to  ajter  or  change  at 
pleasure;  and  if  either  of  the  persons  named  in  this  section  shall  die,  or 
refuse  or  neglect  to  exercise  the  powers,  or  discharge  the  duties  in  this  act 
conferred  or  created,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  persons  herein 
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kolbre  namadf  or  a  majoiify  of  ibem,  fronktim^  to  time)  to  fill  all  vacaociaa 
irhich  ma  J  occur  by  reasoa  of  such  death,  refusal  or  neglect  to  serve. 

Sec*  2*  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  transferal 
ble  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  may  prescribe;  and 
at  the  time  of  subscribing  for  stock,  each  subscriber  shall  pay  to  the  per^* 
son  or  persons  receiving  subscriptions,  five  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  sub- 
scribed. 

Sec.  3.  Th^t  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any 
five  or  more  of  them,  who  shall  consent  to  act  as  such,  shall  be  commis* 
•toners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  or  cause  books  to  be  opened  at 
such  time  or  times  as  they  ^all  think  proper,  and  at  places  to  be  designa* 
ted  by  them,  in  said  county  of  Carroll,  or  there  and  elsewhere,  forreceiv* 
ing  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company;  which  said  books, 
when  opened,  shall  remain  so  for  at  least  ten  days,  to  which  any  individual^ 
corporation  or  state,  may  subscribe;  and  if  the  stock  be  not  all  taken  up- 
on the  first  opening  of  the  books,  they  may  thereafter  be  opened  from  time 
to  time  by  the  said  commissioners, or  by  the  presidentand  directors^  hereaf- 
ter provided  to  be  elected,  till  the  full  amount  of  stock  shall  be  subscribed; 
and  the  said  commissioners  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  books,  and  give 
public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  subscriptions,  by  adv.6rtise- 
ment  published  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  place  or 
places  designated  for  that  purpose,  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  time 
fixed;  and  whenever  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  any  greater 
sum,  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  said 
commissioners,  or  any  five  or  more  of  them,  as  aforesaid,  to  call  a  meeting 
of  the  subscribers  of  stock  at  some  convenient  place  in  said  town  of  Gar* 
rollton,  for  which  purpose  notice  shall  be  given  for  four  succeeding. weeks 
at  least,  in  some  nev^spaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  place  or  places 
where  the  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed. 

Sec.  4.  Ihat  each  stockhojder  shall  be  a  member  of  said  corporation, 
and  shall,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  be  entitled,  at  all  elections  of  corporation 
officers.  And  upon  all  other  occasions  where  the  votes  of  the  members  niay 
be  properly  given,  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held  by  him,  her,  or 
them;  and,  at  the  meeting  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  and  at  all 
subsequent  annual  elections,  the  stockholders  shall  elect  by  ballot,  from 
among  their  number,  seven  directors,  who  shall  be  entrusted  with  the  man* 
agement  and  concerns  of  said  corporation,  and  hold  their  offices  till  other, 
directors  be  chosen  in  their  places  and  duly  qualified;  and  at  the  said  meet- 
ing and  first  election  of  directors,  any  two  or  more  of  the  commissioners 
aforesaid  shall  be  inspectors,  and  certify  under  their  signatures  the  names 
of  the  personselected,and  forthwith  deliver  over  to.  them  such  certificate; 
and  Qpon  the  due  qualification  of  the  latter,  hand  over  to  them  the  books 
of  subscription  and  moneys  paid  in  by  the  subscribers  of  stock. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  directors  first  or  subsequently  elected  shall,  so  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable,  meet  and  elect  a  president  from  their  number, 
and  from  time  to  time  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  happen  in  the  last  men- 
tioned office  or  number  of  directors,  and  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer, 
and  remove  or  change  them  or  either  at  pleasure;  and  in  the  absence  of 
the  president,  or  daring  his  inability  to  serve,  they  may  appoint  a  president

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for  the  time;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  all  needful  and  pco* 

per  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  concerning  the  business  and  govern^ 
ment  of  Sciid  company  and  its  intercourf^e  and  transactions  with  other  ar« 
tificial  or  natural  persons^  to  fix  upon  the  time  of  holding  the  annual  elec- 
tionSf  or  to  change  or  alter  the  same,  to  determine  the  location  of  said 
road  and  the  number  of  tracks  or  wnvF,  the  mode  of  constructing  them 
and  the  description  of  carriages  to  be  used  thereon,  to  regulate  the  time 
and  manner  in  which  passengers  and  goods  shall  be  transported,  the  cd- 
lection  of  tolls  for  such  transportation,  and  to  provide  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  rule,  regulation,  or  by-law,  and  collect  them  when  due  by 
action  of  debt  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount,  and  to 
do  all  other  matters  and  things  for  the  good  order  and  prosperity  of  said 
company,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State;  any  four  or  more  directors,  including  a  president, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  hold  meetings  or  transact  any  other  business 
by  this  act  delegated  to  the  board  of  directors. 

Sec.  6.  That  if.  at  any  time^  an  eection  of  directors  should  not  be 
made  upon  the  rail  of  commissioners,  or  upon  the  day  which  may  be  fixed 
upon  by  the  by-lawsof  the  corporation,  the  latter  shall  not  thereby  become 
inoperative  and  void,  but  nn  election  may  be  held  at  such  other  time  as  may 
be  designated  by  any  commissioner,  director  or  stockholder,  for  that  par* 
pose;  and  in  all  cases  of  the  election  of  stockholders  subsequent  to  thefint, 
at  least  four  weeks'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  shall  be  given  by  paliliea- 
4ion  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  of  Carroll. 

Sec.  7.  That  if  the  corporation  hereby  created  shall  not,  within  two 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence,  and,  within  five  years  there- 
after, construct  and  put  in  operation  a  double  or  single  track  rail-road  or 
way  from  the  said  town  of  Carroll  ton,  to  Lodi  aforesaid,  in  thecoaoty  of 
Carroll,  then  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  be 
void. 

Sec.  8.  That  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound  to  pay  such  instalments 
on  his,  her,  or  tl.eirstock,  after  said  first  payment,  as  the  president  and  di- 
rectors from  time  to  time  may  require,  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent*  at  any 
one  time;  but  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  payment  shall 
be  given  on  a  call  for  any  instalment,  in  such  newspaper  or  newspapers 
as  will  be  best  calculated  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  stockholders;  and 
no  assessment  or  call  shall  ever  be  made  to  render  any  stockholder  liable 
to  pay  more  than  fifty  dollars  on  each  share  of  stock  by  him,  her  or  them 
held;  and  not  more  than  half  the  amount  of  subscription  shall  be  called 
for  or  payable  in  any  one  year  from  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the 
work;  but  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  for 
carrying  into  effect  the  object  of  this  act  if  necessary  or  convenient,  and 
to  pledge  the  property  of  the  corporation  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  and 
interest. 

Sec.  9.  That  if  any  subscriber  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  instal- 
ment or  part  of  any  subscription  of  stock  by  him,  her  or  them  subscribed, 
for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the 
stock  so  subscribed  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  company,  and  may  be  sold  by 
the  board  of  directors  for  the  benefit  of  the  company,  after  thirty  days 
BCftice  given  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  said  couDty  of

Otrrolly  or  wberever  the  stock  shall  be  held^  and  if  the  share  or  shares 
which  may  be  so  sold,  shall  tiot  produce  a  sum  sufficient  to  discharge  the 
balance  due  and  to  become  due  on  such  share  or  shares,  the  subscriber  so 
fatlingshall  be  porsonnlly  liable  for  the  remainder;  but  if  the  proceeds  of 
sale, after  deducting  expenses,  shall  exceed  the  sum  due,  then  so  much  of 
said  proceeds  as  shall  be  over  and  above  the  said  expenses,  and  the  sum 
due  and  lo  become  due  and  payable,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  subscriber 
on  demand  of  the  same  at  the  otiice  of  the  treasurer:  and  the  assignee  of 
stock,  together  with  the  stock  assigned,  shall  be  subject  lo  the  same  rules, 
regulations  and  liabilities  as  are  provided  in  the  preceding  part  of  this 
section  for  the  payment,  forfeiture  and  sale  of  stock  subscribed^  and  liabi* 
lity  of  the  subscriber  to  pay;  but  no  transfer  shall  discharge  any  subscri* 
ber  from  paying  the  full  amount  of  hb,her  or  their  subscription,  if  it  shall 
not  be  paid  by  the  assignee. 

Sec.  to.  That  said  corporation,  by  its  ofScers,  engineers,  or  other 
agents,  shall  have  a  right  to  enter  upon  any  lands,  and  to  survey,  lay  down 
and  locate  a  rail-road,  and  change  the  location  when  made,  if  needs  be, 
either  in  whole  or  in  any  part  thereof,  and  to  take  and  use  all  necessary 
'materials  therefor,  and  to  construct  the  sane,  useing  for  the  purposes  of 
the  road,  after  completion,  a  tract  of  land  not  exceeding  sixty  feet  in  width, 
unless  when  granted  to  the  corporation,  or  necessary  for  making  repairs; 
ond  whenever  any  land  or  materials  shall  be  taken  by  said  corporation  for 
the  construction  of  said  road,  or  for  any  of  its  appendages,  and  the  same 
shall  not  have  been  given  or  granted  for  that  purpose,  and  the  owner  or 
owners  shall  claim  damages  and  not  agree  with  said  corporation  as  to  the 
amount  sustained  and  settlement  thereof,  and  shall  not  fix  upon  some  per- 
son or  persons  to  arbitrate  the  same,  the  damages  shall  be  estimated  and 
assessed  by  three  commissioners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  court  of  common 
pleas  for  said  county  of  Carroll,  in  manner  following:  whenever  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  locatad  said  rail-road,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  de* 
vice  or  work  connected  with  it,  and  shall  have  put  the  same  under  con- 
tract, or  shall  have  used  or  appropriated  any  materials  for  the  construction 
thereof,  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  injured  there- 
by, or  in  case  of  minors,  insane  persons,  then  the  guardian  or  guardians 
of  such  minor,  insane  person,  or  husband  of  such  married  woman,  may, 
at  any  time  within  one  year  thereafter,  file  a  claim' for  damages  in  writing, 
particularly  describing  the  premises  or  materials  taken,  with  some  one  of 
the  said  commissioners,  or  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
said  county  of  Carroll,  and  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  serve  a  copy 
of  the  said  claim  upon  the  president  or  secretary  of  said  corporation;  and 
said  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  having  been  first  duly  sworn  or 
affirmed  to  a  faithful  and  impartial  discharge  of  their  duties,  within  a  rea* 
sonable  time  thereafter,  they  themselves  having  had  notice  from  the  olaim- 
ant  to  proceed  and  examine  his  claims,  and  having  given  notice  to  all  par- 
ties interested,  of  the  time,  and  the  claims  tu  be  examined,  by  pablication 
for  three  successive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said  county  of 
Carroll,  or  in  general  circulation  therein,  shall  meet  and  examine  the  pre- 
mises, and  materials  if  practicable,  so  used  or  appropriated  by  said  corpo- 
ration for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  enquire  by  oath  or  otherwise  into  the 
nature  of  the  complaint  and  injury  complained  of,  and  after  hearing  the 
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parties  in  interest,  or  such  of  them  es  desire  to  be  beard,  sftal),  accordittg 

to  the  best  of  their  skill  end  judgment,  estimate  all  such  damages  as  tbejr 
shall  think  the  claimant  or  claimants  will  sustain  by  the  location  of  said 
road;  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them  as  aforesaid,  AM 
make  a  report  in  writing,  and  as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient,  file  the 
same  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  said  county  of  Car- 
roll, and  the  same  may  be  made  a  rule  of  the  said  court  at  the  next  suc- 
ceeding or  any  subsequent  term  thereof,  as  m  the  case  of  award;  which 
.  said  report,  when  affirmed  and  recorded,  shall  forever  be  a  bar  to  any  ac- 
tion commenced  or  to  be  commenced  for  damages  against  said  corporaticNi 
on  account  of  the  injury  for  which  such  damages  were  awarded. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  if  previous  to  the  affirming  the  said  report,  the  corpo- 
ration, by  the  president  or  one  of  its  directors,  or  the  claimant  in  person, 
shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  said  court  an  affidavit,  stating  that  the  said  re- 
port is  believed  by  the  affiant,  to  be  greatly  unjust  or  injurious  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  party  in  whose  behalf  and  for  whom  the  affidavit  shaJl  be 
made,  and  shall  object  to  an  affirmation  of  the  said  report,  claim  a  trial  bj 
jury,  and  give  sufficient  security  to  the  other  party,  for  the  payment  of 
any  judgment,  which  may  be  rendered  in  favour  of  the  latter,  the  said 
court  shall  not  affirm  the  said  report,  but  direct  the  matter  to  be  tried  at 
bar  by  a  jury  of  the  county. 

8ec.  13.  That  if  the  party  filing  a  claim  as  aforesaid,  shall  fail  to  ob- 
tain damages,  or  having  appealed  to  a  trial  in  court,  shall  not  receive  aay 
greater  amount  than  was  awarded  by  the  commissioners  in  his,  her  or  their 
favour,  such  party  shall  be  liable  to  ail  the  costs  which  may  accrue  by  reai* 
son  of  such  claim;,  and  in  all  other  cases  the  said  corporation  shsii  be 
liable  for  costs,  unless,  irom  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case,  an 
equitable  taxation  shall  be  ordered  by  the  court;  upon  the  confirmation  of 
the  report  of  commissioners,  or  the  rendition  of  the  verdict  of  a  jury,  the 
court  shall  render  judgment  thereon,  except  in  the  latter  instance  a  new 
trial  be  granted  for  sufficient  cause,  and  shall  issue  execution;  and  all  exe- 
cutions issued  upon  judgments  rendered  against  the  said  corporation,  niay 
be  levied  upon  its  goods,  chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  allowed  two  dollars  a 
day,  each,  for  their  services;  and  witnesses,  jurors,  and  the  officers  of 
court,  shall  be  entitled  to  like  compensation  as  may  be  by  law  allowed  for 
similar  services  or  a  like  amount  of  labour. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  said  corporation  may  construct  the  said  rail-road 
across  or  upon  any  public  road,  if  necessary,  so  changing  the  location  of, 
and  working  the  latter,  as  to  restore  it  to  its  former  usefulness;  and  when 
the  said  raiUroad  shall  be  made  through  the  land  of  any  individaal,  or  cor- 
poration, proper  wagon  ways  shall  be  made  by  the  company  across  the  said 
road;  and  any  rail-road  company,  hereafter  to  be  chartered,  shall  have 
power  to  connect  their  road  with  the  one  hereby  incorporated,  doing  no  mt 
necessary  injury  to  the  latter. 

Sec.  15.  That  ever  after  the  location  and  construction  of  the  said  rail* 
road,  if  done  within  the  time  limited  by  this  act,  the  said  corporatioQ  shall 
have  for  itself  and  the  purposes  of  its  creation,  a  full  and  perfect  r^ht  ef 
way  in  the  said  tract  of  land  on  which  the  track  or  tracks  shall  be 
laid,  not  exceeding  sixty  feet  in  width,  unless  held  by  grant  or 
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chaMf  or  when  neeeMiry  to  occupy  a  wider  extent  of  ground  for 
repairs;  and  the  said  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls,  upon 
the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of 
any  kind  whatever,  transported  by  them  or  others  along  said  rail-road,any 
sum  not  exceeding  the  folio  wing  rates: 

On  each  ton  of  goods,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  description 
whatever,  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  cents  per  mile  for  toll,  and  six  cents 
on  each  ton  per  mile  for  transportation,  when  transported  by  the  corpora- 
tion or  its  agents; 

And  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  a  sum  not  exceeding  four 
cents  a  mile  for  each. 

Sec.  1 6.  That  as  soon  as  the  amout  of  tolls  accruing  and  received  from 
the  use  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  thit 
act,  shall  exceed  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in,  first 
deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  the  di- 
rectors shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  neit  profits  among  the  stockholders, 
in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no  contingent  or  accumula- 
ting fund,  exceeding  one  per  cent,  of  the  profits  of  said  company,  shall  re- 
main undivided  for  more  than  six  months,  unless  necessarily  withheld  for 
repairs,  or  the  purchase  of  engines  or  carriages  for  transportation. 

Sec.  17.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  or  in 
any  way  spoil,  injure,  or  destroy  said  road,  or  any  thing  belonging  or  inci- 
dent thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction  thereof,  or 
any  buildings,  fixtures  or  carriages,  erected  or  constructed  for  the  use  or 
convenience  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall  isach  be  liable  for  any 
such  offence,  to  treble  the  damages  sustained  thereby,  to  be  recovered  in 
an  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  havingjurisdiction  of  that  amount.

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said  county,  at  least  twenty  days  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  suid  books; 
and  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  at  least  ten  days. 

Sec*  5.  That  so  soon  as  said  stock,  or  eighty  thousand  dollars  thereof, 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  above  named  persons,  or  the  same  number 
thereof,  as  shall  have  given  the  notice  above  required,  ^hall  give  like  notice 
for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors,  at  some  time,  at  least 
thirty  days  thereafter,  and  at  some  place  within  the  said  counties  of  Wood 
and  Logan;  and  if?  at  such  lime  and  place,  the  holders  of  one  half  or  more 
of  said  stock  subscribed,  shall  attend  either  in  person,  or  by  lawful  proxy* 
they  shall  proceed  to  choose  from  the  stockholders  by  ballot,  three  direc- 
tors, each  share  of  capital  stock  entitling  the  owner  to  one  vote;  and  at 
such  election,  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  those  ap 
pointed  by  its  provisions  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  have  occurred,  or  any 
three  of  them,  if  no  more  be  present,  shall  be  inspectors  of  such  election, 
and  shall  certify  in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  what 
persons  are  elected  directors;  and  if  two  or  more  have  an  equal  number  of 
votes,  such  inspectors  shall  determine,.by  lot,  which  of  them  shall  be  direc- 
tor or  directors,  to  complete  the  number  required,  and  shall  certify  the 
same  in  like  manner;  and  such  inspectors  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place 
of  holding  the  first  meeting  of  directors;  at  which  meeting  seven  shall  form 
a  board  competent  to  transact  all  business  of  the  company,  and  thereafter 
a  new  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  stockholders,  at  their  first  meeting  shall  appoint;  and  if  the  stockhold- 
ers shall,  at  their  first  meeting  fail  to  appoint  the  day  of  such  election^  then 
it  shall  be  holden  in  the  succeeding  year,  on  the  same  day  of  the  same 
month  on  whidh  said  first  election  was  holden,  unless  the  same  should  be 
the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  holden  on  the  day  next 
succeeding;  and  if  no  election  be  made  on  the  day  appointed,  said  cono- 
pany  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  such  election  may  be  made  at  any  time  ap- 
pointed by  the  by-laws  of  said  company;  and  directors  chosen  at  any  elec- 
tion shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  choose  of  their  own  number,  one 
person  to  be  president,  and  another  to  be  treasurer  of  such  company;  and 
another  to  be  secretary  of  said  company ;  and  from  time  to  time  may  choose 
such  other  officers,  as  by  their  by-laws  they  may  designate  as  necessary: 
Provided^  No  person  shall  be  a  director  of  such  company,  who  is  not  a 
citizen  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec*  6.  That  the  directors  may  require  payment  of  the  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock,  at  such  times,  in  such  proportions,  and  on  such  condi- 
tions, as  they  shall  deem  fit,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  all  previous  pay- 
ments thereon  or  otherwise:  Provided^  They  shall  never  require  the  pay- 
ment to  be  made,  at  any  place  out  of  the  counties,  through  which  said  road 
shall  pass;  and  such  directors  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  ap- 
pointed time  of  such  required  payment,  give  notice  thereof,  m  the  manner 
provided  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  for  giving  notice  of  the  opening 
of  the  books  of  subscription  for  the  stock  of  said  company. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make, 
from  time  to  tirne^  all  needful  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  touching  the 
business  of  said  company,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  tracks  or  rail- 
ways upon  said  road,  and  the  width  thereof,  and  the  description  of  carna- 
ges which  may  be  used  thereon;  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  in  whick 
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f>a8seagers  and  goods  sfaall  be  traasported  thereon,  and  the  manner  of  coK 
ecting  tolls  for  such  transportation,  and  to  fix  penalties  for  the  breach  of 
any  such  rule,  regulation  or  by-laws,  and  to  direct  the  mode  and  condition 
of  transferring  the  stock  of  said  company;  and  penalties  provided  for  by 
said  by-laws,  may  be  sued  for  by  any  person  authorized  thereto,  in  the 
name  of  said  company,  and  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount;  and  said  company  may  erect  and 
maintain,  toll  houses,  and  such  other  buildings  and  fixtures  for  the  accom- 
modation of  those  using  said  road  and  of  themsdves,  as  they  may  deem 
in  any  way  necessary  for  their  interest  or  convenience. 

Sec*  8.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  upon  any 
land,  to  survey  and  lay  down  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in 
width,  and  to  take  any  materials  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said 
road;  and  whenever  any  lands  or  materials  shall  be  taken  for  the  construc- 
tion of  such  road,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  com- 
pany, and  the  owners  thereof  do  not  agree  with  said  company,  as  to  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  therefor,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  compensation 
as  aforesaid,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  are  minors,  insane  persons, 
or  married  women,  then  the  guardian  or  guardians  of  such  minor  or  minors 
and  insane  persons,  and  the  husbands  of  such  married  women,  may  select 
lor  themselves  an  arbitrator,  and  the  company  shall  select  one  arbitra- 
tor, and  the  two  thus  selectecji,  shall  take  to  themselves  a  third,  who  shall 
be  sworn  and  paid  as  arbitrators  in  other  cases;  and  the  three  or  a  major- 
ity of  them,  shall  award  as  arbitrators  between  the  parties,  and  render  copies 
of  their  award  to  each  of  the  parties,  in  writing,  from  which  award,  either 
party  may  appeal  tothe  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county  in  which 
such  lands  or  materials  may  have  been  situate;  and  in  all  cases  where 
compensation  shall,  in  any  manner  be  claimed  for  lands,  it  shall  be  the  du- 
ty of  the  arbitrators  and  court  to  estimate  any  advantage  which  the  loca- 
tion and  constructing  of  said  road  may  be  to  the  claimant  for  such  com- 
pensifttion,  and  the  value  of  such  advantage,  if  any  shall  be  set  off  against 
the  compensfition  acclaimed  of  said  company;  and  all  appeals  in  such  cases 
shall,  when  taken,  be  in  all  respects  proceeded  in  as  appeals  in  other  ca- 
ses to  said  court,  and  brought  into  said  court,  by  filing  the  award  with 
the  clerk  of  said  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the  same  on  the 
docket  of  said  court,  setting  down  the  claimant,  or  claimants,  as  plaintiff* 
and  said  company  as  defendant;  and  when  the  valuation  soascertained,shalI 
be  paid  or  tendered  by  said  company,  said  company  shall  have  the  same 
right  to  retain,  own,  hold  and  possess  said  lands  and  materials,  as  fully  and 
absolutely  as  if  the  same  had  been  granted  and  conveyed  to  said  compa- 
ny by  deed,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  said  road. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  company  may  construct  the  said  Kail-road  across  or 
upon  any  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  ^course,  if 
the  same  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  road, 
highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  to  its  former'state,  or  in  a  suffi- 
cient manner  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  road^  highway,  water  or 
water  course,  to  the  owner  or  the  public. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  railway  company,  now  or  yet  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  State,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with  the  road 
hereby  incorporated,  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  such  company 
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respectively  agree;  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  upon  such  terms  as 
the  sapreme  court  may  in  chancery  determine. 

Sec.  11.  That  safd  company  may  demand  and  receive  for  tolls  upon 
and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  prop- 
erty of  any  kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  along  said  railway, 
any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize 
or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  per  ton  tor  toll;  five  cents  on  a  ton 
per  mile  for  transportation  on  all  goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property 
of  any  description  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile 
for  eachpassenger. 

Sec.  12.  That  all  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may  with  suitable 
and  proper  carriages  use  and  travel  upon  the  said  road;  always  subject, 
however  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  company  are  authorized  to 
make  by  the  seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  1 3.  That  if  proceedings  be  not  had  under  this  act  by  an  election 
of  directors  wiibin  two  years  from  the  taking  effect  thereof,  and  if  said 
road  be  not  completed  within  ten  years  thereafter,  then  the  same  to  be 
void  and  of  no  efiect. 

Sec.  14.  That  so  soon  as  the  amount  of  tolls  accruing  and  received  for 
the  use  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  exceed  five  per  centum,  on  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  the 
directors  of  said  company  shall  make  a  dividend  of  such  nett  profits  among 
the  stockholders,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares;  and  no  contin- 
gent or  accumulating  fund  exceeding  one-  per  centum  of  the  profits  of  said 
company,  shall  remain  undivided  for  more  than  six  months. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfully  obstruct  or  ia 
any  way  spoil,  injure  or  destroy  said  road,  or  either  of  its  branches,  or 
any  thing  belonging,  or  incident  thereto,  or  any  materials  to  be  used 
in  the  construction  thereof,  or  any  buildings,  fixtures  or  carriages  erected 
or  constructed  for  the  use  or  convenience  thereof,  such  person  or  persons 
shall  each  be  liable  for  every  such  offence^  to  treble  the  damages  sustained 
thereby  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
of  that  amount. 

Sec.  16.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State 
or  citizens,  or  any  company  now  or  hereafter  to  be  chartered  by  law  of 
this  State,  to  cross  this  road  with  any  canal,  Rail-road  or  other  road:  Pro- 
vided, That  in  so  doing  no  unuecessary  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  road 
hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  17.  That  whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  in  the  location  or 
construction  of  said  road  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual,  it  sbaU 
be  the  duty  of  said  company,  to  provide  for  said  individual  proper  wagoa 
ways  from  one  part  of  bis  land  to  the  other,  and  on  failure  of  said  com- 
pany to  provide  said  wagon  ways  it  shall  be  liable  to  said  individual  is 
double  the  amount  of  damages  occasioned  by  such  neglect. 

Sec.  1 8.  That  the  State  shall  have  power  at  any  time  after  the  expcrs* 
tioQ  of  thirty-five  yearsYrom  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and  hoU 
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the  same,  for  the  use  of  the  State,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  originaf 
cost  for  construction,  repairs  and  fixtures  of  said  rail-road,  and  fifteen  per 
cent  thereon,  of  which  cost  an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  General  Assembly  duly  attested  on  the  oath  of  the  officers  of 
said  company,  whenever  the  General  Assembly  shall  demand  the  sanve.

To  incorporate  the  Cleveland  Female  Seminary. 

Sec.  L  Be  it  enacted  hf  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Henry  Sexton.  A.  D.  Smith,  Benjamin  Rouse,  Henry  D.  Dodge  and  Abra^ 
ham  Wheeler,  together  with  others  who  may  be  associated  with  thenv 
hereafter,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  continuing  a  Female  Semi- 
nary in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  *^Trustee» 
of  the  Cleveland  Female  Seminary ,"^ and  by  that  name  shall  be  competent 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State,  and  to  have  a  com- 
mon seal  which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  trustees  in  their  corporate  capacity  shall  be  ca> 
pable  of  receiving,  acquiring  and  holding  by  purchase,  devise,  gift,  bequest 
orotherwise,  property  both  real  and  personal  or  mixed,  to  be  used  or  ex- 
pended  for  promoting  the  interests  of  said  institution,  as  the  said  trustees 
shall  think  proper:  Provided^  The  annual  income  of  said  corporation  shall 
not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in 
their  body  occasioned  by  death  or  resignation  or  negledt  for  one  year  to 
attend  to  the  duties  of  the  trust. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  trustees  or  a  majority  of  them  when  met,  shall 
constitute  a  board:  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  president,  register  and 
treasurer  and  such  other  officers  or  agents  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
and  to  prescribe  their  duties,  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  in  conducting  the  affairs 
of  the  corporation  and  for  the  instruction  and  government  of  the  pupils: 
Provided^  The  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  such 
officers,  professors  and  teachers  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  several  depart- 
ments of  art,  science  and  literature,  and  to  prescribe,  their  duties. 

Sec.  6.     That  any  future  Legislature  may  olter  or  amend  this  act:  Prck' 
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vided^  The  property  or  funds  of  the  corporation  or  the  management  thereof 
be  not  diverted  thereby  from  the  direction  or  purposes  of  the  donors.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
Edmund  Munroe,  Isaac  I.  Bigelow,  Oliver  O.  Biown,  William  H.  Munroe, 
and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  u»- 
til  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty;  to  be  known  by  the 
name  of  the  ^^Munroe  Falls  Manufacturing  Company;''  and  by  that  name 
are  hereby  made  competent  to  prosecute  and  defend  actions  of  every 
kind,  before  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seaif 
and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  acquire  hold  and  convey  property,  real 
and  personal,  when  the  same  shall  become  necessary,  to  enable  said  com- 
pany to  carry  on  said  business  of  manufacturing;  to  grow  and  manafaclBre 
silk  and  wool,  also  to  manufacture  cotton,  paper,  flour,  sugar,  roachioeiy 
and  tools  of  all  description  which  may  be  necessary  in  their  manufactur- 
ing operations. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  consist  of  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  considered  as  per- 
sonal property;  subscribed  for,  paid  in  and  assignable  on  the  books  of  said 
company,  at  such  time  and  place,  and  in  such  manner  as  said  cocDpanj''s 
by-laws  shall  designate;  the  stockholders  may  give  a  vote  for  each 
share  by  ballot  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  except  on  delinquent  stock. 
.  Sec.  3.  The  stockholders  shall  have  power  to  make  and  enforce  their

Eacity,  in  all  their  capital  stock,  and  effects  for  all  the  debts  due  or  owing 
y  said  company ;  and  should  the  effects  of  said  company,  when  exhausted, 
be  insufficient  to  satisfy  all  demands  against  said  company,  then  the  indi- 
vidual stockholders  shall  be  held  individually  liable  for  unsatified  claims 
against  said  company  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  stock  held  by  them 
respectively,  and  not  paid  into  the  joint  funds,  nor  shall  the  debts  of  said 
corporation  at  any  time  exceed  the  amount  of  capital  stock  subscribed. 

Sec.  5.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  agents^  and 
officers,  as  shall  by  them  be  deemed  necessary,  to  execute  all  promissory 
notes  and  other  writings,  necessary  for  the  operations  of  said  company; 
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prescribe  their  duties,  and  take  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the

Sec.  6.  The  books  shall  ever  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  stock* 
holders;  and  the  directors  shall  cause  annually  to  be  presented  to  the  stock* 
hdldcrs  afull  and  accurate  statement  of  the  ainairs  of  said  company,  recor* 
ded  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose.

See.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Laara  Wiliey,  Martha  Kendell,  Jane  Foster,  Sophia  K.  Ford,  Catharine 
Kellogg,  Hopey  Noble,  Margaret  Sterling,  Mary  Dawson  Johnston,  Mary 
Boyden,  Jerusha  Foster,  Helen  Maria  Woods,  and  Mary  IJavis,  all  of  the 
city  of  Cleveland,  together  with  such  other  females  as  now  are  or  here- 
after may  be  associated  with  them  for  that  j)urposc,  and  their  sucessors  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  .created  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corpor- 
ate by  the  name  and  style  of^^The  Cleveland  Orphan  Asylum,''  and  as 
such  shall  remain  and  have  peipetual  succession  and  be  capable  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity,  having  jurisdiction  thereof;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  make,  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  ofOhto^  That 
Daniel  Hoffmnn,  James  McQuality,  Joseph  Armstrong,  John  Jamest 
Samuel  Buun,  George  M.  Adams,  Aaron  Walterhouse,  Peier  Pickerel| 
Abraham  Dehavcn,  George  Glossburn,  Daniel  Mitchell,  Dnniel  Perry,  Ja* 
cob  Harrison.  John  B.  Gelleland,  Alexander  Miller,  and  John  Armintage, 
of  Jackson  county;  and  James  B*  Turner,  David  Tharp,  Rhodes  Brown^ 
Robert  Lucas,  Andrew  Swearingcn,  Elias  Douri;hty,  Nathan  Brown,  James 
Moore,  Lennison  B.  Anderson,  and  George  W.  Reynolds,  of  Pike  countyi 
and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  under  the  name  of  the  '^Jackson  and  Pikton  Turnpike  Com* 
pany,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  road  from  the  town  ot  Jackson^ 
in  Jackson  county,  the  nearest  and  best  way  to  Piketon,  in  Pike  county;

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See.  9.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  h«tt» 
drcd  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  sjiares  of  twentj-five  doHars  each. 

Sec  3.  That  the  above  named  commissioners,  or  a  majority,  shall 
meet  at  the  town  of  Jackson,  in  the  county  of  Jackson,  at  such  [tiroel

That  said  company  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorixed  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  persons  travelling  said  road,  the  following  tolls 
for  every  ten  miles  travel  on  said  road,  and  in  suitable  proportion  for  a  less 
distance,  to  wit: 

For  every  four  wheeled  carnage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  orodier 
animal,  eigliteen  and  three  fourth  cents;  lor  every  horse  or  other  aDimal 
in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  cart,  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled  carrii^ 
of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  a  half  cenls; 
for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  a  fourth  cent«; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve 
and  aLalf  cents; 

For  every  coach,  char}ot,or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carnage,  drairn 
by  one  horse  (driver  included,)  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  additional 
horse,  six  and  one  fourtii  cents; 

For  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse, mule,  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  and  upwards, 
two  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  three  fourths 
of  a  cent; 

And  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  fourth  of  a  cent: 

And  the  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  one-halt 
of  the  foregoing  rates  of  loll  on  the  said  road,  when  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof,  being  nv)t  less  than  five  miles  together,  shall  have  been  graded.and 
bridged,  though  not  fully  completed:  Provided^  That  such  persons  shall  bt

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  As»nnhly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Joseph  Henderson,  Richard  Parcell,jr.,  J.  Milton  Williams,  Djiniel  Vow- 
hies,  WilJiam  Russell,  George  Hardy,  George  P.  Williamson,  Ge.'fge  Kes- 
ling,  John  Probasco,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  become 
members  of  said  company,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  **Thc  Lebanon  Mutual  Insurance  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  insur-

real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  to  eflfect  the  objects  of  their  association; 
and  the  same  may  sell  and  convey  at  pleasure;  may  make,  establish,  and 
put  in  execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary or  convenient  for  their  regulatipn  and  government,  and  for. the 
management  of  their  affairs.

See.  4.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  superintend  the  coDcema  of

$hall  be  made  in  estimatmg  damages,  in  any  case  for  gilding,  historical  or 
landscape  painting,  stucco  or  carved  work. 

Sec.  12.  That  when  any  house  or  other  building  shall  be  alienated,  by 
sale  or  otherwise,  the  policy  shall  thereupon  be  void,  and  be  aarrendered 
to  the  directors  of  said  company  to  be  cancelled,  and  upon  such  sorreodeTf 
the  assured  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his,  her,  or  their  deposite  notes,  op* 
on  the  payment  of  his,  her  or  their  proportion  of  all  losses  and  expenses 
that  have  accrued  prior  io  su(^.h  surrender:  Provided,  That  the  grantee  or 
alienee,  havine  the  policy  assigned  to  him,  may  have  the  same  ratified  and 
confirmed  to  him,  her,  or  them,  for  his,  her  or  their  own  proper  use  and 
benefit,  upon  application  to  the  directors  and  with  their  consent,  within 
thirty  days  next  after  such  alienation,  or  giving  proper  security,  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  said  directors^  for  such  portion  of  the  deposite,  or  premiam  note, 
as  shall  remain  unpaid;  and  by  such  ratification  and  confirmation,  thepar* 
ty  causing  the  same,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and 
subject  to  all  the  liabilities,  to  which  the  original  party  insured  was  enti- 
tied  and  subjected  under  this  act  ^ 

Sec.  1 3.  That  if  any  alteration  should  be  made  in  any  bouse  or  botfd- 
ing,  by  the  proprietors  thereof,  after  insurance  has  been  made  thereon 
with  said  company,  whereby  it  may  become  exposed  to  greater  risk  or 
hazard  from  fire  than  it  was  at  the  time  it  was  insured,  then,  and  in  everj 
such  case,  the  insurance  made  upon  the  same  house  or  building  shall  be 
void,  unless  an  additional  premium  and  deposite,  after  such  alteration,  be 
settled  with  and  paid  to  the  directors,  or  their  agents;  butno  alterations  or 
repairs  in  buildings,  not  increasing  such  risk  or  hazard,  shall  in  any  wise 
affect  the  insurance  previously  made  thereon. 

Sec.  14.  That  in  case  any  buildings  situated  upon  leased  lands, and  in* 
sured  by  said  company,  be  destroyed  by  fire,  in  such  case  the  directors 
may  retain  the  amount  of  the  premium  note  given  for  insurance  thereof, 
until  the  time  ior  which  insurance  was  made  shall  have  expired;  and  at  ibe 
expiration  thereof,  the  assured  shall  hare  the  right  to  demand  andreceire 
such  part  of  said  retained  sum  or  sums,  as  has  not  been  expended  in  losses 
and  assessment. 

Sec.  1 5.  That  if  insurance  on  any  house  or  building  shall  be,  and  8ub» 
sist  in  said  company,  and  in  any  other  ofl!ice,  or  from  and  by  any  other  per> 
son  or  persons  at  the  same  time,  the  insurance  made  in  and  by  the  compa- 
ny hereby  incorporated  shall  be  deemed  and  become  void,  unless  such  doo* 
ble  insurance  subsist  with  the  consent  of  the  directors  or  agents,  signified 
by  endorsement  on  the  back  of  the  policy,  signed  by  the  president  and 
rotary. 

Sec.  16.    That  Joseph  Henderson,  Richard  Parcel,  jr.,  J.  Milton 
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liams,  Daniel  Voorhis,  William  Russell,  George  Hardy,  George  P.  William* 
son,  George  Kesling,  and  John  Probasco,  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  v^ho  may,  upon 
giving  twenty  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place,  in  a  newspaper  printed 
in  the  county  of  Warren,  proceed  to  organize  said  company  by  opening 
books  and  receiving  proposals  from  persons  owning  property  in  saicl  coun-* 
ty,and  wishing  to  be  insured  in  said  company;  which  proposals  shall  spe- 
cify the  amount  and  description  of  property  to  be  insured;  and  the  persons 
making  said  proposals,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  first  board  of 
directors,  and  making  by-laws  for  their  government,  be  considered  mem- 
bers of  said  corporation:  Providedj  Any  by-laws  mny  be  altered,  amended, 
or  repealed  at  any  annual  meeting  of  said  company. 

Sec.  17.  That  each  and  every  of  the  directors  of  said  company  shall, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond  to  the  treasurer  of 
Warren  county,  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with  good  and  suffi- 
cient surety  or  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  treasurer,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  agreeably  to  the  regulations 
of  this  act;  and  on  the  complaint  of  any  person  injured  by  the  misconduct 
of  any  director,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  treasurer  to  cause  said  bond 
to  be  put  to  suit,  on  receiving  security  to  indemnify  said  county  against 
costs,  and  to  certify  to  the  court  who  is  the  prosecutor  in  such  causey  and 
the  said  court  may,  on  motion  of  the  defendants  in  said  cause,  order  the 
prosecutor  to  find  sureities  to  indemnify  the  defendants  for  their  cost?, 
should  he  fail  to  prosecute  or  recover  thereon;  and  if  the  defendants 'shall 
plead  performance  of  the  conditions  of  said  bond,  the  prosecutor  may  re- 
ply to  as  many  breaches  respecting  his  interest,  as  he  shall  think  fit;  and 
the  jury  on  trial  of  such  issues  as  shall  be  put  to  them,  shall  assess  damages 
for  such  breaches  as  the  prosecutor  shall  prove,  and  the  court  enter  up 
judgment  for  the  whole  penalty  of  the  bond,  and  issue  execution  in  favor 
of  prosecutor  for  such  a  sum  as  the  jury  shall  have  found  damages  and  the 
costs;  and  the  judgment  shall  remain  for  the  benefit  of  such  person  or  per- 
sons as  may,  by  a  scire  facias  thereon,  shov'  that  they  have  been  injured  by 
any  breaches  of  the  condition  of  said  bond,  and  if  the  prosecutor  fail  to  re- 
cover in  suit,  the  court  shall  award  costs  to  the  defendants,  and  thereupon 
issue  execution  against  such  prosecutor  for  the  same. 

Sec.  18.  That  no  policy  of  insurance  shall  be  executed  by  said  compa* 
ny  until  application  shall  have  been  made  for  insurance  on  fifty  thousand 
dollars  at  least. 

Sec.  19.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  any  member  of 
the  Lebanon  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  or  of  any  other  Mutual  Insurance 
Company  hereafter  to  be  incorporated,  shall  or  may  be  admitted  as  a  com* 
petent  witness,  and  his  deposition  used  in  the  same  manner  as  inhabitants 
of  towns,  district,  precincts  or  parishes  are  by  law  now  admitted,  and  their 
depositions  used.

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AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  New-HaTcn,  in  the  county  of  Huron. 

Sec.  I.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
80  much  of  the  township  of  New-Haven,  in  the  county  of  Huron,  as  is 
comprehended  in  the  original  recorded  town  plat  of  the  town  of  New 
Haven,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  into  and  constituted  a  town 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  "Town  of  New-Haven." 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  order  and  good  government  of  the  said  town,  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants, 
who  have  resided  in  said  town  for  the  space  of  ten  days  next  preceding 
such  election,  and  are  chargeable  with  a  tax,  having  the  qualifications  of 
electors  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  the  usual  place  of 
holding  elections  in  the  said  township  of  New-Haven,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
April  next,  and  on  the  ifirst  Tuesday  of  April  annually  thereafter,  and  then 
and  there  proceed,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  to  elect  by  ballot,  one  mayor, 
one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  householders,  and  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified;  shall  constitute  a  town  council,  any  five  of  whonn  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  pertaining  to  their 
duties;  but  any  less  number  shall  have  no  power  otherthan  to  adjourn  from 
time  to  time,  until  a  quorum  shall  have  convened,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  there 
shall  be  chosen,  viva  voce^  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk 
of  such  election,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  to 
discharge  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent 
elections,  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  unless  the  said 
trustee  or  trustees  may  be  candidates  at  such  election,  in  which  case,  ap- 
pointments shall  be  made  vivavoce^diS  above:  the  polls  shall  be  opened  be- 
tween the  hours  of  one  and  two,  and  close  at  four  o'clock,  P.  M.  of  said 
day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  true 
Statement  thereof  proclaimed  to  the  electors  present,  by  one  of^  the  judges, 
and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof;  and  within  five  days  there- 
after, said  clerk  shall  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected,  of  their  elec- 
tion; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  town  council,  at  least  ten  days  be- 
fore each  and  every  annual  election,  to  give  notice  of  the  same  by  setting 
fup]  advertisements  at  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  and  in  case  of  his  ab- 
sence or  disability  to  serve,  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
town  council;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  attend  to 
all  such  meetings  and  keep  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  ail  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders,  who  are  qualified 
electors  in  said  town,  whose  appointment  shall  continue  until  the  next  an- 
nual election,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and 
whenever  it  may  happen  that  neither  the  mayor  or  recorder  is  present  at 
any  such  meeting,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  one  of 
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their  number  lo  perform  the  duties  of  mayor  or  recorder,  or  both,  as  tlie 
case  may  be;  which  appointments  shall  be  pro  tem. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town  be  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  and  style  of  **The  Town  Council  of  the  Town 
of  New-Haven;-'  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  in  their  corporate  name,  to 
acquire  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  with 
power  to  sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  alter,  break  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  competent  ju- 
risdiction, whether  in  law  or  chancery;  and  when  any  suit  shall  be  com- 
menced against  said  corporation,  original  process  shall  be  served  by  leav- 
ing an  attested  copy  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  residence, 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  member  of  the  town  council  shall,  before  he  en- 
ters upon  the  duties  of  his  ofhcc,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  also  an 
oath  of  office. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and  es- 
tablish by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  town,  and 
the  same  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  at  pleasure;  to  provide  in  said  by-laws 
for  the  election  of  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  all  subordinate  officers 
which  may  be  ti)ought  necessary  for  the  good  government  and  well  being 
of  said  town;  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  determine  the  period  of  their 
ap|:)ointment,  and  the  fees  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  the  ser- 
vices, and  require  them  to  qualify  previous  to  their  entering  upon  their  du- 
tiesof  their  offices,  and  may  further  require  of  them  a  bond,  with  security, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties  as  an 
officer  of  said  corporation:  the  town  council  shall  also  have  power  to  affix 
to  the  violation  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  such 
reasonable  fines  and  penalties  as  ihcy  may  deem  proper  to  enforce  obedi- 
ence to  the  same,  and  to  provide  for  the  disposition  or  appropiiatioiu  of  said 
fines  and  penalties:  Provided^  Sucii  by-laws  and  ordinances  be  no<  incon- 
sistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  jf  this 
State:  And  provided^  That  no  by-law  or  ordinance  of  said  corporatickji  shall 
take  effect  or  be  in  force,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  posted  up  li>r  two 
weeks  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  within  said  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  eve- 
ry year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  for  two  weeks,  in  one  or  more 
of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town,  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and 
improve  the  street^,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  to  deternjine  the  width  of  side 
walks:  they  sliall  have  power  to  remove  all  nuisances  and  obstructions 
from  the  streets  and  commons  of  said  town,  or  to  provide  for  the  removal 
of  the  same;  and  do  all  things  which  a  corporation  of  a  similar  nature  can 
do,  to  secure  the  health,  peace,  and  good  order  of  tlie  inhabitants  oC  said 
town. 

Sec.  II.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effisctually  enabling  the  town 
council  lo  carry  into  elfcct  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby  au,-^ 
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thorized  and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  personal  and  real  property^ sub* 
jeet  to  taxation,  within  the  bounds  of  said  corporation,  as  the  same  has  been  or 
shall  be  appraised  and  returned  on  the  grand  levy  of  the  State :  Provided^  That 
said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year,  one  half  of  one  per  centum,  on  the 
aggregate  of  all  such  taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  said  corpora- 
tion ;  and  the  said  town  council  shall,  between  the  first  Tuesday  in  April, 
and  the  first  Tuesday  in  July,  determine  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed 
and  collected  for  the  current  year. 

Sec.  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  corporation 
to  make  out  duplicates  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual  within  said  cor- 
poration, an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  value  of  the 
taxable  property  belonging  to  said  individual,  within  the  limits  of  said 
corporation,  as  the  same  appears  from  the  auditor's  books  of  Huron  coun- 
ty; and  the  said  auditor  shall,  at  all  reasonable  oflSce  hours,  lay  open  to 
the  inspection  of  the  recorder,  any  bookd  which  may  be  in  his  office  af- 
fording such  information;  and  the  recorder  shall  be  allowed  to  take  ab- 
stracts or  memorandums,  or  transcripts  therefrom,  free  of  expense,  to  ena- 
ble him  to  make  out  such  duplicates;  which  duplicates  shall  be  certified 
by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  one  of  said  duplicates  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  marshal,  or  to  such  other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  said  tax,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the 
same  regulations  as  the  collectors  of  state  and  county  tax  are  required  by 
law  to  collect  state  and  county  taxes;  and  the  said  marshal  or  collector, 
flo  appointed)  shall,  immediately  after  collecting  said  tax,  pay  the  same 
over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and 
the  said  marshal  or  other  collector,  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both 
real  and  personal  property,  as  is  given  by  law  to  county  treasurers;  and 
when  necessary,  the  said  recorder  shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for 
real  estate,  so  sold,  in  the  same  manner  that  county  auditors  arc  by  law 
empowered  to  do,  for  lands  sold  by  the  county  treasurer;  and  the  marshal 
or  collector  shall  receive  for  his  fees  such  sum  as  the  town  council 
may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum,  on  all  moneys  so  by  him  colIec^ 
cd.  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  full  power  to  appro- 
priate any  money  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury,  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  side  walks  of  said  town,  when  thej 
may  deem  it  necessary  so  to  do;  and  to  make  all  other  improvements  of  a 
public  nature,  which  may  conduce  to  the  convenience  and  propriety  of 
the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation  shall  be  conservator  of 
the  peace  throughout  said  town,  and  shall,  within  the  same,  have  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  all  matters  either  civil 
or  criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses whatsoever;  and  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  hii 
duties,  to  b^  approved  by  the  town  council;  which  bond  shall  be  deposit- 
ed with  the  corporation  treasurer:  the  said  mayor  shall  perfonn  all  the  da- 
ties  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corpora tioii; 
and  appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  the  said  mayor,  in  all  cases 
where  appeals  are  allowed  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  the  peace,  and 
in  the  same  manner. 
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Sec.  15,  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
«aid  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  constables  have  by  law,  and 
his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county  of 
Huron;  and  he  shall  execute  the  process  of  the  mayor,  and  receive  the 
same  fees  for  his  services  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases,  for 
like  services. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  mayor  shall  receive  the  same  fees  that  justices  of 
the  peace  are  entitled  to  in  like  cases,  aud  the  recorder  such  fees  for  his 
services  as  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation  shall  pre- 
scribe; but  the  residue  of  said  town  council  shall  receive  no  pecuniary 
compensation. 

Sec.  17.  That  if  no  election  shall  be  held  by  the  electors  of  said  town 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  next,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  ten  house- 
holders of  said  town  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  electors,  by  giving  twelve 
days'  notice  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  therein;  v^hich  notice  shall 
state  the  time,  place  and  object  of  the  meeting,  and  shall  be  signed  by  said 
householders;  at  which  time  and  place,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  election  of  officers  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the  meeting 
had  taken  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April;  and  the  officers  so  elected 
-shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Tuesday  in  April  following,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  18.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
the  county  of  Huron,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  lia- 
ble to  imprisonment  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and 
all  persons  so  imprisoned,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  or  jailor, 
as  in  other  cases. 

Sec^  19.  That  the  Legislature  may  have  power,  at  any  time,  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  act;  not  thereby  affecting,  however,  in  any  manner, 
the  rights  of  individual  citizens.

AN  ACT 

To  ineorporftte  the  Cfaazleston  and  Elyria  Road  Company,  in  the  county  of  Lorain. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio^  That 
Barna  Meeker,  Heman  Ely,  Daniel  T.  Baldwin,  Artemas  Beebe,  H.  K. 
Kendall,  Raymond  Starr,  and  Horatio  N.  Gates,  of  Lorain  county,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of 
a  majority  of  whom,  subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Charleston  and  Elyria  Road  Company,  hereby  incorporated;  and  they, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  may  cause  books  to  be  opened  in  the  county  of 
Lorain,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiving subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  after  having  giv- 
en thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  the  same,  by  pub- 
lication in  a  newspaper  printed  in  said  county;  and  that  upon  the  first 
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opening  of  said  books,  ihej  shall  be  kept  open  for  at  least  ten  days  in  sue** 
cession,  from  ten  o'clock,  A.  M.  until  two  o'clock,  P.  M.;  and  if,  at  the 
expiration  of  that  period,  such  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  as  is  necessary  to  its  incorporation,  shall  not  have  been  obtain- 
ed, then  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  cause  said  books 
to  be  opened  from  time  to  time,  after  the  expiration  of  said  ten  days,  and 
for  the  space  of  two  years  thereafter;  and  if  any  of  said  commissionen 
shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act,  during  the  continuance  of  the  duties  de- 
volved upon  them  by  this  act,  another  or  others  may  be  appointed  in  his 
or  their  stead,  by  the  remaining  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Charleston  and  Elyria  Road 
Company  shall  be  thirty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  corporatioa 
to  commence  the  construction  of  the  said  road  or  way,  and  enjoy  all  tiic 
powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  this  act,  as  soon  as  the  sum  of  six 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  said  stock. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  to  this 
act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  and  shall  be 
and  remain  a  corporation  forever,  under  the  name  of  "  The  Charleston 
and  Elyria  Road  Company;"  and  by  that  name,  shall  be  capable  in 
law  of  purchasmg,  holding,  selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  estates,  real, 
personal,  and  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  no  further;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession^ 
and  by  said  corporate  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued;  and  may  have  and  use  a  qommon  seal,  which  they  shall  have 
power  to  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  4.  That  upon  all  subscriptions,  there  shall  be  paid  at  the  titn% 
of  subscribing,  to  the  said  commissioners  or  the  agents  appointed  to 
receive  such  subscriptions,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  every  share  subscri- 
bed; and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and  at  such 
times,  as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company: 
Provided^  No  payment  other  than  the  first,  shall  be  demanded  until  at  least 
thirty  days'  public  notice  of  such  demand  shall  have  been  given  by  said 
president  and  directors,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the 
county  of  Lorain;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  in- 
stalment or  part  of  said  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the  space  of  sixty 
days  next  after  the  time  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  said  presi- 
dent and  directors,  upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days'  previous  notice  there- 
of, in  manner  aforesaid,  may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  sell  at  pub- 
lic vendue,  so  many  of  the  shares  of  the  said  delinquent  stockholder  or 
stockholders,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such  instalment,  and  the  ex- 
penses of  advertising  and  sale,  and  transfer  the  shares  so  sold  to  the  pur- 
chasers; and  the  residue  of  the  money  arising  from  such  sale,  after  pay- 
ing such  instalment  and  expense,  shall  be  paid  to  said  stockholder  on  de- 
mand. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  expiration  often  days,  for  which  the  hooks  are  first 
opened,  if  one  hundred  and  twenty  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed;  or,  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed^ 
if  within  two  years  after  the  first  opening  of  the  books,  the  said  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockbotd- 
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era  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  I^ast  twenty 
days'  previous  notice  thereof;  and  at  such  meeting,  the  said  commissioners 
shall  lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  stockholders,  then  and  there  pre- 
sent; and  thereupon  the  said  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  elect 
seven  directors  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  man- 
age the  affairs  of  said  company;  they  shall  have  the  power  of  electing  a 
president  of  said  company,  either  from  among  said  directors  or  others,  and 
of  allowing  him  such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in  said 
election,  and  on  all  other  occasions  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stockholders 
of  said  company  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one 
,vote  for  every  share  owned  by  it,  him,  or  her;  and  every  stockholder  may 
depute  any  other  person  to  vote  and  act  for  him,  or  her,  as  his  or  their 
proxy;  and  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be 
judges  of  the  first  election  of  said  directors. 

Sec*  6.  That  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company,  seven  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually,  on  the  third 
Monday  of  October  in  every  year,  in  the  county  of  Lorain,  at  such 
place  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  appoint;  and  if  any  vacancy 
shall  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  any  president  or  di- 
rector, before  the  year  for  which  he  was  elected  has  dxpired,  a  per- 
son to  fill  such  vacant  place  for  the  residue  of  the  year  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majority  of 
them;  and  that  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  hold 
and  exercise  their  offices  until  a  new  election  of  president  and  directors; 
and  that  elections  which  are  by  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws  of  the  compar 
ny,  to  be  made  on  the  particular  day,  or  at  a  particular  time,  if  not  made 
on  such  a  day  or  time,  may  be  made  at  any  lime  within  thirty  days  there- 
after. 

Sec.  7.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  an- 
nually at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of  president  and 
directors  of  said  company;  that  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  du- 
ring the  interval  between  the  said  annual  meetings,  by  the  president  and 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning  at  least 
one-fourthof  the  stock  subscribed,upon  giving  at  least  thirty  days' public  no- 
tice of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same;  and  when  any  such  meet- 
ings.are  called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  particular 
object  of  the  call;  and  if,  at  any  such  called  meeting,  a  majority  in  value, 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  are  not  present,  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  such  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  today,  without  transact- 
ing any  business,  for  any  lime  not  exceeding  three  days;  and  if,  within 
said  three  days,  stockholders  holding  a  majority,  in  value,  of  the  stock  sub- 
scribed, do  not  thus  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  8-  That  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  said  com- 
P'-iny,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  for  the 
previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  arid  distinct  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company ;  that  at  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  of  those 
present,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  may  require  similar  statements  from  the 
j  president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  them  when  thus 
,  required;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority 
in  value  of  all  the  stockholders  of  said  company  may  remove  from  office 
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any  president  or  any  of  the  directors  of  said  compaiiy,  an^  may  appoini 
others  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  shall  each, 
before  he  acts  as  such,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  (as  the  case  may  be,) 
that  he  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  th6  best 
of  his  skill  and  judgment. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  thea, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants  whatsoever,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  couh 
pany,  and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  determine,  by  contract,  the  com- 
pensation of  all  engineers,  officers,  agents,  or  servants,  in  the  employ  of 
said  company;  and  to  determine  by  their  by-laws,  the  manner  of  adjust- 
ing and  settling  all  accounts  against  the  said  company,  and  also  the  man- 
ner and  evidence  of  transfers  of  stock  in  said  company;  and  they,  or  a  ma- 
jority  of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  thej  maj 
deem  necessary  and  proper  for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested  io  the 
company  hereby  incorporated,  and  for  carrying  the  object  of  this  act  into 
effect:  Provided  only/thni  such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws 
of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  vest- 
ed with  the  right  to  construct  a  Turnpike  road,  a  M'Adamized  road,  or 
a  double  or  single  rail-road  or  way,  from  the  mouth  of  Black  river,  in  the 
county  of  Lorain,  on  the  most  direct  and  least  expensive  route,  to  Elyriif 
in  said  county. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com^pany  shall  be 
ahd  they  are  hereby  invested  with  all  rights  and  powers  necessary  for  the 
location,  construction  and  repair  of  said  road,  not  exceeding  one  handred 
feet  wide,  with  as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  the  said  president  and  directon 
may  deem  necessary;  and  they,  or  their  agents,  or  those  with  whom  they 
may  contract  for  making  any  part  of  the  same,  may  enter  upon^  and  use 
and  excavate,  any  land  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  site  of  said  road,  or 
for  any  other  purpose  necessary  and  useful  in  the  construction,  or  in  the 
repair  of  said  road,  or  its  works;  and  that  they  may  build  bridges^  may  fix 
scales  and  weights,  may  lay  rails,  may  take  and  use  any  earth,  tinr>ber,'gra- 
vel,  stone,  or  other  materials,  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  construction 
or  repair  of  any  part  of  said  road,  or  any  of  its  works;  and  may  make  and 
construct  all  works  whatsoever,  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  constnio- 
tion  or  repair  of  said  road. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  or  any  persons  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  then, 
may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  earth,  timber,  gravel 
or  stone,  or  other  materialsjor  any  improvements  which  may  be  wanted  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  purchase 
or  use,  or  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  and  if  the 
owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  married  woman,  insane  person,  or 
idiot,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted,  may  lie,  whet 
such  lands  and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to  anf 
justice  of  the  peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warruiu 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  slieriffof  said  county,  or  to  some  dis- 
interested person,  if  the  sheriff  shall  be  interested,  requiring  him  to  suinmoa 
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ajaiycrt  twelve  inei^viAhabitanUof  ^id  county,  not  related^  or  in  anywiie 
interested,  to  meet  on  the  land  or  near  to  the  other  property  ot  n)aterial9,  to 
he  valued,  on  a  day  naqied  in  said  warrant^not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and  if,  at  the  said  time  and  place, 
any  of  said  persons  summoned,  do  not  attend,  the  said  sheriff,  or  sum- 
rooner,  shall  immediately  summon  as  many  persons  as  may  be  necessary, 
with  the  persons  in  attendance,  to  furnish .  a  pannel  of  jtwelve  jurors  in 
attendance,  and  from  them,  each  party,  or  its,  his  or  her,  or  their  a-gent^  the 
sheriff  or  summoner,  for  him/her,  it,  or  them,  may  strike  qff  three  jurors, 
and  the  remaining  six  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  inquest  of  damages;  and  before , 
they  act  as  such,  the  said  sammoner  or  sherifif^  shall  administer  to  each  of 
them,  an  oath  dr  affirmation^  as  the  case  may  be,  that  they,  will  faith- 
fully and  impartiatiy  Value  the  damages  which  the  oxvn^ir  or  owners 
will  sustain,  by  the  use  or  occupation  of  the  same,  required  by  said  com- 
pany; and  the  jury  estimating  the  damages,  if  for  the  ground  occupied 
by  said  road,  shall  take  into  estimate  the  benefits  resulting  to  said  owner 
or  owners,  by  reason  of  said  road  passing  through  or  upon  the  land  of  such 
owner  or  owners,  towards  the  extinguishment  of  suob  claim  for  damages; 
and  the  said  jury^  shall  reduce  their  inquisition  to  writine,  and  shall  sign 
and  seed  the  same;  and  it  shall  then  be  returned  to  the  clenc  of  thexourt  of 
common  pleas  for  said  county,  and  by  such  clerk  filed  in  his  office;  and 
shall  be  confirmed  by  the.  said  court  at  its  next  session,  if  no  Sufficient  cause 
to  the  contrary  be  shown;  and  when  confirmed,  shall  be  recorded  by  said 
clerk  at  the  expense  of  said  company ;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  may  direct 
another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  manner  above  described;  and  such 
inquisition  shall  describe  the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  land 
condemned;  and  such  valuation  when  paid,  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  property,  or  his,  her,  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall  en^ 
title  said  company  to  the  full  right  to  said  personal  property,  and  the  use 
and  occupation  of  said  landed  property,  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  thus 
valued,  as  fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
same;  and  the  valuation,  if  not  received  wheh  tendered,  may  at  any  time 
thereafter,  be  received  from  the  company  without  cost,  by  the  owner  or 
owners,  his,  her  or  their  legal  represenative.or  representatives;  and  that 
such  sheriff  or  summoner)  and  jurors,  shall  be  entitled  to  den^nd  ^md  re- 
ceive from  the  s^d  company,  the  same  fees,  as  are  allowed  for  like  servi- 
ces, in  cases  of  fixing  the  valuation  of  i^al  estate,  previous  ta  sale  under 
execution* 

Sec^  14*.  That  whenever  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  Way,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  president  and  directors  of  said'  company,  so  to  construct 
the  said  road  across  such  established  road  or  way,  as  not  to  impede 
the  passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same,  o« 
when  it  shall  be  necessary,  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individtta^ 
ii  a  rail-road  shall  be  constructed  it  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide 
for  such  individual,  proper  wa^n-ways  across,  said  road  from  one  part  of 
his  land  to  another,  without  delay*  . 

Sec.  15*    That  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  company,  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  route,  or  construction  of  a  rail-road  to  be  by  tk>em  laid  oat  and 
constructed,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or  to  nsei  any 
67~L.  L 
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turnpike,  road  or  bridge,  rriadeor  erected  by  any  company  or  persbns  in- 
corporated, or  authbrijied  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  president  and  directoi.^,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  contract 
and  agree  with  any  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  to  the  said  company 
hereby  incorporated;  and  every  8\]oh  other  incorporation,  or  persons  incor- 
porated by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  is  and  are  hereby  aathor* 
ized  to  make  such  an  agreement,  contract,  or  transfer,  by  and  through  the 
agency  of  the  person  authorized  by  their  respective  acts  of  incorpoiation, 
to  exercise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  persons  as  by  any  law  of 
this  State,  are  intrusted  with,  the  management  and  direction  of  said  tarn- 
pike,  road  or  bridge,or  of  any  of  the  rights  and  privileges  aforesaid ;  and  any 
contract,  agreement  6r  transfer,  made  in  pursuance  ^f  the  power 
hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  seyeral  parties  nuder  tlieir 
respective  corporate  seals,  or  otherwise  legally  authenticated,  shall  vest 
in  the  company  hereby  imiorporated,  all  such  road,  part  of  ro£(d,  rights  and 
privileges,  and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  siaitie,  as  fully  to  all  intents 
and  purposes^  as  they  now  are  or  might  be  used  and  exercised  by  the  said 
corporation  or  persons  in  whom  they  are  now  vested.  ' 

Sec.  16.    That  the  said  president  and  directors  shaH  have  power  to 
purchase,  widi  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  place  on  s^ny  rail*road  cob 
structed  by  them  under  this  act,  all  machines,  Wagons,  vehicles  or  car- 
riages, of  any  description  whatsoever,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
K roper  for  the  purposes  of  transportation  on  said  road;  and  that  tbey  diail 
ave  power  to  chaise  for  tolls  upon,  and  the  transportation  of  persons, 
goods,  produce,  merchandize,  or  property  of  every  kind  whatsoever,  trans- 
ported by  tliem  along  said  raiUroad,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  following 
rates:  on  all  goods,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  description  whatso- 
ever tiransptrted  by  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  cents  per 
mile  for  toll,  and  five  cents  per  mile<  per  ton,  for  transportation  on  all 
goods,  produce,  merchandize  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever, 
trjansported  by  them  or  their  agents;  and  for  the  transportatioa  of  passen- 
gers not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  and  the  said 
road,  with  all  their  works,  improvements  and  profits,  are  hereby  vested 
in  said  company,  incorporated  ^by  this  act,  and  their  successors  forever; 
and  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  and 
considered  personal  property,  transferable  by  assignment,  agreeably  to 
the  bvrlaws  of  said  company. 

Sec.  17.  That  any  other  rail-road  company,  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  may  join  and  connect  said  road  with  the  road 
hereby  contemplated,  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to 
tbe^State  or  the  cHizens,  or  any  company  incorporated,  by  anlhority  of 
thi^  State,  to  cross  the  road  hereby  incorpora tea. 

Seci  18.  That  if  said  company  shall  construct  .a'  turnpike  road,  thej 
shall  be  allovired  the  following  rates  of  toll  from  those  travelling  the  whole 
length  thereof,  and  in  like  proportion  for  any  less  distance,  to  wit:  /bravery 
wagon  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every 
horse  or  ox  in  addition  three  cents;  for  every  chaise,  gig,  or  other  two 
wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  one  horse  twelve  and  a  half  ceafi^ 
for  every  horse  in  addition  six  cents;  for  every  coach,  chariot,  or  other 
four  wheeled  pleasure,  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses  twenty-five  cent%aad 
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for  each  horae  in  addition  six  cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  one 
horse  or  pair  of  oxen  eight  cents,  foreach  horsp  or  px  hi  addition  three  cents; 
for  every  hors^  and  rider  six  and  a  fourth  cents;  for  each  hor^e^  mule  or 
ass,  six-months  old  or  upwards,  led  or  driven,  two  cents;  for  each  head  of 
neat  cattle  six  months  old  pr  upwards,  one  cent;  for  every  head  of  sheep 
or  hogs  driven,  one-fourth  of  a  cent?  Pr(n;i<ferf;.  That  all  persons  going  to, 
and  returning  from  their  usual  pla<jfr  of  worship,  all  militia*men  going  and 
returning  from  their  places  of  mister,  and  all  funeral  processions,  shall  pass 
^aid  road  fr'ee  of  toll;  and  if  s^id  road  shall  be  M'Adamized,'  then  the  com- 
pany shall  be  allowed  fift>'  pec  cent,  in  addition  to  the  sums  above  tipeci- 
fied* 

Sec.  19.  That  ibr  the  purpose  of  collecting'  tolls  as  provided  in  the 
preceding  section,  the  president  and  directors*  are-  hereby  authorized  to 
erect  a  half  toll  gate  at  each  end  of  the  road,  not  nearer  than  within  half  a 
n^ile.of  either  the  towns  of  Charleston  or  Elyria,  either  of  which  gates  may 
be  erected,  and  toll  collected  when  the  appropriate  half  of  said  road  shall 
be -constructed  agreeably  to  the  true  intent  and  mesming  of  thi^  act;  and  if 
any  person  using  said  road,  shall  pass  through  any  private  gate  or  bars  so 
as  togo  around.any  gate  erected  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
i^itb  mtent  to  evade  the' payment  of  toll,  every  such  person  shall,  for 
every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  company,  the  surin  of  five  dollars^ 
to  be  recovered  by  aclion  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  company,  before  any 
justiceof  the  peace  having  jurisdiction.  ^        . 

Sec.  20.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  sliall  semi-annually, 
declare  and  make  .such  dividend  as  .tl>ey'  may  deem  proper,  of  the  net t 
profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the  probable 
amount  of  outstandbg  debts  and  the  necessary  current  and  contingent 
expenses,  and  that  they  shall  divide  tbe  dame  amongst  the  stockholders  of 
said  cornpany  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 

Sec.  21.  That  if  any  p^rsop,  or  persons  shall  wilfullvt  by  any  means 
whatsoever,  injure,  imp$tir  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  road,  constructed 
by  said  company,  under  this  act,  or  any^  of  the  works,  buildings  or. 
machinery  of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons,  so  ofiending,  shall 
each  of  them,  for  every. such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  company,  any 
sum  not  exceeding  three  fold  the  damages;  which  may  be  recovered  in  the 
name  of  the  company,^  by  un^aclion  of  debt,  in  thc.court  of  common  pleas 
for  the  county  of  Lorain,  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  an  indictment  in 
said  court,  and  upon  conviption  6f  such  offence,  shall  be  punished  by 
fine  and  imprisonment,  at  thediscretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  22.  That  if  3aid  road  shall  not  be  commenced  in  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  tjiis  act,,  and  shall  not  be  finished  within  six  years 
from  the  time  of  commencing  thereof,  then  this  act  to  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  23.  That  if  the  Legislature  of  this State,shal),. after  the  expiration 
of  thirty-five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  provision  by  law, 
for  ihe  repayment  of  said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  tbem  in- 
the  construction  of  said  road,  and  of  the  value  of  the  necessary  per- 
manent fixtures  thereto,  at  the  time,  with  an  addition  pf  fifteen  per  cent* 
thereon;  of  which  expenditure  an  accurate  statement  in  writing,  attested 
by  the  oath^or  affirmations  of  the  officers  of  said  company,  shall  be  sub- 
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mitted  to  the  General  As$embly,  if  required;  then  said  road  and  fixtures 
shall  vest  in  and  becomp  the  property  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  33.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  shall  amoanl  to  a 
sum  exceeding  the  amount  of  s^  per  pent.,  per  annum,  upon  the  costs  of 
said  rpad,  and  the  necessary  expeiuses  of  the  same,  the  Legislatare  of  this 
State  may  impose  such  reasonabie  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividendsi 
as  may  be.  received  from  other  rail-roadkcompaQies.

To  incorporate  the  Maumce  City  Insurance  Compan}-. 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  ofiiit  Stale  of  Ohio^  That 
an  Insurance  Company  shall  be  established  in  Maumee  City,  in  the  county 
of  Lucas,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Maumee  City  Iqsorance  Com- 
pany" with  a  capita]  slock  of  two'huhdred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  divi- 
ded into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  foe 
by  individuals,  companies  or  corporations,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  speci- 
fied. 

Sec.  2.  That  James  Walcott,  J.  H.  Forsythe,  J.  S.  Hazzard,  Jona 
Wood,  J.  A.  Scot,  I.  J.  Bingham,  Daniel  Cook,  Hiram  Steel,  John  E.  Hunt, 
Oscar  White,  Oilman  C.  Mudget,  and  S»  A.  Sargent,  or  any  three  of  them 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  open  subscriptions  in  said  town,  for 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company  on  the  first  Or  second  Monday  of  Aprit 
next,  and  to  keep  them  open  every  diy  between  the  hours  of  nine  o^cIock 
A.  M.  to  five  P.  M.  for  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted,)  when  the  ssone  shall 
be  closed:  if  within  the  said  ten  days  one  thousand  shares  shall  besidit- 
scribed  for,  the  subscribers  may  meet  at  some  suitable  place  in  Maumee 
City,  after  fifteen  days  notice  thereof  ^half  hare  been  given  in  a  newspa- 
per published  in  said  city,  and  choose  three  directors,  who  may  at  any 
time  ifter  having  given  fitleen  days  notice  in  otie  of  the  newspapers  of  the 
cityi^causing  the  subscriptions  to  be  re-opened,  and  to  continue  open  antil 
the  ivhole  amount  of  stock  shall  be  taken;  if,  however,  within  the  said  tea 
days  niore  than  two  thousand  five  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed  for. 
the  said  commissioners  shall  apportion  the  same  among  the  applicants 
therefor. 

Sec.  3.  The  payments  of  the  subscriptions  shall  be  made  and  comple- 
ted by  the  subscribers  respectively  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  follow- 
ing: at  the  time  of  subscribing  there  shall  be  paid  on  each  share  two  dol- 
iars,  and  after  the  election  o\  directors  and  before  the  company  shall  9 
Sato  operation  three  dollars.

^  Sec.  6.    The  stock  and  aSairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
conducted  by  five  directors  who  shall  be  stockholders  and  resident  within 
'  this  State  ;tliey  shall  after  the  present  year  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday 
of  December  in  each  year,  at  such  time  in  the  day  and  at  such  place  in 
Maumee  City  as  the  board  of  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  and 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and.until  others  shall  be  chosen;  and  no-

debt  whatsoever,  created  or  to  be  created  by  or  under  any  act  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  or  of  this  or  any  particularState,n6rto  emit  any  notes  or  bills, 
or  make  aiiy  contract  for  the  payment  of  money,  only  except  under  the 
seal  of  said  corporation;  and  all  such  notes  and  contracts  shall  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  be  taken  as  specialties  at  law,  but  it  shall  nevertheless,  be  Jaw- 
ful  for  the  said  corporation  to  purchase  and  hold  any  such  stock  or  funded 
debt  as  last  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of  vesting  any  part  of  (he  capital 
.  stock,  funds  or  moneys  therein,  instead  of  investing  the  same  in  and  upon

To  incorporate  the  Clevoland  Frroinen'B  Insurance  Company. 

Sec.  1.     Be.  it  enacted  hy^  the  General  Assembly  ofOie  State  of  Ohw,  That 
the  chief  engineer,  the  assistant  engineers,  and  the  members  of  the  several 
Engine  Companies,  Hook  and  Ladder  Companies,  Hos^  Companies  Pro- 
tection Companies,  and  other  companies  now  organized  in   the  City  of 
.Cleveland,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  organized  in  said  City,  by  the  com- 
mon council  therof,  as  cdhstituting  the  Fire  department  thereof,  and  all  per- 
sons now  belonging,  or  who  shall  hereafter  belong  tx)  said  companies,  and 
be  regular  members  tbereoii  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  rtnd 
politic,  for  the  term  of  thirty  years  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Fire- 
men^s  Insurance  Company  of  Cleveland;"  and,  by  that  name,  may  be  capa- 
ble in  law  to  contract,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered  unto^  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  or 
elsewhere,  with  full  power  and  authority  to  lend  money  at  a  rate  of  inter- 
est not  exceeding  six  pei'  cent,  per  annum,  arid  to  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  occupy  and  enjoy,  all  such  real  and  j^ersonal  estate  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary and  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be 
conveyed  to  said  company  for  the  security  or  in  payment  of  any  debt 
which  may  become  due  and  owing  to  the  same,  or  in,  satisfectionof  any 
judgment  of  a  court  of  law,  or  any  order  or  decree  6f  a  court  of  equity,  in 
their  favour,  and  may  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  aJter  or 
rene^  at  pleasure;  and  may  cause  and  direct  its  first  officer  to  make  and 
affix  to  such  instruments  as  by  Is^w  do  not,  in  ordinary  cases,  require  a  seal, 
his  official  ngnature,  accompanied  by  the  counter  signature  of  its  secre- 
tary or  other  officers,  which  shall  be  a  sufficient  signmg. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  affairs  of-  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a 
board,  consisting  of  eleven  directors,  chosen  from  the  stockholders, 
not  more  than  three  from  the  same  company;  and  the  board  shall  appoint 
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a  president  from  among  themselves;  they  shall  also  appoint  a  secretary 
and  such  other  offic^rs^  agents  and  assistants  as  shsill  be  necessary  and 
proper  to  transact  the  business  of  the  institudbn;  and  shall  cause  a  fall, 
fair  and  correct  entry  of  its  transactions  to  be  kept,  and  open  to  the  in* 
spection  of  any  stockholder. 

Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  (250,000,)  wi:lh  liberty  to  add  thereto  at  any  timi 
by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders,  or  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors, two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  more,  (250,000;)  all  of 
which  shall  be  divided  into  «h^res  Of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  ta- 
ken, held  and  owned  by  the; members  and  officers  of  the  Fire  Department 
of  the  City  of  Cleveland,  and  none  others  except  as  hereinafter  excepted; 
there  «hall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  on  each  share,  one  dollar,  (1 ;) 
and  when  one  thousand  shares  shall  have  been  so  subscribed,  the  stock- 
holders shall  be  convened  by  the  chief  engineer,  on  four  days  notice,  for 
the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  each  share  being  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  said  board  shall  have  been  elected  and  orga- 
nized, they  shall  cause  each  stockholder  to  execute  security  to  the  com- 
pany, to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board,  for  the  payment  of  his  stock  or  in- 
stalments therof,  on  demand,  when  and  where  the  board  shall  order,  of 
which  twenty  days  public  notice  shall  be  given;  which  security  shall  con- 
sist of  endorsed  notes,  personal  credits,  stocks,  (other  than  in  this  in^^tu- 
tion,)  or  real  property,  and .  be  subject  to  renewal  or  enlargement  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  board;  and  if  any  original  stockholder  shall  refuse  or  neg- 
lect to  give  the  security  aforesaid,  his  stock  shall  be  forfeited  for  the  ben^t 
of  the  company,  and  may  be  s5ld  and  transferred;  and  if  any  stockholder 
shall  at  any  time  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  instalments,  or  to  make^re- 
new,  or  enlarge  security  when  required,  he  shall  f9rfeit  to  the  company 
his  interest  therein,  and  oe  held  liable  for  his  portion  of  any  previous  losses; 
when  one  thousand  shares  shall  be  taken  and  secured  as  aforesaid,  the 
company  is  hereby  authorized  to  go  into  operation,  and  insure  against  loss 
or  damage  of  all  kinds  of  property  by  Fircj  take  marine  risks,  and  life  in- 
surances, and  cause  themselves  to  be  insured  against  risks  incurred  by 
them. 

Sec.  5.  The  board'shall  have  power,  in  case  of  a  forfeiture  of  stock, 
to  reinstate  the  same  on  payment  of  all  arrears  and  assessments  thereon, 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  (15)  per  cent,  sipce  due,  by  a  vote  of 
two  thirds  of  the  board  of  directors,  and  also  to  accept  resignations  and 
fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body ;  the  election  of  directors  shall  take  place 
(after  the  firdt  election  aforesaid)  on  the  first -Monday  in  June  annually; 
but  if  the  election  should,  by  aiiy  means,  fail,  the  corporation  shall  not  be 
considered  thereby  dissolved,  and  the  existing  board  shall  continue  to  act,

That  the  several  companies  enumered  in  the  fintsectkm,  noir 
organized,  and  ail  subsequent  companies  regularly  connected  with  the 
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Fire  department  of  the  City  of  Cleveland,  whether  engine  companies,  hose 
companies, hook  and  ladder  companies,  or  protection  companies,  when  orga- 
nized and  equipped,  having  a  name  or  number  recorded  among  the  proceed* 
ings  of  the  common  council  as  a  corporate  style  or  designation,  shall  be,  and 
those  already  formed,  are  declared  to  be,  individually,  bodies  corporate  and 
politic  in  law,  under  the  names  by  which  they  are  known,  with  the  general 
powers  detailed  in  said  first  section:  Provided^  There  shall  not  be  more 
than  one  hose  company,  one  hook  and  ladder  company,  and  one  protec- 
tion companytof  eighty  members  or  under,  to  every  four  engines  and  en* 
gine  companies,  of  sixty  members. 

8ec.  7*  The  chief  engineer  shall  have  power  to  fine  any  company  of 
the  department  or  any  member  or  oiEcer  of  any  company  for  disobedience 
of  orders,  and  the  foremen  of  each  company  shall  have  the  same  power  in 
regard  to  the  members  and  officers  of  his  company,  in  any  sam,  for  mem- 
bers, not  to  exceed  five  dollars,  for  companies,  not  to  exceed  twenty  dol- 
lars, subject  to  an  appeal  in  writing  to  the  mayor  of  Cleveland,  or  his  sub- 
stitute, within  thirty  days  after  written  notice  of  the  trial  shall  have  been 
served  upon  the  delinquent,  or  the  foreman,  when  a  company  is  concern- 
ed j  the  chief  engineer  shall  have  power  to  equalize  said  companies  by 
temporary  transfers  from  the  stronger  to  the  weaker,  having  regard  to  the 
physical  abilities  of  the  members  and  the  nature  of  the  duties  to  be  per- 
formed; the  fines  aforesaid,  to  be  certified  by  the  proper  foreman  or  chief 
engineer,  or  mayor,  to  the  secretary  of  the  Firemen's  Insurance  Company, 
and  retained  out  of  the  dividends  of  the  individual  or  tlio  individuals  of  the 
company  charged  therewith. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  constituted  a  fund,  called  the  Relief  Fund, 
which  shall  be  for  the  relief  and  benefit  of  firemen  disabled  while  on  duty, 
of  widows  of  firemen  and  for  the  education  of  the  orphans  of  firemen,  killed 
while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  and  for  the  immediate  relief  of  the  fam- 
ilies of  deceased  firemen  killed  on  duty;  that  ten  per  cent,  of  the  dividends 
on  the  stock  shall  be  retained  at  the  time  of  division,  to  constitute  said  fund, 
and  that  the  board  of  directors  shall  hold  said  fund  subject  to  the  orders  of 
the  chief  engineer. 

That  any  person  who  shall  have  faithfully  served  in  said  fire 
department  for  the  period  of  seven  years,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate 
of  the  fact  from  the  foreman  of  his  company,  and  may  thereafter  hold  stock 
and  partake  of  all  the  benefits  of  this  actof  incorporation,  whether  he  shall 
remain  an  active  member  of  said  fire  department  or  not;  and  all  members 
disabled  while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  shall  also  be  entitled  to  retain 
their  stock  and  receive  the  dividends  thereon;. and  in  case  of  the  death  of 
any  member,  his  executors  and  administrators  shall  have  six  months  time 
to  dispose  of  the  stock  held  by  said  deceased  member;  but  a  member 
withdrawing,  or  expelled  from  his  company,  or  removing  from  this  city, 
cannot  hold  his  stock  or  receive  dividends  Uiereon,  after  his  resigning,  dis- 
missal or  removal. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  insurance  company,  hereby  organized  and  incorpo- 
rated, shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  visitaUon  of  any  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  or  commissioners  of  said  court,  or  committee  or  agent  of 
the  Legislature  of  this  State,  and  shall  submit,  on  the  first  of  January  of 
each  year,  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  an  abstract  of  its  receipts,  losses,  de-

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niands;,  liabilities,  and  available  i^neans.  This  act  shall  be  taken  to  be  a 
public  act  of  this  State,  and  copies  printed  by  order  of  the  General  Assein- 
blj,  and  certified  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  and 
places. 

'  Sec.  1  !•  That  Samuel  Cook,  J.  G.  McCurdy,  Henry  L.  Noble,  Charles

Sec.  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  die  State  of  Ohio^  That 
John  Bing,  Phineas  Matthews,  Joseph  Mauk  and  Charles  Guthrey,  of  Gal- 
lia county;  Jesse  Hubble.  Samuel  S.  Paine,  Arthur  Merril,  Amos  Stephens, 
and  Alfred  6.  Dunlap.  of  Meigs  county;  ZibaLindley,jr.  JfohnBrown,Sd.f 
John  Welch,  Amos  Cripen,  and  James  J.  Fuller,  of  Athens  county,  and 
their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate,  under  the  name  of  the  ^^Fnirhaven,  Rutland  and  Athens  Turnpike 
Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  road  from  Fairhavcn,  in  the 
county  of  Gallia,  by  way  of  Rutland,  in  the  county  of  Meigs;  thence  to 
Athens,  in  the  county  of  Athens;  which  company  shall  have  all  the  rights, 
privileges  and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  defined  ia 
.the  ^act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,"  passed  7lh 
January,  1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto, except  in  so  far  as 
the  same  may  be  modified  or  changed  by  the  special  provisions  of  this  act« 

Sec.  S.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  above  named  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  town 
of  Rutland,  in  the  county  of  Meigs,  at  such  time  as  they  shall  think  fit, 
and  proceed  to  organize  the  said  company,  and  to  take  order  for  the  open- 
ing of  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  agreeably  to  the  second  sec* 
tlon  of  the  said  ^^act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies.^' 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sub 
scribed  to  the  stock  of  the  company,  the  above  named  commissionen 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the 
third  section  of  the  said  ^act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  oom- 
panies"  for  the  election  of  nine  directors,  for  the  government  of  the  saii 
company. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  company  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  persons  travelling  said  road,  the  following  tolls  iot 
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«Tery  ten  miles  travel  on  said  road,  and  in  suitable  proportion  for  a  less 
<iistance,to  wit: 

For  every  four  wheeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or 
other  animal,  eighteen  and  three-fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  ani* 
mal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  cart,  gig,  or  other  two  wheeled  carriage 
of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 
for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents; 

For  every  coach,  chariot,  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn 
by  one  horse,,  (driver  included*)  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  additional 
horse,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  and  up<* 
wards,  two  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  three  fourths 
of  a  cent; 

And  for  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  fourth  of  a  cent; 

And  the  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  one-half  of 
the  foregoing  rates  of  toll  on  the  said  road  when  tlie  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  being  not  less  than  ten  miles  together,  shall  have  been  graded  and 
bridged,  though  not  fully  completed:  Provided^  That  such  persons  shall  be 
exempt  from  paying  tolls,  as  are  exempted  in  the  eleventh  section  of  the 
general  act  passed  January  7,  1817,  before  mentioned,  saving  only  per- 
sons conveying  the  public  mails  of  the  United  States,  which  last  mentioned 
persons  shall  not  pass  free  as  in  said  act  provided*

Relating  to  the  Miami  Canal  Landa. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representalites  in  Congress  Assembledy  The 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  would  respectfully  represent,  that 
by  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  May  24  th,  1828,  there  was  granted  to  the 
State  of  Ohio,  a  quantity  of  land,  equal  to  one  half  of  five  sections  on  each 
side  of  a  canal,  to  be  constructed  from  Dayton  to.  the  Maumee  river,  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Auglaize,  on  certain  conditions,  which  were  to  be  com* 
plied  with  on  the  part  of  the  State.  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
passed  December  31st,  1831,  the  State  pledged  herself  to  carry  into  effect 
the  act  of  Congress  before  named,  by  authorizing  the  selection,  sale  and 
application  of  the  proceeds  of  said  lands,  to  the  construction  of  the  Miami 
canal;  since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  before  referred 
to,  anid  the  selection  of  lands  made  in  accordance  with  its  provisions,  (and 
the  act  of  Congress  donating  said  lands)  in  lieu  of  lands  previously  sold  by 
the  United  States  within  five  miles  of  said  canal,  the  general  government 
has  sold  a  quantiW  of  said  land,  the  avails  of  which  have  passed  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  united  Stages,  instead  of  being  appropriated  to  the  co^- 
straction  of  the  Miami  canal,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress, donating  them  for  that  purpose*  The  General  Assembly,  therefore, 
ask  of-  Congress,  the  passage  of  an  act  authorizing  the  State  of  Ohio  to 
fdect  from  any  lands  belonging  to  the  United  States,  within  said  State,  a 
qoantitv  of  land  equal  to  the  amount  sold  by  the  United  States,  that  prop- 
erty belonged  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  according  t6  the  act  of  Congress  grant- 
ing lands  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  aid  said  State  in  the  construction  of  the 
Juami  canaL 

Besohei  by  the  Oenerai  AssenAly  of  the  StaU  of  Ohio,  That  the  Governor 
of  this  State,  be  requested  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  memorial 
and  of  thistesdution,  to  each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress, and  that  tbev  be  requested  to  use  all  honorable  and  proper  exertions 
to  obtain  an  act  of  Congress  for  the  purposes  therein  set  forth.

In  regard  to  the  Maumee  and  Weetem  Reterre  road. 

Whsreas,  on  an  examination  of  a  treaty  concluded  at  Brownstown, 
the  Wyandott  and  other  Indian  tribes,  on  the  2dth  day  of  November, 
1808,  a  tract  of  land  was  ceded  to  the  United  States  for  a  road  one 
hundred  and  twenty  feet  in  width;  from  the  foot  of  the  Rapids  of  the 
river  of  Miami  of  Lake  Erie,  to  the  western  line  of  the  Connecticut  Re* 
serve,  and  all  the  land  within  one  mile  of  said  road  on  each  side  tliereof: 
And  whereas^  By  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  December  ISlh,  1811, 
the  President  of  the  United  States  was  authorized  to  cause  to  be  sarver- 
ed  and  marked,  the  said  road  from  the  foot  of  the  said  Rapids,  to  tbt 
western  line  of  the  Connecticut  Western  Reserve,  agreeably  to  the 
said  Treaty  of  Brownstown;  but  by  a  subsequent  act  of  Congress,  ap- 
proved the  28th  of  February,  1 823,  the  State  of  Ohio  was  authorised  to 
lay  out,  open  and  construct  said  road,  in  such  manner  as  might  by  law 
be  provided  for,  with  the  approbation  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  declaring  that  the  same  should  forever  remain  a  public  highway: 
And  also  granted  io  the  State  certain  lands  for  completing  said  road, 
the  surplus,  if  any,  to  remain  with  the  State  lor  keeping  the  road  in  rt* 
pair:  And  whereat^  The  State,  in  pursuance  of  the  above  recited  act9a» 
cepted  the  grant  and  has  expended  a  considerable  sum  over  and  above 
the  avails  of  said  lands  in  its  construction  and  repairs:  And  wkermk 
Said  road  is  in  a  bad  state,  so  much  so  that  in  the  fall  and  spring  seaaoDi 
it  is  almost  impassable,  and  instances  could  be  cited,  where  the  trareUer« 
after  passing  on  it  some  miles,  has  found  himself  compelled  to  return  is 
the  point  from  whence  he  set  out,  and  pursue  his  journey  by  adiflfemit 
and  circuitous  route  by  steam  boat  and  other  conveyance,  lengtheaiBg 
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the  distance  some  twenty-five  or  thirty  miles  to  his  place  of  destination; 
it  would,  therefore,  require  a  heavy  expenditure  to  put  it  in  a  proper 
state  of  repair,  for  the  benefit  of  that  region  of  country,  and  the  accom^ 
modation  of  the  travelling  public,  the  importance  of  which  is  every  day 
the  more  developed.    Therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Genei'nl  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That  our  Senators 
and  Representatives  in  Congress  be  requested  to  use  their  united  exertions 
to  procure  the  passage  ofa  law  making  an  appropriation  for  the  permanent 
repairs  of  said  road,  or  otherwise  the  State  to  adopt  such  measures  as  may 
be  deemed  advisable,  either  by  placing  it  under  the  direction  of  the 
"Board  of  Public  Works,"  with  the  privilege  of  erecting  gates  and  collect- 
ing tolls  or  by  incorporating  a  company  with  said  privileges,  after  said 
road  shall  first  have  been  put  in  good  repair;  and  also,  such  measures  as  in 
the  wisdom  of  Congress  shall  be  deemed  most  expedient  in  relation  to  the 
road  from  Lower  Sandusky  to  the  Greenville  treaty  line.

Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  That  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  cause  to  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  the  State  Printer, 
regularly  certified  copies  of  the  following  acts,  to  wit:  An  act  for  the  pres- 
ervation and  repair  of  the  United  States  road,  passed  February  4th,  1 831; 
an  act  to  amend  the  act  entitled  an  act  for  the  preservation  and  repair  of 
the  National  road,  passed  June  14th,  1832;  an  act  to  fix  the  rate  of  tolls 
on  the  National  [road,]  passed  at  the  present  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, with  suitable  marginal  notes  and  references,  and  that  the  State 
Printer  be  directed  to  print  one  hundred  copies  of  the  same  together,  in

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HEPOBT  AND  USSOItlTTIOllS 

On  th#  subject  of  t  Ship  Canal  arottnd  the  Falls  of  Niagara. 

The  telect  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  unfinished  bin 
siness  of  the  last  session,  as  relates  to  the  construction  of  a  ship  canal 
around  the  Falls  of  Niagara,  would  respectfully  report: 

The  practicability  of  this  great  national  work  does  not  admit  of  a  sin- 
gle doubt;  and,  in  whatever  light  it  may  be  viewed,  it  is  one  justly  enti- 
tled to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  General  Government.  Aside 
from  its  advantages  to  the  Union,  the  interest  of  the  whole  Western  States 
and  Territories  is  deeply  involved  in  its  accomplishment.  This  canal  would 
open  a  ship  and  steamboat  communication  between  the  immense  regions 
surrounding  the  Western  States  and  those  bordering  on  the  Ontario  and 
St.  Lawrence,  and  perhaps,  at  no  distant  day,  with  the  city  of  New  York* 
The  commercial  advantaQ;es  to  be  derived  from  a  communication  between 
Lake  Ontario  and  the  chain  of  Western  Lakes,  have,  in  a  great  measure, 
been  secured  to  the  British  Government,  by  the  construction  of  the  Wel- 
land  Canal.  The  enterprising  spirit  of  that  government  is  not  to  be  satis- 
ed  with  this  connecting  link  between  our  inland  seas,  but  is  evinced  by  re- 
cent demonstrations  of  an  intention  to  engage  in  a  still  more  extensive 
system  of  internal  improvement. 

The  following  applications  to  the  Provincial  Parliament  of  Upper  Cana- 
da, during  the  past  winter,  will  exhibit  the  strong  feeling  which  exists  on 
the  subject,  ^'for  a  company  to  construct  a  rail-road  from  Toronto  to  the 
waters  of  Lake  Huron;"  "for  a  rail-road  from  the  Detroit  river  to  the  town 
of  Niagara;"  "  for  a  rail-road  from  Wellington  Square,  at  the  head  ,of  Lake 
Ontario,  to  Goderich,  on  Lake  Huron;"  **for  a  company,  with  power  to 
make  a  lateral  cut  to  connect  the  Wetland  Canal  and  Niagara  river  at  its 
mouth;"  "for  a  company  to  construct  a  canal  from  Grand  river  to  the  river 
Thames,  thence  to  the  town  of  London;"  "for  a  company  for  the  purpose 
of  opening  a  ship  navigation  through  the  neck  of  the  Peninsula  between 
the  Lake  and  the  Bay  of  Toronto;"  "  for  a  charter  to  construct  a  ship  na- 
vigation from  Lake  Erie  to  some  point  in  the  Niagara  river  below  Fort  Erie 
rapids." 

The  attention  of  your  committee  has  been  more  particularly  drawn  to 
the  consideration  of  the  last  mentioned  plan  of  improvement.  It  is  intend- 
ed to  lessen,  in  a  great  degree,  the  distance  by  canal,  communicating  be- 
tween Lake  Ontario  and  Lake  Erie.  A  ship  canal  on  the  American  side, 
would  possess  very  great  advantages  in  this  respect  over  the  nearest  possi- 
ble route  on  the  Canadian  shore,  and  particularly  over  the  Welland  Ca- 
nal, which  is  forty-one  miles  in  length.  From  the  report  of  N.  S.  Roberts, 
Esq.,  an  Engineer,  who  made  a  survey  of  the  route  on  the  American  side 
in  1B26,  it  appears  the  whole  length  of  the  canal  byway  of  the  Village 
Manchester,  is  nine  miles  and  seventy-three  chains,  and  by  way  of  Gill 
creek  and  Bloody  run,  eight  miles:  upon  either  of  the  foregoing  routes,  no 
locks  are  necessary  from  the  commencement  of  the  ship  canal,  on  the 
Niagara  river,  two  and  a  half  miles  above  the  Falls,  to  Fort  Gray,  near 
the  village  of  Lewistown.  ^  Here  the  locks  commence,  and  in  a  distance 
of  one  mile  and  sixty-seven  chains,  are  located  32  locks  of  10  feet  lift  each) 
6»— LL. 
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making  the  total  lockage  at  this  place,  320  feet,  from  8  feet  below  the  lerel 
of  the  water  at  its  confimeQcement,  the  same  distance  below  the  water  at 
Its  proposed  termioatioQ  in  the  harbor  of  Lewistown/'  Stone  of  the  best 
qualitj  for  the  construction  of  permanent  locks,  will  be  obtained  from 
the  cutting  in  the  immediate  vicinitj;  and  it  may  be  observed  that  no  sec* 
tion  of  country  is  better  supplied  with  all  the  requisite  materials  for  the 
successful  completion  of  such  a  work.  The  total  expense  for  the  construction 
of  this  canal,  as  estimated  by  Mr.  Roberts,  is  $930,826.  The  dimensions  of 
the  canal  were  calculated  for  36  feet  width  at  the  bottom,  60  feet  at  the  wa- 
ter line,  and  8  feet  deep.  The  proposed  dimensions  of  the  locks  were  35 
feet  wide  in  the  chamber,  and  120  feet  between  the  gates.  Mr.  Williams 
has  recommended  the  construction  of  a  canal  and  locks  of  sufScient  capa- 
city to  admit  the  largest  vessels  to  pass,  that  navigate  the  Lakes.  This  ap- 
pears to  be  demanded,  not  only  by  the  rapid  increase  of  population,  wealth 
and  commerce,  in  the  West,  but  by  the  extraordinary  exertions  of  the 
British  Government  to  secure  ^n  uninterrupted  communication  between 
the  Western  Lakes  and  Ocean,  by  improving  the  navigation  of  the  St. 
Lawrence.  More  than  a  million  and  a  half  dollars  have  been  appropria- 
ted for  the  construction  of  a  navigable  channel  around  the  rapids  of  the 
St.  Lawrence,  and  the  work  is  now  in  progress.  When  the  obstructions  in 
that  river  shall  be  overcome,  steamboats  and  vessels  navigating  the  Ocean 
will  pass  into  Lake  Ontario,  and  those  drawing  eight  feet  water,  into  Lake 
Erie.  The  contemplated  improvements  around  the  rapids  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence river  are  to  be  on  a  scale  sufficiently  large  to  admit  the  passage  of 
ships  of  300  tons  burden.  The  locks  are  to  be  200  feet  in  length,  55  feet 
in  width,  with  nine  feet  of  water.  These  important  improvements  will 
probably  be  completed  in  the  course  of  two  or  three  years,  and  they  will 
give  to  the  Canadas  a  decided  superiority  over  the  United  States,  in  secu- 
ring the  immense  commerce  of  the  West.  But  another  consideration  of 
deep  interest  is  involved  in  the  construction  of  a  ship  canal  around  the  ra- 
pids of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  that  is  the  advantages  of  which  this  com- 
munication between  the  Ocean  and  Lake  Ontario,  would  give  to  the  Brit- 
ish Government,  if  the  two  nations  would  again  assume  a  belligerent  atti- 
tude. The  improvements  contempIate(j,  and  in  progress,  are  on  a  most 
magnificent  scale.  They  are  designed  to  open  a  safe  and  uninterrupted 
ship  navigation  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Upper  Lakes.  It  is  already  as- 
certained that  the  dimensions  of  the  Welland  Canal  are  too  limited  to  ad- 
mit vessels  of  such  capacity  as  is  proposed  to  pass  around  the  rapids  of 
the  St.  Lawrence.  For  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  capacity  of  this  ca- 
nal, a  negotiation  is  now  pending  between  the  Provincial  Government  of 
Upper  Canada  and  the  Welland  Canal  Company,  for  the  purchase  of  the 
canal.  Should  this  negotiation  be  successful,  it  is  easy  to  foresee  that  the 
Welland  Canal  would  be  so  enlarged  as  to  admit  the  passage  of  vessels  of 
300  tons  burden.  In  that  event,  who  would  monopolize  the  trade  and  com- 
merce of  the  West?  What  flag  would  be  seen  floating  at  Buffalo,  Cleve- 
land, Detroit  and  Chicago?  It  would  not  be  the  Star  Spangled  Banner! 
This  must  be  apparent  from  the  inequality  that  now  exists  between  British 
and  American  commerce  on  the  Ontario  and  St.  Lawrence.  In  IBSS^ 
more  than  thirty  British  steamboats  were  in  constant  and  profitable  em* 
ployment  on  those  waters,  while  the  Americans  had  only  three. 
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Your  committee  deem  it  uDoepessary.  to  enter  minutely  into  an  examp 
nation  of  the  great  commercial  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  con- 
itruction  of  a  Ship  Canal  around  the  Falls  of  the  Niagara.  The  impor- 
tance of  connecting  the  chain  of  Western  Lakes  with  the  Ontario  and  St. 
Lawrence,  are  too  obvious  to  require  argument.  The  experience  of  the 
last  ten  or  fifteen  years  has  demonstrated  the  superiority  of  natural  water 
communication  over  that  of  canals.  It  is  found  that  lake  and  river  trans- 
portation is  cheaper  than  by  canals,  at  the  present  low  rates  of  toll. 
Wheat  can  be  carried  from  Troy  to  New  Yoirk  for  three  cents  per  bushel, 
while  the  cost  of  transportation  the  same  distance  on  the  canal,  would  be 
much  increased.  The  same  iiiequaiity  in  the  cost  of  transportation  will  be 
found  to  exist  upon  all  the  lakes  and  rivers  that  admit  of  ship  or  steam- 
boat navigation. 

Your  committee  are  fuily  aware  that  this  improvement,  aside  from  the 
commercial  advantages  it  will  confer  on  the  Western  States  and  Territo- 
ries, is  a  work  of  a  national  character,  and  one  in  which  the  interest  of  the 
Union  is  deeply  involved.  A  period  may  arrive  when  a  free  navigable 
communication  between  the  Lakes  by  means  uf  a  Ship  Canal  on  the  A- 
merican  side  of  the  Falls  of  Niagara,  will  be  essentially  important,  if  not 
indispensable,  to  the  national  defence.  In  the  event  of  a  war  with  Great 
Britain,  such  a  channel  of  communication  would  be  necessary  to  the  pro- 
tection of  our  extended  frontier  along  the  Lakes  and  the  St.  Lawrence. 
When  the  works  now  in  progress  in  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  shall  be 
completed,  vessels  will  pass  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Lakes,  thereby  ren- 
dering it  impossible  to  make  any  successful  defence  against  the  enemy, 
possessed  of  every  means  of  increasing  its  strength  to  any  desirable  ex- 
tent. 

The  committee,  therefore^  believing  this  work  one  of  great  national  im- 
portance, recommend  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions: 

Resohed  by  the  Gerieral  Assembly  oftlie  State  of  Oliio^  That  the  construc- 
tion of  a  Ship  Canal  around  the  Falls  of  Niagara,  should  be  regarded  as  a 
national  work,  giving  security  to  pur  commercial  interoouise  with  foreign 
powers,  and  necessary  as  an  eSectual  means  of  national  defence* 

Resolved^  That  the  interest  of  Ohio,  as  a  member  of  tiie  Union,  is  deep- 
ly involved  in  the  construction  of  a  navigable  communication  between  Lake 
Erie  and  Lake  Ontario,  and  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  be  authori- 
zed to  transmit  to  the  Ohio  delegation  in  Congress,  copies  of  the  foregoing 
report  and  resolutions,  recommending  their  co-operation  in  obtaining  an 
fippropriation  for  the  construction  of  a  Ship  Canal  around  the  Falls  of  Nia-

7he  select  committee  to  whom  was  refened  the  petition  of  a  number  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Jefierson  county,  praying  that  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  might  use  its  influence  and  authority,  so  as  to  induce  the 
Executive  of  the  United  States,  to  put  a  stop  to  a  dam  about  to  be  con- 
structed from  the  head  of  Brown's  Island  to  the  Ohio  shore,  have  had 
the  same  under  consideration,  and  report: 

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  citizens  of  Jefferson  county, 
«t  and  near  the  mouth  of  Island  creek,  are  about  to  be  materially  injured, 
if  the  said  dam  should  be  built.  It  would  render  the  property  at  the 
mouth  of  said  creek,  of  but. little  value;  and  woujd  cause  the  business  whieh 
is  done  there  to  be  transferred  to  some  point  on  the  river  above  or  below 
the  Island,  to  the  great  injury  of  tlie^inhabitants  and  trade  of  the  country.

To  the  CongrcM  of  th«  Unitad  States,  praying  a  doiiation  of  certain  landa  thorcia 

named. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  respectfully  represent  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  That  there  are  many  small  tracts  of  land, 
lying  between  the  Muskingum  and  Little  Miami  rivers,  jet  remaining  un- 
disposed of,  and  of  little  value,  and  are  rendered  less  so,  under  the  recent 
acts  of  Congress,  wherein  scrip  has  been  granted  to  those  who  hold  land 
warrants,  for  Virginia  Military  lands;  the  efiect  of  which  is  that  these 
lands  having  been  in  Market  for  ncfkriy  forty  years  are  nearly  all  the  re- 
fuse part  of  these  lands,  and  are  consequently  thrown  out  of  ntiarket  as 
those  who  hold  scrip  can  easily  obtain,  under  the  present  policy  of  the 
General  Government  lands  of  the  best  quality.  It  is  believed  by  those 
best  acquainted  with  the  quality  and  situation  of  these  lands,  that  should 
Congress  cede  them  to  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  making  and  construct- 
ing turnpike  roads  within  the  districts  in  which  they  are  situated,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Legislature,  that  could  be  effected  at  a  price  ranging 
from  twenty-five  cents  to  one  dollar  per  acre. 

Many  of  these  lands  would  make  fine  sheep  pastures,  and  would  answer 
for  the  purpose  of  cultivating  the  mulberry  tree,  could  they  be  had  at  a 
reasonable  price.  It  is  also  believed  that  should  Congress  feel  willing  to 
cede  these  lands  to  the  State,  for  the  purposes  before  indicated;  persons 
holding  lands  in  their  vicinity  would  readily  agree  to  make  a  portion  of  the 
turnpikes  now  under  contract  and  in  contem^ation;  but  should  Congress 
feci  unwilling  to  give  these  lands  as  before  suggested,  it  is  evident,  that 
they  cannot  be  sold  at  the  present  prices  of  lands  belonging  to  the  General 
Government;  which  will  consequently  greatly  retard  the  settlement  of 
those  parts  of  the  State  in  which  the  lands  are  locatedi  and  can  in  no 
event  benefit  the  General  Govemrhcnt.  The  expenses  of  surveying  and 
disposing  of  these  lands  would,  it  is  believed,  nearly  cover  the  amount  they 
would  sell  for,  while  under  a  diflferent  arrangement  they  would  greatly  pro- 
mote the  interest  of  a  portion  of  the  State  in  which  they  are  located, 
without  in  anywise  injuring  the  General  Goremment,  we  therefore  re- 
spectfully invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  subject.

The  finances  of  this  State,  as  herein  exhibited,  still  remain  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  although  some  of  the  sources  of  the  public  rev- 
enue have  failed  to  realize  the  anticipated  receipts  for  the  year  just 
closed.  The  aggregate  amount  of  the  Canal  tolls  for  1836,  afford  a 
few  thousand  dollars  more  than  the  receipts  the  previous  year.  They 
consequently  fail  of  being  sufficieut  to  meet  tbo  iaterest  upon  our 
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Canal  debt.  This  deficiency,  however,  I  am  satisfied,  is  owing  more  to 
the  constant  increase  of  emigration  to  this  State,  particularly  in  the 
newly  settled  counties,  and  to  the  consoqucnt  consumption  of  the  sur- 
plus produce  of  the  farmer  by  the  actual  settler  of  the  country,  than 
to  the  want  of  a  well  regulated  Canal  system:  and  the  constant  drain 
of  the  country  by  means  of  this  increase  of  [>opu!ation  among  us,  of  all 
mich  articles  of  transportation  as  would  otlicTwisc  find  their  way  to 
market  upon  our  Canals,  instead  of  beinjx  a  source  of  complaint,  is 
certainly  one  of  pride  and  satislaction  to  the  whole  community.  la 
my  report  of  last  year,  a  comparative  view  was  taken  of  tho  increase 
of  the  Public  Revenue,  consequent  upon  a  k evaluation  of  the  beal 
PlOPERTV  OF  THIS  State,  which  exhibited  a  vast  accumulation  of  pro- 
perty upon  the  Grand  Levt/y  since  the  year  1C25,  and  as  these  addi- 
tional, sources  of  revenue  are  constantly  multiplying  and  improving 
around  us,  the  Legislature  will  annually  regulate  i\\e per  centum  to  be 
levied  so  as  to  meet  the  ordinary  demands  of  the  Government,'  and 
at  the  same  time  provide  for  tlie  payment  of  our  loans.
